The reports of the two previous years, and the orders of Government roooided thereon. 

' Mr. Wilkins was in charge of the office of Legal Remembrancer from the 
beginning of the year to the 36th April. Mr. Pratt officiated as Legal Remem- 
brancer from the 27th April to ISth November 1897 and from tlm 17th 
February 1898 to the end of the year. During the interval, from 19th Novem- 
ber 1897 to 16th February 1898, Mr. B. L. Gupta officiated. The report is 
submitted by ^ Mr. Brett, the jmesent Officiating Legal Remembrancer. No 
case of great importance to the Gkivemmeut was decided during the year. 

2. Of the three oasea shown last year as pending ^fore the Privy 
Council, one is still undisj^oaed Cf. Two analogous cases relating to proceed- 
ings under the Land Acquisitton Act of 1870 have been decidod' in favour of 
the Secretary of State. The land in question had been road-way :^r very 
many years, but if was argued for the claimant that, as it had been broken up 
on acquisition before the aotnal award of compensation for other plots of the 
estate was made, it had acquired value, and compensation for it should. 
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therefore, have been graiited. The Privy Council, however, confirming the 
decision of tho fligh Court, held that the right of compensation attached at 
the time of acquisition, that any change in tho condition of the land between 
such time and the actual award of componsatioii could not be taken into 
account, and that no compensation was, therefore, payable.

There was an increase compared with last } ear under all heads. 

4. In the High Court 33 cases wore decided in favour of, and 3 against, 
the Government, and 4 were compromised, remanded or withdrawn. The 
percentage of successful cases, 91 ’6, is higher than in either of the two pre- 
ceding years, and is certainly satisfactory. In the Lower Appellate Courts the 
percentage of successful cases was 83M1. Tho Legal Remembrancer, it is 
noted, in showing the percentage of successful cases, counts two or more 
analogous cases decided against the Government as one case. The same 
methqd of calculation should apparently bo adopted for cases decided in favour 
of tht) Government, in Older that the correct percentage of success may be 
obtained. In the Comis of first instance 31 cases are shown as having been 
decided gainst Government. Details are ^von of only 27 of these ; of 4 ho 
mention is made. In the case of Jodhan Patidor versus the Secretary of State, 
the Collector will be asked to explain how tlio sum in question came to he 
wrongfully demanded, and why tho mistake, when discovered, was iiot 
corrected before recourse was had by tiie plaintiff to the Qivil Court. - It would 
seem also that in the two suits of Jagaiiath i^asad and .Vookhram and another 
versus tho Secretary of State, the plaintilfs need upt have been forced to resort 
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to,^be Civil Court, The attention of the Revenue Department will bo drawn 
to the cai^ of Saduddin versus the Secretary of State. 'I'he Legal Reihem- 
brancer is requested to obtain and submit a copy of the decision of the Munsif 
of Barrabazar in the suit brought by Govemmont .igainst Sarat Chandra Sarkar 
and another, 'rheporcontage of successful cases in the Courts of . first 
instance was 82' 1. This exceeded the percentage of cither of the two preced- 
ing years.

If no allowance is made for analogous cases, the percentage of successful 
cases in the High Court was only 48. This is a very small percentage, but the 
number of cases was small. 

In the Lqwer Appellate Courts the percentage, 76*5, is more satisfactory. 

In the Courts of first instance 9'^*7 per cent, of the cases out of a total of 
3,246 cases wero successful. This result is approximately the same as in the 
previous ^year. Most of the coses wore, as usual, of a petty nature.

Tb^ercentago of realisation was lower than in either of the two previous 
years. "The outstanding balance is divided among many districts, the principal 
reasons given for failure to realise being that appeals are ponding against the 
decrees or that the judgment-debtors are paying by instalments or ha^ died 
without leaving propertjr. Greater exertion to realise frumthe judgnrent-aebtors 
who have property is evidently needed in some districts and should bo made. 
In the revised rules for the conduct of civil suits now under the considoratiou of 
Government, it is prescribed that enquiry shall always bo made as to w’hcther 
there are grounds for proceeding against the defendant or plaintiff, as the case 
may bej undersectiins 477, 483 or 380 of t|m Civil Procedure Code. The 
large amounts outstanding - suggest that sufficient use has not hitherto been 
made of these sections.

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SUMMARY OF TIIB METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF TIIB METJ5OROLOQI0AL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOB THE MONTH OP JUNE 1898. 


At the bop^lnnin" of tho month of June proseure was everywhere in excess of the normal, 
the dilfercneo hein^ iriopt mnrkod in the north of the province. The distribution over the 
Bay was oxtremi ly uniform, and wind direction wss generally normal except off Diamond 
Island, whore north-west winds prevailed. Woathor which had been slightly unsettled at tho 
end of the previous month became finer, and rainfall was light and scattered^ A sharp fall of 
pressuro b^gah about the 4th of the month, decreasing from north to south, and the readings 
began to approach the normal. Pressuro gradients became gradually steeper near the south 
of tho Day, and general conditions were such as usually precede the slow advance of the 
monsoon current. Though the sea, however, was rough at Colombo, and the prcjpsure 
ditferenoos between the south and the head of the Bay were increasing, tho actual advance of 
tho moibturo-ladou masses of air forming the monsoon current was slow^ and fine Sveathor 
continued to prevail over the province. 

The general direction of the isobars lia<l remained practically unchanged during tho early 
period of the month, a shallow diffused area of low pressure having mauitained its position 
over Orissa, Chota Nagpur and Bihar. Into this shallow depression was drawn from all sides 
tho winds which drew their over increasing moisturo from tne advancing monsoon. The first 
signs of the approaching rainy season appeared in a few heavy showers which were preci- 
pitated from tho moisture-laden air in the north of the province on the 10th and lltli of June, 
and whose early occurrence was partially due to the formation of a small local dej)rcs8ion 
ill Bihar. 

The disturbances, however, which heraldetl the actual burst of the monsoon began to form 
off tlio Orisea Const on the 13th of tho month. From the 13th to the 14th, this depression 
developed into a well-marked cyolonio storm of moderate intensity, the centre being at a iioint 
at some distance to tlio south-east of Gopalpur. 

During tho 14th the storm which had not increased in depth passed slowly to tho north 
crossing the coast in the immediate neighbourhood of False Point. Tho winds to tlio front 
of tho advan(;iiig stiunu were as usual of moderate force, but in the southern quadrant strong 
westerly gales were experienced. During tho 15th the depiossion which remained unchanged 
in form and intensity still continued to move slowly in a northerly direction, but assuming a 
curved path probably owdng to tho influi'iico of the hills in tlio interior of Orissa emerged 
again on the evening of that day. As the direction in which it had now been deflected was 
more easterly, the centre on the morning of the 1 6th was almost directly over Saugor Island. 

During the next three days the storm continued to move in a direction almost duo north 
with extreme slowness and little chango in depth ; so tenacious in fact was tho storm which 
in this as in other respects (though not in intensity) roeCmbled closely the corresponding storm 
of ISOfi, that it did not fiually break up until it struck the lower ranges of the Himalayas 
on tho 19th of tho month. Heavy rflinfall accompanied tho storm, especially on tlie western 
and eastern friiig<is, but Calcutta, which lay almost on the central line of tho path, rewived but 
little rain, Biliar too was only sliglitly affected, and though heavy rain fell in North Bengal, 
Darjeeling rci.>ortcd a comparatively small rainfall. The lieaviest falls took place in tho 
district round liankura, and one of the unfortunato results of tho storm was the heavy flooding 
of the Midnapore district, and tho consequent loss of lifo and property which tho inhabitants 
suffered. 

With the final disappearance of the sforni, weather became gradually more settled, but 
heavy rain continued to fall for the lu^xt few days in North Bengal. Assam and Burma. 
Prssuro did not recover, however, till the June, when there was a general rise, especially 
in the north of the province. The delVct. had, liowevori been so (considerable tliRt even now 
readings wore everywhero below the normal. From this date> however, with slight local 
variations a gradual rise took place until on the 2oth, barometer readings differed but 
slightly from tlio normal oxcejit in Ihirma. Owdng to the deficiency of preSteuro in 
Burma, a change had taken place in tho relative distribution ; and tho isobars which up 
to this time had been running steadily from south-west to north-east now followed a 
direction from west to rasf ocrosiis tlio Bay With the rising barometer and the fading oft in 
tho monsoon current weather boi-ame comparatively fine, though heavy rainfall continued in 
Burma an<l Assam. Pressure changed but liltlo during the latti^r days of the month, tlio ugh 
email oscillations were frequent. A gradual change in relative distribution had, however, been 
takiq^ place, and on the 20th of Juno with liigh readings in the south of the Bay, and a com- 
pamtivclY low barometer in the north, conditions had again become favourable for the advance 
of the monsoon current, and though rainfall was still scattered, some heavy falb . were 
reported, and signs wer(3 not wanting that bad weather would soon a{|^n become general. 

rrt Hsure , — 'rhough pressure was high at tho beginning of ttie month, it soon fell tOj 
the normal, about which position it osiullateil till the aiorm of the l»3th, whore a sharp fall 
took place. After this it romained low, and it was only towards tlio latter part of the 
montli that a recovery took place. Mean pressure of tho month was consequently below the 
3a,orinal cy« rywhero. 
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Temperature was iu defool at tho beginning of the month, but soon bo^an to rise except in 
SontbAVest Bengal, so that for the poriwl from tho 1st to the 10th, readings were generally • 
in excess except in tho last- mentioned district. Prom this date onwards a general fail took* • 
place, till on the Itith mean temperatures were everywhere below tho normal, and continued 
to be so till the final disappearance of the storm. With the passing away of the disturbed 
weather, temperature again began to rise ; and as this increase oontinnod steadily and for 
the most part generally till the 28th, boat soon became excessive, ns much as IP above the 
normal being recorded at Gaya. On the 29th the rise in temperature received a ohock, and 
one the 30th readings, though slightly irregular, did not differ much from the normal. Tho 
result of these variations has been that for the month average temperature has boec slightly 
in defect in the central and south-west ports of the province, a.s likewise in tho greater part 
of North Bihar, while elsewbero tho average has Wn above the normal. Whore there has 
*beoa defent in normal mean temperature it has hecn almost invariably due to a corresponding 
•defect in both day and night temperature, and a simdnr remark applies to oases of excossj so 
that the rrgions of lugh and low normal mean temperatures ooncido almost exactly with those ■ 
of high and low maximum and minimum, lespetivdy. 

JtawfaU, •'Taking the six divisions of the pi evince we find that rainfall has been consider- 
ably above- the average in four of them, t.s., South-West Bengal, North Bengal, East Bengal, 
and Ohota Nagpur, while in Bihar and Orissa it has fallen short bjr twenty and twenty-fivo 
*per cent., respectively, lire abundant nin wbii-h has bet-n received has brought up the 
average rainfall for the six months from the 1st of Janmlry to practically to normal amount 
for South-West and North Bengal and Chota Nagpur, but the other divisions (ure still deficient 
for this period, more especially Orissa, where the percentage is only 65. 

Tlie abundant rainfall in Benpial and Chota Nagpur was distributed fairl;y evenly over 
the whole country, with the exception that in Soirth-West Bengal, the distriiAs in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Caloutta and also Jessore and Khulna received less than usual, while in North 
Bengal, Berjeeling fell considerably below the average. The actual returns for tho month 
are Bouth-'West Bengal 124 per cent.. North Bengal 114 per cent.. East Bengal 122 per 
cant., and Chota Nagpur 150 ^er cent 

Summary . — ^The greatest interest in the weather report for Juno naturally aitaohes to 
the oircumstaaoes attending the advance and develo^iment of the monsoon current in tho Bay. 
For severaf years tho setting in of the monsoon has been distinguished by somewhat unusual 
features. In the present year, however, the antecedent and accompanying weather conditions 
have been entirely normal. During tbe first-half of tbo month, the weather was distin- 
guished by tbe high temperature charaotoristic of the last struggle of tho hot weather for 
existence. South to south-east winds gradually obtained complete dominion over tho 
provinoe, while the ever increasing moisture, with which they had been reinforced from 
tho south, brought about an almost complete satmaHon of the atmosphere. Cloud proportion 
steadilv increased in amount, and finally tho formation of a small cyclonic storm at tho head 
of the Bay led to the precipitation of the moisture and the bursting of the monsoon over 
the province. 

These were the leading features of the first-half^ of the month: daring tho 
latter half heavy rain fell up to the 21st or 22iid, while during tbe last nino days of the 
month there was a temporanr lull, net amounting to on actual break, which, however, 
showed signs in the last days of the month of coming to an end and giving place to a further 
period of ordinary monsoon weather.

Statement No, II, Bliowing the crops irrigated in canal districts in Bengal during' the 
rabi season of 1^97-98. , ' 

Observations. — The area irrigated during flhe rabi season of 1807-98 'was 
11 1,539 acres against 2ii5, 020 acres in the previous year, showing a decrease 
of 123,481 acres, but the year 1896-97 wms an exceptional one in which the 
largest area yet recorded was obtained. Compared with tlie five years prior 
to 1896-97, the area of the year under review was only sjSghtly less than 
tho average. 

2. Tho decrease in area between tliis and the previous year was not due 
so much to any special tiause, such ns seasonable rainfall, as to a return to a 
normal state of affairs after an extraordinary year due to the failure of rainfall 
and the pressure of famine. 

3. In tho areas command.ed by tho Midnapore and Saran Canals, there 
was no demand for canal water dunng the season. 

4. Tho principal rabi crops irrigated from the Sonc Canals were sugar- 
cane, wheat, barley, gram and various pulses, opium, mustard and other crops 
classed under the head misocllaneous. 

5. From the Orissa (^anak tho principal crops irrigated wore dulwa rice, 
sugarcane, gram , cotton and indigo, and of these tlio dulwa rice gave tho 
largest area. Tho crops irrigated from the £dou Canal in the Burdwan and 
Ilooghly districts were potatos and onions only which covered an area of 847 
acres. 

6. Tho details of the increase or decrease in the irrigation of tho rabi 

crops from tho canals in each district during the year 1897-98, compared with 
the previous year, are given in the following statement : — ,

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BACTERIOLOGICAL EXAMINATION OF SUSPECTED PLAGUE 

CASES. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee asked— 

Will the Government bo pleased to state whether, with the exception of 
the Kapalitola case, any other case of plague has been subjected to the 
bacteriological test? If so, will the Govornraent lay on the table the results of 
such examination? If not, having regard to the strong differences of opinion as 
to the existence of the plague in Calcutta, and the fact that the bacteriological 
t(;st is the only true test in these cases, and that in i<» absence mistakes have 
been committed — eleven cases having boon oflScially elimitiated from the retujns 
after being inserted thoroin— will the Government be pleased to make arrange- 
ments for the regular bacteriological examination of at least a few oases ^very 
w eek by an experienced and competent bacteriologist ? 

I'hc llon’ble Mb. RisnEy replied:— 

“In addition to the Kapalitola case, eight cases of plague have been 
subjected to the bacteriological test by the Health Oflicer of Calcutta. In five 
of these the plague bacillus was found. The record of the experiments is 
technical, and no useful purpose would bo served by publishing it. Thirty 
other cases were examined after death by the Professor of Pathology, Medical 
College, and the plague bacillus was traced in most of the important organs., 
Tliese enquiries will be continued. In the case of living persons bacteriological 
examination is inadmissible, because of the danger of converting a simple 
bubonic attack into a septicocmic. one by pricking or incising the^buboos.” 

HOME SEGREGATION OP PLAGUE CASES. , 

The Uon’blo Babd Subendbanath Banerjee asked — 

Will the Government be pleased to state whether, out of the 176 cases 
of ploguo(e'iVc Plague Returns, 13th July) which have occurred in Calcutta, there 
has been any case which has been traced to contact and whether there has been 
any instance in >vhich a case of plague having occurred, it has been followed 
by similar cases in the same house, within the admitted incubation period ? 
If there have been no such cases and if the plague so far daring the past three 
luoiitlis has not been found to be infectious, will the Government be pleased 
to direct that homo segregation be allowed in accordance with indigenous 
customs, sucli as are observed in cases of small-pox, the patient being confined 
to a room in the house to which all access on the part of the other members is 
forbidden and tlie house itself to all intents and purposes is segregated ? 


The Hon’blo Mr. Rislry replied : — 

“ In ton instances a case of plaguo has been followed by similar cases in 
the same house. The Govomraont is not prepared to modify the existing 
practice in respect of segregation.” 


HOME TREATMENT OF PLAGUE CASES. 
The Hon’blo Babo Sorenpranath Banerjee asked — 


Whclhcr, having regard to the non-i 

“ Ko fBct in tliB cliniral plienomena of plague remains 
more inJcJil>ly im pressed on the mind than lUo extremely 
froquent and aUnniugly sudden and iinexpectM deatli 
of paiicnts, wlio rtl* Hpparontly woll on the road to re- 
covery. The pnlxe may be normal in froquoncy and 
force, the temperature normal for some days, and yet 
some slight o.vei'tion, siuh as sitting np premat^eiy in 
bed, may lehd to fatal hyiicopo, and nothing WRS| found 
in fwo H ich oa!<es in the heart iteelf to account tor the 
resuii,*' (ruanf)9.) | 

“ The 8ue-e(^ss of uny treatment depends on enrm and 
s'oed nursing and keeping the patient lying down until 
t he temperntiire luis been normal for at leaat four Mays. 
The injadicio?is byeacli of this rule, nauiely, that .tho 
patient >*hould not even sit up for any purpoae, led to fJw 
.death of twenty cf»nvab\scents by syneopo in spite of 
urgent «ud j*epealod warnings," (Page 09.) \ 


infectious character of the disoaao 
as it prevails in Calcutta, to the 
necessity of absolute rest in plague 
cases as emphasized in General 
Gatacre’s report quoted in tho 
margin and the danger of remov- 
ing patients to a hospital, will the 
Government bo pleased to per- 
mit patients being ti'oated in their 
own houses which may not have 
been previously libensed on the 
recommendation of competent 
authorities or under such safe- 
guards as it may prescribe ? 
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. Tho Hon?b]e Mb. Rislet replied 

“ Under Plague Regulation No. 9 the Health Officer has dncretion to 
• deal with such cases and to grant a license at onco. But if the premises 
require structural alterations in order to render it possible to isolate the patient 
in tho upper storey or on the roof, it will not be possible for him to lioense 
them. People will therefore do well to apply for licenses beforehand. The 
instances given in my reply to Question No. 11 sJiow that it is not correct to 
describe plague as non-infoctious.” 

FISH AND MEAT DIET IN THE ALIPORE JAIL. 

•The Hon’ble Babu Subbkdbanath Banebjee asked — 

• 

fo) Will the Government be pleased to state whether it is the case that 
tho dietary allowance of fish or meat allowed to prisoners twice a week in the 
Alipore Jail has been discontinued since the 15th March last? If so, will the 
Government be pleased to state tho reasons for discontinaing this concession? 

(i) Having regard to tho outbreak of the plague and the necessity of kcep- 
. ing the prisoners in a suitable condition of bodily hoalth and strength, will the 
Government bo pleased to direct that the dietary allowance of meat and fish 
twice a week should again be continued to the prisoners in the Alipore Jail ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Boeton replied :-~ 

Meat or fish is not included in the ordinary diet sanctioned for prisoners 
in this Province. It may, however, bo issued in place of part of the ration of 
dai under certain circumstances, viz., («) when the fortnightly weighments 
show that an uft usual proportion of the prisoners are losing weight, (5) when 
there are symptoms of scurvy among Hie prisoners, or (e) when the number 
of cases of dysentery is unusually large and is increasing. 

“ Last year on account of the prevailing scarcity a large proportion of 
tl»5 ncwly«admitted prisoners were in poor health, and it was then considered 
advisable in the Alipore as well as in the other Jails of the Province to 
issue meat or fish twice a week. In March last, Dr. Oomins issued a 
Circular, directing the discontinuance of fish or meat in the ordinary ration, 
having previously satisfied himself that the general health of the prisoners 
• was so satisfactory that any addition to the ordinary diet was no longer 
'necessary. 

“ That tho discontinuance of the meat or fish ration has not been followed 
by any bad effocta is shown by the facts that tho sickness and mortality in 
tho Aliporo Jail have been lower during the last six months than during tho 
corro8])onding period for many years, and that the great majority of the 
prisoners are steadily gaining weight. 

“ All the prisoners in the Jail are inspected every week by the Medical 
Officer, and it is open to him to order an extra diet of meat, fish, milk, or 
other articles if he considers them necessary. This discretionary power is 
largely used ; there are at present 67 prisoners in tho Alipore Jail getting an 
extra allowance of fish, moat, or milk, exclusive of those in hospital. 

“ As tho general health of tho prisoners in the Alipore Jail is at present 
exceptionally good, there is no reason for incurring the very considerable addi- 
tional expense which would bo caused by the addition of moat or fish to the 
ordinary ration. 

It is hoped that the precautions which have been taken will guard against 
an outbreak of plague in the Alipore Jail.” 

ALLEGED DEATHS FROM STARVATION IN THE CHITTAGONG 

. DISTRICT. 

The Hon’ble Babu Jatba Mohan* Sen asked— 

(a) Has the attention of the Government been drawn to tho reports 
.v'hich have appeared in the Jyoti newspaper, published in Chittagong, Regard- 
ing the prevalence of acute distress in the Chittagong district, caused by the 
^fauare of crops, the survey operations, and the recent cyclone ? Is it the case, as 
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reported in the Jyoti of the 14th July, that two persons, Mehor All’s daughtei:, 
living at Baraitali, and the daughter of Anwar Ali of Jaldi, have actually died 
of starvation ; and that, as also reported in the JyoU of the 16th and the 23rd 
June,' 4 cases of death by starvation have occurred at Kotpara, Bagmara, and 
Katharia ; that further owing to the severity of the distress, one Budhni sold 
her child, 4 years old, for five rupees, as reported in the JyoU of the 16th June, 
and that a man named Pitambar Dhupo of Padua {vide the Jyoii of the 9 th 
June), no longer able to obtain food for his family, in sheer desperation murdered 
his wife, mother, and daughter and then attempted to commit suicide, which caso 
is now under trial ? 

{b) Will the Government be pleased to lay on the table any report w^Jich 
it may have received from the Chittagong authorities in connection with tho 
prevailing distress ? • . • 

(c) Having regard to the severity of tho crisis, will the Government be 
pleasod to state what relief has been afforded by the local officers, and whether 
it is in contemplation to afford any further relief? , 

The Hon’ble Mb. Finucane replied 

“ (a) Tho attention of Government was drawn to certain allegations as 
to tho prevalence of distress in Chittagong, contained in the issue of the nev^s- 
paper Jyoti for the 2nd June, and a report was called for from the local officers, 
funds being at the same time placed at their disposal for the relief of distress 
if necessary. The Collector reports that some of the villages in which 
distress is alleged to prevail lie far outside tho area affected by tho recent 
storm-wave. Enquiry was made in June, and it was found that,the allegations 
as to the occurrence of deaths from starvation were incorrect, and in one 
instance were believed to have been based on the statements of a school-boy, 
made without any knowledge or enquiry. The village panchayets and the 
chaukidars denied that any deaths from shirvation had occurred. 

In villages lying within the Batkania thana, in which severe distress was 
alleged to exist, the distribution of relief was stopped in the end of May 
under the Conuuissioner’s orders, on the ground that it was no longer required ; 
while it is reported by the Assistant Engineer in charge of the repairs of the 
Kutubdia Embankments that he can employ many more labourers on that 
work tluin the number who now seek employment on it. The Collector of 
Chittagong has recc utly been on tour in the areas alleged to bo distressed. 

“ {b) The reports received from the Commissioner and Collector are laid 
on the tabic. 

“ (c) The measures of relief taken were described in a Resolution, dated 
28th March, 1898, which was published in the Gazette of 80th idem. It is report- 
ed that of the allotment of Rs. l,2o,000 made for Laud Improvement Loans 
during the financial year 1897-98, llio sum of Rs. 9,369 remained unexpended 
on tho 1st April, 1898. An allotment of Rs. 11,750 was at the disposal of the 
Commissioner of Chittagong for distribution in the shape of Land Improve- 
ment and Agricultural Loans during the present financial year. Government 
has no information which would load it to suppose that that sum will bo 
insufficient, and no applications have boon received for further allotments.”

With refcrenco to your letter No. 373T.— R. of 23rd June 1898, forward- 
ing copies of tho Jyvti of 2nd Juno 1898, and the Betigalee of llth instant, and 
ciilling for a report as to the cases of ^ starvation and distress mentioned in 
them, I have tho honour to report as follows. 

2. The article in the Bengalee is practically a translation of tho 
Jyoti article, and gives no other names of villages or 'persons. On receipt 
of your letter (on 2;)th June) I suggested to tho Collector that local enquiry 
wight be made by tho Assistant Superintendent of Police, and also by 
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Mr. Ward, Assistant Collector. Mr. Anderson had, however, previously ordered 
, enquiry into the JyotVs statement by the Police Itispoctor, 

'1. I beg to enclose copies of the Inspector’s diaries of 21th and ,25th 
June and of extracts relating to the said article from the Collector’s No. 82CG. 
of 28th Juno. It appears from these that there have been no deaths from 
starvation. The Collector does not consider tlio villages named as nearly so 
b.»dly affected by the cyclone and storm-wave as other parts nmro to the 
south foutpost Jaldi and thanu Chakaria). Indeed he says of the four villages 
mentioned in the Satkania thana that they were “ far outside the track of the 
storm-wave and “ are not suffering from the coustuiueuccs of the cyclone.” 
This* is somewhat significant, as I had, towards the ood of May, induced the 
(/ollcctor to put a stop to what seoinod to mo waste of Famino Fund money in 
the Satkania thana. Apparently there wa.s so.ue connection between this and 
the publication of the article in the local Jyoli. The Assistant Engineer, Sir. J. 
Jh. Ralph, who acquired great experience in the Bombay Famino and has period- 
ically visited and critically noticed the 8torin-wav>j area when supervising em- 
bankment repairs in Kutubdia island since Doceiubor last, has informed me that 
4 from the time of his very first visit he has uevor come across a single child 
showing the unmistakable signs of starvation. 1 attach great weight to his 
opinion, because it is absolutely independent and basc^d on actual experience of 
what starvation is ; besides which ho has been uud still is employing labour all 
round Kutubdia island. So early as December last he tells me he could not got 
enough labour locally and had to use imported labuiir to some extent, owing tu 
the fact, generally told him in the locality, that the men by going elsewhere to 
work could got their wives and children fed gratuitously (from the Famine Fund) 
on the adjoinyig maiuland in Satkania than.a. £ fear the prolonged distribu- 
tion of gratuitous relief by the Satkania Tahsildar and his subordinates, long 
after the Subdivisional Officer of Cox’s Bazar had said no further relief was 
wanted in hts part of the submerged area, ha.s iwlucod people now to still try 
and get assistance, though not warranted by their condition. 

4. The Collector is about to start on tour in the parts which ho con- 
siders worse than those namod in the Jyoti, and, if he finds any distress such 
as private' local charity is not likely to relieve, I will report to you on the sub- 
ject. I may mention that the Assistant Engineer says he can give work to 

• many more men if they want it on the Kutubdia embankment.

Boaohed Bsgmara Ghat at 7 a.m., with Head'Con stable Gagan Ohandra 
De and Constable Shok Raj. Prom 74 a.m. up to 1 f.m. visited Bagmara, 
Badhkhola, and Palgram, and h«*ld conversations with tho people of the 
locality, but no evidence was found to show that any man died by^ starvation. 
Tho people complained that they are now in groat difficulty and want aid 
from Government. Among the crowds I found several men who recently 
returned from Arraoan after earning mouoy and wanted relief Govern- 
ment. The panohayet of Bogmara stated that the f)oop1e of his village and 
other nelghb..uting villages lying on the sea-shoro suCCored a great deal from 
cyclone ; still they did not get any assistance from Government. The relief 
work was not done by the Police, and so 1 cannot say anything about the 
complaints. The panohayet has submitted a writton petition, which I shall 
• submit .with my repdrt, for information. I do not understand why the 
people did not ooinplaiu before the Magistrate just after the oyolone, if they 
md not (ret any Government aid.

Jfo said that lio has received no 
informal ion about tho death of any man b^' st /ivvution. and no aid will be 
ro<iuirod for f ho lab'iuijiig elapses. He is :ilso of opinion that the people 
of the middle and hogging oiasses are in lifctlo ditH(*nlty now. As tliey do 
not got any nssistauee from i In -ir neighbours, .and espoeiully tho bogging class, 
people do not g<d snlfieient lit-e now by begging. 

Jloiurned to Palngrarn at 12 a.m., and Muth one Uhairab Chaitdra 
Sikdur (.1 BoiUori. lln is a man of low Idrth (Mala kiir by caste), lio is 
known to bo a petty tiilnkdnr and money-lender. His son, Sashi .Kumar 
Malnkar, is now a studonl of third class,. Cli it togong Government School. 
This boy gav(» inlormafion to the CHlifor of Jijnti (Cliittagong local paper) 
that tho people are now d> ing by starvation, and tho editor published tho 
wnne in his paper of the 2iul and IGth Juno 1898. Tho boy has g^ono to 
Chittagong, ami so I ooubl not soo him. 1 asked tho hoy’s father, Blmirab 
ShiUdnr, if In- osn prove jihovo allegations Il»? said in presence of scweral 
ros[)ootftblft gentlemen that he has no ovidenco to support tlic above statomeiit, 
an<l he also gave a writt(’U petition to me statiiig tliat ho cannot say if tho 
deaths wore duo to any di>(!aso or to any oUkt oausos. The tumours were 
spread <<ut that some nirn died by sfarv^ation, and bo his son gave informa* 
tion to the editor without making .any enquiry how the people met their 
dejitliB. His son believed wluil he her.rd from the x)uoplo. Neither he nor 
his sou saw them ladoro or at the time of th(‘ir deutJis. I am now onquir- 
ing about all recent deaths in tlio locality. I have coim? to know from tho 
village paiiohayets, ohaukid.irs, ajid other pcopde of tho locality that no 
deatlis Mere clue to starvation. 1 give hidow tho names of persons who 
recently died in tho locality : — 

Banigiiti of Bngmamdied of chronic pain. 

Majlicnios^a, dungbh'r of Auwnrali, Knli^ara, died of fever 

Fakir ( 'iniiid Dlnipeu of Kathoria di(‘d of dropsy. 

Alnnijan, daughter nf Ihirkat All, Knfl uria, died of fovor. 

Tuiida Mia, son of AmRinili, Kathoriii, died of fevor. 

Tho Tohalioiis of tho deceased stnttMl before the TIoad-Constoble of 
Bans^khali Unit the deaths Avrre due to staiA atioa, but the Hean .Constable 
did not believe their htat«*mo».t 9 . It has br'(»n proved by the village p3n- 
chaynts and other peo]>l(i iLiiit l^arkatAlihw lately purohasod 14 kanis of 
paddy hinds, and Amanali is plying boat .at Arracan and ia selling rico and 
dhiin. The ci'uditions of tho other men not ho bad. 

Bhairab IS'^cikdar’s 6f?n, Kashi Kumar, iuducod the people rf tlio locality 
to report to the Police tluit. tljo peoph? wore dying by starvation. Ihe 
people <lid BO >vitli Uio lio[ic of geltiibg Government aid, and ib^ object of 
Sa&hi in inducing the people was siTnidy I o take credit among tho unedu- 
rated maB.s of people and sji/cially among his itnantr. 



Extract from the Chdfogoug Collectnr^ iVb, 8260^ dated 2Sth June^ 1898^ to the 
Coinmihmner of the Chittagong Divuion^ 

d. DislrcEB is Raid to prevail in four villages in thana Qatkauia, namedy Sukchari, 
Kalanjnn, Anhrabad, an*l i'adua. Those villa>:es lie far inland in ^ sheltered valley, were 
far outside tho track of tlie storm-wave, and, if owing to the high pi ice of rice, any of the 
pooler ]>cofi* uic iluding it hard to make ciula mcot, it is the duty of tlioir richer ueighbours 
to help them. At nil event*?, T do not think that money collected for the relief of famine in 
fort'ign couutiie(».shonhl bo applied to supploment or supplant piivato charity in such villagCH. 
Doubtless there is hardly a village in the district where widows and orphans are not fooling 
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the pinoR of t^o bad eenaons aad consequent hiffh prices. I would not on lliat account 
advise the spending of public money upon tnQm. These villages are not sullo-ing iiom the 
cousoqnenooB of the oyolono.

When the statement appenred in the Jt/oii 1 directed the polioo to enqiiii’o and report. 
Uofortonately, in my abaonco in camp, a hoad-oonsfublo Avas told off to report — an obviously 
injudicious prooeefling where it ia to the interest of I ho people to have relief oporatioiis 
started. An Inspector is now enquiring into the alleged oa>es of starvation, and I am 
eJijieoting his report daily. 


ALLEGED REDUCTION EDITOATIONAL GRANTS IN 

CHITTAGONG. 


The Hon’blo Bauu Jatba Mohan Sen askod— 

(a) Is the ■ Government aware that tlio Commissioner of the Chitta- 
gong Division has directed a considerable roluctiou of educational grants 
made by the District Hoard of Chittagong in respect of the middle class English 
and vornncular education on the ground that such reduction is necessary to 
meet the charges incurred to repair the damages caused by tho late cyclone V 
As the effect of this order, which has been or is proposed to be adopted by the 
District Board, will bo to deal a heavy blow at tlio interests of education in the 
district, will the Government be pleased to direct a ro considoration of this 
order ? 

(A) Will the Government be pleased to alvanco money from the Provincial 
funds or reoommond tho District Board the raising of a loan to repair tho 
damages caused by the cyclone ? * 


Tho Hon’blo Mb. Rismst replied 

“ Tho Govorumont has no inforihation on the subject of tho alleged 
reduction of educational grants in Chittagong. The powers of the Commis- 
sioner in respect of tho estimates of tho District Board are defined in sections 
48 and 49 of the Bengal Local Solf-Governoicnt Act of 1885. Under section 
50 of the same Act, the District Board has power to borrow from Government 
or from the public subject to tho provisions of tho law relating to the raising of 
loans by local anthoriiies.” 

RELAXATION OF PLAGUE REGULATIONS. 

The Hon’blo Balu NoEENnsA Nath Sen said — 

Government is, no doubt, aware that tho conservancy of Calcutta is 
seriously suffering from tho flight of dhaugnvs, mehtors, carters, &c. In view 
of the. dangM threatened by this state of things to the health of the Town, 
and also in view of the suspected cases of plague being, even at the end bf over 
three months, still of a sporadic character, and showing not the least sign of 
infectiousness, should not Government be pleased to further relax tho pfaguo 
regulations, at least in favour of those men, who are so indispensable to 
sanitation, in order to induce them to return to their work ? 


The Hon’blo Mb. Rislby replied : — 

•“ The conservancy employes have been inforpaed that if they are attacked 
by plague they will be removed to special isolation sheds. No further reluxa-' 
tion of tho rules is necessary.” 
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CONNECTION BETWEEN DRAINAGE AND FEVERS* 

Tly) Ilou’blo Babu Norendba Nath Sen said— 

Government is, no doubt, aware that tho underjjround drainage system 
was strongly condemned ns positively calculated to give rise to fevers of tho 
most pernicious type by some of the highest medical authorities of tho time 
(such as Drs. Mouat, Chev(.-rs, &c.^, when tlio scheme was under consideration, 
and that tho late Health Olliccr of Calcutta, Dr. Simpson, in all his reports, 
used to draw serious attention to tho most unsatisfactory condition into whioh 
the sewers of Calcutta had already fallen, and to tho still more alarming state 
into which they were drifting, causing both iucroasod humidity and contamim^* 
tiou (with poisonous gases and liquids) of tho subsoil of the Town, to which 
he attributed tho increased provalenco of fevers of all kinds. Would it not be 
worth investigating liow far tho measures that are at i»ro8cnt being taken by 
the Municijmlity are calculated to remove the evils complained of by 
Dr. Simpson, and also inquiring if the fevers now occurring in (Calcutta, having 
some of tho symptoms of plague, are not in reality malarious fever of a 
malignant typo (such as devastated Ula, Santipore, Kalna, Burdwan, &c., 
more than thirty-five years ago); the sower gases, according to medical authori- 
ties, aggravating tlio typhous condition, and causing eulargoment of glands ? 


Tho Ilon’blo Mb. Rjsley replied : — 

“ Tho new drainage scheme is calculated to remove the evils complained 
of by Dr. Simpson. The results quoted in my reply to the Ifon’blo Babu 
Sureudranath Banerjee’s first question prove that the disease referred to is true 
plague aud not merely malaiial fever of a malignant typo.” 

CLINICAL REPORTS AND BACTERIOLOGICAL EXAMINATION IN 

PLAGUE CASES. 

Tho Hon’ble Babu N obenpba Naiii Sen asked — 

Will tho Government be pleased to state if detailed clinical reports 
have been kept of the cases that have been pronounced and suspected as plague, 
and has any bacteriological examination been made and recorded of any other 
than tho first "case at Kapalitola, and have tho microscopical specimens been 
preserved, so that they might at any time be seen by any expert bacteriologist? 

Tho Ilon’blo Mr. Risley replied: — 

“ Detailed clinical reports have boon kept of all plague cases, and micro- 
scopic specimens have been preserved in most of the cases referred to in my 
answer to the llon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjeo’s Question No. I.” 

BASIS OF DIAGNOSIS IN SUSPECTED PLAGUE CASES. 

The Hon’blo Babu Nobendra Nath Sen said — 

Dr. Cook, the present Health Officer of Calcutta, has recently declared 
that bacteriological examination, even in undoubted cases of plague, does not 
give positive results. If so, on what was the diagnosis of tho cases, reported as 
plague, based? 

The Hon’blo Mr. Risley replied : — 

The statement alleged to have been made by Dr. Cook has been imper- 
fectly understood. What ho meant Was that while the discovijry of tho bacillus 
in a doubtful caso would pruvo it to bo a case of plaguo tho fact that the bacillus 
was not found in an undoubted caso would not prove the case not to bo one of 
plague. 
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* “ The ^diagnosis of the cases teported fls plague was based in the first 
instance on clinical symptoms, and was confirmed in thirty-five cases M 
‘bacteriological examination, and in about the same fiumbor by pathological 
appearances.” 

« 

APPOIN'ITMENT OF A BACTERIOLOGIST FOR CALCUtl’A. 

The Hon’bte Babu Nobendba NatK SbV asked— 

Will the Government be pleased to stete whether a competent bacterio- 
logist thould not be employed permanently in Calcutta for making bactOrio* 
logical examinations of the soil, water and air, and of specific diseases, whenever 
they break out ? 

The Hon’ble Mb. Risley replied : — 

“ The question of employing a bacteriologist permanently in Calcutto is 
pnder consiaeration.” 

CONTINUANCE OF PLAGUE EXPENDlT URE. 

The Hon’ble Babu Noeebdba Nath Sbb said— - 

Considering the erratic and somewhat fitful course pursued by the plague 
in Calcutta so far, and having regard to the smallness of the ravage done 
by the disease, ‘both in seizures and mortality, and considering also that 
the citizens of Calcutta have cheerfully and loyally assisted the authorities, 
and have established and are maintaining ward, caste, and private hospitals out 
of their private purse, will the Government be pleased to stato if it is still 
necessary to keep up the present heavy plague expenditure, knowing, as we do, 
that it must eventually fall on the rate-payers of Calcutta, unless the Govern- 
ment be pleased to bear a reasonable share of it? 

The Hon’ble Mb. Rislet replied 

“ In view of the possibility that plague may increase in the cold weather, 
it is not advisable at present to make any material reduction in the establish- 
ment employed on the prevention of plague.” 

DAMAGE BY FLOODS IN THE MIDNAPORE DISTRICT. 

The Hon’ble Babu Nobebdba Nath Sbb asked— 

vYiU the Government be pleased to state what amount of damage has 
iMon done by the overfiow of the river Cossye in the Midnaporu district, and 
the flooding of the streams of Rupnarain and Damodar by the recent heavy 
rains, and how many human lives have been destroyed in consequence, and 
likewise what steps have been taken by the Government to afford succour and 
relief to the sufferers from the floods? 

The Hon’blo Mb. Finucane replied : — 

“ Reports have been received by Government of extensive floods in the 
Midnaporo district caused by a sudden rise in the river Cossye between the 
16 th and 18 th of June. Exact detailji of destruction of life and private pro- 
perty have not yet been received, but the damage done to the Government 
embankments in the Ghatal subdivision and to the Midnapore Canal and its 
.distributaries is estimated at two lakhs of rupees. The Collecttir reports that 
he has been distributing relief out of money at his disposal, and Government 
^ has also intimated its readiness to furnish further funds should they bo required.’* 
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PLAGUE INSPECTOR OF DACCA. • . 

The Hon’ble Mr. Rist.ey gave the following reply to Question No. Ill, 
askpd by the Hon’ble Babu SuBBNDRANArii Banbbjese at the Council meeting 
of the IGth April, 1898 : — 

“ The name of the gentleman appointed as Plague Inspector of Dacca was 
Lomax, not Connan, as stated in my reply of the 16th April, lie possessed no 
technical qualifications, nor wore atiy required for the duties assigned to him. 
The pay of the post was Rs. 250. It has since been abolished and a Health 
Ofiicor has been appointed under tlm Plague Regulations. The services, of the 
Engineer Secretary wore not dispensed with. He applied to the Commissioners 
for two years’ leave without pay, arid this was granted to him.” ^ 

STATEMENT AS TO THE COURSE OF BUSINESS. 

The Hon’blo the President said: — “Gentlemen, I understand that itis the 
custom in this Council, at the commencement of each session, that the President 
should make a statement of the business before the Council. The statement, 
on this occasion shall bo a very short one. Two Bills will presently be brought 
forward for consideration, the object of which will bo fully explained by tho 
Hon’blc Member in charge. I may only very briefly say that the design of 
one of them is to shorten the. language used in Bills and Acts of this Council, 
and the object of tho other is to enable the Port Commissioners to give a 
higher insurance to the owners of goods conveyed by their railway to tho 
docks. It may perhaps interest tho Council if I should say, in a few words, in 
supplement to what has been said in answer to questions to-d^, that for five 
consecutive days there has no't been a single case of plague m Calcutta. I 
can only say that in those circumstances I personally regard tho situation a.s 
most hopeful.” 

! AMENDMENT OF THE CALCUTTA PORT ACT, 1890. 

The Flon’blo Mr. Risley, moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend the 
Calcutta Port Act, 1890, Ho said : — 

“ The necessity for this Bill, which is somewhat of a technical character, 
arose from a change in the system of dealing with exports for shipment which'* 
was introduced in July, 189r. Up to that time tho bulk of the exports for 
shipment not loaded in the stream was received in the jetties, and for every con- 
signment of exports the shipper obtained a receipt which was treated by Steamer 
Comjwiiies practically equivalent to what is known as a Mate’s receipt. It 
was expected that the goods thus delivered at tlm jetties would be put on 
board their 8toaiuor.s, and this receipt was accepted as sufificient to enable 
them to grant bills of lading on the goods, which were then negotiated in the 
ordinary way. When the ^ods had been received in tho Port Commissioners’ 
sluids tho liability of tho CotBmiissiouers’ was, under section 1 12 of tlie .existing 
Port Act, tho liability of a b«leo as defined in section 1,51 of the Contract 
Act ; that is to say, they woraoxpcctcU to take as much care of tho goods in 
their cu.stody and charge ns mdinarily ))radent and rea.sonable men would take 
of their own property, and th^ wore responsible only for any acts of neglect 
on the part of their servants vwiich wove proved against them. The goods while 
in tlio jetty sheds wore insureJby tho shippers. In July. 1897, a groat change 
took place. It was then ortlowd by the Port Commissioners as tho result of a 
very elaborate discussion betwoen them and the Chamber of Commerce as tho 
representative of the niorcantjft community, that all exports should in future 
bo shipped from the docks aid not from the jetties. In the case of exports 
received dii'oct at tho docks nl diiVuadty arose. I'he liability of the Port Com- 
missioners in that case was f rec.isely the same as it had been all along in 
reqicct of such exports when received at the jetties. But it was an essential 
part of the arrangement botwfiti the mercantile community and the Port Corn- 
mivssionej-s ; it was a condition Lpou which tho change was' accepted as-a bene- 
ficial and dc'siriible cliaiigo byHIie mercautilo community that tho Port Couunis- 
sioiior.s should accept absolute, Vmlhuitod liability for goods in transit between 
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• the jetties and the docks. It "was obTiously for the convenience of .shipper’s 
tliat they should not bo compelled to cart tlicir exports all the way to tho <(ook» 
themselves. It was agreed, therefore, that the Port Commissioners should 
accept these exports at the jetties in order to ship them from the docks, and 
that all the while daring tho transit from tho jetties to tho docks they should 
accept in respect of these goods not merely the limited liability of a bailee, but 
absolute liability for loss by lire or any otlier causo. Shortly alter this change 
was made and this undertaking given by the I’ort (Jornmi-ssiouers, the question of 
their powers under their own Act to accept this liability was raiso<l, .and it was 
held that they were not ompoworod to accept this liability at all ; that section 1 12 
did not enable them to go beyond tho liability Imposed on them as an ordinary 
bailee. They suggested, therefore, that the Act should bo amended in order 
in *the first place to meet this extended lialnlity, and that was the immediate 
purpose of the present Hill. But Hon’blo MombJrs to whom tho Bill lias been 
circulated will see that the amended .section as it has boon drafted goes a con.si- 
derable way beyond what would be necessary merely for the pui’pose of enabling 
the Port Commissioners to assume full liability for goods in transit from tho 
jetties to' the docks. It enables them, with tlio px’eviou.s sanction of tho Local 
Government and under such circumstance.s and conditions as the Local Govern- 
ment may prescribe, to enter into agrecm'mts relating to animals or goods 
landed for import or received for export or for carriage by railway, wdiicb may 
impose upon the Commissioners a greater rcspousibilty than that imposed by 
.suD-section (i), and every such agreement must be in writing and must bo signed 
by or on behalf of the Port Goraraissioners. I’he reasons for going beyond the 
amendment necessary to meet the particular case are these: that tho trade of 
(Calcutta is developing considerably ; that it is in many respects altering its 
channels, and it is impossible to foresee what its course may be in future It 
will bo exceedingly inconvenient if the trade were to take a turn wliich would 
requira responsibility, other than that of an ordinary bailee, to bo assumed 
in respect of classes of ^oods other than exports in transit from the 
jetties to the docks, and if in that case legislation had to be resorted to 
in a hurry. An illustration of this is the following case. Under section 113 
of the Port Act, when goods are landed and notice is given to tho consignee, 
the Port Commissioners are responsible for two clear days for wliat^vcr may 
happen to those goods. If within those two days the consignee does not rernovo 
the goods, he has to pay rent for storage room, and he also has to take respon- 
sibility for whatever may happen to the goods. In 1894, whon tho customs law 
had recently been changed, it was found impossible to clear goads within 
two clear working days, which were ordinarily accepted os what is called “ free ” 
days. The Port Commissioners, therefore, proposed to grant a third free day. 
Legal opinion was taken, and it was hold by the Advocate-General that it was not 
in the power of the Commissioners to undertake the risk for a third day. This is 
the sort of case which this additional provision in tho Bill ought to cover. 
Sub-sections [ 2 ) and (5) of section 112, which aro proposed to bo inserted in the 
Port Act, have been framed so that in future tho Port Commissioners may, 
with tho previous sanction of the Local Govornrnent, and under such civeums- 
tanoes and conditmns as it Tnay prescribe, enter into special agroeruents of tho 
kind there referred to, and every such agreonient must bo in writing and 
signed by or on behalf of the Port Commissioners. It is considered that 
this will bo sufficient to prevent tho Port Commissioners from assuming any 
undue liability. The opportunity has boon taken to ro-onact section 112 of the 
Port Act. 'I'hat section of tho present A«5t is imporfectly worded and is 
obscure, although legal authorities are understood to agree that it means 
merely that the Port Commissioners assume tho liability of bailees under tho 
Contract Act; but it is considered desirable to make tho section perfectly clear 
and to refer also to tho Railways Act of 18‘.I0, because tho Port Commissioners 
act as a railway when transporting expoila from the jetties to the docks, 
and in certain cases in sending imports from tho docks to tho jetties, 

“I think tins Bill is one which may bo fairly acxjeptcd by the Oonrndl, 
and 1 understand that the commercial community aro ab-soluloly uuanimoua in 
desiring that if should be passed. The arrangements under which export, s aro 
now shipped from the docks and aro excluded from the jetties was the subji'ct of 
much controversy at tho time, and it was accepted by the shipping inteiv-t oil- 
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the streo^^th of the promise given by the Port Commissioners that 'they, wo aid ' 
accept the further liability which the Bill enables them to undertake.” 

The Motion was pot and agreed to. 

Tl)o Ilon’hle Mit. Risi.ky fui-ther said:— “In order to expedite the passing 
of this Bill, 1 have the honour to apply to the President to suspend the Rules of 
business for the jmrpose of introducing the Bill,” 

The Hon’blo 7 he Fresident said: — “In a matter of this sort where we are 
asked to confirm an arrangement of a commercial character agreed to by all 
parties, I think we may safely depart from the nsual procedure and rtduee the 
proceedings by ono stoge. 1 accordingly suspend the rules of business for *1110 
j)urpose of introducing this Bill.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Rislet then introduced the Bill and moved that it be read 
in Council. 

The Motion was put and agreed to, and the Bill was read accordingly. 

BKNGAL GENERAL CLAUSES BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir Charles Paul moved for leave to introduce a Bill for 
further shortening the language used in Bengal Acts, and for other purposes. 
Ho said : — 

“ This Bill, is generally known as the Bengal General Clauses Act, and 
it indicates by its own designation its distinctive character. It defines once 
for all a number of expressions commonly used in the Acts of ti^ Council. 
It enacts various rules of construction and comm<Hi clauses, which are frequent- 
ly required for interpretation in the working of legal enactments. For 
instance, in the ‘general defimtions’ take the definition of 'immovable 
property.’ The Bill says * immovable property shall include all benefits that 
arise out of land and things attached to the earth or permanently fastened to 
anything attached to the earth.’ By making a definition of immovaUe 
property, in any reference to the subject-matter which it includes, it is not 
necessary to name the various matters which it includes, but it will suffice to 
say that it includes all this. It, therefore, greatly*' lessens the cumbrous' wording 
of the statute. Again, when in any Act a word in the singular is mentioned, 
it includes the plural; otherwise, in enacting a section;, instead of only saying 
“any person, ’ you would have to say ‘any person or persons.” Take another 
instance. Peruiission is given to the Government to make rules and then to 
modify them, but the power once taken advantage of is gone. Rules once made, 
no further rules can be made, unless you add the word ‘ from time to time hut 
under this Bill if those words are not mentioned it will be impKed. If Hou’ble 
Members •will look through this Bill, they will find a great many matters in 
regard to which the language of Acts will be shortened and their meaning m.ide 
distinct. The reasons for this Bill are very fully stated in the Objects ami 
Reasons; I need not, therefore, take up the time of the Council in puttingother 
cases to illustrate tho advantages to be derived from this Bill, which, however, 
is a Bill more or less of a formal character.” 

Tho Motion put and agreed to* 

The Council was adjourned to Bkturday, tho 30th inshmt.

LEASING OUT POUNDS. 


The Hon’ble Raja Shashi Shakharbswau Roy Bahadur asked:— 

Is the Goremment aware that under the existing practice of leasing out 
pounds to the highest bidders by auction, which obtains in alino.st all the 
districts of Bengal, the cattle while thus impounded not only suftbr from 
neglect, but are positively starved by most of tlio pound^keepers ? Is it not a 
fact that the practice has also in certain places resulted in the establishment of 
hired agencies by the pound-keepers for the i^rongful impounding of cattle to 
make up thchr losses and secure a margin of profit upon the amount paid to the 
Di.strict Boards at the time of auction. If, however, the sura received on 
aerxjunt of fines and the unclaimed proceeds of the sale of the cattle bo applied 
to the maintenance of an establishment with fixed salaries, as contemplated 
. by section of the Cattle Trespass Act and section 56 of the Bengal 
* Ivocal Self-Government Act, could not ’ the wrongful impetus now given 
to the pound-keepers by the auction system be materially lessened and 
thereby a standing source of grievance of the endtivators of Bengal removed ? 
Will the Government therefore be pleased to iristitute an enquiry through the 
District Officers into the above and ascertain whether it is not desirable to 
introduce the system suggested above, which is not only coujpatiblo with the 
letter of the law as at present laid down, but in harmony with the spirit of Ibo 
legislation referred to ? 

The Hon’blo Mb. Rislby replied: — 

“ No complaint has reached the Government of the ill-troatmout of cattle 
by pound-k(^porB, nor has any instance of the employment of an agent for the 
wrongful iihjwuudmg of cattle been brought fm wawl. On the introduction of 
tire Local Self-Governmont Act, the management of pounds was t ransferrod to 
the Dishict Boards, who have pow^r either to lot them in farm or to manage 
them through their own servants. In 1891 and 1893 the administration of 
pounds in Bengal formed the subject of a searching enquiry, and it was then 
shown that the discontinuance of the farming syskmi would doprjve the District 
Boards of net revenue amounting on a moderate estimate to between two and 
three lakhs of rupees ; while it was doubtful wlM'thcr the change would put a 
stop to the evils allojgod to exist under the farming system. At the same time 
orders were issued providing for — • 

(a) the regular and systematic inspection of pounds by the officers of 
i Government and of the District Boards ;

. RESOLUTION ON THE INLAND EMIGRATION REPORT FOR 1887. 


OBMSBAL DEPABTMBHT.—EMIOEATIOK 
Calcutta, the 2nd 1398. 


RESOLUTION— No. 3*21. 

Read*— 

The Report of the Snporintoudont of Eougration, Coloutta, oo Inland Emigration 
for the year .1897. 

The appointment of Suporintondent of Emigration was hold by Dr. 
Maclapd from tho let January to the l4th February, by Dr. W. Foreyth from 
tho fSth February to tho Idth May, and by Dr. C. Banks from the 16th May 
to the end of the year. 

‘3. In conaequenco of the prevalence of cholera amongst emigrant coolies, 
Surgeon-Captain J. C. Vaughan was appointed temporarily in March 1897 to 
^ an Assistant Superintendent of Emigration Avithin the teiTitorios adminis- 
tered by the Lieuteuont-Dovornor. The period of his appointment lasted 
until tine 3rd August 1897. 

3, The report, which is in tho usual form, traces tho journey from the 
recruiting grounds to tho labour districts of each class of emigrants by the 
recognised methods of recruitment— 

(а) by licensed contractors ; 

(б) by local agents of the employers of labour; 

fe) by garden sardars ; 

(d) by the free system. 

While recognising the value and importance of the detailed hgures and 
accounts tracing the history of each emigrant to his place of destination, the 
submission of which cannot be dispensed with, the Lieutenant-Governor 
would be glad if in future reports an attempt could be made to embody in 
tho annual account of emigration, something more than statistical statements, 
which are practically all that the present report contains. During the 
year under review many important matters of interest formed the subject of 
discussion between the Superintendent, the Tea Association and. Government, 
and he would have been glad to have recoived a brief retumS of tho questions 
di.sousscd, the orders passed on them, and the results attained.- 

4. Contractor^ Emigrants, — ^Three licensed contractors maintained depdts 
in the Suburbs of Calcutta during tho year, employing 15 recruiters, against 
12 in tho preceding year, who registered between them 5,227 coolies, against 
4,164 in 1808. Of these all but 55 wore registered in tho 24-Pargana8, 
which shows clearly, as was noticed last year, that contractors depend 
largely on the numerous free emigration depots in Calcutta for their supply 
of laljour. Of the coolies registered 63 per cent, were natives of Bengal ; 
18 per cent, came from tho Central Provinces ; 14 per cent, from Central 
India ; 1 per cent, from the North-Western Provinces ; and only 0’76 per 
cent, from tho congested districts of Bihar. Those details, however, 
are based on the statements of the emigrants themselves, and cannot be 
regarded as absolutely correct. Out of 5,227 emigrants 6,323 arriv^ in the 
Calcutta depots, them numbers being diminished by one desertion, one death, 
and two releases. To this number must be added 155 coolies who were already 
in the depdts on the first day of the year, and four children who were bom in 
them, raising the total number of persons accommodated in the depdts to 6,382. 
Of these,- 117 were discharged, 200 deserted, 37 died, and 90 remained oter 
in the depdts at the close of the year. The percentage of sicknoss during 
1897 rose as high as 1*82 against percentages of 0’43, 0*26, and 0*86 in 
tho three previous years, while tho death-rate per mille was 6*87 against 1*41. 
These figures show a considerable increase in both sickness and mortality during 
the past year. No case of small-poz or of chicken-pox occurred during the 
year, and although there wore some cases of measles, there were no resulting 
aeaths. Cholera broke out in one depdt at Intally, causing 15 deaths. The 

, depdt was at once closed for a month and dminfeoted, while certain structural 
improvements wor^mado ; no fresh outbreak of the disease occurred * after it 
was re opened. The unusual prevalence of sickness in all the depdts is attribut- 
ed to the scarcity and high prices of food-stufis. The emigrants not only . 
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incroasod in numbers, but arrived at the dcp&ta in general!)' poor health and 
lowered physical condition. The percentage of contracts for four years on the 
total number of contracts registered rose to 81 as against 46 in the previous 
year 

Tho emigrants despatched to Goalundo numbered 4,950, including the 78 
who were <lespatched from Calcutta on the Slat December 1896. Of these, 
3,467 emigrants were landed in Assam and 1,470 in Sylhot and Cachar. 

6. Special Local Atjents , — Eight special local agents were licensed, against 
seven in the previous year. Their recruiting operations, which wore confined to

ing scarcity, which made people more willing to leave their homes^ Tho 
proportion of labourers to dependants was approximately two to one. Of the 
cntiro number, Manbhum contributed no less than 73 per cent., Lohardaga 
24 per cent., and the Sonthal Parganas 2 per cent. Of the total number 
of emigrants, 13,908 were registorotf for Assam, 915 for Cachar, and 568 for 
Sylhet. Of these 11,983 were despatched to Goalundo, where they arrived 
without casualty ; while at Goalundo thei-e were 31 releases, 2 desertions and 
12 deaths, tlius reducing tho number of emigrants to 11,938, of whom 9,907 
were embarked for Assam, 905 for Cachar, and 1,066 for Sylhet. Of tho 
number despatched to Assam, 16 deserted and 69 died, 63 of the deaths being 
due to cholera — a lower percentage, liowever, than in the previous year. There 
were two deaths among the coolies despatched to Cachar. No casualty occurred 
among the eatigrants embarked for Sylhet. Fifty-one emigrants left for Assam 
viA Dhubri, and duly ariivod at their destination. 

* 6. Certificated Garden 6'ard(ir«.~There were 4,439 certificated garden 

sardars and 65 sardamis, against 
4,748 Sardars and 73 sardarnis in 
1896. The marginal table gives 
the number for each of the last 
five years; the decrease during tho 
last two years lias not boon accom- 
panied by any decrease in the num- 
registered, which have in fact largely increased. No 
licenses of local agents wore cancelled, but 14 certificates of garden Sardars 
were withdrawn at the instonco of the managers. Tho number of coolies regis- 
tered by garden sardars and sardarnis amounted to 18,775 and 184, against 
9,037 and 93 in the previous year. This large increase is obviously attributable 
to tho scarcity and nigh prices which, as has been noticed, increased emigration 
by other methods. Uut whereas the number of emigrants registered in Bengal 
was greater by 9,831 than in the previous year, the increase being specially 
remarkable in tho districts of Hazaiibagh, Manbhum, and Lohardaga, the 
numbers registered in Bihar decreased by 2. It may be inferred, therefore, 
that the relief works organised in tho area actually stricken by famine, complete- 
ly effected their purpose. Of the 18,959 emigrants, 15,931 were registered for 
Assam, 988 for Cachar, and 2,040 for Sylhet. The total number of' emi^ants 
who left the districts of recruitment during the year for embarkation atQowundo 
was 21,136, of whom one was released and 36 died at Goalundo. Of tho remain- 
ing 21,100, 17,267 wore embarked for Assam, 1,674 for Cachar, and 2,169 for 
Sylhet. After leaving Goalundo, there were 169 deaths and 10 desertions 
among the Assam coolies, thus reducing the number of emigrants who arrived 
at their do-stinations to 17,088, vvltile 3,821 reached Cachar aild Sylhet after 
losing 11 by death and ono by desertion. Out of 6,726 sardari emigrants 
who were despatched to Assam vi& Dhubri, 148 died and 11 deserted previous 
to embarkation, while 150 emigrants were subsetjuently landed on account of 
sickness, and 71 died 

7.^ Free Emigrants . — The figures as to free emigration, which are only 
approximately accurate, are derived from information received from the hlmi- 
gration Agents at Goalundo and Dhubri as to the numbers passing through 
these ports. Their reports show that 46,940 free emigrants >}eft the recruiting 
districts for Goalundo and 7,994 for Dhubri, giving a total of 54,934 against 
59,014 in 1896. It is noticeable that while emigration under all other methods 
has incroasol, the numbers of free emigrants has declined, though still 
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considerably an excess of 44,960, the figure during 1895. Dr. Banks lias not 
specially dealt with this point, but it seems probable that in a season such as . 
that of 1897, larger numbers of intendin gemigrant* were anxious to avail them- 
selves of the heljp on the road, which is provided by the Emigration Agencies. 

Of those travelling via Goalundo, 50 deserted, 78 died, and 69 were released 
on the way to, and at, Goalundo, the total casualties being 197, compared with 
63, during 1896. (J£ the remaining 46,744 emigrants, adding one child born 

on the way to Goalundo, 22,707 were bound for Assam, among whom there 
were 4 desertions and 80 deaths against 60 in the previous year. Of the 8,280 
and 15,767 free emigrants embarked for Cachar and Sylhet, 8,977 and 15,741 
respectively reached their destinations. Out of 7,994 free emigrants who were 
despatched to Dhubri, 7,807 eventually arrived, the casualties numbering 187, 
agaipit 224 in the previous year. In addition to this number, 19,759 free 
emigrants who embarked at Ooalundo were landed at Dhubri for the purpose 
of executing contracts, bringing the actual number of arrivals at Dhubri to 
27,566. Of the number embarked at Dhubri 25,963 executed labour contracts, 
and* the 1,130 proceeded as free emigrants. Among these there were two 
desertions, 246 were landed en route on account of sickness, and 108 died, or 
a percentage of total casualties slightly higher than in 1896. 

8. Execution of Contraete.-^T\iQ following statemexrt gives the figures 
connected with the execution of contracts under the Assam Labour and Emi* 
gration Act, 1882 : —

23,873 contracts wore executed during the year, of which 41 per cent, were 
, for three yearn, and 59 per cent, for four years. In 1896 the number was 
14,492, of which 19 per cent, were for three years and 81 for four years. Taking 
the figures for Assam, Caohar and Sylhet separately, 39 and 61 per cent, of the 
Assam contracts were for three aud four years respectively. Of those for 
Cachar, 40 were for three and 60 per cent, for four years, while for Sylhet 66 
per cent, were for three and 34 for four years. 

9. O^encea connected mth emigralim and inspection of dep6ta . — The quarterly 
returns of offences connected with emigration submitted by District Officers, 
and their annual reports of inspection of cooly depdts, are dealt with separately, 
and need not bo noticed here. 

10; Summary.— •'Sh.Q following table summarises the statistics of emigrants 
registered to proceed during the year from the recruiting districts to the labour 
districts in Assam viA Calcutta, Goalundo and Dhubri

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Thb number recruited under the free system, thongli greater than the 
number recruited under the other systems put together, was smaller than in tho 
previQus year ; emigration under all other methods of recruitmerit; increased. 
The result of the year’s operations shows that the number embarked for the 
labour districts in Assam in 1897 amounted to 99,011, including the number left 
over in tho previous year, against 84,7 17 in 1896, an aggregate increase very 
much smaller than miglit have been anticipated in all the circumstances of tho 
year. 

11. Transport. — Special attention was given during tho year to tho accom* 
modation and feeding of emigrants during their voyage on Uie river steamers, 
and it is reported that all suggestions for improvement were promptly carried 
out by the Companies concerned. Dr. Banks in commenting upon the mortality 
from cholera, which, while not excessive, still bears a high proportion to the 
cases attacked, remarks that a less fatalistic method of treatment by the medi- 
cal officers concerned raiglit load to a larger percentage of recoveries, Tho 
average length of the river jonmey to Assam is now from seven to eight days, 
and to Cachar and Sylhet from three to four days. The Lieutenant-Governor 
observes that out of tho batch way-bills ui emigrants proceeding vid Qoalundo 
only 86 per cent, and of those covering emigrants tu'd Dhubri only 78 per cent, 
wore eventually returned to tlie Superintendent. Although the figures show some 
improvement over those of the previous year, yet seeing that tho roturn of 
those documents is prescribed by rule, and that they form the principal source 
of information as to tho casualties occurring en route after tho coolies are once 
landed, the Licuteiiant-Govemor would lOce the Superintendent of Emigra- 
tion to report whether it is not feasible to ensure the return of a larger 
proportion. 

12. Casualties . — ^With the increase in the number of emigrants despatched 
to tho labour districts during the year under report, there has been also an 
increase in tho total number of casualties, which amounted to 2,507, or 2‘53 
per cent., against 1,623, or 1*89 per cent., in 1896. Deaths from cholora 
amounted to *99 per cent , against '58 in the preceding year, while the 
mortality from otner causes rose from *09 per cent, in 1869 to '12 per cent, 
in 1897. 'I he number of casualties amongst free emigrants increased from 
1’79 per cent, in 1896 to 2’53 per cent, in 1897. The number of deaths 
anmngst this class of emigrants was greater by 243 than in the previous year, 
being -98 per cent, in 1897 against ’50 per cent, in 1896. 

13 General . — The subject of tho general improvement of tho conditions 
of emigration continues to occupy the attention of Government, and, as noted 
in the Resolution of tlie previous year, tho report of tho Labour Enquiry Com- 
mission was submitted with the views of Sir Alexander Mackenzie to tho 
Government of India in December i896. The matter is still under the 
consideration of that Government in connection with tho amendment of Act 
I of 1882, but it is hoped that early conclusions may now bo arrived at on tho 
very important recommendations of the Commission. 

14, Pending the decisions of the larger issues as to the amendment of 
the existing law, the improvement of tho arrangements under the rules 
now in force has formed the subject of discussion. In addition to the^measures 
mentioned in last year’s llcsolution as having been adopted on Dr. Vaughan’s 
recommendations, tho rules Act I of 1882 and Act I (B.C.)of 1889 

have now been revised, and a scheme devised for controlling the passage 
of emigrants with a view of securing a steady and regulated flow of traffic, 
and » avoiding tho periods of overcrowding which are liable to occur under 
the present system. Tho main feature of tho scheme is the restriction 
of emigration under ordinary conditions to two main routes, -^the one vid 
Goalundo by which the majority of emigrants will travel, and the other vid 
Jatrapur for the special convenience of coolies proceeding from districts 
north of tho Ganges. When emigration has thus been brought into two main 
streams, over which a more efficient supervision can be exercised, it is proposed to 
have regular telegraphic communications between the different prescribed halting 
j^laces, by which it will be possible to delay tho departure of batches of ooolies 
from one stage, until accommodation for their reception ia xieady at the next, 
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The halting 'places will bo selected at suitable stations with regard both to healthy 
acconunodatiou and to the length of tho journey. The introduction of the scheme 
has been delayed by the nocoasity for discusjsion with other I’rovincoa, hut the 
general assent of tho Administrations of Assam and tho Central rrovincos 
has now been given; and as tho rules were originally framed in consultation with 
the representatives of the Tea Association, the Lioutenant-Covcrnor expects that 
the revised rules may obtain the approval of tho Government of India before tho 
next emigration season. Schemes for the segregation of infected batches of coolie 
emigrants and for the inoculation of emigrants against cholera are also being 
discussed in consultation with the Chief Commissionor of Assam, the Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce, and the Indian Tea A.ssociation. With the introduction 
of these measures. Sir John Woodburn hopes to see the rates of sickness and 
uiqrfality among emigrant coolies reduced. Thu success of some of tho proposals 
under consideration will depend upon the voluntary co-operation of the parties 
concerned, and he does not doubt that this will be willingly accorded, as tho 
object which it is sought to attain is to tho common advantage of all persons 
itddrested. 

15. Tho survey of three several projects for the gening of the Chota 
Nagpur country by railway has been sanctioned by tho Government of India, 
and is now being canied out. The completion of a railway in these regions 
will undoubtedly facilitate tho supply of labour to Assam. 

16. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are tendered to Dr. Banks for 
the efficient and zealous dischargo of his duties as Superintendent of Emigration, 
and to Dr. Vaughan for the thorough manner in which he j[)erformod the duties 
assigned to him and for the valuable suggestions he made towards securing 
the improved health and comfort of emigrants.

The Anntial Report on Emigration from the Port of Calontta to British and Foreign 
^ Colonies for the year 1897. 

.Th% appoiutment of Protector of Emigrants was held by Dr. R. Maclood 
from let January to 14th February 1897, when ho retired from the service of 
Government. Dr, W, For 83 rth held the appointment from 16th February to 
15th May and Dr. C. Banks from 16th May to the end of the year. The 
duties iOf Medical Inspector were performed by Surgeon*Major A. W. D. 
Leahy throughout the year. 

2. The administrative measures introduced during the year were of 

minor importance only. A short Act VII of 1897 
AdndnmtratiTO moMuro*. passed by the Imperial Council amending 

section 102 of tho Indian Emigration Act, 1888. Authority was also given 
the Government of India to tho emigration of natives from the Ports of 
Clalcutta, Bombay or Karachi, to labour for hire in British East Africa, on or 
in connection with the Uganda (Mombassa>Nyansa) Railway. An addition 
was made to Rule 178A of the rules under Act XXI of 1883 amplifying the 
test prescribed for Ume-tuico supplied for tbo use of Indian emigrants; and 
in iuor amendments and auditions wore made to Rules 6, 9, 11, and 19 under 
the same Act for tho regulation of recruiters’ licenses, sub-depOts, and regis> 
Iration of intending emigrants. 

3. As in the previous year, there ware six agencies at work — five British 

and one Dutch. The following table shows the 
demand and supply of labour to tbo different 
colonies, as compared with the preceding year

itiR emigrant*. wMch cmigp'ants wote engaged daring tho year. 

5. The number of licenses granted to recruiters was 539, of which .3 

cancellcd on account of misconduct of 
.Mruttors conoorned. The emgrants regi.- 
tered during tho period under review numbered 12,313. Of these 9 per 
pent, were recruited in Bengal, 10 per cent, in Bihar, 56 per cent, in the 
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Norlh-Wostorn Provinces, and 21 per c<;nt. in Oudb, proportions which do not 
ditf^r uiatcritilly from those of tho previous year, 

6. Of the emigrants acoopiniodated in tho sub-dopOts, 2,677 never 
Miistor, of inieiKling Started for Calcutta; 2 died, 460 deserted, and 

EubscqucDt to regist ration. 1,44;2 wcro rejected as unfit, showing a per- 

contago of deductions of 21, as compared with 24 in 1896. Of tho 
roinainder, 1 53 remained in the sub-depSts at tho close of the year and 239 
were not accounted for. In the end, 9,411 or 75 per cent, of tlioso recruited 
actually arrived in Calcutta, against a percentage of 71 in the previous year. 

The total number of emigrants accommodated in the Calcutta depots, 
including re-admissions from qntsido hospitals and those who remained over 
from tho previous year, amounted to 0,809. Of these, 742 were rejected as 
unfit, 26 died, 69 deserted, 116 wore sent to outside hospitals, and 600 were 
disohai’god for various reasons. Tho total number de^Mitched to the colonies 
was 7,589 or 77 per cent, of the coolies brought to Calcutta, leaving dn tho 
depots at tho close of tho year for subsequent disposal. 

Of the number embarkod, 7,151 wore Hindus and 488 Musalmans, the 
majority hoing classified as agriculturists and low caste labourers. • 

Tho Lioutonant-Govornor notices with plcasiu'e that the arrangeraent.s 
made for tho accommodatioa of emigrants in the depOts at Garden Keach 
and for (heir food, clothing, medical care, and sanitary surroundings are 
reported to ])0 satisfactory, and to comjmre favourably with those of five years 
ago. Ho himself was very favourably impressed at a recent visit to tho 
Donicrara Depot so shortly after a period of famine in the regions of Upper 
India, from which tho majority of tho emigrants come ; he expected to see 
brokendown peasants who had despaired of bettering their fortunes in their 
own country. lie was surprised to find that the omigi-ants were the pick of the 
agricultural population, stout,, sturdy men aud women, robust in heoltli and 
bright iti spirit. Tho famine, indeed, as appears from the figures in paragraph 
8, had no effect in increasing emigration to tho colonies, and the Kesolution 
recently published showed that its influence on inland emigration was much 
smaller than might have been expected. 

In tho Resolution on the report of last year, reference was made to the 
proposal that tho rates of compensation awarded to persons rejected in Calcutta 
as unlit for desuatch should bo raised, and tho opinion was expressed that the 
frequent award of compensation was much more needed than a further 
cuhancomont of tho rates. The reduction in the percentage of rejections is 
satisfactory so far as it goes, hut the Protector has not said what has been done 
towards giving effect to the wishes of Government in the matter of awarding 
compensation to persons who are brought dowm to Calcutta, at great iucon- 
vcnionco to them, and then rejected as unfit. Special attention is desired to 
this matter in tho current year. 

Sitnitnuori and uiuingmcnt of 7. Tho total number admitted into .hospitals 

^ amounted to 489, of whom 26 died. 

8. Of tho 7,589 emigrants embarked 15 per cent, were conveyed to 

EmU,k.ilon of oi»i«™i,. (BritUh Gniaiw), U PCT cent to Trini- 

dad, 4 per cent, to Mauritius, 38 per cent, to Natal, 
and 17 per cent, to Fiji. Seven sailing vessels and 0 steamers were employed 
to convey tho emigrants, against 13 and 6 respectively in tho previous year ; the 
average number carried on each being 474 against 635 in 1896. The steamers 
wore bound for Mauritius and Natal only; but the increased employment of 
steamers resulted in the :mduoiion of the average duration of the voyage to 
62 days against 68 days in the provious year, and of tho average number of 
days each statute adult emigrant was at sea from 73 ^ys to 61 days. The 
benefit of this marked shortening of the voyage was shown in the fall of the 
aggregate mortality on the 10 voyages to 68, from 129 dming the 19 voyages 
of 1896. The mortality in 1897 was largely due to measles on tho sailing 
vessels MhonSi Jura^ and Ems, 

9. Keturued emigrants numbered 3,750, a^nst 3,297 in 1896. Ninoty- 

deaths qocurred on tho return voyage, the 
^ " * highest mortality being on the ships Clyde, Mersey, 

and Avon, upon which 25, 21, and 19 deaths took place respectively. Chronic 
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disease and chost affections were prevalent, and on the Mcmy there was an 
epidemic of measles. 

The highest number of emigrants— 2,608— returned frrttn Demcrara, wHilo 
1 only returned from the French colonies. The aggregate ascertained savings 
amounted to Rs. 4,51,863.6-3; the average per head being Ra. 120 against 
Ra. 5,74,882 9-3, or an average of Rs. 174 per head in the previous year. As 
iu the previous year, tho largest av^age savings per head, Rs. 212, were 
thoso of the returned emigrants from TrinidaJ. The smallest, averaging Ks. 2<{, 
were those of the emigrants returning from Ufauritius. Demorara, whicli 
wntributed two-thirds of tho returning emigrants, sent each one off with 
savings aggregating Rs. 108.

Tho figures are calculated on tho average of the five years ending 31st 
December 1896, and are complete for tho several colonies, covering emigrants 
from all parts of India. 

Setting aside Jamaica, riie number of emigrants to and from which in 
recent years has been ihc^nsidorable, and Mauritius, the circumstances of 
which would appear to be singularly unfavbmable, tho average savings 
brought away by returning emigrants fdo not differ largely in amount. 
Tho subject is one of interest and importance, but sufficient information is 
not available for positive conclusions to be drawn. Tho Protector should 
thoreforo collect information as to tho numbers of the resident Indian population 
in the different colonies, and the numbers of yearly immigrants and their 
savings, and should discuss in future reports tho relative advantages offered by 
the different colonies as shown by tho position and prospects of the resident 
emigi'ants, and the savings of those who rotorn, so far as they can be ascertained. 
1 1 . The aggregate number of estates under administration was 654, valued 
Aj • • . * ... .... at Rs. 79,186-9-6. Of these, 248 estates, valued at 
muuBraoB os s. 29,764-9-1, were* finally disposed of, the sum 

of Rs. 27,879-7-10 having been paid to the heirs in respect of 190 estates, and the 
sum of Rs. 1,886-1-3 standing at tho credit of the remaining 52 estates having 
lapsed to tho Indian and Colonial Governments concerned, owing in some cases 
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to absence of heirs, and in others to inability to trace them under the incorrect 
descriptive particulars furnished by tbo omif^rants at the time of rejrfsti’ation. 
Besides the final disposal of the 248 estates, heirs were traced in respect of l^fl 
estates, valued at Rs, 20,860-14.9, and the sums duo were in course of payment. 
The net result shows that the enquiries forbears were completed in respect of 381 
estates or 58 per cent, of the total number of estates* under administration 
during 1897, against a percentage of 54 in 1896. The remaining 273 estates, 
valued at Rs. 22,561-1-7, were still under enquiry, being a percentage of 41 of 
tbo total number of estates under administration against 45 in 1896. Enquiries 
were as a rule made within reasonable periods, and the Protector acknow- 
ledges the assistance of District Oificers in this connection. 

12. The financial results of the Colonial emigration operations, ehbw a 

reduction in tbo receipts derived from the«oonsoli- 
Financiai. dated fee of Rs. 3 per head on each erh^rant 

ombarkod, of Rs. 6,573-4-2, and in the charges, of Rs. 1,462 ; the year closing 
with a deficit of Rs. 3,883-0-9 against a surplus of Rs. 1,228-3-5 at the end of 
1890. The Protector observes that the deficit was due to the fact that *2,587 
fewer emigrants were despatched to the colonies tlian in 1896. 

13. Dr, Banks has recorded his satisfaction with the manner in which 
work is carried on| by the Emigration Agents, and to Dr. Banks himself tho 
thanks of Government are due for the efficient manner in which he performed 
his duties as Protector of Emigrants during the year.

At the end of June weather oouditions were practically normal both ns regards pressure 
anj tomperature. In the Ist (J July, however, pressure began to fall, and there were signs 
of the beginning of a small disiurbnnoe in the north of the Bay. Outlie 2nd a further 
fall took place in pressure, and a well marked 1.h<»iLgh shallow^ dcpi-ession appeared over tiie 
Sandheads, Though jiressuro continued to fall on the sucooeding day, the doptessiou became 
diiluscd, winds veering round to their normal <lireotion in the noiih-west angle of the 
Bay. On the Itli a recovery look place which cuntinuoil still more markedly on the 5th, but 
fair and general rain had accc^mpaniod the deve]o}>mout of the small depression. 

Temperature which had boi'n nearly nortnnl at the commencement oscillatod slightly 
during tlio lirst six days of the mouth, never diiVering greatly from the normal. ^ 

tip to this dato a fairly strong monsoon had been blowing in the Bay, and the general - 
ilistributiou had remaiiiGd nearly constant* iFroin tho 6fch, nowever, a marked dirmnution 
took placo in the strength of the monsoon, while pressure, which hod for some days been 
dcUcieiit, rose and remained fairly normal over the province for a considerable period. Signs 
of a local distuibanco were not wanting at the head of the Bay, but the weakness of the 
monsoon afforde<l but littlo opportunity for its development. With the comparatively fine 
weather whicli clioracteriscd this period, temperature naturally rose and remained above the 
normal till tho 15tli of tlie month. Till the eauie date the monsoon current' continued weak, 
but after til at a gradual revival of strength took place, and weather again bccamo of tho 
ordinary monsoon (•liuractor. Up to the 16th pnpsuro underwent small osoillationfi, but never 
doviaictl much from tho normal, Tho gononil tVaturos of the distribution were likewise, 
romarkably ooustant, tho area of low pressure rcinaining steadily over tho west or north-west 
of tho provinne, an<l giving rise to the usual winds of the season. Fair and general rainfall 
took phico diuiug this time, and tho tempmtttro fell from the high point which it had reached 
and roiuainod practically steady and near the imnnol. ' 

On fhe 16th Ihero was a sharp fall bf pimsure over the province, which was foibwed 
by n slight recovery in Bengal on the succeed iug day, but which continued, though in a 
considerably lesser degree, in Bihar, Chota' Nagpur atid Orissa. On the 18th tho barometer 
b( gan to rise very rapidly in Bihor as well, '*aH<i in consequence a shallow depression was 
formed over the soutli-west of Bengal and the adjacent sea. Heavy rain anil a considerable 
fall of tcmpcratiire accompanied Bie violent oscillation of pressure. 

The doprossion winch was due merely to tho rapid advance of the wave of fall and 
rcoovory over the province quickly disajpearud, ana the barometer on the 19th stood 
coinpaialivoly Ijigh. 

On tho V!0tli weather a/^iii began to be nnsoltlcd off tho Orie^ and Coromandel Coasts, 
a small sliallow though well marked , depression appearing to the south-east of Gopalpur. 

Oil the 20tli tho baroniutor which stood oomparuivoly high fell slightly, but the area of 
low pressure became much more difEuecd and spread over a considerable part of tho adjacent 
laud area. Tho cenfn) appenred to be in the neighbourhood of Buri, and winds along the 
coast were very light un<l variable, ohangihg from north-west in the morning to south on the 
night of tlio 2iat. In tho early hours of the ’Ar'ind, however, tho disturbed conditions pro- 
v'uling in that quarter led to the formation of a fro.di depression of considerably greater intensity, 
tho oentro apparently lying lo the oast of Piwif in the course of the day the storm following 
a most iiuiisiml course for this period of the year moved slowly along the coast, and on tho23ra 
its centre was about 49 miles to tlie southtoast of Gopaljmr. During tho^ 2Jird the storm 
oonlinue<l lo iiio^.o in the same general direction, having in the meantime gai.nod considerably 
ill <lepth, and on tho inoming of the 24th it.'oontro was immediately over Vizagapatam. 
Hero il wo except a slight further motion of its centre some twenty miles to the south, it 
practically inaiufaincd its position unchanged, and its intensity undinunished during tho 24th 
and 25t)i July, and it was only iii the early hours uC tho 26th that it finally crossed the coast 
in tho neighbourhood of Vizagapatam. Its subequent course was as unusual ns its initial 
j>atli, as is prooeodod in a north-westerly direction, and finally broke up in tho Coniral 
rrovinccs. 

A further unusual feature of this storm, wlich should bo noticed, was tho provalenoo of 
strong winds in the north-east quadrant and tho comparative lightness of tho winds to the 
south-west. 

Tho effect of this dlfeturbanco on the weather iu Bengal was distinctly unfavourable os 
far as rain was concurnod owing to the strong imlranght of winds from the north. Till tho 
2r»th, when conditions Ix^gau to bo moire noniud, practically no min fell over the provinco, 
and a consequoiit rise iu t 0 ini»eruturo to<.jk placo ' YtTy whore. On tho 27ih, the area of low 
prc'Esuro ago.in shifted to the uoiUi-wo.st, and giHUTul and abundant rainfall took place. 

I'ressnro, whu?h had risen considerably «l»nc tho normal during the progress of the 
storm, now fell steadily till tlic 30tli. On the ‘Utl tlicio wa-i a slight recovery, but insu.*!!- 
ciout to raise the pressure above tho normal, so that, except in Burma, readings on tho last 
day of the niontk were everywhere in defect. ^ 

Baiuf ill continued to bo geueral till tlio end of ^ho month. 
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Tomporatnro, which had fallen below nonnal on the 27th, osoillatod slightly in the last 
days of the month, but the general tendency was downwoids, so that on the Slst readings 
were low at all stations. 

Summary , — ^Weather was, on the whole, of ordinary monsoon character. Two small 
breaks in tho rainy weather were noticeable: the first, which occurred from the (ith ' 
to about the 13th, being due to a weakening of tho monsoon current, while tho second/ 
from tho 19th to the 26th was, owing to the storm, off the Coromandel Coast, which, by 
diverting the current and oausiDg heavy rainfall in that quarter, deprived the proviuoo of its 
usual rain. 

Pressure fell in the beginning of the month : after the 6th it recovered, and rising 
slowly till it reai'hod the normal, oscillated very slightly about that position till the 16th. 
From the 16th to 18th a rapid fall, followed, b^ an oqixally rapid rise, took place, which left 
the pressure in slight excess. During the storm in tho lattor part of the month, it rose with 
sli^t oscillations still further ; but owing to the fall which took place in tho lost few days, 
the m^th endod with a slight defect in pressure throoghout the province. 

* The resultant effect m those changes was that tho average pressure for the month has 
been everywhere bdow the normal, tho defect being generally slight, but greatest in Bihar 
and Orissa. 

JCmperatun was also subject to oonsiderahle vviaiions, the rise and fall being generally 
coincident with the periods of smtdler or larger rainfall. It will bo found accoraingly that 
from the 6th to the 13th temperature, which up to the former date > had been nearly normal, 
rose slowly and was for some days in excess. tho 13th it fell to a point below normal, 

and daring tho second break again rose. During the lost da^ of the month, however, a 
fresh fall took place, which resulted in readings being low at all stations on tlie Slat of July. 
Taking the average for the month, it is found to be slightly above tho norma] over tho 
gi'eate^art of the province, the only divisions where there was a small defect having been 
tiouth'West Bei^al and Orissa. 

Rainfall . — Boinfall was fairly general during tho month, except during the two periods 
mentioned above,, when adverse conditions prevailed. These two periods of deficient rainfall 
were, however, of auffioient length to affect the totals projudioially, and Uie lattor are 
consequently below the normal in all divisiemB. The detect is, however, in no case very 
largo, being greatest in North Bengal, where it amounts to 20 per cent.,-aud least in Ohota 
Nagpur, whore it is only 2 per cent. 

Beckoning the raiofall from the 16th May, tho amount is praotioally normal for Bengal 
and Ghota Nagpur, and in slight defect for the other two divirions. 

The following table gives a oomparisou of tbe falls in the various divisions during the 
month of July with the normal fall, the aiotual being given as a percentage of tho normal 
fall. The table also shows the actual falls for each of the previous months of tho year 
expressed in tbe same way, and tho last column of tho table shows tho total of the falls of 
tho past seven months of the year in each divirion expressed as a .percentage of tho normal 
fall:—

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PREVENTION OF ACCIDENTS FROM RIFLE PRACTICE AT 

DUM-DUM. 

* Tlio IL)n’blo IJabu Sukendranath Baxeejee asked— 

^ Hag’ the attention of the Govommont been drawn to a paragraph in (he 
Ilif'jhaiU of (ho 8tii inalant to the effect that the people of Kadihati, a villairo in 
the vicinity ‘>f the Dum-Dum Cantonment, have been put to serious loss and in- 
coiivenicnco by reason of the rifle j)ractico of the local soldiers, and that one 
Bhutnulli Riigdi was shot through the leg and the children of liabu Boikanta 
Nath Chnekravati, a local medical practitioner, narrowly escaped being shot? If 
tlio above stiiteinenta are substantially correct, will the Gov'erninent be pleased 
to take the necessary steps with a view to the prevention of such accidents ’r 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Bolton replied:— 

“ It has been ascertained t^t the 8(atemont.g referred to by the Uon’ble 
Member arc substuntiiilly correct. A jn-oposal for the re-alignment of the range 
so as to guard against all possibility of d.anger to the villagers is already under 
the consideration of the Militfij^' Department, and the necessity for comple(ii)<r 
the work by an early date will be brought to the notice of that Department.” ° 

RELIEF OF LOCAL BODIES FROM EXPENSES OF PLAGUE CAMPS. 

The Hun'blc Baud SoueNhiun tii Banebjee asked— 

Is it the case that a letter has been addressed by the Gover.ament to 
the Accountant-General by which it is proposed to recover from the local 
bodies the sum of Rs. 48,393 incurred in increasing the Police force at the 
Jlairwa and Chausa Plague Cain^? If sb; having regard to the financial con- 
dition of most local bodies a^; the difficulty which they experience in meet- 
ing their own legitimate charges and tlio fact that the expenditure is to bo 
incurred in connection with the plague, which is an imperial rather than a local 
question, will the Oovemment to pleased to consider the propriety of roUevino- 
the local funds of this charge ? - ^ 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Risi.ev replied:— 

“ The oi-der rofeived to has issued under section 9, sub-section (i) of 
the Eiudemic Diseases Act, which empowers the Government to detennine in 
what manner aud by whom any;ox|icnse8 incurred in preventing the spixjad of 
phiguc* shall be defrayed. Such ex}K'nsos are not merely a legitimate but a 
just charge upon the funds of local bodies, so long as they ai'e able to bear 
them.'’ 

DURATION AND COST OF SETTLEMENT OPERATIONS IN 

ORISSA. 

The Hon’blo Babu Nobendba Nath Sen asked — 

Will the Government bo pleased to state how long the survey and 
settlement operations in Orissa have Ijoen going on, and when they are likely 
to come to an end, aud also what ’they have already cost, and aro likely to cost 
hereafter ? 

The Hon’blo Mb. Findcane replied :— 

“ The Survey and Settlement proceedings were commenced in Orissa in the 
month of November, 1889, and will probably bo completed within the calendar 
year 1899. 'I’ho cost up to the end of July, 1898, has been approximately 
Rs. 30,50,000, aud the further cost to bo ncurrod before the proceedings ai4 
completed will probably amount to Rs. 4,50,1)00.” 
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APPREHENDED SCARCITY OWING To DEFICIENT RAINFALL. 

• # 

The Ilon’ble Babu Nobendra. Nath Sew said— 

In view of the apprehended eearcity in several districts in these Pro- ' 
viuces on account of deficient rainfall and disease among cattle, will the 
Government be pleased to give a definite idea of tlv; agricultural outlook gener- 
ally, and of the rice crop in particular? 

The Hon’blo Mb, Fibucane replied 

' 

The telegraphic .weekly weather and crop reports received from all 
district^ which are published in the Calcutta Gazette, give the information asked 
for. ‘In tho rejwrts for the week ending August, 8th, published in the 
Calcutta Gazette of tho 10th, it was stated that more rain was them required for 
the transplanting of the winter rico in soine districts, and especially in parts 
of BaUkura, Midnapore, Hooghly and Howrah, hut that the prosju cts of tho 
early rico and tho bhadoi crops generally were favourable. Tlie]*e is at 
present no reason to apprehend scarcity on account of delicicmt rainfall or 
disease among cattle. A certain amount of sporadic e^tle-disoase is reported 
from some dislrictjs, but there is no. indication thai cattle-disease is more 
than usually prevalent.” 

RE-EXCAVATION OF KHAL8. 

The rion’ble. Babo Nobrwdka Nath Sen .oskod— 

Will the Government be pleased to state whotherj having regard to 
the iinportanco of re-excavating tho Miak^ which have dried up, in tho Lower 
Provinces, both for the purposes of sanitation and irrigation, something ought 
not to be done in this directiou without delay, and the initiative taken by tho 
• Government in tho matter, having in view specially the manifest blessing the 
Eden Canal has proved to tliose parts, through which it runs ? 

The Ilon’blo Mb. Buckust replied : r?- ; 

“ It is a fact that certain khals in Lower Bengal have siHed up from natural 
causes, but often whore this has occurred others have opetied out to take their 
places, and it is doubtful whether a system for a general clearance of old 
channels would give any beneficial result. . 

“ Special cases have been dealt with froitn time to time, as their urgency has 
been brought to notice, such as the Buxi-Gaighatta and Protapkally kh.als, 
while tho numerous channels which draiai tho sreas of country protected by 
Hood embankments in the Midnapore and Hooghly districts are periodically 
cleared. 

“ At this thtio of ye§r tb? silt clearance of klmls is not easily possible, but 
con&idoration will be ^vei» to any particular cases which may be brought 
forward. 

“Sebemos directed to sanitary iinprovomeiits come within the provisions 
of tho Beiignl Sanitary Drainage Act, 1805, under section 3 of wi)ich tho 
initiative must be taken by the District Bool’d.” 

APPLICATION OF PUBLIC WORKS CESS TO OPENING AND 
MAINTENANCE OF ROADS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Norendba Nath Sen asked— 

Will tho Government bo pleased testate whether, having regard to tho fact 
that the revenue, derived from tho RoadVless, ^eing wholly insufficient to meet 
• tho purpose for which the cess is levied, a portion of the income, obtainecl from 
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the Public Works Cesp, oughitf net, to bq diverted tqwds opening and main- 
tqnanoo of roads in these Ihrovinces, as complaints in regard to roads in.the 
interior are general ? 

The Hon’blo Me, implied 

“ Out of the estimated pi^cecds of the Public Works Cess during the 
current year, a sum of Ks. 10,)!5Q,000 has alrswly, been allotted for. the construc- 
tion and maintenance of roads.’*

The Hon’ble Mr. Risuar |said: — ‘‘With, Your -Hbnour^s permiSaiOa' I ■will 
take this opportunity of replying to certain questions previously ashed'' in the 
years 1895, 1896 and 1897, on i^'subjeot of the alleged pollution oPtheHooghly 
by effluxions from the mills and factories situated'-on tho banks of tho river: — 

Reports by the Sanitary (Commissioner and Dewty, Sanitary Commissioner 
on tho alleged pollution of the Hooghly and of the Belly Khal by the effluent of 
certain mills are now being printed, and 'will be laid on .the table. The Sanitary 
Commissioner is of opinion, alter personal invostiga,tion, that no. unwholesome 
waste from the Titogorh Jute Mill now passes into the Hooghly. In the case of 
tho Bally Khal, tho Deputy Sanitary Commissioner shows that the water, both 
above and below the pa]^ nciill, ia impure and unfit for drinking piirposes by 
reason of the presence of oig|E^c mattm* the bulk of which comes from the 
drains and latrines of the Bally End Uttarpara Municipalities. * A small part only 
consists of mill refuse, and ihi8 is of v^table origin and is comparatively 
harmless.” 


AMENDMENT OF iPHE CALCUTTA PORT ACT, 1890. 

The Honb’le Mr. Rislbv . presented the Report of the Select Committee ' 
on the Bill to amend the Caleutte Port Acty 1890, and moved that the Report 
be taken into consideration. Rb said 

'<As originally drafted, the Bill has been* 'received with general approval 
by all the authorities oqnsulti^ and no suggestions for its further amendment 
have boon made. A slighit change in its form has been introduced by the 
Select Committee which is expired in the report# They: say • 

* One of tho objects whieh it was intended to seoure was an exteDai<m of the period of the 
Port ComnuBsioners’ liability for Roods committed to their diaigo -from' two to three clear 
working days. We are advised that- the Bill as. dwwu will, soh meet tbts.objeok and we have 
oooordingly added a eeotjoa apeoifloslly ameudiug; seQtion ,lU3 ,of <tbe Aot by . substitutiaff 
‘three 'For ‘two.” ' 

‘‘It was the intention of the Port Commissioners in ISdi to grant this 
concession, and in practice they have been, 1 understand, ^ving Qi gt number 
of free days; that is to say, they have been giving a thwd day' in addition 
to the two days allowed by the Act.: It was ascertained that; under the 
law as it stands, they have no legal power to do this, and that when they did so; 
they could not assume the liability which it 'is' .essential tiieyehimlilltave, and 
therefore tho additional day they gave>woa}d be of no u8e:to the patties 
to whom they gave it. In its present forsa the BRl will effect idlt the 'Objects 
which tho Port Commissioners and the mercantile community desire it should 
effect, and I submit that it may^now be passad by tite Qounoii#’:’ 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Rislev also moved that the Bill, as amended by the 
Select Committee, be passed. j 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 
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BENGAL GENERAL CLAUSES BILL. 

The Hon’blo Sib Chaeleb Paul moved that the Bill for further shorhming 
the language used in Bengal Acts, and for other purposes, bo referred to a Select * 
Couiniittce consisting of the Hon’ble Nawab Bahadur Syud Amcor Ilossein, • 
tile Hon’blo Mr. Bolton, the Hon’ble Babu Saligram Singli and the Mover. 

Tho Motion >vas put and agreed to.

Ualike the two previous years, tliere was nothing abnormal in the climatic 
conditions of the year under review ; and though the rainfall was slightly Lolow 
the average, it was well distributed throughout the rainy season. The number 
of trees up-rooted at the plantation for their bark was 245,109 against 1,064,200 
in the previous year, while 40,207 young trees of the quinine-producing kinds 
wei-o planted out. The result of tho year’s operations was that the total 
number of living cinchona plants at tho Government plantations (excluding tho 
nursery stock, which amounted to 212,787) at tho close of the year was 
2,478,049. 

2. The crop of the year amounted to 318,715 lbs. of di-y bark, of which 
212,175 lbs. were obtained from the trees up-rooted in the Government planbi- 
tions in Sikkim, and lu 6,540 lbs. from the trees in the plantation at Nimbong 
purchased a few years ago. In addition to this quantity, 418,602 lbs. of 
bark were purchased from private plantations in Sikkim and Southern India. 
The quantity of bark made over to tho cinchona factory for manufacture into 
quinine and febrifuge was 511,933 lbs. 

3. The outturn of the factory was 10,149 lbs. of sulphate of quinine and 
4,075 lbs. of cinchona febrifuge against 10,673 und 3,462 lbs. respectively 
in 1896-97. The following statement compares the issues of the year wdth 
those of the preceding year : — ^

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Owint? probably to the prevalence of scarcity the demand from Bengal 
for 'sulphate of quinine to be sold at post offices decreased by 1,100 lbs, ; but cyi 
the other hand the Superintendent of the Aligarh Jail was supplied with 
800 lbs. for the introduction of the system into the North-Western Provinces. 
The stock of sulphate of quinine in "hand at the close of the year was less by . 
791 lbs. than it was at the close of 1896-97, but the Superintendent recognises 
the advisability of having always in stock, at the commencement of a year, a 
quantity equal to the year’s probable consumption.

5. The expenditure on the plantation amounted to Bs. 66,509 agaimit 
lls. 82,143 in the previous year, the decrease being chiefly in the salary 
and exchange compensation allowance of tho Deputy Superintendent, owing 
to the retirement of Mr. Gammie, the late Deputy Superintendent, and under 
“Contingencies” due to the cessation of the transport of bark from Nimbong. 
Dr. Brain suggests that, in the event of similar savings again occurring, they 
might bd devoted to making the present temporary bridge across tho Kungjo 
stream on tho road that connects the plantation and factory with the Tista 
Valley road into a permanent one. The amount spent on account of the 
factory rose from Rs, 79,867 to fis. 89,278. This sum inclndes the price paid 
for the bark purchased &om private phntations. 

6. The cash receipts show a surplus over cash expenditure of Rs. 21,010 ; 
but owing to tho fall in the price of bark there has been a large decrease in the 
value of the stock in hand; and Dr. Praia _ estimates the net profits at 
Rs. 11,632 as against Rs. 9,767 last year. Under the. circumstances this must 
be held to be very satisfactory. 

7. Sir George King, Superintendent of Cinchona Cultivation, and Govern- 
ment Quinologist, who fotired.iii February, last, had with Conspicuous success 
directed the preparation by Government of the medicinal products of cinchona 
from their very commencement, and his brilliant services have already been 
acknowledged in a separate Resolution* The Government also lost during the 
year the services of Mr. J. A. Gammie, Deputy Superintendent, who had been 
associated with cinchona cultivation since its commencement. The Lieutenant- 
Governor now desires to thank Surgeon-Major Pruin, who has succeeded 
Sir Gecrge King, for his efficient management and for the interesting report 
submitted by him.

Sir John Lambert, k.c.i.e., held the office of CommisBioner of Police from 
the beginning of the year until his retirement on the 26th May, when ho was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. James, who was in charge up to the end of the year. The report 
was due to Government on the 1^ May, but was not received until the 30th 
July. The increase of work thrown on the Commissioner of Police in connection 
with the plague, and the necessity of preparing the statements in tho new forms 
proscribed in Home Department Resolution No. dated 25th September 

1896, retarded the completion of tho report, but do not fully account for the 
very great delay in its snbmission. It should certainly have readied the Govern- 
ment earlier, and the Lienteuant-Govemor trusts that similar delay will not 
recur in tho future. 

2. The following table shows the total number of cognizable and non- 
cognizable offences reported in town amd suburbs of Calcutta daring each

The total number of cases tried in the town and suburbs during the year 
was 43,044, of which 38,861 or 90*80 per cent, ended in convictions. The 
police sent up 34,053 cognizable cases and obtained, conviotions in 29,518 
or 86*68 per cent. The percentage of Eviction was higher than in the prece- 
ding year in the total number of oases tried, but lower in the police cases. Of 
l,882co^nizablecasestaken up by the Magistrates direct, 697 or 37*03 per cent, 
resulted m conviction. This tow percentf^ though an improvement over the 
figure for the previous year, indicates ajstrong necessity for fuller examination 
of the complainants before ordering the issue of process. It is observed that 
of tbo 24,013 nou-coguizablo coses instituted iu the town only 7,391, or 31 per 
cent, ane shown as having been tried, while iu the previous year 14,032 out of 
24,474, or 57 pm: cent« were tried. The very small percentage of cases actually 
heard in the past year should be explained, and the. Lieutenant-Governor 
desiies that an explanation may be submitted. 

The total number of persons arrested in the town and suburbs on cogniz- 
able chaiges fell from 41,234 to 40,498. Of these, 37,507 or 92*6 per cent, 
were convicted. 

4. Fake Mses.-— The number of false cases in the town and suburbs was 
70 and 42 respectively, as compared with 61 aud 40 in tiie previons year. The 
complainants were prosecuted in 20 of the cases in the town, and fined in 17 : 
one case was struck off in default of appearance, in one case the accused was 
discharged by the Ma^troto and one case was compromised. In the suburbs 
17 prosecutions were institnted *. in 3 cases the accused were discharged by the 
Magistirate, 1 case was struck off in default of appearance and 5 oases were 
compromised. In 7 cases fines wera inflicted amounting in the aggregate to 
Its. 170, which sum was awarded as ^compensation to &e aggrieve parties. 
In 2 cases the accused were senten<^ to terms of impiiBonment. These 
figures do not appear to the lieutenantiGoveruor satisfactory. The offence of 
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bringiii’g false criminal cbavf^os is a serious one, involving much harassment to 
innocent persons, but the number of prosecutions last year was smhll and th€ir 
results wore not such as to produce much deterrent effect. 

' 5. Vroperfjj stolen and recovered,— The total value of property stolen was 

Rs. 1,69,608 against Ks. 2,97,675 in the previous year. Property to the value 
of Ra. 91,109, or o8'71 per cent., was recovered against Rs. 1,92,398, or 64*63 
per cent., in the previous year. A reduction in the percentage of recovery 
does not necessarily indicate ijoferior work on the part of tlie Police, the 
degree of fluccc.ss being largely dependent on the circumstances of the coses, 

0. Comisahle offences in th$ Tmn . — The number of cognizable cases in the 
town was 26,592 against 27,363 in 1896. There was a decrease under all 
heads of crime under the Penal Code, while an increase occurred in offences 
against other laws. Of the serious otfonces tinder the Code the following . may 
be noticed. There were 7 cases rblathig to coins against 11 in 1896, • The 
number of murders was 9, against 2 iu the previous year and 9 in 1895. In 
3 of these cases the accused were couvictod and sentenced to death, in 3 others 
they were found insane, and in the remaining cases they were acquitted. Of 
culpable homicide there were 5 d^s (is compared with 3 in the previous year. 
Forty-seven cases of grievous hmrt were reported against 40 in tho previous 
year, and 6 cases of kidnapping agaiust 38. The number of robberies was 3, the 
same as in tho previous year. Ope hundred and fifty-two cases of burglary were 
reported truo. The cases show a decrease of 33 as comi>ared with tno number 
iu 1896; seventy-three wore detected and 84 persons were convicted ; results 
on the whole creditable to tho police. The value of the property stolen was 
lis. 50,332 and of that recovered Its. 35,416. There were 1,700 cases of 
theft rcpoi-ted truo, this being i37 less than the number in 1896; in 1,188 
investigation was successful, and. 1,320 persons wrere convicted ; results again 
creditable. Projicrty was stolen'to the value of Rs. 1,50,605 and recovered to 
tho value' of Rs. 83,005. Cases of 'ciiminal breach of trust were 187 in number 
against 4.76 in 1896, including 28 cawss against cart-drivers and 5 against boat- 
men, who committed tho oifenoc in respect, of propei'ty entrusted to them as 
carriers. The decrease in coraplaiht.'i under this head is very marked. It was 
stated in the report for 1896 that these cases arc gonemlly settled out of Coui't, 
Sind evidently many of them hayb bosui disputes of a civil nature. If, as tho 
figures for tho past year would suggest, the jicoplo aro refraining from bringing 
such disputes before tho Criminal .Courts, the change is satisfactory. Under tho 
Gambling Act there were 132 cakes against 149 in the preceding year. Offences 
under the Police Act, and municj^l and other miscellaneous offences were 10,717 
in number against 12,888 in the previous year. Under the Shipping Act ilicre 
were 70 cases against 292 in 1896, and under the Port Act 798 cases against 
1,041 in 1896. The groat docreaso under these heads should have been ex- 
plained, and the lioutcnant'Govdmor would be glad to have that explanation 
now. Under the Cruelty to Animals Act there were 7,323 cases against 6,890 
cases in 1896, 

7. Non-cognuahle erhne in iHe (own , — The total number of uon-oognizable 
cases was 0,259 under tho Penal Code and 23,'240 under tho municipal and other 
laws, against corresponding totals of <>,608 and 25,481 in 1896. The most import- * 
ant case Avas one of forgery of Govcinment currency notes. Seven persons were 
convicted and sentenced each to. teruis aggregating ten years. The notes were 
forged iu a village of tho Nadia district, where the men had provided themselves 
with a printing press and other apparatus. Some of the gang were convicted 
in that district; and others wwo urrested while cndeavoiuing to pass a large 
number of tho forged notes in Calcutta, and were convicted by the High Court, 
Tho detection of the gang was an iuqwrtant success of the Police during tho 
year. Under the Municipal .law there were 17,617 cases during the year 
against 17,464 in 1896. The number of bogus firms cnivying on fraudulent 
business by menus of advortisemonts in tho ranfassal pa])ers and circulars to resi- 
dents in up-country stations, which was rei>orted to be 120 in 1895 and 74 in 
1896, has now fallen to 57. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the attention 
given to these finns will be contirued a.xd have tho effect of further reducing 
their nuirnber. 

8, Co^nhahk offences in the suhnrhs . — In the number of cognizable cases in 
the subui’bs there was a slight decroaetf, from 7,449 in 1896 to 7,301 in tho year 
under review. There wore six cases relating to coin against 4 in 1896: 4 
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murders against one in 1896 ; and one oaso. . of culpable homicide against 3 in 
1896, Thirty-four cases of grievous., being 16 more than in the previous 
year, and 38 cases of hurt by a dang^hs weapon against 23 in the previovllti 
year, were reported. Burglaries and thefts also slightly increased. 

9. Non-eogniztAh mwe,— The tptal number of non-cognizablo cases was 
6,777 against 7,615 in the previous year. Cases under Municipal law increased 
by 1,084, the total for the year being 5,270. 

10. Suicides md accidental dfaiii«.*~^uicidoa show an inoroase, numbering 
101 against 73 in the previous year. The nmnbor of accidental deaths also 
rose considerably, from 186 in 1896 to 331 in the year under review. Ten 
persons lost their lives through a lamentable accident due to the fall of a 
portuio under construotion at the Martinihce College. Twenty-two persons wei'e 
killed by being run over. One hundred prosecutions for rash and furious 
drivingVere instituted and resulted in 01 convictions. In the Port of Calcutta 
92 persons were accidentally killed. Of these, 63 were drowned. 

11. Working of the Arms Act. — At the beginning of the year 3,008 fire- 
arms were held iu stock by dealers. ^ The number imported dming the year 
was 3,959, and the number boi^ht in lildia 1,850. Of these, 5,568 were sold. 
The cloriug balance showed 3,249 pieces in stock. Five prosecutions were 
instituted under the Arms Act and in four convictions were obtained. 

12. European Vagrancy AcU — Teh Elttropcan vagrants were in the w<»k- 

house at the beginning of tho year and 58 were received during the year — 48 
from Calcutta and 10 from the mnfassal. Of these, 34 were discharged on 
obtaining work. Ten vagrants were also deported under agreements. The 
Alms House provided refuge for 24 . seamen, for all of whom passages were 
arranged by the Superintendent. / * 

13. Fire-Brigade Act. — The Fire-Brigade gave assistance at 32 fires 
during the year — 14 in the town and oh the rivor, 11 in the suburljs and 7 
in Howrah. At ton other large fires the manual engines kept at out-stations 
were employed. One hundred other fires were reported, in which the value of 
property destroyed was trifling, not averaging more than Rs, 6 in each case. 
Tho total value of property lost by fire w&s Us. 2,48,760, being slightly in 
excess of the loss in the pruvions year. . . 

14. Tho sanctioned strength of the Calcutta Police Force was 2,097 

against 2,891 in tho previous year. Theincrease is due to additfbhal men being 
sanctioned for the Kaddorpore Hocks oud to the inclusion within tho Calcutta 
force of tho Hooghly Bri^e Police.' The percentage of casualties from retire- 
ments, dismissals,' desertions, resignatibnti and deaths, was 8*17. Tho number 
of punishments, judioial and departmental, remained mndh the same as in 
previoms years. A sum of Rs. 3, 63^-4' was disbursed in rewards against 
Rs. 5,922-6 in 1896. ' 

15. Old offenders and anthropometry .—Tha police kept surveillance over 
714 released offenders during the year. Of these, 359 were Bengalis and 3.55 
up-country men. Out of 961 accused whose antecedents wore at first unknown 
97 wore eventually found, by means of, anthropometry, to have been previously 
convicted. 

1C. The most important oocurreuoe of the year in connection with tho 
police administration ' ov Calcutta was the. rioting which took place at Tallah 
and the northern mrts of the town on the soil) Jtmo and 1st July. A report 
was submitted to me Qoverhment of India in this Government letter No. 4113J., 
dated 28th July 1897, and it is uunooossary to cuter into details here. Out of 
87 persons sent up for trial in connection with these riots, convictions wore 
obtained against 8i. This result was satisfactory. The' Government of India 
expressed their agreement with the opinion of Mr. Stevens, the Officiating 
Lieutonant-Govomor, that tlie conduct of the Police throughout the riuts was 
deserving of all praise. The necessity which arose, however, of summon- 
ing the military to tho aid of the civil power drew attention to the fact that the 
strength and equipment of the Cidcutta l:^>lice wore defective, and receiit events 
in connection with the out-breok of plague in tho city have coufirniod tho con- 
clusion that tho force should bo stroi^gthencd and improved. ^ Proposals have 
accordingly been submitted to tho Govommdnt of India, and iu tho meantime 
the rommitment of additional men has Ibcen proceeding. Subject to -the final 
approval of the Secretary of State, the government of India have already sanc- 
tioned tho creation of a company of ililitary Police for employment in tho 
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viciuity of Calcutta. This force will be located near Barrackporo, on the 
opj)osite side of the river, and will serve to keep in check or suppress' any 
riotous out-breaks among the mill-hands. In view of last year’s riots it was also 
( thought advisable to pass an Act extending to Calcutta the provisions of the 
Police Act V <»f 1861 relatinj^ to the quartering of additional police in disturbed 
areas at the cost of the inhabitants and the levpng of compensation for injury 
to person and property done in such areas in the course of disturbances. 

17. tMicial Mr. Pearson held the office of Cliief Presidency 

Magistrate from the beginnii^ of tho vear, until the 29th September, when he 
wont on leave, his place being filled by Mr. Bonnaud. The Hon’blo Nawab 
Bahadur Syud Ameer Uossein, was Magistrate of tire Northern Division 
during the year, except from the 17th June to 31st July, when Mr. Bounaud 
acted for him while absent on leave. 

18. Court of th Chief Pretideneii Magistrate — total number .of oases 
instituted during tho year was 11,986 against 13,289 in the previous year. Of 
11,807 persons prosecuted, 10,633 were convictrki, aird 1,138 acquitted or dis- 
charged. Appeals were pteferred against the order of the Court in 22 cases ; 
but &e order was reversed in no case. Out of 15 motions to the High Court 3 
were successful. 

19. Northern Division Court.— 'Vh& total number of cases instituted was 
16,966 against 17,077 in the preceding year. Of 18,650 persons brought before 
the Court 17,687 were convicted, 36 committed to the Court of Sessions, and 
871 acquitted or discharged. .The number of appeals was 34, and all were 
rejected. In 8 out of 15 morons to the High Court, the original order was 
sot aside.

The percentage for the past year for all the Courts was even lower than 
that of the previous year. Tiio Chief Rresidoncy Magistrate observes that 
tho number of persona who do not appear must always be large as long as 
tho law allows cases to be withdrawn, abandoned or compounded. This does 
not, however, explain the greart divergence in the percentages in the past two 
y^ifc Tn the Court of the Ctuof Presidency Magistrate 547 cases were 
dismissed under section 303, Criminal Procedure Code, against 442 in 1896, 
and in the Northern Division Court 1,258 oases against 979. It appears that 
out of 372 persons against whom process issued from the Chief Presidency 
Magisteate's Court on charges under sections 504, 606—510, Indian Penal Code 
(intimidation, insult and aimoyanco), only one person or *27 per cent, was 
convicted. This presumably affords further evidence of the necessity for 
more folly examining the complainant before tho issue of process. 

21. Work of Honorary Mo^istrates.'f-Tho number of cases referred for trial 
to the Honorary Magistrates during the year was 5,299, and they also had on 
their files 17,484 municipal cases. Of tiio total of all classes of cases (22,783) it 

i 
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aj^cars from* the statement in paragraph 8 abovtj that only 9,728 were actually 
tried, the reiiiaiuder having l)e<m struck off for non-appearance or comjnemiscd 
or withdrawn. Nine appeals were preferred against the orders of Honorary * 
Magistrates. Of these, one was successful and another pai-tially so. Motiuna 
were preferred in C cases, with the result that in one case the order w'as set aside, 
and in another the sentence was modified. In the municipal cases fines were 
inflicted to the amount of Rs. 23,280-14^, out of which Its. 17,025-4-3 were 
realised. The imrcalisod balance appears large. The Lieutenant-Governor 
again takes the opportunity of thanking the Uouorary Presidency Magistrates 
for the large amount of work dono by them during tho year. He notices that tho 
imipbcr of cases in which Honorary Magistrates failed to ottend w'ithout giving 
notice was fewer than in the previous year. Tho thanks of Government are 
in pai^icnlar due to thoso Magistrates whom Mr. Pearson mentions as having 
frequently attended when requested to do so at tlio shortest notice. 

22. Under tho now Code of Criminal Procedure the Lieutenant-Governor 
has declared tho Honorary Presidency Magistrates to bo subordinate to the 
Chief Presidency Magistrate to the same oxteut as the Magistrates in the 
interior aro subordinate to the District Magi.stratoB. This is an improvement 
in the law, which was needed. Under section 557 of tho Code legal practi- 
tioners who appear in the Presidency Courts have been disqualified for 
appointment as Honorary Presidency Magistrates. 

23. Sir John Lambort severed during the year his long connection with 
the Police of Calcutta. The Lieutenant-Governor in reviewing the last report 
recorded his appreciation of the value, of hie services. Mr. James had within a 
very short time of succeeding him to deal With much exciteinont in connoction 
with the Tallab -riots, and there has been a recurrence of excitemont since. His 
tenure of ofiico has so far hcon attended with much anxiety, and ho has earned 
the thanks of tho Government by the manner in which lie has discharged his 
responsible duties. The favourable menlion made of Mr. Paget, the Deputy 
Commissioner, and of the other oflicers mentioned in paragraph 38 of tho report 
has boon noted by Govornmeut. 

— Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to the 
Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, for information and dor conjimuoicatiou to 
the Presidency Magistrates.

3. The increase is duo to the nioro general employment of Indian soaintm. 
and the differenco hotAA'ecn the total mimber shipped and discharged to juv 
increase in the number of native crows engaged at Calcutta for service in 
vessels trading froin the United Kingdom and Germany. The men engaged 
for service in Germany wore chiefly ons'ine-room crows forwarded to Hamburg 
njid shipped through the office in accordance with the Murchtmt Shipping Act, 
the usual bond of indemnity for lascars sailing under a foreign flag being filed 
in the office, 

4. The number of British seamen shipped again shov-'s a dccrcjise as 
compared Avitli the previous year, while the number discharged shows an in- 
crease. On this point the Shipping Master explains that Englishmen, as a rule, 
endeavour to hotter their position, and many seamen, on their arrival in India, 
obtain their discharge, and find employment on the railways and in the hotels 
established all over the country,

from foreign vessels through their Consulates and not included in the figures

f». There were 88 deserters against 61 in the previous year. It is diflii- 
cult to assign any ciuso for this increase, but it is stated that a numlier 
of searaeii who had drawn their wages and supplies from the Masters of the 
ships they belonged to deserted in order to Join American and German vessels. 
It is also stated tliat many of the deserters were British, who were dissatisfied 
with tlicir ships and wanted their di.'«eliargo, but, failing to obtain it, loft their 
vcs.«els without perinission, and, as tiicy have not since boon hoard of, it is 
supposed that they proceeded inland for employment. 

7. The rcooints of the Calcutta .Shipping Office amounted to Rs. 47,313 
as compared with Rs. 41,967 during the previous year. The laiygest incroase is 
under slapping and discharging fe('s, which is due to increased operations in 
shijipiug and disciiarging seamen, both Europeans and Natives, especially the 
latter. The expcnuliluro amounted to Us, 24,014, or an iuci^easo of Rs. 245 
on the figures for 1890-97, due entirely to cost of forms required for tbo 
increased oporations of the office.

The inrroaso of Rs. 0,098 under “ Dciposit money of British Seamen” is 
<lue to larger amounts having been received from seamen who had boon loft 
behind iiom theii’ ships in hospital ami jail, and who had, in accordance with 
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the usual practice, deposited a portion of their wages in the office as a profu- 
sion against their falling into distress. Tlie total sum represents the volun- 
tary deposits of 197 seamen and Rs. 1,542 th'posited by Masters of ships as 
tho wages of 1 1 seamen who were too ill to un<lorhiand their accounts. 

9. The increase under “Deposits of Native Seamen?’ is due to an 
increase in tho number of native seamen loft hehind in hospital and jail, and 
of others who, when the crews of tho vossed they belonged'. 4t» were paid olf, 
failed to appear to receive their money. 

10. 'Pho increase under “ Estates of doceasc'd Native Seamen” ropresents 
tho wages of tho crews of tho vessels City of Agra and Falk of Brachlin lost at 
sea, which were forwarded to the Shipping Master of Calcutta for payment to 
theu relatives. Tho work of finding out the legal representatives is still going 
on, and tho greater part of tho money will doubtless be paid away in tho course 
of tho.year, 

11. 'I'ho value of seamen’s money-orders increased from Rs. 11, 2(10 in 
1896-97 to Rs. 11,934 during the year under review- The increase is due to 
the favourable rates of exchange and to ono or two hirge orders issued during 
tho year. 

12. The number of distressed seamen sent home during tho year was 
47, or one leas than in tho previous year. The causes of distress were sick- 
ness 25, injuries 4, shipwreck 7 and paucity of employment 11. 

13. In respect of tho condition of European Seamen, the Shipping 
Master reports that, on the whole, a bettor class of men seems to be manning 
tl’.o merchant shijM. Tho foreign element in the crews of British ships is 
about the same as last year. 'I'hc Society of the Ship Masters’ F ederation 
appears to be inducing good men to join the mercantile navy, and it has been 
nt)ticod that sick seamen left behind, especially foreigners, are particularly 
solicitous of the safety of their Federation tickets, it is said that a British 
seaman w'ho cannot read and write is now rarely to be found. The condition 
of native seamen appears to have been unchangod, but tho demand for them 
continues to increase. 

14. Statements taken on oath of five of the crow of the ship Severnbnnk 

• complaining of the quantity, (jnality and cookijig of the meat issued to them 
while in port were sent by tho Chief Presidency Magistrate to the Shipping 
Office for enquiry. As tho Master of the vessel was sick in hospital at tho 
time, he was not called upon to answer the charge ; but the Health Officer of tho 
vessel made an inspection of the sliip’s stores, and reported that the provisions 
on board were all of good quality and sufficient in quantity. No complaints 
were made to him, as the complainants withdrew their charge on the ground that 
immediately on their complaining, good and well-cooked food was served out to 
tliciu. 

15. Two cases of ill treatment of seamen were reported, but in both eases 
tho complaints were found to be groundless. In ono case the steersmen of tho 

* S,S. Gorseda complained against the Master for assault and destruction of their 
olfects, and on enquiry the complaint proved to bo a vexatious one inconsequence 
of tho Master having declined to give tho men a character for ability. In tho 
socui\d case the native , cook of tho S.8. Barrkhr complained that on tho 
voyage he had been confined in irons for a day cnJ-H-half, and that an un- 
authorized deduction had been made from his wages when paying him off. On 
enquiry it was ascertained that tho man hud become riotous at .se.*!., and had 
assaulted and otherwise maltreated several of his fellow -servants, and bad to 
bo put hi irons for violent conduct, but he had bi cn released as soon as it was 
considered safe to do so. The so-callcd unauthorized deduction from his wng(?s 
was found to be a lawful fine, which was deposited in the Shipping Office. 

16. At tho Port of Chittagong, the number of seamen shipped and dis- 
charged was 33 and 95, against 26 and 32 in the previous year. The increase 
of 63 in tho number discharged is attributed chioHy to permission given to 
Masters of vessels, who had dissatisfied men on board anxious to change their 
vessels, to discharge tho men, provided they had sutlicicnt wages due to them 
to enable them to deposit at least two months’ board wages with the Shipping 
Master, Calcutta, end on the understanding that the Masters would fill the 
vacancies thus caused by obtaining men from Calcutta. 
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• 17'. There were deseiters against 4 during the previous year. No oJue 

to their whereabouts was found, though a search M^as made for them bv the 
police. ^ 

18. The receipts of the office amounted to Rs. 117, against Rs 47 in 
189G-97. The hicroaso is alniost entirely under discharging fees, which is duo 
K. two vessels having paid off the whole of their native crow on termination of 
agreement. 1 licre were no disburseinciits. 

, foceipts Oil :iccouut of 'Piiist Funds amounted to Rs. 12,797, the 

wliolc ot winch was disbursed. Th.se receipts consisted of deposits received 
on account of the ba anco of wag, -s of 21 British and 63 native seamen 
discharged by mutual consent, and of 6 British seamen discharged under 
Medical C.T(ifieate, of .v left in jail and of 3 Native seamen deceased. 

20. Ihe bhipping Muster visited 75 vessels in port for enquiry and 

inspection, and no comiilamta regarding bad or insufficient food woro^ nSde bv 
tnc crews. uy 

.luriuR "" ” discliaigcd 

22. The Shipping Master paid seven visits to vessels in port, and found that 
the provisions, water and medicines, as well as the forecastle accommodation 

vcswl^visitS** were made by the crews of any of tlie 

hikI Puri thoro were no transactions under 
the Merchant bhipping Act. Enquines as to the health of the crew and the 
pronsions and water supplied to them were made with satisfactory results by 
the Collector of Balasore exercising the powers of a Shipping Master. ^

The Depai'tmout was presWed over by Commander B. P. Creagli, im.ai., 
throif^hoiit the year. The: tenure of the ap})oiiitn)[eiit is lijuite<l to yeans. 
Commander Creagh was appointed on 1st April 1898, and on the 1st Ai)nl 189<S, 
on the tennination of his appointment, lie liandod over clnwge of thoDepai inuoit 
to l^is su’ccossor, Commander P. J. Falle, K.i.Af. 

2, Tho strength of the Pilot Service at llie (dose of the yenr stood at 02, 
showing an increase of one. Tho number of Leadsmen Apprentices hu.s, bow* 
ever, fallen from 18 to 9, owing to onb having resigiued and the recruitment 
from local candidates having failed for 2 years. Owing to this large reduction 
among tho staff of Apprentices, steps wero taken unmediatcly, after tlu* close 
of tho year, to obtain from England the services of 5 ■ additional Leadsmen 
Apprentices, and they are expected in India by the beginning of Jicst cohl 
season. 

3. The more frequent emplo^ont of Pilots, resulting from the reduction 
of tho serwice, lias (sontinued this year, as will bo seen from the following 
figures : —

Compared with the previous year, there has been an increase in the number 
of steamers and sailing ships of the draughts recorded above, both inwards 
and outwards. 

7. Three inward and three outward bound vessels were neaped during 
the year from two to six days each, but it is satisfactory to observe that this was 
far less than 45, tho number detained during the previous year. This is due 
to the considerable improvement which has taken place in the several channels 
of tho river Tlooghly. 

8. There were 33 groundings and 8 collisions during the year, showing 
au increase of 1 grounding as compared with the previous, year. Of the 
former, 15 wore either aocideutal or slight and 3 due to an alteration of the 
channel. Of tho remaining 15, in 6 cas<.'s the Pilots were not to blame, but only 
in 1 case was damage caused to tho vessel. In the case of tho collisions, 
1 vessel was totally lost and in 6 ca.ses damage was caused. Tho percent- 
age of casualties to vessels was 1'66 against 1'90 and 1*55 in the two previous 
years. 

9. Fifty preliminary enquiries were held by tho Port Officer during th(j 
year. Three of these were reiorred to Dopai’tmcntal Courts of Enquiry, two 
of which were further refoixed to a Marine Court under Act V of 1883, In 
one case tho tug-niaster was found to blame, and his license as a Steam-tug 
I’ilot was suspended for one year, and the Pilot warned that greater enro 
should be taken to attract the attention of tho tug and to observe tho rules of 
the road. In tho second case, which was one of collision between two vessels, 
the accident was found to be due to an error of judgment on tho part of both 
Pilots, who were warned to be more careful. Throe other Marino Courts were 
hold, Olio of which was to ascertain the cause of tho loss of tho barque Amamth 
Rohomau, which sank off the Malabar Coast after colliding with the S.S. 
JSfawab. As the casualty occurred in Madras waters, the proceedings and 
report of the Court were forwarded to the Government of Madras for necessary 
action, 

10. A special Court of Enquiry under the Inland Steam Vessels Act was 
held at Chandpur to enquire into tho loss of tho Rivers Steam Navigation Com- 
pany’s steamer Lohit in the Megna river while calling mails and passengers 
from Chandpur to Goalundo. One life was lost. 'Plie Court were of opinion 
that the vessel sank in consequence of a fierce sudden gust of wind, and that 
the serang was not to blame for tho accident, 

11. In paragraph 13 of the Resolution on tho report of the previous year, 
it was stated that proposals had been submitted to the Imperial Government to 
enforce compulsory signalling by wlti.«tlos on inland steamers. It was found 
that Government were powerless in tho matter, as the Act did not authorise the 
framing of rules on the subject. Steps are now lieing taken to amend the Act, 
giving Government tho power to frame rules for signalling. 

12. The, S.S. (hdde made 20 trips during tho year. These trips are 
made chiefly in towing pilot brigs to and from their stations, and in supply- 
ing them with stores, water and provisions. On five occasions during the 
year she went to Chittagong.

1 5. The duties of the First Engineer and Shipwright Surveyor were con- 
ducted by Mr. G-. Hobertson throughout the year, with the exception of three 

. months when he was on privilege leave. During this period Mr. E. G. Venn, 
tlie 2nd Surveyor, acted for him and was assistea by Mr. T. W. Fish, 
Lloyds Surveyor. 

16. The total receipts from fees collected for surveys amounted to 
Ks. 33,736 and the expenditure, including the travelling allowances of Surveyors 
to out-statioiis, to Rs. 30,377. In all, 449 vessels were surveyed, 

17. The Department was efficiently managed during the year by Com- 
mander Creugh. As already mentioned, this oflicer vacated his appointment on 
the 1st April 189<S, after a teuuro of five years. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
glad to express his cordial appreciation of the work done by Conniuinder 
Creagh throughout this period.

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WORKING OF THE INDIAN FACTORIES ACT IN BENGAL DURING 

THE YEAR 1897.

I AM diroctod to submit the Report on tho working of the Indian Factories 
Aft, XV of 1881, as aineiulod 1^ Aft XI of 1891, in Bengal during t\?c year 
1897. The proricribod statements, Forms I and tJ, are appended. 

3. Number of factories and of tvor/c ,- — There were 167 factories 

shoM'n as open at the clo.so of the previous year. Ten factories were brought 
luulor the Act during the year uiulcr report, viz., live in the district of tho 
24:-I’arg;iiia3, throe in Howrah, one ni Dacca, and otic in Pabna. On the other 
liand, ('ight factories were remove<l from the list during the year, viz., three in 
the 21-i'ar<iana8, three in Dacca, one in Howrah, and one in Pabna, wliile two 
factories, viz,, one in the 24'Parganu> and one in Jossoro, remained closed during 
tlu! year. Thus at the end of tho year 167 factories were actually working. 
In 80 factories work was carried on by shifts or sets; in 65 by midday stop- 
juigo.s; ill 8 by a combination of sliift.s and midday stoppages, and in 19 by 
other moans, T’he number of factoric.s exempted from the’ rule requiring a 
Sunday or weekly holiday was 28, against 34 in the previous year. 

Almo.st all the juto mills are now lighted with electric-light, and the 
Special Inspector reports tliat witli two or three exceptions, mills that had 
previously opjiosed its introduction have since been compelled to give way by 
tho necessity of competing with tlioir neighbours, and retaining their hands who 
ol.herwi.so would bo attracted by the slightly higher wages they could earn by 
longer work elsewhere. In the Report for the year 1896 tho opinion of Hr. 
VVal.sh was (pioled to the effect that working for the longer hour.s made possible 
by tho use of artilicial light, wsas in reality a doubtful advantage, in view of the 
discontent caused among the operatives, the deterioration in tho work done, 
and the higher wago.s to be paid for overtime. The facts now reported would 
appear to oouflict with tho view then c\pre.s8ed. 

(Ill the subject of the granting of a half-holiday in jute mills on Saturday, 
Mr. ^V^dsh lias made tho following remarks: — 

“ Tho inn joritry' of mills still oontiuuo to work till late on Saturday night, iiltliougli 90 
per eorJ.. would bo glad if the early closing »u Saturday wore mudo oonqtulsory. Some endea- 
vriir ish-'ing mudo by tlio Jute Asaooialion to induce all mills to dose; hot theieeombiuations 
iiuariably lirciik down in a few weeks on tlio slightest protenoe, and only logislntion \vill 
ensure lliis lisilf-holiday. Tho opinions of managers on the question aio at present, howovor, 
sojimwliat cnillitting, tiud it is doubtful wliollior Goverumoul would feol justified in resorting 
to h'gislalion, unless it was the unaninum.-! opinion of the Chamber of Commerce, both in 
Calcutta and Borabiiy, that tho half day Iiolnlay on Saturday was absolutely necessary for 
the licijpfit of tho operatives. Sbnie managers are itt favour of closing at 2 r.M. ; other.s 
consider that 12 a.m. should he the time lixfd, as this would allow ample time in the afternoon 
for repair, ch'fitiiug, Ac., and would be eneuomical os regards wages. Others again ntlvooato 
closing i-ntirely on Saturday; a few belinvo that the mills should be ollowed to work as 
they (iheoso on Saturday, as tho operatives take whatever leave they rcipiire. Amongst 
these may bo indudetl tho opinion of those not using tho oleotrio-light. They Datnrally 
work less houis a week than other mills, and resent any further n-duotion of working hours 
by introibieing a half-holiday on Saturday. The Hastings Mills which have a night 
sliil’t are willing to close at 2 P.M., eoudiiionally that they commence again at 6 . p.m., 
working till midnight. Under these ciunmstances it does not appear likely thaii’tbo 
Chamber will come to a uuanimous opiuii u on tho subject 1‘ersoually, I am entirely in 
favour of olofiing early on Saturday, and bolievo it would ho to tho interest of trade, and 
beucCcial to tlio managers, European assistants, and operatives.” 

The European Assistants of jute milhs in Calcutta and tho suburbs bave^ 
rc])oate(lly memorialised Government praying that early closing of thoso mills 
on Saturdays bo made compulsory, so that the machinery may bo cleaned 
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on that (lay, and they may themselves bo wiabled to enjoy ooraplcte rest on 
Sunday, instead of bfiing obliged to supcrviso the (ilcaning of the machinery 
on that day. As intimated in last year’s Report, the matter was brought to 
the notice of the Chamber of Commerce and the .luto Association. The latter 
body reported that while approving of the principle of closing on Saturday 
afternoons, tlioy wore unable, after protracted discussion, to arrive at any 
practicable arrangement for carrying out the prhiciplo by voluntary agreement. 
The Chamber of Commerco has also recorded a resolution in favour of the 
closing of mills at 2 p.m. on Saturdays, but the Juto Association is obviously 
the body which is most directly interested. 

, The Lieutenant-Qovoraor regrets that a matter which it was hoped would 
have been arranged by amicable agroemont among the parties interested is 
no nejfrcr adjustment in that fashion. Tho dcsimbility ef having recourse to 
legislation in this matter is still under consideration ; but although liis sympathies 
must bo warmly in favour of a measure so reasonable and salutary, jthe Lieuten- 
ant-Governor cannot conceal that legislation is beset with difficulties, for any 
alteration in the law that may be undertaken with a view to enforce early 
closing on Saturdays could not bo confined to the jute mills of Calcutta, but 
would extend to cotton and other mills and to ail parts of India, and re-opon 
(piestioiivs which wore carefully considered and settled when the Acts of 1881 
iind 1891 were passed. 

3. Jiispectiona.SQyon factories wore inspected once, 29 factories twice, 
29 factories thrice, and 105 factories more than three times during the year. 
There were no factories which were not inspected at all, as compared 
with five such in the previous year. Of tho seven factories inspected only 
once, three in Howrah and two in the Presidency Division wore brought 
under tho operation of the Act towards the close of the year only. As regards 
tho remaining two, — tho Small Arms Factory at Dum-Dum and Messrs.jDavid 
and Co.'s Juto Hand Press at Pabna, — no explanation has been furnished. 

It is reported that the requirements of the Act and tho rules framed there- 
under were generally complied with, and that suggestions made by the inspect- 
ing oflicors for the improvement of sanitary arrangements, machinery and other 
matters were, for tho most- part, promptly attended to by the managers without 
objection. Tho Special Inspector mentions one mill in which it was suspected 
that Sunday work was illegally allowed, although his inspections failed to 
detect it } the manager, however, admitted that on one or two occasions ho had 
worked one department for a few hours only, but apparently no action 
beyond a warning was considered necessary. 

4. Saniiari^ arrangements and ventilation . — As in the previous year, the 
sanitary condition and ventilation of the factories are reported to be generally 
satisfactory. Mr. Walsh reports that gradual improvement is steadily noticeable 
year by year as new and improved latrines are erected, pucca drains constructed, 
and better arrangements made for water-supply. The necessity for plague 
precautions gave an impetus to white-washing, disinfecting, and sanitation 
generally. The Special Inspector notices tho need for a road connecting 
Garden Reach ana the Lower Hooghly Jute Mill, towards which the Mill 
concerned and the India General Steam Navigation Company are reported 
to be willing to subscribe handsomely. The attention of the Municipality 
will be invited to the matter. 

5. Quarters for operatives.-^'ThQ Commissioner of the Presidency Divi- 
sion has made the following remarks on the subject of the accommodation of 
tho operatives; — 

*' Out of the factories under the Civil Sorg^eon of the 24-Pargana8, six have quarters 
for their operatives, of whioh thres are kutcha and three pueka oooly-lines ; of the hutories in 
thana Naihati, four axe provided with kuteha huta and one pueka. The mills under Dr. 
Comle^ in Garden Beaoh have aleo oooly-lines, exoept tho Garden Beach Cotton Mills. The 
operatives live in bueteee outride the mills. None of the factories under Dr. Gibbons provide 
oooly-lines for the op^tives on account ol ffie difficulty in getting lands for the purpose. 
The Chairman of the Uowpor^Chitpur Mnnioipality has been trying his beet to improvsi the 
sanitation of the butlees in whioh factory hands live.” 

The Commissioner of the Burdwan Division writes as follows:— . 

”Many of the operatives w<Hrldng in the three factories situate within tho Baniganj sub- 
division, live in quarters attached to them, and these are reported to be hotter than average 
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tooly sheds. Each ol tlif'S'O factorioa have got a supply of medicines, and a medical practi- 
tioner attends vfIk'U nei'cssan’, hut in cases of cholera and other serious diseases, as well as 
in oases of aoeitlenfs occurring at the Raiiigauj Pottery Works and the Paper Afills, the 

S alients are sent to the itaniganj dispensary for treatment. The operatives of the Qurulia 
ilk Factory being oH residents of tho neighbouring villages attend it daily from their 
homos, and cousciiuoutly no tpiarters i'or them wo nooossary. The Civil Medical Oflioer of 
Seraraporo renmrks : — 

‘ Cholera and small-po.v being diseases ehiefly infroduood and rouderod endemio hy 
up-country mill opeiatives, tho r[uostion of eacih mill being hound to supjdy its operatives 
with ' auit.arv quarltrs may well term n subject for legislation. In tho abseuco of legislation 
on flio subject, the op(Tative.s run up quarters as and where they i)lease, and are not only 
their own enemies, but a. curse to tho neighhoiivliooA’ 

“Of all tljo Ijiixti'.CK attached to the mills within the Berampore sub-division, tlieono within 
tho AVollinglou Juto Mill enclosure is specially had, and aotion is being taken hy the Magis- 
trate of liooghly umlcr tho autliority conferred by tho plague notification to improve this 
lim/ft', Tho Berampore Mimieipality also coutemplutos taking action under section 246 of the 
Bengal Municipal Act.” 

The Special Inspector mentions new and improved quarters erected at 
several mills, notiibiy in tho Gurulia Municipality. 

6. Vaccination of operatives. — Almost all managers have now agreed to 
tho suggestion made by Government that no child should bo eiii}»loyod unless 
ho can show good protective marks of vaccination, or agrees to submit to vaccina- 
tion. Jn tho 24-i*inganas, out of 1,202 children examined, about 18 per cent, 
were found to he unprotected. 

7. Watcr-supptij . — 'The water-supply in most factories, though drawn 
from varioii.s sources, is generally satisfactory. Of the 59 factories working 
in the 24-l-'urganus, 33 use filtered water drawn from the Calcutta water- 
works; 10, iiltcrcd river water; 4, unliltcred river water; 1, unfiltered tank 
water; and 2, imfiltored tank or well water. In the Burdwan Division 
arrangements have been made in almost all the factories for tho supply of good, 
driiddng-water to tho operatives. Most of tho factories situate within tho 
Howrah Muuici]>ality got their supply from the Uowrah water-works, but 
tho Special Inspector observes that tlio municipal supply appears scarcely equal 
to tho demand, and the cost considerable. He instances one mill wliieh was 
unable to oblaiti a stand-pipe, altiiough willing to pay 12 annas per 1,000 
gallons. Li Cawjipore (he mills are su[)pUed with water at the rate of 2 annas 
per 1,000 gallons. 

8. Number of -The total number of operatives employed in 

tho various factories ivas 106,828, against 148,561 in 1896. The number of 
male adults was 131,701, against 116,867, female adults 21,172, against 
19,018, boys 12,431, against ll,37!i, and girls 1,401, against 1,287 in the 
previous year. The percentages of male and female adults and boys and girls 
W'cro therefore 79, 13, 7, and *87, respectively, or pVactically the same propor- 
tion.s as in the previous year. 

9. Uencral hcall/i of the operaiivrx, — The general health of the operatives 
employed in the various factories during tho year was good. Some cases of 
cholera occurred in the Tlauiganj Pottery Works, but were not duo to any want 
of iircciuitions on the part of mill-owners, the situation of tho factory in the 
heart of the bazar rendering it particularly liable to infection. 

The Civil Surgeon of tho 24-Piirgana3 has made tho following observa- 
tions:— 

“ During the year under report tho general health of the operatives has been fairly 
good, and, on tho whole, much better than it was in the previous yodr. A bad form of 
malarial fever broke out among tho people working in the mills and faetorios along tho 
banks of the liooghly in August and September. Tlio outbreak was especially severe in 
Garden Reach, and I vlsiled that locality ami made enquiries regarding tho disease. The fever, 
I found, was a hail type of malarial fever, mid in no way resembled plague or enteric. Tliere^ 
wore a gri.<at many deatlis from it, and the health of the European employtSs also sufferod." 

In tho factories under Dr. Leahy in tho 24-Pargana8 there were 59 cases 
of cholera and 20 deaths, though all tho cases were sporadic ; there was a 
s(jvorfc outbreak of small -pox in an epidemic form in the Shamnaggar Jute 
Mills. 

10. , Wages and general cmditim of the operatives.— fihaie was no material 
change during the year under review in the rates of wages paid to difforent 
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claBsos of operatives, wldcU are generally higher than those prtfvailing for 
agricultural labour in tho neiglibourhood, but the competition of the factories 
for labour tends to raise tho wages of ordinary agiicultural and domestic labour 
in the surrounding areas. 

Tho Commissioner of Kajshabi notices that the general condition of tho 
operatives in tho Kajla Silk Filature is reported to bo poor, though tho rates 
of wages paid, seem fair. Tho matter is being OKpured into, 

11. Employment oj women and children , — lu only a fuw instances did any 
disregard of tho rules relating to the eniployiocnl of children come to light 
during the year. In the Victoria Jute Mill in tho .Seramporo sub-division, a 
boy was found under age, and was promptly turtu'd out. I’lio circumstances of 
the Sibpur Jute Mill appear to call for special attention. On two occasions in 
April and October, Dr. Alurray detected instances of uncertitied childreu under 
age at work, and noticed that his appearance in tins spinning room of tho mill 
was tho signal for a general disappearance of chiltlrt?.n, while several who .seenmd 
to bo under age vanished among the machinery ami could not bo found. Tho 
attention of the Manager was drawn to the mattej-, and he was warned. 
Mr. Duke, tho Magistrate of Howrah, observes that it is difficult to obtain con- 
victions, sinco tho plea of ignorance of tho true ago is frequently urged with 
success. The Lieutenant-Governor, however, is unable altogether to accept this 
explanation, and the case in point seems to have been a flagrant one. Tho 
Special Inspector of Factories, while inspecting the Howrah Foundry in 
September last, found a number of boys under age at work. On enquiry it 
was found that tho register of children was not k(‘pt up. Tho Manager has 
since rcptjrted that strict ordens have been issued to his subordinates not to 
euqdoy boys under ‘14 years of age, but tho Magistrate docs not regard the 
r(‘|ily as satisfsictory, and action will bo taken to ensure the non-rccurrenco 
of the irregularities detected. 

12. Fenciiiy of machinery. — All that is necessary appears to have been 
done in tho matter of tho fencing of machinery, 

13. Acciilrnts . — ^'The number of accidents that occuiTed during the year 
. was 6ol, against 493 and 526 during tho two preceding years. Of these, 18 

wt;re fatal, as coinparod with 19 in the previous year. Throe hundred and 
twenty were of a serious nature and 313 were slight, all usually attributed to 
tho carelessness and disobedience of orders on tho part of tho employes. 
Many accidents occurred while adjusting the belts of uiaohinory in motion 
as to which Mr. Walsh observes that those accidents are as common, if not 
more so, in England, and there is no satisfactory remedy. Orders to slow 
down or stop the engines before touching the bolts are usually neglected. Tho 
following ax'o some of the fatal accidents that occurred during the year under 
report 

(1) One man was killed at the Sirajganj Jute Mill while working at a 
sewing machine. The machine belt became mixed up with a handkerchief and 
a jiiece of twine round his neck, severing tho head from the body. 

(2) One man was killed at the Empress of India Cotton Mill, by the 
breaking of tho fly-whoel. It was found difficult to arrive at a satisfactory 
solution regarding tho oau5e of this accident. Either the engine got out of 
control, and tho fly-whoel ‘broke from centrifugal force, biingiug down tho roof, 
or, it was conjectured, a beam fell from the roof on the fly-wheel, breaking it. 
On receipt of the report of this accident, the Inspector of Factories visited 
the mill, and tho roof timber appeared perfectly sound. 

(3) & (4) Two men wore killed at tho Ganges Jute Mill, and several were 
injured from tho bursting of the fly-wheel. Tho following report was submitted 
by tho Special Inspector of Factories: — 

“Tho engine was running about 12 o’clock rather fa.'^t on the date of accident, and in 
consoquonoe the yarn was breaking in tbe spinning dcpoi-tmout. The assistant left this 
room to acquaint the Engineer, and during his absence a number of macbincs, it appeara, 
wore thrown out of gear to avoid breakages, thus relieving the engine of its work so suddenly 
that the speed was greotly accelerated, and although the Engineer shut down steam at t^ 
throttle valve, the vacuum was sufRoient to keep up tho momentum, and the large driving 
wheel, some 30 feet in diometer, was unable to stand tho centrifugal force aim flew to 
piooes.” • 
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Since tUon oxpoviinouts were made to tost the arms of tho fly-wheol, as it 
was ohservod lliat in casting them tho core had shifted, leaving tho metal 
une(]ually distribatod ; to this cause the manager partly attributed tho breaking 
of this wheel. The accident was a most serious ono both in the loss of life 
caused and tho damage done, the repairs of which cost some Its. 50,000. 

(5 ) A man was killed by the bursting of a piston at the India General 
Steam Navigation Company’s Dockyard, 6, Garden Reach. It appears that tho 
piston was liollow, and water must have condensed inside it, so that when 
lire was applied to endeavour to remove the nut whicli fixed itou the piston rod, 
st. am was gimeratod inside the piston, which thereupon burst. 

(0) (.>no man was killed by a bale of gunnies falling on liim at the 
baranagore Mill. 

(7 ) Ono man was killed by falling on the “ softener ” when asleep. 
Instead of standing at his work ho sat on the gearing-box, and fell on the 
travelling cloth, receiving injuries from which he died. 

(8) One man was killed by a bale of jute falling on him at the.Baranagore 
North Mill. 

(D) One man was killed at the Kamavhatty Juto Mill by being carried up 
to the shaft by a bolt. 

(lOj Oiu) man Avas found dead at the bottom of a fly-wheel pit. It was not 
known how' he managed to fall below, as the wheel is well fenced, 

(11; Ono man was kiUod by the fall of a jute bale on him at the Welling- 
ton .Into Mill. 

(12) One man was killed by tho fall of a jute bale on him at Messrs. 
Ualli Brothers’ .lute Press, 

(18) Oue man was killed by his cloth lapping the' shaft, resulting in 
a compound fracture of the arms, and his ultimate death from limmorrhago. 

Mr. Walsh draws attention to an apparent necessity for a change in the 
rules. At present if the injured man is alive when leaving the mill, tho 
accident is often returned merely as “ serious ” and recorded as such, although 
as a fact the man may die soon after reaching hospital. The Special Inspector 
will be asked to submit a separate report on the amendment of the rules which 
be would propose. 

Tho question of ensuring that information of fatal accidents is convoyed 
promptly to the Special Inspector by managers of mills, and also information 
of tho result of inquests held and of their dates when practicable, baa recently 
been under tho consideration of Govorumont, and orders are under issue by 
which this object will be attained. 

14. Vroseculions. — There were two prosecutions instituted during the 
year as compared with three during 1896. The Manager of the Victoria Juto 
Mill in tho sub-division of Seramporc, district Hooghly, was prosecuted on account 
of tho nuisance caused by tho filthy state of the latrine, and fined Rs. 200. 
Tho other prosecution was instituted’ against the Manager of tho Hastings 
•Tutc Mill at Kishra in the same sub-division, under clause {g) of section 15 of 
Act XV of 1881, as amended by Act XI of 1891 ; but under the provisions of 
section 17 of tho Act and Part IX of the Bengal Municipal Act, the Chairman 
of the Seramporc Municipality was declared the responsible party, and the 
manager accpiitted. 

15. Tho examination of tlic working of the mills is in the opinion of tho 
Lieutenant-Governor on the. whole most creditable to the management, who 
are not merely careful to comply with the requirements of the law, but 
spontaneously auxious to promote the health and comfort of the factory hands.

The total net duty collected during the year fell from Rs. 0 89 87 ‘>r,i 
1898-97 to Rh. 3,85,05,944, showing a dopreuso of Rs. 4,31,317 dr i'^i per 
cent. Tho falling-off occuiTcd under tho beads of import duty on coneral 

m«rctoU^ (lu. 1,36.2911 and on (Ra. 3,<2,52S). whilo Iho increaso of 

Rs. 4 1,499 under export duty is said to bo duo to the partial rccoverv 
of the nee trade after the famine of 1896-97. Tho decrease in the iinnori 
duly on general merchandise is ascribed to smaller imports of cotton and woollen 
goods and machinery. In the case of salt, the lower receipts of duty were 
due to larger quantities going into bond, os tbo actual imports were larielv in 
advance of thoso of the previous year. Tho charges of the year, inclusive of 
rotunds and di-awbacke, amounted to Rs. 12,00,094 against Rs. 12 15 472 in the 
previous year. The total not receipts, including receipts other than duty fell 
from Rs. 3,84,29,248 in 1896-97 to Rs. 3,79,73,lv0 in the year under review 
thus showmg a decrease of Rs. 4,55,092, or Dl per cent. *

In import duty tho decrease occurred chiefly under cotton goods (Ks. 9,34,74 1) 
and woollen goods and apparel (11s. 1,83,097), while there was a substantial 
increase under sugar (Rs. 3,27,240), oil (Rs. 2,85,6C0), and silver bullion 
(Rs. 3,29,438). It is worthy of note in connection with the import duties, that 
more than 94^ lakhs out of a total of under 132 lakhs, (excluding suit) are 
realized on four items, viz., cotton goods, oil, liquors, and silver bullion.

Tho total net value of tho foreign import trade in merchandise showed 
a decrease of Rs. 2,23,95,600, or 7‘4 per cent. The decrease, which occurred 
both m free and dutiable goods, is attributable to the deficient harvest in 1896, 
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and it is very remarkable that the apparent effects of that calamity on trade 
should bo so sb'ght, the value of the imports of merchandise being actually greater 
than in 1894-95 or 1895*96. Owing to heavier receipts of gold from China and 
Australia and of silver from the United Kingdom, there was an increase of 
Rs. 1,48,84,823, or 83 per cent, in the imports of treasure. The value of tlio 
stores imported on behalf of Government slood at Rs, 2,13,25,189 against 
Rs. 1,65,20,247 in the previous year. This increase is ascribed to larger re- 
ceipts of milway materials, anus and ammunition, apparel, telegraph materials, 
stationery, flax goods, and hardware. The total vuluo of the foreign export 
trade in Indian produce again foil off by Ra. 41,08,420. The smaller 
shipments of opium to Hongkong and the Steits Sottlomcnts, and of indigo to 
the United Kingdom account for this decline. The value of exports of Govern- 
ment stores increasod by 105 per cent, owing to the unusually large despatches 
of coj^er coins to the Straits Settlements. As in previous years, there wore 
no exports of treasure on account of Government. In the coasting trade there 
was an increase of 14 per cent. an(f of 5 per cunt., respectively, in the value of 
imports and exports of merchandise. The increase in the former is attributable 
to the unusually large shipments of rice and paddy from Burma to meet tlio 
demand caused by scarcity in India, while larger despatches of coal to Bombay, 
Madras, and Burma, of rice and wheat to Madras, of rapesoed and juto manufac- 
tures to Bombay, and of provisions to Burma account for the increase in the 
exports. Including Government transactions, tlio total value of the trade of the 
Province stood at Rs. 98,21,5 1,684 againstRs. 95,34,57,341 in the previous year, 
showing an increase of Rs. 2,86,94,343, or 3 per cent. 

5. TrmU of Calmtta with Fim^i Counlrks . — The following table shows 
the total value . of the foreign trade of Ualcutta with the sevoml countries 
with which commercial transactions were maintained, and the proportion in 
w'hich it was <lividod between them during the past five year’s : — 
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It will be seen that, as usual, the bulk of the trade was carried on with 
the United Kingdom, but the proportion which this branch bears to the entire 
foreign trade of tho port declined during the year from 68’57 per cent, 
in 1890-97 to 53*87. The falling-off in value was equivalent to 8 per cent., and 
tho total trade recorded is tho smallest since 1892-93. The decrease occurred 
in both imports and exports. The falling-off under imports is due to smaller 
shipments of cotton and w*oollen goods, machinery, apparel, liquors, and 
umWellas, while short despatches of tea, raw jute, and raw cotton, dyeing 
materials, lac, grain, and pulse, oils, and sugar account for the decrease 
under exports. The United States have again gone ahead of Germany and stand 
second in tho list with a peroontaffe of 7*6.5 against 5*96 in tho preceding 
year. Tho increase was wholly under exports, owing to a larger trade in jute, 
both raw and manufactured, hides and skins, and tea. A noticeable incklent 
in tho trade with the United States was the import of a consignment of grain 
despatched by charitable people for the relief of the famine. The cargo 
was brought in “ a whaloback” steamer— the first of its kind to visit Calcutta. 
Germany occupies tho third place, witli a perceirtago of 7*40 ^ against 6*70 
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in 180G'97. .Tlio inf'rcasc was both under imports and experts. Tlioro 
was a remarkable advance of n‘H,5G6 ewts. in the importvS of sugar, 
while ra^v jute and hides and skins cemtributod materially to the increase 
in exports of Indian produce. China comes next, and her share in the trade 
stood at 5-H‘J agahist o-60 in the previous year. Tho trade with Hongkong 
and tho Treaty Ports of China increased by 6 per (icnt. and 12 per cent., 
respeclively. The quantity of opium exported k» Hongkong rose in quantity 
from 2l,7i)H to 22,771 chests, but its value fell from Rs. 2,75,02,495 to 
Rs, 2,35,00,832 owing to a steady and continuous fall in price. The Straits 
Settlements maintained their position, but with a lower percentage of 3’07. 
The (lecrenso which Ims been going on since 1 894-95 occurred wholly under 
exports, and is due mainly to smaller shipments of opium. The marked impro'/e- 
ment of 85 per cent, in the trade with Ceylon duriug tho last year, |hough 
mainly duo to the large transactions in g(dd and silver, is also attributable to 
Inrg^ur imports of cocoanut oil, copper, and sugar, and to heavier exports of grain 
and pulse, coal, toascod, and jute ininiufactures. It is satisfactory to note 
that with the cessation of famiuo, exports of grain to Ceylon arc relurniBg to 
their normal conditiou. The increase^ of 22 per cent, in the trade with 
Australia is ascribed to heavy rcceipH of treasuro aird to enlai’ged shipments of 
jute mnuufnctares and of castor and linseod oils. There was, however, a very 
large falling-olf in tho iuqrortation of horses. The trade with France R'll by 
1.‘! per cent, in iaqrorts and 5 per cent, in exports. The decline in the former 
w'iis due to smaller receipts of silk goods, tho most important of our importations 
from France, while short shipments of indigo and raw silk brought about 
th(i fall in exjiorts. The increase of 11 per cent, in tho total value of the 
ti ado with Austria-Hungary, in spite of the largo decrease in the receipts of cotton 
and woollen goods, is accounted for by larger exjiorts of raw jute and hides 
and skins. Tho reduced purchasing powers of the people ocoasioned by 
faunhie and other troubles, are clom-ly responsible for the restricted domaud for 
cotton goods, d'ho trade of Italy with Calcutta increased in tho past year by 
13 per cent., a larger (^uautity of aniliiiodyes being imnortod, and of hides and 
.skins, raw jute, and 8eed.s exported. In tho trade witn Relgium there was an 
improvement of 4 per cent., due to larger imports of metals, aniline dyes, 
cement, and matche.s, and to a marked advance in exports of oilseeds. Tho 
improvement of 33 per cent, in tho Mauritius trade is attributed to the increased 
imports and exports of merchandise and exports of treasure. Imports from 
Mauritius coiusist mainly of sugar, both refined and unrefined, and the total 
quajitity received during the year rose from 338,146 cwts. to 565,891 cwts. 

0. Shippiiuf ill C<doHtta.—-Thti proportion which tho trade of Calcutta 
carried through tho Suez Canal during the year under review boro to its total 
foreign trfide was 73‘9 per cent, as again, st 76*9 in tho previous year. The 
table below comj}are.s tho total shi})piiig entering inwardjj 'and clciu’ing out- 
wards wiilmut touching at any other port, and tho aggro^jate toimago, in tho 
past two years : — 
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3310^ wa.s thus an increaso of 129 .steam vessels, 31 sailing vessels, and 
2 native ci-ofi, representing an advance of 374,059 in tonnage. 
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7. Imports into Calcutta . — Tho total value of Uio iinpoits, includiii;^ 
treasure, but excluding Government transactions, into Calcutta from foreign 
countries fell- from its. 31,90,39,573 in 1896-97 to Rs. 31,11,60,201, showing a 
decrease of Rs. 78,79,372, or 2*4 per deni The decrease occurred under 
Merchandise (Rs. 2,27,14,195, or 7’5 per cent.) against an increase of 
Rs. 1,48,34,823, or 83*4 per cent., under Treasure. The total values of the 
principal articles of merchandise imported into the port during tho last two 
years are shown below:—

The total imports of cotton goods, including twist and yarn, decreased by 
17 per cent, in comparison with 1896-97. The Collector of Customs writes: — 

“Tho Cotton trade which Wiis ahown in last yearV report to be in a most unsal h-fitetory 
stato has still fiuthcr deteriorated in tho past year. It wojild he difficult to point to a time 
when the \mfavoiirahlo fuc-tors then mentionea were so prolonged. ludml, it was only during 
the period of tho American war that tho diffioultioH of producers wore greater. In Jmlia tho 
heavy imports of 1896, wliioh could fhid no outlet owing to tho prevailuig difttj-t>s.s heeamo 
a drag on tho market, necessitating the carrying fonvard of large stock.** which s<>rinnBly 
interfered with the free flow of orders to I^anoashire, and resulted m lower prices, stoppage 
of machinery, and disputes rogav<ling wages. The good monsoon and bouutifnl harvests 
have, however’, helped to relieve this unsatisfactory position, and prospects all round su-e 
considerably brighter with tho close of 1897-98. It !» unfortunate that the stringf-ncy of 
money caused still further complications in tho local trade, for it compelled imjKrrtors to burden 
thomsolvos with the stocks of goods, for the native dealers found it impossihlo umler llur 
adverse conditions which existed to pay for and take delivery of their orders. Nnraoroua 
failures oocurrod in the bazar, which caused a very lureasy feeling and restriel,t-d credit, 
importers having to exercise greater caution. Confidence, however, is being gradually 
restored, and it is not improbable that the long-looked-for healthy revival will become nn 
aocomplished faot (luring 1898-99 if no other adverse oirunrostances intervene.” 

Tho improvomont of 3*8 per cent- in motals is due mainly to larger 
imports of brass (wrought), copper (wrought and unwrought), steel, quiclcsilvor, 
and zinc. Tho importation of mineral oil increased by 7 per cent, owing to 
larger receipts of the article from the United States and Sumatra. Mineral oil 
was imported from Sumatra to this country for tho first time in 1896 97, 
and in the past year tho quantity imported rose from 558,271 gallons in 
1896-97 to 5,332,703 gallons, nearly a tenfold increaso. On tho other hand, 
Russian oil shows a decline on last year’s record of 6,081,144 gallons. 
Machinery and mill- work fell off by 24*4 per cent, owing, it is stated, to the 
hea’^y receipts during 1896-97, chiefly of jute and cotton mill machiiwjry. 
The Collector of Customs observes that most of the mills aro now completely 
equipped, and unless new ones are erected or extensions made to existing ones, 
the importations during the coming year will consist only of * ^ spares ” aucl 
“renewals.” Sugar shows a marked increase of 117*7 per cent., to which all 
tho exporting countries, except the United Kingdom, contributed. This 
increase is attributed to the continued operation of the Continental bounty 
system, regarding which the Collector makes the following remarks: — 

“ Under the encouragement of hounties this trade has been steadily expanding for some 
years. The past years’s trade was further favourably assisted by a plenteous beet crop and 
an advanoiiig oxohange. At the same time, it is not believed that the trade has ocen a 
lucrative one : supply was invariably in excess of demand, oaudng a continual decline in 
prioes. It is statM that a general opinion is gaiuing ground as to the desirability of 
abolishing these bounties. Not only is the bounty system very costly to the countries 
oonoemed (for the current year 1S98, the cost of France alone is estimated at £4,500,000), 
but the heavy protection duty also makes it very costly to the consumer. It is stated that 
the average oonsnmption of hugar on the Continent is less than one-third that of England 
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Tho consumer objects to the high price he has to pay, and tlie prodocor complains of the 
smallnpss of consuinption. These two grievances combined form the basis for oonsidernblo 
agitation against the bounty system on tlio Continent. Germany, Austria, and Belgium aro 
in favour of al)olitlon, and the general obj^otion to bounties on Sugur has resulted in the 
invitation lately issued to tho Powers to meet in conference at Brussels.” 

The Urus.sols Conference has unfortnnately not led to any practical rosult. 
In tlui inoantimo, tho imposition by the United States, America, of couuter- 
vailinfT differential duties against bounty-fed sugar, while beneficial to the 
West Iinliai) colonies, is likely to divert Continental bounty-fed sugar to this 
country, still further depressing tlie local industry. 

The decrease of 20*3 per c6nt. in the importation of ale, beer, and porter 
is ascribed to the fact that the despatch to tho front of a large number of 
British regiments, whose messes u.sod to bo supplied with English beer f pm 
(y^ilcutta, diverted tho trade to Karachi. “Pilsonor” beer has recovered^the 
place which it lost two years ago as the variety most largtdy imported: Next 
comes “ Younger and Sons,” followed by “ Ind Coopo ” “ Bass” and “ Tennants.” 
“ .Me Ewan’s ” ale, which last your stood first, is now seventh in order of 
importance. Tho falling-off of l*.l por cent, in tho trade in spirits and liquors 
occurred under the staple spirits, brandy, whisky, gin, and liqueurs, but was 
mitigafc(;d by an increase of 11, -11)4 gallons under “other sorts of spirits.” 
'These consist chiefly of methylated spirits, and of “white suirit’ from 
Germany, which is used in tho productiim of spurious brandies and whiskies. 
Tho total importation of wines also decreased from 120,801 gallons in 1896-97 
to 115,706 gallons, showing a decrease of 4*2 per cent. The decrease was 
in champagne (2,172 galloas), sherry (1,250 gallons), and other wines (6,8.54 
gallofis), while claret and jmrt incroasod by 1,572 and 3, 109 gallons, respectively. 
The advance of 40 8 por cent, in the salt trade is due to larger shipments by 
all the .sa]t-i)roducing countries, (except Egypt), the largest contributor being 
tho United Kingdom. Tho increased consumption of Liverpool salt is said 
to be duo to the efforts of the Salt Union to compete with crushed salt from 
Aden and tho Red Sea ports. Hardware and outlory increased by 2 8 por cent., 
owing to larger receipts from tho United Kingdom. It is observed by tho 
Collector of Customs that laige importations were made of agricultural and 
other implements to_ meet Govern raont rOquiremonts for tho construction of 
remunerative w’orks in the regions affected by famine. The bulk of tho wares 
imported were from the United Kingdom — a tribute to their superiority of 
jnauufactaro. The decline of 41 por cent, in tho total imports of woollen 
goods is attributed to the fact that both dealers and merchants had heavy 
stocks of goods, imported in tho famine year 1896-97, still left on their 
hands. Amongst other imports, agricultural implements improved by 11*2 
percent., matches by 86*1, and drugs and medicines by 11 per cent., while 
umbrellas and apparel declined by 25*8 and 9*2 per cent., respectively. The 
trade in English matches is practically extinct, and this trade is said to be 
almost entirely in the hands of Belgium, Germany, Sweden and Norwa}'’, and 
Japan. 

8. Exports pom Cb&aWa.— -Tlio total value of exports from Calcutta to 
foreign countries, including treasure, but excluding Government transactions, 
rose from Rs. 44,90,22,007 to Rs. 45, 32, 27, 558, an increase of Rs. 36, ,05, 551. 
The value of the trade in the principal exports in 1896-97 and 1897-98 is 
compared in the table below i —

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Tho total exports of raw jute increased in <iuantity by 32 per cent., but in 
consequence of the low price prevailing during the year, the agg regale value 
<locrca«e<l by'4*3 per cent. Larger exports were made to tho United Kiagdoni, 
Austria-Hungary, France, Germany, Italy, Spain, the United States, and 
Australia, while China, Jajuin, and “Other countric.'j ” took smaller supplies. In 
jute gunny-bags there wa.san increase of 19‘9por cent., duo to tho larger amount 
of machinery now at work in India. In the total exports of opium there was 
a falling-olf to the extent of 1,681 chests, but the trade with China, tho principal 
consumer of tho drug, shows an inm'oas© of o-y per cent. Tho oxport.s of 
tea increased by nearly two million jrounda or 1*3 per cent, owing to larger 
shipments to all the importing countries. The excess of production over 
demand, tlie rise in exchange, and the fact that the teas were generally deficient 
in •good liquoring quality, lowered tlm average price of the article, which 
stood jjt 8 annos and 5 pies per lb. iu the year against 8 annas and 8 pics in 
189(5-97. Ceylon tea oontinuos to gain favour, and the quantity exported during 
tho year increased by 3*9 per cent. The Collector of C’ustom.s obsevve.s : — 

“In view of the iiotivo competition of Ceylon teas, the Indian planters have taken 
advaniogo of the warning note sounded, and are now eudouvouxing to manufacture a bettor 
liquoring quality of an«l are not tnisting entirely to quantity for their profit, oxperiunoe 
having shown that luo >t of the lower grades do not repay the cost of production and 
manufaoturo.” 

Among oilseeds, linseed, the principal article of export, increased by 13‘7 
per cent., owing to larger shipments to the United Kingdom, France, and 
the United States. Poppy, rape, and til, the other seeds exported, also 
advanced, the two latter by 492 9 and. 13*2 per cent., respectively. Germany, 
Arabia, Persia, Ceylon, China, and tho Maldives took larger supplies 
of rice, while smaller shipmetits were made to the United Kingdom, Cape 
Colony, Mauritius, Natal, Reunion, and West Indies. Ceylon, which is tho 
principal market for Bengal rice, took 41*4 per (sent, more than in 1896-97, 
while tho exports to the United Kingdom and to Mauritius, tbo next largest 
consumers of rice, decreased by 13*6 and 7*9 per cent., respectively. Indigo 
fell off by 34*5 per cent, owing to smaller shipments to the United^Kingdom, 
Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Germaiiy, Holland, th^c United States, 
Russia, and Italy. The Collector of Customs observes - 

“To over-produotiou, to the tightoess of the money market, to the substitution of 
rliomioal dyes, to the Badltwhe scare, and to tho heavy stoetks in the home market muy be 
attributed the unfortunate oonditiou to which this onoe thriving iudusbry is now reduced.” 

Tho exports of raw hides, which are the largest item under tho head of hides 
and skins, increased by 47*1 per cent., in consciiucnce of larger despatches to 
tho United States, (Germany, Austria-H angary, Italy, France, and “Other 
countries.” On the other hand, there was a decline of 18*.3 per cent, in 
dressed hides. Though tho trade in wheat during the past year shows a 
nominal increase of 2*1 per cent., it has shrunk greatly from its previous 
vast proportions. Tho trade in raw cotton witli the United Kingdom foil 
away by 23*2 per eent. ; with Austria-Hungary by 60*1 per cent.; with 
Belgium by 55*3 per cent.; with Fmnce by 12 3 per cent.; with Germany by 
35*4 per cent. ; with Italy by 27*3 per cent. ; with Japan by 58*5 per cent, ; and 
with “ Other countries ” by 19 6 per cent., while China took 116*6 per cent, 
more than in 1896-97. The Collector of Customs observes; — 

“ The decline in the total exports is attribnable to tbo cotton crop of the post soanon 
being below the average, owing, in the first instance, to tho late advent of tlio rains, which 
prevented sowing and interfered materially with healthy germination, while on irrigated lands 
over-irrigation proved injurious to tho seedlings; and, secondly, owing to small acreage only 
b'^ing sown, while tbo greater portion of tho soil was utilised for food-grain and fodder.” 

The exports of shell-lac increased in quantity, but decreased in value owing 
to tho fact of there being no demand for established and more expensive marks, 
as the rise in exchange restricted the trade, and purchasers were satisfied with 
a fair quality of goods at a lower valuation. There was an improvement 
of 10*5 per cent, in the exports of raw silk as compared with 1896-97. The 
trade with tho United Kingdom and “Other countries” shows an increase of 
80*7 and 93*8, respectively, wliile France and Italy took 27*7 and 32*6 per 
cent, less than iu 1896-97. • 
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9. Treasure , — The importation of gold increased by 106’9 per cent, and 
of silver by 65’4 per cent. The exports of gold wore very small, but there was 
an increase of 2G0'7 per cent, in the ex}»orts of silver, owing to larger shipments 
to Mauritius, Ceylon, Siam, and the Straits Settlements. 

10. Subordinate Ports . — The total value of the foreign trade of the port 
of Chittagong rose from Rs. 76,39,602 to Rs. 81,50,349, showing an increase 
of Rs. 6,10,747, or 8*1 per cent. Thw took place both in imports (21*7 per 
cent.) and exports (4'0 per cent.), and is attributable mainly to larger receipts 
of salt from the United Kingdom and kerosine oil from America, and to heavier 
shipments of raw jute to the United Kingdom, Dunkirk, and Hamburg, of tea 
to the United Kingdom, and of rice to Ceylon. Tho imports of liquors 
from foreign and Indian ports declined by 17 and 43 per cent., respectively. 
As in previous years, there were no imports or exports of treasqro in the 
foreign trade. In the coasting trade imports increasou in value, owing tp larger 
receipts of rice from Akyab and Rangoon and of jute from Narayanganj, while 
the heavy shipments of raw; cotton to Calcutta and of treasure to Calcutta, 
Akyab, and Rangoon for the purchaso of rice, raised tho valuo of the exports. 

The total value of tho trade, both foreign and coasting, at the Orissa ports, as 
compared with 1896-97, rose at.Balasore from Rs. 1,26,61,352 to Rs. 1,46,76,513; 
at Cuttack, fromRs. 20,09,173 to Rs. 27,63,354; and at Puri, from Rs. 4,59,818 
to Rs, 4,61,170. The net amount of customs duty, inclusive of the duty 
on imported salt collected 'at the Orissa ports, rose from Rs. 4,00,625 to 
Rs. 5,91,736, showing an mcroaso of Rs. 1,91,111, or 47 per cent. The 
improvement, it is said, is due mainly to the increase in the import duty on salt 
realised in the port of Balasbre, and partly to a considerable decrease in refuiids 
on exports in all tho three dii^cts of this Division, 

The trade at Narayanghnj, which is carried on with coAat ports only, rose 
from Rs, 55,88,341 to Rs. ^0,40,026: an increase of 8 per cent. Salt was 
the only dutiable article imported into this port, and the duty on it rose from 
Rs. 4,37,950 to Rs. 7,16,777, or by 63 per cent. No kerosene oil was im- 
ported by sea into Narayanan j, as the supplies are said to have been obtained 
by other routes from Calcutta. The exports were of rico only, and 6,587 
cwts. were exported during the year against 966 cwts. in 1S96-97, the 
increase being due to heavy shipments made to Chittagong, where the prices 
ruled high. 

11. The Lieutenant-Cfovemor’s thanks are again due to the Collector of 
Customs and to the Board Revenue for their supervision of the Department 
during the year. The report of its operations is as usual full of interest. The 
names of the officers who nave been favourably mentioned by the Board will be 
communicated to the Appointment Department.

Mb., IIenby was Inspector-Goaeral of Police thronghout tho year. The 
present report was received by Goveriimont on the 6th July. The preparation 
of the statistical returns in tho revised forms prescribed by the Governraont of 
India paused some delay in the submission of divisional repox'ts to the Inspector- 
General of Police, Only three reports were, however, overdue at the end of 
March. 

2. Constitution of ybrcc.— The sanctioned strength of the force showed 
an increase of 139. While the number of head-constables was reduced by 
49, there was an increase of I inspector, 75 sub-inspectors, 51 constables, and 
ol town chaukidare. The force actually employed on the last day of the year 

,\va8, however, short of sanctioned strength by 37 sub-inspectors, 37 head- 
i.onstables, 177 constables, 16 town chaukidars, and 1 European constable. 
The omission to fill the vacancies among tho sub-inspectors and head-constables 
Avas intentional — in the case of tho former, with a view to leaving room for 
sub-inspectors appointed by competitive examination, and in tho case of tho 
latter, in order to allow the substitution of suh-inspeotors, on the principle 
laid down by the Police Redistribution Committee. The deficiency in the 
number of constables was due to difficulty in recruitment. 

3. JCxjpenditure . — The following table. compares tho expenditure under the 
. main heads during the financial years 1896-97 and 1897-98: —

Tho expenditure shows on incrottse of Rs. 3,99,276 over tho budget grant 
for tho year. Of this Rs. 2,73,142 was expended in compensation for doarncssof 
provisions, which bad to bo paid throughout the year, and has now been dis- 
continued. The remainder of the excess was mainly due to the entertainment 
of extra men in connection with the plague, the famine, and railway extensions, 
and to repairs and rebuilding necessitated by tho earthquake, and tho cyclone in 
the Chittagong district. Tho cyclone alone entailed an expeumture of 

Rs. 20,000. 1[’he cost of tho police in each of the 
last ten years is shown in the margin. The increase 
which has occurred was in tho main inevitable. K 
is largely attributable to additional charges sanc- 
tioned on the recommendation of the Police Redistri- 
bution ComQiittco a.H essential to the maintenance of 
an honest and ellicicnt body of men, to the necessity 
which constantly' arises for strengthoning tho force 
wi'di the dcnrclopilientof railways 'and trade, to special measures for suppressing

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outbreaks of crime, and, in the last two years, to the famine and the measures 
connected with the plague. Notwithstanding this increase the cost of police pro- 
tection per liead of population is still only 1 anna 1 pie as against 1 anna 10 
pies in the North-Western Provinces, 2 annas. S pies in the Central Provinces, 
2 annas 8 pies in the Punjab, and 3 annas 2 pies in Bombay. Nevertheless, it is 
necessary tliat lire growth of the police expenditure should be closely wutclied. 
The department will now be relieved of the exceptional charges of the last year, 
and there arc details in whioh tho Inspector-General can exercise considerable 
economy. Those tho Lieutenant-Governor does not doubt will receive his 
steady attention. Estimates should be carefully framed and sustained effort 
made to keep tho expenditure within them. 

4. Recruitment of inves.tigati>i<j The number of officers selected at 

tho two competitive examinations was 83. Besides those, 31 head-chnstablcs 
and writer-constables with a movitorious record of services were promoted 
to tho rank of Hub-Inspecter, of whom 10 had attended the training school for 
a term. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to find that effect is thus -being 
given to the desire of the Gbvennnont that promotion should not bo . withhold 
from deserving and competent olhcers who have not bCon admitted into tho 
force through the new system of competitive examination. The sub-inspectors 
appointed under that system now, however, number 680, this being uoaidy half 
of the total of officers in that grade. They are men of better social status and 
bettor education than their predecetisors, and the Government looks now for a 
distinct improvement in both the diaractor and the work of the police. 

5. The Police Traini^.. jSc/ioot,-— Mr. Henry considers that tho course of 
instruction at the school is short and should be extended. Tho expendi- 
ture involved would, howoVet, bo considerable, and any change must, there* 
fore, be deferred. Thera.v^is^ 16*) students in the past year, ot whom 69 were 
admitted after selection 1^. open competition, ana 13 under- special orders, 
the remaining 63 being omoers already in the service,, who were permitted 
specially to attend for< tHo’- purpose ol improving themselves. Of the total 
number, 3 qualified as Inspectors and 148 as Sub-Inspectors, and 14 failed 
to obtain certificates. Apsvt from the knowledge imparted in the classes, 
much good may be expopt^ to result from , the maintenance of a healthy 
discipline and the enoouragpinent of athletics and outdoor games at the sohool. 
The increase in tho numbec ^)! district schools started for the education of the 
rank and file of the police' ia satisfactory. The lioutoinant-Qovemor trusts that 
additions have been made this year to the 17 schools which existed at tho 
end of the past year. This, is the most effective means of reducing the perceut- 
ago of illiterate men in the' force, which is now so high as 74. 

6. Town Police ^ — As noted iu last year’s Resolution, the pay of town chau- 
kidars has been raised in fifteen districts, from Rs. 6 to lis- 6 per month, and in 
two other districts from , Rs.' 4 to Rs. 6 per month. In Seratnporo and the 
neighbouring urban areas, where there exists a largo population of operatives 
drawing high wages, it wa# found necessary to withdmw the system of employ- 
ing chaukidars and revert to regular constabulary. The niglit patrol system, 
which was first adopted in Ratiui City in Eeu of the old system of -watch and 
ward, under wliich each constable or ebaukidpt' was fixed on one beat, has now 
been introduced in some tOVms in all Diyisiofis. It has been followed by 
excellent results in tho detection and arrest of criminals, especially in the Patna 
Division. The system is not, however, suited to small municipalities wliei*e tho 
houses are scattered . Tho Lieutenant-G ovornor regrets to learn that in some places 
its adoption has been, prevented by a refusal on the part of the municipality either 
to light the streets or to provide oil for the wlice lanterns. Such refusal is 
singular in the case of large n]\ininipalitie8 like Hooghly and Dacca. The 
success of the plan iu other municij)aUtie8 should, again be brought before., tlie 
Committees, and, should assistance 1 k> still declined, tho Xaeutonant-Goyomor 
Avould be glad to have a report of the reasons for the refusal. The report states 
that the town police system mtist be considered unsatisfactoiyih the humorous 
nmnicij^alitics of tho 24-Pargan.as, because tho steugthof the police is alto*, 
guthei’ incommonsurato with duties they have, to perform.. An increase of 
tho police is obviously a question of money, but the remarks of -the Inspector- 
General will bo brought to tho notice of the Commissioner of tho Division. 
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An addition of 4 oflicera and 61 |b«> the total strength of the town polico of 

the province was made daring " *■ 

7. Rural PoHce.--‘A further increase Ims been made in the nunibor of 
cbaukidars appointed under Act of 1870, which was 117,999 at the 
close of the year against 115,762 in tlje previous year. The services of chauki- 
dars under Kogulation XX of 1817 were i,i consequence dispensed with 
their number being reduced from 32600 to 28,815. Nearly half the cliauki- 
dars of this class are found in tbcl Bordft'mi Division, where .proceedin«T8 
tor the introduction of the system <jt panchajTits and cash payment oUio 
chaukidars have been going on for S(k« years, Much has been already done 
but the progress made in some distriomas been far from satisfactory, and the 
inattej; calls for the special attention ofithe local officers. Mr. Henry dwells 
with reason on the improvement whiqi has bceu effected in tho last few 
years in the general condition of. thojihaukidars. The men receive in every 
resTOCt greater consideration, and aj^ in lonscquencb, acquiring more 
and', more the confidence and sel£*re^ct which are requisite for efficient 
and honest work. A large snip is pa4 to them annually in rewards, they 
are generally provided with suitable . pifonns, and sheds have been built for 
thoir shelter at the stations, where thej arc required to report themselves 
weekly. They are numbered by thouS^dfifin some districts, the total for the 
Province being 160,000; and the noces^ for placing them under petty officers 
of their own class has long been felt. Iffis has now been met in many districts 
by tlie appointment of dafadars, who intermefliados between them and the 
police. The measure has proved a siteess and should be adopted as soon as 
practicable in the other districts, whwefioro is no local im^dimont. 

The dafadars of Bogra aro said tolave done excellent service* in giving 
important clues to the polico in seiious iSes- lu Backeegungo there have been 
many instances of similar assistance j^en by chaukidart. In Noakhali it is 
r^oii«,*d that 15 chaukidars have paid the Ih imaiy or Middle Vernacular 
Examination, that 84 can read and w^ fairly well, and that 303 can read 
print. . t • 

The Orissa chaukidari system is iioarso of reorganization. Panchayats 
and o;iah payment of the chaukida^vill be introduced, the Government 
paying for the largo body of dafadaj required out of the proceeds of tho 
resumed service lands. ‘ | , ' 

8. io r^utt^idisrj.“*The' jtel nunihor of chaukidars deptirtment* 
ally rewarded rose from 4,354 in 18961 7,454, and the total sum paid shows 
a considerable and satisfactory increas^ieg Us. 32,946-4 against.^. 31,033-5-3 
in the previous year. In several distrK however, tho balance to the credit of 
the Reward Fund was allowed to inepe unduly during the year, notably in 
Nadia, Jessore, Dacca, Saran, and A^ffarpur. Saraft and Rackerunno-eliad 
each more than Rs. 0,000 to their jedit at the end of the ye^, ^I'hose 
balances would show that still gr 0 atej|>©rality may bo exercised m rewarding 
the chaukidars for good work. In Biergunge Mr. Boateon-Bell has instituted 
the practice of giving medals, whijis much appreciated by the men and 
some mark of distinction, for good rioe, to be seen and noted of all men 
is a lystem which deseryies encoui^eiit throughout the province. The 
amount credited to the Fund throput the province was less diaa in the

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A total tOTDporory force of 1 'SuVlnspcctor, »27 beanl-constablos and 114 
constablea \ra& also entertained^ ft* mil way guard duty and to deal witli 
crime in the vicinity of railway oohati-uclion works. 

11 . Special constables and additional and private />o//c(?.--Altogether 826 men 
were appointed special constables during tlie year to keep the peace in connec- 
tion with disturbances, actual or appreheadod. Of these 711 wore appointed 
for short periods in the Darbhanga disuirt alone, the next largest number in 
one district being 00 in Ohamparai'.. Those , in Darbhanga wore required 
during the festivals of the Bakii Iduutl Ifnharram as a precaution against tlie 
rcucwiil of disturlxxnccs wliicli had occurred on previous occa.sions. In 13 
cases forces of additional police were i^jinctioned by Government. Five Sub- 
Inspectors, 33 head-constables and constables weto supplied to various 
persons at their own expense und^ secton 13 of Act V of 1861. 

12. Military Police.— corpanies of military police, each ono 
hundred strong, were maintained, at Daca, Dumka, and Bhagalpur, respectively. 
The barracks in which the Dacca oipany was (|narteroa wore so severely 
damaged by the earthquake as to be raderod nnsafo. Steps are being taken 
for the construction of a new^ buildiir. Detachments from these coinjianies 
were utilised on several occ^ops dumg the year for the preservation of the 
peace outside their own districts : at lloghly and in the 24-Pargana8 during 
the Muharram and after the Tallah iits in Calcutta., and at Bankipore during 
the Bakii Id. The Dumka company yas marched through the Damin-i-koh. 
Mr, Henry speaks highly of ' the ]>liyquo and smart appearance of the men. 
TIjo service is popular, and mqijt of iliunen whoso first term of three years has 
expired have re-engaged for a furtlieterto. Schools have been started in all 
the three companies, and sports: and g)ma8tics aye encouraged. Since the end 
of the year orders have issued for le formation of a new company to be 
quartered in the neighbourhood of Ocutta for employment on the occurrence 
of disturlrfmces among tho numerous icountry operatives employed in the mills 
on tho banks of the river Hoo^y. htioued across tlie river near Barrack- 
pore the company will bo. to a coral position, whence the men could bo 
promptly moved by road or nver to n scene of any threatened disturbance. 

13. District Police Risi^s aniOrdimry Reserves, — Tho District Police 

Reserves were maintained at the hearjuai tors of every district, and number 
00, 20 or 20 constables, withy . efficertijiccoi-ding to tho need of the district. 
In each district this force ' is alway ept at fuH strengtli and is not drawn 
upon for ordinary work. The men 9 thoroughly drilled, and, as they have 
shown themselves whenever- dtoploycdre competent to deal with any disturb- 
ance of an ordinary kinid .qcourriu^vitliin their' district. Tho Ordinary 
Res(irve.s aire maintained iot the piirin of filling vacancies duo to leave and 
sickness among the ordinary police of 0 district. They number about 15 per 
cent, of the strength cf the dialrict he, but in the more unhealthy districts, 
especially in the llajshahi Divisi<ni,his percentage is frequently found 
insufficient. , ,

16. * Cwtiuei of the police. — ^l^iere was .an increase of 328 in .Ihe number of 
constables wearing good^conduot etripes. • The number ,of .educated officers was 
3,024, or 84'5 per cent., and tliat of educated men 5^38, or 24’<6 of tim .total 
force.*. One Inspector and 16 ^ab-lospeotprs are gmduat^, and 37 Inspeotors, 
407 Sub-Inspectors, and 21 head-constables have passed <the Entrance and F.A* 
examinatioas, while 133 inspectors, 719 Sub-Inspectors, and I;2^-head*conatables, 
although they hare passed no examinatCmi, know sufficient EngUsli to bo able 
to transact ordinary business in that language. In seven oases embezzlements 
were detected on the part of police officers and criminal {woseoutions were in- 
stituted. Fpnr officers wore convicted, one was punished departmental ly by 
dismissal, and two were under trial at the end of tbe 

Tho general conduct of tbe police discusst^ at conaiderablb len^h in 
the report for 1896* and tbe Government Iliesolution on it. The system of com- 
petitive examination, fpllowed by training at the Police School, has introduced 
into the force officers unquestionably superior in social position and education 
to the great majority of the old officer, Tho new men necessarily have 
still much .experi^ce to acquire, and further time must be allowed to elapse 
before a definite judgment is formod as to their efficiency in dealing with 
crime. For the purpose of .estimating the eifcctiveness of the present force 
as an agency for the detection and prevention of crime, Mr. Henry bps 
reproduced, with the addition of the figures for the past jetur^ ihe statistics of 
serious .crime in quinquennial periods ftnoe 1682, which wcheihiti^uced iu the 
report for 1896. The percentages of cjEtses convicted <tiiow :an improvement 
under a few heads . of crime; but in .nc^mg, murder and^4l@>'eoity a marked 
increase of cases occurred in the {last two years, while detection Ipis also fallen off. 
This is a feature certainly unfavourable to the police.' On the other hand, 
thoy have shown greater activity in prosecuting for bad livelffibod and are far 
more successful in proving previous convictions. As an agj^noy for doaling with 
organized disturbances, the Lieutenant-Governor agrees with Mr. Henry in 
, comm<^nding the police for their uniform good coudu^. 

17. Ghargcsofhrture extortion ag^ipst the Police. — Altogether 23 charges 
of tQiJtnwe were brought against tho poUce. Of these JW were found to be 
false after judioial or departmental encmiy. lu nine oases the complainants 
were proseouted, and fiyo were convictea, and three acquitted^ one being under 
trial at jffie close of th#year»' Of the itett^ning three cases against tho police, 
one was declared true tmd inlthe others the accused were acquitted. 

Charges of extortion were brought in 149 cases against 99 in 1896. Of 
these, 82 wore dismissed or declared false, while 21 cases were found to have 
boon much exaggerated and were entered as. true under minor sections of tbe 
Code. Ten cas^ resulted in convictions; in 12 the accused were disdiarged ; 

9 were. compromised in S.tiiere was no evidence; and 12 were pending at the 
end of It is noticeable that put of the total of l49 cases no fewer * 

than 92. weiti in tbe. district of Mymensingb alone; this .number being far in 
excem of the. institutions fn any previoas,ypar. The large increase shown for 
the whole Provinoe in thp^ charges agabntt'|lm police during the past year .f|; 
in fact, entirely idup to dme complaints .made in that district, ^ivhere .^e 
have had several years past to contend against this form of bailment. 
The dffieU number of convictions must be accepted as evidenoo of the genetiilly 
unfeuna^ or eaeggerated- character .of the complaints. 
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18. Jwj/xjciwn*.— Thi.|!:Mpeotor-Qeneral«pentlll days on tour, and the 
Deputy Inspectors-GeneTal m 4 and 167 dayff respectively. All the districts 
except Myniensingh, Marthhura, and Purnea were inspected by one oJ these 
officers. Those three districts have been inspected since tlie beginning of 
the year, 'I'ho Inspector-General has, as requested, shown in tabular form for 
each class of crime the number of cases investigated locally by the District 
Superintendent of Police. Burdwaii, Midnapore, Dinajpur, rabna, Patna, 
Champaran, and Manhhum show the largest number of such cases, while Murshi- 
dabad and Cuttack show no casos locally investigated. The Inspector-General 
should obtain an explanation in regard to these two districts. 

19. Suicides and accidental deaths.— I'luo number of suicides throughout 
the Province was 3,164, showing an increase of 212 over the total of the 

S rovious year. There was also a large increase in the number of accidental 
eaths, which showed a total of 46,061 against 29,361 in 1896. Deaths from 
drowning show an oxoeira of over 13,000. No cause has, been assigned for this 
extraordinary increase. In' 25 cases enquiry showed that cases of murdprs had 
been reported as accidental deaths.

The total number of' oases of cognizable crime was 106,661. as compared 
with 83,616 in 1896. The proportion of police to cognizable cases was highest 
in the Presidency and Bhtdwun Divisions, whore there was one policeman to 
every 2,111 and 2,126 qf the population respectively. It was lowest in the 
Dacca Division, where one policeman was employed to every 4,014 of the 
population. The etateimeht in paragraph 46 of. the Report comparing the pro- 
portion of polico to population and to cognizable crime reported and investi- 
gated in the various Proyinccs of India shows that more work is required of 
the police iu Bengal. The strain on the foice must have been very- severe in 
a period of exceptional^ heavy crime such as the past year hM been.

. There was in cognizable crime an incrcaso of 37)628 cases and in non- 
cognizable crune a decrease of 3,669 cases. Both were the natural outcome 
of the abnormally high prices winch prevailed throughout the year. The 
increase in cognizable crime consisted largely of p^ty offences against pro- 
perty. It was noticed in the Besoluthte on the Apnnal General Administration 
Report of the Jail Department that th^ small proporUon of persons previously 
convicted sinewed that many people belonging to the non-criminal classes of the 
population h^ been driven into crime by the universally prevailing high prices. 
Wr the decrease in non- cognizable crime the trite btStf reasonable explanation 
may be given, that in a season of scarcity and premure tho peoplo refrain in 
many oases from incurring tho expense of prosocuting jfo, the Courts.

The diminution iii the percentage of false cases in 1897 is, no doubt, due 
mainly to the large increase in the number of petty offences against property 
— a emss of cases in which the percentage is always small. 

The extraordinarily laigo number of cases in the Mvmensingh district 
ordered to be excluded from tho retmms as arising out of a mistake pf law 
or fact calls for enquiry. The Commissioner wifi he requested' to' '^report 
whether there have been errors in claSsitication, or whether thid feature of the 
returns is due to some local characteristic of the peoplo. , 
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The pepeentage of casee x^eiictd by the police as false bali declared iby the 
Magistraite to be true was 8‘d^; t^aiust 8‘5 itt pmioue year. The large 
number of petty offences agw^ property in ^ero could be ®o sejasbo- 
able occasion for doubt would hdlo^ally tend to'fburar this percentage. 

The number of prosecutiona ^ bringing f^ae oases varied frotn 33 in Mid- 
napbre and 30 in Gaya to 2 ip Malda and 3 ea<di in Dinajpur and Jalpai- 
guri. The percentage of succes^ul prosecutions for tbe Province was 37*02. The 
use made of the provisions of se^on 560 of the ■Code of Criminal Procedure was 
nowhere large. In Pankura, Jalpaiguri, and Pabna, no compensation was 
granted under this section. M^eusingh again heads the list in the number 
of false cases, which was 315; Only eight mosecutions were instituted, in 
three of which oomictions we*© obtained. The ;^^portion of prosecutions 
to the total .number of false .cases for the wbojw' Province shows a slight 
increase, but is still far short .of wbat is needed, for the effectual cbccking of 
this crime. The advisability ^ prosecuting in ad such cases in whioh {there 
is some prospect of success shbSd bo always borpe in mind by the Magistrates 
before whom the reports of tb(^ji«Bos come.

The figures show that ^yburglary cases particularly attention has been 
paid to the orders of Gov^'jaiont, reiterated in the Bosolution of last year, 
which pointed out the inadidsability of abstainiiig from enquiry when the 
offender may be presumed to !.havc hod some eiqijeiience jn crime, and the 
advantage which accrues fr^ a visit to thc.cpot, even when the chance of 
success appears remote, throAjjj^ tbo intimation whieb the bad characters thus 
receive that the authorities , ore on the alert and; the consequent fear that they 
may suffer on a repetition ofiOrime. Mr. Honiy ^Observes that enquiry might 
with advantage be refused in a larger number of theft casCs. In uiis observa- 
tion tbo experience of the Liputenant-Qovemor leads him strongly to agree. 

When the thefts are potty ahd there is reason to believe that they are not the 
work of professional criminal^' it is not desirable to press thepolioeto make 
enquiries. The enquiry end^ in notliing, and there is a^ good doal of needless 
haiussment, which reflects itself iu a concealment of crime. The lieutenant- 
Governor will be glad if Magistrate will give this matter their-attention in the 
current year. On the other hand, in all cases in wbich there is reason to ’b^evo 
tlmt such offences were cdmmitlod by professional criminals, it is ]H as 
desirable that the authority ito refuse mvesti^tion shpiidd Im meist,snpjwly 
exercised. The police are .^n on the track of men whp n\aho by 

theft and burglary, and every duo which gives thnsmaUest h'H'^ ' 

must, in the interests of the iBOtnmunity at large, im patlentiy Jind.jstu^usly 
followedup.

On examination of the figures by districts, the best results are again seon in 
Howrah,, where the percentage of convictions was 93‘6. The worst results are 
8ho\vn by Jaljiaiguri, Kangpur, and Tippera. 'I’heso figures, however, include 
case^of local and public nuisances in class VI, which are necessarily very numer- 
ous in large towns, like Howrah, and in which the percentage of conviction 
is always very high, Exclusive of this class of cases, the police arrested 59,887 
persons, of whom 38,1.')2, or 63 per cent., were convicted, against 46,5*58 arrests 
iitid 20,909 convictions, or .58 ptr cent., in the previous year. The number of 
persons arrested under orders of the Magistrates was 22,104, of wliom 6, ,'182, 
or 20 per cent., were convicted. On these tiguiTS Mr. llenry remarks that the 
police appear to exercise their powers of arrest with better discretion than the 
Magistracy. It must, however, be borne m mind that, apart from those cases 
in which tho police aiTest red-handed, they in all cases have the opportunity of 
making full enquiry before the arrest of an accused. Tho Magistrate, on the 
other hand, docs not, as a rule, hear more than the complainant’s statement, 
and in the classes of cases in which he issues process preliminary enquiry by 
the police is generally undesirable. It is, however, undoubtedly the case that 
process is frequently issued by Magistrates witiiout adequate examination of the 
, complainant, and this is a defect on which, the Lieutenant-Governor admits 
with regret, yearly homilios have been preached to tho Magistracy with no 
visible effect. These homilios must, uevertheless, be presistently continued; 
for careless examination of complainants is a perpetual cause of unnecessary 
harassment to people needlessly dragged before the Courts. The percentage 
of persons convicted on commitment to the Court of Session throughout 
tho Province wap 56*5 against 58’2 in the previous year. Darbhanga and 
Jalpaigm-i show tho best result, while in Singhbhum only 20 per cent, were 
convicted. The uniformly pooic results obtained in the districts of the Chota 
Nag{)ur Division call for nothso, and should engage the attention of tho local 
oificers. So far as they may bo due to want of oompletoness in tho preliminary 
cnquiiies or delays in the trial of tho cases after commitment, there should be 
prompt remedy. 

In tho matter of recovering stolon property, the police attained much tho 
same measure of success as in. the previous year, tho percentage of property 
recovered to property stolen being 17'9 against 17’2 in 1896.

It will be observed that the increase in crime last year occurred in every 
class, but was especially marked in classes III and V, which include burglaries 
and thefts. 

28. Chm L — ( Offeneet ajj/aimt the Sj^tte and public tranquililyX-^Iri offences 
relating to coin there was a decrease of 28 in tho number of cases reported 
true. Out of 1 12 persons sent up for trial in connection with 76 of tliese cases, 
70 were convicted. Forty-eight of the cases related to tho uttering and 
passing of quicksilvered pice, which ^ is usually a petty fraud. There were 
three cases of counterfeiting and 10 of* possessing counterfeit coins or mould.s.‘ 
Offences relating to coin are ’specially protalcnt in the district of Khulna, aud 
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.suLccss, credital)lo to the District Superintendent and Jiis [Subordinates, was 
obtained in dealing with them last year. A serious case of wholesale forgery of 
(lovornmout currency notes in a village of the Nadia district was successfully 
worked out by the Calcutta and the district police. 

Rioting cases rose from to 3,20d in number, or by 39 per cent. The 

increase is most unsatisfactory, especially as it occurred in all Divisions, 'riio 
(juartorly returns for the present year show still higher hguros as compared 
with theiso for the correspon^tig periods of last year, and it is necessary that 
the causes of this marked increase should be enquired into and the requisite 
measures considered and taken. The Commissioners will, therefore, be requested 
to take up the matter without delay in respect to each district where an unusual 
number of rioting cases lias occurred, and advise the Magistrates as to 'the 
preventive and police measures whieli should bo adopted. .The Dacca division 
again heads the list with 688 cases, the next being tlie Presidency Divisian with 
f)63 true cases. The number of cases under section 107, Criminal Procedure 
Code, was 2,219 and 281, respwtively, in the two Divisions. In the Prosidoncy 
Division the Gominissionor tqinks that sulScient use was not made of the 
preventive sections of the Code, and Iiis opinion appears correct. In the Bunlwau 
Division there was a serious riot among mill-hands of the Standard Jute 
Mill in Ilooghly. The iUcrease in rioting iu both the 24-Parganas and 
Khulna was marked. Orders have recently issued directing the gradual reduc- 
tion of gun-licenses iu the latter district, especially in the Morrelganj thana, 
where guns have been used in riots. Of the numerous riots in the Dacca 
Division, 12 iu Faridpur, 9 in Baokurgungo, 3 in Dacca, and 2 in Mymousingh 
were attended with fatal reeulis. Iu Backergunge it is stated that village head- 
men have been employed wit|i success for tho settlement of petty disputes. 

29. Serious aljences <tgi$^6 ih The total number of true cases 

reported under this liead . was 5,060 against 6,417 in 1896, the increase 
being 533 eases. The head, “Grievous hurt” shows a decrease of 63 cases; 
and four other heads small reductions, while an increase appears against 
all the remaining heads, the largest being under the head “ Kidnapping.” The 
increase under this iiead from 310 cases in the pi'cvious year to 699 cases in 
the year under review is explained by Mr. Henry to be duo to complaints relat- 
ing to marriage being preferred as cases of kidnapping, in oi”der to make thorn 
cogniKablo by the police. Tjhefe wore 422 cases of murder of all kinds during 
tho year, or one iu excoss ,of the [lumber in tho preceding year, and sentence 
of death Avas passed on 19 persons, being 2 less than in tho previous year. 

The result of tho special mciisures taken to deal with the serious increase 
of murder, especially by gunshot, in Backergunge should be noticed here. The 
measures have been: increase of the iuvostigating staif, tho institution of 
jrroceedings for tho demand of security for good behaviour from per8«n[s 
credibly believed to bo professional assassins or their associates, and, most 
important of all, the complete disarniainont of the district. In 1 896, 380 and 
last year 331 persons wore required to furnish security, failing which they were 
kept in imprisonment. A special report submitted by the Magistrate in April 
last furnishes the following statistics of murders:-—

These figures show that murders by gunshot fell off from M in 1894 
and 21 iu 1805 to 13 in 1896, and that not one waa committed in tho past 
year. A marked reduction Inis simultaneously occurred ordinary murders, 
that is, murders other tlian by gunshot, there having been only 28 cases 
ill 1897 against 38 in 1896, 49 iu 1895, 3i in 1894, and 35 in 1893. The 
anticipation of some people that the withdrawal of guns, while reducing 
tho uuiuber of murders by gunshot would increase thoso connuittod by other 
means has thus been falsified, and. the measure of disarmament adopted 
by Sir Alexander Mackenzie has been fully justified by the results. The 
objoction urged gainst complete disarmament that the people would be* 
deprived of protection against itijuiy to life and crops from wild animals luis 
been mot by the supply of Government guns and, ammunition to village 
panohayets, and this expedient has attained its objwt. The Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor has much pleasum in recording his appreciation of the energy and 
judgment displayed in this matter by the Dislriet Magistrate, Mr. Beatson Bell, 
and the District Superintendont, Mr. Ryland, uow employed ehsowhere. The 
special Inspectors have also <loae excellent work. 

The attention of tho Magistrates is drawn to the remarks of the Inspector- 
General of Police on tho subject of drugging cases. In all such cases proso- 
cr.ting officers sliould press for trial under sectnm 394, Indian Penal Code. 

30. Oiaas, Jif-r {Serious of encat agfuinst property, )'^Tho number of cases 
under this head ww 61,949 against 88,764 in 1896, an increase of 13,185 cases 
or of 34 per cent, having thus occurred. The abnormally high prices of tho 
year doubtless contributed to this inmreaso, the bulk of which (12,504 cases) 
was under the head of larking house-trespass or house-breaking. Out of the 
total of 61,949 oases convictions were obtained in 4,132, or 7*9 per cent. 
Of 10,720 persons sent up for trial,. 6,172, or 57‘5 per cent., were convicted. 
Tho more serious feature under this head is tho very largo rise in cases of 
dacoity. Iu 1896 there wore 328 cases: in 1897 tho numbor rose to 649. 
After allowauce for 136 cases of ^aiu dacoitics, which only technically fall 
under section 395, Indian Penal Code, thoro still remains the very large in- 
crease of 76 cases of professional dacoity. The cases were most numerous 
in the Chota Nagpur Division, where tho number roso from 37 cases in 
1896 to 127 cases iu 1897. This is undoubtedly in part attributable to the 
famine, which affected tliis Division, and drove tho lower classes to evimt*, 
many of thoso conoornod being inhabit:ints of tho adjoining native States. 
After Chota Nagpur, Rajshahi shows tho worst result. Tho Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to see that the improvement of tho village watch is now 
receiving more attention in that Division. There was also a marked increase iu 
tho Bhagalpur Diyisiou) for tho greater pjirt of which the Soiithol Parganas ana 
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I’urnoa were responsible. Since the beginning of the present year the Pumoa 
district hiis boon the scone of a very great outbreak of dacoity, no fewer than 
44 cases having occurred up to the, end of June. Tho mutter has been dealt 
Avith by the Government, and tlio Officiating Jnspector-Goneral has taken 
special measures. 

In counoction with this subject Mr. Henry remarks: — 

“ It is s.'ii i, ftTul Hub is an iillagation inaile by tho witnesses oxamineil by the Police Com- 
mittee appoiulod in 1887, that tho punishmoiit meted out by the Courts is not sufficiently 
Bovciv to jirovc detorri'iit ; and having regard to the groat terror caused to law-abiding 
people by tho commission of dacoity, and to tlie heinousuess of tho offenoo, that tho maxi- 
mum sentence permissible by law should Ivj more often passed. Of those convicted of 
dacoity during tho past year, 233 were senlcoood to ^ imprisonment for three years or leris, 
212 to periods of between 3 and 5 yearej 183 to periods of between 6 and 7 years ; 140 to 
more than 7 years imprisonment ; 3 were seulonoed to death, and 1 to whipping.” 

The last year and, to some extent, tho preceding yearhave been exceptional. 
It remains to be seen, when tiie reiurjis of tlie present year are brougJit 
under review, to what extent this large increase in dacoity has been due to 
temporary causes. In any case, it is incumbent on the police to direct their 
energies spccuiUy to the checking of this serious crime, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor knows that the matter will receive the fullest attention at tlie hands of 
the Inspector-General. 

31. Clans JV, Minor o fences agaimt the person. — There was an iiicrca.se 
from 2,271 to 3,100 offences under thisliead. The result of prosecutions before 
the Courts was practically the same as in the previous year, and no remarks 
on this class of cases aro needed^ 

32. Class V, Minor offmess against property. — True cases * under this head 
increased from 82,433 in 189&^ 117, o04 in 1897, that is, by 33,031, or 43*0 
])er cent. Theft and burglary account respectively for 13,884 ami 12,504 
cases out of tho increase. The generally potty nature of tho crime under the 
former head is indicated by the fact that in nearly 40 per cent, of tho cases, 
the property stolen coitsisted: of vegetable produce. In burglaries, again, 
property was reported liot to have been stolen in 40’6 per cent, of tho cases, 
while in 24’4 per cent, the value of tho articles taken was under lis. 6. Wiili 
the return of normal seasons there should be a considerable reduction in this 
ci'iino from the ligures of the past year. Mr. Henry points out that, notwith- 
standing the large increase in ■ tho past year, the incidence of biu'glary, if 
reporting is accurate, is still very low compared with tho neighbouring North- 
Western Provinces, where, with a population numbering only two-thirds of 
that of Bengal, 122,000 cases were registered against 48,782 in this Province. 

33. Class VI) All other cases. — The total number of cases under this 
bead was 40,128, comprising 38,948 cases of public and local nuisances and 
12,180 of all otlier kinds, 'there was a decrease of 904 cases under tho Arms 
Act and an increase of 954 cases of bad livelihood. The number of proso- 
ciition.s for bad livelihood wa» 4,904, of which over 79 per cent, were suc- 
cessful. 'Phe largest number of cases was instituted in Bachergunge, and 
next came Mymensingh, followed by Gaya, Patna, Manbhum, Midnapore, 
and Chainparan. In last year’s liesolution the Government commented on 
the small number of bad livelihood cases tried in tho villages of the accused 
in mauy districts. The proportion of cases so tried in tho past year was very 
littio larger than in tho preceding year. The Lieutenant-Governor expects 
that, tho extra work involved by tho famine being now over, the ordtt|| of the 
Governmout in this matter will bo more carefully complied witJri^HA local 
trial is desii'ablo not only with a view to procuring all possiai|||Kdence 
against tho necusod wititout harassment of witnesses, but also in jlmica to 
tho accused himself, who thus has the fullest opportunity of producing any 
ovidonce there may bo to rebut the allegations of tho prosecution. 'Phe 
preventive provisions relating to this class of cases have been enlarged in the 
new Code of Clriminul Procedure by additions to the classes of habitual 
offenders against whom proceedings could formerly bo takenj and their 
application has been simplified by the empowering of the Courts to deal in 
the satao enquiry with two or more persons if they have beon associated 
in habitual viiaie. 

At tlie close of the year there wore under surveillance 49,409 registered 
bad cliaiae'ers against 43,810 at the end of the previous year. Tho system «>f 
survoilianco haS b jeh legalised by the m.'W Code. Rules for working it are 
under the eimsideration of this Government, apd will bo submitted for tho 
apju'o’val of tho Government of India. . . 
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•Tl, liuilway. Police . — Tho number of cases, cognizable and non-cognizablo, 
reported to tlio Railway Police during the year was 4,430 against 3,813 in the 
preceding 3’ ear. Of these 2,753 cases were docdarcd true, and 1,G77 wore sent 
up for trial, resulting in the conviction of 1,918 persons. There were 708 
acciilonts during the year, in which 326 persons were killed, as compared with 
62G accidents and 210 deaths in tho fffevious year. Twenty-one cases of 
obstruction were reported against 32 in the preceding year. In 13 cases prose- 
cutions were instituted, of which 5 ended saccessfully. Most of the cases were 
petty. 

35, Worhiny of the Arms Act ,- — There was a considerable falling oflE 
in cases under the Arms Act, only 1,312 having been instituted against 
2,210 in tho preceding year. The number of prosecutions varies greatly 
from year to year, tho fluctuations being apparently attributable, partly, to 
difftyrence of opinion among the Magistrates ns to tJjc necessity for severity, and, 
partly, t© the fact that the institution of many pKJsecutions in one year renders 
licensees more careful to avoid prosecution in llio next year, by applying for 
renewal in duo time. As remarked in la«t j-car’s Resolution, while it is 
nece.‘*sary to insist on ptinctuality, uniutontioiial omisKion to apply for renewal 
of licenses slioiild not bo treated with severity', Tho Lieutenant-Governor 
trusts that officers have given due attention to tho enforcement of tho orders 
for tho marking of guns, us they were reminded to do in the same Resolution. 
Orders ivill shortly^ bo issued to ensure tho more accurate accounting for every 
license in a district at tho cud of each year. 

36. 2il on-cognizable crime . — Tho total of non-cognizable crime for 1897, 
as compared with that for 1890, is shown in tlio following table:—

There is a total net, decrease of 3,669 eases, which occurred principally 
under class IV, and is duo to a very large falling oH in tho ^number of cases of 
assault. In the table showing tho percentage of persons actually appearing before 
tlio Courts to persons summoned, over 100 per cent, is entered against several 
iliatricts. If this is due to the inclusion or persons in cases sent up by tho 
2Dolic.o as cognizable and declared by the Courts to bo non-cognizable, the prac- 
tice of including such persons should bo disoontinued. The pi^rcentagos should 
ho calculated only for the cases in which complaints are filed before the Courts. 
In tho two district of Jalpaiguri and Monghyr, the acquittals exceeded tho 
convictions in number. It seems clear that in botli districts, and in others also, 
too little discrimination was exorcised in tho issue of process by Magistrates 
who take cognizance of pases on petition of complaint. 

37, -The following table compares tho percentage of remands 

in cases sent up for trial by the police in each of tho last three years : — 
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The percentages for tho past year arc, on^the whole, croditablo to the officers 
in view of the heavy work due to the famiuo. In some districts, however, the 
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proportion of cases disposed of at tlio first two heariogs was very low and the 
Lieutenant-Governor, while refraining from censure in consitteration of the 
difficulties of the year, trusts that the returns for the current year will show a 
distinct improvement. The average period of detention of under-trial prisoners 
has been comnumtod on in the Government Resolution reviewing the Annual 
Administration Report of the Jail Uepartment. 

38. Ileconviciions of old offeihlTa.—lo. prosecutions for offences against 
property, enquiry is made to ^^8certain whether the offender has been previously 
convicted of similar offence. Out of 24,970 persons convicted of these 
offences during the year, tho police were successful in proving previous convic- 
tions against 3,243, or 12"9 per cent. The pei*centage 3 of reconvictions pi'ovod 
in 1896 in Bombay and the North-Western Provinces wore 8-7 and 15 2 respec- 
tively. The percentage of 1897 exceeds any previously attained in Bengid, 
and the Lioutenant-Gxivernor docs not doubt that there will be still further 
improvement in the coming year. The police can render no better service to 
the community than by thp discovery and removal of professional criaiintils. * 

39. Anthropometry . — During the year the Central Office in Calcutta 
succeeded in identifying 492 persons whom the local police were unable to 
recognize. In the previous three years the number of such identifications 
was 143, 207 and 334 respectively. Of the idbntifications effected daring the 
year, a largo proportion was obtained by moans of finger-prints on the remark- 
able system originated and perfected by Mr. Henry himself. The favourable 
report of a Committee appointed to examine this system was noticed in last 
year’s Resolution. Considerable progress has been made in sabstituling it for 
anthropometry, and Mr. Henry estimates that in the present year two out of 
three identifications will be effected by it. The simplicity and certainty of the 
process give it a very great advantatro over the rival system of anthropometry 
and its aid to the police will be yearly more valuable. 

40. Character of Ofpfiera,— \\.x. Heniy’s excellent work for many years 
as head of the Police Department in this Province was lately recognized by 
the bestowal of a decoration. Messrs. Pratt and Masters have filled efficiently 
the posts of Deputy Inspeotojc-Qcneml ; and the work of Mr. Showers, as Personal 
Assistant to the Inspector-General, is again commended by Mr. Henry. Thci 
names of the District Superintendents, Assistant Superintendents, and Inspector.s 
mentioned in paragraph 44 of the Repmt will be noted in the Appointment 
Department. 

OiiDEKED that copies, of this Resolution bo forwarded to tho Inspector- 
General of Police, the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, and to all Commis- 
sioners of Divisions, for information.

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RESOLUTION ON THE PINAL REPORT ON THE SETTLEMENT OP 
THE KOLHAN GOVERNMENT ESTATE IN DISTRICT SINGHbHUM. 

BBVENTIE I)EPA11TMENT-],aND REVENUE. 

RESOLUTION No. 3020. 

Dated Calcutta^ the. 6th Sijytemlcr 289S. - 

Read — 

« Letter No. 5 16 A., date3d the 25th and onclosuro;^, from the Board of 

Revenue, submitting, with their remarlvs, the Settlement Officer’s Completion 

• Report on the eetUemont of the Kolhan Government Estate in Siughbhura. 

The sottleniout of the K(>lhan Government Estate in Singhbhum was 
commenced in February 1895 and brouglit to a conclusion in Starch 1897, 
tJi0* operations being completed within the sanctioned time and at less tliau 
tlio sttuctionod expeuso; tlvo result reflects much credit on the Settlement 
Officei', Mr. Craven. The final report was submitted in June 1897, but owing 
to delay in printing and in the correction of tlio proof, it did not come before 
the Board until May 1803. 

2. The previous settlement of the Kolhau Government Estate was con- 
cluded by Dr. Hayes, the then Deputy Commissioner of Singhbhum, fora term of 
.‘to years, with effect from the 1st April 1867. The question of effecting a re- 
settlement was taken up by Government in 1894, and in Resolution No. 2559 
<»f the 8th May of that year, the Board of Revenue were requested to submit 
proposals for fresh proceedings, which were received with their letter No. 974A., 
dated the 6th August 1894. Mr. Grimley, Commissioner, of Chota Nagpur, in 
submitting his recommendations, ^ve a history of the Kola of Singhbhum, 
which it is essential to bear in mind in considering the results of a resettlement 
of thoir lands, and desoril>ed their position as follows:-^ 

‘*^Our relations with the Kols of Singhbhum date from 1820. At that time Singhbhum 
was an asylum for fiigitivo offenders from tho bordering districts of Chota Nagpur, and 
plundering excursions were frequently made by these people,. Xarto Kols, as they were 
called, into neighbouring territory. T}\ey thus became a tiiom in the side of the Raja of 
Porahat, to whom the whole of Singhblium was nominally 8ub|eet, as Avell as to the Kiiar of 
Seralkella and the Thakur of Kharsawau, who had suoeeoded in separating themselves from 
Porahat and acquiring supremacy over a large tract of country. The British Government, 
wishing to put an end to the X)lunderlug. e^cenrsions, formed ^lations with the Raja of 
Porahat and, on his acceptance of certain terms, assisted him and the Seraikclia and 
Kharsawan chiefs in bringing into submission the Larka Kols and causing them in 1821 to 
agree for the first time to pay a rent of 8 annas per * plough ' or yoke of oxen. 

** The following is the form of agreement 

First, — ^Wo acknowledge oui'selves to bo subject to the British Government and 
engage to be loyal and obedient to its authority. 

“ * S^condiy.^WQ agree to pay to our chief or zamindar 8 azmas for each plough for 
the five years next ensuing^ and afterwards one rupee if our circumstances 
admit it. 

* Thirdip. — We engage to keep the road through our pavganas open and safe for oil 
descriptions )>f travellers, and, if robbery takes plape to deliver the thief to 
justice and account for the prop^y stolen. 

Fourthly, — We will allow persons of all oastes to settle in our villages and afford 
them protection ; wo will also enoourago our cbildem to learn the Uriya or 
Hindi tongues. 

‘‘ * Lastly,. — If we should be oppressed by our chiefs or zamindars, we will not resort 
to arms for redress, but complain to offioors commanding the troops on our 
frontier, or to some other competent authority.’ 

The arrangement, however, turned out to be a farce; for, as events proved, the chiefs 
failed in bringing the Kols under the influence of their control, and from 1830 to 1836 
the latter resisted all attempts to realise rents from them, and waged war on all their neigh- 
boors. The British Government then resolved to interfere and to take their territory under 
its direct control, and thus in 1837, 28 Eol pits or parganas previously belonging to tho 
three chiefs above mentioned, were detached from their estates, and, with fonrjpirs taken 
from Moharbhanj, brought under direct management under the name of the Kolhon. Tlie 
Kols eventually agreed to pay the rent of 8 annas per plough that had been pieviously 
fixed, and the totm assessment amooutod to Rs. 8,000, tho number of villagoa being 622. 
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“ In 1855, without iilteriiig the pnTioIj>le of assoasmcnt, but by simply 'doubling the 
rato per plough, A not revenue oi Re* 17,4 ih was obtained, and a fiettiomont for 12 years 
concluded. The number of villages at tljis eottlement was asoertainod to be 78G, 

In 1857 a radical change was niado in the mode of 
1 assessmont in all the excei)t the four noted on the 

margin (in ’which, owing 1o the backward state of the culti- 
vatora tlio old system w^as continued), ami with the consent of the Kols it was agreed — 


(1) that their lands should be measured ; 

(2) that tho sj^stem ol' asBeesuiefit per Ml should bo continued, but that the area of 

land (jontained in each / // should be ilKod, and that such area should ooutain 
an admixture of 1st, 2ud and 3ixl olass lands ; 

(3) that tho rdt»i per hal should be c'uhanced from one to two rupees ; 

(4) that the Bcttlcmont should be for 30 years. 


“ Formerly a hal of land was, a v?.ry uncertain quantity, being supposed to contain 
Bufrioioiit land for ^i ^’0 maunds of fictd to bo sown in it — a modo of a'^seEsraent that was 
probably suited to tho nomadic habits of the Kols, but in 1867 the area of each hnl was fixed 
at 12,500 square yardSi or at 7 blghas U> cottahs and 4 ehitaoks of tho standard bigha, 

“Tho rate of Ka. 2 per hal assesacil in the settlement of 18(»7 thus gave a littlo dvor 
4 annas per bigha, or 12 annas Mr aciv. The gi’oss assessment amounted lo Bs. 64,b28*14, 
and tho net nsseESincnt paid to the Gov rnimmt to Its, 46,247, tho difioremie being paid as 
remuneration to the Mantis, Mundas at^d village accountants at the rate of 10, lO^j’ and 2 per 
cent, respect ively. 

“More than a quarter of a oenfiiry has now elapsed since the last sottL^mont, and 
during this long interval tho following important changes have taken place in tho district: — 

(]) Tho creation of a Government Forest Department aud of large Govorumont forest 
rcveimcs. 

(2) The protection of unreserved forests by the Deputy Cominis&ionor. 

(3) Tho opening of the BeUgabNagpur liailway. 

f4) I'ho inliux of a large nnmber of foreigners. 

(5) The spread of primary education. 


“ The reservation of forests by the Oovemment ha^ served to take 523 square miles of 
the area of the Kolhan out of the occupation of the Kols, and the protection of unreserved 
forests by tho Deputy Commissioner has further restricted the area of cultivation, and thus 
indirectly served to check the nomadic habits of tho people aud to bind tlietn ivithin tho 
liiuita of their villages, so that the;y havv) now come to attach a greater value to thoir lands and 
learn to bestow more labour and on their cultivation than they over did in former times, 
while unforo&ted culturablo wasf^, ivliit-h were previously neglected because it was less 
troublesome and more profitablo.: to cultivate forest-covered lands, have been brought under 
oultivaiion, with the result that there has now been an enormous increase in the cultivated 
area. 

“ The railway has opened out tho country, and tho cultivators have now found that tho 
demand for the products of their lands from other parts of tho country is l.arge, and this had 
led them not only to culfivato tb^ lands with greater care, but to extend the areas of their 
cultivation. In my crime report for 1893, in accounting for the iuorease in the number of 
thefts in the district of SinghbnutDt I have remarked how the facilities for exjjoit afforded by 
tho railway bad taught the people the value of llicir surplus stores, and led them to prosecuU) 
even putty pilferers, who formerly would not have been interfered with. The last census 
returns show that whereas in 1867, out of a total population of 118,281 in tlie Kolhan, 
93,968, or about 80 per cent.,, were Kols, in 1891 the population of tho Kolhan rose to 
229,188 souls, out of whom 163,968, or only 71'5 per cent., were Kols. These figures in- 
dicate that during the 24 years betwe? n 1867 aud 1891, not only has there been a large 
increase in the population of the KolLan, but that a large proportion of this increase is due to 
the influx of non- aborigines horn the Trilmtary States and Oiissa, The number of these non- 
abongines as found in the census rooords is 65,220, out of which no fewer than 63,085 are 
Hindus. The Deputy Coramissioner of Singhbhum says that, us the KoUian is a purely 
agricultural tract, it js not difficult to conceive how very large must bo the cultivation over 
that, of 1867 when thero has been so .■'uoimous an increase in tno population, aud it is not 
8iiri>rismg that tho Kols have improved their cultivation with tlie examples se^ thorn by the 
oarofiil Uiiya Gowala cultivators, Who nn* now so largely scattered among f hem. * 

“ Ihimury education, too, has demo much towards civilizing tho Kols, for instead of the 
wild and turbulent raoo of former tinics, they aie now a peaceful and industrious people who 
give very littlo troubh? to tho authorities.” 


3. In instituting tJio recent settlement operations one of tho first points 
for decision was whether tho country was sufficiently advanced to require a 
field survey, on which point Sir Charles Elliott had entertained doubts. The 
measurements at the settlement by Dr. Hayes were made after the native 
fashion,, aud only rough chiltas ami sketch maps were prepared, tho system 
having been adopted through fear of possible disturbance consequent on the 
introduidiou of foreign atneens ; before introducing any innovation it was 
therefore considered desirable to discuss tho matter uijeuly with the people — a

procedure appreciated by them, and in conformity with local traditions 
and usage. The point was discussed at a conference held between the 
Deputy Uommissiouer and the leading Mankis and Mundas, and the proposal 
to make a cadastral survey and record of rights was unanimously adopted by 
the people present. At the same time two other important points were brought 
under discussion : the desirability of assessing the gorn or uplands which hitherto, 
by the universal custom prevalent in Singhbbum, had escaped assessment, and 
the question of reducinj^ the rates of commission paid to Mankis, Mundas and 
village accountants, which were unusually high. Mr. Grimley-persoiially was in 
favour of a slight increase on the rates of asse-ssment of had and hera (fowlying 
rice)* lands, a method of enhancement to which the people were accustomed 
and whiqji had been adopted at previous ' settlements ; and with an increase of 
two annas per-bighn on tlie estimated large increase of the assessable area, 
anticipated the realisation of a net revenue of Ks. 99,978 even after retaining 
the commission to Mankis and Mundas at the existing rates. The Kols present 
at tho"« conference, alter some wavering, eventually accepted a light assess- 
ment upon gnra lands, and the question of the redxiction of the rates of 
commission paid was not pressed. 

4. The system of assessing only rice lands has hitherto prevailed in 
parts of Chota iNagpur, the Scnthal Farganas, Angul and other remote primi- 
tive regions, and it has everywhere been the policy adopted in recent settle- 
ments to get rid of it gradually without exciting discontont and opposition. 
Tlie system is curious for this reason, that, in order to render the land fit 
for the cultivation of rice, the tenant has to embank it at his own expense, 
so as to retain water for irrigating the iice, and, having reolaimed it from 
jungle and embanked it, he has to pay rent for it ; at the same time he may, 
without payment of rent, cultivate as much upland as he pleases with crops 
that do not require so much irrigating and need no embanking and little or no 
outlay on his part. The apparent anomaly is probably due to the facts (1) 
that the area of land which can be terraced or enibanked and rendered fit for 
rice cultivation in such regions is limited; (9) that, when a man has terraced or 
'embanked a particular plot, it becomes more valuable than unembanked land, 
and, if he does not pay rent for and so secure an occupany right in it, some- 
body else will offer rent to the landlord w'ho will oust the original reclaimer 
of tiio soil and let the land to another; end fS) that it pays wo landlord to 
encourage reclaumtion and embankment of such lands, and consequent 
permanent cultivation, by giving the tenant, who thus incurs an outlay on 
oinbankmonts, the right to cultivate upland or unerubankod land free of rent. 
The right to cultivate uplands free of rent is in fact .an incident of the 
holding of tho embanked land at a certain rent. It is ^rf of the consider- 
ation for which tho tenant reclaims tho jungle, turns it into rice lands, and 
• iiicuns an outlay of labour and money in rendering it fit for profitable culti- 
vation of rice. The system is not, therefore, so unreasonable as it seems 
at first sight, and great caution was felt to bo necessary in suddenly or 
arbitrarily changing it. As time goes on and population and competition for 
land and settled cultivation increase, the conditions are gradually reversed. 
The uplands in the nei^hourfaood of village sites get manured, the profits 
arising from them are ^haneed, and consequent competition for them en- 
couraged, with the result that in the highly cultivated and tliickly populated 
parts of the country, the uplands round the village sites (the g^a lands of 
Chota Nagpur) are found to be paying higher rents than the outlying low rice 
lands. Concrete examples of tne different stages of this process of develop- 
ment may be found in different parts of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa ; for example, 
in the Kolhan rico lands are assessed, and uplands pay notliing ; in the 
north of Darbhanga along tho Nepal frontier, rico lands still pay higher rents 
than the manui'ed areas round the village sites, though the latter do also pay 
rent, while in the south of Daibhanga and Muzaffnrpur, where tl>e popula- 
tion is dense, cultivation intense, and competition for land great, we find the 
uplands paying far higher rents than the low outlying rice lands. These facts 
indicate that what may appear at fii*st sight to bo anomalous and unreasonable 
in the agricultural systim of the Kolhan and other similar primitive tracts* is in 
reality suited to the rcquiix>ment8 of local conditions, that it is the resalt of the 
local history, and that innovations on the local system that may on a priori 
grounds appear to strangers to the locality obviously reasonable may strike the

cultivators as h.ur.'U and unjust. In the introduction of any innovation in tho 
i-ustoinary luothods of sissossment, caroful handling was therefore required. 

5. Fooling this, Mr. Stevens, who was at tho time Member of tho Hoard 
of lievomio, uinl had been for several years Commissioner of Ohota Nagpur, 
visited the Koihuii before the survey was begun for tho purpose of consulting 
the local ofllcers and headmen. 'The results of- Ids visit were recorded in the 
Board's letter No. 974A., dated Cth August 189-1, in which tho following 
recouiinoudatious were made, that — 

(1) tho whole work should bo done by a single officer subordinate 

to tho Deputy Ciaamissioner and dirtctly responsible to him, 
he being iu his turn responsible to the Commissioner and to the 
Board ; 

(2) if possible, the amins should be entirely Kols, and if a .sufficient 

nuinlrer of Kols weitj not available, that the rest should bo 
Sonthals; 

(3) arras should be balculatod, and attestation should be mado on tho 

spot; 

(4) no attempt should bo made at soil rates, soil maps, or any differen- 

tial or scientific system of assessment, but tho existing method 
of fixing a uniform rate throughout tho Kolhan should bo 
continued, tho understanding being that each raiyat was to 
have a fair share of tho acknowledged classes of land ; 

(6) tho local bigha pf 2,600 square, yards should bo retained; 

(B) no yarchas should bo issued, as being likely to bo of no use till tho 
areas had been calculated aud tho revenue assessed ; 

(7) all di.«putes, isrhethcr of possession or of boundaries, should bo 

referred for decision to the Manias and Mundas just as tho 
people themselves would naturally refer them, and only when 
the villa^ heads failed to decido them should tho Superiu- 
tcudent , interfere ; 

(8) tho rates of oc^mission to Mankia, Mundas and accountants should 

remain unchauged ; 

(9) the police powers of Mankis and Mundas should not bo taken 

away, aa it was not desirable to cause discontent by diminish- 
ing their status and influonoe, and consequently tneir power 
to decide, disputes and collect revenue ; 

(10) rho gf>ra lands should not bo assessed, or at least the decision to 

assess them should l>e postpouod ; 

(11) liberal allotfauco should be made in the case of holdings found to 

contaia areas in excoss of those recorded at the last suttlomcnt. 

(12) the revenue shbuhl be collected in two kish', 

(13) tlje question of maintcuanco of the records should bo borne in 

mind from the iivst, and tho simplest possible method of main- 
taining them witli fair efficiency, should be adopted. 

Sir Chnrlfs Elliott accepted these recommend atiofis generally, but -was 
of opinion that there wore sevcml deteiils as to which the experience gained 
as the woik went on, might lead to some modifications. The method of assess- 
ment of gora or unembanked lands in particular was to bo tho subject of a 
separate report as soon as tho .Settlement Officer was in a position to submit one. 

6. The rate report call'.-d for by Q-overnment was eubnatfed by the Board 
aftor Mr. Stc.vcns had himself paid a second visit to the Kolhah and consulted 
tho local authorities and -village headmen, os a result of which ho recommended 
that the old rate on lice lands of annas per local bigha of 2,500 sijuare yands, 

Rs. 2 per htl of 12,.500 squ.iro yurds, should be allowed to continue, Aud that 
a rate of one anna per local bigha should be imposed for the first time on gora. 
lands, in proferonco to the proposal of tho Commissioner, Mr. Grimley, that tho 
rates for rice lands should bo laisod all round from to .8. annas per local 
biglia., and that ffora lando should be left unassossed as before. 

'riie.se rutes are extremely moderate, involving no enhancement of tho old 
rule ' 'm rice lauds aftor a settlement of 30 years, and the imposition on //ora 
lands of a nominal late of only one anna per local bigha, or approximately 
2 annas an. acre. 'They were finally agreed to by the Deputy Commissioner, tho 
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Hottlomcut OflU'cr, and the people whom Jtr. Stevens had mot at Cluiibassa, 
and Sir (Jbarloa Elliott in accepting the Board’s reconrrueudatioiis issued the 
following orders: — 

(1) that a rate of ono anna per Ijigha should Ijo imposed on gora 

lands ; 

(2) that tlio existing I’ate of rent for and badlands, viz., 0^- annas 

per local bigha of 2,500 sipiarc yards, or 12 anuns an acre, 
should bo maintained ; 

(3) that in the pattas tho right shonW be distinctly reserved to Govern- 

ment to alter tho rates of rent ai future settlements; 

(4) that where Dikkos (foreigners) liad been allowed to come into tho 

• country by the connivance of the Mundas (village headmen), 

• and without tho permission of tfie Deputy Commissioner, the 
rate of rent in each case should bo left to tho discretion of tho 

, Settlement Oflicer to ; 

• (5) that a provision should bo inserted in tlie record-of-rights and in tho 

patia declaring that the holding was not transferable by gift, 
sale or mortgage,' without tho permission of the Deputy Com- 
missioner ; 

(C) that the heatlmen shonld bo required, under tho penalty of lino and, 
possibly after repeated neglect, of dismissal, to report such 
transfers immediately, when they did occur, to the Deputy 
Commissioner ; 

(7) that paUm should be given to tho Mundas and Mankis, each 

. ■ raJyat being furnished with an extract from the settlement 
rent-roll sliowing tho particulars of his land, *>., the area, rate, 
and amount of rent, as they stood at tho time of tho survoy- 
scttlcmeut ; 

(8) that tho police powers hitlierto enjoyed by the Jfankis and Mundas 

should not be taken away. 

7. Mr. Craven’s report gives the results of tho recent operations by 
which oi'Tect was given to these orders. Tho total area of the Kolhan is 
returned us 1,055 square miles, of which 525 square miles arc cultivated, 
450 square miles culturablo, 217 square miles not culturable, 212 sciuaro miles 
protected forests, 53 1 square miles reseifveti forests, 20 square miles lakhiraj. 

The population has increased during tho period of the last settlement from 
118,281 in 1867 to 237,320 in 1897. 'flic gross rental has been raised from 
Rs. 64,828 to R». 1,77,300, or by Bs, 1,12,4M. of which lis. 88,388 is duo to 
extension of cultivation of bad aird hern lands, Rs. 17,080 to assessment of gora 
lands, Rs. 6,536 to enhancement of the rciits of new foreigners, and Rs, 465 
to the assessment of homesteads in tho o«*cupation of foroiguers. 'fho 
indigenous residents are allowed to hold their homesteads free of rout. The 
all-round rate of incidence of the new rents i.s 8 annas 5g pie.s per acre, or 1 
annas 4^ pies per local bigha. The rental is subject to a deduction of Rs. 49,772 
on account of commission to Mankis, Mun ias, and tahsildars or village 
accountants, at the rate of 10, 16, and 2 per emit, respectively on the gross 
amount collected. In dealing with tho percentages of commission allowed 
to these headmen and village officials under Dr. Hayes* settlement, it was 
deemed prudent, having regard to the history of tlie estate, tho primitive and 
wild character qf tho Kols, and to tho fact that Government was introducing 
innovations on einablished customs, to be liberal in minor matters, and not to 
alter the percentages of commission which had been hitherto given, 'riic area 
of her t and had (rice) lauds has increased from 82,427 acres in 1807 to 104,739 
acres during the currency of the last settlement, or by 1 36*3 per cent. The 
great extension of cultivation on these lands, which involves an outlay by tbo 
cultivator on reclamation generally and especially on embankments, indicates 
that the people arc well off, and tends to sliow also that tho lenient policy 
adopted in the previous settlement (which has been repeated in this) boro good 
fruit in tho past by extending cultivation, and is likely to bea^ good fruit in the 
future. Tho increase of revenue would at first sight appear to be very great, 
but the seltlemcnt is really very moderate. It has been accepted bV tho people, 
»ud the now rents have been realised in full without difficulty. 'Theoretically 
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Govornment would have been eutitlod to raise the rates on lu'i and hcra lands 
largely, on the ground of rise in prices, which amounted to 100 per ct*.nt. during 
the currency of tho last settlement, while in fact it has imposed no increase in 
the old rate for rice lands and has assessed (gora) uplands at tho nominal rate 
of one anna per higha. The nature of the country and people had, however, 
to be considered, and it was only po8si!)le to induce tho latter to agree to any 
innovations in the customary system of assessment, by making projrosals which 
they would bo likely to accept as manifestly lenient. Tho results in this 
particular case are satisfactory, but the w<>rking of the settlement requires at the 
same time to be closely watched.. If cxjiorience should show that tho tenants 
canm^t pay tlie hu’go increase of rents now imposed, leniency should bo shown < 
in making remissions or ' reductions in particular cases, but meanwbile ^tho 
Lieutenant-Governor is plensdd to confirm tho settlement, wbicli will continue 
in force for 20 years with effect from tlie Ist April 1807. 

8. In paragraphs 141 to 140 of the Hottlement Officer’s Report, questions 
of forest conservancy are discussed, on which the Commissioner and the Board 
have promised a special report which will be awaited by Government, 

0. A question has been raised by the Settlement Officer in 2)aragmph 
88 of tho Report, as to tho desirability of making an attempt by executive 
oi'der, to jmt some restriction on* the local Magh festival, lasting over six weeks, 
at which drunkonuess and lioentiousnoss of every kind are indulged in. At 
present tho festival is obsciwed bn different dates in different villages, with the 
result that tho Kols go round £rbm village to village drinking and carousing 
for tho space of about six iveeks, and it is therefore proposed to fix by order 
the same date for all villages, and so to shorten the carnival, as was done with 
success in tJio Sonthal Parganas. . Tho Oommiasioner and Deputy Commissioner 
aro opposed to interference, but the Board consider that the suggestion should 
not bo summarily rejected till the opinion of the Mankis and Mundas has 
been ascertained. The Lieutenant-Governor, agreeing with the Board, requests 
that local opinion may be consulted, when, if any action is contemplated, definite 
proposals should be submitted. . ' 

10. Figures aro given in paragraphs 135 end 136 of the Report showing 
the number of sales and mortgages which are ascertained to have taken place 
since the settlement of 1867. The figures show that while at tho last settle* 
ment the transfer of holdings to ali6n.s without the consent of the Mankis and 
Mundas, and the express sanction of tho Deputy Commissioner, was considered 
inadmLssihlo, yet 611 entire hbidipg.s wore sold, and 1,262 and 1,405 part hold- 
ings were sold and mortgaged rwpectivoly during the currency of it. In most 
ca.se.s the sales wore by verbal aweement and the prices received inadequate, 
and frequently trivial. With rorerenco to the figures of sales of whole holdings 
which amount to about 2 per bent., of part holdings comprising about 4 per 
cent., and of mortgages of psrt' holdings affecting about 4 '2 per cent, of the 
total number of holdings. Sir John VVoedburn desires to endorse the following 
remarks which have been made by the Board 

“ Those figHTos show that, while it bIiouM not be difficult to maintain tho excltuivo 
oharaoler of this ostate, with little danger of llio people generally &lling into the hands of 
foruign moncy-loitders, nwertbeless the praotiucs to be guarded against have begun, and ate 
in some vogue, and will require ths constant vigilance of the local officers, speoially now 
that tho indigenous chiefs and heads have begun to forget their tribal allegiance, and aro in 
suiue instances corrupted into conniving at them.'’ 

As already noticed, transfer of. laud by gift, sale, or mortgage, "without 
tlin permission of tho Deputy Oomniissioner, has been expressly prohibited by 
a condition in tlie patlus given at the prosoiit settlement, and the headmen have 
litu II made responsible for reporting any neglect of these orders. 

11. The question of tho maintenance of the settlement records of the 

-'^.■;tut>! will bo dealt with separately. It was originally hoped that tho assistance 
of tlio Mankis and Mundas would be found sufficient for a system of correction 
of llio records which would bo effectual, and at tho same time simple and * 
ioc.x pensive. Experience has, howovir, shown that these men are too 

illit jrale for the work required, and a proposal for a special establishment 
.)*' a'oins ui.dcr a Bub-Deputy (Jollector, to cost Rs. 0,500 a year, was submitted 
hv tho local olliccrs. The Board, however, aro not in favour of maintaining 
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fio Gxponsive an ostablisbmeut for tbo annual record of extensions of cultivation, 
the profits of which will go tO the village officials. The principal object of 
Govemmont in mfiritaining the records c<jrrectcd up to date is to see that the 
rules regarding th^'prohibition of transfers, and sale and settlement of holdings 
with foreigpiers, are observed, and this tho Board hope to be able to olfect at 
less expense. The Lieutcuant*Governor agrees with the Board that this object 
should be attainable at loss expense than is proposed by tho local ollicers, and 
will await their proposals.' 

12. In confirming the settlement, tho Idcutenant- Governor desires to 
express his appreciation of the excellent work done by the Settlement Officer, 
Mr. Craven, who was specially chosen for tho work, as bis service on settlement 
*work in the Sonthal Parganas had given him that experience in dealing with 
aboriginal pconlo which enabled him to gain their confidence and scem'e their 
assistance. The result has fully justified the selection. Tho Lieutenant- 
Governor also notes with satisfactidn the coaimendation bestowed on the work 
of Babu J. N. Cliakravarti and JBabu B. D. Gupta, Assistant Settlement 
Officers. 

— O rdered that this R^lution be published -in the Calculla Gazette, 
and that a copy be forwarded for the information of the Board of lievenue.

WORKING OP THE FIRE BRIGADE IN THE TOWN AND SUBURBS 

OF OALOUTTA AND IN THE MUNICIPALITY OP HOWRAH FOR 

THE YEAR 1897-98. 

No. 8422, dated' Caknttu, the 20th August 1898. 

From — A. H. jAMua, Bsa., Oommissioner of Police, Calcutta, 

To— The Sooretory to the GoTemiui'tit of Bengal, Municipal Department. 

I HAVE the honour to subniit, under section 30 of Act IV of 1883, a report 
on the working of the Firo Brigade in tho Town and Suburbs of Calcutta and 
in Howrah during l897-{j8. 

2. During the year 63 fires occurred, in each of which the value of 
the property destroyed exceeded Rs. 50. At 54 of ‘these the Brigade wore in 
attendance, and 8 were extinguished by the out-station manual engines nud 
tho residents of tho locality. . 

3 . In addition to the 62 serious fires already noted above, 126 small fires 
occuiTcd — 51 in the Town of Calcutta, 62 in the Subnrbs, and 13 in Howrah. 
The Brigade attended 17 of thism; the remaining 100 were extinguished by the 
out-station manual engines and; the residents. 

Tho average value of property destroyed at the 126 small fires was 
118.7-5-7. 

Tho estimated value of property destroyed during the year amounted to 
Rs. 3,82,605 as against Rs. 1,18,505 in 1896-97. 

4. There were no lives lost at fires during the year. 

5. There were 8 fires $1 buildings licensed under Act I (B,C.) of 1893 

and Act I (B.C.) of 1894. ' Property to the value of Rs. 3,09,200 was 
destroyed. . 

6. Of the above fires that occurred during tho year 7 coll for special 
notice— 

I. — On tho 7th April 1897 at Baug Bazar, Upper Chitpore Road, 13 
tiled huts, 26 stacks oi liay and straw and 5 railway wagons 
on tho Port (!kimmi8.siouers’ railway lines, containing jute and 
shellac, wore burnt ; tho firo lasted for 2 days 1 1 hours and 
15 minutes. 

II. — On the 7th April 1897 at No. 41-2, Canal. West Road, a pucca 
godown and two largo tiled sheds containing jute, grain, &c. ; 
the fire lasted for 15 hours. . 

III. — On the 23rd November 1807 at No. 116, Coasipore Road, “Victoria 

Hydraulic Jute Press,” a largo puoca godown, containing jute; 
this fire lasted for 27 hours. 

IV. — On the 26th Deoetober 1897 at Baug Bazar Qbat, 27 boats laden 

with straw. With great difficulty this fire was extiiiguisbed; 
it lasted for 6 hours and 25 minutes. 

V.— On the 9th February 1898, at Gun Foundry Road, “ Bengal 
Hydraulic Press,” two large pucca godowns containing jute ; 
this fire lasted for 14 hours and 30 minutes. 

VI. — On the 12th March 1898, at Ghoosery, Howrah, “Guzdar’s 
Press,” a large two-storied pucca godown containing jute ; 
the fire lasted for 24 hours and 30 m i n utes. 

VIL— On the 10th March 1898 at Rosemary Lane, Howrah, “Howrah 
Hydraulic Jut© Press,” a large two-storied pucca godown 
containing jute ; tho fire lasted for 12 hours and 20 minutes. 

7. During tho year three prosecutions were instituted under the Explosives 
Act. '■ Two defendants were convicted and one acquitted. 

8. A memorandum of tho fires that occurred and a statement shewing 
receipts uud expenditure on behalf of the .Brigade arc enclosed. 
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Memorandum of ftren in Town and Suburbs of Caleuiif^ and M Ilmorah from ht April 1897 to 31 st March ISOS,

Thk&e has again been oonsidorable delay in the ^bnuMion of the report, 
which was not received until the 29th July, though due to Oovornment on 
the 1st May. The cause of this delay has not boon explained. 

3. In Calcutta the death<rate rose from 35'7 to 36*1 per thousand, and in 
Howrah from 37*34 to 36*49. The rates in both ioeK»nces are lower than in 
1895, (when they wore 39*6 and 42’84 reflectively) but higher than tho rates 
recorded during the preceding six years, 1880 to 1894, which were as 
follows, viz:— •

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It is notewortliy that tlio death-rate during the past three years, 1895, 1896 
and 1897 has been in Calcutta largely, and in Howrah very largely, in 
excess of the rates recorded for a number of years previously. The high 
current mtos wore referred to in the Re[»orts for 1895 and 1896, but tho con- 
tinuance for a thiid year of what the Lioutenant-Oovornor hopes is an 
exceptional mortality deserves further examination. Tho matter rails more 
particularly within the province of the Calcutta Corporation and tlio Sanitary 
Coimnissionor, wbosc attention will be directed to it. Tho increase in Calcutta 
and Howrah lias now been maintained for tliree successive years, aud appears 
to deserve more attention than it ha^ yet received. Th^e Lioutouant-Qovornor 
desires that Surgeon- Colonel Hen^(^. will have, tKe present course of mortality 
closely watched, and that any unusual feature that may attract his notice may 
bo promptly communicated to Goyernmeut. 

The deaths from cholera in O^utta and Howrah fell from 3,449 and 1,1 18 
to 2,949 and 395, respectively. Ip all otlier diseases, however, Calcutta shows 
an increase of mortality, woile in Howrah there has boon a considerable 
diminution in the number of deaths from bowel-complaintt and “ Other causes#” 
Small-pox prevailed in an epidemic form during the early part of tho year, 
though to nothing like tho extent ^ which it grew m Calcutta in 1895, 

3. The numbers of in-door and out-door patients treated daring the last two 
years in the hospitals of Calcutta, and Howrah are compared in the following 
table:— 



4. The number of out-door patients rose from 258,794 to 260, 8Q6. The 
South Subuiban Hospital, which is now styled tho Shambu Nath Pandit Hospi- 
tal, shows tho largest iiicroase (11,556), which is attributed to the growuig 
popularity <>f the institution, under the constant persmal supervision of 
Suigoon-.\fajor A. Leahy. I’he Shama Charan Law Hospital shows an increase 
of 2,735, also evidence of growing popularity. The numbers at the Medical 
College Ilos])ital rose by 967, at tlie President^ General Hospital by 169, 
aud at tho Howrali General Hospital by 911. The increase in tho Medical 
College Hospiial is ascribed to greater sickness among tho poorer classes whoso 
iiiid«)ul.,to(l privations from tlie high prices prevailing during the year under 
pori. loil to a still more marked incroase at the Campbell Hospital, Tho 
Mayo Hospiio! and tlie Cliitpur Dispensary also show a small increase in 
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tlie attendance of patients. Against this, the Edon Hospital shows a dituinution 
of 4,631, the Dufferin Victoria Hospital of 3,009, the Sukea Street Dispen- 
sary of 730, and the Ezra Hospital of 54*1. The cause of decrease in tho case 
of the Eden Hospital is reported tp be due to errors in calculating tJie returns 
of two previous years; old cases having been incJuried among tho new patients. 
Tho Lieutenant-Governor trusts that stops will be taken in future to prevent 
the recurrence of such mistakes. Tho considerable fulling off in the iiuutber 
of patients at the Dufferin Victoria Hospital was the necessary c<*n8e(iuenco of 
tho limited accommodation provided in tJie present temporary building, and 
the closure of the institution for a month during repairs. The similar closure 
of tho out-door department of the Ezra Hospital in September accounts for the 
dearcase in that institution. 

5. Thero was an increase of <,303 in tho total number of in-door patients 
treatedj* and the daily average attendance rose from l.23»*51 to 1,403*16. The 
incream of 2,833 at the Campbell Hospital, essentially the hospitul of the 
poor, is the most noticeable, and was caused by tl)e large number of pauper 
patieiits who were admitted during the famine. A good deal of overcrowding 
took place during the later months of the y®or> thrjugh additional shed accoiii- 
modation for SOO patients was provided; On the other hand, in the Presidency 
General Hospital, tho numbers dropped from 3,836 to 2,801, a fall said to bo 
due partly to the temporary closure of certain wards of the hospital and 
partly to tho unpopularity of the institution. 'I'ho Lieutenant-Governor trusts 
that the reconstruction of the hospital ahd the other reforms under consider- 
ation and now almost ripe for introduction will make this institution more 
popular in future. 

C. Including out-door and in door patients, 177,770 men, 48,981 women 
and 63,010 children were treated during the year. The total number of men 
rose by 6,290, and of women by 2,269, while the number of children treated 
foil by 3,239, the net increase, taking all classes together, being 5,330. 'I’he 
number of Europeans and Hindus ti*eated increased by 242 and 10,159, 
respectively, while tbat of Eurasians and MuhaouuadanH diminished by 1,296 
and 4,338. 

7. Excluding tho cases treated in the Eye Infirmary, at which there was 
one death, due to old ^e, Uie death-rate for all the institutions rose from 14*2 to 
16-40, tho highest mortaUty recorded for 11 years. This increased death-rate 
is no doubt correctly attributed to the admission of a large number of persons 
who came to Calcutta from the famine-stridken districts in a moribund condition. 
Tho mortality in the several hospitals varies widely, depending to a great 
extent upon the class of patients admitted and tho condition in which they 
arc brought to the hospitali Thus the death-rate for men ranged from 1*30 
at the Police Hospital to 2'3‘OT at the Canipbell Ho^pital, while at the Howrah 
Hospital, where an unusual number of moribnnd cases, many of them pilgrims, 

xNvorc admitted., it reached 28*35. Similarly, in tho case of adult women, the 
Dufferin Victoria Hospital shows a death-rate of 63 end the Campbell Hospital 
of 28'C3. The death-rate among men and' women was higher than last year 
in the Campbell, Howrah General and South. Suburban Hospitals, where n>any 
of the patients were bi^aght for treatment in a very emaciated condition. 
The returns for these very krge hospitals have, of course, markedly affocted the 
total statistics. 

8. Small-pox was more prevalent during tho year, and the number of 
patients admitted into hospital suffering from the disease rose from 57 to 218. 
With tho exception of one case, which was taken to the Medical College 
Hospital for educational purposes, the rest - themajority of which were received 
from Howrah— were treated at tlie Campbell Hospital. Of these persons, 146 
were unprotected, either by vaccination or inoculation, and 60 of thtun or 
41*09 per cent. died. Of 58 persons who had been vaccinated, 4 or 6*89 per 
cent. died. In two of these the vaccinal soars were faint. The total dcath-rutn 
was 20*81 against 22*80 in tho previous year. 

9. The number of admissions to hospital of persons suffering from 
cholera was 1,200 against 1,007 in the previous year, and 664 cases proved 
fatal, giving a death-rate of 55*33 per cent. The increase is most marked in 
the Campbell Hospital, where many cases from the cooly dep6ts in Butaliy 
wore admitted. The attention of the General ^Emigration) Department will 
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1.0 invited to this. Among the putu nts, there were 36 Europeans and Eura- 
sians, of whom 20 died, being a ratio of 65*65 per cent., the same as in the 
previous year. 'I'ho Li('utenant-Govornor notices with satisfaction that there 
was only one ca.se of local origin in the Campbell Hospital against 86 in 1896, 
notwithstanding the overcrowding of patients in the institution throughout 
the year. In the Medical College ‘flo.spital, which had enjoyed immunity for 
several years, two local cases occurred. These could not he traced to any 
defects m the food or sanitary arrangements; and it is noted that at the time 
the cases occuiTc.l, cholera was prevalent in an adjoining bustee. 

10, The admissions to hospitals on account of dysentery increased from 
7,778 to 8,415, and the death-rate from 27*81 to 33*81. The Campbell, South 
Suburban and Howrah General Hospitals show a high rate of mortality, 
dysentery and diarrhaia were the main causes of mortality among the cases 
from famine-stricken districts. Diarrhosa patients also rose from 8,020 to 
9,8.‘iG, and the death-rate increased from 39*87 to 40*64. Conversely, in the 
case of malarial fevers, the admi*>sions fell from 48,982 to 46,025, while the 
death-rate increased from 9-49 to 11*38 per cent. The number of persons treated 
for vonorenl diseases increased from 14,216 to 14,523, the more serious cases 
sharing in the increase. Fifty lepers were i^mittod into the hospitals daring 
the year against 22 in the previous year, and of these, 35 were dealt with in 
theCainpboli Hospital. There were 27 cases of enteric fever and 869 cases of 
remittent fever against 23 and 1,075 respectively in 1896. The cases recorded 
as enteric wore more numerous, than in any year since 1877, and the Superin- 
tendent of the General Hospital, whore 22 of the 27 cases were treated, 
attrilmtos the increase to a toi^etuy to include cases of remittent fever in the 
category of enteric fever. Of the 37 cases, 26 wore Europeans or Eurasians, 
ami only one was a native. 

11. The total numb^ ; of siirgical operations increased from 24,067 to 
25,746. Death followed in 178 cases, giving a percentage of *70 against *73 in 
the previous year. The largest nuiuter of operations was performed at the 
Medical Colleg<3 Hospital, whi^re tlic tlcath-rato was *78 against *86, 'I’he figures 
for the Presidency Genera! Hospital show a reduction of 27 cases. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is glad, to notice that, in accordance with the remarks 
recorded by the In.spcctor-Geinieral of Civil Hospitals, on the occasion of his 
inspection of the hospital, the objectionable practice of using the operating room 
for dressing surgical ca.soa has oeased. At the Campbell Hospital the majority 
of the important opemtions were performed by the Assistant Surgeon. The 
Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals in 
thinking that tins being a medioal sclmol, it is desirable that the Superintendent 
shouhl perform more surgical operations of importance with his own bands. It is 
reported that at the Mayo Hospital, where ths pupils of a private school attend, 
the arrangemeuts for toaclihlig them are inadequate. In the absence of any 
arrangement for the registration of duly qualified medical practitioners in this ‘ 
country, sudi a defect may have dangerous results, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
would bo glad to receive a further report on the subject, with the views of 
the Superintendent of the Mayo Ho^ipital. There was a slight increase in the 
number of operations in tho Dufi'erin Victoria Hospital, viz., from 18 to 31. 
There wore also 1,410 operations in the out-door department of this hospital, 
but it is reported that details of these operations are not systematically kept. 
Tho Inspector-General has doubtless arranged to have these details in future 
preserved, as without them the figures are usmess. Tho Inspector-General draws 
attention to tho small number of ojjorations performed at this hospital for female 
diseases, which nuinberod 15 only during the year under review, and the attoution 
of the Coinnuttec will be drawn to tho matter. In the Sumbhu Nath Pundit 
Hospital th'vj miniber of operations rose from 479 to 2,174. Many of them were 
of a serious nature. Although there has been some increase in the number of'' 
operations at tho Howrah General Hospital as compared with the previous 
year, the Inspector-General is still of opinion that more surgery should be done 
In this institution. It is reported that the change in the system of recording . 
surgical ojw'rations, introduced last year under the orders of the Government of 
India, is nut conveniont, since it cannot be ascertained whether medical officers 
arc as active iti this imjiortant field of work as they ought to be. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is pi epared, if a sufficiently strong case is made out, to recommend 
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a change in the proBent system on, this. Inspector'General of Civil Hospitals 
pointing out the uiffioulties and sabmittiog, separate proposals on the subject. 

12. -The total number of women and children admitted at the Eden Hospital 
as in-door patients, fell from 1,579 to 1,535, of whom 220 were Europeans, 501 
Eurasians, 701 Hindus and Muhammadans, while 173 belonged to other classes. 
The death-rate for Europeans and Euraidans was 4-99 and for the others 10’ 18, 
the figures for the previous year being. 9*47 and 10*50. The mortality among 
native children was rather high, being 33*64 against 25*36, and is explained by 
their being brought in, in a moribund condition. Confinement coses decreased 
from 640 to 616. Of these only 22 proved fatal against 49 in the previous 
3^ar. There were 24 cases of septicsemia, of which 11 died. None were 
contractod w’ithin the hospital. There were 1,146 operations performed against 
3,478 sin tho previous year. The, decrease is attributed to the exclusion from 
the returns of repetitions in the pasanig of catheters in the same individual. Of 
the 13 ca^os in which ovariotomy was performed, 1 1 proved successful. His 
Honour notes with pleasure the 'succew which has attended this dilEcult 
oj^fation, as indeed all the operations in abdoaiinal surgery. Brigade-Surgeon- 
Lieutenant-Colonel Joubert performed almost ail the important operations 
himself. 


13. The increase in the nuniber of in>door patients treated daring the year 
in the Shama Charan Law Eye Blospitat was nominal, wliile tiio number of out- 
door patients rose from 13,206 to 1^941. There was a diminution in the daily 
average attendance, which was 158*45 against 161*34, but the number of 
operations rose from 597 to 1,197, of which 827 were extractions of Ions for 
cataract. Vision was restored in 83*j2^4 per cent, of these cases against 80*40 in 
the previous yeaf. 

14. The Lieutenant-Governor observes with pleasure that the work done 
by trained nurses at the Medical Colley, Howrah General, Campbell and South 
Suburban Hospitals is well spoken of ny the Medical Officers concerned. The 
nursing at the Presidency General Hospital is under the superintendence of the 
Olewer Sisters, whose devotion to theu work is spoken of in high terms of 
praise. The Supetintendont has, howj5vw, noted a tendency on thu part of 
tho mnses to restrict thmr work to ^ taHng temperatni^ and administering 
m^icines, relegaUng &eir other dutias ^ menial sarvimte. Steps have been 
taken to check this. The whole qaestion of nursing In .this hospital has been 
under tho consideration of a Committee, and much, heeded refoims both here 
and at tho Eden Hospital will, it is hoped, be introduced before long. 

15. The invested capital of the Calcutta and Howrah Hospitals shows a 
decrease from Rs. 5,96,100 to Rs. 5,9^700. Rupees 6(K) was invested during 
the year by the Medical College Hospital, and securities to the face value of 
Rs. 4,000 were sold by the How^ General Hospital. The following statement 
compares the main heads of receipts arid .^penditoro for all the hospitals during 
the year

in addition to such construction of the male &ocfc as the funds permit, toXe

19. Surgeon-Colonel J. IJ. Newman was Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals throughout the year, and the Ideutenant-Governor takes this oppor- 
tunity of acknowledging his efficient supervision of hospitals under his 
control. Sir John Woodburu’s thanks are duo to Surgeon-Colonel T. H. 
riondloy, C.I.K;, who took charge on the 9th April, for his clear and concise

A memorandum from the Board of Revenue, Lower Proviaoes, No. 6^2B., dated the 
10th August 1898, sahmitting i|atistiual information regarding the Stamp 

Department for the year 1897-98. V 

The total receipts, charges, and net invenuo in 1897-98 under the Indian 
Stamp Act, I of 1879, and the Court-fees Ady Vll of 1870, wdre Rs. 1,77,59,390, 
Rs. 5,03,929, and Rs. 1,72,66,161, resroctively, a^nst Rs. 1,75,74,290, 
Rs. 4,96,172, and R^^^ 1,70,78,124. i a the previous year. . The., increase iu 
receipts occurred in jddici^ stamps only, the largest increases having taken place 
in Cmcutta (Rs. 1,23,689), Rangpur (Ks,. . 33, 11 8), Mumhidabad (Rs. 31,201), 
Bankura (]m. 27,961 ), Tippera (Ks. 27,614), Midnapere, (lis, 26,200), and 
^Jalpaiguri (Rs. 21,601) ; increased litigation, the higher value of some of the 
’’suits, and improvM receipts from probate duty, being ascribed ns the main 
causes. 

2. A net decrease of Rs. 23,942 occurred in the receipts from, the sale of 
non- judicial stamps. The decrease was shared by all classes of stamps, except 
impressed sheets, not^ll i^tamps, advpo^e, Vakil, and attorney stamps, and 
impressed one-anna stamps for cheques, l^s, &c. The revenue derived from 
the sale of impressed effieets, the most . important of tho nou-judicial stamps, 
amounted to Rs. 35,30,987 against Rs. 34,88,156 in the preceding year. The 
largest increase (Rs. 27,190) occurred in Midnaporo, and is attributed to 
tho execution and.regisfara^on of a largo number of deeds on account of the 
dearness of food-^ains. Midnapore, however, wa.s not a district seriously 
affected by the famine, and the explanation is therefore open to question. The 
same explanation is offered of tlie increases in 8hahabad and Darbhauga, 
where it may be valid. The largest decrease occurred in Mymensingh 
(Rs, 33,833]^, .but no satisfactory explanation of tho falling off is given. Tho 
revenue derived from impressed labels or special adhesive stamps which are in 
uso in Calcutta only shows a decrease of Rs., 20, 194, or 2*3 per cent. In explan- 
ation of this decrease, the Collector of Stamp Revenue remarks that in 
anticipation of the passing of Act XIII of 1897, which raised tlie duty on a 
transfer of lease to that payable for a conveyance, assigumonta of several tea 
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estates with their appendages, were accelerated so as to reach completion before 
the cud of 189(5-07, tlius causing an increase of revenue during that year as com- 
jmred with the previous year of Bs. 1,11,964. The revenue derivotl from the 
sale of receipt or one-anna revenue stninpa amounted to Es. 3,74,606 against 
Ra. 3,80,946 in the preceding year. The decrease in the sale of forei<rn bill 
stamps winch was confined to Calcutta and the 24-Parganas, is ascribed to the 
general tightness of the money-market during the greater portion of the year.

The faEing off is attributed to the fact that in 1896-97 
there were four cases of an oxcepti«.nal nature, in which Rs. 4,296-8 'were 
rmlised as duty and penalty, while all the cases during the year underreport were 
of the ordmary kind. 1 he number of prosecutions instatnted during the year 
for the infringement of the provisions of the Indian Stamp Act was 1,302 
m vrhich 1,267 persons were brought to trial, against 416 cases and 468 persons 
i? imposed amounted to Rs. 8,666 against 

Rs. 3,261. It IS noteworthy that 874 prosecutions were instituted for default

The report of the Board of Reronae on. the financial results of the Admimstration of 
the Income-Tax for the year 1897-98, 

.The Board’s report is, as usual, a plain statistical review of the working of 
the Act, showing the proceedings of the assessing staff, the number of assesseus, 
the demand, oollectiona and balances, the proportion of objections ami of 
coercive measures, and the <io»t of administration. All r^erence to the sources 
from which assessable incomes are drawn, and the profits of various forms of 
business, is advisedly excluded. 

2, No chan^ of any impoitain:^ was introduced during the year under 
report in the administration of the Income-Tax Act. 'I'ho following statement 
compares the financial results during the last two years : —

The net revenue shows an increase of Rs. 22,412, or per cent against an 
increase of 5-8 per cent, in the previous year. During the last 10 years, the 
collections of the, tax have risen from Rs. 31,20,344 to Ra, 42,81,995, exclusive 
of the taxon sedar!^ and the interest on Government securities; and the 
average annual iner^lise, which has been n?raarkably steady, has been 
Rs. 1,10,166. The Inaction of this normal increment by four-fifths illus- 
trates the check applied to the growing prosperity of the province by the 
great national calamities of 1897; and it would have been a matter for little 
.surprise had their effects been even more con-spicuously reflected in the income- 
tax returns of the year. 

3. There was an increase in the final demand in all the Divisions except 
the Presidency and Chittagong; while the only districts in which a decrease 
occurred were Calcutta, Jessore, D^jpur, B<tgra, Backergungo, Chittagong, 
I’atna, Purnoa, Hazaribagh, Lohardaga, and Manblmm. It is remarkable that in 
none of these, except the last three, was,thero acute famine in 1897, and it is still 
more striking tibat all the four North Behtir districts— Saran, Ohamparan, 
Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga— -in which di8tre.ss was most severe, show an increase 
both in the final demand and in celleotionu of the tax. The Lieutenant-Governor 
ob8erve.s that in the first three of these four districts there was a marked increase 
in the amoimt of penalties imposed and collected by district officers, and he

would have been glad had the Board given, some a«isuranco that all duo 
lonity was shown in administering tho Aot in those districts in a year of 
stress. The largest proportionate increase (49‘4 per cent.) in revenue was in 
Singbhum, and is ascribed to^ the construction of tho railway now in hand, but 
tho tax paid by this district is inaignitioant. A similar reason is assigned for the 
incroaso of 10 0 per cent, in Midnaporu. There was a considerable increase 
in Faridpnr and BurJwan, of which jio special explantition is given. 

The decrease of O'O per cent, in Oluttagong is attributable to tho damage 
done by tho Btorui-wave and cyclone of Octol^rl897; while in Lohordaga 
a deijrcssion in tho lac trade and in the profits of liquor shops is said to 
account for a falling-off of 8‘8 per cent, in receipts. Tho latter element 
in tho decrease is an indirect result of the famine, which has also led to a marked 
reduction in tho excise settlements for the current year. It is curious that in 
the neighbouring district of Jpaiaman there was an increase in the demand 
and collections. The decrease in Hogiti and Diuajpur is attributed to the 
transfer of certain thanas to Uajshalii ; but as there is a not deci’ease ip tho 
final demand of the thiv-e distiricts of oyer Rs. 2,000, the explanation docs 
not s(5em convincing. 

4. Anseasmciits . — ^Tho distnets of Manbhum and Singhbhum, which under 
Government Order No. 16488R. .Cf 21st lUarch 1893 had been placed under one 
assessor, were again separated during the year under report, as the arrangement 
was found unsatisfactory. I'be staff of assessors was thus increased to oO. 

The number of villages ia istreet in Calcutta is held to be a village for this 
purpose) visited by these assess^Ki wets 75,623 as against 72,230 in the previous 
year. Tho increase is ascribed-.td the Board's order under which tho Income- 
Tax Deputy Collectors took u]p tfee assessment in towns, leaving the assessors 
free to devote all their time to-tdllages. 

Tho most morked decrease (63(5) in the number of villages visited was 
in Champarnn ; and the cause ^ati^ibuted is that for the first six months of tho 
year tho a 8 S 0 S 8 t)r was employed famine work in addition to his own duties. 
There wore also deorcusos in'.Malda,, llhagalpur, Noakhali and eleven other 
districts. In tho province as .ii' whole the number of persons finally assesseil 
rose by 490, tho chief increas^ being in Midnaporc, Faridpnr and Calcutta. In 
twenty-ono districts there wasCa decrease, wnich in most cases was due to tho 
exemption of petty traders, who'had been hard hit by tho prevailing scarcity. 

5. Deman<i^, eoUccii^f^ns, afftl bakiiccs.—'rhe original demand, the revised 
demand, and the percentage of OpIIodions from assessees, exclusive of Govern- 
ment servants, is shown in thn following statement : —

The outstanding balance, . including penalties^ costs, and arrears was 
Rs. 1,08,600 as against Rs. . 1,42,605 in the year 1896-97. Of this balance, 
Rs. 1,18,200 are reported to be good and under realisation, Rs. 27,997 bad 
and irrecoverable, and Us. 22,403‘doiibtful. 

6. Coercioe measures.— Th& following table compai'es for tho.^ last three 
years the coercivo measures which had to be taken for the realisation of the 
tax throughout the province 
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From this statement it will be aeeu that coercive measures were more 
extensively employed than in the previous year. 

The most marked increase was in Calbutta, Jessoro, and the 24-Parganas* 
The scarcity of ready money as indicated by the high rate ol interest is said to 
bo the cause of this increase. 

In JesBore (16*4), Singbhum 112*4), Rangpur (11*4), Bhagalpur (10’9), 
21-Parganas (10*7) and Darbhanga (10*6) the proportion of warrants issued to 
the number of persons assessed exceeded 10 per cent. Darbhanga, Jessoi e and 
Singbhum are almost always in this category, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
would be glad of the Board’s opinion whether tliis is due to causes whicli cannot 
bemvoided. 

The largest number of sales re^rted by district officials was 67 in Rangpur, 
47 in Diuajpur, 27 in Gaya, and 24 in Rajshahi. The tliree districts first 
named have for some years had an unenviable prominence in the sale list, 
and the Board, by whom the mcplanations olfejed for these high figures are 
considered unsatisfactory, have desired the Commissiouers of Rajshahi aud 
Patna to call for and oxaiiiino the records of all ca^ea of sale that occuirod in the 
districts in question, and to enquire whether their prevalence was due to careless 
assessments. The Lieutenant-Governor awaits a report on the result of these 
enquiries. 

7. Penalties and <?<?*#«,— The demands and realisations under the heads of 
Penalties and Costs for the year under, review, as compared with the previous

and othfr employers, who agreed to cqll.e^ the tax fi'om the salaries of their 
servants, rose from Rs. 2,87,934, in the previous year to Rs. 3,19,319; while the 
remission allowed W way of commission to the employers roim from Its. 9,454 to 
Rs. 10,371. The Collector of Calcutta 'ia reported to have induced 54 new 
iinus to enter into tbi^ contract, and thoro aie indications that , the system 
may be worked to some! advantage in Cii^tta. 

9. ^ Incidence of Including the tax on the interest on Government 

securities and the salaries of Government officials recovered by the Accountant- 
Gcnc’ral, Bengal, the iiicidonoe of the taxvfortho whole Province was Re. 1 to 
every 14*6 persons, as against Re, I to hvory 1 4' 6 in tho previous year. 
Excluding the taxes reooyered by the Aeconntnnt-Gcneral, Bengal, the inci- 
donco was Re. 1 to every 16*2 persons as against Re. 1 to every 16*3 in the 
previous year. 

Outside Calcutta the inoidenoo was Re. 1 to every 32*2 persons as against 
every 33*2 persons in the previous year ; and it varied from lie, 1 to every 4 
persons in Darjeeling to Ro. 1 to every 78 persons in Cuttack. 

One person in 36 in Calcutta, paid the tax as against one in 37 in the 
pivevious year, and its incidence per he(|^ was Re. 1 to every *4 jjersons ; while 
in tho entire Ib'ovinco one person in 637 paid tho tax as against one person 
in C40 in tho previous year.

6637, dated the 28th June 1898, jProm tho InspectorwOeneral of Jails, sub* 
zoitting the Annual Reports on the AUpore aud llazaribagh Befoxmatory Schools 
for the year 1897;^ 

Read also— 

Tho Reports for the years 1896 and 1895, and tho orders of GoTemment rooordod 
thereon. 

The submission of these reports by the Inspector-General of Jails should 
be expedited in future. I’hey should reach the Government soon after the 
Annual Administration Report of the Jail Department. 

2 . Tho total number of boys in the two institutions on the 31st December 
1896 was 629, of whom 201 were in the AUpore and 328 in the Hazaribagli 
School. The number of boys a<imitted during the year 1897 was 78 at AUpore 
and 89 at Hazaribagh, the total at the tWo Schools being raised to 696 against 
695 of 1896. During the year under report, 103 boys were released on expiry 
of sentence, 34 on attaining the age of 18 years, and 1 by special order of the 
Government on account of sickness ; and 4 died— 1 in too AUpore and 3 in the 
Hazaribagh School. On tho 81st December 1897, 654 boys remained— 212 in 
the AUpore and 842 in the Hazaribagh School. Of these 380 wore Hindus, 
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1 ()S Mnlifiminailans, 10 aboriginals, and 1 a native Christian. The daily average 
!i amber of bo }'0 for the year was 190 at Alipore and 344 at Ilazaribagh, com- 
j)arcd with Sib ami 331 respectively in 1306 and 21,3 and 344 rcspoctivoly in 
1305. The general hcaltli of the boys was better than in the preceding year, 
'rhough the number of admissions into" hospital in both the Schools was larger, 
the doily average number of sick was smaller, viz., 5'03 in the Alipore School 
and l’7l in the Ilazaribagh School, against 5'35 and 2‘12 rospeetivoly in 1396. 
A large number of dysentery cases occurred at Alipore, but the use of rice-water 
{mar) %vith a small "quantity of salt has since proved a good preventive against 
the disease, and boon also beneficial to tho health of the boys, who have generally 
stained in weight. In tho Hazaribagh School there wei*e many cases of fever 
during tin! rainy season, wdiich Were, however, of a very mild chai’acter. /■ 
3. OjTi nci's, jHinishnents, and marks . — It would appear from the following 
lignr(?s that the number of offences committed and punishments awarded ha.s 
been inevoasiug in tho Alipore School since 1894, while in the Ilazaribagh 
School it has decreased : —

This continuous increase in the ohe School and equally continuous decrease 
in the other arc sufficiently oiuriou.sj; and tho systems pursued at tho two 
Schools appear on the papers to bo s) materially different tlfat the Inspector- 
(lenernl of Jails must make euquirj|a3 to which best fulfils the object of the 
reclamation of the boys. On. a dady average of 190 boys at tho Alipore 
Roformatoiy, 108 boys were pimishol, 57 per cent.; on a daily average of 844 
boys at Ilazaribagh, 148 W'cre punished, 4.3 per cent. The more serious 
offences on tho list are theft and the di'stiuction of Government property. 'JJjo 
proportion of such offences to the totiil liist year was 16 per cent, at Alipore; 
46 per cent, at Ilazaribagh. Nevertheless, the proportion to the total of tho 
severer punishments, that is by hand catling, whipping and separate confinement, 
was 39 percent, at Alijiore, bnt.only 14 per cent, at Ilazaribagh. At Alijiore 
28 per cent, of tho boys we^ punidied more than once; at Hazaribagh only 
16 per cent. It setuus to the Lientenaut-Governor fairly certain that a large 
numbei’ of potty ollencits are not recorded at Ilazaribagh, because they are not 
punished. This is a sinall matter if tlic system of punishment for the more 
Honoiis offences shows a reduction in their number and the maintenance of a 
supenor discipline. Hut while in Alipore there were 88 serious punishments 
.agninst 36 serii,u.s offences, th^ire were in Hazarihagh only 37 serious punish- 
ments agjiin.st 114 serious offences. Nevertheless, to tlie daily average of boys 
the prf»})nition of serious offences was 19 per cent, in Alipore and 33 per cent, 
in Ilazaribagh ; and tliis ratio shows no tendency to diminish. For tho years 
1392, 1393, 1894, 1895, 1896 and 1397, respectively, it was 17, 15, 45, 33, 33, 
and 33. 'Die great increase in 1891 was explained by the sudden addition 
to the numbers in tho llcformatory which took place in that year. Young 
criminals are doubtless, when first oauglit, lo.S8 amenable to discipline than they 
are later, and it is probable that tlic hoys at Alipore belong to classes more 
habitually and doggedly criminal than tho boys at Ilazaribagh, Hut the effects 
of llie sudden access of 1894 should have long since abated, and there is reason 
to foar, on at Joa.st a paper comparison of tho two institutions, that the system 
at Ilazaribagh is too lenient. 

The average nmnher of boys who earned marks was 179 in the Alipore and 
32.') in the Ilazaribagh School. The system is reported to have worked 
.-satisfactorily. 4’he Lioutenant-Govornor regrets that he cannot, on tho face of 
H»e figures he has just reviewed, accept, for tho present at least, tliat assurance. 
He cannot find tliat it has liad the smallest influenco in reducing the more 
rorncis offences at Ilazaribagh, and tho diminution in this class of offence at 
Alipore seems to bo due to much severer forms of punishment than tho for- 
leiture of ^inarka. Ho would like to be assured that the system of marks is 
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clearly explained to tlio boys and tliorouj>bly understood by them, lie has 
found reason to believe that it is certainly not apprehended by tiie adult con- 
victs of the Central Jails. 

4. I untrue til) >1 and Gjjmnastira. — The instruction in Knglish has been dis- 
eontinnod at both Schools. The cdufuitional .stall of the Aliporo School has 
been reorganized, and a similar change at the Ihizaribiigh School i.s under con- 
sidenition. The classes will in fuimo bo under the in.spection of the Kduoiition 
Department. The trades taught in the two Schools liavo been the same as in 
the previous years, but a revision is suggested by Dr, Nott, the Super into ti dent 
at lfazarib.agh. The Lieutenant-Governor will await any proposal that the 
] Jispector-Gencral may wish to submit on the subject. Drill and gymnastics 
wtSre canied on in both institutions, and tlie.s4! e.xercisos are reported to have 
tlonc g<jod to the boys. Another teacher quabliod to teach g 3 ''innastics should, 
if po^sjolo, bo engaged at Jlazaribagh in the place of the teacher who has 
resigned, 

5. Cfiaractr reports of rehased hoys . — Enquiries wore made, as usual, 
rogarfling the conduct of the boys released in the pre<ioding year. This is the 
crux of the whole uudei-taking. Of the 80 boy.s released from the Aliporo 
School during 1896, it is reported by the District Magistrates that 43 wore 
well conducted, 16 could not be traced, 7 wore in jail, 4 were view'ed with 
su-spicion, and 10 were pursuing the trades they loamt a* the School. During the 
.sinu^ year 76 boys wore rcleas'^l from the Haziribagh School, but information 
ha.s been fnrni«hcd in the present report regarding 47 only. The Lieutenant - 
Governor is greatly disappointed at this failure. There is, indeed, reason to 
fear, frtim llu) absolute identity of the items submitted this year and last year, 
that there was no enquiry at all. The enquiries as to the conduct of the boys 
reh*a'5cd from Hazaribagh must be at once resumed, and a full report submitted 
to Government regarding the entire number. Of the number reported on, 36 
W'ere well conducted, 4 could not be traced, 2 were in jail, 1 was viewed with 
s i,s]iicion, 3 were jmrsuiug t,he trades they learnt at the School, and 1 had died. 
Tlie Superintendent repor's that the aocounls which he has received of the 
career of some of the boj'S released from five to ton years ago tend to show that 

• a fair proportion of the boys who return to their homes and revert to the 
oeciipation of their castes after a while become discontented with their position 
and emigrate to Calcutta or other places, where there is a. demand for more 
ititelligont labour, and of ten do very well. It is, therefore, possible, bethinks, 
that released boys returned as “not traceable” may be the ve^ boys who 
have re(;;.‘ived the greatest benefit from their detention in the Ridormatory 
School, and not those who have returned to a life of crimo, as has been generally' 
fcsircd, 'I'he Inspector-General will bo good enough to get the opinion of tho 
Board of Management at Alipore upon this surmise. The Lieutenant-Governor 
understands that tho bo 3*8 who are reported by tho District Magistrates as w'oU 
conducted ai’e now re.sidcnt with their familic.s. Ho would be glad to know 
how many of these are following the f.imily trade. He understood that this 
Avas tho trade boys wore, as far a.s possible, taught in the reformatories, but ho 
has been perplexed by the Separate and insignificant item of lads pursuing in 
freedom tho trades taught them in tho refotmatfny schools. It was definitol 3 ^ 
deended in 189.> that enquiries as to tho conduct of bo 5 ’s discharged from the 
reformatories should bo confined to those discharged in tho year preceding that 
of report. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor acquiesces iu this decision. It is not 
desirable that lads who may be doing well should bo haunted by the repeated 
periodical ouquiiios of the police. This makes it all too more necessary that tho 
one enquiry, which the police do make, should be a complete and thorough one ; 
for iu the results of it is concentrated the whole of our information as to tho 
success or failure of our efforts at reform. 

6. Alanufacturos . — In the Alipore School the profit from manufactures con- 
tinues to show a falling off under almost all tho heads. The total profits of 
the two schools were Us. 9,589-11 and Us 5,960-0-1 against Rs. 11,189-15-10 
and Its. 4,883-15-10 respoctivvdy in 1896. The decrease at Alipore apjiears to 
have been chiefly due to the release of 31 of tho m wt skilled artisms on attain- 
ing the ago of 18, and to the salo at considernbh' reduced rates of goods wluch 
had boon in stock for a long time and had deteriorated iu value. Tho chief 
sources of income continue to bo book-binding in tho Aliporo School and cloth-

weaving and tailoring in the ITazaribagh School. The average earning per 
head at Aliporo was lls. 42-U-O and at Jlazaribagh Rs. 25.7-7 against Ka. 60-S-5 
and Us. ll)-y-7 respectively in the preeeding year.

The famine necessarily cause! an increase in the cost of diet. The 
inc^ase uialcr other heads at Alipor. is explained in tI»o repoit and calls for no 
notice. The larger exi)onditnre on works was incurred on improvements of 
permanent value. The worksbot) ai commodation was doubled bv the addition 
of a second storey to the old buildiii j. 

8. Gaiera/.— At present only me boy from Assam is at the HnzoribsK^h 
School, and the requirements of tlm : Administration can be met by the existing 
accommodation. A change was mui o during the year in the sanctioned scale 
of diet at Aliporo, which now ai)i|oxirnnte8 closely to tho scale prepared by 
iJr. Nott. A pro])osal is under Jonsideration for the amalgamation of the 
warder staff of the Schools with tile warder establishment of tho Jail D(>part- 
ment. Tho proposal made last yeai| by the Inspector-General of Jails for tho 
appointment of a mati-on at each 'School, chiefly for the purpose of lookijo-- 
after tlie boj s of tender age, has ncit been approved by the Government. The 
provision of section Jlfl) of the noW Act, which pennits the Courts, in.stead 
of sondmg a juvenile offender to a lleformatory, to order him to be tlischarf'^ed 
•after duo admonition, or delivered to his parent or guardian or near<ist adult 
relative, on tho execution by tho parent, guardian or relative of a bond for his 
good behaviour fur any i>eiiod not exceeding twelve mimths, wdl reduce in the 
future the iiiiml)or of boys confined at the Schools. In aocoixlancc with the 
spirit of this provision, tho Xaoutcimnt-Qovemor, exercising the authority vested 
in the Local Government by section 14(o)of the Act, has, since the close of 
the ) ear, directed the release of u number of very young boys from both 
institutions on security for their good behaviour. Tho cessation of the famine 
and tho working of the now law have already caused a rapid decrease hi 
the number of boys sent to the Ilazaribagh School. 

9. The renumbering of the tables proposed by tho Superintendent of 
tho Alipoi e School in paragraph yi of his report is approved.

Tho reports from tho Commissionnrs of Divisions on tho woricins' of tho Pori Ijodging- 
houso Act, IV (B.O.) of 1871, es amended bj Aete II (B.O.) of 1879 and I 
• (B.O.) of 1884, during tbe yew 1897-98, in the various places to whick it has 

. been extended. •

Ezieniim of ttm Act . — During the year the Act was extended to the 

(lanjam Road in the district 
of Cuttack, as far as Barang, 
the prcMnt terminus of the 
East Coast Railway. It was 
also extended to the town 
of Midnapore, but too late in 
the year to permit of much 
progreas being made. It is 
now in force in the places noted 
in the margin. 

3. JjiecTited lodging -houtet . — 
There was again a decrease of 
156 in the number of lodging- 
„ . , ^ . houses, which stood at 1,409 

during tho year against 1,565 in 1896-97 and 2,066 in 1895-96. The decrease 
was most marked in the chatties on the Jagannath Road in the districts of 
Cuttack and Balasoro, and in the town of Puri. This was chiefly duo to tho 
opening of tho East Coast Railway as far as Barang, six miles fit)m Cuttack, 
with a branch lino to Puri. The pilgrims now usually go by the Klmrda Road 
to Barang, and from there by train, with tho result that tlie portion of the 
Jagannath Road which lies south of Cuttack is going out of use. The comple- 
tion of this railway, and tho construction of a connecting branch of the Bengal- 

a ur Railway will probably affect the route taken by pilgiim traffic, and the 
officers should take steps to adjust tho oi>eration of the Act in accoidanco 
with the new conditions. Tho doclino in the town of Puri is due to the fact 
that the season was not regarded as auspicious for the purpose of pilgrimage. 
In Nadia and Gaya the number of lodging-houses rose from 190 and SSs'to 
202 and 315 respectively. 

Tho total number of lodgers accommodated during the year again fell 
from 43,105 in the previous year to 36,897. Tho decrease extended to all places 
where the Act is in force, except Sitakund and Dcoghar, and was most marked 
in the chatim along the Jagannatli Road in the three districts of Orissa and 
the town of I’uri. The cause of this has been stated above. There was also a 
large decrease in Nadia and Gaya, in the latter of which places it is ascribed to 
the operation of tho recent orders raising the space to be allowed for each pil- 
grim from 16 square feet to 24 square feet with a height of 9 feet. Other causes 
which accounted for tho decrease were the famine, and the measures of preven- 
tion against plague adopted at railway stations. 

jBcoms.— Tho total income of tho year was Rs. 32,798 against Rs. 34,24t 
in 1896-97, tho opening balance being Rs. 27,776 and the closing balance 
Rs. 23,798. There was a decrease under the lieada “ Fees for licensing and 
regulating lodging-houros” and “Fees for tho issue of Health Officer^ certi- 
ficates,” due to the fall in the total number of lodgers for whom accommodation 
was provided during tho year. There was also a considerable decreas# under 
the head “Other fees,” the only income under that head Ixnng Rs. 187 against 
Puri town. There was, however, an increase of income dcrivetl under tho heads 
“Fines” and “Miscellaneous.” Tho •increase under tho former head is 


m 
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many cases said to have becrn duo to the energy of the Assistant Health 
OlRcers in bringing to light instances of overcrowding in the lodging- 
houses. Tho increase under the latter head was derived mainly from the 
chatties in the Cuttack and Balasoro districts, that against Cuttack being duo 
chiefly to tho payment by tho Bengal-Nagpur Railway of the sum of Rs, 3,058 
as compensation for tho acquisition of the Gopalpur rest-house. Tho inorease 
in Balasoro is attributed to the fact that the income derivable from roadside 
lands increased greatly during tho year by annual auction sale.” The Commis- 
sioner remarks that it is not clear whether this is tho result of brisker bidding 
or of the introduction of a new system of auctioning for one year onl^ 
The receipts in 1896-07 were only Rs. 4, but in 1895-96 they were Rs. 1,718. 
These fluctuations require further explanation. In Glaya the foes were raisedfror.* 
13 annas to Re. 1 per pilgrim with a view to making good any falling off in 
receipts that might result from tho enforcement of tho Government order direct- 
ing the provision of increased accommodation. 

Etpenditurs . — Tho total oxi)cndituro was Rs. 37,072, against Rs. 40,84.5 
in 1896-97. The decrease wns chiefly under tho Load “Conservancy.” 
Practically the whole of this decrease occurred in Gaya, where the exponditum 
was reduced from Rs. 9,835 to Rs. 3,448. The closing balance at Gaya is 
very Large, and should bo utilized and not hoarded. Under the head “ Misoella- 
rieoiis'’ Rs. 3,993 was expendcal, against Rs. 1,073 in the previous yoar. 
This increase was chiefly due to tljo acquisition of land at Sitakuud, but the 
purpose for which tho land was ncquii'od has not been stated. The closing 
balances of all tho funds have sunk to Rs. 2.%798, against Rs. 27,976 in tho 
previous year. In Sitakund, Gaya and Cuttack, however, they are consider- 
able, and the money might be expended on works of improvement. 

Prosectitions . — The number of prosecutions for offences under the Act and 
bye-laws was 302 against 138 in the preceding year, and the number of persons 
accused was 353 against 139. The amount of fines recovered also rose from 
Rs. 1,093 to Rs. 1,.323. 

JPuHic Health.— The health of the places where the Act was in force is 
reported to have been generally good during the year, and it is satisfactory to 
note that no sorions epidohiic occurred. In Nadia thore wero seven coses of 
cholera with six deaths, against 1 1 ohses and eight deaths during the previous 
yoar. In LJlubaria there were only seven deaths from cholera, diarrhoea and all 
other diseases, against ten from cholera alone in tho previous year. In Gaya 
there were 73 deaths front cholera against 36 in the previous year, and 
altogether there were 101 deaths among pilgrims from all causes, against 87 in 
the preceding year. In all the places in the Orissa Division there were 148 
deaths from cholera. In Deogh.ir cholera was rife for a time, but the general 
lioaltli of the town was not bad. One hundred and eighteen persons wore in- 
oculated with anti-choloraic vii'us, the example being sot by tho Subdivisional 
OfHcer, Mr. Heard. There, was no death from any cause at Sitakund. At 
Sitakund a new cholera hoiipital .seems to be built every yoar, tho materials of 
the old one being sold. It is pre.suinod that these are temporary mat and thatch 
structures ; but the arrangement .seons extravagant, and it might bo well to 
employ part of the balance in hand in constructing a more permanent building. 
Tho following statement shows the statistics of disease and mortality among 
tho pilgrims during tho year; —

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WaUr-Biipp^y . — In Garhbeta the excavation of a well for the supply of good 
drinking-water, sanctiotaed in Government Order No. 19 13M., dated the /5tli 
May 1896, was completed during the year. The Health Officer reports that 
another well is urgently required in the interior of the town, whore the Avant of 
good drinking-water is very badly felt. The Commissioner has the matter 
under consideration. In Dantun, where the water-supply appears to bo good, one 
masonry well is under construction. In Ulubarin nothing was spent towards the 
improvement of the water-supply. There is only one good tank in the town, 
and the want of another is much felt. Mr. Duke, the Magistrate of Howrah, 
writes that the Lodging-house Committee have initiated a movement in Uluberia 
for procuring another reserved tank with the help of local subscriptions. In all 
tiie places in the Orissa Division the tatiks and wells were cleared and properly 
disinfected. In Puri two earthen ring-wells wore sunk close to the mehters’ bastii 
in Markundshahi, where the want of drinking-water was much felt, and the 
construction of masonry wells is said to have been commenced at different loca- 
lities, in accordance with the scheme sanctioned in Government Order No, 1660M., 
dated the 22nd March 1898. A tank in the town, the water of which had become 
very offensive, was filled up with earth, and another was dewatered and 
thoroughly cleansed. At Sitakund an iron pipe conveying water from the 
Mandaguui ilpring on the Chandra Nath Hill to the temple of Shambhu Nath, 
was laid at a cost of Rs. 1,260, of which Rs. 1,000 was contributed by 
Mohanto Kishure Bow. The water of the spring is said to be excellent. Other 
tanks wore also cleared and reserved fotf drinking purposes. In Nadia most 
of the people obtain their drinking-watier from the sacred stream of the 
liaghirathi, on the bank of which the town is situated. The municipality 
spent a sum of Rst 994 in sinking two masonry wells. 

8. On the whole the Act appears to have worked satisfactorily and 
without friction during the year, and the local officers generally have taken 
an interest in its administration. 

Okdkk. — O rdered that a copy of this Resolution be submitted to the 
Government of India, in the Homo De|>artmonr, and that copies bo forwarded 
to the Commissioners of the Burdwan, Presidency, Chittagong, Patna, 
Bhagalpur and Orissa Divisions for information. 

Ordered also that a copy of the Resolution be cqmmunicateil to the 
Sanitary Commissioner and to the Sanitary Board, and that the Resolution be 
published in the Culeutta Gazette for general inforumtion.

The Annual Report of the (Svil Veterinary Department, Bengal, for the year 1897-98. 

Letter No. 1899A., dated 28th Auguat 1898, from the Direetor of the Department of 
Land Records and AgriLailture, submittiDg the Report. 

The report which was due to Government on the Ist June, and which wa-t 
submitted by tho Superintendent of the Civil Veterinary Department to tl»e 
Director of Land Records and Agriculture on 2nd May, was not received ^from 
the latter until tho 27th Augu.st. The delay was probably in tho printing. 
The report might have been very much shortened by more systematic arrange- 
ment, and a great deal of unnecessary matter was inserted in the appendices, 
defects iviiicli the Director of Land Records wlQ set himself, in consultation with 
the Superintendent, to put right before the next report is undertaken. Some 
of the subjects mentioned do not find a fitting place in an Annual Administra- 
tion Report, and should liave been dealt wim in special reports. ITiese are, 
however, dofccts which w^' not recur, and the Lieutenant-Governor hastens to 
recognize tho spirit and ehm^y which have led to notable improvements in 
every branch of the work. ' 

2. jlcufful Veterinary The hostel attached to the institution at 

Belgatchia, affording accommodation to a maximum of fifty students, was opened 
during the year, and at the end of the session all the students were resident 
within it. Tho Lieutenant-Governor notices with pleasure the improvement in 
discipline whicli is reported; to have followed, as also the success attending 
Captain Raymond’s efforts tic foster a spirit of activity and manliness among 
the boarders, by the encouragement of riding and gymnastics and the 
exercise of a lirm but sympathetic control. Sanction has recently been given 
to the lease of a considerable area of land adjoining ilie hostel whicli will afford 
ample space for tho recreatipa of the students, and for the accommodation of 
animals forming the subject of experiment or requiring isolation. 

Fifteen students coniinned tlieir studies in the lower course throughout 
tho year, and were all successful in the examination for promotion held in 
March 1898. Tho examination continued to be bold by tho Superintendent, 
tho proposal that it should be, conducted by the Board of 'Examiners having 
fallen through. At the final examinatiun lb candidates presented ihemsolves, 
of whom 14 passed. The tesults .show a considerable improvement on those 
of the preceding year, when out of 14 candidates, 9 only were successful. 
Tho difliculty of imparting u thorough practical knowledge auring a course of 
two years nominally, but i^ich with vacations, &c., is barely a year and a half, 
is again ropre.sentcd ; the extension of the coarse to three years is still under 
the con.sideration of tho Governmont of India. 

Twenty stipends paid .by Government were awarded to strulents during 
tho year, and six stipends were contributed by various District Boards and 
hold by their nominees. Tho tiuperintendent draws attention to tho regret- 
table failure of Muhammadan stiulcnts, and to the necessity for tho exorcise 
of care on the part of District Boards in tho distribution of their nominations. 
A statement is annexed to tlie riqiort, showing the subsequent history of 
the 85 passed Veterinary Assistants whom the institution has turned out, 
from which it appears that 14 are in permanent employ, 2 obtained perma- 
nent posts which they subsequently resigned, 5 are in private practice, 2 
have found temporary work, anfl 2 have been more or less lost sight of; 

4 are undergoing further training, and the remaining 6 aro but newly passed 
and have not yet settled down. It will be seen therefore that the prospects- 
of employmoDt offered to the students are excellent, while tho field of possible 
omploynieut is still but slightly trenched on. 
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3. Infirmary for anmala^Uha humW of animals treated as in-patients 
at the Veterinary Hospital rose to 714,^ and as ont-patients to 325, m com- 
parison with 479 and 248 respectively in tho preceding ^ear. The increase 
is satisfactory, and_ while indicating the growing appremation of tho institu- 
tion, is most beneficial in extending the experience of the students by the 
exliibition of the treatment of actual cases. The death-rate among tho 
cases treated fell from 12*3 to 8 per cent., while the percentage of recoveries 
from rinderpest rose from 20 per cent, to 50 during the year under report. 
Captain Raymond remarks that with the number of rinderpest and glanders 
cases^ admitted, and the fact that so many cases are not sent until their 

•"Condition is hopeless, there must always bo a tendency for the death-rate 
to be high. 272 operations were performed as compared with 166 during 
,1896-97. A revised scale of fees for the treatment of cases in the hospital was 
sanctioned alter the close of tho yo^, and its eifect on the number of admissions 
should be especially noticed, after expOrienco has been gained of its working. 
Thrp number of horses shod at tho for^ decreased from 368 to 807, the cKaiigo 
of regiments at Dum-Dum being suggested as the cause. Enquiries for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether it would be worth while to engage a European 
farrier to teach men sent from the districts, mot with no favourable response. 

4. Veterinary Dkyenmrm . — The working of the Sitamarhi dispensary 
continued to be encouraging, nearly doable tho. number of cases in the 
previous year being troated. While the Veterinary Al^ristant went out to treat 
epidemics in the villages, and the more well-to-do and educated availed 
themselves of tho dispensary, tho ordinary cultivator brought in pmctically 
no cases. Some . improvements wore made in the Patna dispensary, though 
others still appear possible. A now dispensary at Diimraon has been opened by 
the liberality of the Maharani, and oilers are in contemplation at Gajra, 
Dacca, and Muzaffarpur, by the Court of Wards as Manager of the Hatwa 
Estate, and by Mr. Toomoy, of tine Kanti Indigo Factory in Muzaffarpur. 
A donation of Ils. 20,000 was offered some lime ago to establish a veterinary 
ho.spital at ilowruh, but the proposal was referred for farther consideration, and 
has not as yet been resubmitted in a complete form. . 

6. Oidhreake of coniagMm rfwwito.— -Only 2.5 oases of glanders were 
admitted into the institution at Belgatcliia during the year, but Captain 
Raymond expresses a suspicion that ^be disease is far ,more prevalent in 
Calcutta than these figures woxdd appear to indicate. The two principal 
diseases in the town are foot-and-moum dismse and rinderpest. Tho mortality 
from the former is small (about 2 per. cent, of the cases atta^ed), but indirectly 
in tho teinporary loss of tho use of the animals, the results ai’e more seriou-s. 
From linderpest Captain Raymond estimates no less than 16,7<57 animals have 
died during tho last four years, involvuig a loss of some 3^ lakhs of rup.^cs, 
taking an all-round value of Hs. 20 per head. The necessity for embodying 
further powers to deal with epizootic disease in the Calcutta Municipal Bill, 
is under tho consideration of Government. 


A severe outbreak of glandem in Norlli Bihar led to the extension of 
the Glanders and Fa^oy Act, XX of 1879, to tho districts of Muzaffarpur, 
Champarau, and Saran, and the appointment of three Special Veterinary 
Assistants in addition tp the Superintondont of the Civil Veterinary Depart- 
ment and his staff, us Insiiectors under the Act. Detection of the disease by 
the use of nialloia was adopted, the Planters' Association contiibuting towards 
tho cost. The operations are stiU in progress. 

Rinderpest and foot-and-mouth disease appeared to a greater and less 
extent in most distrnds, those of Mymensingh, Bhagalpur, Midnapore, Nadia, 
and Burdwan suffering most severely from the former disease, and Palaiuau, 
where the number of cases reported amounted to 22,562, from the latter. 

« VI Veterinary Assislauta were engaged to deal with 
outbreaks of disease in _ the districts marginally 
Manbhain, Samn. 24 -Pftr(;«naa, noted, and in tho Municipalities of Dacca and of 
Miwaff^tw *’^***^’ Baranagar in the 24-Pargana8. In the Resolution 

of lost year special attention was drawi to the 
necessity for the communication of prompt information of outbreaks of •disease 
by District Officers to tho Superintendent of the Civil Veterinary Department. 
Tho latter has been in correspondence with District Collectors as to the 
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possibility of officers in charge of thanas sending information to him direct. 
There appear to be practical difficulties in the way, and the subject is reported 
to be under the consideration of the Director of Land liecords and Agriculture, 
but the Lieutenant-Governor does not consider there should be undue delay in 
communicating iiifonuation through the District Officers, wore the matter 
treated with the urgency it deserves. 

G. Experiments on tius subject of Dr, Koelis system of inoculation against 
rinderpest . — Captain Raymond has given a full and detailed account of the 
experiments undertaken by him in the demonstration of Dr. Koch’s system 
of inoculation against rinderpest. The value of the results achieved has 
already been recognised, and the Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank- 
Mr. Toomey, of the Kanti Factory, Muzaffarpur, for the valuable assistance 
rendered by him to the Veterinary Department in the matter. 

7. Catth Fairs and Captain Raymond was unfortunately 

prevented by the stress of his other duties from visiting all the important cattle 
lairs hold during the year. The Lieutenant-Governor recognises that this 
was unavoidable, though in view of the influence of these gatherings in the 
spread of epizootic disease, it was to be regretted. 

8. Jlorse, Mule and Cattle Breeding . — At the request of Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie, Captain Raymond was requested to make special enquiries into 
the possibility of improving the breed of the ordinary country pony. Those 
enquiries are said to be in pi*ogro.ss, but the whole subject of liorso-breediug 
in the province has fallen nehiml, and its revival will bo a matter of time 
and difficulty. The attempt to introduce mule-breeding into Shahabud has 
not so far met with much success. Balm Hardhvan Sing, yice-Chairman of 
tho Buxar Municipality, is reported to have offered^ assistance, but the arrange- 
ments do not seem to have worked al,together smoothly. 

In tho matter of cattlorbreedihg, tho Lieutenant-Governor regrets to 
observe tho statement by Captain Raymond tliat further experience tends 
to confirm his previously expressed opinion that the bwsod of cattle is 
degenerating. The experiment of sending bulls from Tirhut to the lower 
districts of Bengal has not provocl a success, and a falling off in the Ilissar 
bulls imported for use in Tuhut is also reportod. It is now suggested that 
Bengal should undertake the breeding of bulls to meet her own requirein'onts, 
and tlio old .Pusa Stud Farm in the Darbhanga district is mentioned as a likely 
locality for the purpose. The detailed proposals are still under the considem- 
tion of the Dirootor of Land Records and Agriculture, and have not os yet 
been submitted to Government. 

9. Financial and Genentl , — ^Tho expenditure of the Civil Veterinary 
Department dming the financial year amounted k> Rs. 15,096, and receipts from 
fees to Rs. 4,088. 

Captain Raymond was. on tour for a period of 171 days, and to meet tho 
difficulties involved in carrying on much of his work during his absence from 
Calcutta, a proposal has recently been submitted to the Government of India 
for the appointment of a Personal Assistant to<him. 

Tho Lieutenant-Governor desires to express his thanks to Captain 
Rayiiumd for the zealous energy ho has brought to bear in the discharge of 
his duties and for the excellent results attained. All round there has been 
advatice. The students of tho Veterinary College arc better taught j qualified 
practitioners aio being turned out iu increasing numbers ; employment is ready 
for them a.'i fast as they are retuly for employment ; progress is being made in 
tho diagnosis and treatment of diwase ; and support and encouragomonjt avo 
being received on all sides to the work of the Department. Thanks are also 
due to Mr. Lyou for his supervision of tho Department as Director of 
Land Records and Agriculture, and to tho Committee of Management of ttie 
Bengal Veterinary Institution,

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SUMMARY OF THE MBTEOROLOOIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENOAL, AND OFi’HE MBTBOROLOOIOAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THB^ MONTH OF AUGUST 1898. 

The chief feature of the weather ot'or Bengal daring August, in contrast to what 
ohtainod in July, was the general heavy rainfall in all parts of the provinoo, except the 
extreme north-east corner, including Cooon Bcbar, the Duars and part of Jalpaigari, whore 
there was a large deficiency, in some places) as much as 20 inches. The average fall during 
July was generally between 80 and 90 per cent, of the normal, the defect being most 
marked in North Bengal. Excepting thati division, where there was only 87 per o^t. of 
the normal in August, all other parts of the province reomved a largo excess, more capeoiolly 
Orissa ond Lower Bcng.al. Over thot large area the excess varied from 88 to 57 per ceut. 
of tlie normal. 

The rainfall which was well maintained throughout the month was due to the frequency 
of low pressure areas over the land, the occurrence of which is on all occasions favcnrahlo 
for rainfall. Depressions during August form either in the uorth'West anglo of t£e Bay 
at no great distance from the Orissa coast, or over Lower Bengal. In tiie former case the 
usual lino of advance is to the north-west across Orissa and Chota Nagpur, the rainfall being 
to a large extent coniittcd to the south-western districts. In the second case the rai]ifail 
is much more general and oontinuous. The land depressions ore more shallow, slovi^ in 
movement, and nlfect the weather over any partioular aarea for a longer time. ^ 

The disturbances during the past month were more of the nature of the second class. 
Thougii the centre of the cyclonic riroulation was on two occasions over tho Bay, it was 
close to the Bengal coast; and as the depressions remained shallow aud soon moved over the 
laud, the time for development was not sufficient to give rise to cyclonic storms with 
strougish winds and rough sea over the north of the Bay. Tho rainfall was in coiu.equeDoc' 
more heavy and better distributed over the province thtm if a cyclonic disturbance bad passed 
over Orissa towards the north-west. 

The first depression began to form about the 7th, and after remaining shallow and 
stationary over Lower Bengal ond tho extreme north of the Bay for two days, it moved 
towards Bihar, where it filled up about the 11th. The subsequent changes of pressuro 
resulted in a widespread shallow depression over the province between the l2th and l&tb, 
during which period rainfall was heavy and geueraL The seoond depression partly 
over the north of the Bay appeared on the 2l8t and moved westward more rapidly than tho 
previous one. It originated in Burmn and crossed Lower Bengal and the north of tho Bay 
in a direction almost due west. 

Though the rainfall was mote heavy in places during the passage of this depression, 
it was not till two or three days afterwards, viz. about the 24th, that the rising pressure in 
tbe west, accompauied by a brisk fall in the east or north-east, gave rise to a land depress-ion 
similar to what ocourred about the middle of the month. From the 24 th to the 29th it 
remained over Bengal proper and oattsed heavy general rainfall in all disti ids except those 
in tho extreme north-cast and the south-^west. 

At the beginning of August pressure was falling, briskly in Burma and rising slowly in 
Bihar, so that though everywhere riolow the normal, leadii^s were comparatively low in the 
east. Winds wero more westerly than usual over the Bay, but were more normal in 
Bfing.al. A very shallow depression drifted westward over the province on the 2nd and Snl 
* without perceptibly iniluencing tbe general weather conditions, and on the latter date the 
presjmro distribution was fairly normal. : 

On the 4th a brisk fall of pressuro again began in the east or uoith-cost and con- 
tinued steadily for sovml days, extending slowly south-westward till on the 7th a shallow 
doprossiou was shown over tho north of tho Bay and Lower Bengal. During the 5lh and 
tHh, when pressure was lowest over the central districts of the province, and a cyclonic circu- 
lation of light winds prevailed, rainfall was general and sometimes heavy, but after tho 
depression became belter defined on the 711), rainfall was much lighter ; and such falls as 
occurred during tho subsequent development of the disturbance were chiefly in the south- 
western districts. 

I'Vom tlie 9tb it began to move in a north-westerly d^Wetion j on tho II th tho central 
area was in Biliar, and by the 12th it ha>l almost disappeared, Imt there wag still a difiused 
area of low pressure over Bengal, as. shown by the gohbral defect of a tenth of an inch. 

Tho changes on tho I'lth were of greater importftuoc from the point of view of rainfall 
than any of those during the previous Week. Frossute rose in the west and foil briskly in 
the east, so that the shallow land depression which was faint on the 12th Iwcamo well 
defined on the IStli with a regular cyolonlc circulation of winds. Rainfall heoame general' 
iind was heavy over almost the whole province on tbe 14th. It followed tho low pressure area 
towards the north-west, and was still fairly heavy in Bihar on the IStli, and in tho extreme 
west on tho l<Itii, by which timo the depicsrion hful almost disappoored. On tfae 17th the 
distribution was normal over the whole area, rainfall being light everywhere and sOattoicd 
ill places, especially towards tho north. 

IhcBSuro continual to rise, and tho excess readings rcoordc<l between the iVth. and 2('(Jj 
ucre practically the only ones during the mouth. A fall hod by that timo begun in Burma,- 
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mid another shallow doprosHion moved westward from that area, but with greater speed than 
before. It was over the north of the Bay and Lower Beng*il on the 21st, and was passing 
out of tlio province on the 22nd. 

l^roHsure roRo rapidly on the 23rd, and the distribution was again nearly normal, but ff»r 
a short period only, as pressure changes similar to those which occurred on the previous 
ocrasion resulted iu anotlier shallow land depression. This depression, though developing 
steadily, w^aa not well defined till the 2Cth, when tlio area of lowest pressure was shown 
over tlio central districts of the province. The heavy rninfall which had begun in North 
Bonsai on the 23th was much inoro general on the 26Ui; and as the dopression first moved 
i^lowTy eastward, thou duo westward, tho heavy rain confimicd in places for soveial days. 
On the 30th the dejffossion had piactioally left the province, nnd ontue Slst after a rapid rise 
of pressure in Chota Nagpur tho distribnliou was again normal. 

PrenHurCy as stated above, has rarely been above tho normal, and then by only small 
amounts. On tho other hand, it has freciuently been bolow, and at times, during the exist- 
en?o of depressions, by considerable amounta. The means for tho month are henoe below 
the normal over the whole province by about '06 inch. I’lu* defa*! diminishes mtlier quiolcly 
over tho lR‘ad of the Bay, which shows an average giu lient for the month considerably 
stoopci* than usual over that area. As it was normal in diroction, it was favourable for a 
strong monsoon over tho province and for tho general and continuous rainfall, which was a 
marko<l feature of tho month. 

Terlperature dififered very little from the normal on an averge for tho month. On tho 
whole, tho day readings wore relatively lower than those for the mjghts, probably owing to 
tlio cloudy weather which obtained with little or.no break. In North Bengal, where tnore 
was loss cioud and rain, moan temperature was about hall' a degree above tho normal; iu 
other parts it was low by similar siuall amounts. 

was almost continuous throughout ttie month, exr^ept in some of tho outlying 
districts, where oc casional small breaks oo(?urred, while precisuro was low over the central parts 
of the province. The only area of doficiont rainfall of any importance is in North Bengal 
■and North Blliar, and includes Jnlpaiguri, CooehBehar ami the northern half of Rangpur. 
TIuto tlio duficiency ranges up to 20 mouoa. The iwHual fulls were not so deficient in North 
Bihar, but when compared with the normal the direct is as large as in North Bengal. As 
will be scon in a table betow, the defect expressed .os a perceutago of the nonual was 60 at 
Jali>ttiguri, 4(1 at Oooch lieliar and 42 at Piirnea., 

Tho defect in North Bihar was eoiuiterbalanced by tho heavy falls in South Bihar, the 
average fall for tho whole division being 1*3C inches above tho muiual. 

In Orissa and Chota Nagpur there was occasionally a dcJicienoy, rarely more than 2 inches, 
while over South and Central Bengal falls were everywhere above the normal with tho 
exc(«ptiou of a part of tho Mlduapore district, where then? was a small defect. 

The comparison of tho actual rainfall iu Uio various largo divisions of the province with 
the normal is mo}?t accurately and conveniently shown iu the form of a percentage. The 
figures represontiug tho rainfall for the month, caloulated in this way, are included in the 
table btdow under tho heading of August- This ^blo really gives a ooudensod summary of 
tho rainfall statistics of the present year up to date for each meteorological division, the first 
eight columns giving tho actual average rainfaUs in each division in each month expressed 
as a percentage of the normal, while the ninth oolumn gives tho total rainfall for the first 
eight months expressed as a percentage of the normal rainfall for that period

The Report of the Sanitary' Oomraiwioner, Bengal, for the year 189t), and the 
Resolution of Governmont recorded tbnreon. 


^ Tele Report was nearly four months late, but for this tho Lieutonant- 
Crovornor attaclios no blanio to the Sanitary Oonimissioner, who, ho is well 
aware, had entailed upon him, by the supervision and organization of plague 
precautionary measures, an enormous increase of work. In a note submitted 
on the 19th of February (printed as Appendix V to his Report), tho Sanitary 
Commissioner has examined the effect of famine and scarcity on tho general 
health of the people as reflected in the birth and death-rates; and he has 
inuideutally noted on the variations iu fever, cholera, and dysentery resulting 




from dearness of provisions and fnmiiTO. No statistics of mortality among 
rcliof workers, or those on gratuitou^ rolitif in the various districts, were 
available. This is a matter for rogryst', as valuable infereucoJi might have been 
drawn. The exceptional hoalthines^ of the year undc'r rej)ort is attribtitod by 
the Sanitary Commissioner to the aljnormal dryness of tho preceding year. 

2. BiriJi ralc. — The total numiyer of birth registered in Jlctigal (luring llte 
year under report was 2,025,844 agaijist 2, TOO, 480 in tlio previ<jus year ; tho 
ratio per millo of population falling {from 3S'00 to GG’Ol. With tho exception 
of tho Panjab, tho rate is higher than in any other jnovinco in Xndia. Tho 
whole of this improvtunent has lu jen efl’oeted since 1892, before wliich year 
the i-egistration of vital statistics in JJongal oom))ared most unfavourably Avith^ 
those of other provinces. Withinl tlio piwincc tho birth-rate varied from 
33'y3 in tho Patna Division to 42'05 in Orissa. Tho decrease in tho lnr.th-ratc 
is ascribed to tho scarcity which prevailed from October 1896 to Sept('Tub(n- 
1897, and which lowered the vitality of tlio people and rodu(.*od their 
fecundity. Tl>at tho reason assigned is correct has been clearly shown by tho 
statistics of the 15 famine districts.* It appear.-^ that in ea('h of those districts, 
except Nadia and Puri, there w’as a doorcaso which varied from 9 per mille in 
Cham pa ran to 1 per mille in Bhag.ilpur; wliile all the districts Avhich escaped 
scarcity, except .Ta1})aiguvi, Hangpur, Hrjgra, Mymensingh, llackorgunge, 
'I’ippora, Noakhali, Oliitlagoug, Oaya, and Singhblmm, show oiLhor an increa.se 
or no appreciable decrease in tbo birth-rate, it is to he noted that tho districts 
which form the < x(;eption,s are among those vvhich suffcia d most severely from 
fever; Jalpaigiiri, Raiiginir, Bogra, Backerg-unge, and Noakhali all showing a 
mortality under this head of over 25 per mille. Patna, the divi.sion in which tho 
fainiuo Avas most severe, returns tho ItAvcst birtli-rate; while- Orissa, which last 
ye.ar o(X‘upied tlm fourth place, heads the list with n birth-rate of 4205 per mile. 
Chittagong and Dacca, wliich last year occupied the tir.<t and second i)laces,como 
next with birth-rates of 39 62 and 39‘72, vospectivoly . The high birth-r ite wliicli 
lias been consistently returned from, the Dacca and OhiUagong Divisions ever since 
the introduction of registration has been ascribed to tho fact that 3[ahammadans 
(who form 65 and 71 per oint., respectively, of the inhabitants of these 
divisions) have a more A'aricd and nutritions diet than the Hindus; while 
widow-marriage, Avhich is poruiissiblo by Mu.salin:in laiv, a Ids to tho numbeis 
of their reproduetivo women. Of t)}e divisions in which Hindus predominate, 
(!)rissa and Chota Nagpur return tho highest birth-rates, and this is ascrilH.'d 
to the fact that they arc furthest from civilization and contain a largo number 
of aboiiginal tribes, mnong Avhom Avidow marrifigo prevails, and who exorcist! 
little or no control from prudential niotive.s over the number of eliildren they 
bring into tlio world. 

Coming to individual distrids, Malda (47’401 shows tho highest birth-rate, 
closely I'olloAved hy Noakhali (44 71) and Murshidabad (44*64); while Calcutta 
(18*46 again occupies the lowest jilaco — a position it is likely to liold as long 
as tho proportion of mules to females continues as it now is, nearly 2 to 1. 
As compared with the aA'orago birth-rate for the five years 1892-1806, 36 
out of tho 46 districts in the province show an increaso — an indication that 
registration is steadily improving. As in the previous year, 1 1 towns showed 
a birth-rate of over 40 per mille, and for the fourtli year in succession 
Jamal pur, witli a rate of 62*62, headed the list. Jhalakati, in the district of 
Backergunge, again shows tho smallo-st number of births, and its rate decreased 
from 7*61 to 2*1 1. 3 his is duo to tho fact that the male population of tho 
town is more than four timcs'as numerous as the foinale population. 

3. Jhath-ratC: — Tho ninnbor of deaths registered during tiie jmar under 
report fell from 2,428,830 in tho previous year to 2,341,632, giving a proportion 
of 32*9 1 lu-i* thousand of populatn-n as compared with 34*17 in 1890. The decline 
in the dcath-rato is stated to have been duo to cholera and fever being less pro-, 
valent, tho mortality from these iliseases amounting to 2'76 and 23*62 per mille, 
respectively, as compared with 3*19 and 24 7G in tlio previous year. Tiro 
Sanitary Commissioj.cr has drawn attention to tho fact that in the districts

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whoro tho rainfall was deficient in ISOG, the death-rate durinjr 18G7 wan 
below tho average, arguing that the lesser saturation of llio soil iTvoduccs less 
malaria, and tliat for this reason the year .succeeding an uimsually <liy .sea, son 
is generally healthy. This theory is probably wdl founded, but it caniiot bo said 
to bo entirely established by the figures givoii ; for though in 10 out of La famino 
districts a deficioit rainfall in 1396 w.ts followed by a reducofl death- 
rate in 1897, yet there is no sort of proportion between the sliorta^re 
the rainfall and the reduction in tho death-rate : while in Muoshidabad and 
Slmhubad the facts were exactly reversed. Moreover, in Pabna, where the 
mortality from all causes, and especially fever, Avas abnormally high, the Civii 
Surgeon h riuoted by tho Sanitary Commksioner without dissent as attributing 
the high doath-rato to tho scanty rainfall of ISOfj. It is probable that tlm dfect 
of ^short rainfall on tho public health ii)ust depend to some c.\f<ait on tho 
character of tho eoimtry, and that a dry liigh-lying di.stri(;t will bo differently 
affected from ono <»f wliieh a largo part is covered by swamp, s and marshes. 
Tho matter is well worth considering, and tho Lieutcuant-Ciovornor will be 
glad if the Hanitaiy Commissioner will oxatnino it more fully, analysing tho 
fig-ures of as many yeans as are available. 

In towns the death-rato fell from in 1,S9G to G5'00, Tho highest 

death-rate recorded is from Lohardaga (89-59) (an increase of .‘d)-.jG over tho 
previous year’s rate), while llazaribagb (78-51 as compared with 3s (J8 in the 
previous year), Kotrung (G7-00), Chaim (00-30), Daltonganj (01-03) and 
13u.\nr (00-91) all rctm-n death-rates of over 00 p«r millc. The increase wa.s 
due to great mortality from cholera or fever, and in many cases fj-mn both. 
Eighteen towns show a death-rate in excess of the provincial estimate of 44 per 
niille. Thirteen out of those were situated in famine -stricken districts, 

4. Dmlh-rab in rural areas.-^Tho death-rate in rm-al aro.as fell from 34*07 
to32-S3 per mille. The enormously high death-rate of 153 04 in Chakaria 
(Chittagong) w*as due to tho fact that 5,377 people perished during the cyclone 
of tho 34t.h October. In 00 rural areas the death-rate exceeded -1 1 per millo ; 
and where malarial fever got a footing, tho death-rates were abnormally high. 
From a comparison of doath-rntes in town an4 rural areas, it appears that the 
mortality from cholera, dysentery, and diarrhoea was higher in town aro-as, 
while fever was moro deadly in imral areas. These fac“ts are explained by 
the crowding together of people in towns, and to the defective drainage and 
absence of a proper supply of pure diiitiking- water in the mufassal. 

5. Dmlh-rute by fcx ami aye.— -The death-rate among males fell from 
36-08 to 35 87 and that among females from 31*38 to 30-03. Tho followimr 
table compares tho mortality according to ago during the last two years 
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A most interesting dia^m, based on the statistics of the last ten years 
showing the average mortality according to sex at all ages of life, has been 
given. From this it appears that the death-rate at all ages of life was higher 
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amon;; males than females. On this subject the Sanitary Commissioner writes 
as folio w.s:— \ 

“ It is again noficeahle lliat at nil ages ofj life the Joalh-rato omongsv males is greater 
than that amongs^t females. Seeing that the fn'nifiln populutiou is larger than the male popu- 
lation, ami that hotli lire in a]mo^t tlio stimo conditions of life, tho greater mortality 
amongst males woiilJ se('m to be inoxplieahlo. | But it is really easy of ex])lanation. It is well 
known that male childrou aio ra>iro (litlioult to fear than female children, and male adults are 
more exposed to vicissitude.s of climate and ai-cideat than females. Hence tho mcrtality 
amongst lliom must be greater than amongst foinales. As regards infant mortality, it is not 
jtossilde to give any gooil reason for tlie great exctss of mortality in tbo first year of life: it 
would seem tlial. it must depend upon some constitutional diflerenoe.” 

8, Cor.i'klion for non-retfutration . — The number of persons convictod for 
negU’Ctin^^ to register births and deaths was 1,810 as again.st 1,969 in the 
jo evioiis yoar, and tho amount of fines imposed was lis. y, 034-2 as against 
Ks. 2,857-1. 

Inspecting otfiem’s of the Vaccination Department enquired into 178,528 
births and 121,204 deaths, with the result that 3,043 births and 1,944 deaths 
were found not to have been entered in tho thaiia registers. The omis.sion 
wa.s duly brought (o the notice of tho Di.strict Police officials, and tho defaulting 
chankidins are reported to have boon citlier warned or fined. Tho figures 
show that registration is stilly far from being as accurate as it should be. 
This is especially in the dmtricts of Ilaugpur, Bajshahi, and Dinajpur, all in 
the Kaj^h!lln Division. 

7. Ihaih-rutc from various causes . — The following table compare.^ the 
mortality (luring the year from the princnpal diseases with the mortality of the 
previous year and the average of the decade 1887-1896: — 
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^J'lie followirifr tabic compares the mortality for tho past two years froir 
the i.rnicijjal .bseases la tho four great ilivisions into wliich tl.o movinco ’ 
g'^ographictilly chvided : — ^ 
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fauilno having weakened the general vitality of the people, and thus renrlored 
them luoro Iiablo to bowel- complain ts—a liability enhanced by tho nature of 
the food, consi/itiTig chioj^y of jungle products, which they were forced to con- 
sume to stave off hunger. No doubt had there been a similar source of io,id- 
supply in Bihar, the mortality from cholera would hare increased there also 
Ori-ssa again shows a high mortality from rholera, and indeed all other disease's 
exe.ojit fever, winch was ruo-st prevalent in Bihar and Cliota Nagpur. 

8. JiiJhitncc i]f hiyh prices on riM sfu/is/ics.—Tho prices of food-crains in 
1800 were almost everywhere slightly higher than the average prices durin-r 
the qumciuennium innnediutcly preceding, while in 1S97 they ranged in the 
various districts from 25 to 48 per cent, above normal. 

Tboro was an increaSG of tho birth-rate in 19 districts and a decrease in 
20, while the death-rate fell in 28 districls and rose in 18. Tho influemv of 
higli jiriccs has a much greater effect on tho birth than on tho death-rate, and it 
IS to this cause that the Sanitary Commissioner a-scribes tho general decrease 
in the former rate. lie points out, however, that the full effect of hio-h prices in 
dmnmshing tho birth-rate cannot bo looked for till the statistics of” next your 
appear, as in the majoritv of births registered during the year coneoption 
must have taken place before the pinch of scarcity began to be felt. 'I’his is 
illustrated by the diminiUiou in the birth-rufo during October, Novi'inbor and 
pecembor 1897 in the three famine districts of MuzafEarpur, Darblian-'a’ and 
ralarnau. ^ * 

9. C?wk/a.^Tho mortality from this disease during the year under report 

i»18'd6, but rather greater than in tho decennial periud 
1 887-90 ; the proportion of deaths per niillo falling from 3’ 19 to 2'7(:». Jt 
visited 29,776 villages, or 2,310 more than in tho previous year. It is possible 
that the faduro of the mango crop, which seemed so unfortunate at the time, 
was really a blessing in disguise, and may liave contributed to the low th alb- 
rato uuder this head. 

The mortality was higlicst in Puti {9-57). while in Chittagong, Lohaida-^n, 
Manbhum, Palamau, Cuttack, Ilczanbagh, Backorguugo, and" Faridpur.'^it. 
exceeded 5 |Kir niille. Puri invariably suffers severely from this ilisoaso \vllieli 
was epidemic in Klmrda and Banpur thanus from May to Autnist. ’ d'hoie 
were two.scrious outbreaks in Chittagoiig, the latter of which is ascribed by the 
Civil Surgeon to the cyclone. lie remai'k.s: — 

' After tho cyolono of the 24th October many of the tniiks became polluted by branelu-s 

and leaves of trees being blown into them and dccnyiiig. Added to this, tlie price of food 
ill the affected areas temporarily rose very bigli, and people becincd to make up for the 
deficiency of the ordinary food— rice, vogotabic.o. luul ./«/— by consninlLg an excessive 
linantity of the dried bud-smelling fish which is so niucli used in the distriet, but wliic-h taken 
m moderate quantities docs not seom to bo prodiictivo of any bam. Tubbi in bire-e 
quantities, however, it appears to produce diaribwa and other disturbaiicos, and must

The Civil Surgcoiin in the other dinh-icts attribute tho various outbreaks to 
;i ])ollut<.*<l water-supply, tho doterioruliou of which in certain districts is 
M.scribod to tho npheaval, during the caphquako of 12th June, of the beds of 
tanks, wells, and small streams. In 15 dYtricts wells were disinfected with lime 
or permanganate of potash. No definite Results are reported from five of these 
districts, but the reports from the others sliow that di^sinfectiou was attended by 
benolicial results, ^Plio statistics of Kammi town, which are interesting, are 
reproduced and coinnumded to the ath<M^ion of .District Officer and municipal 
auiiliorities. 'Phis expevienco has bJeu strongly corroborated in other 
Provinctjs: —

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Himilar statistics wore received from Alidnai)ore, Rogra, Mymensingh, 
Sanin, Cuttack, and Palainau. Su moon -Captain Vaughan was in charge of 
anti-cholera iTu»culatiou work up to the .*hd August, when ho was succeeded by 
Assistant Singeon Gopal Cbuiidra Midvorjee. The total number of persons in- 
ocxilated wa« 10,0-00, tlio groat maiority (if whom were treated in * Purulia 
(town ond cooly <lopot»), Jlanchi, and lluzaribagh. No deductions of a conclu* 
sivu nature have been drawn, but it is reported that eucJi indications as there 
:)ru go to prove the cllicacy of the operation. The subjects were mostly coolies 
)’«‘cruitcd for employment on the Assjiiu tea-gardens, and it is reported that a 
coioplotc and aoiairate record of tllo results is shortly oxpecjted from the Assam 
Govemment. The seasonal incidence of cholera was in<.ist intense in Mardh, 
Apiil, and Afay in Bengal, while in Biliar, Orissa, and Chota Nagphr it was 
liii^host it\ Juno, July, and August. 

10. Sin>f/l-pou. — d’he total, nunihc'r of deaths from small- pox rose from 
to 10,060, or by nearly r>0 per cent., tho ratio per mill© Iteing '27 against 
‘IH in tho (troviotis year. J’iic highest d<jath-ratcs were in Shahabad (1*97), 
Puri (l O-i ), and Gtiya (1'21). Ju Sbahtibad the prevalence of the disease is 
at tiihutod to tho larg(i^ number of nnprotected labourers who cam© to th© 
district during the famine in search of work. In Ihiri infection is said to 
have come from tho adjoining district of Ganjam in tho Madras Presidency. 
Tho higlii, --^t mortalities re<iord«!<i from towns were BJiadrcswar (3*00), Serampur 
(2‘3G), Howrah (1 08), and Bhabhua (POO). Three rural areas in Shahabud 
recorded, a d«jath-i'!ito from small-pox of over 4 per mill©. No deaths from 
Kinall-pox occurred in tho Jalpaiguri district. 
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11. Fever , — Taknig one year with anoiliei', about tlireo-fourtliJ^ of tlie 
whole number of deaths from all causes arc ^J^icribcd to fever. It has often 
boon pointed out that this is partly due to tlio ignorance of the reporting chauki- 
dura, who cannot be expected to classify the causes of death with accuracy; but 
oven if full allowance is made for this, it is abundantly clear that favov claims 
more deaths than any other disease. 

During 1897 the nuinl>cr of deaths fronitliis eauso fell from 1,760,225 in tlu? 
previous year to 1,679,132, the death-rate being 23-62 as against 21-76. Thjj> 
improvement is ascribed to the exceptional iic'^althiuoss of the first four mouths of 
the year. The following table compares the th atlj-rute of 1897 with tliat of 
1896 and with the average of the ten years 1887-1 89t5: —

Tlio excessive mortality in Pabna is ascribed by the Civil Surgeon to the 
scanty rainfall of the previous yeatr and the natural conditions of the district. 
The latter factor is constant, and cannot the causa eatusans of the great 
recent increase. The former explanation, on the other baud, is at variance 
with the Sanitary Conunissioner’s theory reforn'd to in paragraph 3 above. 
In the adjacent districts of Rangpur and Dincjpui also fever was prevalent 
in excess of the decennial average, though Ic'^s severely than in 1890. In 
Hazaribagh the higli fatality is ascribed to tlic inability of the people, in 
their weakoned condition, to fight against the disease which, in September, 
became very widespread. The remarks of tlic Civil Surgeon of Faridpur on 
the high fover mortality in that district are given 1)elo\v: — 

‘•All the conditious necessary for the production o£ malaria ore to he found horo in 
ahundanco, and to these may b© added another factor is every year giining ground, — 
I mean the steeping juto in every available pool or ^laguant water. There is hardly a 
village — hardly a house, which doos not go in for this trade, aud the result is (hat not a 
village is to bo fotmd which is not anrroiinded by Btngnaut w'ator of n very ol^jeetioimblo 
smell, thickened and ternod black by repeated BtoGpings oi juto. 

On^oomparing the statisfios of the last ten years, it will bo observed that mortality 
from fover has boon steadily on tho inoreaso. Thus in wo had only 10,02 1 deatlis from 
it, 20,026 deaths in 188^, 22,2«7 deaths in 1889, 25,220 deaths in 1800, Hi, 308 deaths in 
1801, 41,700 deaths in 1892, 40,558 deaths in 1893, 37,0H8 d* aths in 1894, 43,14-4 deaths 
in 1895, and 48,066 in 1806. I havo no doubt that tho imperfect system of recording 
vital oooiirreucos in former years will go some way to explain this vast dill'eronoo ; but when 
tho mortality from fover in 1897 exceeds that of 1887 by throe times its number, I thiuk 
^ it ia impoBsiblo to disguise tho fact thfit tho* health of the district has been ^tc4dily 
deterioratiDg.” 
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'rJiis is a stvikiui;- opinion. Tho pActico, to wliich imlicjiltliinoss and 
uuirlalily aro iicro attributoil, ia not pccurfar to Faridpur, and tho Lieutonant- 
(Jiiviivnor will l)o obli^rotl if the Sanitai jT^iJommissioner will draw tho attention 
«d' Oivil Suvjjoons in all juto-districts to theso figures, and invito tliein to eon- 
sider tho cllcct on Iho health of their districts of the practice in question. 

I'.*. Sai'e of ijutnin '. — The total member of parcels of quinine, each contain- 
ing 102 five-grain pice packets, sold during the year fell from 3I,8t)7 to 27,915. 
I'he decvfast* was partly duo to fever having prevailed to a less extent during 
the year under report, and partly to the people being unable on account of 
tho high price of J'ond gitiins to spare money for tho luxury of medicine. This 
u ^ult was anticipated in last year's re.Holution, but witli tho return of 
))rosperily, a renewal of the demand lor quinine may be expected. Out of the 
17 di.striots which returned a fever death-rate higher than in 1896, eight *’ 
districts purchased lai*ger quantities of quinine. During tlio five months when 
tho mortality from fever was highest, tho sale of quinine was also largest^ 

12. Other causes . — The number of deaths from dysentery and diarrluea 
recorded during tho year rose from 'Or per mille to ‘75. Tlio increase was due 
to tho fact that on lU'Count of the pr*. vailing scarcity the poorer classes were 
forced to live on herbs, roots, leaves of trees, and other unwholesome food. 
The highest death-rates w'ere returned from Lohnrdaga (^4*96), Calcutta (4*72), 
Puri (4‘08), lIoAvrah (3-97), and Darjeeling (3'86). All those places, except 
Lohardaga, figure hahitiially in this list. The deaths from all causes other 
than those alnmdy mentioned were 350,180 as against 852,030 in the prcviou.s 
yeai-. 

14. JiijirnrJilure on Urhaa SaniMion. — ^The following statement compares 
the total expenditure incurred by iminicipalitieB on sanitary purposes during 
the two financial years 1895-96 and 1896-97: —

} in expenditure unuer the noaus “ i..onservancy,” “Treatment 
ul “Other sanitary works” was satisfactory. The ilecreasc 
I,” “Water-supply,” and “ Markets and slaughter houses ” was 
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duo polely to reduction in capital outlay. The only large work completed 
during the year,, was the extension of the Bhogalpur water- works at a cost of 
B,s. 2,70,955, whereas the Howrah water-woiks, which were carried to comple- 
tion in 1896-97, had cost Rs, 8,46,247. The ordinary expenditure under those 
heads showed a considerable increase. The number of municipalities which 
spent no money on original sanitary works rose frona 28 to 37, while only 
15 municipalities as against 17 in the previous year devoted more than 10 
per cent, of their income to works under this head. The Sanitary Com- 
missioner draws attention to the fact that the important towns of Raniganj, 
Jlooghly, Bhadreswar, South Suburbs, Bcrlianipore, Noakhali, and Bettia 
* undertook no new sanitary works. This is a disappointing record, which it is 
trusted will not recur. In spite of attention having been drawn last year 
to th(f fact that Dacca, which for many yesirs past has been in an insanitary 
condition, had spent only 4*28 per cent._ of its income on original works of 
sanitary improvement, its expenditure this year has further declined to only 
2*40 per cent. The Municipal Commissioners have, however, applied for a loan 
of Rs 30,000, and tho Licutenaut-Govemor ti'usts that immediately on its 
receipt effective action will be taken to improve the conservancy of the town. 

15. A statement comparing the death-rates before and after the introduc- 
tion of drainage or water-supply schemes in tluj various important municipalities 
which have been able to carry out these largo projects has been given ; and 
though owing to tho defects in registration which obtained in. former years 
the figures are not conclusive, they generally show that all water-supply schemes 
have been followed by a materim decrease in the death-rate. The only 
exception is Nasirabad ; but in this toiyn the completion of the scheme was con- 
temporary with tlto transfer of the registration of deaths to the police, which 
resulted in tho recoi-ding of many deaths that had previously escaped record. 
In the case of drainage works the figures are nmch less ootrclusive, but on tho 
whole they afford no reason to doubt tho sanitary efficacy of well considered 
schemes. 

16. In Form XI, which appears for tho first time in the present report, 
the Sanitary Commissioner has given an elaborate account of the cbiof sanitary 
defects to be found in each of the 147 municipalities in Bmigal. These are 
expressed in various ways, but they may all ho summed, up in six words, — bad 
water-supply, — bad drainage,— -bad conservancy. Their causes may be 
reduced to tw'o, vis., insufficient funds, and tho absence of resolute and well 
directed offoits for their eradication. There is no short eut to sanitaiw’ perfec- 
tion ; but a steady advance may be hoped for if the members of Municipal 
Boards will take to heart and steadfastly follow the counsel which has been 
pressed on them again and again, vis., to develop their resources to the utmost, 
to devoto as large a part as they can affiord to the prosecution of sanitary 
improvements, and to discharge their duties undeterred by public hostility or 
private friendship. 

17. tVia/i and Rural iSbsifofiow.— The total amount from all sources spent 
on sanitary works in urban and rural areas during the year under report was 
Rs. 20,99,335 as against Rs. 17,61,776 in the previous year. Of this sum, 
Rs. 5,31,594 was speUt; in towns, as compared with Rs. 11,26,633, while 
Rs. 15,67,741 was spent in rural areas as against Rs. 6,36>143. The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor has observed with pleasure that the value of works of sanitary 
improvement carried out by private individuals showed a marked advance from 
Rs. 4,94,131 in 1896 to Rs. 11,07,469 in 1'897. The greater part of tliis largo 
sum was spent in the excavation of tanks, including a sum of 1,57,770 spent 
in constructing seven bunds in Darbhanga; and the works constructed, apart 
from thoir effect on the water-supply of tho province, must have been of 
appreciable value as a source of employment to the labouring classes in a year of 
famine. 

18. iPreeauiicns against plagut.-^h. great part of the Sanitary Commis- 
sioner’s time was occupied in pcrfc,cting and supervising arrangements to protect 
the province against the advance of plague. Inspection stations and observation 
camps for the examination of passengers ct-ming by rail from infected areas 
in Western India were established at Kbuna Junction on the Rast Indian 




I 
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Railway, and at Katihar, Damukdia, Khurda Road on other lines. These 
worked for various periods ranging irom a year to 15 months. The total 
number of passengers examined was 1,181,793, 'of whom 17,904 were detained 
for observation. Of these 7 died, but in no case was plaguo tho cause of death. 
The expenditure incurred amounted to Rs. 3,01,696, of which three-fourths 
wore spent at the principal oauip at Kbana. Since the close of the year the 
first three have been closed, being supersbded by new comps at ('^hansa on the 
Knst Indian Railway, Mairwa on tho Bengal and North-Western Railway, and 
Chakradharpnr on the Bongal-Nagpur Railway. The Khurda Road camp on 
tho East Ooast Railway is still working. 

The Epidemic Diseases Act, III of 1897, became law on the 4th February . 
1897. This Act empowers tho Government of India, and by delegation the 
l^ocal Government, to take measures and prescribe regulations to prevent the out- 
break and spread of any dangerous epidemic disease, iuclnding plague, and to 
determine the incidence of tlie cost of such measures. No time was lost in 
making use of tho wide and summary powers which the Act conferred upon 
Government. The first Regulation issued under the Act was published on* the 
10th February, and entrusted to the Medical Board (which had been constituted 
in the manner described in paragraph 15 of tho Resolution on the Sanitary Com- 
missioner’s Report for 1896) thu duty of preventing the outbreak and spread of 
plague in Bengal, and directed all Municipal Corporations throughout the pro- 
vineo to carry into effect the measures prescribed by the Medical Board for 
that purpose, the cost being made cha»’g<’able to Municipiil Funds Subse- 
quently, a series of Regulations was puldisbed front time to time providing, 
among other matters, for tho inspection of persons travelling by rail or steamer, 
for tho inspection of ships leaving the port, so as to give effect to the require- 
ments of the Venice Convention, to prevent the advent of plague f 1) in Calcutta, 
(2) in towns and cantonments in the interior, and (3 in mufassal areas, and to 
stamp it out if it should make an appearance. These were modified and amended 
from time to time according to the tt'achings of experience gained (or the most 
part in other parts of India. Eventually, ontlie 10th November 1897, an import- 
ant Regulation, No. 9 of that date, was issued in supersession of previous orders, 
and bringing together all the rules for dealing with plague in municijml towns, 
including Calcutta, and in mufaesal villages. Tho Medical Hoard was largely 
expanded Ijy the addition of a number of medical officers, and further repre- 
sentatives of the non-official public, and was renamed the Plague CiminiisMon, 
Provision was made for the appointment everywhere of local plague auUiorities 
with plenary powers, and for the definition of their duties; and rules were 
laid down to secure the prompt detection of cases of plague as they occurred, 
tor their removal to hospital, for the segregation of persons who had been in 
contact with the sick, for the provision of family and caste hospitals, for the 
evacuation and disinfection of infected dwellings, and for the disposal of tho 
dead. Provision was also made for a number of subsidiary mattois of minor 
importance. This Regulation has, since the close of the 3'oar, been expanded 
a scries of separate Uegulations dealing with the mufassal ; but in respect of 
Calcutta it is still in force, and the experience gained since tho outbreak of 
sporadic plague on tbe 1 6th April has shown in the Licutenant-Goveitior’s opinion 
tliat it is well adapted for its purpose. The events since the 16th April 
belong to the history of the current year, But it may be stated that nothing has 
occurred to cast doubt on the soundness and propriety of the principles on 
which the Regulation was based, and in particular that the provisions for the 
construction of privato caste and family hospitals, for the treatment of indivi- 
dual families and of special classes of the community, liave secured the co-opera- 
tion of tho people and have been attended by marked success. 

10. Sanitary Board . — Under tho orders of Government the Sanitary Board 
prepared a water-supply scheme for the Garden Reach Municipality estimated 
to co.st Rs, 50,000, and a scheme to remodel the Darjeeling water-supply at a cost 
of Rs. 1,10,000. Want of funds has unfortunately rendered it impossible to 
carry out either of these projects at present. At the request of the Commis- 
sioner.'! of the Patna Municipality, a scheme for flushing the roadside drains at 
a cost of Rs. 56,000 was also prepared, and administrativo sanction to execute 
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a portion of it baa been accorded. The Berhampore water-works scheme, which 
was sanctioned by Government last year,^ is now under construction, and it is 
reported that satisfactory progress is being shown. £xpexiniontB were made 
to ascertain whether a supply of drinking-water could not be obtained for the 
Patna Municipality from wells sunk in the old bod of the river Sone. The 
results were satisfactory, so far as they went; but before pronouncing on the 
scheme finally, the Board have called for a map of the town and other infor- 
mation, which have not yet been supplied them. The Board had various other 
schemes under consideration and wore consulted by Government on several 
matters of sanitary importance. 

20. Inspections . — The Sanitary Commissioner spent 160 days on tour, and 
most of his time was taken up in organizing plague camps and taking other pre- 
cautionary measures against the spread pi plague. 

Of the Deputy Sanitary Commissioners, Dr. Deare spent 38 days on tour 
and Dr. Peck 27. The latter was in ill-health most of the year. During the 
latter half of the year there was no Deputy Sanitary Commissioner. 

21. The Sanitary Commissioner again acknowledges the assistance ho has 
received from Mr. Price, his Personal Assistant ; and the Lieutedant-Governor 
desires to thank Surgeon-Major Dyson for the energy, intelligence and self- 
possession which he brought to bear, not only on the administration of his 
Department, but on the work of orgsmizing precautionary measures against the 
spread of plague.

REPORT ON THE QUESTION OP THE POLLTJTION OP THE BAULY 
KHAIi AND THE HOOQHLT. 

1. — Thb Bally Ejial and its Watbe abovii Hills. 

I havo at various tinips visited the khal tmd gone up its baiiks as far as about a mile or 
two above the mills. Tiio alleged sowoes oL' pcdlutioa above the mills have been put down as 
follows: — 

{a) CaBting corpses into the khak — This audoubtodly does oooasionally take place ; but 
I do not think it occurs to any groat extent either in the way of human botlies or the carcases 
of animals being cast into the Bally kbal water or in the way of the |fonner being stacked in 
the channel. . 

{b) The opeu^ir rieiU by the people in iU neighhourhoo(k~TLhie varies a great dual at 
ditforent times in the year, owing to Iho foot that there a,re comparatively fewer people 
living near the khal in the months from Uilh Majyr to loth November, during whic?h time 
brick-making is practically stopped* But during the brick-making season Messrs. Bull’s 
XJoople employ a great many workmen in the brick-fields adjoining the khal, and there is 
no question about it. There is a certain amount of soiling of the ground about iu tlioso parts. 
But it must bo rcmiembored that during iluise months of brick-making there is little or no 
raiufalli and the klial is a tidal one, so that, as its banks are always more or less in a soft 
soppy condition, the actual open-air. defalcation that does take place, in so far as Messrs. 
Bulrs work-pooplo are concerned, oodars in comparatively dry weather and some distance 
from the banka. Besides the brick*6el<l labourers, there aro various bus* is on the banks; 
and if the vicinity of these be examined at any time, it will be noticed that the actual banks 
of the khal aro much the same as with any other tidal creek with villages near. Ccckris 
paribus there should bo a great deal/mory contamination during the brick- making season. 
Boos an analysis of the water show this? Reforenoo to the results of analysis in the 
appended table shows as follows Taking the water above the mills effluent in January 1897 
iu the full ho'ght of the brick -making’seaw in, vro find, comparing the averages of five anslysos 
iu the brick-making season, and five when iniirs brick-fiolds are not working, that every sitigle 
form of iiuxuirity, except nitrogen, as nitrates and nitrites, is greater during the brick- 
making season, and the albuminoid ammonia is very high at this time. Por chlorine, 
the highest figure bore is 11 parts per 100,000, or roughly about 8] grains per gallon 
taken at high tide. While the hTich\ft*'ld8 are not working^ the other three figures for 
chlorine aro all Tclntively larger iiurini} the brivk'^making season^ and the average is a 
little fallacious on account of t ho one high observation; but the general chlorine level 
^ is so high as to lead one to suspect some special souroo 

I f tv/ra, contamination,* inasmuch as the other impurities are not 

as high in proportion. It would appear, therefore, in ^ spite of the average result, that 
iindoublodly the water of the hhaV kbove tbo mills is iu a contaminated condition, and 
that contamination exists both iu the non- working season an<l also in the woikihg season, and 
appears to bo im.Teased during the working season. The nitiugen, as nitrites and iiiiTatcsr, 
is very small — only about one-tenth of w’biit may be found in tolerably good water, and the 
explanation soems to be tlmt most of the coiitaminatioiis arc washed into the stream while, yet 
recent or fairly recent. It is not clear that tlie contamination is mainly frr;m excreta^ and the 
chlorine is, I ^ hink, ni(»re probsbl y largely from sea-water brought up by the tide* For 
comparison of ilie results of .'iDalysis for chloiiue t*f this khal water with the Hooghly water 
at Kormagar (the made by Mr. W. B. Griper, of Messrs. 1), Waldio and Company, 

quite independently and without any kno''h dge on his part of the present enquiry) will show 
that this is quite a feasible explanation, C8pf-.*i:iily having regard to the fact tiiat there is 
moif» tendency to stagnation in the winding khal than in the broad Hooghly, and llint Bally 
is some tluee mdoi lower down the river and nearer the sea than Konuagar. Having regard, 
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thon, to tho fact that the khal is washed out twice a day by the Ilooghly water, it is not 
surprising that there should bo a large amount of chlorine in it. And if we examine the 
figures for chlorine in the khal aloce the milhy we find that they vary from 0*05 to 11*0, 
u 3 1 to 22, while, if we examine this further, we find that the variations in chlorine in the 
^ j Hooghly for over three years* are so great that tho only 

» >eBa ci© . explanatiou of tho variations in tho khal Doing so great aa 

1 — 22 is that they depend on those in the river, and to some unknown degree they will bo 
alfocted by the fact that some chlorine passes into the khal water in the effluent from the 
Bally Paper Mills; but this will be unequal and a varying factor, because sonio only and not 
all of it is carried up the khal by the in-ooming tide; but having regard to tho high figures 
for albuminoid ammonia it would be perhaps safe to prcBumo that some appreciable proportion 
of the chlorine is also due to animal contamination — probably fmnal matter, and urine. 

. Having regard to these facts, I should say that the water half a mile up the khal above 
tho mills is distinctly a contaminated w'ater, and oontaminatod largely by animal refuse and 


animal excreta. 

(c) Jute^nieeping i$ an alleged cause of pollution of the water above tho mill. But jute^ 
steeping is not clone, and cannot be done, in tidal creeks, and it is not done up tho Bally khal 
as far aa I can find out. Further, jute-steeping is only doue from about the end of August to 
tho endpf November (but here I am open to coirectioo). Anyway it is not done all the year 
round, atid this I think we may dispose of as of no practical corisoquenoe, as there is no trace 
of any result of it — even if dime — in any of the analyses made. What applies to the khal 
in its upper roaches applies to contaminations reaching it through its feeders. So that to 
sum up, wo may say that there is evidence above the mills of distinct contamination of tho 
khal water by animal refuse, and probably as a result of tho habits of the people on its banks, 
but also probably attributable largely to the briok-makers. 


II. — The Ehal Water below the Outlet of tub 

It is an old complaint that the Bally mills make the khal water undrinkable, and 
certainly a casual inspection supports this idea, and (he fact that the brown discolouration 
due to the effluent of the Paper Mills reaches at times far down the khal with the ebb tide 
carrying it down is no doubt a very sirong argument. Then, again, there ara the Bone Mills 
which only take up a certain amount of water for their engines and have no effluent, and 
lastly there are the latrines of the two mills, both latrines on the banksi bat neither of them 
draining into the khal and both well kept and tended by their respective Municipalities. 
It is true that at one time the Bone Mills built a wall which directed the stream against 
tho Pflpor Mills banks of the khal, and ended by the Paper Mills latrine being undermined 
and falling bodily into tho khal. But that is now ancient history ^ and the latrines are in 
good order and satisfactory. Praotioally, thra, (he only sources of oontaminatiou worth 
considering are the diluents from the Bally Mill and possible contamination from the Bally 
and Uttarpara MuriicipaHties. Now this mill’s emuent contains varying quantities of 
materials derived from tho chemioals used in paper manufacture and refuse from the grass 
used in making the pulp. ^ Tho main chemicals used are alumina ferric, caustic soda, 
limo, country ochro, bleaching powder and resin* The result of analysis is" practically 
all one has as a guide, and the appended table of 16 analyses speaks for itself and declares 
clearly that the water below the mills is undoubtedly considerably more contaminated than 
that above them. Free ammonia and nitrogen as nitrites and nitrates are tho only items 
in which the water below the mills is poorer, and this is rather to be expected than otherwise. 
To take the oontaminatioua seriatim-^ 

1. Total solids , — These are greater, and are probably partly from solid matters from the 
mills and partly in a much greater degree from their being probably a larger amount of silt 
of all kinds in the water the nearer one gets to the mouth of the khal. 

2. Chl-orine. — Hero the difference in the genei^ average is probably derived in the 
main from the two figures, 67:5 aud . 13 0, and this exoesa is due to the presence of a larger 
amount of sea-water from tho tides in the HoogUy, because the differences in the other 
individual observations are not nearly in the same proportion. Of course a proportion of 
the excess must be duo to the chlorine passing in in the mill’s effluent, but that, 1 think, is a 
very small proportion, and not amounting to 0'81 ffoxUi per 100,000, and it is also possible 
that some of it is due to the mills employes urinating on the banks, and ibis latter offence, 
although severely punished in the Paper Mills, is, I fancy, of more frequent ooourrence than 
ia supposed. 

3. The free ammonia may be disregarded. 

4. Tho albuminoid ammonia is in marked excess below the mills, the difference amount- 
ing to 0*0154 parts per 100,000, which is certainly a largely increased oontamination. But 
a portion of this is, if I mistake not, due to tho fe^ that a portion ^ of the municipal drainage 
from Uttarpara passes into the khal by a large drain which passes in through the Bone Mills 
premises, wnile a portion of Bally also drains into the khal just above the foot-bridge. 

6. The nitrites and nitrates may be disregarded as being altogether in such small 
quantity.

To sura up. The water below the mills is oorfcainly more contaminated than above 

Who is rospou'^ible for this? The Paper Mills or the Bono Mills or the Uttarpara and 
Bally Municipalities? 

1. The Paper Mills effluent oousisis mainly of a thick brown liquid from tho boiler- 
house, an<l is the refuse from boiling grass tfor paper pulp) with caustic soda, an<l it contains 
mainly soda, silicates of sorts, and resin, and a certain proportion of grass fragments. 
Added to this is some refuse from the Pajier Mills chemical-house. In this chumical-houso the 

only matorials used are bleaching powder, »Sutiia lime, caustic 
soda aiul country oehro.*^ The refuse washings from tho 
chemical-house contain certain quantities of these chemicals, 
but not much, os they are all very valuable iu the manufaoturo 
of paper, and every effort is made to prevent waste. There 
is thereffiro nothing in all this that would give nitrogen for albuminoid ammonia. The 
total intake of water of tho mills is put down by Mr. Munro at 1,750,000 gallons, and 
Mr. MacHaf.tie, tlie present manager, gave me to understand that tho old mills gives oil 
about 300,000 gallons of effluent, and if Ihe new mill gives off more even, lei us allow^750,000 

gallons daily for eflhient from boiler-houses and chemical-houfies, and we get some 
12,070 6 cubic feet of ©ffluont, which is poured into tlio khal not at once, but by degrees and 
mo&tly at night. A great part goes into the Hooghly at once when let out at night ; tlio 
ie>t is carried up and <h)wii the khal for all Ihe^ wrfy the tide can take it, «.<?., for about 
10,500 feet (two miles) of its extent. This entails an eiiorraons amount of dilution, especially 
when wo consider that the tidal rise in the khal is one of from 5 to 12 feet, and the extent 
to wlilch tills may be regarded as a nuisance is a matter of opinion one way or tho other. 
It does not in ittolf appear to me to constitute a serious danger to healch. and iii any case it 
does not aec^ouut for the amount of albuminoid ammonia in tho water below tho mills which 
apjKWs fls tho result of nnalysis. 

2. Tho Bone Mills have no diluent except tho water from thoir engine-house ; but 
a few boat-loads of bones come up the khal, and I have no doubt some bones drop into tht) 
water, but not many. I have visited tho Bono Mills in all three times now, and I camiot 
say I think that they are responsible for the increase in albuminoid ammonia below tho 
mills. 


3. The XUtarpara Municipality inspection will show that there are at least four drains 
of considerable moguitude whidh drain into the khal. One of thesfe drains a largo part of 
tho Municipality lying adjacent to the Bone Mills, and several privies are situated very close 
to it. This Uiain goes right into tho khal, and passes into it through tho Bono Mills pvunust»s. * 
A second and a tliird cliain parts of tho Municipality between the Bono Mills and tho foot- 
bridge, and pour (heir ooutonts into the lagoons in the brick-fields below tho mills and 
betwoou the foot-brid^. These lagoons communicate direcibj with the khal. A fourth drain 
come.s along tho oast side of tho w>ad leading from the foot-bridge to the municipol oIBce, and 
eniplic's into two filthy dobafi behind tho post office. On the banks of thoao are latrines, and 
the overllow from these dohn.^ gooa, directly into the khal just below tlio foot-bridgo by a 
channel some 25 yards long, and on tlio bank of the channel is another latrine, and a big 
house-drain also opens straight into it. ITurther, therf3 are two latrines at kaat in the 
briok-fiolds below the mills, aud ihe^^ arc placed ahedvAdtj on the water edge and about 
200 yards apart, being respoctiveflj suirtc 200 and 400 yards below the mills. Opp-isilo tho 
lower of these two latrines a lai^. drain from tho Bally Municipality potirs in»o tho khnl, and 
a little way widiin the Bally Sfunicipnlity touudory there is a latrine on the bank next tho 
'a'ixtor nnd just above the foot-hridgo. t<o that wo have above tho foot-bindgo ono largo dniin 
from IJttorpara goiug into the khm through the mills j between tho mills and the foot bridge 
from infarp'tm two latrinoH on the hmk and two largo drains from the Municipality. 
From llulhj OTio latrine and ono very large drain whiqh, X know, drains a very large part 
of Bally, ami below the foot-bridge a large drain from Uttarpara. These sources of eonla- 
mination aj*e all fairly close to tho plaoo below tho mills from which thesatnples of water were* 
tlrawn. As thc.ro is very little of tho khal from below the mills to tho river, the in-coming 
tide must take all this filth welb,ap tho khal, and wo naturally have it most evident below tbe 
mills. It would appear,, therefore, that the most serious contamination, which is evidenced 
by tho albiiminoM ammonia, is probably from municipal latrines on the banks and municipal 
drains opening int ^ tlio khal below the mills. ' * 

mnoli tlinu for ihc contojoinati».ii of tlm water below tho mills and the 6har<^ taken in 
producing this ii'uxtamlnation by tho two mills aud the two municipal itv s. 

Now from what point of view are we tq look at, tho contamination, of the khal watr'r, 
and how is it to he remedied? Undoubtedly tho most dangerous oontammation i$ fr^m the 
excreta, from tlio drains end latrines and from open-air visits. Albuminoid aiunionia 
in such very large arnuiiut as 0*5&4 in water, which is only some 400 yards from the^ river 
and gets the full benefit of tidal scouiings, shows liow very great the contamination from 
ihe.'Bc sources is, and besides this coutuaunation, tho boiler-house liquid from the mills 
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would appear to be no more harmful than bo much coffee or chocolate infusion. This boiler- 
houBO liquid is very valuable, end the mill^ are now putting up a oonsid oral do amount of 
plant by which the whole of the boiler-house liquid will be utilized in the mill. As it id, 
ihore are two large oinerators at work, evaporating it down, and the resulting sludge is 
burned down to recover the soda as ash, and in this way a very larg^ saving in oxponuitura 
IB effected. There are times, no doubt, when this brown liquid from the mills going down 
the khal is felt to be a nuisance, but the samples 1 have taken and which otliers have taken 
were drawn when it was flowing into the khal, 

I do not understand that I am called upon in this report to state moro than ilie facts 
and the deduction to bo drawn from them, I have myself been so struck wMi the ciilorine 
results in the khal above and below the mills as (hiiailed in the first part of this report that 
I was ltd to enquire into the condition of the Hooghly water itself, and that on the ground 
, that tho khal is twice a day scoured out, filled and emptied by the Hooghly water. 

Eor my figures I am indebted to the kindness of Mr. W. E. Griper, of Messrs. D. Waldie 
and Company, who very generously plaood all his observations at my disposal. A careful 
study of ehlorine variations in the Hooghly will, £ fear, tend very much to shako one’s 
faith in any conclusion declaring the mills really rt'spomible for the ohloriuo variations in 
the khal water. For the rest, the khal water is ulrKidy contaminated a long way above tho 
n^ills (Kspeoially as shown in the observation at tho bund near the Palibagan marked 
ndn-tidal in the table, and No. 5 of 27th January 1897 iu the Chemical Examiuer^s aiialybos 
atluolmd), and contaminated perhaps to a dangerous extent. Whatever daDg*^ro to health 
may arise from tho use of the klial water by the inhabitants of Bally exist already above 
the mills iu the upper reaches, of the khal, and the undoubted fact that those dangers are 
birgely increaHod iu the khal water below the mills is, in my opiDion> due not to the mills 
themselves in any appreciable degreoy but to the exisliug orraugoment of latrines and drainage, 
not only iu the Bally Municipality itself, but also in the neighbouring Municipality of 
Uttar para across the water.

In compliance with the request contained in Gevemment order No. 4893S., 
dated the 10th instant, received ^estorda;jr, 1 proceeded at once to Tittaghor to 
enquire into tho alleged pollution of the river Ilooghly by the jute mill which 
has recently been est^lished there. The mill in question is apparently tho 
Standard Jute Company’s mill, of which Messrs. Bird and Company, of Calcutta, 
are the Agents. There is at present no discharge of “waste” from tho mill 
into the river. Last year refuse was disohargod into the Hooghly ; but as soon 
as the practice was complained of, it was, [ am informed, stopped. The waste 
is now mixed with cinders and used for filling up spoil pits along the railway, 
which connects the mill with the Tittaghor railway station. This is not a 
nuisance to any body. There is also a bamboo and mat palisade along a 
portion of the foreshore of the mill which has been cut away by the river. 
Into this space some portion of the refuse from the mill is also thrown, but it 
does not and cannot pass into the river. 1 noticed no discolouration of the 
water in tho vicinity. Two pucca drains connect the mill with the river. 
These are used for the carrying away of storm-water only from tho mill 
premises and hot water from the mill engines. This instead of being a ndisance 
18 an advantage, for it acts as a steriljzer. I am of opinion, after careful 
personal investigation, that no unwholesome waste from the Standard^ Jute 
Mill now passes into the river Hooghly. ^ >

The Report of the Board of Revenue On the AdnuniBtration of the Salt Department 
for the year 1897-08. 

In Bengal tho adminiatration of the Salt Department has a widely 
diHorent significance from that which attaches to tho same term in the other 
threat maritmio provinces of Madras and Bombay. This is due to the fact 
that in the two latter provinces there is little or no in»port of foreign salt 
from over sea, tho whole salt-supply 'oi the peCple being provided by local 
manufacture, either by Government agency, or under ixn excise system of 
licenses. Thus in Madras the quantity of salt imported by sea during 1897-98 
was only a little more than 13^ lakhs of maunds (of which almost nil 
came from Bombay), whereas the quantity manufactured locally exceeded 64 
lakhs of maunds, of which about three-fourths were produced under the excise 
system and about one-fourth was manufactured by Govemilaent. Similarly, in 
Bombay during the same year, only a little over 8,000 maunds of foreign salt 
were imported by soa, while the quantity manufactured locally exceeded 103^ 
lakhs of maunds. In Bengal tho facts were very different. The imports 
by sea exceeded 122 lakhs of maunds, while the quantity manufactured locally 
tinder Government supervision was relatively insignificant, being only 1,63,351 
maunds in all. In Madras and Bombay, foreign salt, whether regai’dcd as an 
item of the public food-supply or as a source of revenue, is almost a 
ncgligable quantity, and the local product is all-imporlant. In Bengal tbeso 
proportions arc completely reversed. ^ ^ „ 

2. This material difference in local conditions accounts for the small 

scale on which tho Salt Department has for many years been maintained in 
Bengal. For that Department is concerned only with locally manufactured salt. 
Salt imported by st a is treated as falling within tho province of the Customs 
Department,, in respect both of the collection 'of revenue And of tho arrange- 
ments for bonding, while its distribution -after it has passed beyond certain 
very narrow limits is left to tho operation# of private^ trade, subject- to 
little or no Government conbfo). In order to make their report complete, tho 
Board have, as usual, given information r^arding the imports of foreign salt, 
the sources of its supply, the Tevonue derived from it and the arrangements 
for bonding, but these are really outside the provioce of the Salt Departsaent 
proper, wlibse operations are uonfiuod to Orissa and a narrow fring^f country 
bordering the Bay of Bengal. , . ^ . 

3. The chief administrative change during the year was tho retransfer, 
with effect from the Ist October 1897, of the administration of the Orissa Salt 
Department from Madras to Bengtl. The charge of the Department has been 
entrusted to the Commissioner of Kxoise, Bengal, who has ^en vested with 
necessary powers under tho Indian Salt Act of 1882, which is in force in that 
Division. A scheme was ^so submitted to tho Govomraent of India for 
remodelling tho administrative and preventive staff for the Buppressidft of -the 
illicit manufacture of salt in Orissa, and for creating a similar staff for tho 
Sundarbans and other saliferous tracts in the coast distriots of Bengal. The 
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sanction of the Supreme Government has not yet been received to the scheme, 
but in the meantime arrangements were made, with the help of such establish- 
uient as could be spared from Orissa, to effect a saline survey of the villages 
in the saliferous tracts of tho 34*Pargana8, whore illicit mauufactnro on an 
extensive scale has always been rife. Another tentative step, pending the 
passing of tlio new Salt Bill now before the Bengal Council, was the extension 
of the Northern India Salt Act, XII of 1882, and tho rules framed under it for 
Orissa, to the saliferous districts of Bengal, tho object of the measure being 
to confer on Salt officers tho powers of arrest, searolj, and seizure which, under 
the Bengal Act, VII of 1864, can only be exercised by the Police. During tho 
year Government decided to stop the manufacture of salt at its faotorios at Tua 
and Gurubai, on the Chilka Lake, a step rendered necessary by the fact that 
large stocks had accumulated in consequence of the opening of the East Coast 
Railway, which facilitated the import of Gan jam salt and enabled it' to under- 
sell Chilka Lake salt in spite of successive reductions in price. The establish- 
ment of private bonded salt warehouses at places other than customs poris 
is steadily gaining favour, and the Board remark that native bonders are 
following the lead of Messrs. Turner, Morrison and Company, who are extend- 
ing their operations in various districts. Three new golas, built by the Port 
Commissioners at the Kiddorpore Docks to hold 9 lakhs of maunds of salt, 
were appointed public warehouses for ttie storage of bonded salt, and were 
formally opened on tho Ist December 1897 in time to relieve the Sulkoa golas 
of much of the strain caused by tho large increase in bonding during the last 
quarter of the year. Tho situation of these golas gives steamers an advantage 
over the golas at Sulkea, for when discharging full cargoes of salt into bond, 
they can be moored alongside the golas,' and can discharge salt on to the 
pontoons, whence it'ean at once be carried by coolies into the golas.

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After rising steadily for throe ^enrs, tho receipts last year showed a 
decrease amounting to Jis. 4,94,637 oyl’d^ per cent., as compared with those of 
1896>97. Tho docroaso in import doty is attributed by tho Hoard to smaller 
clearances owing to tho famine. The revenue from excise salt also shows a 
marked falling-off owing to reduced sales of salt at the Government factories 
in Orissa, the opoiiing of the East Coast Raih^ay having facilitated the import 
of Ganjam salt on a larger scale and at smaller cost into tliat province. There 
was also a considerable decrease in tho proceeds from rent of ware-houses 
owing to many of tho golas having remained unoccupied during tho greater part 
of the year. In the kst quarter of the year, however, the importations were 
heavy, and as tho low prices stimulated bonding and checked deliveries, tho 
golas were tilled. The decrease in expenditure is mainly due to economy 
effected in tho administration of the Orissa Salt Department on the retransfer 
of that Department from Madras to Bengal. Three new cutters at an aggre- 
gate cost of Rs. 4,3oO, were Constructed daring tho year under review for 

S revontive and search work in the Sunderbans, where no effective work can bo 
one except by water. ^ ,

Tho stock of salt in the golas, which at tho commenoement of the year 
had stood at 14f lakhs of mannds, roso at the close of the year to nearly 34| 
lakhs of maunds. Besidos this quantity, there were 2,31,956 maunds against 
2,05,829 maunds, lying afloat in the pert of Calcutta, ready to bo sold direct 
to purchasers. 
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6. The combined imports into Calcjitta and Chittagong sho-w a net increase 

of 40,01,554 mauiids or 48’§ per cent, over those of 
"* the previous ■ year, the increase having occurred in 

both the ports. In Calcutta the increase was contributed to by all the exporting 
ports, except Ras Rawayah and Linga, the increase from the United Kingdom 
Wng the largest and amounting to about 47 per cent. On this point the 
Collector of Customs observes: — 

“The uicrensed importation of Liverpo.)! fiolt was dne to the aotioo of the tiaK Union in 
■ending out a larger quantity of salt to compete with the crashed salt from Aden and the 
Red Bea, oud they suooeeded in doing so as the high rate of exchange was in their favour and 
they were able to obtaiu plentiful and cheap freights from Eoglaud. The result of this 
increased' importation was to send down the prices of salt, and to &eok the sale of crilshod 
■alt in favour of Liverpool and Hamburg salt.” 

I'hc marked increase in the imports into Chittagong from 55,206 maunds 
in 1896-97 to 6,57,325 maunds during the year under review is ascribed by the 
Collector to “ smaller importation in the previous year, and to a cargo of 52,458 
maiinds of Hamburg ealt received during thu year.” Hamburg salt had not 
been imported into this port for five years. Shipments of salt were received 
from tho following countries:*—

The Board say that group III in this table comprises “Egyptian and other 
non-European ports beyond the Suez canal,” while group 1 v w intended for 
“ Eastern ports other than Indian, including the Egyptian ports this side of the 
Suez Canal.” It is not understood how Mozambique and Madagascar come into 
group III, and the Board will be requested to clear up the matter. 

Erom a statement furnished in the report showing the clearances of Liverpool, 
Hamburg, and crushed salts daring the past five years, it appears that there 
was an increase in the clearances of Liverpool and Hamburg salts with a corre- 
spending decrease in the consumption oi crushed salts from Aden and the 
Red Sea. The Cc41eoior of Customs^ is, however, of opinion tliat the trade 
in crushed ^Its is only temporarily checked, and that it will probably revive 
when the prices of Liverpool and Hamburg salt, which arc at present low 
owing to the action of the Salt Union already referred to, take an upward 
course. 


7. Excluding 13,810 maunds of Madras salt cleared free of duty in Calcutta, 

ni*— t . ii ^*^^7 on 62,02,818 maunds cleared from 

Olemncaofsdt. shipboard against 43,11,475 maunds in the pre- 

vious year, while tho clearances from Wid fell from 66,49,433 to 45,15,621 
maunds. On the whole, the total clearances of all kinds, including those of 
Bombay and Modi'as salt (6,00,832 maunds) and of excise salt (17,047 maunds) 
fell from 1,04,77,218 maunds to 1,03,36,818 maunds duiiug the year under 
review. These figures do not include 2,000 maunds which were imported for 
tho manufacture of glazed stoneware, and were passed free of duty, having 
l eon rendered unfit for human consumption by the admixture of tar. 
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8. Deducting from the above diearonces, the oxceos of exports from 

Bengal by land and river over the imports by 
Consnniiition of salt- same routes, amounting to 6,30, 180 maunds, 


and adding 33,007 inaunda of sultpotro brought into use, the balance of 
salt left for consumption in the Province rose from 97,33,739 maunds 
in 1896-97 to 97,39,835 inaunda in 1897-98. The rate of consumption per 
head was the same as in llie previous year, viz., 5 seers. In those saliferous 
districts of Bengal (cixcluding Orissa) which are within Salt Law limits, 
there was a not "decrease of 23,438 maunds in the consiunption of licit salt, 
and the averago consumption per head fell from 4 seers 14 chitaks to 4 seers 
13 chitaks. The lowest rates again prevailed in the 34-Pargana9 (4 seers) 
followed by Chittagong (4 seers 1 1 chitaJes) and Khulna (4 seers 13 chitaks). 
Tho decrease which occurred in all the saliferous districts, except Midnapore, 
Backergunge and Noakhali, is attributeil to the scarcity which prevailed during 
a great part of the year. In Orissa tho consumption per head rose from 
4 seors 13 chitaks to 4 seers and 14 chitaks. 


9. Tho price of salt was generally lower than in tho previous year, Hie 
decrease being duo to more abundant supplies. Tho average wholesale price 
(exclusive of duty) of 100 maunds of Liverpool salt, purchased from the ship’s 
side in tho port of Calcutta, fell from 1^, 96-0-9 to Us. 80-4-3 ; while the 
selling price, exclusive of duty, which in 1896-97 had varied from Rs. 134-3 
to Us. 71-15-8, ranged during tho past year between Rs. 97-13 and Rs. 63-1-1. 
This reduction is probably dxie in some dogroo to competition with Aden and 
Red Sea salt, 'riic average wholesale price, inclusive of duty, at tho twelve 
chief marts of Bengal, fell from Rs. 3-13-9 to Rs. 3-13-8 per maund. Tho 
corresponding average, based, dn the wholesale prices of all the districts in 
Bengal, also fell from Rs. 3-15*6 to Rs. 3-14-11 per maund. 

10. 'I'he total imports from Madras and the Upper Provinces of duty- 

. . , , paid salt ro-so from 5,16,969 to 6,09,313 maunds 

inter-provinciai tra «. during the year, the increase being due partly to 

larger importations from Ganjam, and partly to the substantial increase 
in the supply drawn by Bihar from the Upper Provinces. The exports 
from Bengal to Assam and Nortliern India feu from 10,64,101 tp 9,37,584 
maunds. On the other hand, there was an increase of 66,139 maunds in the 


exports to Nipal, Sikkim, Tibet and Bhutan, and of 1,707 maunds in the exports 
to tho Central Provinces, Mtidras, Bajputana, and Central India. Tho net 
result was an excess of exports over imports of 6,30,180 maunds against 
an excess of 7,83, 105 maunds in 1896-97. 

11. The number of cases in which contraband salt was attached, includ- 


ing cases that occurred in the Oiissa districts, fell 
Euler''*"® '****^ from 1,083 to 1,032 during tho past year, but the 

quantity of salt confiscated rose from 702 maunds 
to 747 maunds. On an average 34.^ seers of salt were attached and 28| oonfis- 
ciitcd in each case as against 28| seers and 26|- seers respectively in the previous 
ye.ar. In one case 150 maunds of salt wore attached, as it was found that the 
manji was travelling by a route different from that siiecified in his rowana. 
As, liowcver, it was ascertained that, the route described was wrong, the salt wits 
released. In Orissa tho number of cases in which salt was confiscated fell from 


725 to 509, and the quantity confiscated from 587 to 538 maiunds. The total 
number of cases instituted in tho Courts throughout Bengal was 904 against 
905 in tho preceding year. The large doiarease of 123 cases in Orissa is 
attributed by tho Board to the fact that after the rain that fol| in July and 
August, people became immediately engaged in agricultural operations, while 
tho promising prospects of crops at the end of October removed all incentive to 
crime ; and it is noteworthy that of the cases that did occur in Orissa during the 
year under review, almost 90 per cent, were detected in tho first quarter befpx® 
tho famine came to an end. The cases sent up for trial with evidence of illicit 
manufacture in tho Orissa districts numbered 366 against 486 cases in the 
preceding year. Altogether there were 1,051 seizures and 67 unsuccessful 
searches in tho salt-bearing tracts in Bengal during the year against 1 ,097 and 
80 respectively in the previous year. Of 1,017 persons apprehended, 971 wew 
convicted. Rewards were disbursed to the amount of Rs. 3,446. It is 
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satisfactory to note that the number of uiisnocossful searches fell from 86 to 
07 ; the seizures in 1896-97 and 1897*98 bei)»<? respectively 1,007 and 1,051. 

13. As usual; a separate portion of tlio Board’s Report deals with the 
. administration of the Salt Department in Orissa, 

► a t in nsBa. which, as noticed above, has been retransferred to 

the Government of Bengal. The receipts of the Orissa Salt Departmont fell 
from Ks. 1,25,313 to Ra. 46,160, and tho expenditure from Rs. 1,45,263 to 
Ks. 1,15,483. The decrease in receipts is attributed by tho Board to tlio fall 
in the sale of locally-manufactured salt, owing chiefly to the greater facilities 
offered by the East Coast Railway forthe cheap introduction of Madras salt into 
the district of Puri, which formerly depended for its supply on the local facjtories. 
The Board, however, point out that if tho duty realised on the imported salt 
consumed in Orissa be added to the rewipts from the locally manufactured salt, 
the total revenue would amount to Rs, 18,58,737, and the proportion of charges 
to aggregate revenue would bo 6*31 per cent. 

13. General . — The results of uie saline survey undertaken by tho staff 
deputed from Orissa to the 34*Parganas tend to confirm the belief that illicit 
nmnnfacture is very prevalent in parts of that district. Mr. MacMillan writes 
from cmiuiry and personal observation : — 

“ I ehoald say that iUioit manofacturQ was indulged in by all classes We 

have come across extensive and large sorapings, and 1 niysetf personally saw near Champabati 

a large gang, oousiatiug of about GO laon, women, and ohildrcu, removing 

salt-earth in baskets, bags, and carts.” 

One camp found five largo filters which wore destroyed; and Mr. Platts 
writos that during tlte short period of six weeks that the Salt officers were at 
work, their activity “ led to the discovery of other evidence of cumulative value 
tending to prove the imrestricted prevafenco of illicit transactions.” 

After the close of the year officers of the Salt Department were empowered 
to make searches and effect wrests.^ In otic of their first raids the villagiTs 
turned out cn masse and assaulted the search party, consisting of 3 Assistant 
Inspoctors, 5 Sub-Inspectors, a Police Sub-Inspector, 3 Constables, and 23 
peons, several of whom were severely wounded. The case is still under trial.

First Report on tho ihadoi crops in Sengnly 1898. 

The present report revietra tho present bondition of all 
the bhaiioi or rainy-weatber crops. Tho most important 
bha^ foot^l-crops aro bhii^ paddy, maize, and millot.s. 
*Among bhadoi non-food crops, tlie ohief are jute, indigo, and 
cotton. Separate reports aro published for these non-food 
crops, and no special note is tokon of them, therefore, in this 
report. The cultivation of hha<hi paddy pravails chiefly in 
Bengal Proper and Orissa, and maize and millets occu 2 )y 
large areas m Bihar and Chotn. Nagpur. 

The figures of normal area have been revised by District 
Officor.s, but the returns still show a marked tendency on the 
part of local officers to take these areas as maxima rather 
than normal areas. A percentage notation of outturn has 
been adopted under instructions received from the Govern- 
ment of India. Under this system of notation 100 represents 
the normal outturn per acre. 

2. Character of the season . — In April, the rainfall was 
deficient over Gie whole of Bengal Proper, and especially in 
East Bengal. It was practically normal in Chota Nagpur 
and Bihar, and slightly above tho normal in Orissa. In May, 
it was a little .below the nOruml iu almost all parts of these 
Provinces. In June*/ tho rainfiill was considerably above t^o 
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avern.'xo in Hcnj’ul Proper iind Ohotn Nagpur, and it wna 
evenly distributed, but in lliliar and Urissa it was in defect. 

In July, the rainfall was Ix lovv tbo normal. In^ August, it 
was in oxcosa of the normal every where except in parts of 
North Uengal and North Bihar, 

In the first week of September, there was good general 
rain throughout the Province, excepting parts of North BUiar 
and Orissa. In tho second week of September, heavy rain 
fell in tho north of the Province, especially in North Bihar ; 
elscwhoro tho fall was moderate. In the week ending 19th 
September, heavy rain fell throtighout tho Province, accom- 
panied by high wind. Tho ox<*.es8 of rain this month lias 
caused lugh floods, which are reported to have damaged tho 
crops considerably in Patna, Muzaffarpur, Obamparan, 
Darhhanga, Monghyr, and tho Sonthal Parganas. Floods 
are also reported from Midnaporo, Murshidahad, Shahabad, 

Surau and Bhagalpur. In Noakhali, some damage has also 
boon reported lately from excessive rain. Locusts are / 
reported to have slightly damagod tho paddy crops in 
Cuttack, and grasshoppers have done, and are still doing, 
considerable injury to tho paddy crops in Midnaporo. 

3. Arm cuUivatad. — ^iVccording to tho revised estimates 
shown in column 5 of the appended statement, it will bo 
seen that the total normal area under hhadoi, crops amounts 
to 15,i.’96,000 acres. Of this, 11,888,000 acres are occupied 
by food-crops and the rest by non-food crops. From 
column 7 of the same statement, it will also appear 
that the total aroa under all bhadoi crops duriflg the 
current year amounts to 16,197,600 acres against 
16,111,600 acres estimhtod to have been sown with the 
same crops last year,. There is thus an increase in area 
of 80,300 acres or *6 ’ P©v cent, during the present year, 
which is nominal. The increase in hhadot food-crops, 
amounting to 267,100. acres (2 per cent,), is more notice- 
able, and is duo to the extended cultivation of aus 
paddy in preference to jute — a result brought about by 
the low prices of jute . and high prices of paddy prevailing 
last year, which induced many cultivators to grow tho 
latter crop in preference to the former. 

The above estimates, it must be understood, are only 
approximato and are not based on actual field measurements. 

4. Character of the crop, — From the appended statement 
it will be seen that, taking all the bhadoi crops together, 10 
out of the 45 districts of those Provinces, viz., 24-Pargana8, 

Bogra, Noakhali, Saran, Champaran, Muzalfarpur, Dtur- 
bhanga, Bhagalpur, Cuttack, and Manbhum, return crops 
above the normal (100 per cent.), 30 districts return crops 
which are estimated to bo between 76 per cent, and the 
noj-mal, and the rest return crops less than 75 per cent, of 
the normal. On the whole, the season this year has not, 
been quite as favourable as that of last year, and tho out- 
turn for tho whole Pro'^ince of all bhadoi crops taken together 
is at present roughly estimated from about 90 to 95 per cent, 
of the norual. It may be necessary hereafter, in the final 
report, to modify this estimate in view of the damage being 
done now to tho crops by floods and insect pests.

Final Report on the Jute crop for season 1898. 

Ejrplanil/rg. — Tho original clnt© for the publication of 
the final jute report was fixed for the 1st of Sopbnnbor. 
In order to ine<^t tho \yishe8 of tlio Bengal Ohoinber of 
Commerce, the date has bt-en posljxtned to 1st October. 
Tho prt-sent report deals with the condition of tho crop up 
to the middle of Ss.-ptember and is comjiiled from informa- 
tion received from the 26 impoi-tant jute-growing districts. 
Tho little jute that is grown outside these districts has been 
left out of consideration. 

2. ChnroL t'r oj the sectwa,— -The character of tho season 
up to llie miildie of June was briefly do.scribed in the preli- 
minary forecast of tho jute crop issued on tho 30th of June 
1898. The rainfall in January was in excess of tho normal 
in most of tho jute-growing districts. In Foltruary, it was 
deficient in all juto-districts except in parts of North Bengal 
and in Maldu. In March and April, the rainfall was also 
generally deficient. In May, it was .slightly below tlie normal 
in m()6t parts of tho Province. In June, it was above tho 
average in Bengal Proper, and in defect in Orissa ; and in July 
it was below tho normal. In August, the rainfall was above 
the normal everywhere except in paits of North Bengal. 
In September, the rainfall has been heavy in most parts of 
these Provinces. 

3. Area cultivated. — ^In the ]»roliminary forecast, tlio 
area cultivated during tho present year was shown as 
1,670,100 acres. The total area as now estimated by 
District Ofiicers in the returns appended to this note 
amounts to 1,624,400 acres. The dinoronco is duo to a 
revision of figures in tho districts of jessoro, Rangpnr, 
Faridpiir, Backergunge, Purnea, and Cuttack. The decrease 
in the aroa previously estimated is most noticeable in the 
districts of Rangpur and Faridpur. Tlio area cultivated 
last year, as shown in column 3 of the appended returns, 
amounted to 2,151,600 acres. Tlio decrease as compared 
with the area cultivated this year — vide column 2 of tho 
statement — is considerable, amounting to 627,200 acres {i.e.^ 
24’50 per cent.) and is duo, as lias boon already explained 
in tho pi’oUminary forecast, partly to the unfavourable 
character of tho season at the time of sowing, and partly to 
the low prices of jute prevailing last year, and to tlio high 
price of food -grains, in consequence of which some lands 
which usually grow jute have been utilized for tho cultivation 
of paddy. 
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4. Character of the crop, — On comparing tlie estimates ol' 
outturn for last year and this year, as given iii columns 7 
and 8 of tho appended statement, it will bo scon that 
out of tho '-26 districts from which jute reports have beon 
received lo districts, Including such iniportunt districts as 
Rajshiihi, Jalpaiguri, Rangpxu’, Bogra, I’abna, Dacca, I'arid- 
pur, 'J’ippora, and Purnea, report worse crops for this year 
then for last year; four districts report equal crops, and 
seven, inclusive of Mymeneingii, report bolter crops. It is 
thus clear that the crop this year is inferior to the one which 
WHS harvested lust year. 

Out of the i26 districts, only one reports a crop above 
the normal, and in that district, Cuttack, the area una(>r jute 
is very small. Six disti'icts, Burdwan, TTooghly, 24-Pargana«, 
Dinajpur, Backergungo, an<i, bhagalpur, report normal crops; 
16 districts report crops estimated between 75 per cent, and 
the normal; and 6 district.-<, inclusive of three important 
districts, Jalpaiguri, Bogi*a, and Faridpui’, report croi)s less 
than 75 per cent. Tilling the 11 most important jute- 
growing districts, it will ap))oa.r from a comparison of tho 
present and preliminary jute reports that in 6 districts the 
prospects of the crop have improved since the issue of tho 
first forecast ; in 8 districts there has been no change, and in 
tin; remaining 5 districts they have deteriorated. 

On tho whole, the jute crop of the present season, which 
has been growu in tho restricted area described above’, may 
be finally estimated at 88 per cent, of a normal crop. In 
the notation formerly used, this would have beon described 
as a 14-anna crop. 

5, Cross outturn. — In the preliminary forecast of last 
June, the gi'oss outturn was ostimatod at 48 lakhs of bales. 
Considering the revised estimates of area iin<l outturn now 
received from District Officers, this estimate must now be 
somewhat reduced. It must not bo forgotten, however, that 
of hito years there has been a natural expansion in the 
cultivation of juto. Allowing for this and for a tendency 
sometimes ob.served on the p.'ut of District Officers to under- 
estimate, it seems pi'obablc that the total uutturn will reach 
4G lakhs of bales. It is to bo noted that this is a smaller 
outturn than any that has lieen estimated by tliis Department 
in the ()aHt five years, but attention must be again drawn to 
tho fact tliat the above is at best only a rough estimate, 
based on tho best information available to this Department. 
Tho district returns are published in full, and those who arc 
inttu*cste<l in the trade arc in a position to make such deduc- 
tions from them as their experience may suggest.

Tho Atmuiil General Administration Report of the Daooa Division for the year 
l{SU7-98. , 

Mb. IIauk was in charge of tlio Division for tho greater pArt of tho 
year, though Mr. 'royubec was Oonimissionor for tho first three months, and 
Mr. Savage, by whom tlio present repoi-t. is submitted, joined just beforp„its 
close. Tile DivisiOii was oxcoptionully fortunate, in so far that there woro no 
ehangis of District Olliiors, nor of Subdivisional Ofiiceis in 7 out of 12 
subdivisions. 

2. Toil lit and Jnupacihnfi. — Mr. Hare’s tours as Comtnissionor extended over 
100 days, the lopair-* to public buildings damaged by tho eartinpiuko forming 
a special .s ibject of oinjub’y. In accordance vvitli tho orders of Govermneut, 
the d'lrition of touis of Oollectoi.s was fixed by tho Coinmi.ssioiier and 
of Subdivisoiuil Olliccrs by tho OoMeotor. Among Gollectois, tlio tour of 
Mr. luatsou-Hcll in Uackergunge, which is reported to have b.'en ospieially 
useful, alouo eamo up t> and exceeded tho term laid, down, but the 
deficionci* s in other districts were .small. Among Subdivisional (.Mlicers, tho 
lours in four iustuiices were short, and that of tho Subdivisional Olliccr of 
Kishorgauj in Mymensingh nolice.ihly so, covering days, oidy as against 
DO days prescribed. All tlio necessary inspections appear to have been made 
with the imp n taut exception of that of thow.iids’ oflico in the district of Dacca, 
which tin' taillccfor did not iiisjiect. la the districts of Dacca and Mymensingh 
the SuLdivIsiouul Ufficers uiudo no inspections of their own ollices in several 
caso.s. 

3. Wcnihcr and Crops: Material Condition of the People: Pvhlie IlcaUh . — 
'riio :ivo*ago riiinfall of too Division nmounted to 72 inehes, in cnuifiarison with 
the ."liort i' ll! of oD D inchi s in tho preceding year and a moan of 72 3 inches for 
the tivo years ending 18U0-07. It was, moreover, well distributed, and tho 
oil 'turn of the diiforent crops was in consequence as good as in any year on 
rcioid. 'I’ho Divisional average outturns of tho princijml crops are reported to 
h .VO bc< n as follows : — aus rice, 16 annas; nman rice, 18 annas; jute, In annus; 
an I pulses, 13 annas. Tho damage douo by tho earthquake to tho standing 
crojis in tlie district of Myinensiiigh was estimated at 2 annas. For 
or.liunry cultivators the year opened hadJy. The rice crop of 1890-07 lind been 
jio n-; iuid t'ue jute crop of 1897-98, tliough good, did not fetch high prices; 
Excellent btuidoi crops reaped in Juno to August 1897, the jute crop reaped in 
August-iSejiUmibcr, and a burr. por rice crop, harvested in November and December, 
however, during tho second half of tho year under report, are stated to have 
ro.%to/-(;d them to their usual stato.of woll-boing. Among tho poorer middle class, 
the day-labourers, and those dependent upon small fixed incomes, high prices 
caused hardship, which deepened in places into distress during tho'first half of 
the year; while among the more well-to-do, tho slackness of trade and the 
damngo wrought by tho earthquake prevented tho yoor as a whole being 
regarded as one of prosperity. Price.s, though lower than in the preceding 
yoir, by no means returned to norinal ratos, and continued to rule high. 
Till effect on wages was practically nil, but the demand for labour after 
tho oarthqu ike caused a temporary rise at tho hoad-quarter stations of Dacca 
and Mymensingh. 

'riio reported death-rate for tho Division remained tlio sanio' as in tho 
previous your— 32'2 per mille. Tho variations in tho reported death-rates from 
43 8 por millo in Backorgungo to 25'5 per mille in Myniensingh show defects 
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in registration, and little importance therefore be attached to the figures. 
As an instance, the birtli-rate recorc^. iu the areas within which regis- 
tration is compulsory in the district of •'j&ackcrgunge, is reported to have been 
as low as 16*9 per mille. There was a decrease in the number of persons 
vaccinated, which is attributed partly to fewer outbreaks of small-pox and 
partly to the fact that less remained to bo done amoug the Feraxi Muhain- 
madans, among whom vaccination had met with great success in the previous 
two y^rs. The cxjieriment of selling, quinine in rural areas through panchay- 
ats was tried in Faridpur and Backergunge* 

The expenditure by District Boards, and municipalities on tho improve- 
moiit of the water-supply, which in 1898-97 amountea to Rs. 75,437, rose to 
Rs. 1>03,979 during 1897-98, the increaife being most noticeable in tlie ewe of 
the District Boards of Mym.cnsingh and.Rackcrgange, and the municipalities of 
the Dacca district. Enquiries made in; district of Baekorgunge show the 
existence of 19,460 tanks reported as. wholesome and 41,597 as unwholesome, 
which on the basis of census figures, would give an average of one tank of 
drinkable water to 110 persons and to *18 square miles of area. 

4. Mmu/aciurea: Trade and Oommeree. — The steam jute-presses in the 
Division decreased from 21 to 18, wHilh hand-presses increased from 5 to 8. 
There is a steam flour and oil mill at Dacca and an oil mill at Jhaiakati, in 
the district of Backergunge, tho value 5f Ao outturn from which in oil and oil- 
cakes is reported to have been over two ahd-s-half lakhs. The manufacture of 
soap at Dacca contiuaes, and that of qoedsk remedies atid real drugs is reported 
to be an apparently lucrative busiuess. ; The position of the gold and silver- 
smiths is said to have slightly improved. 

The earthquake of 12th June 189.7 /jdid serious dami^ to the rivers in tlie 
interior of the district of Mymensi^hv causing many to silt up, and the 
destruction caused to the roads serioudiy^interfoied with wheeled traffic during 
several months. . V.. 

The iniportation of rice and paddy ,!iato the Division by rail fell off from 
13,43,315 maunds daring 189U-97 to 5,20^470 maunds du^g the year under 
report, though the exports by rail remaloied practically Statkiihary. The export 
of rice to Calcutta, tliough prices high and tw <ifop was exceptionally 
good, sbow^ an increase only from of maunds in 1896-07 to 28 lakhs 

of maunds in 1897-08, against 34 lak^/ ip 1895-96.* It is re^rted that more 
rice now goes north to Assam than .Icirinerly. The “export of jute revived 
considerably, and amonnted to 1,43^00,0^' maunds expurtoa to Calcutta, against 
1,07,00,000 maunds in the previou^” and 817,000'' cwts. despatched from 
Narainganj to Chittagong, as compa^i^ with 655,000 owts. during 1896-97. 
In this connection the irbsult of the j^qn^ instituted in Mymensingh, that 
tho probable average annual consumpiiph of raw jute for domestic purposes 
per head of the population of the dikk^ is 2| seers, is neticeable. During 
the year 352 vessels entered and 368 olo^d tlie port of Narainganj, as com- 
pared with 808 and 3:17 iu the previpus year; the increased trade in jute, 

- salt, and tide, the j^yions reason. Tjhiatrado was practically entirely with 
Chittagong. The ^lup pf the impo^ dnoreased slightly from Rs. 2,69,818 
to Rs. 2,56,995, hut that of the ej^rts rose from Rs. 53,18,523 to 
Rs. 67,82,979. . , 

5. Joint-Stock ChntpanbM.— - Loan piffiens ^^l^t in all the districts of the 
Division, and seem generally to be ii ' a fairly flourishing condition. Tho 
Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that most of the bogus companies 
referred to in previous years* reports hate disappeared. 

6. Civil Juetiee , — ^The number of suits instituted Ond disposed of rose 
from 134,500 and 136,652 in the .previous year to 1.35, 307 and 138,067 
respectively. Qf the cases, institutedji p 5 per cent, were for recovery of money, 
35 per cent, for realisation of rmit, and 10 per cent, for declaration of tit^. 
^nt suits were most numbrous in Backergunge and least so in Dacca. There 
is a satisfactory improvement in the promptitude with which witnesses were 
examined; only O't per cent, in the sup^ior Courts and 10*6 before Mnnsifs 
being detained over two days as compared with percentages , of 16*3 and 12*3 
during 1896. Mymensingh shows the worst results in tms respect, 15*6 per 
cent, of the witnesses in Mhnsifs’ Courts having been detained over two daye 
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on an average throughout the district, and in one instance it is ohsorvod that 
no less than 71 per cent, of the -witnesses wore so detained at Kishorganj. 
The attention of the District Judge will be called to the matter. 

7. Critne : Police : Criminal ./ws/Zcc.—Cognisable crime showed an in- 
crease during tJie year from 18,707 to 21,649 cases, while non-cognisable cases 
fell from 22,000 to 19,986. These fluctuations are attributed to the prevailing 
high prices, with the usual result of an increase of petty theft, and a diminu- 
tion of trivial complaints, whi(di are more of a luxury than a necessity. A 
change in the preparation of returns of cognisable casts, adopted in this year’s 
report, has tended to increase ' the number of cases shown as cognisable. 
Organized and serious crime showed a satisfactory decrease except in Faridpur, 
where dacoities rose from 3 to 12. during the year Underreport. An interest- 
ing chart has been prepared showing the variations in gun-shot and' other 
murders in the district of Backwgunge, in order to illustrate the results of the 
mcasm'cs adopted in 1896 for the disannoment of the district, which tho 
Commissioner describes as “ znibre speedily and thoroughly effective than its 
warmest advocates ever expected.” The manner in which murders, other- 
wise than by guns, have decreased in exact parallel proportion to giin-shot 
crimes, supports the Commis^onor’s contention that the chock put on tho 
latter has removed the enco]n*agemont to violence which had been fostered 
by the knowledge of tho imiUUnity from detection which ordinarily accom- 
panied it. During the year,1997 there was a. complete absence of gun-shot 
murders, the figures for the ibjree piunous years having been 14, 23, and 
12 respectively. Thirty-two.?<bousand six hundred and sixty-eight persons 
were actually brought to trial. dunng the year. Of these, close upon one- third 
were in the district of Mynxexi^ngh alone,. More than one-fourth wore tried 
by Honorary Magistrates, but for whose valuable assistance the Stipendiary 
Magistrates would have found dpRculty in coping with the work. Tho propor- 
tion of witnesses detained dv^ two days in the Courts of Stipendiary 
Magistrates in the Division gejn^lly is low, and has remained now for three 
years practically stationary;^ Amounting to 4*6 per cent.; but it is not 
satisfactory that tho perceUtaj^ in Fnridpur, where tho total number of 
witnesses examined was least, should have risen to 8*5, and in the caso of one 
Magistrate was as high as 34; j^Df tho police cases disposed of, lO’l per cent, 
were remanded six times and ever; here, again, the percentage (14'6) being 
largest in Fnridpur. . 

Honorary Magistrates examined considerably moi’o witnc.->8e.s than in tho 
previous year,— 10,068 in comparison with 1 1, 1 26-r-and the proportion detained 
over two days (11 3) remained practically the same, and is still too high. 
The proportion of p<dice cs^ tried by Honorary Magistrates, that were post- 
poned six times and over, was' di high ns 21'4.per cent. ; such cases are not, us 
a rule, suitable for disposal by || Bench. 

The number of cases decided false fell from 1,268 in the preceding year to 
799. This cannot, however, b^ attributed to increased vigour in the institution 
of pro-sccutions for the offence, only 49 cases having been instituted, of which 
1<3 ended in conviction. Mr.BaVage, in explanation ' both of the number of casus 
declared false and the small percentage in which a conviction was either 
attempted or scoured, observes that many of such casc.s usually possess an 
element of truth, distorted and yariegatod it may be by perjury and exaggera- 
tion, but still distitiguishable. 

Five hundri'd and forty-three persons were brought to trial in the Courts 
of Sessions, of whom 60 per cent, were convicted: The results were poorest iu 
Myraensingh and Faridpiir, where the numbers acquitted were in excess of those 
convicted. The exercise of more care in making committals appears to be called 
for. Ks. 99,585 wore imposed as criminal fines during tho year, and there Was 
an outstanding balance at the 'commencement of the year of Rs. 39,761. The 
total collected and lemittod amounted to Rs. 1,07,023, leaving a balance of 
Rs, 32,322 still to bo recovered. '^I’ho balances in the districts of Dacca and 
Mymcrisingh are very heavy, noticeably ar, the Sadar stations (tls. 10,773 and 
Rs. 6,139 respectively;. The Magistrates will look into this at once. A 
similar state of things at tho subdivisions of filunsbigaiij, Kishorganj, and 
Madaripur also calls for attention. 
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Tho Commissioner is of opinion the^fc the working of the police has been 
on tho whole efficient, and thinks there^ are signs of distinct improvement in 
recent years. Mr. Savage, who, from his long experience as District Magistiuto 
in Backerguuge and elsewhere, is specially competent to form a sound ojmiion 
on this point, observes : — “It is impossible for any one who has watched the 
working of tho police to be blind to the fact that there has been and still is 
much bribery and bad work ; but the black sheep in the force have always been 
in the minority, and there are not wanting signs that the steps taken in recent 
years to improve the condition of the force are having the hoped for effect. 
The district reports show considerable improvement in work and conduct. The 
number of complaints brought against police officers has decreased, and in no 
case has any heinous offence been proved ' against them.” With the extension 
of thd system of dafadar^, more use inky *till bo made of the village chauki- 
dars. The latter system is in full yirerking order in Backergunge, but 
there has been some misuudorstandii^ in its introduction in the other 
districts. Rupees 12,731 were paid during the year as rewards to chauki- 
dars, but tho balances at tho disposal, of all tne District Funds at the clow; 
of the year show that there was still room for more tp have been done in this 
direction, and the Lioutenant-Govemor would be glad to see the reward fund 
liberally dispensed. • It was meant to encourage quick and intelligent work 
among the local watchmen, who are the real detectives of tho province,^ and th« 
value of it lias been proved to tho hilt* service medals, which have 
been given from the fund in some disfxic^, have been found a most useful 
stimulus, and tho Lieutenant'Govemer ebuunends the plan to those Magistrates 
who have not yot adopted it. 

8. Ltknd Revenue and Cesm, — There, arc in all 28,435 estates borne on 
the revenue-rolls of the different distri^j^ on which the current demand of the 
year amounted to Rs. 35,65,341 and arXiSar demand to fis. 1,57,667. 'rho 
total collections woreRs. 35,58,516, ohd a sum of Bs. 30,214 was remitted, 
the balance outstanding at the close of jbe year amounting to Rs. 1,34,278. 
The standard of thp current collections in permanently-settled estates, or 
99 per cent, of tlio current demah4i. \%U3 reached; in all districts with tho 
exception of Backergunge, where, owjlUi^^jtO a default itt.payment by an estate 
under the management of the COurt^f Wards, the peroentago was very 
slightly short of tlie standard being W02 only. , TbO percentage of arrear 
collection on ari'car demand was also j»tisfactory. In temporarily-settled 
cstatos and estates under direct management, the current collections compared 
-with the pioscribod standard were as fcdlb^s ; — 
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Ad was the case last year, in Mymensingh alone wore tho proscribed 
standards reached in both classes the. collections in Backergunge fell but 
little short, and showed an improvement on those of the previous year. The 
collections in Ftiridpur showed a falling off from those of the previous year : tlu; 
proportion in Dacca was about the same. The Lieutenant-Governor would 
again draw attention to tho bad results attained in the districts of Dacca aud 
Faridpur in temporarily-settled estates leased to farmers. A similar deficiency 
was observed last year : since then the collections in Fa^idpar have improved 
somewhat, but are still poor; those in Dacca have deteriorated. In Dacca 
the necessity for ooei/ceive measures which took time, and in Faridpur the 
dilatory working of the Certidoate Department, are the alleged excuse. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is unable to accept either of the reasons given as completely 
satisfactory. There is no class of cstatos in which short collections are less 
excusable than in estates leased to farmers. If the farming system does not 
secure prompt payment of the revenue, it ceases to have auy merits whatever. 
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iiutl slinuld be alx^lishetl as soon. as possible. Tlie collections in estates \nulor 
direct nianaj^enient wore f^ood in ibickerguiiffe and M^’niensingh, bat fell far 
sliort of the preseribeil standard hi Dacca and Faridpnr; tbo low price of jute 
jiiid the insufliciene.y <»t the colhictiiig ('stahlishment are assigned as the causes 
in Faiidpur; hut the jute crop, though the prices were low, was a bumper one, 
and the low prices alTected all distiicts and not alone Faridpuv; while the cost 
of inanagi'inent. was 0 per cent, on the demand against o in linckorgunge, 
where the <‘nrniit demand was realised almost in full. The Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, therefore, is conatrainod to agree with the Commissioner that laxity of 
supervision bv" the Collectors in these districts was tho true cause, and hopes 
tli:it they will see to it that arrears are realised fully and punctually in full in 
the coming year. Fight thousand six hundred and ninoty-throo estates, shares 
ot estates, and tenures became liable for sale for default as compared with 
8,975 in the previous year. The figures quoted in tho Resolution of the 
previous year wore incorrect, as there was a mistake in the defaults i-oported 
from Backorgunge. In only 409 cases did the default actually end in sale, and 
it is noticeable that the sales were fewest in Mymensingh (88), where tini 
number of defaults (1,009) was greatest. 

A sum of Ks. ;;iO,205 was spent in estates under direct management on 
nuscollancoiis agricultural improvements. Of this, Rs. 8,061 were spent on the 
improvement of the water-supply and Rs. 6,179 on drainage and embank - 
merits. Tho ontlay on agricultural and sanitary improvements represents 
4 per cent, on the current demand and is satisfactory. 

The jierccntagos of current , collections on the current demand on account of 
the road and zainindari d^k cesses were 85*69 and 96*12, respectively. Tho 
collcctious were again poorest in Faridpur (76'9 per cent.). Mr. Savage 
remarks — and tho Lieutenant-Governor agrees with him — that the road-coss 
collections generally are not satisfactoiy, and point to laxity in the arrour 
collection department. Partial scarcity is said to bo tho cause of short collec- 
tions, but the brunt of the scarcity was felt in the previous year, when the 
peveentages of ocilloctions on the tiemand were better than in the year uudin- 
review, the latter half of whicli yielded bumper crops. 

One hundred settlements, yielding a net, increase of revenue of Rs. 11,527, 
were couclnticd during the year, and 162 cases were pending at the close of the 
year. Of these, "29 cases in Dacca, 7 in Faridpur, and 11 in Backergunge were 
instituted more than a year ago. Tho Lieutenant-Governor hopes that these 
•■ascs may bo ju-omptly disposed of. 

His Honour observes with salisfaction a marked improvement in the 
disposal of eortificatc cases, tij tht; necessity for promptly disposing of which 
iittciiti :n was drawn last year. I'lm number instituted was fewer, being 13,214 
only, in comparison with 17,473 filed during 1896-97, but whereas the balance 
of ca.se.s pending at tho close of that year was 7,116, of W'hich 1,796 had 
been pending over six months since their institution, the corresponding figures 
at tho close of tho year under review were 4,418 and 126 only. Of tho former, 
Alynnnsingh is respionsible for 3,668. 

6’he disposal of partition casiis continues to bo unsatisfactory. Four 
hundred and seventy-six cases wore pending at the beginning of tho year and 
137 were instituted in tho eourstj of it. Of those, 187 cases were disposed of and 
420 left p<-nding at its clo.se, ot wiiicii 214 have been pending for over twt* 
years. It is reported that a propo.Niil has been made for the appointment of 
an Additional (Special Deputy Ckillector at Dacca, wlioro 233 cases were loft 
pending; no such proposal has yet born received by Government. The difior- 
ouco in the cost per acre of partitions between Dacca (5 annas 7 pie), and 
Jlymonsingh (Re. 1-0-61, which was noticed last year, still continues. Special 
enquiry is promised. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes tliat tho Commissioner 
will give special attention to this bianch of the administration in the current 
year, and that ho will see that the new Partition Act is carefully and intelU- 
gently worked, with tho result of shortening and cheapening tho proceedings. 

9. Estates under the management of the Cmri of "Wards . — Of the five estates 
luidtu' tho charge of the Court of Wards, one (Talipabad in the Dacca district) 
was ioleasea during the year. With the completion of the survey and record of 
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rifjhts ill tho Kanakahar estate, Farid pur, .those operations have now been 
finished in all tho estates under tho Court. The percentage of collections on 
the total demand was 81*4 per cent., and of remissions, 5'1 per cent. The 
outstanding balance at tho close of the year was reduced from Rs, 58,o32 at 
tho connnenceraent of the year to Rs. 30,681 at tho close. A sum of Ks. 10,000 
was expended in improvements, of which Rs. 14,933 was in tho Dakhin Shabaz- 
pur estate; and Ks. 22,. 009 was expended on “ miscollanoous works.” The 
total rental of the estates Under the Court of Wards was Rs, 1,66,000. Under 
the order of Government conveyed in the Besolution of tho 9th October 1896, 
the expenditure on sanitary and agricultural improvements should have been 
R.S. 49,000, *.e., 3 per cent, on tho rental; and tho failure to expend up to that 
amount, especially in a year of partial distress during the earlier months of 
it, should bo explained. As regards the estates under the management of the 
Court generally, Mr. Savage remarks that, “peace now reigns where Ijcfore the 
estates came under the Court’s management, there was constant war.” 

10. Excise: Stamps: Income-tax , — The excise revenue, notwithstanding tho 
high prices prevailing, amounted to Rs. 9,03,785, which, though slightly loss than 
the fig’ures of the preceding year, is still in excess of that of previous years. I’he 
stamp revenue, fell off, both under the heads of judicial and non-judicial stamps 
from Rs. 29,50,087 to Rs. 28,09,792. There was u marked decrease of 118 cases 
in the number of instances detected of insufficiently stamped and unstamped 
instruments. Tho decrease is attributed to a bettor observance of tho law. 
Prosecutions for breaches of the law, however, increased from 56 dm'ing 1896-97 
to 70, and out of 80 persons brought to trial, 75 were convicted. 

The income-tax demand showed an increase of Rs. 9,685 and 358 assessces, 
which is ascribed to a careful revision of assessment. The increase has, how- 
ever, only slightly more than compensated for the decrease iu tho previou.s 
years, 'riio collections were satisfactory and little recourse was necessary to 
coercive measures. Tho incidence of the tax varies from Re. 1 to 26 persons 
in Dacca to Re. 1 per 34 persons iu Faridpur. 

1 1. Railways : Public Works, and -The gross receipts of tho 
Dacca Section of the Eastern Bengal State Railway amounted to Ks. 5,56,220 
in comparison with Rs. 4,93,205 in the previous year. The heavy crop of 
jute and an increase in passenger traffic are among me causes assigned. The 
Mymcnsingh-Jamalpur and Jamalpur-Jaganuathganj extensions are being 
rapidly pushed on and it is hoped to open the whole line by tho end of March 
1 899. It is expected that the extension to, Faridpur will be finished by next 
cold wcatluT. 

Serious damage was done to the Govornment building in the Division by 
the eurthquuke of 12th June 1897, and a temporary new ^vision of the Public 
Works Department was opened to supervise their repairs. The expenditure 
on repairs prevented the undertaking of many original works. The repair 
of 17 miles of new district roads and 37 miles of new village tracts were 
nudertakon during the year and an expenditure of Rs. 1,10,263 was incurred 
on new works and of Rs. 1,29,284 on repairs. There are 319 ferries in 
the Division under the management of Government and tho various District 
Boards and Municipalities. In Mymeusii^h the earthquake rendered forilabie 
many ferries previously famuxl by the ^strict Board, with a consequent loss 
of income. 

12. Education . — Tho number of schools teaching the standards of the 
Education Dopaitmont decreased by 466 — from 8,897 to 8,432 — and tho number 
of pupils attonding them, from 236,302 to 229,073. '1 his decrease is attributed to 
the high prices of the last two years. The numbers of pupils given in the 
Commissioner’s report represent those who were at school on tho last day of 
the year, ie., 31st March. It is difficult to understand why this should be 
greater on tho Slst March 1897, when distress was greatest, than on the 31st 
March 1898, after harvesting of excellent crops with hi^h prices. It may be 
that when children once cease to attend schools it is difficult to get them to 
return; but however this may be, the laeutcnant-Govemor hopes that lost 
ground will bo regained in the current year. In addition, there were 3,629 
private institutions toU, maJtiabs, &q., with 37,585 pupils. The niunber of 
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uiil.s' .schools dccvcasod from 1,043 and thoir ])H|)ils from 14, 021 to 

10,10s. 'I'liore arc some 0,000, 'girls readinp; in hoy. s’ schools The porcoiita<jc 
of hoys of a school-going ago to. hoys uctimlly ut school fell from y.’PS in the 
previous year to 33 0, and of girls, similarly, from 2-8 to 3’(). The ex- 
[H'uditnro on cd\ica.tio!i, however, increased by .R.S, 43,006, of which Rs. 11,9SH 
were contributed from }uiI)Ue sources. 

The Survey School at Dacca. lo.st heavily in pupils, the numhors on the rolls 
falling from 32 4 to 190. No ex])lanation lias lieeh offered. I ho Industrial 
School at Hari.«al wa.s narrowly saved fz'om collapse. The Lieutenant Governor 
regrets to ob-n'i-vo that, the number of Muharamadan.s under instruction was 
less hy 3,403 than in the previous yeai’S, and that while Muhammadans constitut«=! 
(>0'3 per cent, of the total population of the Division, the pi’oportion borne 
hy tlieui to the total scliool population Is 50 per cent. only. Witli a view of 
encouraging Muliaminadau educ.ation at liarisai and of recognising tho efforts 
already made by the local community in tliia lichalf, Sir John AVoodlnu'ti has 
recently sanctioned a grant of Rn. 5,000 towards the coinstriiction of a hostel 
in connection with the Zilla School. 

13. Jtispensories and Jmpilals. — The number of dispensaries in the Divi- 
.sioii is now «o, or 6 more tpan in the previous year, with 553,071 patients 
attending them. In Jlackcrgunge alone there w.as an increase of 40,000 
patienhs over the preceding year. The Lioutenant-Goveruor is glad to oh.servi* 
that the income from private Bubscriptions has risen from Rs. 59.471 during 
1896-97 to Rs. ti6,166 dining the year imder report. 

14. Local SeJj-Gonrmrt6nt working of the District Boards 

is unanimously comiuonded by tho different District DlKcors, and the repoits 
on tho dih'ereut IVIunicipalities are, on the whole, favourable. Some imjavun.*- 
ment has been made in the administration of the Dacca Municipalit)', but 
more remains to bo done in the improvement of the sanitary condition of 
tlie toAvn. 

15. EtAphyment of Muhunwtdam . — In the Resolation on tlio report of tlic 
jirevious year, special attention was drawn to the necessity for an equhable 
(ILstiibufion of appointmonti between Hindus and Muhammnd.ans in view of 
the largo proportion borne by the latter to the general population. 'I'lio Oom- 
missioner reports that tho interests of the coramunity are kept in view, but that 
the baokivanl state of education among ttio Musahnans ivill long render it 
impoi^siblo to give them a share in the public service iu proportion to their 
numbers. In fact, the proportion of appointments held by them has dcoi eased 
from 26-4 to 25*.5 per cent. 'I’he following classilication of dilfercnt. pulilie 
offices, and the proportion of Uluhammadans holding them, is sig;; ifiiant; —

16. Conduct of Zamindars. — The names of Nuwab Sir Khnjeh Ahsauuiluh, 
Bahadur, k.c.i.e., and of Raja Rajendra Narain, Rai Bahadur, of Joydebpur, of 
Dacca, are specially mentioned by the Commissioner as instances of public- 
spirited and liberal zamindars, who live among their tenantry and are over willing 
to us.'sist any good work. In other districts favourable reference is made to the 
name.'i of Bubu Hem Chundia Chaudhriof Ambariain Mymensingh,and of Syod 
Muazzmn Hossein, Khan Bahadur, of Shaistaliad, in Backergunge, hut the 
Li(.iutcnant-Governor regrets to observe that, under the example of some of the 
h'itding men, absenteeism is reported to bo becoming a growing evil in Eastern 
Bengal. Tho principal land-holders with few honourable exceptions (among

III.~WEATHEll AND CfiOPS. 

20. The average rainfall of the year was 72*0, against 59’9 in the previous 
year and 72 3, the average of the five years ending 1896-97. It was, on the 
whole, well distributed, and as a consciiuence the crops were all round as good 
ns in any year of which we have a record. Had it not been for the earthquake, 
which, as Mr. Roe, Collector of Mynionsingh, reports, damaged to the extent of 
two annas the standing crops and jute), and for some high floods, the 
returns would have shown bumper crops. As it is, the crops have been-«-OM« 
rice 16 annas, aman rice 18 annas, jute 15-anna crop, and pulses 13-anna crop— a 
very material improvement on the preceding year.

V.— MATEBiai CONDITION OP THE PEOPLE. 

26. The past year will be long remembered by all whose food-supply 
depends on the purchasing power of the rupee as a year of high prices and 
hardship, which here and there deepened into distiess. All who depend for 
subsistence on small money incomes, the Bhadralok who have no land, clerks 
and nuiharrirs, artisans and daydabourors, and all who depend upon them must 
have felt the pinch of poverty more than in any previous year within living 
memory. The richer classes ^ cannot look back with pleasure on a year in 
which trade has been slack, the^^dls of charity have been many, and the earth- 
quake has caused them serious losses. To the cultivators also, the great bulk 
of the population, the prospect ^niiot have been a cheerful one for the first half 
of the year. A poor winter cr^ in 1896-97 had left them with little surplus 
stock for sale, and the jute crop, though a good ono, sold at very low rate. To 
them, however, the second half of the year brought compensation, and a good 
bhadoi crop, followed by a bumj^r rice crop, with prices still above the normal, 
restored the Eastern Bengal r^^at to his usual state of well-being. Indeed, in 
.spite of all the drawbacks of the year, all the Collectors in general speak of it 
as one of prosperity. 

Mr. Shirres writes that tko people of his district (Dacca) are “ exceedingly 
well off.” J 

Mr. Harris of Myrnensingli says: — 

“ On tho whole the year under review was more prosperous than the preceding one.” 

Mr. Temple says of Faridpur (in which district there was considerable 
distress in some parts) : 

“ Two points have struck me Vwy forcibly 

(1) The case with which the' 'average oolflvator tided over the long period of high 

prices. 

(2) The immediate disappeftranou of the distress early in November, when the earliest 

mmn was reaped and the cultivators were assured of a good crop.” 

And of Backergunge Mr. Boll, the Collector, writes : — 

“The material condition of the people has on tiie whole been exoelleat The distriot has 
©soaped famino, plague, earthquake, and cyclone. The middling crop of 1896-97 has been 
followed by a huge crop in 189/-98, and all along tho peasantry have obtained fir8t.rate 
prices for their prodaoe. *

IX.-TSADE 

48. There was no change in ^ |^dc routea pr trade centres of the 
Division during tho year under repprii except that many of the rivers which 
run through the interior of tho distd#;, of Mymensingfa, including tho old 
Bhahmaputra, have, since the earfoottal^' pf foe 12th Jipito 1897, become almost 
impassablo during eight months of the yetcri, The principal roads of tliat district 
also suffered very considerably from earthquake, and foit several months 
wheeled traffic was practically impossil^^ - ; 

44. The principal Orlicles of into thi^s Dirisipn Eturopcan 

f uece-goods, cotton twists, rice, p^d^^gmm and pulse; molasses, sugar, salt, 
imo, timbor, corrugated-iron, kerosine p|i^';^potatoes and conch shells. 

45. There is notliing special W^ftpto about the importation of any of 
these articles during the year under rep<H}i^,exct pt that in ponsequence of the very 
great damage caus^ by the earth'ptal(^;^ib4he lime-producing ai^ricts of Sylhet 
and Cachar, a much smaller quantity >Pf lime came to this Division than in 
previous yoars from those quarters, and. ‘foe demand bjsing abtxonnal the price 
ruled very high. . ; < 

46. The chipf articles of expott from this Division are jute and rice. 
The CoUector of Mynipnringh, which is japtod for its trade in jute, says that 
thero was an exceptipnally good crop pf^^jujio during the year under report, but 
export was mufo rifoirdei by the dmhai^ done to the sevexal trade routes of 
tliat distiict by the earthquake. 

47. Backergungo produces most , Pf , the rice for export from this Division, 
and in tho cKiason iliere is a brisk h^ade* by steamers, flats and large boats to 
Calcutta as well as to Assam. The oi^twa tliis year was exceptionally good, 
and is e-stimatod at 2,59,88,700 maunds^ against 1,73,25,800 maunds in the 
previous year *, but though lirices rqled high, the export to Calcutta by the 
canals amounted to 27 lakhs of maunds only, against 28 lakhs of maunds in 
189(’-97 and 34 lakh<« of maunds in 189^5-96. The comparatively small exporta- 
tion to tho westward is attributed to the fact that more rice now goes north 
towirds Assam than foimerly. 

48. Gram and pulse, linseed and mustard seed aro also largely exported 
from this Divi ion. Dacca manufactures, such as plain and rtiiped muslins, 
kasidas, jamtiani*, plain dhutU and chadars, also form somewhat impoitant 
articles of export from this Di virion. Country-made stripe i clotli called 
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charkbona of a fine quality is manufactured on a amall scale in the Sadar sub- 
divisiou of the Furidpur district and exported to the noighboming districts. 

49. Of the other articles of export, mtotion may be made of hide, dried 
fish and ghee from Mymonsingh, fish from Faridpur, and cocoanut, betel nut, 
and sunihvi wood from Jiackorgange. 

50. The outtmn of cocoanut and betel-nut was somewbot short during 
the yo.ir under report. Tho prict! of the former rose to Rs. 38 per thousand, 
and that of tho latter to Rs. 10 per maund ^om Rs. 20 per thousand and Ks. 8-8 
per maund respectively in 1890-9/. 

61. Rupees 2*»,000 worth of mndari wood is reported to have boon 
exported from this district dwng tho year under report. * 

52. There was no appreciable change in the export of other articles, and 
they do not seem to call for hny remark. 

53. As ropoited in previous years, a large portion of tho trade of this 
Division is carried on by ,moan.'i •>£ laige country boats, which do not pass 
through any registering o^Soires, and it is therefore not }>o8sib]o to arrive at any 
cori’oct estimate of its ext^fc The statistics, supplied to tho Dl-trict Otficors hy 
tho Railway authorities, l^ever, give us an accurate idea of thut part of tho 
trade of the Division which is carried by rail. - We have also accurate statistics 
of tho trade of tho Custbth'port at Narsyani^j, tho most im])ortant centre of 
trade in this Division, which has a large trade with Chittagong Coast ports and 
Calcutta, both by water the Sunderbaqs or the Eastorir Canal and by rail 
fid Goalundo.

The increase is attributed to 
an increased trade during the year in jute, salt and rice. 

Of the vessels that entered the port, 92 with cargo and 249 in ballast were 
from Chittagong, 9 in ballast were from Cocohada, and 2 in ballast were from 
Masulipamm. Of the vessels that cleared, 366 were with cargo and 2 in ballast, 
and all of tluun went to Chittagong.

62. The year 1897 was a year of high prices and hard times, which had 
the usual efiect on crime — incrotise of cognizable cases (particularly of petty 
thefts) and decrease of non -cognisable cases, which are often a somewhat 
expensive luxury. The figures for the Division are —

It must be noted, however, that part of the increase shown under cog- 
nizable is doe to the change made in the preparation of the returns, which has 
led to the entry under reported cogniznolo offences of cases which, though 
originally brought under a cognizable section, are subsequently found to cotue 
under a non-cognizable section or to be cases of mistake of law or fact. The 
fluctuations in the figures of the different districts are rentarkably in proportion 
to the extent to which distress was felt* In Faridpur, where special measures 
were necessary to relieve the distressji^^ the figures for cognizable offences show u 
rise of 38*0 per cent, as compared with 1896, while those for non-cognizable 
show a decrease of 22'4 per cent. In Dacca, where the distress was less pro- 
nounced, the increase of cognizable cases is 27 ‘5 per cent, and decrease of non- 
cognizable 4'3 per cent. Mymensingh with but little distress has 13*3 per 
cent, increase in cognizable, and 14*1 per cent, decrease in non-cognizable, 
and Backergungo, where distress was practically non-existent, shows only a 
fraction (Jwi per-cent.) increase in cognizable and 8*3 per cent, decrease 
in non-cognizable. It is satisfactory to find that, notwithstanding the 
general increase in cognizable orime, there has (except in Faridpiir, whor*- 
true dacoity cases rose from 3 in 1896 to 12 in 1897) been a decrease in 
organized and serious crime both against property and person, which l)ear8 testi- 
mony to the general efficiency of the administration in a year of exceptional 
difficulty. Vigorous apd judicious use of sections l07 and 110, Oriininal 
Procedure Code, has contributed much U» the success in B^.kergungo, Myincn- 
singh, and Dacca, and to an undue hesitation to take action under the latter 
section must to some extent be ascribed tbo comparative failure in Furidpur. 

In connectien with serious offences against the person tho most remarkable 
variation is in Backergunge, where the disarmament has been more speedily and 
thoroughly effective than its warmest advocate ever expected. Murders by 
gunshot have entirely ceased. The hired midnight assassins have been deprived 
of both their guns and their occupation and, what is more, the encouraj|rcment to 
violence, which the knowledge of the almost complete immunity enjoyed by 
them afforded, has been removed and other murders have dccre^ed in propor- 
tion. A copy of u very interesting chart di-awn up by tho Magistrate of B;n*.k- 
ergunge, wiiich is given below, shows an inter-rolation between thesu two classes 
of crime which is too constant to be accidental, and which gives _goi.d ground for 
hoping that gunshot murders having ceased, other murders will in tho future be 
few and for between, , ^ 
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XIV.— POLICE. 

6.3. Th© regular police force in the Division in the year 1897 was mad" 
up of 4 District Superintendents of Police, 4 Assistant Superintemlents, 23 
Inspectors, 221 Sub-Inspectors, 137 Head Constables, and 1,881 constables — a 
small force to keep the peace, restrain bad cliaractera, and bring to justice 
criminals among 10 millions of people in the fimr most turbulent districts of 
Bengal and critics who, judging hastily from the misconduct of a few, 

condemn ^ho whole body) on the whole an efficient one, as is proved by the 
manner in which crime has been dealt with {vide mper section XII). It is 
impossible for any one who has watched the working of the police to be blind to 
the fact that there has been and still is much bribery and much bad work, but 
the black sheep in the force have always been in the minority, and there are not 
wantilig signs that the steps taken in recent years to improve the condition of 
the force are having the hoped-for effect. The district reports show general 
improvement in work and conduct ; the number of complaints brought against 
police officers has decreased, and in no case has any heinous offence been 
proved against them. 

During the year it was found necessary to post special police forces at 
Karotia in Mymensingh and at Haturia in Backergunge to prevent dislurbances 
likely to arise from rival claims to elates, and in Bookergunge eight men 
were appointed special constables for two months in a turbulent village called 
HarinafulUa. 

The rural police number 19,761 ip the Division. Of these, about one-half 
are Mussulmans and the other half chiefly low-caste Hindus. Efforts have been 
made in some districts to recruit Hindus of a higher caste, but without much 
success, and it i« doubtful whether the want of Buccess in this direction is to be 
regretted. High-c^te men make better daffadars than chaukidars, and it would 
be as well to recruit them as daffadaro puly. The large village and daffadari 
system is in complete working order in Backergunge, and the Magistrate of that 
district is well satisfied with it. In Mymensingh, Dacca, and Faridpur the prin- 
ciple of the “ large village” has been misunderstood ; the “ villages ” will have 
to bo re-arrangod, and it will bo some time before these three districts will reap 
the full advantage of the new sybtem. 

The Cliaiikidari Reward Fund has in general been properly administered, 
and the considerable sum of Ks. 12,731 has been paid in rewards. In all districts, 
however, the fund at the end of the year had a large sum to credit,' and every- 
where more might be done towards granting rewards for general good conduct. 

The chaukidars have in general worked well throughout the year, and there 
is no doubt they area much more useful body of men than they . were 20 or 
even 10 years ago, but I am not satisfied that in any of the distriots of the 
Division as much is done to make use of them as might be. With good daffa- 
dars as a link between him and the phaokidar, any Sub-Inspector worth his 
salt should know everything that goes on in his elakA^ and neither riot nor 
dacoity should take him by surprise. 

XV.— OBIMlJN All JUSTICE. 

6 1. There were 33,007 pei’sons aotually under trial in the Division during 
the year. Of these, 32,668 were tried, and of those tried 19,333, or 59 per 
cent , were convicted. 

Judging from the number of penons under trial, the courts had most work 
in Mymensingh (10,904 under trial) and least in Faridpur (7,226). Backer- 
gunge stands second with 8,423, and Dacca third with 7,354. Of the persons 
tried during the year, 9,351, or more than one- fourth of the total, were tried 
by Honorary Magistrates, of whom there are in the Division 272, and who 
constitute 37 benches. Of course the cases made over to Honorary Magistrates 
are, as a rule, cases of a petty nature, which can be completed at one sitting; 
but making ©very allowance for this, it is clear that if it wore not for the 
Honorary Magistrates, the Stipendiary Magistrates would never be able to cope 
with the work. As a rule the District Magistrates speak well of the work done 
by the Honorary Magistrates, but in some instances complaints are made 
of irregular attendance and unnecessary adjournments — defects which careful 
supervision will remove. 
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In the various courts of session 543 persons were tried during the 
year, of whom 326 were convicted and 217 acquitted. The number of persons 
acquitted in the Sessions Courts exceeded the number convicted in botlr 
Mymensingh and Faridpur, but in Dacca and Backergunge the percentages 
of conviction were 70*7 and 76*3 respectively. 

The number of wises declared false by the courts is only 799, against 
1 ,268 in the preceding year. T’he decrease is, however, not due to steps taken 
to check the institution of false cases (for in only 49 cases were proceedings 
taken against the complainants, and only 15 of the ciompl^inants were convicted), 
but to change in method of classification. As a matter of fact, it is improbable 
that one-fourth of the 799 cases declared false were really false cases, i.e., 
cases without some substratum of truth. The more closely cases ore scruiinised 
the moro is it found that charges which at first sight seem false fire in 
substance true, but have a fringe of exaggeration around them, and it is the 
want of proper scrutiny in the initial stage which leads to the large number 
of cases declared false and the extremely small number in which tliosowho 
arc thought to have brought false cliarges are convicted. It is soraetime.s 
hastily assumed that it is extremely difficult to prove a false case is false, 
but the fact is that in general a false case can easily be proved to be false, and 
that seeming failures are not failures at all, because the original charges made 
were substantially true. This is the x'eal explanation of tho constantly 
recuriing phenomenon of a large number of false cases (so-called) and lumenta- 
tion over the small number of convictions for the institution of such cases. 

It is unsatisfactory to note that there has bt»eu an increase in tho number 
of remands in police cases. The muuloer of A forms remanded 6 times or 
moivi rose from 68 in 1896 to 104 in 1897 in Dacca ; in Mymensingh the corrt;- 
sponding munbers arc 86 and 13.fi and in Farid'pur 55 and 135. 

Backergunge alone shows an ^he figures being 72 and 71.

The survey and record of rights of the Kanakshar catabe in Faridpur 
commenced in 1895-96 have been completed during the year, and the final 
report will shortly bo snbmitted for confirmation. Survey aud record of 
rights of the other estates were completed in previous years. 

'I'he total arrear and current demand of all the estates under the mauagt- 
mrnt of the Court of Wards for the year under review was Rs. 2,30,358, of 
which lls. 1,87,738, or 81*4 per cent., was realized and Rs. 11,825, or 5*1 pur 
cent., remitted as irrecoverable, leaving a balance of Rs. 30,681 at the close of 
tho year. 

The net revenue of the estates after payment of land revenue and rent 
to superior landlord was Ra 94,076, Its. 559 was spent in payment of debts, 
Ks. 34,029 in management, 42,514 in maintenance, Rs. 16,600 in improve- 
ments, and Rs. 22,509 in nriscetlaneous works. Tho surplus, including the cu.sli 
balance of the preceding year, amounted to Rs. 60,196. 

The condition of the tenants on the whole was satisfactory: there was ,4io 
friction between them and the managing agency and tho management hattfUi 
ever}’ estate been successful. Mr. Beatson Bell, Collector of Backergunge, in 
which district the laigest of the estates lie, reports: — 

The condition of tho tenants was proiperoiis on account of the excellent harvest, and 
its high price. The plague of the betel-nut trees has practically disappeared. It is satisfac- 
tory to find that no estate in this dist iot is now in what 1 may call tho * Register of ha>l 
<.liar!\ctera,’ the outstanding balauoe being in every case less than Vo per cent, of the current 
annual doniiind.”

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XXIII.— BATLW AY AND OTHER PUBLIC WORKS. 

85. The gross receipts derived from tJie Dacca eection of the Eastern 
Bengal State Railway daring the 12 months ending 3 let March 1898 amounted 
to Rs. 5,56,220, against Rs. 4,93,205 in tlie previous 12 months. The 
increase is ascribed to the exceptionally heavy traffic of passengers during the 
late Nangalbund fair, to the excellence of the jute crop in Mymensingh, and 
also to the opening of the Assam- Bengal line of railway, whicn has improved 
communication betwoer^hittagong, Emilia, Chandpur, Naraingunge, Dacca, 
and Mymensingh. ^ ^ 

No new line of railway was opened, in the district of Dacca during the 
year dnder review, but the project of a railway from Sealo to Munshiganj has 
been revived. The earth-work on the Mymensingh-Jamalpur extension of the 
Dacca section of the Eastern Bengal f$tate Railway has been completed, and 
rails* a^ Being laid as rapidly as possible; on the Jamalpur-Jogannathganj 
extensi^ the oartli-work is more than half-finished. The whole line is 
expected to be open by the end of March 1899. It is believed that the line 
might be profitably extended to the borders of the Garo llills. The extension 
of tho Eastern Bengal State Rail way line to Faridpur will, it is expected, be 
completed by the next cold weather. 

A new division of the Public Works Department, with its head-quarters 
at Dacca, was created temporarily daring jBo year under review for the repair 
of the heavy damages done to the Gj-ovcrnment buildings in Dacca and Mymen- 
singh by the earthquake of tho 12th JuAe 1897, and aU Government works in 
those two districts, as well os those in Fairidpur, were retransferred from tho 
District Boards to this new Public Works division in the latter half of the 
year. Tlio charge of the public buildinga in Backergunge remained with the 
District Board, and it is reported that work went on smoothly under tlio 
supervision of tho District Engineer. . 

8G. Other important public works executed during the year were — 


(1) Tho protection of a por^qn of the western bmik of tho river 
Brahmaputra opposite the Collector’s kntchery at a cost of 
Rs. 4,123.

My office building and residence .(both private buildings, but held by 
Govornment on long Teases), whidi were badly damaged by tho earthquake, 
were thoroughly repaired during the No original work was undertaken 

after tho earthquake, as all the money available had to be dovotod to the 
repairs. 

As the hired bailding which provided accommodation to the Dacca District 
Board office and the dfik bungalow was badly damaged by the earthquake, tho 
District Board has acquired on thirty years’ lease a private building for its 
office and tho dkk bungalow^ and has repaired tho same. The cost of repairs 
will be recovered by deduction from the rent of the building.

97. The number of public institutions, which are schools > of ei^anised 
instruction, teaching the various standards prescribed by the Education ^Depart' 
mwit, decreased by i66 from 8>897 to 8^432, and the num^ of pnpils attending 
them by 7,229 from 286,302 to 229,07^ Of the total pupils at school, 2 13, ,522 
wore b<)yn and 15,551 were girls. Brides the public institutions, there were 
3,620 private institutions, such as tols, makiahs, koran sdaools (with 37,585 
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pupils), which do not teach the departmental standards. There was a loss of 
306 schools of this class, but a gain of 98 pupils attending them. High price 
and scarcity of the jjast two years affected the educational prospects of all the 
districts in the Division, those of Mymensingh most severely. Of the boys of 
school-going age in the Division, 32*9 per cent., and of such girls 2*6 per cent., 
are actually at school. These percentages in the preceding year were 33 *8 and 
2*8 ret^ectivoly. 

The total expenditure on education increased by Rg. 42,606, the increase 
in contribution from public sources being Ks. 11,988, and that from private 
sources Rs. 30,618. The contribution from public sources formed 30‘2por cent, 
of the total expenditure; the direct Government expenditure being only 14*1 
per cent.* There was a siiglit increase of expenditure from district funds, the 
municipal expenditure on education remained unchanged, but was redistributed, 
part being withdrawn from secondary and paid to primary education. 

The results of the last University flntranco examination are not yet pub- 
lished. At the middle English scholarship examination 68 per cent, of the 
competing schools and 58 per cent, of the competing candidates passed. At tho 
middle vernacular oxaniiuatioa the peroeni^cs of competing schools and 
candidates were 66 and 37 respectively. These examinations aro losing their 
imporlancc, as they do not qualify a successful candidate for receiving any pro- 
fessional education. Education in vernacular only without English beyond the 
primary standards is growing less and less popular every day. The primary 
schools continue to grow in popularity, and they are largely resorted to by 
cultivating classes, and it does not appear that education up to the primary 
standards renders a boy unfit or unwilling to follow his father’s calling. At 
the upper piimaiy exandnation 71 per cent, of the competing schools and 68*5 
per cent, of tho competing candidates were successful. The corresponding figures 
for the lower primary examination were 84’ t and 68 5 respectively. 

Tho numborof girls’ schools decreased by 97 from 1,139 to 1,042 and their 
pupils by 1,433 from 14,63 1 to 13,198; there are half as many again in boys’ 
scliools, which raise the total number of' female childreir^der instruction 
to 19,250. 

The Eden Female School in Dacca is the only Government institution for 
girls; it had 137 girls on its rolls, and cost Rs. ;6;486, of which Bs. 5,635 was paid 
from Provincial revenues. ^ This school, which teaches up to the University 
Entrance examination, and is also allowed to compete at all lower examinations, 
sent in candidates for primary examination only, and five girls passed the lower 
primary examination, one girl from Baokergtmgc passed the middle vernacular 
examination, 17 girls in the Division passed the upper primary, and 292 the 
lower primary examination. 

There are 7 special schools in the Division ; tho training school, tho survey 
school, the medical school, and the Madrasah at Dacua are Government institu- 
tions. The industrial schools at Mymensingh and Barisal are maintained by 
District Boards ; the former, however, receives a contribution of Rs. 2 00 a 
year from Rai Jo^endra,Jiassqre Roy, zamindar, after whose father’s name the 
institution is called Kasi Kishore Industrial School. There is an unaided 
honiooopathic school at Dacca. The condition of the training school and the 
medical school remained unchanged. The survey school lost heavily in 
strength, tho number of pnpils falling from 824 to 190. The industrial schools 
are amliatod to the Sibpur Engineering Oollego. Tho school at Barisal, which 
was about to collapse, was resuscitated during tho year under the advice of the 
l^rincipal of that College. It had 30 pupils and Mymensingh School only 13. 
Both the schools are going on fairly well. 

The Madrasah at Dacca had 491 pupils, against 471 of the previous year. 
It is supported by the Mohsin Endowment Fund, and cost Rs. 17,317, of which 
Rs. 3,332 was raised from fees. Tho institutiou is well endowed with scholar- 
ships and prizes. 

Tho number of Muhammadans under instruction decreased 3,403 from 
137,060 to 133,657. The Muhammadans constitute 65*3 per cent! of. the total 
population of the Division, but the percentkge of Muhammadans at school to 
total school population is 50*1, which is the same as in tho last year. At the 
lower primary examination the Muhammadans were fairly successful, but at the 
higher examination they were less successful. 
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3:XVll.->DISPflNSAltlES AND HOSPITALS, 


98. Dispensaries have increased in number from 79 to 85 and patients, 
indoor and outdoor, from 481,863 to 562,971. The increase is most marked iii 
Backergunge, where alone the increase in patients has been more than 40 000. 
The increase is chiefly among outdoor patients. ’ 

The Dufferin Zanana Hospital attached to the Dacca Mitford Hospital has 
been completed, and is now being furnished. The Johnson Ward, to be in addi- 
tion to the Simpson Ward of the Mitford Hospital, which is being constructed by 
the liberality of Uaja Rajendra Narain Roy Bahadur of Bhowal for treatment 
of women of hhadra lok class, is not yet complete. 

A new and separate dissecting room for the female students of the Dacca 
Medical School has been built during the year. At Mymensingh a separate 
pauper ward has been constructed during the year at a cost of Rs. 2150 by 
local subscription. ’ 

With the approval and sanction of Government the management of the 
Mitford Hospital at Dacca jias been made over by the Municipal Commissioners 
to a body of Governors, with the Magistrate as Chairman and tho Civil Surgeon 
as Secretary. This change was made in the expectation of obtaining large 
private subscriptions and donations. The Municipality will contribute a fixed 
sura of Rs. 11,000 annually towards the maintenance of the institution. 

The total income of the dispensaries during the year was Rs. 1 31 407 
against Rs. 1,07,126 in the preceding year; of this, Rs. 66,168 was from’.private 
subscriptions, as against Rs. 59,471 of the previous year. Tho total expenditure 
was Rs. 1,26,934, against Rs. 1,00,870 of the preceding year.

As to the working of the District and Local Boards of tliis Division, 1 
«juoto the remarks recorded by the Magistrates of districts: — 

Mr . L. P. Shirres, OMciating Magistrate-Collector of Dacca, writes : — 

“ Tho mmlier* of tho Difstrict Board did flieir work with zeal and intelligence. The 
assistance they relhdered to the administration was vary real and very great. Collectively 
they possess groat oommonsense, and help to promote oontinnity of policy and to prevent 
rash and wasteful expenditure. The work of tho Local Boards has not boon equally 
satisfactory.” 

Mr, F. R. Roe, Officiating Magisferate-Collector of Mymensingh, writes ;— 

“ I took over charge of the district after tho year dosed, and I have no personal 
knowledge of the manner in which the I%triot and Local Boards worked during the year. 
My predecessor, Mr. Harris, remarks in his note left for the Distriot Board Report that the 
meetings of the Board have been goneraUy well attended, that tixero was no tendency to 
obstruotivonoss, and that business has been e.\peditiou8ly conducted. The Local Boards 
also are said to have shown an interest in the aifairo of their subdivisioim, and to have made 
judicious aUotments of their funds. ” 

Mr. K. C. De, Officiating Magistrate-Collector of Faridpur, writes: — 

“My predecessor, Mr. Temple, has left tho following remarks on the working of the 
District and Local Boards : — 

‘The Board has worked smoothly thronghout the year, ^ as a consultative body has 
done good work. I have on several oooarions obtained useful local information from the 
various^ members. Tho inclination to do office work, however, is small, and there is room 
for much more zeal on the part of some members working on certain of the Sub-Committees. 
1 am not an admirer of Local Boards, and my 'one) vw’s experience at Faridpur has in 
no way tended to alter my opinion. Perhaps their chief hnsiness is their supervision of 
pounds and ferries, and this has certainly not struck me as satisfactory, and this is the more 
noticeable, os a Special Pound and Fei^ Inspector is employed. I have tried to impress 
upon tho Chairmen of the various Local Boards the neciasity of supervising the work or the 
Inspector carefully, and seeing that the neglet^ which ho brings to light are really remedied ; 
but from the report and what 1 have mys^ seen, I am afraid pound-farmers in particular 
are not kept op to the mark os they should bo.’ ” 

Mr. Bcatson Bell, Officiating Magistrate-Collector of Backergungo, 
writes:— 

“The District Board worked well during the year. I never found them in anv way 
obstructive. The Vioe-Ohairman, who has recently been honoured by Government with tho 
title of Rai Bahadur, is an excellent man of buriuess.”

Mr. L. P. Shirres, Officiating Magistrate-Collector of Dacca, writes on 
the working of the municipalities in his district:-^' . 

** The Narainganj Monicipalitj uudsnr. the able admini8tialio& of Mr. Wilson oootiaued, 
as in previous years, to bo admirably msuaged. Slooe the oloss of the year the Muuielpldity 
has had to regrot bis loss on retirement '^lU business. In IMoea the load of debt itapTopefly 
contracted was paid off, the administration of the Mitford Hospital was put on a sepmto basts, 
the roods were very greatly improved, (Mefiy through laere effioient supervision of repairs, 
a very little progress was mode in the reorganisation of the administration, and somethilag 
was done towards iulroduciog the central depot system. On the whole, however, the sanitairy 
condition was substantially the same as before, iletter progress has, I am glad to say, been 
made sinoo the dose of the year ” 

On the working of the municipaUties in his district, Mr. F. R. Roe, Officiat- 
ing Magistrate-Collector of Mymensitigli, writes;*-* 

“ I saw nothing of the working of the mnniripahtles during the year under report, 
Mr. Harris bos not left a special note on the subjoct. Judging from my short acquaintance 
with tiiu municipalities of the district, I am of opinion that on the whole the Oommittees 
do fairly satisfaclbrily what is required bf them, bat there is a tendency to petty inttraal 
intrigue in many of them.” 
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About the municipalities of his district, Mr. K. C. Dc, Officiating Magis- 
trate-Collector of Faridpur, writes: — 

‘'The Faridpur M^icipality is very ably inanoge<l by the energetio and publlc-Bpiritcd 
Chairman, Babu Ambica Oharan Maznmdar. The Vice-Chairman, Babn Mathura Mohan 
Maitra, is also an experienw^d gentlomaa, and takes a groat deal of interest in the offi'ie work. 
The Chairman and Vice-(ihniriiia» of tho Madaripur Municipality art) newly appointed and 
utterly inexpeiionced. 'J'ho Chairman, however, does not seom to be apathetic, and tho 
Vice-Chairman is very energetic.” 

Mr. Boatson Boll, Officiating Magistrate-Collector of Backergunge, writes 
on tlio working of the numicipalitics in his district : — 

” All the municip&lltiea have done good work during tho year. Nolehiti was somewhat 
difiloci^ted for several months owing to the absence of a Chairman. Mr. Haro left soiho 
valuable notes for tho guidance of tho municipalities in tho matter of latrines. Bomo action 
has already boon token on his suggestion, hot much remains to he done.” 

• On tho whole, it seems that District Boaids and municipalities have done 
good work, but that Local Boards aro uowhero held in much esteem.

With reference to your memorandum No.. lOSCM. of tho 33rd July 1898, I have the 
honour to submit the following Report ou the working of WorehouBOs and tbs maintenance 
of tho Motiopolitan Fire«>Brigade for the year 1897-98, in aooordance with the provisions of 
section 41 of Act I of 1?493, as amended by Act I of 1894. 

2. The Pire«»Brigado Budget for the year under review was prepared by tho Oommis- 
sionor of Police under section 26 of the Aot. . 

3. Tho pro£)ortionate share at 10 per cent, of tho estimated amount of Rs. 62,666 

payable by this Muuieipality was accept^ by the Commiseioners, and they contributod 

Rs. 627 towards the mointenanoe of the Fire^B^gade establishment, and the amouat was paid 
in two iDstalmouts. 

4. During tho year under review eight lioens^^s were issued on the jute warehouses, 

and 82 on the other descriptions of trades, euoh as dealing in fire- wood, hay, sawing-mill, 

pocking cose, durmah mats, straw, golpata depots,' &c., against 8 and 73 of the preceding 
year. The total amount realised as fees from both classes of warehouses was Bs. 1,416-10-9, 
against Rs. 1,266 of the post year. 

The Commissioners levy license fees at 6 per cent, per annum on tho annual value 
of holdings, as assesscHl to the payment of municipal taxes, on jute warehouses, and 10 per 
cent, on other trades delineated above. 

5. Under the Government Notification No. 2833M., dated the 14th August 1893, 
published in the Calcutta OawUe of the 16th idem, most of the traders licensiblo under 
section 261 of the Municipal Act for dealing with icltamuiable articles have come under the 
operation of the Fire-Brigade Aot ; therefore the number of warehouse licenses are increasing 
year after year. 

6. As all the owners of warehouses and trades paid their license fees in time, no 
prosecution was required to be mado during the year except one, in which the defendant 
was acquitted. 

7* The jute godowns and fire- wood depots arc mostly situated near the OIrcular 
Canal, which forms the western boundary of this Municipality. The Soorah Juto Mills is 
situated on tho north side of the Narcoldauga Main Road in Ward No. 2. This is the 
only mill for making gunny-bogs. There ore three ropery business and four establishments 
whero jute strings are mado by hand. 

8. Jute was im£w>rted from Jho Eastern districts by boats through canals, and also by 
tbo Eastoru Bengal ^Stato Railway. 

9. No couilagration took place within the Municipality, and therefore the assistaoo^j 
of tho Fire-Brigade was not required.

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not sialcd wliat inspections were made*, the Lioutenant*Govornor is glad to 
seo that Oolloctors made regular inspections of their own offices. The most 
important inspection in the district is apt to bo neglected, just because it can 
ue made at any time. 

A siatcnieiit has been furnidied showing the inspections made by District 
Officers of (jovc'rimxeut and wards’ estates, from which it appears that each 
estate and talisil office w’as visited once, and in one instance twice. No serious 
irregularities came to light anywhere. 

Weulher and crops: Material condition of the people: J?iiblio IleaUh.-^ 
The rainfall during the year was sufficient and on the whole well distributed; 
but a disastrous climatic disturbance occurred in the cyclone of the night of 
the 24th October, which, sweeping over a tract of some 70 miles in longth in 
the Chittagong district, (paused deidorable loss of life and did great damage to 
crops and ])roperty. The islands of Kutubdia and Moiscal, with the adjoining 
sea-board, including an area of 193 square miles, with a population of 80,603 
persons, w'cre at the same time devastated by a storm-wave which is reponed 
to have caused the death of 14-,000 people and 16,000 cattle. The anocted 
area was visited by the Officiating Lieutenant-Governor, Mr. C. C. Stevens, 
shortly after the occurrence, and the results of his tour have already been made 
public. A grant of Ks. 60,000 was made by the Comutitteo of the Indian 
T’amine Charitable Eclief Fund^ and Rs. 7,674 was raised by public subscrip- 
tion for distribution in j^atuitous relief. Rupees 39,000 in nil are reported to havo 
been so distributed, wliile Rs. 1,15,631 was advanced under the Land Improve- 
ment Loans Act mostly for they.repairs of embankments. Remissions of land 
revenue to the extent of Rs. 98^,220 during the current year and Rs. 36,075 
during 1898-99 wore also sap^oned. The funds placed at the disposal of the 
local officers for relief of distress wore in fact larger in amount than they found 
it necessary to expend. 

Ouisido the 8tonn-swei>t area, where the coiqxs are reported to havo given 
SI 4-anna outturn only, the rice croj> generally was up to the avornge. 

At the close of the year prices of food-grains, though cheaper than in the 
preceding .year, still ruled higher than in 1895-96. Jute prices were low, 
xartly owing to the groat crops of previous years. The cultivation in Noa- 
thali is reported to be extendipg. 

Tlie recorded doath-i-ate per millo in Tippera was practically the same as 
in the preceding years, 26’03-*-a result which shows continued defective regis- 
tration. The nito in Noakhali’^roso from 30*19 during 1896-97 to 37*08, and the 
Collector, after enquiries in ceri»iu villages, is disposed to accept the statistics 
as accurate for practical purposes. The death-rate in Chittagong rose from 
33*5 to 63*2 per thousand, owing to tho loss of life in the stoim-wavo and the 
virulent epidemic of cholera that followed in its course. Tho sanitary condi- 
lioiis in tlio submerged area lent themselves to an outbreak of disease, in the 
treatment of which eight extra Hospital Assistants were employed. 

Vai ious influences, it is reported, injuriously affected tho material condition 
of certain sections of the people, particularly the bad crops of previous years and 
the p)-evai]ing high prices. In Noakhali especially, during May, June and 
July, prices of rice rose almost to fainiue rat^ causing, some distress and leadr 
iug to the importation of Burma rice into a district usually regarded as a 
granary for others. Subscriptions were raised and 19,909 people gratuitously 
relieved ; advances were also given, and khas mahal and Court of Wards’ col- 
lections were temporarily suspended. In Chittagong the cyclone marred pros- 
pects which till then had been bright. In ordinary times the people of this 
Division generally are remarkably well-off. They are well housed and- well 
fed, their standard of comfort has been rising in recent years, and all but the . 
comparatively few who depend on fixed incomes are benefiting by the eteady 
ri.so in price of agricultural produce. Tho ^vage3 o| labour are for India very 
high, being for a common cooly from 5 to 8 annas a day, but show no tendency 
to increase. 

1. Emigration and Immigration. — Complaint is still made of the influx of 
destitute coolies into Tippera from the tea-gardens and railway works in Sylhot. 
I'hc! suljji'ct has occupied the special attention of Government, and ropresenta- 
tion.s on it wore addressed to tho Government of India and to tho Chief Com- 
missionf>r of Assam, with tho result that arrangements were promised which 
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will, it ia hoped, lead to the discontinuance of tho oyil. The Commissioner 
observes that the majority of the railway coolies oorno from tho employ of petty 
contractors, whom it is difficult to trace, and those from the gardens are usually 
free labourers leaving of their own accord. 

The destruction of crops wrought by the cyclone in Chittagong led to an 
increase in the annual migration for the rice-cutting in Backorgungo and 
Burma. 

5. ManufactureB : Trade and Commerce .— was a considorable decrease in 
the quantity of tea exported, which fell from 1,130,963 cwts. to 909,590 ewts. — 
a decrease which is attributed chiefly to the effects of the cyclone. The sliip* 
building itidushj appears languishing, only three vessels of small tonnage 
l)omg built during tho year. The two pearl fi.sherio8 in tho district have 
ceased to exist, that at Glumakliali having been covered with silt by the 
stonn-wave. 

Tho cyclone did considerable damage to the Chittagong Port, and although 
the receipts increased by Rs. 60,109 over tim figures of the previous year, it 
was not found possible to repay any portion of the balance of the loan 
of Rs. 2,00,000, which still stands at Ks. 1,48,586. There was an increase 
of Rs. 23,23,788 in the total trade of the port (wliich was valued at 
Rs. 2,41,27,044 ), shared alike by imports and exports, but it was not^ sufficient 
to cover tho large falling off of Rs. 58,80,226 in tho previous year. The value 
of rice and paddy exported increased from Rs. 2,04,706 in the previous year 
to Rs. 4,46,558, but the most noticeable feature of the year was the largo 
impoi-t of rice and paddy, which rose in value from Rs. 4,71,417 to 
Rs. 21,27,419. The importation was mainly from Burma to meet tho lai'ge 
demand for local vonsumption Consequent on tlie destruction of crops by the 
cyclone *, the effects of the damage done is. also showm by the decrease in tho 
export of rice and paddy from tho Divinon as a whole from 4,20,502 mauuds 
in 1896-97 to 2,96,555 mauuds daring the year under report. Seventeen 
vessels cleared for foreign, and 503 for home ports, compared wiffii 11 and 548 
I’ospcctivoly in the previous year. 

There was a slight increase in the export of jute from the Division, which 
rose from 13,98,405 maunds during the previous year to 15,35,062 mauuds. 
The export of food-grains to Calcutta amounted to 61,849 maunds, showing 
an increase over the figures of the pr^oding year — 29,019 maunds — but still 
vastly below those of 1895-96, amounting to 8,85,140 maunds. 

6. Civil ‘Rent suits rose from 34,443 in 1896 to 36,633 and 36,649 

in 1896 and 1897 respectively; suits for money, on the other hand, declined, 
tho figures for tho same three years being 29,941, 28,652, and 27,672 
respectively. Lastly, title suits, which numbered 11,627 in 1895 and foil to 
10,913 in 1896, have recovered somewhat during the last year, and numbered 
11,290. The increase in tho niimber of rent suits, which, liowovor, is not very 
great, is attributed to the agricultural depression of the past three years, and tho 
consejjuent difficulty of realising rents without suits. The detention of wit- 
nesses in the Courts of District, Subordinate and Small Cause Couit Judges 
Wcus somewhat greater, and in the Courts of ftlunsifs slightly less than in the 
preceding year, tiie pbreent^o of those detainod over two days being 2G’06 
and 13*4 per cent, respectively, as against 24 06 and 16’4 per cent, in 1896. 
In connection with the settlement proceedings, there was ah increase in the 
number of notices served under section 424 of the Civil Procedure Code 
from 209 to 318, as compared with 1896 ; but the number of suits actually 
instituted to question the Settlement Officer’s proceedings in the civil courts 
diminished from 27 to 11 — a number which is extraordinarily small considering 
the magnitude of the operations involved in making a survey and a record of 
rights of the whole district, and in settling rents and revenue tliroughout tho 
temporarily-settled portions of it. 

7. Crime: Folicc: -The number of cognisable cases rose 

from 7,346 to 10,243; the increase, which is common to all districts, it is 
explained, is more apparent than real, and is due to the inclusion of cases ulti- 
mately declared nou-cognisablo which in tho previous year were omitiod. It 
appears, however, from the Annual Police Report, that the number of true 
cognisable cases was 8,891, which is still a noticeable increase. Non-cognisablo 
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crime was lead in the diatriots of Tippora and Chittagong, hut increased in the 
district of Noakhali, as compared with the previous year, the total number of 
cases reported in tho whole Division being 13,873, as compared with 14,253. 
The Lieutenant-Governor regrets to observe a further increase in cases of arson, 
which IPSO from 91 to 111, moetly^ in Chittagong town, where in March and 
April 1897, property to the value of over a lakh of rupees is reported to have 
been destroyed by a regular organised series of incendiary fires. In explanation 
of this outbreak, it is suggested that the fires were due to concerted opposition 
ao-ainstlho introduction of Pai-t IX of tho Municipal Act relating to tho 
construction and cleansing of latrines. Stringent measures of patrol were 
adopted by the Magistrate, and then} was no recurrence of the offence in the 
hot season of 1898. Another unsatisfactory feature of tho criminal history of the 
year was tlie occurrence of a considerable number of cases of obstruction to tho 
railway lino by obstacles placed upon it; many of tliese were petty, but some 
serious and the offence should bo severely dealt with. There wore two cases 
of gunshot murders, in neither of which was the murderer convicted. 

The detective work of the police, judged by the propoiliibn of cases 
successfully brought to conviction, improved slightly in Chittagong, and fell 
off somewhat in Tippera and to a greater extent in Noakhali. Tho status of 
tho rural police is said to be improving, noticeably in Noakhali; but although 
there is a satisfactory decrease in tho number of punishments awarded, the 
number of men punished is still considerably in excess of those rewarded, 
being 2,212 as against 853. The Lieutenant-Governor would bo glad to see 
the statistics the other way. The rural police are poorly paid and their duties 
are not the most exhilarating. The system of constant punishment for petty 
offences is essentially bad; the generous reward of good Vork is essentially 
bettor. The Magistrates and their police ofiicers are allotted a reward fund 
for this express purpose, and tlie Lieutenant-Governor will be best pleased 
when he sees the allotment fully utilized. 

Eight thousand five hundred and sixteen cases were disix>sed of by Stipen- 
diary Magistrates aud 1,517 by Honorary Magistrates, as compared with 8,479 
and 1,603 during 1890. The average duration of cases in Noakhali, already 
high, rose from 18 to 22 days, though the number of cases disposed of by each 
officer was only 210 per annum; while in Chittagong the average duration, 
already comparatively low, fdl from II to 9 days, each officer disposing of 296 
cases. The difference indicates laxity in Noakhali and some want of proper 
supervision. The number of witnesses examined also increased, but it is satis- 
factory that tho percentage of those detained over two days by Stipendiary 
Magistrates remained the same, or 2*7 per cent., while tho corresponding pro- 
portion in tho Courts of Honorary Magistrates fell from 12*9 to 7-3 per cent. 
The results in this respect are worst in the Court of tho Subdivisional Officer 
of Cox’s Bazar, who was also unfavourably noticed in last year’s Resolution ; 
but there is the justification for him this year that his time after tho cyclone 
was much absorbed in relief operations. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that 
the District Magistrate will see that in future witn^os mo not unnecessarily 
summoned or, when summoned, unnecessarily detained in this subdivision. 
The delays in the Courts of the Bench Magistrates at the head-quarters stations 
in Chittagong aud Tippera were also excessive. One thousand eight hundri^ 
and seventy-nine police cases wore disposed of by Stipendiary Magistrates in 
comparison with 1,831 during 1896, of which 4*6 per cent, were adjourned six 
times and over, against 3'6 per cent, in the previous year. The results wore 
worst at the Chandpur subdivision. 

The system of territorial distribution of oases, which was noticed last year 
as having yielded unsatisfactory results at Chittagong and Noakhali, has been 
discontinued in tho Courts of Stipendiary Magistrates in the latter district, and 
the Commissioner has also directed its discontinuance in the Courts of Honorary 
Magistrates. Tho attendance of Honorary Magistrates iu Chittagong and 
NoSshali continued to be good, but in Tippera was poor, and those who were 
most irregular in their attendance have been properly asked to resign. 

Ninety-eight cases were disposed of at the Sessions, of which 72 per cent, 
ended io conviction— a similar result to that of the previous year. 
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8. Land Jlevenm , — The current demand of !a«d revenue aud cesaes during; 
the year amounted to Ra. 33,17,172, and the total demand, iucludin}? the out- 
atanding balance of the prt vioua year, to Ra. •% o9,863 The total collections 
were Us. 31,48,305, or 88*4 per cent, of the gross demand. The following 
statement shows the amounts of the current and ai rcar demands of land revonu(i 
and cesses and the povctintagosof the total realisations on the current demand : — 
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The percentages of the current collections of land revenue on the current 
demand, as compared with the standard prescribed by Government, are shown 
below ' 
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The collections were markedly short of tho standards in Chittagong 
owing to the cyclone, while, as already mentioned, considerable remissions 
were also saiictionod on this account. The percentages of collections on the 
demand alike in tho temporariIy*scttled estates and in Government estates 
were below tho standards in Is'<jakhali and Tippora. The high price of food- 
grains is given as the cause of short collections in Government estates, but 
high prices with the good harvests of 1807 ought to have produced the 
opposite results. It is true ;that the rdiyats sufl'ered from the bad harvests of 
the preceding year, though not to the same extent as in other districts ; but 
tho main staple — the rice crop-r-in the year under review was a 16-anoa one 
in Tippera and little short of 16 annas in Noakhali, and this, with low rents 
and high prices, should have enabled the tenants on klias luahals in these latter 
districts to pay much more than one year’s rent and thus to reduce largely the 
arrears of the previous year. |n tho Backergungo district, whore conditions 
were very similar, the collec^iojis in G.>vernment estates were 98‘8 per cent, of 
the demand. Road-cess collectaons were best in Noakhali, where they amounted 
to 92*4i) per cent, of the current demand, and worst in Chittagong, whore the 
percentage was 79'03 only. 

Tho Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe a considerable improvement ia 
the disposal of certificate cases, the delay in dealing with which was unfavour- 
ably commented on in the Reniolation of last year. The percentage of disposals 
has risen from 49 to 66 per cent..ia Tippera, from 61 to 78 perceut. in Noakhali, 
and in Chittagong only has ft fallen from 63 to 67 per cent. Fewer certifi- 
cates, too, were issued for the xi^ization of rents in wards’ estates. 

Attention is drawn to the slow progress made in the disposal of land 
acquisition cases in the Chitfjagong district, where only one case was disposed 
of out of 24. 

The grant by the Board for miscellaneous and sanitary improvements in 
Government estates was raised from Rs. 18,920 in 1896-97 to Ks. 1,00,766 
during the current year, which Rs. 96,766 were allotted to Chittagong for 
the repairs of the damage fiomb by the cyclone. Only Rs. 50,239, however, 
in all were spent: the failure to utilise the. balance is not explained, but is no 
doubt due to the fact of its not having been required to , relieve distress within 
t!io year, while the repairs pan be completed in the current year. 

The cadastral survey and ecttloment operations in Caittagong wore con- 
cluded during the year, only some ollicc arrears still remaining, Oxte thousand 
nine hundred and twcnty-tlvreo square miles in all, containing 1,037 villages 
and 620,656 tenants, have been smveyed and settled, with a total expenditoro 
of Ks. 4,99,778 on survey and Rs. 1 0,23,674 on settlement, and with an increase 
of revenue on the Noabad taluks of Rs., 1,83,812. 

The cadastral survey in the e4iite8 of the Raja of Hill Tippera is still in 
progres.s. Up to the close of the year 5.56 «iuare miles, comprisins; 1,607 
villages and 183,000 tenants, had bcoQ surveyed at a cost of Rs. 4,07,823, and 
with an increase of rent of Rs. 23, .362, or 25 per cent, on the previous rental. 
Tho Licuteiiant-Oovernor hopes that this long-pending settlement will soon bo 
brought to a conclusion. 

9. If 'arJs and attached JEstala.- The number of estates under the charge 
of the Revenue authoriues increased from 14 to 15, with a total current demand 
of its 3,57,279. Tho large estates of Miss Courion in Noakhali wore released 
from the Court’s manageraeut at tl»e close of the year. Ckdlections, as in the 
case of Government estates in tliis district, were poor, and reached a percentage 
of 71*3 per cent, only upon the current douiand, as against a percontago of 
80*01 in the previous year, and tho standard of 90. The straitened circum- 
stances of tlie raiyats is reported as tho cause, and in tho island of Baudip, 
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in ^bioh a largo area of the estates Ifty? it is probable that the explanation ia 
just. The reinussions allowed were not heavy, and the outstanding balances, to 
the necessity for the reduction of whidi special attention was drawn last year, 
increased from Es. 1,05,800 to Rs, 1,46,788. The amount spent on improve- 
ments, all practically in the district of Chittagong, was only Rs. 23,035 as 
compared with Rs. 29,805 during 1806-97. In the Resolution of Government, 
dated the 9th October 1896, special attention was drawn to the desirability of 
expending 3 per cent, of the income of solvent wards’ and of all Government 
estates on agricultural and sanitary improvements, and it was requested that the 
subject be noticed in annual reports. The actual expenditure in improvements 
in wards’ estates in Noakhali was only 1 per cent., and no notice has been taken 
of the matter in the Commissioner’s report. It is probablo that there is a good 
explanation, hut it should have been furnished. 

10. Exme: Stumps: Income-tax . — The excise revenue again fell during the 
year from Rs. 2,74,721 to Rs. 2,73,490, but less heavily than in the preceding 
year. The importations of salt, on the other hand, more tlian recovereu, 
6,57,325 maunds being brought in, as compared with 55,200 maunds during 
1896-97. The revenue from stamps continued to rise and now amounts to 
Rs. 15,86,933, tlio increase being chiefly under the head of judicial stamps in 
Tippera, where the cadastral surVey operations were in progress. The income- 
tax collections show a decrease of Rs. 3,650, which occurred in Chittagong 
alone, and is ascribed to the damage done by the storm-wave. The work of 
assessment in Noakhali, where the percentage of successful objections (42*7) was 
exceedingly high, appears to call for more su{)orvision when the assessments 
are being made. 

11. There was a decrease in the total number of schools qnd 

pupils in every district of the Division the year. Excluding elemontaiy 

private institutions, the number of schools of all kinds fell from 4,673 tu 3,086, 
and pupils from 138,096 to 121,762. The decrease was largest in Noakhali and 
Chittagong, and is most noticeable in primary schools, in which it is most to be 
regretted. The result was a decrease in. the percentage of boys of a school- 
going age at school from 45 to 40 par 'cent., the proportions in the three 
regulation districts being fairly unifcgniq but lowest in Noakhali. Private 
institutions suffered heavy losses in every district, and there is unfortunately 
no doubt that hero, as elsewhere, the effed of hard times was felt in the reduc- 
tion of the private subscriptions, on which the primary schools so largely 
depend. The result is not marked at once. The sobool-masters struggle on, 
and as i^own by the figures here the colh^se is the last of the iudicatioDS of 
the strain. It is to be hoped that with the return of good harvests those schools 
will soon revive. The only facilities afforded for tedilnical education is at 
Comilla, where there is an artisan school. 

Girls’ schools similarly showed a faUing off from 490 schools with 7,687 
pupils during the previous year, to 428 schools with 6,762 scholars. The 
Commissioner remarks that female education is not very favourably regarded 
by the inhabitants of the Division and is seldom carried beyond tho primary 
stage. 

12. Eniphyment oj Mu1utmmadan».-^^\ni Collectors of Tippera and Noa- 
kbali s^e that tho claims^of Muhammadans are borne in mind when suitable 
vacancies occur, but that it is extremely diflioiilt to find eligible candidates. 
Now that the Chittagong Madrasah has begun to turn out B. A.’s, all of whom 
have not yet fomid employment, it may be hoped this diflSculty will c'ease. 
I'he Lieutenant-Governor desires that careful attention sliould bo paid to the 
orders of Government on the subject. Cwierios paribusy preference should be 
given to Muhammadans -in Muhammadan districts till they secure their fair 
share of Government appointments. 

13. Eiapensarm and Hospitals . — One new dispensary was opened during 
the year, and the total numbor of out-door j)atient8 attending the different 
institutions in the Divitdon increased from 295,853 to 308,796. Several 
hospitals, notably the General Hospital at Chittagong, are reported to be sufferr 
ing for lack of sulweriptions. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with regret 
the remark of the Collector of Tippora that gentlemen of position in his district 
subscribe to institutions in Calcutta, while they refuse to give anytliiug to local 
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objects of thii^ nature. Next to good water, as the Oolleotor observes, there is 
nothing the people in those parts approt*.iHte more than good dispensaries. 
However nientorious aubsc'riptions to ntj'ful institutions in Calcutta may be,- they 
arc still more noo( ssary in the tnitfutiful. 

14. Local JSi'/f-devernment Jhfili ' information supplied on the 
subject of Ijocal Self-Government Institutions is somewhat meagre. It is 
said tliat the Union Couimittoes have not proved successful. The large balance 
in hand »>f tlie Tipporah District Board, amounting to some 1 J lakhs of rupoes, 
rc(|uirc8 explanation; but, on tho other Ijand, the Chittagong District Board 
ran into d(!bt in consequence of Work undertaken after the cyc.lone and of con- 
fusion in their accounts, and ended I, lie year with a deficit. The unsatisfactory 
working of the Chittagong Manic ipality was unfavourably noticed last year. 
Cempkto information has not bc -n supplied reg.arding tho improvements 
effected during the year. Part IX of the Municipal Act was intoduced after 
considerable op]>nsition and friction. Otherwise little seems to have been done 
to improve tho sanitation of the town. 

lo. Conduct of Zamindars.-^'Vhd non-resident landholders of the Noakhali 
district are aaid to have done little to assist in the gratuitous relief 0}>eration8 
undertaken during the year. The petty Kamindars of the Chittagong district 
arc reported to have behaved well on the whole, but to have been somewhat 
lacking in generosity to their raiyats after the cyclone. 

lb. Political , — The most important administrative change had effect from 
the close of the year, in the traiisfcr of tho South Lushai llffls to the control 
of the Assam Administration with effect from 1st April 1898. Considerable 
damage was done in Hill Tippb^ by the earthquake of the 12th June, and by 
the cyclone of the 24 th October in the South' Lushai Hills and the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts. In the latter the crpps were poor, and the outturns of winter rice, 
cotton, and sugarcane were resfi'cctively estimated at 2, 1, and 2 annas only. 
Tho public health was fair, but tliere was an outbreak of sporadic cholera, and 
fever was prevalent. Tho number of schools decreased by 10, and of pupils by 
184. The demand on account of land-tax increased from Rs. 10,250 to 
R.S. 1 1,991, which is partly due to extension of plough cultivation. Collections, 
however, fell oft largely, from Rs. 12,966 to Rs. 7,625. 

17. The acknowledgments of Government have already been made to the 
Commissioner, Mr. Collier, and to Mr. Anderson, the Collector of Chittagong, 
for the energy and humanity they showed in coming to the assistance of the 
sufferers from the cyclone and storm-wave. 

Mr. Manisty’s report is clear and concise, but meagre in certain points on 
which fuller information is desirable. Extracts from tho report are published 
for general information.

III.~WEA'.rHE.U AND CftOPS. 

18. On the whole the, weather was fairly seasonable, and the rainfall was 
sufficient as will be seen from the table below

19. The rain was well distributed in Tippera, and there was considerable 
increase in the outturn of all the princiipnl uropg, except lhadoi crops and 
mustard, which had a slight falling off, as tlui early months of the year were 
extremely dry. Jute prices were low, partly owing to over-production on 
account of tiro very high prices of thh two proviou.s years, 

20. The rainfall was somewhat unequal in the district of Noakhali, but 
on the whole not unsatisfactory. The Collector, as the result of special 
enquiries made by him, found that the outturn of am per. acre was 16 maunds 
and of aman 25 maunds, and that the district in an average year produces 
paddy enough for two years’ oonHumptioh. The raii crops suffered from want 
of rain at the sowing time, but the outturn was bettor than in the previous year 
of drought. The jute cultivation is repdrted to be extending appreciably in 
thauas llamganj and Lakliipur. The betel-nut plague has not re-appeared, 
^rho yield of betel-nut was 6 annas and that of cocoanut 10 annas. These two 
crops are an important .source of income to the people of Noakhali. 

21. "J’lio district of Chittagong, ewer some 70 miles of its length, was 
visited on the night of Sunday, the 24th October last, by a cyclone of excep- 
tional severity, which did groat damkge to houses and crops, including tea 
gardens, especially in the southern parts of the district, where the islands of 
Kutubdia and Moiscal and tbo neighbou^^g sea-board were submerged by a 
storm- wave. It swept everything that lay in its path, and drowned 14,000 
people and 15,000 cattle in the course of a few hours. Twelve native brigs 
were sunk in the river at Chittagong, and most of the public buildings, except 
masonry ones, all over the cyclone area, wore wholly or partially destroyed. 
Over Rs. 39,000 lias been spent on gratuitous relief out of a sum of Rs. 60,000 
contributed by the Central Famine Belief Fund, and Rs. 7,674 raised by private 
subscriptions, and Rs. 1,15,631 has been advanced fer the repair of embank- 
ments damaged by the storm-wave under the Land Improvement Loans Act. 
The year was also one of short rainfall, and the outturn of crops was much 
below the average. In the cyclone area it was reduced tP a 4-anna crop.

23. The low death-rate in Tippera seems to show that registration thero, 
despite previous year’s remarks, still continues to be defective. The personal 
attention of the Magistrate will bo drawn to this matter. Tho District 
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Inspector of Vaccination cbeckod the bittbs and deaths in 308 villages in 
Noakhali, and discovered only 4 omissions in births oat of 919 cases. 
Similarly, the Sub-Inspector, of Vaccination tested the entries in 106 villages, 
and found no omissions. Mr. Agasti thinks that the statistics of his district 
may, thereft)ve, be taken as accurate for all practical purposes. The marked 
increase of mortality in Chittagong is dup to the drowning of about 14,000 
persons on the night of the cyclone, and to the virulent epidemic of cholera 
which followed in the track of the stonn-wave. There was also a severe out- 
break in the hot weather, but most of tho deaths occurred after the cyclone. 
The increase of cholera mortality in Noakhali is duo, Mr. Agasti thinks, to 
climatic causes, though high prices made the people more amenable to it by 
lowering their vitality. Two extra hospital assistants were employed by the 
District Board of Tippera to give relief in out-of-the-way affected places. In 
Noakhali compounders were deputed to the aficctod tracts with a supply of 
medicines. Eight hospital asaistunts and a vaccinator were also employed in 
the submerged area of Chittagong, the cost being met from tlie funds of the 
Central itelief Committee. The Division was remarkably free from small-pox, 
while fever appears to have raged in all tho districts with increased virulence, 
accounting for over two-thirds of the whole mortality. Tlie increase in the 
number of deaths from bowel-complaints in I'ippora is ascribed by the Civil 
Surgeon to the influx of a large mimbor of destitute coolies from tea garden.^ 
and railway lines in Sylhot. ,,Mr. Kennedy writes:— “ The practice of steeping 
juto and bamboos and, in sottiie places, flax in the small rivers and khals is no 
doubt a cause of much ill heal&, but, as a rule, public opinion is in favor of 
the pinctice, and a strong preventive staff would be required to make any 
prohibitory rules effective. As tho effective prohibition of this practice is very 
doubtful, and to attempt it would certainly atut a great outcry, tho only plan 
at present seems to be to allow- .the public to continue to pollute its drinking- 
water, and to leave it to local bodies, such as municipalities and local unions or 
village panchayats, to ask for ; tho enforcing of rules to prevent pollution of 
water-supply. I would givd iheiu vigorous support, but without their aid no 
efforts will be effective, while an excess of odium would be thrown on Govei-rj- 
ment. Fortunately in this district tho annual cleansing of tho land and kluiL 
by floods very materially nunimizes the evils of tho pmctice,” 

24. The District Board ol Tippera spent Rs. 4,787 on a Pasteur filter 
at Chaudpur, Es. 2,735 on tonks, Us. 150 on ring wells, and Rs. 3,324 on klials 
for drainage. In Noakhali tho District Board laid out Rs. 5,130 and Rs. 4,920 
in improving drainage and wter-Supply respectively. Two new tanks worn 
excavated, and some othoM wore reclaimed. All the reserved tanks were 
cleared, and tho deepening of the drain from Kaliandi to Little Foni river was 
completed during the year. There was a regular scarcity of water, specially 
in the islands and the littoral tracts. In consequence of the drought even the 
water of the reserved tank tnrnod bad, and some of these tanks dried up 
ultogothor. Relief was afforded in tho worst places by temporary wells being 
.sunk and tanks being reserved temporarily witn tho consent of their owners. 
Mr. Agasti had, by issuing executive notices, 614 tanks and about 100 doseitcd 
homc-stoads cleared of weeds and jungle. The District Board of Chittagong 
cleared some tanks, public and private, and disinfected them with permanganate 
of potash after the cyclone, 

25. I’lie Municipality of Connlla spent Rs. 1,990, and that of Brahman- 
baria Ra. 1,118 on sanitary works. Even tho little Municipality of Noakhali 
spent Rs. 387 on wator-suijply, and Rs. 389 on drainage improvement, while 
tho Chittagong Municipality, the largest and most imiyortant in the Division, 
spent, it is icported, only Rs. 1,020 in taking levels of all important drains and 
in undertakijjg their repairs on a systematic plan, and only Rs. 2U on road- 
side wells and tanks. Nothing, has as yet been done to improve the existing 
sources of water-supply, to which its unhealthincss is bcliovod to be partly due. 

v.-matebial condition op the people. 

^ 26. The agricultural classes improved in circumstances by tho sale of 
tlicir surplus paddy and rice at the high prices which ruled during tho year. 
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In Noakhali, thongh tho early rice crop was on tbe whole satisfactory, yet a 
succession of bad uarvests and the destruction of betel-nut trees by disease 
brought matters to a bad state in places. I’ht! rice markot rose very high, 
and prices in parts exceeded famine rates. In Feni littoral, Sundwip, and 
in parts of Sadar thana only 6 seers of common rice could be had for the rupee 
in May, June and July. Burma rice hud actually to be imported from 
Chittagong to a place which has been looked upon as one of the granaries of 
Bengal. ^ 

A very handsome subscription was rai.sed, and altogether 19,909 people 
were gratuitously relieved. lielief works were al.'jo opened by the District Board, 
and in some exceptional cases, by the Kbas Mahal Departments. Advances 
were given on a large scale under the Agricultural Loans Act, and all Khas 
Mahal and Court of Wards’ collections were suspended for part of the year. 

27. In Chittagong two years of drought were followed by a good harvest. 
IMces foil, and prospects were brighter than they had been for many months, 
when suddenly the cyclone of the 24th October devastated a great part of the 
district. The crops lu tho islands and along tho sea-board were destroyed, 
and they were much damaged elsewhere, while all over the cyclone area many 
people became for the time houseless. The Central Famine Belief Committee 
placed Rs. 50,000 at the disposal of the local uulhorities for purposes of relief, 
and Rs. 7,674-l-l was received as donations from a lew wealthy men of Bengal 
including the Dacca Nawab. Rupees 89,909-5-10 was spent largely in the 
submerged area in charitable relief, and land improvement loans to the. 
extent of Rs. 1,15,631 have been given for the repair and reconstruction of 
the embankments swept away by the stOnn-M-avo, out of tho Rs. 1,25,500 
sanctioned by Uovciiimont, laittorly, relief was l>eing quite needlessly given in 
grain doles, and 1 induced tho Collector to stop it in May 1898 in Satkania. 

28. On the whole, Mr. Kennedy thinks the material condition of the 
people of Tip|)cra is remarkably good. As a rule they are well off, and 
ordinary labour in that district has all to be supplied from other places. The 
Noakliali peasants arc also generally w^l-fed, well-clothed and well-housed. 
It is only the comparatively few middle class people with fixed incomes who 
have some difficulty to live. Their standard of living has been rising consider- 
,ably in recent yours, while of late tho purchasing power of their incomes has 
decreased. I consider the Chittagoniiau lower orders remarkably well off 
(H>mparod with most parts of the Froviuce. 

V1.-EMIGBATION A»D IJIAIIGBITION. 

29. There was no regular immigration or emigration during the year. 
In Tippera a certain number of coolies drifted down from tho tea gardeuis 
and railway in Bylhet. They w'ore mostly broken down with illness, and 
many were women and children who h'^ lost their natural protectors. Cooly 
hospitals wero started for. them . at Comilla aud Chandpur, and helpless cases 
whom the Medical Officers thought likely to recover at home were sent on to 
Calcutta, as also woinen and children who had no male relatives to look after 
them. The evil was much, the same during 1897-98 as in the previous your, 
but witli the completion df tho railway it should materially diminish. Tho 
coolies from the railway Seem mostly to hav) been employed by petty con- 
tractors, and it was found impossible, to trace their history so as to fix the 
responsibility. T.he tea garden coolies were mostly free labourers, and seemed 
to have left tho gardens of their own accord. The District Board paid for 
the hospitals, and the Local Government for their carriage to Calcutta. The 
Government having sanctioned an alternative route for the conveyance of 
coolies for the Surma Valley districts by the Assam-Bengal Railway, three 
cooly depots or rest-houses have been constructed and a cholera hospital opened 
at Chandpur. 

30. A number of people as usual migrated from Nooklmli and Chittagong 
to Backergunge aud Burma daring the harvesting season for employment as 
day labourers. The exodus this year, however, was on a large scale owing to 
high prices and tho cyclone in Chittagong. The Burma labour market was 
ovor-stocked and wages probably low, Mr. Audorson, how'over, thinks that 
it afforded much relief after tho cyclone. One hundred and forty -live families 
emigrated to Arrakau from his district owing to tho high prices. 
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Til — PBIOE8 OP FOOD AMD liABOOR. 

31. Prices ruled high, common rico selling at 8 to 6| seors per rttpeo. 
It was only after the harvesting of tho winter rice that they began to fall. 
With the rise of the rice market there was a corresponding rise in the price 
of other food-grains. This, however, caused no variation in the prices of 
labour. Skilled labour of a superior kind is not to bo had anywhere in tho 
Division. It has to be imported from Calcutta or Dacca when required. The 
prices of ordinary unskilled labour continued stationary. Of course matters 
bccnimj abnoiinal for a time in Chittagong after the cyclone, and record prices 
both of food and labour ruled in the market. 


IX.-TltADF AND COMMEECE. 

35. The Assara-Bengal Railw.iy traverses the district lengthwise, tapj 

some of the important trade centres in the Cnanc 
pur and Sadar subdivisions. The trafBc of Brah- 
nianbaria subdivision i.s largely curried on by rivers. The internal trade is 
oarriod on partly by rivers apd partly by bullock-carts. As there are no 
i’egisiering centres, it is not poa^iblo to furnish any estimate of its extent. 
Tlio export trade of the district ro<c from 5,44,648 maunds to 7,37,725 mannds, 
while the import trado dro^bd from 3,43,579 maunds to 2,68,058 maunds. 
T he increase of export wamin. rico, jute, gunny*bag8 and mustard-seed. In 
import also there was a cqiAiderablo increase in piece-goods, cotton twist 
(European), gunny -hags, salt imd korosine oil. 

36. The principal articles of ('xports from this district arc paddy, husked 

NoaVhali hotel- nuts, oocoanuts, linseod, til, chillies, 

onion, cotton, eg^, hides and jute. The articles 
imported are chiefly piece-goods, yarn, petroleum, salt, twists, mustard oil, 
molasses, sugar, tobacco, brass and belhmetal articles, spices and betel leaves. 
The year of report and the one before it having been periods of severe and 
general shortness of crops, the export trade in paddy and rice, the most 
important produce of the aistrict, was not so brisk as in former years. Of 
the articles of import trade,', s^t and mustfo^ oil, being constituents of the 
daily food of the people, ore, consumed more or less by every family, while 
kero.<)iue oil has, owing to its cheapness, found !b,voxa with tho poorer classes. 
Tobacco, molasses and sugar are largely consumed, as also betel leaves, most 
of which are imported from iPackergunge. 

37. As already stated in 1896-97 the gec^praphical configuration of this 

district is very disadvantageous from a commercial point of view. There are 
only a few navigable rivers intersect the district, while the large rivers 
that border it are too big for -country boats to ply with safety, except daring 
the winter season. Daring, the rains, howovei^ all the khals in the district 
become navigable by dug-outs. . . ^ 

38. T’he formerly most important commercial mart in this district, the 
Raipura hat, has lost its importance o\^g to the partial silting up of the 
Dakatya river on which it stands, and the depression in the botol-nut trade 
consequent on the destruction of the trees bv plague. Ohowmohani is now the 
most important mart fur the export of paddy and rice, the other important rice 
marts being Bosur hdt in Bamni, Bhaheberhit in Hatiya, char Ahi and Nando 
Bhuia’s hdts in Sandip, Panohgachia and Foolgazi bats in the Feni subdivision. 

39. A railway to connect the town of Noakhali with the Laksham 
station on tho Assam-Bongal Railway line haa been sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment of India, and it is likely that cither the Assam-Bengal Railway Company 
or some other Company will soon take up its construction. 

40. The steamer service between Noakhali and Barisal continued to ply 
four times in the week each way during tho year. There was^ anotnor 
bi-weekly and intermittent service between tho mainland and Sandip during 
the winter seaimn. The quantity of goods imported by steamers was 40,938 
maunds, against 60,279 maunds of tho preceding year, while tlie quantity 
exported was 8,383 maunds, against 99,460 maund.s of the previous year. 
Tho largo ful] in exports was owing to short crops and betelnut plague. 
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Infcer-iocal boat traiBc registered 
at Chittagoug. 


41. Tlio figures are given in Statements B and C appended. As reported 

last year, no improvement in the system of inter- 
local boat trafiic registration at Chittagong has yet 
been devised. 

42. Imports. — Husked and unhusked rice constitute the staple imports. 
The quantity registered was 1,88,606 niauuds, against 1,16,901 maunds in 
1896-97, showing an increase of 71,616 maunds. The increase under the heads of 
cotton (raw), chillies and tobacco also is most marked, wliile there was a noticeable 
decrease in cocoanuts, hides, betel-nuts, sugar (unrefined), timber and firewood. 

^Z, ';>£xp^is . — European piece-goods, husked rice and cocoanuts registered 
show a Ifl^^ increase, and unhusked riee and salt large falling off. No explan- 
ation has been furnished witli regard to the fluctuations in exports and imports. 

44. The instructions contained in Government Circular No. 103, dated 
the 22nd July 1897, have been followed in (‘.»>mpiling the statistics of trade of 
this Division for the year 1897-98. The import and export statementvs with 
regard to the 24 staples have been iMrepaxed and submitted in fonns Nos. 
XXXIV, XXXy and XXXVI. A similar statement in form No. XXX VII for 
the whole Division, excluding the tiuffie moving between the distiicts within 
the Division, is also ajppended. Besides these, two statements of imports and 
exports in forms Nos. XXXVIII and XXXIX with regard to tho trade of the 
several districts with Calcutta have boon prepared from the monthly statements 
publislied in the Calcutta Oazctk and' annexed herewith. With reforenm to 
the instructions contained in paragrtrah 3 . of tlie Government circular No. 1, dated 
the 20th April 1896, the District Officers'havc prepared and submitted amalga- 
mated statements showiug separately the total import and export trade in each 
of the 24 staples 'carried by rail and along the Naaia rivers and canals. From 
these statements divisional statements have been prepared in my oiBce, and 
are submitted as appendices to this report, bearing No. XL. In preparing this 
statement tho internal trade between the soveriil districts of this Division has 
been excluded, as directed by Government. 

45. The Port Commission during tike year consisted of throe representatives 

of European jmd two of native firms, the Magistrate 

Port of .huugong. Chittagong, and the Assistant Agent auS Oliief 

Engineer, Assam-Bengal Railway, with Mr. J. D. Anderson, Mr. h’. R. 8. Collier, 
and, for the last few days of the year, myself as its Chairman, and Mr. E. Good 
(Port OflScerl as Vice-Chairman. The Cfommissioners held 12 ordinary meetings 
and 1 special meeting, with an avew^e atikendance of 5*1. 

46. The cyclone caused serious ^mago to the port. Some of tho moor- 
ings were injured, and all the bar apd-river channel buoys were dragged out 
of position. The light tower of tho Kutubdia Light house had its walls cracked, 
and every pane of glass of tho lantcra-MOm broken. The frame on vrhich 
the cut-glass reflector stood was sq completely smashed that it had to be tem- 
porarily replaced by a dioptric light from the tug Gohko, and a flare was 
burnt every 15 minutes from the top of the tower. Tho damages were promptly 
repaired by Mr. Good, the mooringis and the buoys were relaid, tho tug 
O^kko ronderiug valuable assistance in this emergency. 

47. Owing tOi tho consequent strain on their finance, the Commissioners 
were unable to repay any portion of the balance of the loan of Rs. 2,00,000 
which still stands at Rs. 1,48,686-8-8. tho loan of Rs. 33,000 taken for 
mooring materials, Rs. 2,519-10-8 was paid up. 

48. Tho opening balance at the credit of the Port Fund was Rs. 8,700. 
The receipts during ^e year yielded Rs. 1,09,785, and tho expenditure amounted 
to Rs. 1,01,983, leaving a balance of Rs. 13,510. As compared with tho previous 
year, the receipts increased by Rs. 60,109j and tho expenditure by Rs. ‘ 12,714. 
The hospital port dues stood thus; receipts, Rs. 5,726 j opening balance of 
previous year, Rs. 4,680; disbursements, Rs. 4,997; and closing balance, 
Rs. 5,408. The health of the port was good. Eighty-eight seamen were 
admitted into hospital, and 76 were discharged cured. Admissions in tho pre- 
vious year were only 21. 

49. The chief wticles of export were rice, paddy, jute, tea and salt, 
and of import kerosino, salt, hardware and cutlery, railway materials, piece- 
goods, juto, paddy, rioo and sugar.

•'>0. Tho total valuo of the foreign trade of the year amounted, to 
Rs. 81,50,349, and that of the interportaT trade to Rs. 1,59,70,695, showing an 
increase of Rs. 6,10,747 in tho former, and Rs. 17,13,041 in the latter, as 
compared with the previous year. Tlie increase in imports was Rs. 9,08,482, 
chiefly in korosino oil from America and salt from the United Kingdom, and 
that in exports was Rs. 14,15,306 contributed cliitfly by the export of rice to 
Ceylon and Trinidad, and of jute to tho United Kingdom, Hamburgh and 
Dunku’k. The total increase of Rs, 23,23,788, however, is not sufficient to 
cover the large falling off of Rs. 58,80,926 of the previous year. The cyclono 
of the 24th October last, which partly damaged tho crops, did not allow trade 
to recover from the paralysis inflicted on it by the drouglit and scarcity of the 
previous year.

51. The total receipts of the year amounted to Rs. 6,65,2,73, salt duty 
alone contributing Rs. 6,11,442. They show an increase of Rs. 13, 165 chiefly 
in import and export duty, and a falling off of Rs. 1,38,141 in salt duty, as 
compared with the results of the previous year. This decrease is due chiefly 
to smaller clearances of salt for Tippera, and for local consumption, in 
consequence of two years’ bad crops and the cyclone. The disbursements 
showing a total of Rs. 37,350 left a margin of Rs. 6,27,923 in favour of 
Government. 

52. The Juldeah Customs station at the entrance to the port was abolished 
during the year, and the staff was removed to hoad^quartors. The present 
Customs oflice building being in a bad way aud quite unfit for the purpose, 
a proposal for a new building is under the consideration of Government.

XXIV,-CK)iaiUJSlICATIONS. 

117. The KaSba, the Merkota, the Lewi and Syamagram to Lakhiganj 
kbals were excavated and made navigable for internal traflio in Tippera. 
Four feeder roads were also constructed at a cost of Bs. 3,858. The Sylhet 
and Cachar lino of steamers continued to touch at sey^al important place.s 
on the Meghna, and the boat services between Camilla and Narainganj, 
Akhaura and Bruhmanbaria, and Maniknagar and Brahmanbaria were inain- 
tainod, tho last only receiving subsidy &om the Tippera District Board. 

118. Two new roads were made in Noakhali, and the steamer service 
between Noakhali and Barisal was kept np. Tho cyclono in Chittagong blew 
down many bungalows, damaged bridges, and blocked up roads, specially the 
hill paths with fallen trees. It also wawed away jetty approaches, and caused 
other damages, which taxed the resources of the Distnet Board to repair. 
Little else was, therefore, done during the year in that district.

136. The district reports ore extremely meagre as to information 
regarding the working of the Local Boards and Union Committees. It is not 
even stated what funds and what works were assigned to them. They all show 
deterioration in the attendance of members. These institutions seem to exist 
only in name and might well be done away with. The Union Committees in 
Tippora ore reported by Mr. Kennedy to be still in doubtful condition. The 
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District Boards of Tippera and Noakhali, like that of Chittagong, are capable 
of attending to the requirements of thoir districts. The Local Boards of 
Noakhali arc said to liavo worked well, with some instances of friction between 
the Sadai- Board and the District Enginoer—a result of tho division of authority. 

13 i'. The District Board of Chittagong got considerably into debt owing 
to c^'clono damages, aggravated by the absence on leave of their old and 
oxpeiit'iicod Vico-Ohairnian (Rai liLailas Chandra Das Bahadur), the accounts 
falling into confusion so that the Board could not toil until May last how they 
really stood. Tho year closed with a deficit of lls. 0,744. Owing to largo 
])aynionts not having been made though duo within the year, tho estimated 
deficit at tho close of tho cun’ent year was Bs. 61,512, which, however, has 
eon rciducetl by about Rs. 38,000 by reducing current expenditure. 

138. There were five Municipalities in the Division to which the Cliand- 

pur municipality was added during the year, 
nnicipa ity. Exccpt Cox’s Bazar and Chandpur, all other 

municipalities have elective syst-im.

111. Mr. Kennedy thinks the Brahman baria Municipality is top poor to 
be of much use. It includes a gi’eat quantity of agricultural land, and the 
main roads have to be kept up by the District Board. As regards tlie Noakbali 
Municipality Mr. Agasti writes: — “The sanitary condition of the Municipality 
is on the whole remarkably good, and the introduction of Part IX of the 
Municipal Act from the Ixjginuing of the year under report has brought 
about a material improvement in the state of the town. The drains are in 
fuirly good order and tho conservancy arrangements generally satisfactory,” 
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143. Tlio provisions of Part IX of the Arnnidpal Act, after consult ntbli; 
friction and an outbreak of incendiarLano, possibly caused by them, were intro* 
duced into the town of Chittagong, and tne operations have been started in tlie 
whole of one ward and in the greater part of two other wards. With 
this exception, nothing further was aono to improve the sanitation of tho town. 
The water-supply scheme referred to in the last year’s report still remains 
practically where it was last year. Tho Assam-Jiongal Railway Company have 
offered only to pay for tho quantity of water actually taken by them instead 
of a fixed subsidy, and the matter being referred to the Government of India, 
they have enquired whether the credit of the municipality would justify a loan 
of Rs. 3,60,000 being given to it fpr the pm-poso. Ine scheme seems to me 
much too costly.

• 143. Gazetted appointments held by Muhammadans were 0, ministerial 
appointments 180, ami mcnial.posts 655, nemly the same as in the preceding 
year, when the respective numbers were 8, 1 (>8 and 640. Their claims are 
reported to have been carefully considered iu every district. Mr, Kennedy 
remarks : — “ In the lower grades a fair number of Muhammadans have boon 
appointed, but it is still extremely difiScult to get a fair number of competent 
men for the higher posts,” 

Mr. Agasti says: — “The claims of Muhammadans are always borne in 
mind when suitable vacancies occur. Eligible Muhammadans are very rare in 
tiiis district. In the whole staff of ministerial officers and apprentices under 
the Magistrato-Cpllcctor, tliero is not a single Muhammadan who lias passed the 
Entrance examination.” 

144. The Chittogong Madrasah has, however, now begun to turn out more 
Entrance-passed students, and all the B.A. students do not yet seoni to have 
found employment,

XXXIVi-SOCIAL AND POLITICAL INSTITUTIONS. 

165. There are none worth mentioning in this Division , The Rate-payers’ 
Association and Branch Islamia Association of Noakhali evinced no signs of 
life during tho year. In Chittagong, the Islam Association worked for the im- 
provement of the Muhammadans, and for securing Government employments 
for them. It is also reported to have helped them on a very small scale after 
the cyclone. Tho so-called Chittagong People’s Association, tho members of 
which are chiefly pleaders of the town, favoured Mr. Anderson with criticisms 
of Bills, specially the Sedition Act, the Criminal Procedure Act, and the Tenancy 
Act. After tho cyclone it acted in concert with the local Brahmos and collect- 
ed money for helping the distros.sed, of which, however, the Magistrate knows 
nothing. The Arjya Shava of Chittagong is said to he doing good work iu 
stimulating an interest in Hindu relinous literature. Mr. Anderson regrets 
that no interest is'taken by the school-mastei’s in tho United Schools Athletic 
Club. 

156. Tho people of this Divmon ordinarily take interest in nothing 

outside their own villages. It is only the pleaders 
*"^**''* let'hBg «nd pub- othet educated men who take any interest in 
public matters. The Diamond Jubilee was duly 
celebrated. The high price of rice and low })ric0 of jute in places aroused 
public intere.st in Tippera, w'bile in Chittagong town the latrine tax was very 
unpopular. Tippera possesses 5 piipting presses, Noakhali 3 and Chittagong 5 
Noakhali has no newspaper. Tho Tripura Prokask of Coinilla has ceased 
to exist, and in its place hits sprung up a fortnightly paper called the Tripura 
Bitokhif said to bo edited by a member of the local Bar. There arc two news- 
papers now in Chittagong — the old-Cstablished Sanshodhinee and tho newly- 
started Jnoti. They are not always too accurate in their information, and 
generally exaggerate Any failure of crops, damage by cyclones, and so forth.

First forecast of the winter-rice crop in Bengal, 1898. 

Explanatory district returns appended to this note 
report on the state of the crop about the middle of September. 
Tlie figures of normal area given in those returns have been 
revised by District Officers, partly with reference to the 
areas sown during the patt five years, and partly as the 
ro.sult of special enquiries on the subject. As with other 
forecasts published duiiug the current year, a percentage 
notation of outturn has been adopted in place of the anna 
notation previously used. Under the new system of nota- 
tion, 100 represents the normal outturn per acre, or the 16- 
auua crop of the former system. 

2. Character of the ssasoa.— The rainfall of the season 
up to the third week of September has already been described 
in the first forecast on tlie hhadoi crops of Bengal, dated 
the 27th t^epten>bor 1898. In April, it was deficient over 
the whole of Bengal Proper, but not by a large amount, 
except in Ea.st Bengal. It was a little above the ikonnal in 
Orissa, find about normal in (?liota Nagpurand Bibar. In May, 
tho rainfall was slightly Ijelow the average in all parts of these 
Provinces except Bihar, where there was only a nominal excess. 
On the whole, these ante- monsoon showers seem to have been 
favourable to the cultivation of winter rice in the extensive low- 
lying areas of East, Norti), and Central Bengal. In Juno, the 
rainfall was abundant and well distributed in Bengal Prober 
and Cliota Nagpur, and deficient in IHbar and Orissa. In J uly, 
it was generally below the normal. In August, the rainfall was 
above the noimal everywhere, except in parts of North 
Bengal and North Bihar, where the deficieuoy caused serious 
delay in transplantation. Towards the end of this month, 
very hesivy rain fell in Eastern Bengal, and did some damage 
to winter rice in Noakhali and Chittagong. In the first 
week of September, good general rain fell throughout the 
Province, excepting parts of North Bihar and Orissa, where 
more rain was still ref^uired for transplantation. In the 
second week of September, heavy rain fell in the north of 
the Province and especially in North Bihar, elsewhere 
rain was moderate. In Orissa more rain was still wanted. 
In the third week of September, there was generally heavy 
rain tlnonghout the Province, acoompanied by high wind. 
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Tljw satno kind of weather prevailed during tlio early part 
of the following week, but ninco then tiio wcatlicr haa boconK' 
line and settled all over the Province. 

The excossivo rain of September cati,fvl floods in Midna- 
porc, Murshidabad, Patna, Saran, Cl)jnu;iaran, Muzallarpur, 
Darbbanga, Alongliyr, Jihagalpur, Piuncu, and Balasore. 
The extent of damage done by those fl 'ods to winter rice is 
not yet accurately known. It has unduuhtodly boon groat in 
low-lying lands in North Biliar, but (;lsp,vhore has not been 
serious, and tlio loss sustained aliould not alfect the outturn 
,,«»of winter rico for the Province as a On high lands, 

tho heavy rain of Septombor, althou;.^!) coming late, has 
proved useful in some places for transpl'iitation. In Cuttack, 
locusts were rc^ported to have done ss-iue damago to paddy 
in tho beginning of September. Insc-ct pests have appeared 
also in Backergunge and Balaaoro. (hi'hsJi uppers hav<j been 
doing much damage to paddy in Midii-.pf)ro. 

fl. Aren cuUwakil.-^Kficovdjji^ to tlso revised figures 
shown in column 5 of the appended rot urns, it will bo seen 
that the normal area under winter rico : . mounts to 31,195,600 
acres. The area under cultivation tid.i year is estimated 
in tho same returns as 31,938,600 at r; .! eg-ainst 31,815,500 
acres estimated to have been eultiv.iicd in 1897. TIjcre 
is an incre)^ in area this year as (o.-iipared with that of 
last year ^^id with the normal area, o,nd this Is due to 
scasonablo Ihinfall, and to the extension of paddy cultiva- 
tion on lands hitWto smvn witli jid.o— a result brought 
about by the low price fetched by juto lust year and the 
high price of food-OTains. Tho areu ! catered in columns 3 
and 4 of the statistics below have ia some oases been 
revised by this Department, and some tliscropancies between 
them and tho areas previously, repoi tod are being enquired 
into. 

4. Character of the crop,^^ rcfVrcnce to the district 
returns, appended hereto, will show that out of 45 districts 
of these Provinces, 16 districts report crops above tho normal 
(100 per cent.) 10 districts return normal crops, and 18 
districts report crops between 75 and 100 per cent. Chitta- 
gong only reports a crop belotv 75 per cent. Nine districts 
report better crops than last year, 7 ecjual crops, and 29 
worse crops. Damago has been done by t!ie recent floods; 
but as the weather is now more favouniblo, and flood- water 
is^ subsiding, it is hoped that mudi of tho submerged paddy 
will be saved. In several districts, the heavy rains of 
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September have, on the other hand, greatly improved the 
fxrospects of the crop. The crop is now roughly esti- 
mated by this Department as a 95 per cent, crop, against 
a 97 per cent, crop, which appears to have been harvested 
lust year. This year’s crop is reported to have been sown 
on a larger area than that of last year.

The Annual Returns on the werliing of tho Charitable Dispensaries in Bengal for tli<‘ 
year 1896, and the Resolulion recorded thereon by Government. 

Under tlie orders in force, a full report on tho working of niufa.sH:i.l 
disjHJii.sario3 is submitted once in three years. In th(5 intermediate years, only 
statistical returns are submitted, with such brief comments a.s tho figures ap- 
pear to call for. 'I'he last triennial report was submittc^d by Surgeon-Oelouel 
Ross in 1806, and dealt with the lliree years 1898, 1804, and 1805 ; and tlu' 
next will not be due till the closi- of tlie present ycjnr. 

Tho returns for 1807 wore due to Governmont on tho LstMay, hut were net 
received mitil tho 6th September, or nearly four moritbs after tho j)roj)cr date. 
The delay was no doubt mainly due to the present Inspector-General having 
only received charge of his ofiice after the close of tho year to which tlu>y 
relate. Tho Lieutenant-Governor trusts that greater punctuality will lu; 
observed in future. 

2. Tlic number of dispensaries open at tho close of the year was 477 — a 
net increase over those open in 1806 of 22 institutions. I’wenty-five now 
dispensaries wore opened during 1897, and two others which previously exi.sted 
submitted tlicir returns for the first time and were brought on to tlie Govern- 
ment list. Of those newly ojamed, 1 was in class I, 16 in class 11, 6 in 
class Ill-A, and 3 in class lll-B. The steady increase in tho number of 
class II disppn3arie.s, as tho Inspciitor-General of (!hvil ilo8)>ital3 remarks, show.s a 
laudable desire on tho part of local bodies to bring medical relief within easy 
reach of the people. The District Board of Backergunge alone has est;ibli.shod 
no less than 1 1 aisponsaries during tho last two years, 'i’he addition of eleven 
new institutions in class HI shows that private individuals also were not behind- 
hand ill providing modical relief for their poorer neighbours. Five dispensaries 
arc showTi as having been closed in 1897. Of these, the dispensary at Baugaon 
was not really closed, but was removed froih the Governmont list, owing to the 
transfer of tlm management of tho Bengal Central Railway, by w'hich it is 
maintained, to a private company; the two Lady Dufferin Zanana Ho.-^pltal-i 
at Bhagalpur wore amalgamattid ; and three wore actually closed. Tlio 
477 dispensaries remaining ojien at the close of tho year ai’c classilied as

Ah in previous years, Bongul, as cbnipared with other provinces, shows 
tho lowest number of patients per dispensary. Tlie rea.sons for thi.s have been 
f\dly explained in previous Kesoiutions. The I .i catena nt -Govern or hoj^es that, 
with the increase of charit-ible disijensaries in tho mufassal, and a.s a conse- 
quence of the closer supervisi^m now exercised and the greater attention paid to 
the comfort of patients, Bengal will gradually oveitako those provinces in 
w^iich the standard of niedicjil charity is higher. Tho provision of separate 
wards for pauper and morihmxl patients, orders regarding which have recently 
boon issued by this Government, is also likely to result in an increase in tlie 
number of patients. 

6. Medical Oj^cerd in cMrye of Dispensai ici ^. — Of the 477 di.spensarie.s open 
at the close of tho year, 234 were in charge of Aledical officers of the Government 
establishmeiiit and 243 in charge of local nativ*^ doctors, against 235 a»id 220 
respectively in the previous year. Of tho 234 officers of tho Government 
establishment, 73 were Assistant Surgeons and 161 Civil Elospital Assisf ants. 

6. Inspeclions . — The number of dispensaries inspected by Civil Siu’geons 
rose from 374 to 382, and tho number visited four times and over, as required by 
Rule 20 of the Disjunisary Manual, from 153 to 161. The number of dis})cn8ane3 
visited less than four times remains the same as in the previous year, while the 
number not inspected at all rose from 17 to 27. Tho explanation o£fere<l l>y 
Civil Surgeons of their failure to pay tho prescrihsd number of vi.sits is not in 
all cases satisfactory. TIuib, tlie dispeiiBjvry at Giridih is said to be inaccess- 
ible ilui'ing the rain.s, which is not correct. In IJowrah, though fhero are 
only four dispousju’ics outside the hond-quavtors town, tho Civil Surgeon visited 
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Ilf tlioHi only twice? and niiothcw only llirf?c times. In tlio Sd-Parf^anus tlio 
Civil Surgeon visited Kamavhati oiiilit (iincK, -whilo the dispoiisaiy ut C%>ssiporc, 
which is lai’ge and important, and whi< h lies on tlio direct road from the liead- 
<|uart.cr 3 to Kaiuarliati, was only vixiled twice, [n this district, however, the 
iimiibor of dispensaries is unusually largo, and the Civil Surgeon’s duties are 
heavy. 

d’he Insjiector-Geiioral makes the following remarks on the subject of 
inspeolions; — “There seems to rne to honoroa-sou why Civil Surgeons should not 
d<» more in.spe<;tlon, wliicih would b.' easy without detriment to their other 
dutie'5 if they arranged their tours in a more systematic manner than tliey 
seem to do at present. This will bo insisted on in tho amalgnmalion scheme 
of tin? Sanitary with the Medical Depai-tinent which is about to tako place.” In 
these- remarks, the Lieutenant-Governor fully concurs. Medical subordinates 
at outlying stations cannot be oxpeelod to do their work ofliciontly without 
])ropcr supervi.sion, any more than oiticers of tho same standing in other depart- 
luouts; and it is Just as necessary for a Civil Surgeon to iusjiect his dispensaries 
as for ii District Officer to iusjK'i't; his subdivisions, or a Sujicrinte-ndeut of 
Polii?o, his tintnas. Nor is it sufficient uieroly to examine the dispensary 
rogislcrs, and the state of instrumouts and drugs. A Civil Surgeon, when 
visiting a dispeiisary, should always arrange to do so when patients are present, 
and ho should require the officer in charge to examine them in his presence, and 
make sure that this e^selltial duty is pci*formo(l in an efficient and not in a 
peifunctory uianuer. In this way alone cuir he ascertain whether his subor- 
dinates are up to their work, and an* not iu the habit of scamping it. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is aware that this most important subject is receiving 
Dr. nendloy’.s earne.st attention, and desires to assure him of the full sup^iort of 
Government in his efforts to effect a imich'noi.fded reform,

'J’hc total number of patients treated during the year shows an increa.so of 
149, u03 over the previous year. 'J’he figures show that tho annual iucrea.s8 in 
attendance at hospitals still lags far hehiuil the normal increase of population, 
which in Bengal is not loss than ’7 per cent, per annum. In seven dispen- 
saries till? increase in the number of patients was over 3,000, the most 
marked improvement being in the Bhonga dispensary in Faridpur (0,494) and 
the Kalinipong Mission Hospitirl in Darjeeling (5,640). Ou tho other liaiid, 
there wn.s a dccrea.so of 2,000 and upwards in the ca.so of 16 dispensaries, tho 
largest being in Laheria Sarai in thi* district’ of Darbhanga, where tho number 
fell off by 9,437. lncroa.se8 are attributed either to tho growing po}»ulaiity of 
the dispensary or lo the greater appreciation by the ])eople of medical charity, 
while decreases arc ascribed to tho hoalthiness of the year, and to the panic 
caused in Bihar by the publication of the plague regulations towards the end of 
tlie y(?ar. Nine out of the 16 dispensaries which show a large docroaso were 
-ituatedin districts affected by faniino, and it is probable that a certain number of 
pci .sons who would have attended them received medical relief in poor-houses. 

patknlH. — In-door patients wore received in 201 dispen.saries as 
c.oinparcd with 192 in the previous year, and tho number thus trorrted rose from 
47,1('9 to 5.5, 644, being an incroa.so of 8,535 or inox*o than ouo-sixth. The 
numbi . of beds available increased from 3,057 to 3,247, and tho daily average 
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aiteniliinoo from 1,898 to 2,32G. Tlio iiirronso in tlie flaily JiUon<l:]ri« (* Is sntl.S' 
far-toiy, l>nt it id still far bolow the nuinbor of bods jirovicb cl. Huh, tbo 
Jjionicnant-Governor is afraid, will contiuuo to bo the case until suiiablo aocom- 
niodation ff>r relatives of patients is provided near each dispc-nsaiy. 'I'lu* 
attention of Dispensaiy aidhnritios has mor<^ than oncc3 boon drawn to tlic maUrr, 
but tlioir funds do not ])ornut of very ropid progress boin^ iuad(?. The 
Licutonimt-Governor will be glad if th<? Jnspeotor Gcmoral will .state in tlu' 
next triennial report what improvement Las Im cu cfrected in tin's respect. The 
ninnber of deaths among in-door patients rose from 5,487 to 8,172 and the. 
death rate from 11*61 to 14*6(S. In the y* **-!' midor review, a largo munber of 
patients was no doubt admitted in an emaciated aiul anaemic ooiiuition. Tlio 
])i)grim centres of Gaya and Dooghur record a high^ir doatb-ratc tlian in tho 
previous year. At Guya it was almost double, viz., 16 0 against 8'25 in the 
previous year. Tlje Puri dispensary shows a death-rate of 2S'88 agaijist b2 17 
in 1890. 

9. Ont-di^ny patl^nU . — The number of out-door patients ro.se from 2,6^7,501 
to 2,7^8, lOtS, or 140,967 more than in 1MJ6. The steady incrouse iu tho 
number of out-door patients is so far satisfacr.oiy, but the number still fid].< >boLt 
of tile nundior treated in 1896 in tho North-Western Provinces (3,81)2,1) 18) and 
tlio Piiii jnb (3,070,117), where the populatii^n i.s far loss than in JJcngal. The 
daily aveiHire attoiuhinco was 19,494 as compared with 18,377, tho inerouso Ixang 
on a far smaller scale than that nf in-patients. Tucedy-ono dispensa.vic.s Jiad an 
average daily attendance of 100 and upwards in 1896, as w^elJ a.s in 1897, as 
against 2t> in the year 1895, The largest daily attcndanco (223*43) was at the 
l.)Lirttraon di.'-ponsary. 

10. irca^yd . — 'Die number of cases of malarial fever treated iwo 
fi'fun 506,757 far 536,438. T'hcrc W'os an increase under this bead in all the 
I )i visions except tlie Presidency, whore the innui)er of cases f»dl from 103,559 to 
96,891. Tho iruToaso was largest in thedistrhd of Myniensingli. When recontiy 
j evienviiig tho Sanitary ^ lommissionoris report for 1897, tho Lioutenant-GtiVernor 
noticed tl)at the mortality from fever was highest in Pubna ; but from the 
present report it appears that the number of patiiuits treated in hospital for this 
disease iu that di.'itrict rose only from 7,305 to 7,703. In Hazaribu.gh, whore 
tile same disease was very prevalent, the number treated rose tr<mi 3.648 
to 5,10 h In Ihingpur and Diiiajpur, which also had a high mortality fiom 
tins ciiusii, tln-rc w^as a largo diruiimtion in tho number treated, of wliio.h 
IK) explanation is given. T'he number of cholera cases treated rose from 
14,388 to 10,815, The district which suffered most from this (‘ausc ^vas 
('Jhiltiigong, where there were two epidemics of the disease during 1897: one in 
the hot weather and one after the cyclone. The increase iu cholera, in the 
(yhota. Nagpur Division is ascribed to famine. );o\vol comphiinls (dysc'uttay and 
diarrluea ' account for 166,516 admiasions as against 137,508 in 1890. Tho 
number of cases of sinall-pox tivated rose from lv83 to 208. Altliough tiie num- 
ber of cases treated under the various bonds sliows an increase, this must bo 
artcribod more to the fact that the prevailing scarcity made the people rcinlicr to 
iif'cept (jbarity than to the unhealthiness of tho your. The death-rate among 
the general population was only 32*94 per millc against 34*17 in 1896. 

1 1- Jteforo next year’s report is submitted, it is probable tluit the amal- 
gamation of the Hanitary Conunissioner’s llcpartmont with the Medical Depart- 
niont wdll have been carried out. In that case, the Lieutenaiit-GoveDior would 
bo glad if the Inspector-General of Civil llo-pitals in submitting tlio trif unial 
report for ti»o three years 1896, 1897, and 189'', will arrange to collate f u* each 
district or division the figures of the chief diseases ju’ovalent among Mic goiu'ral 
population with those of patients treated for the same dis(»iisos ai. the public 
)iosj)ilals within the same urea. It is probable tliat useful deductions may be 
drawn from such a comparison both as to tho defecr.ts of e.xisting institutions 
and us to tlie directions in whidi public r<vjuiiemonts are etlicicntly provided 
for, 

12. l^tir<j{cal operations , — The total number of surgical operations performed 
rose from 124,007 to 135,505. Of these^ 13,115 were jjrincipal, and 2,390 
secondary, operations against 122,187 principal, and 1,880 secondary, oporaiions 
ill 1890. Of tli<* imtients operated on, 125,45 1 were cured, 6,542 relit ved, 1,080 
otherwise discharged, and 216 died. Tlie more imp«)itaut opcrfitions numbcriid 
3,596, of which no less than 2,718 were extraction of lens. The number of 
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ojx'vations for litliotoniy slio-ws an incr<«i30 of three cases, and for litholopaxy 
ii di'croase of si-vi'n «\-isos. The increase was under the liead of

The mniibor of cases of ovariotomy was the same as in 1896, viz., 15.‘ The 
result of oj)erations was not, however, so satisfactory— one-third of the oases 
having ended fatally. 

Id. Urs o/paficn/s . — The number of males treated increased from 1,603,533 
to l,71I,7d‘2 and the number of females from 423,238 to 468,670. The number 
of children admitted also increased from 657,839 to 663,700, The average daily 
atteudanco of iii-door patients of the female sex rose from 372 to 448, but was still 
very small in relation to the accommodation available. The Lieutenant- 
Governor, liowevor, hopes that the new plan of Cottage Hospitil, which has 
been circulated for adoption in the construction of new builoings and which 
provides for tho separate treatment of female patients, both in the in-door and 
out-door departments, will have the effect of increasing their number.

the opening balance of Rs. 27,048, was Rs. 9,30,578 against Rs. 8,05,320 of tho 
nrevions year. Tho net increase, excluding opening balance, was Rs 73 707 
'riie Government contribution rose from Rs. 70,004 to Rs. 83,786. The chief 
item of increase, (Rs. 3,347) was under the head of salaries of medical officers 
and is duo to the order issued in Government Resolution No. 2977Modl.* 
datotl the I8th July 1896, requiring local bodies to contribute the averao-e 
salaries of medical officers employed b)r them, Government undertakin<» to meet 
their grade pay. Receipts from municipal and other local funds amounted to 
Us. 4,83,969, or 51*89 per cent, of the total income, as againsit Rs. 4,28735 
or 50*13 jier cent, the previous year. The amount derived from municipali- 
tios shows an incroaso of Rs. 19,160. Subscriptions from Europeans and natives 
combined constituted 37 per cent, of the total income or 3*49 per cent, less 
than in 1896. The amount subscribed by Europeans shows an increase of 
Rs. 5,106, and that by natives a decroase of Rs. 6,057. The decrease in 
subscriptions from the latter is ascribed to tho general financial pressure con- 
sequent on the scarcity which prevailed during the year. Receipts from 
paying patients also show a decline, the figures being Rs. 1,713 as against 
Rs, 1,930 in 1896. ^ 

16. The total expenditure rose from Rs. 8,29,372 to Rs. 8,90,203 owing 
in the main to increases in the number of dispensaries and of patients treated. 
The chief item of increase was salaries, but charges on account of diet also 
rose from Rs. 78,222 to Rs. 1,06,680, and the cost of European medicines from 
Rs, 1,15,446 to Rs. 1,30,398. Tho Increase of Rs. 38,458 under the head 
Diet is partly due to the dearness of food-grains and partly to a more liberal 
scale of diet having been granted to i»tients who wore admitted in a weak or 
emaciated condition owing to the scarcity of food-grains. Tho cost of buildino-s 
and repairs shows an increase of Rs. 9,808, and is attributed to the damage done 
by the earthquake,. Tho year closed with a cash balance of Rs, 40,376.

T'ho returns are six weeks late, but there is excuse. The work of th«‘ 
department was greatly interfered with during the year owing to the fact 
that the military operations on the frontier ren<loi'ed it necessary to recall 
tlio Deputy Sanitary Commissioners and Sapeiintendents of Vuccination to 
military duty at the beginning of August. During the greater part of tbe 
year the Sanitary Connnissioneri in addition to his own duties, hold charge of 
tvvo out of the three circles into which the province is divided for the iiurpose." 
of vaccination, while Assistant 'Surgeon Gopal Ohandra Mukherji took <*.harge 
of the third. 

2. Sirength of Jnspeeiing md Working Staff , — The following table com- 
parea the strength of the supervising and working staff during the last two 
years : — 
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Ono Inspectorship in Ciilcutta and anotho)- in the Bhagalpur Municipalit}' 
were abolished^ while ono appointnient was made in the new municipality at 
(jarclen Reach. The appointment of one nano bead Vaccinat«n* in tlio I’ldbu- 
taiy States accounts for the rise in the inspecting staff, and the entertainment 
of a number of paid vaccinators in the fatnine-stricfcen areas and of licensed 
vaccinators in , some of the other districts, accounts for the increase in the 
number of operators. The number of vaccinators working in mufassal nmnici- 
palitios and dispensaiios foil off by eight, Insp etion work was seriously affect- 
ed by the employmont on plague duty of the Covenanted Deputy Sanitary 
Commissioners during the working season. 

3. Number of Operaiiom ami Average per Operakr ^ — The total number of 
vaccinations performed rose from 2,293,655 to 2,319,536 and the average pei' 
operator from 615 to 639. The increase is shared by 27 districts, and was 
highest in the following: —

The decrease in Chittagong is aitiilmtcd to the cyclone and tlio storm- 
wave that passed over the district in OctoW 1897. In Shahabad it is ascribed 
to the large number of vaccinations pfrfbnned during previous year and 
also to the outbreak of ismall-pox duni:^ the year under report. The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor agrees yirith tlie Samtei^ C^mnuHsioner in refusing to accept this 
o^cplanation, since tjfee prevalence of smaU-pox ought to and ought to bo 
made to act as an additioi^ stimuhis to work. Tho decline in the other districts 
is explaitted in some by the fact that vaccination work had been pushed on during 
the previous year owing to outbreaks of tonall-pox; in others by the inability 
of the people in their straitened ciroamstances to meet the cost of vaccination, 
or by a combination of both causes. A severe outbreak of small-pox in some of 
the States and the supply of reliable figures iu the returns of others account 
for tho diminution in the Folitical StateS; .of Chota Nagpur, A Sub-Inspector 
who used to run up totals by giving false figures has been dismissed. 

4. Protection afforded to In the statement showing tho popula- 

tion among which vaccination was performed, tho figures differ from those of 
last year in 8 districts, md in those of mtffassal municipalities. The variations 
are considerable in Rajsbahi and Pixiajpur, and in the Tributary States of 
Orissa tho population is shown os haying diminished by over 200,0(10. No 
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explanation of this great difference has been given, nor is there any suggestion 
that the field of vaccine operations was restricted during the year. The Sani- 
tJiry Commissioner will bo requested to supply this omission. 

Taking the total population at 7:3,095,096, and calculating the birth-rate for 
the Province, as in previous years, at 40 per xnillo, and deducting 500,707 as 
the mortality among infants under one year of age, the total number of infant.s 
under one year available for vaccination is estimated at 2,44:3,006 against 
2,460,228 in tiio preceding year ; and of those 508,615, or 208*18 per thousand, 
were vaccinated, as compared with 498,979, or 202*81 per thousand in 1896-97. 
As in the previous year, Malda, Darjeeling, and Lohardaga show tho best results. 
Patna is at the bottom of the liat, and Puri, Shahabad, Gaya and the Tributary 
Stales of Orissa also bavo very Ioav percentages. The changes are small, and 
the ditleroncoa remain enormous. Tlio range in the proportion of the vacci- 
nation of infants born during the year is from 983 por mile in Malda to 34 in 
Patna, and these prodigious differencoa are constant. Why has vaccination 
become and continued so popular in Malda ? What can be done to establish 
it in Patna ? Why should Puri average about 75, while its neighbour of 
Balasore exceeds 200 ? These are obvious questions to^ wnich the Lieutenant- 
Governor can find no answer in the Sanitary Commissioner’s moraorandain, and 
ho trusts that very special attention will be given, to these backward districts 
to ascertain the causes of their :ho8tility to vaccination and to settle, the best 
methods of surmounting that hostility. All the throe soutborn districts of 
the Patna Division require ihc : Sanitary Commissioner’s special regard and tho 
serious co-operation of the Cbllectors. 

5. Primary 0peratwh9.-r>-l!:hQ proportion of successful primary operations 
for tho whole Province is returned at 97*87 against 98*50. The sligJit decrease 
is reported to be due to the inclusion for the first time of unknown cases in 
calculating the ratio of succeiidhil operations. In previous years unknown cases 
had been excluded. It is reported that . orders are under issue for introdxicing 
during the ensuing vaccination season !the system ( referred to in previous 
resolutions) in force in the j^tuijab of niakmg three puuotiu*es in each arm. 
The draft of the instructions %hich it is proposed to issue on tho subject bus 
lately been approved by GoT^rnmeut. 

6. S>fCondary Operathnfi^^hii number of secondary operations increased 
from 70,627 to 76,4453. Tlieirq wasan increase of 20,250 cas>eB in rural areas, 
while Calcutta and the mufassod municipialitifis and dispensaries show a decitjase 
of 7,852 and 6,482 cases, respectively. The percentage of successful cases was 
64*36 against 60*23, excluding “ unknown cases/’ and 52*59, including them in 
1896-87, and the increase is attributed to a larger number of re-vaccinations 
among adults. 

7. Itcce&s Work. — The number of operations performed during the recess 

in connection with smoll-pox epidemics and the up-keep of lymph for emer- 
gencies rose from 1 15,833 to 12‘^>612, or by The increase is attributed 

partly to the greater prevalence of small-ppx in some of the districts, and 
partly to the relaxation of the rule pruhibUingthe grant of deputation allowance 
to licofis(j(l vaccinators when . employed .withm their own jurisdictions in 
btampitig out outbreaks of smalLpox, 

8. J\f'-oiHafion at the expense of Distriet'' Boards. — The number of vacci- 

nators einployiid by the District Boards and paid from district funds was reduced 
from 60 to 38, and the number of persons vaccinated by thorn fell from 58,722 
to 55,937. Tho contributions made by District Boards for the purpose of giving 
free vaccination in rural area.s rose from lis. 3,368 to Rs. 3,602, 'rho largest 
contribution of lla. 1,32*2 was again made by the District Board of Puri. 
A comparison of the work done by the Liceiised, Government, District Board, 
and Municipal agencitis shows that there was an increase in the number ot 
operations performed by the Licensed and Goveniment ageocios, / and a 
decrease in tlie number performed by the p^her agencies. * • 

9. Cost of Vttctinalion, — Tho total* cost of vaccination declined trom 
Rs. 2,06,204 to Rs. 1,81,480, and the average cost of each reported successful 
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vaccination from ono anna and five pies to one anna and three pies. Tho large* 
decrease in the total cost is attributed to the abolition of tho paid vaccination 
system in Angul and also to tho absence during tho greater part of the year of 
the Deputy Sanitary Commissioners, which (iffocted a considerable saving in 
their pay and travelling allowance. These t'^^ o items alone represent a saving 
of Rs. 23,000. 

10. Death-rate from mall-pox. — The diagram given in the report illustrates 
the death-rate from small-pox in each district as compared with the proportion 
of population protected by vaccination during tho last soven years. It is 
interesting, but inconclusive. Tho death-rate from small-pox dining the last 
seven years has been identic^al in the districts of Darjeeling, Rangpar, ami 
Bogra, but in Darjeeling 6,000 of the 10,000 of the population are protected ; 
in the other two districts the proportion is under 2,000. In Backerguiige tho 
percentage of protection is tlie same as in Ryngpur and Bogra, but tho propor- 
tion of, suiall-pox mortality is 0*2 per mille, against 2*0. Small-pox in Darjeel- 
ing may bo abnormally fatal : in Backergunge abnormally mild ; and the 
Lieutenant Governor would like to see such comparison as the trustwortliiness 
of tho older returns may permit between the mortality prior to tho spread of 
vaccination in any district with that which prevailed before. In a dii-trief, 
for instance, like Malda, where nearly the whole of the infant population is 
habitually vaccinated, there ought to be evidence, which he who runs may 
read, of tho value of the process ; in saving life. There is some evidence 
already. In Malda last .year only pw . person died of small-pox. Let tho 
enquiry and the comparison be carried’ further. It is by tangible evidence 
such as this that the suspicious mothera in the Patna Division will bo won 
over. 

11. Methoil of i;accmufiaa.<-~Compared with tho figures of tho preceding 

year, the number of operations pmormed direct from the calf shows an 
increase of 25,000 in tho case of prim^ vaccinations and of over 5,000 in that 
of ra-vacci nation. 'Phis increase is udticeablo in the districts of Rajshahi, 
Dinajpur, Dacca, Mymonsingh, and Badker^iiuge, where the bulk of the inhabi- 
tants aro Muhammadan, and also in backward districts of Lohsrdaga and 
Palamau. The proposal to introduce the system of vacciiiat^ion direct from the 
calf into the mufassal was under eonridcratiou during year, and reports 
were obtaine<l from all Civil Sorgeonsj f^uusrli Mugistrahes and Oommisstonors. 
From twenty districts it is reported thptjfchcre is no pbjisotion to the extension 
of the system; but. in other distribt^ ylicre it is loss, Acceptable to the people, 
tho Sanitary Commissioner rightly consiaprs that, haying regard to tho present 
state of public feeling in respect of .plague measuraf, it is iuexpediout to 
press it. • 

12. Supply of lanoUne lymph io, Hepal. — Five hundred, and sixty-four grains 
of lanoline vaccine paste were supplied tp the Nepal Durbar from tho Animal 
Vaccination Depfit at Darjeeling. ,, Cpfy ono return showing tho result of 
owrotions performed with the lyiiiiph; was received, and it was found that all 
the 25 cases reported therein proved suptossfttl. 

13. Inspieciio^. — The .Deputy Sanitary Commiiiieioners could not Jo any 
inspection work during the year, because, as .stated above, they were employed 
throughout the working season on plague duty. Assistant Surgeon Gopal 
Cbunder Mukherji, who was in charge pf the Wostorn Bengal Circle from tho 
4th August ISOiT to 3 1st March 1898, risitod only 111 villages and ins^KJcted 
4,227 operations. On the other hand; Civil Surgeons arc stated to have shown 
greater activity in tliis luranch of their duties. The statement showing the 
number of villages visited by Civil Surgeons, and the number of vaccinations 
inspected by them, appes^s, however, to require further explanation. The Civil 
Surgeons of the Sonthal Parganas, Mu^aliai'pnr, and Palamau arc shown as 
having each visited more than oOO villages, and five others as having visited 
more than 300 villages. Tho Lieiitonant-Govcrnor is unablo to understand 
how an officer who has heavy work at head-quarters can have paid really 
effective v'sits to so largo a number of villages; or have adequately inspected 
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S') itiiiTiY UN If), 000 vaccinations within tlie year. In two diatricts tho number 
itf villy^vcs visited was loss than 10, and in 20 it was under 100. There seems 
reason to Uiiiik tliat the returns have not always boon courpiled on a uniform 
basis; and the Liontenant-Govemor would bo glad if the Sanitary Oomtnis- 
shmer \\\.ti'id givo this matter his attention before next year’s report is 
submitted.

First note on the indigo crops of the Lower Provinces of 
Bengal for tlw year 1898. 

Ejcphnatory. — The present return includes all the dis- 
tricts ftliowii in the first note on the indigo crops of the 
Lower Provinces of Bcngcd for the year 1897. Indigo is 
grown extensively in the five districts of “North Bihar”(Saran, 
Champa^n, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, and North) Monghyr), 
and in Pumea, but the areas in Murshidabad and Nadia are 

E robably over-estimated, and the outturn of indigo in Eastern 
iengal is very small. 

As with other forecasts issued in the current year, the 
percentage system of notation has been adopted in the 

f ilace of the anna system under the orders of Government, 
n this percentage system, ICO represents the normal outturn 
per acre, which used to be represented by 16 annas in the 
anna system. 

Character of the mosow.— The weather has been favour- 
able for indigo throughout North Bihar generally, but the 
recent heavy floods are reported to have done some damage 
to the second cuttings. In Bengal Proper, some districts re- 
port favourable and some unfavourable weather, and the rain- 
tall appears to have been very unequally distributed. 

Area under euUivation.-^Xis. the first note on the indigo 
crops for the year 1897, the total approximate normal area 
under indigo in these Provinces was given as 609,300 acres. 
The revisoa ^figur^for the current year show it to 1^ 582,400 
acres. 

The decrease is cluofiy due to a revision of the figures 
for Midnapore, and a further decrease will probably be shown 
whon the figures for area shown by the other aistriots of 
Bengal Proper have been revised, 

^ The area sown this year is given as 627,500 acres as 
against 638,400 acres in 1897. The causes which have 
brought about this decrease are given in the notes appended 
to the returns. 
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Outturn . — A cotisulerable improvement on last year’s 
butturn is shown by the chief indigo dihtaicts, and had it not 
been for the recent floods, all tho five districts of Nortli Bihar 
would have had a crop something over the normal. In tho 
Bhagalpur Division the crop may bo termed a normal one, 
out in Eastern Bengal it appeal’s to have varied between 63 
and 88 per cent, of a normal crop. Tbo exact effect of the 
floods has not yet been ascertained, but it may be roughly 
estimated that tne outturn for tho Province will not fall 
below tho normal. 

Mussrs. Baines & Co. estimate an outturn of 74,000 
maunds for “Bihar” and 21,000 maunds for Lower Bengal. 
According to the statistics below, the outturn for Bengal 
should be larger *, but the figures of area are inoorrect, and 
I have little doubt that Sfossrs. Baines & Co.’s figures should 
be accepted. On the other hand, the estimate for Bihar is 
much in excess of Bie average ou^rn for the past 15 years, 
which amounts to about 68,000 maunds. It seems possible 
that tho recent damage to tlio crop by floods may have been 
under>estimated and that tlie outturn will not be quite so 
high ; but Messrs. B^nes & Co.’s sources of information are 
of tho best, and it is probable Ibat the pro-npects of the crop 
may have been under-valued by us. Perhaps an outturn 
of 70,000 maunds for Bihar may be safely estimated.

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RESOLUTION ON THE REPORT ON EXCISE ADMINISTRATION 
IN THE LOWER PROVINCES FOR 1897-98.

Darjeeling, the 11th Octoher 1898, 

BESOLUTION-No. 3981.— P. 

Read — 

The report of tho 0 jmmisBioaer of Exoise for the year 1897-98, with the obsorvations 
of the Board of Revenue. 

The dominant feature in the excise history of tho year 1897-98 was tlx- 
lai*ge fall of revenue, exceeding 6J lakhs. Allowing for changes of .system, 
tho normal atmual increase for several years has been about 4 lakhs per annum. 
In 1898-97 seven-eighths of this wore extinguished by the famine then im})Gnd- 
iug, but there remained a small increase of under half a lakh. In 1897-9.^ 
the effochs of the famine made themselves fully felt, and for the first time since 
1891-93 the re,vcnuo from excise sank heavily. Five lakhs of tho doojeaso 
occurred under tho head of country spirits, niid the bulk of tlm rcmimler 
undej- ganja and pachwai. Even yet tho fall effects of tho e.alainity which 
befol the province last year have not exlianstod themselves; for the settlements 
of the year now current have so far shown a still further decline of more 
than 1| lakbs.

Mr. K. G. Guptn, C.P., held the «>fHco of Excise Commissioner tliroughout 
the year. He had the direct as.Mstonce of three Deputy Collectors, one of 
whom was Jiis Personal Assistairt, and two wore travelling Inspectors of Excise. 
In 10 districts, 1-1 of which have central distilleries, special Deputy Collcct«ns 
wore employed exclusively on excise and income-tax work, one oilicer doing 
tho work for Hooghlj' and IT(»wrah, while in 26 districts Deputy Colh’ctors of 
the ordinary staff wi've in charge of excise in addition to their regular duties. 
Eight Sub-lloiiuty Collectors were in charge of tho more important distilleries 
ami 27 kanungoe.s were employed as Superintendents and Deputy Superintend- 
ents of the other distilleries and depots open during tho year. Tliore were also 
tliree Ruilway Sub-Inspectors whose services were utilized in tlie su])pression of 
e.xci.se oflenecs in districts whore tiiey had been most prevalent, while a special 
Sub-Inspector was as usual omployoil for checking the smuggling of contraband 
opium and liquor to and from Chanderaagore. lii the executive branch of the 
Subordinate Establishment and among tho clerks in the office branch tho 
numbers remained the same as in the two previous years, viz,, 201 and 141 
res[>ectively, w'hile two of the old excise darogas were replaced by men of a 
superior class. 

2. Inspticlions . — Tho Plxciso Commissioner, who spent 100 days on tour 
as against 139 days in tho previous year, exidains that he was unable to give 
more time to excise ins])ection owing to pressure of work in connection with the 
reorganization of the Salt Department, which has been placed under his charge. 
Tho two Inspectors of Excise were out on tour for 198 and 250 days respoctivoly. 
Every district and sadar distillery in the Province was visited either by th<! 
Excise Commissioner himself or by one of the Inspectors ; but in future, as tbo 
Board suggest, the Inspectors should, if possible, inspect eyory subdivisional 
office in their respective circles, and the distilleries, spirit depots, and ganja and 
siddhi war(ffiousus at subdivisions. With regard to inspections by Collectors, 
it is reported that the sadar excise office in the district of Balasore and the 
distillery at E)umka were not inspected at all, and that the,.depot at Mymon- 
.singh was inspected only three times during the year, whereas the rules r(;(|uire 
that tho sadar excise oltico sliould be inspected every half-year and tlio distillery 
or depot at head-quarters once every month. Tho explanations furnii-liod by 
the (Jolloctors of tho defaulting districts aro insufficient. It is satisfactory 
to observe that in all the districts in which special Deputy Collectors weie 
employed the minimum number of days prescribed for inspection.s in tho 
interior (150) was attained or exceeded. For Deputy Collectors of tho ordinary 
staff who supervise excise, the mininjum period of touring is fixed at 90 days. 
In 16 out of tho 26 districts in which there is no special Deputy Collector, the 
full amount of touring prescribed was done ; in six districts tho deficiency varied 
from 3 to 17 days; and is generally attributed to the inability of Collectors to 
spuro their officers from head-quarters owing to the press of criminal and othor 
work. In Jalpaiguri only 23 days’ touring was done, and the deficiency is 
snid to bo duo to tho heavy criminal work and also to the fact that the Excise 
Deputy Cel lector, who was also tho Senior Deputy Collector, had to i cmaiTi in 
charge of the office during tho Deputy Commissioner’s tour. In Singhbhnui 
only one day’s touring was done. In answer to an enquiry made by the Board, 
it came to light that tho Deputy Commissioner had only two first class Magis- 
trato.s and a junior officer, to whom the Excise Commissioner was unwilling to 
••ntj'ust excise work. As tho two former could not bo 6j>arcd for touring, tho 
robult lia.s been an absiuicc of .all outdoor 8U])ervisiou over excise wrwk. Tho 
deficient inspection in the Sonthal Parganas during 1896-97 was unfavourably 
coiuinentod on last year; but no improvement has taken place during the year 
under leview. 'riio state of affairs in these three districts is most nnsatis- 
faciory, and the Litjutenant-Govornor is certainly desirous that the Board should, 
us sug}^:( sU-d, at (mee call on tho Deputy Commissionors concerned either to 
le dihtribiiP? tlic; work so as to allow of the prescribed amount cjf touring being 
•loiio, or to .submit for tho intonnation of Government a full explanation why 
tins i.s im])o,'-sjbio, so as to admit of proper action being taken in tho matter. 
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In Darjeeling the Excise Deputy Collector is only required to be on tour a.s 
often as lie can be spared, 

3. Itcvcmic and vkanjos . — The excise revenue was, as in previous years, 
realised from foes on licenses for the •wholesale and retail sale of distilled and 
fermented liquors and drugs, distillery foes, and duty on the actual (juantity of 
country rnni, country spirit prepared in central distilleries, opium, and hemp 
dnigs that passed into consumption. Duty on imported liquors is an item of 
the Iinpoidal Customs revenue. The following .>5tutemout shows tlio gross excise, 
revenuo, tlio charges, net revenue, and percentage of charges on gros.s revenue 
for the last five years : —

In order, however, to obtain the true l%urcs for the net revenuo derived 
from excise, there should be added to the charges here given Its. 13,998 on 
account of refunds and Rs. 11,095 for' tjha excess of rewards distributed over 
lines realized. This raises the expenditure to R-s. 7,01.486 and reduces the 
not rovonue to Rs. 1,20,46,526 against Rs. 1,26,94,005 in 1896-97. For the 
chock to the growth of the revenue, the famine of 1896-97 is responsible. 
-Mr. Grupta estimates, by a comparison of the actual figures of revenue 
for the past seven yours, that the real loss of excise revenue duo to the famine 
during 1896-97 and 1897-93, amounted to 8^ lakhs and 14 lakhs respectively ; 
and ho considers that, as bids at annual sales are regulated not so much by the 
[irospects of the ensuing year as by the results of the year that is about to close, 
the future loss to riivenuo from tliis cause may not bo inconsiderable. It is, 
however, hardly probable that the effects of the famine of 1896-97, •udll 
bo felt beyond the curi’ont financial year. Calculated on the population 
ascertained at the Census of 1891 (after allowing for natural increase at the 
rate of 7 per thousand ptir annum), the incidence of excise revenue per head 
of population during the year umler review amounted to 2 annas and 8 pie.s, 
against 2 annas and 11 pies in 1896 97. The (xirrespon ding incidence, without 
.‘illowiiig for increase of popalatjou, during 1896-97 in the Bombay Presidency, 
was 8 annus 8 pies, and ii>'.^^''jHLadras Presidency 6 armas 8 pies. The decrease 
of Rs. 5,058 in charges is nominal, being mainly duo to the retransfer, with 
effect from the 1st April 1897, of excise buildings to the Public Work.s Depart- 
ment, the result being that all charges for their construction and repair were 
debited to that deiiartmont instead of to Excise. On the other hand, there 
was a largo increase under “Travelling Allowance” (Rs. 12,334), which is 
ascribed to the incroasod activity of the detective and inspecting establishment, 
and under “Sal.iry of District Executive or Inspecting Establismeut” (Rs. 
8,804), mainly duo to promotiou.s, leave and acting allowances and to grain 
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compensation ullowanco to the menial cstablislnuoiit for doarnoss of food- 
grains. 

4. Revenue hy Divhim . — Distributed according to Divisions, the gross 
receipts for the last five years are shown thus 
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• Kuvued rtgnriw. 


It will be seen that the decrease was shared by all the Divisions (jxcept 
Orissa, which showsan increase of hs. 43,075 in receipts, mainly under “gtinja” 
and *• opium ” which yield the bulk of the reyonuo in that Division. Nearly half 
of the total decrease occurred in Chota'-viJagpur alone; and the Hoard, in 
explaining the reasons for this, remark: — 

“ In tin's Livision there had boon a large inorenso of roveuuw under the heail of eouul ry 
spirits in the preceding year, and as the licensees must have mifforcd heavy Jossc's in tliat year 
on account of the scarcity and tho high price of wwAkw, competition for the outstills in tin’ 
next year necessarily fell of, and 69 of the sanctioned shops remained unsettled.” 

Tho largest receifits were obtained, tw usual, in tho Presidojmy Division, 
including Calcutta, and tho 8malle.st in tho Chittagong Division. The Presi- 
dency and Patna Divisions, which between thorn contribute about half tlio 
excise revenue of the Province, showed a decrease of 1 lakh and 2 lakhs 
respectively in the gross revenue collooted. 

5. Revenue and consumption . — Tho relat^n of tlie growth of consumption 
to tho growth of revenue is illustrated by tho following statistics of the four 
chief articles of excise : — 
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The consumption of exciseablo articles diminished in a lai’gor proportion 
than the rovenuo derived therefrom — a fact which shows that tho accepted 
principle of raising a maximum of rovenuo from a minimum of consumption 
was carefully kept in view iii tho administration of excise during the year. 
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0. Sources of Clasaifiod according to articles, the gross excise 

revenue of the past fire years was as follows : — 
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Out of a total demand of Rs, 1,86,22,218, Rs, 1,27,4,8,01?, or 99j4 per 
cent, (the samo percentage as in 1896-97), wore realised. Rupees 21,905 only 
were remitted, of which over Rs. 20,000 were duo dh account of tiri and 
country spirits a^one. The renjissions under country spirits have rison from 
Rs. 2,415 in 1890-97 to 11s. 7,889 in the year under review. 

Tho revenue shows a falling off under all the heads except far)\ beer and 
charas;— country spirit, pachwai and garija contributing the bulk of tbe 
decroaso. Country spirits continue to bring in the largest rovonuo (44‘3 per 
cent.), followed by hemp drugs (22*2), opium ( 18’5), far* (7'8), rum (3*1), and 
jmchwai (2*5). This order is the .same us tluit of tho preceding year, except 
that ram and pachwai Iiavo changed places. The fluctuations under each 
separate head are discussed in detail below. 

7, Current settlemenls.^The settlements for the current year, as made up 
to the end of Hay last, show a net, decrease of Rs. 1,61,591 as compared with 
the year under rtwiew, tho most marked . decroneo (Ra, 2,14,395) again occur- 
ring in tho Ohota Nagpur Division. The <ausoa of this decrease have been 
explained in paragraphs 3 and 4 alxDve. It is, however, reported that sonic of 
tho unsettled licenses have sinco been tai^en u]>, and the Excise Commissioner 
hopes that with the settlement of tho remainder the loss will, to a great extent, 
bo made up. 

8. Country spirit . — No article of, excise contributes so largely to tho 
revenue as country spirit. In the past year tho receipts from this source 
amounted to Rs. 55,81,013, or 44*3 per cent, of tho total excise revenue. 
Country spirit is manufactured euher at central distilleries which are main- 
tained by Governineid and in whicli stills are worked by distillers, and tho 
liquor is passed out, after tho levy of tho distillery foe and llio duty, for sale at 
licensed shops ; or at outstills which are licensed at monthly fees, no separate duty 
being charged. Of the total revenue from country spirit, Rs. 27,40,004 were 
contributed by the central distillerie.s and the shops dependent on them under 
tho three heads of license fees (Rs. 10,13,325), still-head duty (Rs. 10,73,122), 
and distillery fees (Rs. 63,017), while Rs. 28,40,949 wci*o derived from 
outstills. The income from distillery liquor dooroased by Rs. 1,07,800 and that 
from outstills by Rs. 3,91,588. Tho number of outstills sanctioned fell fnmi 
2,101 in 1896-97 to 2,096 in tho year under review, and tho number settled 
from 2,097 to 2,018, while tho number of shops sanctioned fm* tho sale of 
distillery liquor rose from 1,197 to 1,199 and the number settled from 1,191 
to 1,103. Tho Board draw attention to the fact that in spite of decreasing 
sales, tho license fees of distillery shops have risen steadily during tlie past 
two years. In the Burdwan Division, throughout which, with tho exception 
of certain wild tracts in Bankui’a and Midnapore, the central distillery sy.stom is 
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in force, there was an increase of Ila. 14,887 in revenue which was shared by all 
the districts except Howrah, where there was a small decline owing chiefly to 
the stoppage of certain railw^ works. The employment of a sj)ecial detective 
force in Banknra and in the Jahanabad subdivision of Hooghly for preventing 
illicit distillation in those tracts has resulted in a satisfactory increase of con- 
siunjition of duty-paid liquor. Two important cases of illicit distillation were 
(h tected in the Burdwan Division The Presidency Division, where the central 
distillery system also prevails, shows a • decrease of Rs. 62,308 in revenue, of 
wliich nearly Rs. 52,000 wore contributed by Calcutta ulon®, the cause assigned 
being the high price of food-grains. In a case of illicit distillation ])rosecuted 
in Calcutta, it was discovered that distillation had been systematically carried 
on in a jungle in the suburbs by means of two stills of the native pattern. 
An iniporJant case of illicit introduction of spirits from Ohandornagore was 
uls ) detected in Calcutta, but the prosecution of the principal offender ended 
in acquittal owing to some legal technicalities. The Excise Commissioner 
has taken steps to remedy the defects brought to light. In the Rajshahi 
Division, and in the districts of Purnca and Malda, belonging to the Bbagalpur 
Division, throughout which area the outstill system prevails, there was a small 
(Iccroaso of Rs. 16,803 in revenue which was shared by all districts except 
Bogra and Purnea. The central distillery system is in force throughout the 
Dacca I»i vision. Though there was a rise of Rs. 3,146 in the revenue derived 
from tlio Dacca district, there was a net decrease of Rs. 410 throughout tlio 
Divi.siou, towards which all the remaining, districts contributed. Jn the Chitta- 
gong Division, whore the consumption of spirit is very limited, the revenue ro.w 
(luring the year by lis. 861, owingchiefly to better settlements of licenses. The 
Patna Division, which for excise purposes is taken to include -the districts of 
Alonghyr, Bbagalpur, and ilazaribagh, and is m»der the dual system of central 
distilh^ries and outstills, yields the largest revenue from country spirits; the 
amount realised in the past year being Rs. 18,96,727 against Rs. 21,16,240 in 
1806-07, a decrease of Rs. 2,20,613, wliioh occurred in both the distillery and 
outstill areas. The lower classes in tliese districts are much addicted to drink, 
but tho liquor consumed is ordinarily weak, and there is also a very largo con- ‘ 
sumjifion of tari, which is still w'eakcr. From the fact that within tliis division 
tho decrease in revenue was heaviest in the Patna and Gaya districts, where 
there w’as no actual famine, while in the other districts where relief works were 
opened the decrease was comparatively very small, the Excise Commissioner 
jnesumes that a portion of tho funds spent on , famine relief found its way back 
as excise receipts. The Lieutenant-Govern\>r agrees with the Board in 
thinking that tliis is not likely to. have happened to any considerable extent. 
A decrease of Rs. 1,341 is returned from the Sontbal Parganas, in which tho 
distillery system is in foi’ce. THe central distillery system is also in force in 
the Oli^sa Division, with tho exception of a poitiou of the- liilly tracts of 
Cuttack, and the Angul and Khondmals districts, which are undw the outstill 
system. This division shows an increase of Rs. 4,161, which was. shared both 
by oiitslills and distilleries. With tho exception of a small portion of Ilazari- 
bagli and Manbhnm, the outstill system i? in force througliout the Chota Nagpur 
Divi.-ioii, which, excluding Hazaribngh already dealt with, shows the largest 
(locienso in revenue (Rs. 2,17,963) of all the divisions. The causes at work 
have already been explained. The Excise Commissioner suspects that in this 
divU’ittn spirits arc illicitly diitilled from pachwai, which is largely manufac- 
tured at homo l)y the aboriginal tribes under the concession granted to them, 
and the Lieutcuant-Oovernor awaits the Board’s report on this point. 

As compared with 1896-97, the revenue from country spirit during the y^ear 
K*. under review fell very largely, but it is still in ad- 
* 1 R 87 -SS ... vanco of tliat in 1887-88»* when the revenue was 

larger than that of any previous year, except 
1.8S3-S4. In 1891-92 the revenue from country spirit commenced to rise, and 
ai t(;r steady yearly progress attained the highest figure on record (Rs. 60,80,401) 
in 1806 97. The famine and tho scarcity of mahua and its extensive use as food 
at tho lime that famine was most severe has thrown tho revenue in 1897-98 
hack to a little above the figure obtained in 1894-95 (Rs. 5.5,61,616). 

Witli their letter No. 1320Ex., dated 19th March 1898, tho Government 
of India forwarded a nmmorauduin containing a very interesting review of tho 
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ronsuniption of outstill and distillery liquor in different districts of llic 
Province, and of the proportion of revenue biouglit in by vend liccn.so fees 
compared with duty. The comparison thus made led the Government of 
India to the conclusion that illicit distillation and sale must be widely prcvalont 
in certain district.s, and also tho smuggling of outstill liquor into distillery 
tracts. 'I’ho important questions raised in thi.s inoniorandum have been rofen-t d 
to the Board of Jievenue for a rojiort, which has not yet been received. 'I'ho 
Lieutenant Governor notices, however, that no analysis of tho relative coiisump- 
tion of liquor in tho two areas sooms ever to have been made in tho anniml 
reports of tho Excise Commissioner, and ho would bo glad if the Board would 
consider w'hclher some examination of tho kind should not be included in 
future. 

9. Changes tn the management of Central VisUUerics and Outstilh . — An addi* 
tional spirit dep8t was open during the year at Chuadanga in tho di.strict 
of Nadia .in consequence of tho revival of that subdivision from Ist April 1897. 
Tho experiment tried in Gaya of fixing a maximum price for tho retail sale of 
weak distillery liquor, to which roforenco was made in tho two previous years’ 
Ivesolutions, has been abandoned since Ist April 1898, tho local authorities 
having reported in unfavotirablo terms on its working. 

10. Sifps of shops . — The rules regarding site-s of shops, W'hich require that 
no Ihjuor shop sliuuld bo opened in a baxar, on Jiigh roads, or close to places of 
public resort, seem to have boon carefully attended to. Tho sites are solcotod 
in consultation with the magisterial and other local authorities, changes being 
made in dtifercnce to their views and tho opinion of respectable residents. 
During the year ot>o outstill in .Jalpaignri was not allowed to bo re-oponod, 
tmd another in Ohamparan was closed, at tho instance of planters; one outstill 
in Singhbhum, some tari sliops in Patna and Iloogldy and a ganja shop in 
Nadia were removed in deference to public opinion ; and in Gaya tho site of 
a tari shop was changed because it was suspected to have been resorted to at 
night by peoj>Je of bad character. ' 

1 1. Ootintrg -Tho rum produced in the Province was, till recently, 
chai'gcd with a duty of Its. 6 per gallon 1., P., but this rale has been 
increased to lis. 6 per gallon with effect from the lOth January 1898. Tho 
Government of India have further directed that the same rate of duty shall 
also bo charged by the Government of tho North-Western Provinces and Oudh 
on all Shajahanpur rum cleared for consumption in Bengal, and that nim and 
other similar spirits mainifactured in India after European methods sliall in 
future ho exported from the North-Western Provinces under bond alone, the 
duty t hereon being payable on issue at the rate in force in tho Province to which 
they are consigned. I'lie total quantity of rum which parsed into consumption 
from the distillerios in Sibpur and Sakii .in D.arbhanga) and by importation 
from Shujalianpur in the North-Western Provinces, and Aska and Ark ot in 
the Madias Presidency, was 77,970 gallons L. P. (57>028 gi-oss gallons) 
against 80,898 gallons L. P. (60,814 gro.«s gallons) in 1896-97, showing a 
net decrease of 2,919 gallons L. P., which was confinod to Madras and Sibpur 
rum. It is remarked that the decrease would have been still greater but for 
the large clearances mat-e in anticipation of th(} enhancement of duty above 
referred to. Tho bulk of tho trade in rum is carried on through Calcutta, 
whoro the quantity imported during the year amounted to 64,993 gross gallon.^. 
Excluding 8,351 gross gallons exported to Assam and Port Blair, the actual 
consumption in Bengal itself was 46,641 gross gallons, out of which 34,237 
gallons were consumed in Calcutta and 12,404 in the mufassal. Besides the 
imports from Calcutta the mufassal districts further received 2,033 gross 
gallons direct from Shajahanpur. 

12. Imported liquor . — The excise revenue from imported liquor is inado 
up entirely of fees for licenses for wliolesalo vend, and for licenses for retail sale 
in shops, at hotels, dak bungalows and railway refreshment-rooms and on 
steamers. Tho first license for the sale of imported liquors in a railway 
dining car was granted during tho year to Messrs. Kellner & Co. for the car 
running between Howrah and Burdwan, There was an increa.se in tho 
number of licenses of all kinds except thoso for hotels and dtlk bungalows. 
Tho total receipts amounted to Bs. 2,9l,C35 against Ks. 2,94,420 in 1896-97. 
About one half of tho excise I'evonue from imported liquors is collected in

Calcutta, whore the decrease amounted to Rs. 7,d53. This decrease is, how- 
ever, only uominal, being duo to the fact that the previous year was the first 
year of a tiiounial scttlcmoiit, and that two months’ advance fees on account 
of the retail liceuses had therefore been included in the receipts for that year. 
The Excise .(Commissioner notice.s with satisfaction the further decline in the 
importation of cheap (Cermiin spirit, mostly distilled from potatoes, which, after 
being coloured and flavoured locally, is sold at absurdly low prices as brandy 
or whisky. 

13. Tari, — I’he receipts from iari, the revenue from which is derived 
from license fees for the sale of both fermented and uuformented tari advanced 
from Rs. 10,10, 4Sl in 1S9G-07 to Rs. 10,14-, 217 during the year under 
review; the increase being most marked in Gaya, followed by Monghyr, 
Cuttack, I’urnoa, Midna})Oj'o, lihagalpur, Champaran, Saran, Howrali, Ilooghly 
and I’uvi. More than half of the total revenue from tari is collected in the 
Patna Division, where the receipts fell from lis. 5,62,600 iu 1896*97 to 
Rs. 5,56,309. The decrease is, however, nominal, being duo to the non-realisa- 
tion of advance fees in March 1898. The number of licenses for the sale of 
tari in the Province shows a decrease of 486, which occurred almost wholly iu 
licen.sos for nnformented iari. 

14. IWhimi. — I'lio number of licenses for the retail sale of pnefmai, 
which includes both the rice beer that i.s consumed chiefly in the districts of 
Western Uongal and the millet {;inarua) beer drunk in the Darjeeling hills, 
docliuod from 1,663 to 1,592, and the revenue from Rs. 4,10,202 to 
Rs. 3,37,811 — a heavy fall after the steady increase in receipts which had been 
maintained during the last eleven years. The district of Burdwan, which 
contributes about three-fourths of the entire pachwai revenue collected in the 
Province, alone showed a decrease of K.s. 32,294, which is uttributed to the 
high price of rice. There wore also heavy decreases in Birbhum (Rs. 15,566) 
and the Sonthal Parganas (Ks. 8,217), due more or loss to the prevailing 
scarcity. The revenue derived from license fees for homo-browing yielded 
Rs. 33,032 against Rs. 33,279 in the previous year. In Smghbhum and 
Mtirshidabiid there appears to bo a considerable consumption of illicit pachwai ; 
and the detective staff' must bo kept on the alert to reduce it to a minimum. 

15. Ganja . — Ganja is groW-n under close supervision in a compact area 
in the district of Hajshahi. The revenue front gaina is derived from license 
fees and duty which varies acoording to quality. The following statement 
shows the main statistics relating to ganja revenue in the last three years ; —

The area of land brought under ganja cultivation during the year decreased 
by 402 highas. The demand for Rajshabi ganja is increasing for various 
reasons, chief among which may be mentioned the prohibition of cultivation of 
the plant in the Tributary States of Orissa. In view of this increasing demand 
the gradual diminution of the supply demand.H serious consideration, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor awaits the report which the Board have called for from 
the Excise Comnfissionor on the subject of extending the area under cultival^n 
.so ns tf) ensure that the supply shall not fall short of the demand. The revimfo 
from duty show's a decrease of Rs. 88,764 against an increase of Rs. 14,694?;in 
license fees. 'I'lie decrease in the total receipts is duo almost wholly to th4 
in.trodncliou of the system of exporting ganja under bond to the North- 
Western Provinces and Gudh without prepayinejit of duty. The Board report 
that the introduction of the system of supplying Ruishahi ganja to the 
Tributary States, alluded to in last year’s Resolution, has already been attended 
with much success. The Superintendent, however, deplores the half-hearted 
interest taken by the Chief.s in the suppression of the local cultivation of 
panjii. . With regard to the two instances of reported cultivation of ganja in 
the ro-'-idonco and private garden of the Chiefs of Nayagarh and Boad States 
r« spectively, the Bt)nrd should submit a separate report to Government. 
The building . of the now public golas at Nuugaon has been further delayed 
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owi»g to the ilifliculty of finding local contractors to undertake tho Brick- 
making, and the foundations of tlio buildings hare not yet been laid. 
Tho Ijieutonant-Oovernor desire.s that the work may bo expedited. The 
following statement illustrates tho production of ganja and its export from 
Hajshahi during the past year : —

'I’he Board consider that tho decrease of 80 mavnds in the exports to (he 
Xorth-Wostern Provinces is partly atl}ibutaJl>’e to loecnt orders under whieli 
all traders from that province are required to oulain stjpplios from Ihij dialii 
<lircct instead of from the Patna Division as heretofore ; and it has been 
jiropo.sod to open a fi<la in I’atua for tiio storage of ganja iii^ mdeil for export 
up-country. This mattev is under the consideration of (Government. Tho 
exports to Nepal, which of late years have been steadily increasing, show a 
decrease of 57 maunds, which is attributed to tho high pVioo dcumiidcd for 
llajshahi ganju. 

16. Mi'jim and (■haras . — The numb' r of licenses for tho sale of 

bhaiiff, wliich is also known under the uume of siddhi and ,ubci, rose from 622 to 
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330, but the revonuo decliued from Ita. 65,564 to Rs, 64,083 and the conaump™ 
tiou from 1,005 mauuda to 964 inuunda. The revenue from nuifum, a swoot 
preparation of hhang, which, as reported last year, is gradually loaing favour, 
decreased from Ra. 1,495 to Ra. 1,482. Charas, which is the essence of ganja 
in its greatest purity aud strength, and which is imported into Bengal from the 
Panjab and the North-Western Provinces, shows an increase of Rs. 341 in the 
revenue yielded. 

17. Opium . — The following statement illustrates the demand for excise 
opium during the year under review : —

Tho figures for licenses include permits to licensed druggists to* sell opium 
and its preparations for medical purposes only, and licenses for the sale of 
poppy-heads. Tho number of licenses of tho two latter classes decreased by 
176, whereas the number of ordinary licenses decreased by 14. The decrease 
(24 roaunds) in the consumption of opinion, which is proportionately much less 
than tlio decroaso in the consumption of ganja, is genomlly ascribed to the 
impoverishod condition of the people ^n account of the famine, tho effects of 
tho earthquake, and depression in the jute trade. Two reasons arc assigned 
by tho Board for the comparatively slight effect produced by these causes on 
the consumption of opium, (a ) that tho drug is more generally used by tlie 
well-to-do classes, and (5) that tlio opium habit when once acquired is not easily 
dropped. The question of the Muuggh’ng of opium to Bunna has ongagod the 
attention of the Board and the Exciso Commissioner ; and their report has 
been received by tho Government of Bengal. In accordance with the wishes 
of His Excellency tho Governor-General in Council, this report, together with 
His Honour’s opinions thereon, will be shortly forwarded for the considerafion 
of the Government of India. It is reported that there is littlo or no smuggling 
of duty-paid opium into Assam. 

18. Methyhted smrit , — ^Mothylated spirits are either imported by .sea or 
methylated locally. The quantity passed out fell from 60,611 gallons te 
66,448 gallons, but there was a small increase in revenue from Rs. 4,495 to 
Rs. 4,612. To stop tho consumption of methylated spirit for drinking, which 
is an abuse of tho law, rules have been introduced for tho use of caoutchoncine 
as the methylating ingredient, instead of wood naphtha, but theso wero not 
enforced till after tho close of tho year under review. 

1 9, Offences against the O^ium and Ejccise Lam . — While the number of 
licensees prosecuted for infringing tho conditions of their licenses rose from 260 
to 311, tho number of other persons prosecuted fell from 3,898 to 3,323. The 
percentage of convictions declined from 88*1 to 87*7. The arrests made both 
by tho police and the exciso officers show a considornbl© decreaso, and in tho 
case of tho latter it is reported to bo duo to their having had to take part in 
relief operations. Tho percentage of convictions in tho cases instituted by 
excise officers was 88-4 against 86-7 in those instituted by tho police. There 
has boon a marked decrease in tho number of arrests for illicit distillation : tho 
decline being most noticeable in the Sonthal Pai'ganas and Angul. In Cal- 
cutta there was a marked decrease in the number of arrests for smuggling 
opium, duo, it i.s said, to the energetic preventive measures taken ; but the total 
disappearance of such arrests in Ohamparan, and the sudden arrest of 54 

! )er8ong in Gaya, where in the previous year not a single arrest for this offemse 
lad been maae, seem to call for further investigation. As regards foreign 
excisable articles, the activity shown by tlie special exciso force deputed to 
watch Ghandernagoro has considerably increased the number of arrests in 
llooghly. The amount of fines imposed for breaches of the excise laws aud 
rales was Rs. 66,528, of which Rs. 42,520, or 63'9 per cent., were realised, A 
sum of Rs. 53,015 was distributed in rewards to police and excise officers and 
informers, as against Rs. 65,237 in the previous year. 
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20. The thenka of Govemtneitt due to Mr. K. G. Gupta for his 
successful administration of the department and to the Board for their supervision 
during tho year. The E:Kcise Commi^oner comments favourably on the work 
of the district officers generally, including tho Hon’blo Bai Durgagati Bancrjco, 
Boliadur, C.I.E., Superintendent of Excise Ilovenue, Calcutta, whose services aro 
also acknowledged by tho Hoard. The names of the officers specially mention- 
ed by Mr. Gupta will be comniunioated to the Appointment Department.

'.Clio Annual General AdminUtration Report of iho Burclwan Division for the voor 
1897-98. 

Mr. Stevenson was in charge of the Division throughout the year, except 
for u period of one month, during which Mr. Buckland oflicidtod. The Report 
lias been siibniittod by Mr. Konnody. Sorno of the figures given arc incomplete, 
and coniplaint is again nmdo by the Commissioner, as last year, of inaccuracies 
und discrepancies in tho district statouieuts. 

Although there were changes of District OfHcoi’s in every district, with tho 
exception of ITowrab, practically all but Midnaporo wore in charge of one 
person for the greater part of the year. Of tlio eleven subdivisions, there wore 
changes during tho year in the officers in charge in all but four. 

2. Tout a and Ins^tciions. — ^Mr. Stevenson was on tour for 89 days, and Mr. 
Buckland for b. Tho three 8ubdivi.sion8 of Midnaporo and that of Juh ana- 
bad in Hooghly wore not Ausited by the Commissioner. 

"^I’lio duration of tours of District Officers was approved by the Commissioner, 
und as no special mention is made to tlio contrary, it is understood that tho tours 
actually made complied with the requirements. It is represented that the period 
of GO days fixed under Government Order No. 92T.G., dated lith June 1892, 
for tho Magistrate of Howrah to roniain in camp is unueoossarily long. The 
Jiicutenavit-Governor considers that tho case of Howrah may bo governed 
by the general orders contained in Government Resolution No. 749, dated 
I8tli February 1896, that is to say, that tho dm'ation of tho tour should bo 
fixed annually liy tho Commis.sioner in consultation with thoDi.strict Magistrate 
in consideration of the needs of the district and the previous knoAvIedgo of it 
already possessed by tho officer in charge. In Bankura, Mr. Mauisty spent 
the liirgo number of 201 da)'s in camp; in a district of that size, such a period 
miglit ordinarily be considered exco.ssive, but the ueitessity for tho personal 
supervision by the Collector of tho famine relief operations was an excojitional 
circumstance. The tours of Subdivisioual Officers are reported to havo been 
suliicient. \ 

Tlio necessary inspections appear to have been made, but at Burdwan, 
Midnaporo and Howrah the treasuries wore only inspected once by tho Distriid 
(JlHcers. 

3. Weather and Crops : Vricos. and material condition of the p'opU: Publiv 
JlraUh, — l^he rainfall in all districts was in excess of that of the previous year, 
with the exception of Midnaporo and Howrah, whore, liowoTor, it was in 
no way deficient. TJie fall was also well distributed, differing in this respect 
from that of the previous year, with tho result that tho crops in the Division as 
a whoK' were excellent. Some damage was done in the districts of Bankura 
and Howrah by the flood.H of the Damndar river.' 

l^rices, which had risen libu^ormally in 1896-97, foil considerably with the 
harvesting of tho winter rice, although not to the level of pi’cvious years. . 
Oominon rice, which stood at seers to the rupee on Slst March 1897, 
was selling at 13-^ seers on the (jorrosponding date of the current year. 
Various reasons are assigned by' the (’ommissioner for the failure of pricoe 
to return to the normal level — the exhaustion of slocks by the heavy export*- 
ations id tho previous year, increased population, improved communications 
which eucoiirago export, and the depreciation of the. rupee are all suggested. 
^^'^agc8 at the same time havo not risen in a corresponding proportion, and 
tlio year wa.s a hard one, ospooially during tho first half of it, for tho 
lower middle classes, aitizans and day-labourers. Consequent, too, on the 
short crops of the two preceding years 1895-96 and 1896-07, ,the material 
condition of tho community a.s a whole was soriously affected in tho early 
part of the year, though it improved towards its close. The distribution 
of charitable relief was organised in Burdwan and to a small extent in 
Biibhuin and Miduapore. The only district in which famine was declared 
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was Bankura in which relief opoi'ations were started in April and conti- 
nued till October: 8o5,204 persons in terms of one day received gratuitous 
relief, and 318,608, similarly calculated, wore rolioved by other method.^, tho 
total cost amounting to Rs. 1,21,552. A sum of U^i. 30,861 was also distributed 
in charitable relief. Tho results of the operations Iiavo been separately reviewed 
at length. In Hooghly and Howrah the employment offered by tho mills and 
tho assistance of private charity were found sufficif iit. 

The year was, on the whole, a healthy one, an<l tho death-rate per niillo 
decreased from 31'7 in 1895 and 32'8 in 1896 to 29’1 in the year under report. 
Fever and cholera were less prevalent than in tho preceding year. The 
statement that there were no deaths from bowel -complaints in Bankura app<‘ar3 
to bo incorrect, and is probably due to some error in classification which 
should be rectifted. There was an increase of small-poK in Burdwi.n, where 
difficulty is said to bo experienced in inducing the local Muhaiumudun popula- 
tion to accept vaccination. A simitar oomplaiut is made as regards the 
Muhammadan mill hands in Howrah, and vaccination operations in the Division 
as a whole wore less extensive than in tho preceding year, although there wiis a 
considerablo increase in Midnaporo, and to a less extent in Hooghly. T'hero 
was an outbreak of tho disease at Howrah. Severe epidemics of cholera 
prevailed in parts of Birbhum, Bankura and Midiiapore, and favor of a sov. ro 
type affected the town of Howrah and the riglrb bank of tiio Hooghly 
between Bally and Ulubaria, though fortunately not extending to tho interior. 

Information as to the improvonionts in sanitation effected by local bwlies 
is not very complete. Statistics regarding the available sources of witcr-supply 
and their condition arc said to have beon Collected, but have irot been {•um- 
marised. A drainage scheme for tho Howrah Municipality is under consideration, 
and an extension of the water- works was effected, while a ptriial scheme for the 
improvoment of the drainage is contemplated in tho Bally Municipality. 

4. Eitvg.ai'on , — lathe Resolution of last year tho steady decline in emi- 
gration under tho provisions of Act I of 1883 was noticed, tho figures having 
fallen from 4,510 in 1895-96 to 923 in 1896-97. This year there has been a 
still fuvtlier fall to 517. This grailu^l dwindling of registered emigra<iou 
is especially noticeable in Burdwau, where the corresponding figures of the 
tliroe years wore 2,947, 91, and 8 respecUyely. At tho same time, frao emigra- 
tion increased during the year under repoH ; a fact which is attributed to tho 
pi cvuiling high prices and scarcity, and a- growing proferonco of employers 
for f roe labour. The various depdts and rest-houses were regularly inspected, 
and their condition is generally satisfactory. 

5. JUanufaeturei and Minea : Trade ttad Commerer. — Completo figures not 
being available, tho progress of tho large itrdustrles, such as the jute and cot- 
ton mills and rope factories of Hooghly and Howrah, and tho diffei’cnt iron- 
works and papers mills in tho Division, is not susceptible . of acem-ato ajipraise- 
ment, but the gonoral results point to ,an increase of prosperity. The out- 
turn from tho pottery-works at Ranigatij also increased. ^ Favourable prices 
stimulated tho trado in shellac, but the tnanufacturo of indigo in this Division 
appears steailily declining. Tho weaving of silk and tusaar continues, but tlio 
struggle with tho competition of cheaper fabrics is a hard one, and the cotton- 
weavers of the Bankura district felt the stress of tho prevalent scarcity severely. 
The collieries of Burdwan and Bankura arc steadily gaining in import- 
ance. Tho output during 1897 is reported to show an increase of 13 per cent, 
over that of the previous year, while the annual output has doubled during 
the'last seven years. There wore throe serious accidents during tho year, one 
in which the pit caught fire, and two closea of sub^tidenoe, in one of wliich two 
lives were lost. 

The total import traffic in tho principal staples carried by rail, river and 
canal amounted to 77,59,243 muunds iu comparison with 76,28,788 maunds in 
the previous year, and the export traffic to 6,20,35,440 maUnds, against 
4,91,77,238 maunds during l8'.»6-97. As a result of tho cessation of tho faniiino, 
there was a decrease in tho not export of food grains from tho Division from 
72,75,386 maunds during the preceding year to 04,36,272 maunds, but the 
total is still enormous. The exjiort of rice fell similarly from 53,89 969 maundr 
to 47,77,076 maunds, and of paddy fn-m 28,99,7 IS maunds to 20, 64,084 maunds. 

6. Civil Justice . — (Jomplcto infoilnation as to tho number of civil cases 
instituted has not been furnished, but there was an increase in tho nutnlxir 
of cases disposed of in all districts except Burdwan, the total amounting 
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lo 103,228 in r.omparision wUh 95,318 in tho provinus year. Tho lunnber of 
witnessc'8 ('xainijJCHl by tho suporioi' Courts increased from 13,783 during 1890 
to 13,8.j(), but the percentage of those detained over two days fell from 9 3 lo 
8*1. In tho Courts of Munsifs 98,180 witnesses wero examined in comparison 
witli 97,157 in the pvovious year, tho num))cr of those kept in attendance 
o.'cr two days (IG‘9 per Ciint. i femaining practically stationary, 

7. Vrinv: : Police : O/’Wtinal «/»</«•<?.— —*l'lie total number of cognisable cases 
reported during the year and investigated by tho police rose from 21,800 
to 23,018, or, excluding breaches of sairitary regulathms, from 13,448 to 19,123. 
Tho fact, however, that tho figures for the year under report include cases 
feTibso<iucntly declared nou-cognisiible or false, affects tho comparison. Tho 
high price of food-grains is advanced as a cause of tho increase, but this 
factor was operative to a still greater extent in the preceding year. Other causes 
assigned for the iin'iN'ase are better rep >rling and tho occurrence of numorous 
thefts in Biibhum of paddy whilo the crops were still standing and* an influx 
of strangers seeking employment on the new raihvay line in Midnajwro. TJio 
number of no u -cognisable cases was practically stationary, amounting to 20,079. 
Of cases reported at the ihana and sent up for trial by the police after 
enquiry, 50 2 per cent, ended in conviction; in the case of those taken up direct 
by Magistrates or referred to tho police by them, the corresponding percentage 
was 17‘5 only, a fact which appears to call for explanation. Prosecutions under 
seofion 211, Indian Penal Go Jo, wero institatod in 1P2 per cent, of the caso.s 
declared maliciously false, and a larger proportion of convictions w.as oblainod 
than in tho previous year. The Coiumissionor rema-ks that the provisions for 
the award of compensation to tho accused in cases found to bo fubse were but 
seldom usel. Eighteen thousand two hundred and four eases wero dis- 
]) -sed of by 8?ipendiary Magistrates, and 11,017 by Honorary Magistrates, the 
con osponding figures during 189(> being 17,071 and 9,985 rofpectively. Not 
withstanding an increase in the total uuaahcr of witnesses examined, the in’opor- 
tion of witnesses del aiuod over two days showed a sat isfardory improve ue at in 
both classes of Courts, the figures being 4*7 and 8*4 per cent, ro-spectivoly. The 
numbers unduly detained in the Burdw’an Sadar Goufts both by Sti[)ei)diai'y 
and Honorary Magistrates were largo, the hearing of a number of impoi tun t 
and lengthy cases being alleged in oxjdnnation. The results wero also poor at 
Jalianabad. I'ho rate of disposal of ixdice cases by Honorary Magi.'tralos 
shuwel a decide I falling off, 7*04 per cent, being adjourne l si.\ times aiul over, 
as agoirist 4*02 per cent, in 1896. The attendance of Honorary Magistrates 
improved, and is, on the whole, fair, though it was not good at Howrah and 
Burdwan. It is observed by the Magistrate of Midnapore that Honorary 
Mngiscrabis sitdng singly dispose of the cases with fair promptitude ; it is 
where Benchei are concoinoJ that delays arise.

Tho con luct of tho jiolicc during the year is, on the whole, reported to be 
sati.-ifactory.

Mr. Duke is of opinion that the 
lands in Howrah have been assessed at naoJlossly low rate#, an.l attention 
should be paid to this point elsewhere. 

8. Regis tratio«i. — Tnoro was an inoreaso of 30,806 in tho numbor of 
deeds registered, which amounted to 2 Jl,4t8-2. Tne continued high priojs are 
assigned as one of tho causes, but the Commissioner is of opinion that the increase 
is also due to growing appreciation of the advantages of registration and expan- 
sion of business, and not to increased poverty. A case at Suri rovaaled 
great laxity in the system of taking tlmmb impressions, this import int 
duty being loft to an offtao daftari, who, to avoid leaving blanks in tho rc.;is!;or, 
filled it up with impressions tikon from the first person available. lu th > 
Administration Report of the Dacca Division a caso was Instanced whoro tb jso 
impressions had been allowed to be tampered with, and tho special attention 
of the Inspector-General of Itogistratiou will bo drawn to this point; it is 
obvious that, nuloss tho circumstances under which tho impressions are taken 
cun bo accoptod by Courts of law as above sa.spicion, their waolo value as 
evidence vanishes. Tho conduct of the Sub-Uegiatrars concerned in both cases 
is deserving of severe censure. 

l>. Land Revenue . — In permanently-settled estates the standard percent- 
age of 99 per cent, of current collections on current demand was reached in 
all tlistricts, with tho exception of Midnapore (9.3';>8) and Hooghly with Howrah 
(98’ 12'. In both cases large sums received by remittance transfer receipt 
wore credited after tho close of the year, tiius affecting tho p.jrc tntages. 
The proportion of collections to the current douuind in est-xtos of other class .s 
in co uparisou with tho prescribed standards, is c.Khibited boiow : —

In Birbhum and Bankura the demand on account of these classes of 
estates is small. Tho collections • in Government estates were, on tho whole, 
good, but the. bad results in temporarily settled estates ini Burdwan, Bankura 
and Hooghly, to which attention was drawn last year, show little sign of im- 
provement. There is a marked falling off in Midnapore also, which in tho 
previous year achieved a percentage of collections of 92*1 in this class of estates, 
Tho special attention of the flonunissioner is again drawn to this matter. 

I'horo was an increase of Ks, 67,680 in the demand on account of road ami 
public works cesses, chiefly due to the fact that effect was given to tho revalua- 
tion proceedings in the district of Midnapore with effect from 1st April 1897. 
Tlie collections of cesses were fair, but the results of the current oolloctious of 
road cosa in Midnapore (76*39 per cent.) aud Hooghly with Howrah (73*82 
per cent.), together with those of realisations of tho current demand of emba ik- 
ment cess in Midnaporo .;59 41 per cent.) were poor. 

Tho Pataspur sHtloment in tlio Midnaporo dis rict was completod daring 
the year, resulting in an increase of Rs. 8^1 17 in the Government douiaii l. 
It is anticipated that the settlement of ghatwa’i lands in Bankura will be 
completed by the closa of tho current year. The nuinbor.s of cjrtificatos pond- 
ing at the close of the year, on account of the realisation of cosses in tho 
distiicts of Burdwan, Bankura and Hooghly (with Howrah), w.tc largo, but 
tlio disposals of these cisos in Midnapore was vn*y creditable, in view Of t le 
numerous cerlificalos filed. On aciiount of the uc piisilion of latul for dilferont 
tramway aud railway projects ami the water-works I'oservoir at lio'vra!i, tiu> 
work in this branch was hoavy, and six Special Deputy Collectors were 
cuiplo^'od.

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10. Wards^ Eaiatea, — Thei’0 'fpcre only four ertnto!) in the Division under 
the management of the Court of Wards, of which tho most important was the 
Burdwan llaj. Tho Lieutenant-Governor roarrets to observo that the clear 
orders given last year for a thorough oxamination of the outstanding balances 
in tho khas malnds held by the Baj, with a view of writing off demands that 
are irrecoverable or unjustifiable* appear to have had no appreciable result, 
and tho outstanding balances on account of rent and cosses amounted to no 
less than l-lo por cent, of tho current demand. Further information on this 
ptiint will be asked for from tho Board. The managemeut nf the Naya- 
grnm Estate, in Midnaporo, has resulted in tho restoration of tho estate to 
solvency, after the repayment of Rs. 8,02,725 in debts. 

11. Excise: Stampa: Income-tux.— thmvG was a decrease of Rs. 4,702 
in tho income derived from excise, but that from tho sale of stamps again 
showed an increase of Rs* 1,02,508 under all heads exce|)t receipt stumps. The 
final demand oh account of income-tax showed an increase of Rs. 23,481 
and of 446 assesyees, Tho collections continued gorjd. 

12. Communicaiiona , — The earthwork on tho Calcutta-Cuttaek section of 
tho Bengal-Nagpur Railway was pushed on during tho year, but tho coti- 
struction of the bridge over the Rupnarain river at Kola is tho most 
important factor in tho progress of the line. The IIowrah-Amta and llowrah- 
Sesikhnlla Tramways were opened for traffic during the year, i hough tho former 
has not quite been completed to its terminus. The increase in tho number of 
railway accidents in tlm Burdwan d^^^rict from 14 to 70 is noticeable. 

13. Education. — ^The details of fhe educational statistics in tho body of 
the Report are unfortunately in several instances incomplete. A <lecroa.so 
of I Co in the total number of schools was accompanied by an increase of 
1,898 in the aggregate number of pupils attending them. The decrease was 
practically entirely among prima*y schools, which are .the first to fed tho effect 
of bad years. The total expenditure oh education rose from Rs. 13,09,401 
to Rs. 13,21,741 during tho year underreport, of which approximately 25 
por cent, was borne by Provinci^* District Board and Mumcipfi I i^unds. Tho 
percentage of boys at sc?hool to boys of school going ago varied from 02 6 
per c(mt. in Midnaporo to 43*6 pet cent, in Birbhum. 

14. Iloapitah and XHapenaarus. —The working of tho dispcnsai ie.s in tire 
Division presented no new feature. Their total income dcci’oasoil by Rs. I, OS 3 
owing to a decrease in the Goveitiniont grants, but the income from private 
subscriptions showed a satisfactory increase of some Rs. 10,000. There was 
an increase of 15,231 in the total humbor of patients treated. Tho want 
of a small-pox hospital at Howrah is specially noticed. 

15. fjocal Eeff-Cfovemmmt. InsHtut/oni. — Diirtrict Boards continued to 
work efficiently and smoothly, but, as noticed last year, littlo value is attached 
to tho work done by Local Roardfs. The duties eiitmsted to Union Oommit- 
teos are small, and the method of their performance wks indifferent. One 
Union, the funds of which had hedn misusod, was abolished, and Local Boards 
generally are reported to take bnt^ Utile interest ih their working. The most 
important municipality in the Division is that, of Howrah, Tho efforts of tho 
Chairman, Mr. Duke, to bring about an equilibrium in its finances are 
acknowledged by the Ooramisstoncr, but the expenditure on preoa^ouary 
measures against plague introduced a new and disturbing element. 

16. Conduct oj Zawindbr#.—- Tho names of Raia iTanjit Singh mhadur 
of Nasipur in tho Birbhum district, and of the Raja of Mobisadal and Baba 
Upendro Nath Maity in MidnapOro, have been brought to tho notice of 
Government as examples of liberal and enlightened landlords. 

17. Tho Lieutenant-Governor desires to express his thanks to Messrs. 
Bucklaud and Stovensoa for their efficient administration of the Division, and to 
Mr. Ketindey for his careful report from which tho foUovdng extracts are, pub- 
lished for general infunnatioiir

As compared with tbe preceding the rainfall was more copious in all 
the districts of this Division) except Hidnaporc and Howrah, where it was 
less. 

21. The rainfall was seasonable as we31 as abundant and well distributed. 

As a naturcd/ cohscquence, there was a bumper 
SurdwM. winter rice crop^ the like of which had not been 

seen for many years, followed by an excellent rabi crop. - 

22. The rainfall was evenly distributed throughout the rainy season, but 

there vras very Httle rain froin November to the end 
Bubham. of thb year4 .■ ^^|*he winter crop was very good 

throughout tbe district, the Sadar subdivision having |n-dduced even more 
than the Rampur Hat subdivision. The o»sfMition of the irmha during the winter 
alTected the rabi crop. The average outturn was, however, 15 annas. 

23. The distribution of the roinfalV was satisfactory, the result being a 

good outtu;)^' of the crops to thd- great relief of tbe 
Baukura. po^j. people in somo parts of the distiict, who had 

suffered considei’ably during the early part of the year. The only portion of 
the district which does not appear to hikye shored in the general prosperity is 
that affected by the flood of tbe DamudjW which was unusually severe in July 
last . The aas crop in this tract was damaged, and about four to five 

thousand bighss of ripli teil. were burled uhdbr sand. Somb *Hllages were washed 
away with everything in them, but fortunRtely there was np loiw of life. The 
puttum of the early paddy crops, locally oi^da telho and ehati, as also of the 
aus, was good, the yield being on an average 16 annas. Mian paddy cultivated 
in the high lands in tbe Sadar subdivision also produced an average 16 annas 
crop. Tho outturn of aman was 17 anptM, ora little above the average, and 
but for several breaks m the monsoon, the crop would have been a bumper 
one. Wbat little rabi is grown in the district did well and yielded a 16-aana 
outturp. Owing to want of rain after October, wheat, pulses, gram, mustard, 
barley and oilseeds did not succeed so well as the rabi, the produce being 13 
to 14 annas. The unusually heavy rainfall of August and September affected 
millets grown on the high lands by Sontli^s and Bauris, the yield being a 12* 
riwna crop. Indigo also suffered from the libavy rains in August, when the plant 
.was ripe, fmd tho result was a 14>anna brto.' ^ * ■. 

24^ .. Though the total average rainfaU of tho district was less than in the 

preceding year, tho agricultural results of tho year 
Midaaporo. under report were on the whole satisfactory. The 

rainfall being evenly distributed and aeasonable, t^io crops wero excellent. 
The aman harvest is reported to have been seriously damaged by grasshoppers 
in the Clhatal subdivision. 
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20. The outturn of paddy and staple food-crops appears to have been 

cpnKiderably. better than that during tho two pre- 
^ ceding years, and the same remark applies to the 

other crops grown in tho district. 

36. Tho rainfall was so evenly distributed that the most grumbling cul- 
. llowrih tiyator could hardly find a fault, except that the 

^ rainfall in May was rather short for the germina- 
tion and early growth of jute. In the middle of July there was a sndden rise 
f)f tho river i)amudnr, and . tho water which overflooded its western bank 
above tho Gaighata kiial found its way irito tho Rupnarnbi, thereby causing 
serious breaches in tho zamindari bdnds. ri'lio last-named river was also in flood 
but for three days only. With the exception of a little child accidently drowned, 
there w'as no lo.ss of life, nor was any great damage done to houses. But the 
xon crop was totally destroyed, and «nts and jute sutfered partially. The 
damage was, however, more than counterbalanced by tho rich deposit of silt 
left on the fields by tho flood, and the plentiful harvest they yielded on being 
replanted with padily iuiniudiately after the subsidence of tho water.

The general health of the Xlivision was better than what it was in the 
previous year. It is satisfactory' to note that tho death-rate for tho ^stricts 
individuiilly shows an appreciable decrease during the year, markedly so in 
the case of lloogbly (fll'O agai.nBt 38*8 per mille of population). Deaths from 
small-pox and from other causes were slightly more numerous in itho Division 
than in 1896-U7. 

28. Deaths from fever and cholera show a considerable falling off. Tbo^> 

was an increase in the number of deaths ficoin 
But wan. siuall-pox, tho bulk Occurring in March. Tho rdiief 

outbreak was traced to infected persons coming from the North-Western Pro- 
vinces. Active measures were taken to stamp out the diseaso. A few villages in 
Maiigalkokand Katwa thunas exclusively iniiabited by. -Mnlutmaiadans isuffevod 
the most, as then,* is a strong aversion among the inhabitants to allow their 
women to bo vaccinated by male vaccinators, lu this district tho. months of 
March, April and May wore the most unhealthy as regards cholera, duo probably 
to the impurity of tho water available during those months. It is reported that 
the practice of throwing half-burut dead bodies into the river continued in the 
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KaUva subdivisijpii in spite of a aiijcdfpsful prosepotion. The Kalna Munici- 
pality have etoppod the practice, anaN'.aiso that -of 'steeping jute in public 
rcservoh«. 

29. The hpalth of this distiict was coniparafivcly speaking good during the 

Blrbhuiu. ‘ y®*'’’- C^nleraof a virulent typo prevailed during the 

tuuiiths of Marclj <o .June in than.as Bolpur, NaJhati 
and Maureswai', and caused many deaths. Unfortunately a requisition for u 
Civil Hospital Assistant for special cholem diily could not bo complied with by 
the Medical Department. Deaths from small-pox were fewer thsm in the pre- 
vious year, the majority occurring ia; ^iaiias Uanipur Hat, Sakulipur and 
Maureswar. ^ - 

delith- 
traic, 

throughout tho monsoon of 1897, following th(‘ short rainfall of tho two pre- 
ceding seasons. As is most unpeiudl, fever was distributed almost equally 
tlirougllout all the months of the year, aaVe that !i slight increase was observ- 
able in March and April, duo, it is reported, to influenza. Thanas Rampur 
HAt, Manreswar, Bolpur and Suri contributed largely to the mortality under 
this head. 

30. In this district, too, there 'was less foyer and less smalb'pox, the latter 

occurring sporadically and disappearing as usual 

after the un|MV>tcctt'd people had been vaccinated. 
There was, however, an increase in, the tp^ahty from cholera which raged in 
jiarts of thanas Onda and Khatra. . Many of tiie cases ore attributed to scar- 
city of food and defective water-supjdy <»used by the prolonged drought of 
the previous year. The District Board and tlie municipalities took steps to 
arrest the progress of tho disease in their.msjpoctive areas. It is strange that tliis 
district shows lu* deaths from bowel-oomp^ints. 

3 1 . During the latter half of the year malarial fever broke out epidemically, 

Mi-inapcw. largest .mortality occurring in November and 

the tm<5ta vjidbh snilerod most being thanas Narain- 
garh, Midnaporo, Daspar, Paskura. Contai and Golliballnvpur. C'holera prevailed 
• throughout the year, causing the heaviest.mortality ip. Maroli, July and April. 
Tho largest number of deaths occurred in . thanas Nandigram, Bhagwanpur, 
Coutai, Dantun and Panskura. The diUbiiM<waR widely i>reValent in tlioTanduk 
and the Sadar subdivisions from the ond of May to tho end of October, and two 
native doctors wore employed to treat the tofferois. Hteps. were taken to arrest 
fho progress of the disease in the neighb<>urhoo(l of the Bengal Nagpur Railway 
lines under construction, the principal preventive meOsares adopted in the 
district being — 

(а) fumigation of houses and localities with sulphur,' &c. ; 

(б) action under section 199A of ’the Bengal Municipal Act as to water- 

supply: ‘ ; 

(e) free distribution of cholera pills: in afFocted localities through the 
police. ■ . 

There was a deofoaso in tlio moi*tality from small-pox. The disease pre- 
vailed badly from J^ebiaary to Afayj .the largest number of deaths occurring 
in March. T>»o localities which suffered most were Pataspur, Nandigram and 
Khodgri. Sub-inspectors of vaccination And extra vaccinators were doj)uted to 
to the affected ar«i(w to arrest tho spread of the disease. 

32. As already noticed, malarial fever was moderately prevalent during 

HooKliiy. the . year, chpleira appearing in small outbreaks. 

^ The latter di^60se hngered for a longer period than 

usual in parts of the Jabanabad subdivision without assuming a Adrulcnt type. 
Steps were taken to cheek the spread at its outset whenever practicable. Slor- 
tulity from small-pox was greater during the year than in 1806-97. Bowel- 
complaints claimed many victims, especially among the Beharies who congre- 
gated to this district in quest of employihi^t, 

33. The health of tho town of Howrah was worse tlmn usual, small- 

, pox and feVer being largely prevalent. . Fever 

■ affected the right bank of the Hoogbly the 

whole way from Bally to Uluberia, and assumed a severe form, although tho 
interior enjoyed greater immunity from it than usual. A local epidemic of 
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8mall-pox broke out in the town in January 1897, and spreading to the 
surrounding villages, invaded a considerable portion of the district, disappearing 
only when the rains set in. The town of Bally enjoyed better health during 
the year than in 1896-97. There was a marked diminution in deaths from 
cholera. The decrease, so far as the Howrah town is concerned, is no doubt 
due to the opening of the water- works. 

The Burdwan Municipality spent Rs. 611 in extending the supply 
of hlteired water, Rs. 167 in constructing a plague 
Sftwtary wor 8. hospital, and Rs. 441 in completing the construction 

of a ward for female cholera and small-pox patients. A sum of Rs 283 was 
spent by tho Kalua Municipality^ in constructing a latrine, and Rs. 222 in 
improving tho burning ghRt, liendcs Rs. 122 on a plague hospital. The 
Katwa Municipality spent Rs. 184 in oonatruoting a plague hospital, which was 
not completed within the year. Dainhat spent Rs. 600 for the ro-cxcavation 
of tanks, and Rs. 89 for the erection of latrines. In Raniganj Ks. 1,190 .were 
spent in sinking a well and constructing a drain; Asansol spending Rs. 231 
in providing latrines and Rs. 433 ip erecting a slaughter-houso. The Burdwan 
District Board spent Rs. 3,391 itf improving water-supply by sinking wells in 
different parts of the distiict. 

35. In the Suri Municipality, in the district of Birbhum, a few extra 
coolies were entertained with a view to improve the conservancy of tho town, as 
a precautionary measure against the plague. ' Tanks and wells were reserved for 
drinking purposes. As regards village sanitation, the District Magistrate, while 
on tour, took occasion to call the attention of the villagers to the desirability of 
reserving a particular tank for drinking purposes without apparent success. 

36. Tno sanitary condition of. tho Banknra district is naturally good on 
account of its good natural drainage, the ground in most parts being undulat> 
ing. In tho matter of water-supply, a good^ deal of improvement is needed ; but 
as the funds at the disposal of the. loctil bodies were limited, all that could be 
done was to sink wells where the khpply was found to be defective. 

37. No information has been furnished as to what has been done in this 
matter in tho Mldnaporo district. The sanitation of the Hooghly district is 
generally speaking detective, and- the remark applies equally to rural and urban 
areas, though the latter has improVed to a certain extent in consec[uonoe of the 
introduction of the Plague Regulations. The Magistrate notices the paucity of 
prosecutions and the want of dete^ent punishment for committing nuisances 
in the streets, which go undetected, chiefly because there is no system of patrol 
during the day. The scheme for supplying Altered _ water to the riparian 
municipalities on the right bank of the Hooghly is still under consideration. 
The Hooghly District Board contemplates improving the water-supply of the 
district by taking up three thahas every year, thus completing tho entire 
district in four years. In tho year under report they selocted-the three thanas 
of tho Sadar subdivision, but wei^ late in taking up . the project. They have 
since made a beginning. Borne wells in the Serampore;and Jahonabad sub- 
divisions, which were left unflnished in the previous yw, were completed 
during the year under report. DRficulty is reported to ^ve been expenenoed 
in inducing private owners of tanks to agree to the stringent conditions of 
reservation, without which tho Btmrd very properly refuses to take in hand the 
improvement of a tank. 

38. The drainage of the town of Howrah being defective, the services of 
Mr. Hodges, the En^neer to the Calcutta Corporation, were last ypar engaged 
for tho preparation of a drainage scheme. His, report has not yet been rocejived, 
The important sanitary work executed by the Howrah Municipality during' 
year was tho extension of the water-works to thh foreshore road and to a few 

the market and slaughter-houses being also at the same time improved. The 
Commissioners of the Bally Municipality intend canyingout partially a scheme, 
prepared in 1894-95, for improving the drainage of tho town. They have 
acquired lands, and have opened a new road by fllling up certain low lends and 
Ahhy dohaa. For want of funds the Howrah District Board were unable to 
take any action towards improving the drmnage of the rural area'. They, how> 
ever, spent Rs. 2,635 in the improvement of water-supply. The tube- wells are 
reported in many cases to have failed, owing partly to too unsuitability of the 
sol! and partly, to stupidity* or wautqp mischief on the part of the villagers. 
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The following tablo ^ shows fho vaccination operations in the

The total number vaccinated shows a decrease as compared w'ith that 
operated on during the previous year. This decrease is shared by all tlio 
districts, except 'Alidnapore and Hooghly, where an increase is observable. 
Vaccination was not performed for the first time in any thana of the Burdwati 
district, having Ixjou carried on in all in previous years — a fact which appa- 
rently accounts for the decrease. In Birbhum the decrease is, in the opinion of 
the Magistrate, in a great measure due to slackness on the part of the vaccinators 
and to some extent to inadequate supervision of their work. In tho Bankura 
district the oiierations performed during 1896-97 in, thanas Onda, Vishnupur 
and Sonamukhi, where vaocination hod Men unknown before left few villages 
unprotected. In Howrah di^culty is experienced in vaccinating the mill 
operatives, mostly Muhammadans. .'The increase in the Midnapore district, tho 
highest on record, for some years past^ is duo partly to an increase in tho 
number of vaccinatora and partly to strict supervision exercised by the Civil 
Surgeon. A further increase in the staff of vaccinators, (136 during the voar) 
is considered by the Magistrate to be necessary for the requirements of tho 
district. The increase in Hooghly is said to be the result of an appreciation 
on tho port of the jjeople of tho advanteges of vaccination. Tho percentage of 
successful operations to the total niicabiw of persons vaccinated in the Bankura 
district is comparatively low. The provitnous of some of the sections of the 
Compulsory Vaccination Act were, extraded to the town of Bampurhat in 
Birbhum, during the year underreport. In this district difficulty is ojcpcrionced 
in realizing the vaccinators’ fees, which io some extent retarded progi'ess. Gene- 
rally speaking, vacciuation may be said to bo making steady progress in tho 
Division, tho people having begun to perceive its advantages. The quarters 
from which opposition chiefly comes are tho Muhammadans and upcountry-mcn 
who object to it on reli^ous grounds. Though vaccination is compulsory 
within municipid limits, this class of mill-workers in Howrah is reported to 
refuse it altogether, and resort to riotous resistance. The Magistrate mentions 
that the managers of mills were asked by the Civil Surgeon to moke vaccination 
a condition of employment, but they have so far desisted froni acceding to tho 
request, under the apprehension that such a stop would dislocato labour or lead 
to a strike on tbe part ^of the mill'handis. Tlio Civil Surgoon, however, when 
certifying the ages of children, gets all the unprotected ones vaccinated in his 
presence. 

40. In twenty localities in the ^^naporo district, including the towns of 
r.!# Midnapore, Tamluk and Ghatal, calves were vacci- 

nated in 157 cases, of which 163 proved successful ; 
8,654 persons were vaccinated, and 382 re-vaccinated. Thq totd expenditure 
incurred was Bs. 185 odd.

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MATH RIAL C?OirDlTION OF THE PEOPLE. 

41. The short crops of 1895-96 and 1896-97, and the high prices 
of food-grains consequent thereon, as well as on the large exports made 
to districts suffering from the stress of famine, affected materially the condition 
of certain sections of the people. Those who suffered most were the lower 
ranks of the middle class of limited means, who, with traditions to maintain and 
appearances to keep up, are daily finding their position untenable. Small culti- 
vators, artizans, such as weavers, braziers, &c., day-labourers far away from the 
centres of trade and industry, and all those who subsist on private charity, also 
found the year a very trying one. 

42. In Burdwan, although acute distress or famine did not prevail, it was 
found necessaiy to undertake relief measures in certain traicts. A sum of 
Ra. 11,580, out of funds partly granted by the Bengal Branch of the Indian 
Famine Charitable Relief Committee and partly raised by subscriptions, was 
spent in affording relief to the needy and the distressed, while a kitchen was 
opened for the benefit of the large gangs of emaciated and half-starved up- 
country coolies who daily passed tlu'ough tho district along the Grand Trunk 
Road, as well as to a limited number of the blind, the halt and the lame. The 
Magistrate notices that no difficulty was experienced by the labouring classes in 
finding work, that the wages did not fall, and tliat business in the colliery 
area was in full swing. 

43. In Birbhum, advances under the Land Improvement Loans Act, gi’antod 
during the early part of the year and the latter part of 1896-97, served to pro- 
vide able-bodied labourers with employment, while numbers of those incapaci- 
tated from work and the respectable poor received assistance from the Famine 
Charitable Relief Fund at a cost of Rs. 1,300. 

44. Bankura is the only district in the Division which was declared 
affected by famine. The distress in certain tracts was so acute that it was 
found necessary to start relief operations in April 1897, and to continuo them 
till tho 1.3th October last, during which period the average number of persons 
who rocoivod gratuitous relief, reckoned in terms of one day, was 855,204, while 
the number of those who obtained relief in other forms was 318,605, tho total 
cost being Rs. 1,21,552, contributed partly by Government and paitly by the 
District Board. Besides this, a sum of Rs. 24,000 from tho Indian Charitable 
Famine Relief Fund, and Rs. 3,066 realized from subscriptions, were spent under 
objects I to IV of the Provincial Committee’s Circular No. 1, dated the 29th 
January 1897, in asisting 7,680 persons computed in the manner mentioned 
above. In addition to those amounts Rs. 3,795, forming part of the money 
allotted to this Division by the Provincial Committee referred to, wore dis- 
tributed among 1,386 persons whose houses had been washed away by the 
Damodar. 

Some of the landlords of the district provided employment for the labour- 
ing poor by excavating tanks or reservoirs. Among others who took an active 
part in relieving distress, the most prominent is Kai Rambandhu Ghatterjee 
Bahadur of Konchko, in the jutisdictiou of tho Saltora 'outpost, who spCiit 
Rs. 6,000 on relief works and Us. 3,000 on gatuitons relief. 

45. In Midnapore, thana Binpur was the only tract where it was found 
necessary to administer relief, and 1,215*48 persons were relieved there, for a 
period of one month and a half, at a cost of Rs. 1,288-7-7. 

46. In Hooghly and Howrah the mills afforded sufficient work to the 
labouring classes, but the first half of the year was a very trying period to 
people with small fixed incomes. The Magistrate of Hooghly specially com- 
mends the open-handed liberality of Rai Khirod J^iosad Pud Bahadur of Sikei9i> ^ 
derpur in J ahanabad, who opened an annocliatra for the benefit of the poor of ^ 
his native village and its neighbourhood, and fed 6,000 persons daily during 
the three days of the Durga Pnja, and subsequently 2,000 every day for about 
two months, at a cost which is said to have exceeded Rs. 16,000. 

47. Tho famine prevailing in the different parts of the country, and tho 
high prices caused thereby, appear to Ixavo immensely stimulated the export, 
tratfio in rice and paddy, and grain-dealers and persons who possessed reserves 
of fheso articles are reported to have realized enormous profits, some idea of 
which may Iks formed from the fact that the exports from this Division alone 
amounted during the yesu: to 26,64,084 maunds of paddy and 47,77,076 niaunds 
of rice. 
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The abundant aman harvest reaped daring the year seems to have had 
the effect of greatly improving the condition of the people. But the Magis* 
irate of Bankura mentions that they have not yet completely recovered from 
the severe strain resulting from the agricultural dupressiou by which the years 
1895-96 and 1896-97 were characterized. 

VI.— emigration and immigration. 

48. As in the previous year, emigrants were registered in the districts of 
Burdwan, Bankura and Midnapore. 

The statement given below shows the number of emigrants registered in 
each district during the last two years

The number of emigrants registered shows a steady falling off which is said 
to be duo to the growing preference of employers for free laboiir. 

49. The number of emigrant coolies registered in the district of Burdwan 
fell from 91 in 1896-97 to 8 only in the year under report. _ Considering the 
fact that the number was so large as 2,947 in 180&-96, it appears that free 
emigration will at no distant date supplant tlie system of registered emigration. 
The Magistrate of Burdwan observes that mider the free emigration system 
there is no check on emigration, as no official record is kept of the number of 
free emigrants passing through the district. 28,894 coolies arc reported to 
have passed through the several dopdts in ..the district, against 16,588 in the 
preceding year. The increase is said to bo duo to the prevalence of scarcity 
in the recruiting districts. 

50. A large nnmber of coolies, it is reported, passed through Rampur Hat, 
in the district of Birbhom, during the year, on their waj to labour districts; but 
no reliable statistics are available, as no Coolies are registered in that district. 
The Magistrate of Birbhum adds that there were also emigrants under the free 
recruiting system, but the exact number cannot bo determined. 

61. As in Burdwan, there was in Bankura a marked decrease in the 
number of persons who emigrated to the tea-gardens during the year as 
compared with 1896-97, but a Targe number of free emigrants are reported to 
have left the district without registration. 

Of the total number of emigrants registered in Bankura during the year, 
20 with 6 dependants were brought for registration by professional recruiters 
employed by contractors in Calcutta, against 17 coolios with 4 dependants in 
1896-^7, and 93 with 86 dependants were registered by garden sardars, against 
235 emigrants with 215 dependants in the previous year. The recruitment by 
garden sardars was thus far more successful than by contractors’ agents, whom 
the people continue to look upon with distrust. 

52. In Midnapore, the number of registered cooly emigrants continues to 
decrease, 300 such persons having beenregisturcddiuing the year, against 340 in 
1896-97. Here also the garden sardars arc described as having done more 
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work than the contractors’ recruiters, who registered 17 coolies only, against 
283 registered by the former. 

No coolies weio registered w the districts of Hooghly and Howrah. Mr. 
Duke, Magistrate of Howrah, writes : — 

“ In fact, no regular emigration is carried on from this district, although to my 
knowledge some inhabitants of Jlowrah wander very far afield.” 

53. The largest number of criminal cases connected with emigration 
occurred in Burdwan and Bankui-a. In Birbhum only four cases were instituted 
during the year, against 17“ in the previous year. In the opinion of the 
Magistrate, the decrease is duo to high prices of food-grains, which, it is added, 
probably rendered more persons willing to emigrate, and hence obviated the 
necessity for recruiters using force or stratagem. 

54. As regards abuses, the following remarks by the Subdivisional Officer 
of Kaniganj, Mr. VValmsloy, quoted by the Magistrate, are reproduced : — 

“ There is no change to record in the manner in which coolies are recruited. The 
average Arknti is a rogue with litilo regard for the inclinations of any one whom he has 
marked as a suitable cooly. The cases that come into court would alone be enough to prove 
Iho rascality that attends the recruitment of free coolies, even if one made • no allowance for 
the fact that these cases arc hut a very few out of many. On the other hand, the great 
majority of coolies quite understand what they are doing and where they are going.” 

The Magistrate of Bankura, Sir. Do, observes that free emigration which is 
not under proper contract, oxcept^ndcr the Inland Emigrants Health Act, is 
02 )en to abuses. 

65. There were altogether 36 depdts and rest-houses in tliis Division, 
against 46 in the previous year. The decrease is mainly, due to the closing of 
a depot and some rest-houses in the Midnupore district, and to the fact that, 
acting under the spirit of Oovmnment Resolution No. 75T.G., dated 23r(i 
May 1895, the Magistrate of Bhbhum included in his return only 3 out of 8 
so-called rest-houses existing in his district, the other 6 being insignificaut and 
little frequented. 

The depots in Burdwan were very re^larly inspected. The Assistant 
Superintendent of Emigration at llaniganj and Asansol visited the linniganj 
and Asansol depots alwut* three times a week, and the Subdivisional Officer of 
Raniganj once or twice a month. Particular attention was paid to the 
.sanitation of the depOts, and the free use of disinfectants insisted on. The 
quality of food supplied to the emigrants is reported to have been good and 
the quantity sufficient. The water-supply of the depOts was also satisfactory, 
each depOt having a well which was disinfected during the year with 
permanganate of potash. It is-added that the coolies wore supplied with warm 
clothes during the cold weather, and that every depOt is famished with wooden 
machans in the sleeping sheds, which are overlaid with mats or blankets. Tho 
Magistrate has made it a rule not 'to grant licenses until su.ch macham are 
provided. 

The Assistant Superintendent of Emigration, Raniganj and Asansol, is 
highly spoken of both by the Subdivisional Officer of Raniganj and tho District 
Magistrate. 

IMMItlEAXlON. 

50. There was no registered immi&p^tion into the districts in this 
Division. As usual, labourers in large numbers came to the Division from the 
North -Weatorn Provinces and Bihar, in quest of work in the brick-fields, mills, 
factories and on tho railways, to say nothing of inter-district cold*woather 
movements of labourers with the same object’. -^ 

VII.— PBIOES OF FOOD AND LABOUS. ♦ 

57. The average price of common rice, which had risen abnor mall y in 
1896-97, fell from 10 seers 7 chitaks per rupee, the rate prevailing during the 
last fortnight of that year, to 13 seers 9 cbitacks during the corresponding 
period of 1897-98. I'ho high prices causOd considerable sauexiDg to the poorer 
classes, but things rapidly mended with tho advent of tho new rice. The rate 
per rupee was, however, still higher than what it was seven or eight years ago, 
which ^ may be duo either to tho fact that the stocks have not yet been fully 
replenished,^ or to the depreciation of the rupee. It is, I fiincy, mainly the 
latter cause which affects the price, and it iS' extremely unijkely that prices will 
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ever go back to tho old level Increased population and improved means of 
com mum cat ion must also aftect tlie price of all lood-grains. 

rhere was a. fall in tlie average prices of wheat and gram in all tlic' 
districts of the Division, except Midiiapore, where tho latter article was .learer 
tlian It was m 18J6-97, namely, 8 seers 12 chitaks against 9 seers lo chit.ks. 
halt was dearer m Dankura and Birblmm, and cheaper in the remainim. 
districts the average price for this Divm^ 5 chitaks against

08. Notwithstanding a considerable fall in tho price of rice, the staple 
food-gram oi the people of this Division, Ih,, wages of labour dhl not chaimc 
appreciably save in the case ot superior blacksmiths in the Hooglily district 
who earned lie 1 daily, against annas 12 in 1S9G-07. CWom is Uie prinm 
factor 111 preventing rapid fluctuations in those wages, but when once they rise 

they do not fall soon, winch IS illustrated by the fact that the pay of nmni ii 

servants and niaidscrvants, which went up with the rise in the jirice of food- 
grams 111 1890-97, has not comedown since.

o9. I ho principal articles of manufactuce in this Division are silk and 
tasar, jute, cotton, molasses, shellao, rope, iron, brass, bell-metal and hard 
ware, indigo, paper, pottery, bone-meal, mats and chemicals. 

60. In Burdwaii the total quantity of cloth lu oduced rose from d7,5!:io yards 
Silk ami tasar. id 1896 io o3,90o in 1897, and tho value thereof

carried on in Mankar, Memari and two other villages in tho Sadar, and in the 

villages of Baglikari, Mu.sthali and Ghoranasli in the Katwa subdivision In 
liirbhum the total outturn was 43,000 lbs. against 40,080 in 1890 97 ‘ Tlie 
two silk filatures ut Ganutia and Bhadrapur, with two brandi factories con- 
tinued to work as before. In Bankura the manufacture of mulberry silk tiiroid 
and cloth is carried on to some extent in tlie town of Vishnu imv and it 
Birsinga, a village l>uig eight miles north of the former. Silk-worms are also 
reared, but on u limited scale, in some parts of tho district, and tho quantity of 
silk-cocoons locally obtained being small, considerable quantitic.s of the.so an' 


imported from Midnapore in order to meet tho demand of the local manufuc 
turers. Vishimpur continues to produce the finest silks, which have, however

of silk and cotton, is almost extinct, as tho demand for it, formerly 
in tho North-Western Provinces, has almost ceased. 3,840 poninls of raw 
silk wore manufactured at tho» Niintala factory in tho Ghatal subdivision 
There is a French concern at Gureli, in the same subdivision, for roelimr 
tasar and yellow silk from cocoons. Silk is also reeled at the Moheshpur 
Factory. Damasked silk scarfs, wrappers and handkerchiefs raanufactimd 
by the native weavers of Ghatal, Nimtala, Radhanagar and Khirpai are (ex- 
ported to Calcutta, Bombay, Madias and other places for i-ale. Silk ff/ui/icn 
and ercniH cloth manufactured in tliaaa Dn-sjuir are largely in request. Those 
are also manufactured' on a smaller scale .U Anandpuriu the Sadar subdi vi- 
sion. Silk fabrics are produced in the Jahonubad subdivision of Hoogldy l.ufc 
the weavers are unable to compete with tho irheapor goods turncal out bv 
machinery, and tho business is in a state of doclino. It is loportod that tin- 
tasar made in the Katwa subdivision from wild cocoons brought from the 
jungles of thoSonthal Parganas, continues to maintain its ground in the C.-dcutt;, 
market as the best of its kind, and that the ai tiele is exported in largo riuantifuw 
to Madras, where it is in great favour with ladies of tho upper classo.s. 'ra.sar 
is also manufactured in the villages of Kari-lha, Tantipam, and BisimrpuV uf 
Birblmm. It is woven from cocoons imported from Singhbhmn, Munbhum and 
the Sonthal Parganas, and reeled by hand. Tho industry is, however, lamniisli- 
itig. In Bankura, although tasar is manufactured iu some villages, tho town (d 
Bankura and tho village of Birsingpur form tho chief centres of the indnstrv 
Tasar cocoons are rearoil in some parts of thanus Kliatra, llaipur and Bunkurii • 
but owing to tho prevailing scarcity there was vciy little demand for tasar cloth’ 
and the manufacture was carried on on a very limited scale during tho year! 
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Tastir fabrics arc rci)ortod to liavo ))eeii most extensively rnttiiufacturcd in the 
villages of Aiiniulajmr and Kaxsiari, in the aadar subdivision of Midnapfire. 
Such siulfs are also turnod out in the ffaluiiiabad subdivision of lEooghly, but 
tlio weavers lind it liard to compete with niacbino.-mado goods. 

ni. There are several lar^o juto and cotton mills in tho districts of 

IIoo;^ily and Howrah, in which gunny-bags, cotton 
fabrics and cotton-yarn nio manufactured on an 
extensive' .s: ide. Tho figures available arc useless for purposes of comparison, 
hut tliero .*<eoius no doubt tliat these factories are doing a good business. 

Cotteii-eloth is niauufacturcd in all tho districts of this Hi vision, but it is 
^ladualy being r usted from tho market by clicap Manchester fabric's. Many 
w( a\ors in BnidvvMii and Midiiaporc aro reported to have given up their looms 
and betaken tlicnisrolvcs to agriculture and other occupations. In Ihmkura this 
biisine.ss almost ceased for a time during the prevalence of tho famine and there 
\SMS consiJcrablo distress among the weavers in consequonco. Fine cotton 
cloth.M, nith silk, silver and gold embroideries, inado at Niintala in Midnaporo, 
are said to bu in great demand in llombay- Cotton-cloths of various kinds are 
nu^nnfactured in the Midnaporo Central Jail. 

02. Tho manufaeturo of molasses from sugarcane is common to all 

districts of this Division, but that from tlie jaico of 
tho date-palm is produced on an extensive serde in 
the districts of Hurd wan, Ilooghly and Howrah only. In Hard wan, the Behia 
mills are exUnsiveiy used for pressing sugarcane. Some factories at Kaipur in 
Birbliuin continued to manufacture cano sugur, tho production and consumption 
of which was, however, very limited, imported refined sugar of a superior 
<juality being cheaper. 

(jJ. This article is mauufacturotl in Birbhum and IJankura, Tho outturn 

in the former district rose from 238 maundxS in 
^ 1896- 07 to 003 maunds, and in the latter front 

l,ti00 maund't to 10,033 maunds in the year of ropprt. Tho ratirkod increuae 
in Bankuva is attributed to a elij.dit rise in the price, which stimulated the 
business, Tho nnmbor of factories at work in the district during tlie year was 
28 afjfainst 18 in 1800-07, and tho total quantity of stick-lac imported rose from 
8,()0U maunds in 1890-07 to 13,383 maunds.

Bai.metaUnd Hanisraro. 1^97 8,974 maunds, against 9,313 maunds in 

1806. At Kanchannagoro, a suburb of the to-wn of Burd-wan, knives and 
scissors, to the value of Ks. 4,800, wore manufactured in 1897, against Ks. 3,604 
in 1800. In Butikura the manufacture of bmss and bell-motal ware suffered 
considerably in consequence of the scarcity and the high prices oC food-grains. 
Brass and bell-metal utensils are still largely prepared in tho Sadar and Jahana- 
bad subdivisions of Ilooghly, tho estimated outturn being 8,450 maunds, 
against 8,138 maunds in 1806-07. But the cheaper enamelled ware from. 
Europe is beginning to supersede those articles. This industry is carried on 
on an extensive scale at Rharar, where brass and bell-metal plates to the valtlb 
of Rs. 12,81,020 are said to have boon manufactured during tbe year, against 
Rs. 16,45,602 in 1896-97, giving employment to nealrly 5,000 men, and nocM- 
sitaiing the importation of 29,950 maunds of raw materials such as copper, 
tin and. zino. Brass jugs made in Tamluk are much prized and find a ready 
sale. 

67. . The outturn of this article decreased in Bankura from 138 maunds 

in 1896-97 to 130 maunds, and in Midnaporo from 
859 maunds to 624 maunds. This industry is on

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Iho do<;Uiio in tlio fonner district, in which there exists only a few factories, 
most of which belong' to Messrs. Gisborne and Company. In Burdvvan and 
Birbhuin the business i>s carried on on a very limited scale, tho factories being 
snuxll and iho profits iruipprociable. 

'Jdii.re are two paper mills in this Division, one at Itaiiigaiij and the 
^ other at J3ally. Staf istics for the latter have not been 

suj)plied. The former produced 2,^81 tons of 
])aj)or, vidned at Rh. 9, o7, 000, against 2, oOO tons, worth Hs 9,50,000, in 1890-97. 
Hand-made paper is still prepared in Soramporc, but machinery has gradually 
ruined the industry. 

09. d'he principal articles manufaoturtd at Messrs. Hum and Company^s 

pottery works at Runiganj are glazed drain pipes, 
bricks, tiles and ornain(mtal fancy goods. The 
value of tho outturn rose from Rs- 4,68,398 iii 1890 to Its. 5,08,699 in 1897. 
Bricks, tiJos and pan tiles arc also largely manufactured in the districts of 
Hoogldy and Ifowrah, partly for the Calcutta market and partly to meet the 
re.i|tiiremcnls of the rosidents of tho riparian mmucinalitics.

ready market in Calcutta. Trade in dried fish is carried on in tho Contai 
subdivision on a largo scale by boatmen from Arakan, the estimated value of 
the exports during the year being Rs. 60,000.

71. Coalmines arc worked in the districfs of Burdwan and Bankurn. 

'I’ke number of collioj-ios in the Baniganj subdivi- 
Coal inmes. very lurpt', and this industry has lately 

gained much importance. As compared with lb96, the output in 1897 shows 
an increase of aVjout 13 per cent., and during the last sevtai years the annual 
output has doubled, or risen from about 1,000,000 tons to 2,000,000 tons in 
round figures, tlie average value of the coal being about Rs. 2*8 por ton. The 
prico is reported to have lisen since Deqouaber last. The European companies 
are all doing good business, as is evident by the share quotations in the daily 
papers. Of tho Native companies, a few are successful, but the rest are reported 
to have been handicajjpod by want of sufficient capital and an excessive eager- 
ness for immediate profit. The accidents which took place during the year 
were comparatively few, and wore mostly tluo to carelessness on tho part of 
tho persons injured. Of tho accidents to mines three deserve mention. The 
Eainuda Coal Company’s pit at Kamandibi caught fire, and the pit head gear 
was burnt. The fire was put out by throwing down earth, but tho loss to tho 
Company was serious. Mylno and Coimpany’s pit at Pitani subsided, and the 
rush of air caused the death of two coolies emjdoyod at the mouth of the incline, 
'riio Inspector of Mines could not visit the pluco, and without the opinion of an 
expert it is not possible to ,'Say whether tlio owners were to blamo for 
carelessness or not. Another serious subsidcnco to(>k place in the Bengal Coal 
Company’s pit at Egara. Fortunately no one was below at the time, and with 
wide galleries and scvoial ventilating sliafts the rush of air found an outlet, but 
the report and reverberation were felt a mill' away. 

IX,— TKADE ANlI CciMMKIlC:E. 

^ 76. As reported in previous years, almost all the important trade centres 
and marts in this pivision enjoy special facilities of export and impor-t by rail, 
river, and canal. Bi^t-bhum bus the advantagu of the railway; The districts of 
Btirdwan, Hooghly and Howiah are served both by rail and river, wldlo 
Midnnpore enjoys the bonofit of the canal system and the rivers Rupnarain and 
Silye. Benkura, though worst off in the matter of communications, has good 
roads to carry its traffic by means of carts to the East Indian Railway. 'I'lio 
necessity for crossing the Dan.udo is, }iowc\cr, a serious drawback. The 
riowrah-Ampta artd Howrah- Shoakhala Tramway lines opened during tlic y'ear 
serve portions of Howrah and Hooghly.

It will bo seen that the total imports by rail during the year ’ amounted 
to 66,70,256 maunds against 5,91,68,463 maunds imported in 1896-97. The 
largest exports were in rice, paddy, gunny-bags and coal, and the most consid- 
erable imports in gram and pulses, raw jute, mustard-seed, sugar, tobacco, 
European piece-goods, salt and kerosino-oil.

Tire exports were thus ctiormously in advance of the imports, the difference 
being 6,42,70,197 maunds, though a comparison of the figures for the past two 
years shows tliat there was an increase under both Loads, the exports arising 
from 4,91,77,238 maund.s to 6,30,35,440 maunds, and the imports from 76,28,788 
maunds to 77,69,243 maunds. The Jlagistratos have not, except in a few 
in.stimces, analysed the tiguies and explained the variations. The details given 
below are, therefore, ncccssitrily meagre. 

79. In imports the increase under tho head of gram and pulses was 
marked. That in the case of sugar (reliuod and unrefined), cotton gooths ;;nd 
kero&iue-oil was moderate. As regards exports, tho increase was marked in

took place in 1896-97, and the consequent exhaustion of tho stocks, account for 
tho falling off in tho exports in these articles during the year under review. 
Tho reason assigned by the Magistrate of Burdwan for the increase under tho heads 
of coal and coke is that a larger quantity of coal was raised owing to an increase 
in the number of labourers employed in the niiuc-s. But this does not explain 
why mure labourers were employed, whether to meet an increa.sed demand or 
whethei: labour was clienper, not being stated. 

80. Tho Magistrate of Midnapore mentions that the statement furnished 
by the Executive Engineer, Cossyo Division, showing the canal-borno trafUc of 
the district, does not include the traffic by Messrs, iloare, Miller and Company’s 
steamer, or that passing direct from Calcatta into tho district by other routes. 
Statements Nos. VllI and IX, showing exports to and imports from Calcutta, 
are not, therefore, quite accurate.. So far as tho exports to Calcutta are 
concerned, there was an increase in the case of rice and paddy (taken togothor), 
other food-grains, raw juto, raw silk, refined sugar, tobacco (unmanufactured 
and manufactiu'od), coal and coke, and a decrease in all other articles shown in 
Statement No. Vlll. With reforoiice to imports there was an incrcaso in Indian 
cotton piece-goods} salt and gunny-bags, and a decrease in tho remaining articles 
shown in Statement No. IX. 


XX:iII.-RAILWAYS AND OTHER i'lTBLIO WORKS. 

167. The Calcutta* Cuttack section of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway, 
pas.sing through tho districts of Midnapore . and Howrah, was under construc- 
tion during the year. Earthwork was pushed on, the work of acquiring land.s 
for the lino has nearly been finished, and station sites selected. Mr. Duke justly 
points out that the progress of the lino depends more on the comploliou of 
the bridge over the Rupnarain at Kola than on anything else. The llowrah- 
Ampta and tho Howrah-Seakhala ti'amways were opened for traffic during tho 
year, tho former up to Majee, within a oistaiico of ton miles from Ampta, and 
the latter up to Seakhala, its terminus. Thest* two linos run for more than 
a mile along the side of public and much frcciucnted streets in the town of 
1 lowrah. They are in effect railways as regards the length and weight of 
trains, the cnaraetor of engines and also of pennanont-way, and are liable to 
accidents, as in the absence of efficient brakes it is impossible to stop the trains 
within a ' moderato distance, owing to. their great momentum. Complaints 
luiv^ been received against the promoters, Mesi^rs. Martin and Company, for 
tlioir neglect to comply with the orders of Gevcrunient as regards providing 
smokcloi'S and noiseless engines, and running at tho rate of not more than 
six miles an hour within the town of Howrah. Tlio matter has been reported 
to Oovovnmont in tho Public Works Deportment, in this office No. IC-lL.S.-G. 
of 2nd April 1898, for orders. 

168. 'rho canal system in tho district of Midnapore consists of distribn* 
taries of which tho total length is 283 miles, and which command an area of 
125,000 acres, and of three main canals with a total length of 113 miles. Ono 
of them, viz. the Midnapore Canal, is useful as a means both of navigation 
and irrigation. The other two, that is, the Hidjili Tidal Canal and a iiorlion 
of the Orissa Coast Canal, are intended purely for purposes of navigation. 
The total collection on account of the watcr-rates and miscellaneous canal 
revenue amounted to Rs. 1,33,377 against Rs. 1,10,818 obtained in 1890-97. 

Of tho projects mentioned in paragraph 109 of tho last Divisional General 
Administration Repoit, tho following are still luider consideration: — 

(1) The construction of two lines, one from Burdwan to Katwa, and 
tho other from tho latter town to Hongbly Ivolua, tho 
survey of which was completed some time ago. 
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(2) A line from Bhagalpur to Ahmedpur. 

(3) A line from Midnapore, through Bankura district, to Hurralia^ 

on tho Bengal-Nagpur liailway, tho survey of which was made 
during the year,

In Burdwnn tho number of accidents rose from 14 to 70, but the number 
of persons killed increased by seven only, and of those wounded decreased by 
one. Tho Magistrate of Burdwan reports that many of tho accidents were 
duo to carelessness on the part of p(*ople trying to cross the railway lino while 
shunting is Koing on, and many were suicides. Two goods trains" collided at 
the Saktigarh station. Tho driver of tho train, which entered tlie station at 
high speed, was prosecuted, but lie was acquitted, as tho Court found that ho 
had obeyed the existing rules and committed no offence. IVo other goods 
trains collided at Memari. The driver of one of them was prosecuted, but 
without success. Subsequently another collision occurred at tho above station 
between two similar trains, the result of the three accidents being that the 
sy.stem under which the line from Howrah to Khana Junction had hitherto 
been worked has been considerably modified. A passenger train collided with 
an empty train in the Howrah yard, wbon some of tho passengers received 
.slight injuries. Tho driver was prosecuted, but he was acquitted by tho jury, 
who distrusted tho evidence. In Midnaporo an attempt is reported to have 
b(teu nmdo to wreck a ballast train, but not only was no evidence forthcoming, 
but tlie culprits could not be traced. None of the other occurrences shown 
in tho above table I'equire special mention. ^ » 

170. Besides tho construction of roads and bridges and tho excavation 
of tanks and wells by District Boards and Municipmities, tho only pubbe 
work deserving special notice is the construction of a bathing ghut at Salkea, 
by Babu Mohan Lai Khotri, at a co.st of Its. 16,679. 

XXIV.— coil munioation. 

171. As remarked last year, this Division is well off in tho matter of 
communications, the only exceptions being the head-quarters of tho Bankura 
district and the two outlying sulxlivisions of Vishnupur and Jahanabad. 

The East Indian Tiailway connects the district head-quartors of Howrah, 
Hooghly, Burdwan and Birbhum, and the subdivisional head-quarters of Seram- 
porc, Uaniganj and iJampur Ildt. At Seoraphuli, a branch 22 miles long takes 
off from the niaiti lino and ends at Tarkessar, and from Tarkessar the lino of 
tho Bergal Provincial Railway Company rejoins the main lino at Mugra, in the 
Hooghly district. From near Hooghly station the junction line crosses the 
Uoo^^^hly by IJic .lubiloo Rridgo, connecting w'ith the Eastern Bengal State Rail- 
waj h'Jiliiiti. Th;- it-- , d’ t!ic l.'ridgo is, Imwcver, ininimiscd for Imvellera 
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by the timing of the branch trains, which^ carefully avoid all connection with 
tho tmins on the Eastora Bengal State Railway. 

The riparian tracts of the districts of Burdwan, Hboghly and Howrah are 
served by a lino of steamers which carry both passengers and goods to Calcutta. 
Tho canal system serves tho district of Midiiapore. The Calcutta -Cuttack 
section of tlm Bengal-Nagpur Railway is under construction. When tho 
Asansol-Bankura-Midnajpore lino is constructed all tho districts of this Division 
will be tiaverfiO«i by rail. 

172. In Burdwan no original work of importance was executed during 
the year under review. 103 miles of the Provincial roads under the control of 
the District Board 'were maintained during the year at a cost of Rs. 44,630, or 
an average of Rs. 433’3 per mile. A sum of Rs, 77,844 was spent in repairing 
172 miles of metalled and 246 miles* of unmetalled district roads, the above 
expenditure including Rs. 12,779 spent on yilluge roads, which continued to bo 
managed by Local Boards. 

During the year under report, land w^ acquired for the construction of a 
feeder road from tho Debipuc railway station to the village of Debipur, a 
distance of three miles, and the work of obixstruction was token in hand. 

Since tho proposal of constructing a railway lino from Burdwan to Katwa 
was started, the District Board has practicidly neglected the metalled district 
road from Burdwan to Katwa, tho result being that the road has been so 
seriously damaged as to require an eirpendituro of about Rs, 70,000 to put it 
into really good order. An enquiry has. be^n addressed to the Agent of the 
East Indian Railway Company as to fho proposed line is likely to be 

constructed and, if so, when, so that the Bpard may come to a decision as regards 
the steps to be taken to improve tho roaiiji. . 

Tenders have been invited by tim: Burdwan District Board for the 
construction of a steam tramway over tha fdxisting district road from Momari 
to Chakdighi, with the prospect of extettj^g it up to Tarkessar. The Magis- 
trate of the district is not, however, in ttyiOW of “le project. 

173. lu.Birbhum the outlay mourred hy the District Board for the main- 
tenance of roads was Rs. 12,063 on aboount qf original wqrks, Rs. 39,812 under 
tho head of repairs, and Rs. 1,065 undfur.lhat of village rc^ds,. which ai*e looked 
after by Local Board. Tho roads wwe ih good order during the year 1807- 
98.^ No new railway feeder or any other, now communication was opened 
during the year. 

174. In Bankura tho budget ^rant8.<nnder tho heads of Original Works ” 
and “Repairs” amounted respootiveljrti^ Rs. 9,317 and Rs. 36,361, and tho 
exponditure incurred under tho heads wi^ Rs. 9,180 and Rs. 26,623 respec- 
tively. The important works executed ;^:er© ’the following:— 

(1) The construction of the unBhi^ed portion of the Taldangra and 

Raipur yoad, from a. little beyond .Simlapal to Raipur, the total 
expenditure on the road being Rs. 5,642- 14-3y viz, Rs. 5,000 paid 
to tho Collector of tlio distiiot for tno purpose of acquiriog lands, 
and Rs. 842-14-3 spent in excavation of earthwork. 

(2) Tho constructioh of the Raipur and Salboni road, which has been 

only partially finished owing to want of funds. 

(3) Tho construction of some small culverts on the Patroshiro to Mirza- 

pur road, at a cost of Rs. 222-12-6. 

During the famine, relief works, 60 miles of new roads were constructed 
and some of the existing roads were repaired^ Owing to all available funds 
having been diverted to famine relief, the alfotment for village roads had to be 
considerably reduced the total outlay under this head during tho year 
amounting to Rs. 874-13-9. Tho total length of such roads repaired was 
28 miles and 1,367 yards. 
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175. The Midnapore District Board were unable to provide for original 
works more than it did during the previous years, owing to the urgent and 
extensive repairs which tho roads under it required during the year under 
review. Tho expenditure incurred by tho Board on original and repair works 
during that period was Rs. 18,094 and Rs. 84,073 respectively, the most 
important original works completed during the year being the construction of 
seven bridges on the difPerent district roads. 

The Tamluk to Contai road and the Ghatal to Vishnupur road were 
metalled during the year. 

The total allotment for village roads in the district was Rs. 13,500, of 
which Rs. 11,460 were expended in maintaining 1,359 miles of roods. 

In 1895-96 the roads in the district could not be properly maintained for 
want of funds caused by a deficit of Rs. 40,000 which occurred in that year, 
as noted in pamgraph 176 of the Divisional General Administration Report, 
1896-97. A very large amount was, therefore, set apart for repairs during the 
year under report. 

176. The cost of repairing metalled roads in tho district of Hooghly is 
very high, so that the amount spent annually for maintaining tho metalled 
roads absorbs most of the funds at the disposal of tho Board. The Provincial 
roads, which were for the last nine years under the control and management of 
the District Board, were transferred to tlie Executive Engineer, 2nd Calcutta 
Division, with effect from 1st April 1897, under orders of Government, Public 
Works Deportment, No. 11 1£., dated the 12th January 1897. 

The total length of the metalled and bridged roads in the district is 71 
miles, and the total outlay incurred in maintaining them amounted to Rs. 29,787, 
or Rs. 420 per mile. A sum of Rs. 16,881 was 'expended on the repair of 423 
miles of unmetalled and bridged roads, at the rate of Rs. 40 per mile. 

The original works constructed daring the year were — 

(1) A light iron bridge over the Bhybona Jala, on the road from 

Myapur. to Jiagatpur, estimate to cost Rs. 2,264, of which 
Rs. 986 were spent during the year. 

(2) A light iron bridge over tbe Kbarigatehee khal, which is under 

construction, and on which Rs. 501 were spent daring the 
year. 

(3) An inspection bungalow at Turkessur, the expenditure incurred 

thereon during the year bribg Rs. 2,516, , 

Repairs to village roods were carried out by the different Local 
Boards, under the supervision of the District EngineeriA staff, at a cost of 
Rs. 5,411-13-9. 

. . 

177. The Howrah-Sheakhala Steam TTfanway, which was opened during 
the year, and tho Howrah-Ampta line, which is nearly completed, have much 
improved tho means of communication with tho interior of the' distriet. The 
Calcutta-Outtack section of tbe Bengal-Nagpur Railway, which is undor^ 
construction, will, when completed, remove the difficulty felt by the people 
living in the interior of tbe Ulubaria subdivision in oo^ng to t^ district head> 
quarters. The condition of the district roads is reported to be satisfacto:^,. but 
this remark does not apply to village roads, which are described as almost 
impassable during the rains, many of these communications being intersected* 
by khals or water-courses, where foot-bridges should be constructed. . The 
funds at the disposal of the Board do not, however, admit of such w;orks being 
taken in band unless tho cost is partially met by local subscription. 
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178. The sttbjfliiiod statement ^ows the length of roads maintained by 
the District and Local Boards and by ManicipaUties m each district

Much useful work under this 
Wd was also done in Birbhum, whexe the planting of trees along the whole 

length of the Suri-Saitbia road is reported as likely to bo completed this year, 

and where Rs. 1,900 have already been'Ifdlottcd for the purpose, and a further 
allotment of Rs; OOlV will shortly* bh m^de. In Midriapdre the decrease of 
expenditure undeir this head is due to the fact that a large number of trees 
having already grown np are no longer iu need of, malif to look after Ihein, 
No new trees have been planted for some years past in this district, as most of 
the district roads, which are now without; trees, have no side lands. In Uooghly 
only 40 new trees were planted. In Howrah about 182 trees were planted, 
partly by the Howrah Municipality and partly by the District Board.

XXX.--LOOAL SBLF-QOYBENMENX INSTITUTIONS. 

201. The District Bo«nda afV repc^d to havo discharged their duties in 

a satiiMaotOry manner during the year, and to havo 
BUtriot Boud., , rendered useful assistance to District Officers as con- 
sultative bodies, a special feature of their working being an entire absence of 
factious oppositions and party spirit. The attendance of the membersi too, 
appears to have been on the whole satisfactory. 
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THr foilowing gentlemen deserve special mention for the good work done 
by them : — 

Bahii JJnnwari Lai Hati, Vioe-Chairtnan, Bardwan Difilriot Board. 

llai Lalita Mohoii Sinha, Baliadur, Vieo-Choirmau of the Ilooghly Distliot Board. 

202. As rt'gards Local Hoards, the attendance of meinbora at meetings in 
, the districts of Burdwan, Birbhutn and Bankura 

.oca was small. The Magistrate of Birbhum brings to 

notice the fact that eight scheduled roads, which had been transferred to the 
Jtainpur Hat Local Board for up k(^p, could not be managed by tliem properly, 
and that, tlicrefore, they had to bo, transferred back to the District Board, and 
observes that “ Local Boards, so far as this district is concerned, might with 
advantage be eliminated.’’ 

The Magistrate of Bankura is of opinion that the usefulness of these bodies 
is maiTcul by their want of “sufliciout powers and scope of work.” In the 
Midnapove district tlio average attendance of members of the Local Boards 
appears to have generally improved during the year. But the work done 
under their dircctiun has been goncrsilly bad. The Magistrate writes:— 


'J’lio money spent on village roads is to a great extent wasted ; pound administration is 
very elementary ; with no staff and enormous territories under them, the Local Boards are 
loiilly vory heljileas.” 

The Magistrate of Ilooghly Iws offered no remarks on the working of the 
fjocal Boards in his district. The, Local Boards in the Howrali district were 
charged with the management of .'pounds, ferries, village roads and primary 
education, and their working is described as having been tolerably good. The 
Ulubaria Local Board has dispensed with the services of the Subdivi.sional 
Odlccr as (Chairman, a fact whicii the Magistrate remarks is not at all to the 
advantage of that body, on tho ground that there is no one else who has the 
same facilities for seeing tho country, and tho Local Board road work needs a 
deal of chocking. Mr. Stovouson has left the following remarks on District 
and Local Boards: — 


“ My general views are unchanged as regards their utility'} pound manageraeat genorally 
defoctivo,” 

203. 


Union Committoes. 


No Union Committeesr cx^t in the districts of Birbhum and Bankura. 

The Butnher of these Committees in the Burdwan 
' district wa.s six, as in 1890-07. They have been 
entrii.stod with the control of village roads and tho inspection of primary 
schools. During the year under report the Daspur union, in the Ghatal sub- 
division of the Midnapore district, Wlos abolished under the orders of Govorn- 
ment, it being found that tho chairman and the members had dealt with the 
money entrusted to them in , an extremely unscrupulous manner. Of tho 
roinaiiiing five Union Committees £(1 this district, Panskura and Contai worked 
satisfactorily during tho year. Navwda and ' Pingla took increased interest in 
thoir duties, Jara was too timid of;' responsibility to do any useful work. The 
attitude of the Local Boards fowaijls these small rural committees was, it is 
stated, ono of apathy and indifference. The Union Committees in the Howrah 
district are still infant institutions, gnd difficulty is often experienced in finding 
suitable men to serve on these Committees. Mr. Duke writes; — 

“ Slight as is the acconnt work roquirod o£ tliem, it is difficult to get it performed. My 
impreshion is that they repa’u* vUlage tracks in a rather lavish manner, and take little or no 
interest in panitalLu, water-supply or anything else.” ' • 

My own impression is that both Local Board.s and Union Committoes are . 
institutions much in advance of the times. Their funds are small compared ' 
with the work to be done and it requires a great deal of public spirit to attend 
to tho small every-day matters which alone come up before the members, and 
out of which no particular reputation is to be got. 

204. In tho Burdwan district tlie municipalities continued to work well, 

,, . . and increased attention was paid to sanitation. In 

nnieipft i les. newly -formed Municipality at Asansol, con- 

siderable difficulty was at first experienced in collecting tho taxes, but two 
successful prosecutions had had a good effect on the rate-payers. Several latrines

have been erected, and the condition of tho bazar has been improved. 
Altogether the Municipality, with the Subdivisional Officer of Itaniganj as 
Chairman, promises to be a success, the railway members taking an interest in 
its management. The Suri Municipality in the Birbhum district appears to 
liave worked successfully, tho Commissioners in general paying proper attention 
to its affairs. A general revision of taxes resulted in an increased income. 
The interests of primary education was cprefully looked after, and much was 
done in furtherance ot water-supply and droinago, new wells being sunk 
where needed, and a portion of a kukha dram made pucka. The municipalities 
in the Bankura district generally are well spoken of. There was an accretion to 
tho income of the Bankura Municipality, caused by the donation of Rs, 1,000 
by Rai Ram Bandhu Chatterjee Bahaour for the construction of a ward in the 
local dispensary. The town, howevOT, is not, the Magistrate adds, so clean as 
it should be. The elective system is not in force in the Sonamukhi Municipality, 
as in tho two other Municipalities of^ Bankura ’and Vishnupur. An improve- 
ment*in the percentage of attendance is reported as regards the last two bodies, 
and a falling off in this respect as regains the first. The Tamluk Municipality in 
the Midnapore district is desciibed to have been managed by its nou-official 
Chairman with considerable zeal. . In Chaudrakona and Ehirpai also a great 
deal of interest is said to have been taken by the non>official members. Ghatal 
and Midnapore were fairly well managed, though in the latter there was room 
for improvement. The working of the Kharar Municipality was anything but 
satisfactory, but during the year under report the Subdivisional Officer wa.s 
appointed Chairman, a change from which the Magistrate anticipates good 
results, 'rhis is tlie only Municipali^ in which a general election was held 
during the year. With the exception (A '^e Hooghly-CKinsura Municipality, the 
District Magistrete, Mr. D. B. Allen, Hboghly, made a thorough and exhaustive 
inspection of all tho municipalitios in the district, and his orders and suggestions 
were of groat use in improving the boUections and bringing the offices into 
order. The question of improving the Rishra boBti, which forms part of 
the Serampdre Municipality and sthnds on G-ovemment land settled with 
Messrs. Birkmyro and Company, and w;hich has become highly insanitary, has 
formed tho subject of a long correspondence. The matter is now pending 
with tho municipal authorities, who hnve called up(«i MesarS. Birkmyro and 
Company, under section 246 of the ,'^ngal Municipal Act, to carry out the 
required improvements. Tho gene^ condition o^ the municipalities in 
the district was much the same during the greater part of the year ns 
before. The Magistrate mentions that towards the close of the year the 
attention of these .bodies was drawn, in view of apprehension of the plague, to 
the necossity of keeping roads, drains, aud latrines clean, and using disinfectants, 
with the result that steps have been' token in this direction in all the towns. 
With regard to the Hooghly-Chinsura Municipality, Mr. Btevenson has left the 
following remarks : — 

“The Ohairmaa'doeB hia best, bat the (^Bfarnotionists among tho Oommissioners are too 
strong for him.’* 

The following obserrations of Mr, Duke are reproduced as explaining the 
difficulties of municipal, administration, at Howrah, the most important Muni- 
cipality in tho Division, and containing suggestions for improvement : — 

“ The Howrah Mnnioipality has had a sotQevhat troubled emetenoe, owing partly to the 
diffloulty of keeping the expenditure within the' income, and also in great measure to troublos 
and oontontions regarding the management of tto water-works. 

“The financial trouble is not likely to be relieved until (he Calcutta Mnnioipal Consoli- 
dation Act Amendment Bill booomes law, for the Commissions are resolute not to increase 
the general into beyond 7| per oent., although' they are willing to adopt tho Calcutta 
UceuBO-tax system if made applicable to oooltes. A revaluation rdievod the pressure 
somewhat, and with close eoonomy and great forbearance on the part of Government in 
a yftfifcing payment of instalments of lotos, some sort of equilibrium had been established. 
The>^eateaed visitation of pbgne k^however, thrown everything out of gear by caiuing 
heavy extraordinary expenditure ; teewpse will have to be had shortly to the Eniergeuoies 
Loans Act, and if a longer period of j^yment two years cannot be allowed, it is hard to 
see how the Kuuioipolit * can be kept going. 
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“ Tbfi offloe mnnagomeni of the Municipality is extremely unsatisfactory and extremely 
ililBcult to improTO, for, sllhongh on important e^uestious the Oommissioners are ordinarily 
extreimdy reasonable, yet when it comes to interfering with the status or emoluments of some 
petty clerk, it is found that ho has a number of supporteis amongst the Commissioners, and 
that any attompt'to deal with him will be fiercely opposed. The Secretory of the Monici* 
pality is the only person who is really in a position to initiate reforms in the office, and he is 
made to feel that if he attempts it a great proportion of the Commissioners will beoome his 
enemies. 

“ The diffioulties are perhaps {WincipMly inherent in the munioipal constitution under 
the pre.sent law, and woulil bo dimiuishccl if appointments, and still more if dismissals, were 
withilrawn from the ooutrol of the Com&issiouors.*’ 

20j. Mr. Duke appears to knve done much towards bringing about an 
equilibrium between the expenditure and the income of the Municipality, and 
iu the notes left by him, Mr. St^ensou freely acknowledges the Magistrate’s 
efforts in this direction. One of the matters now engaging the serious atten* 
tiou of the Commis-sioners is that of placing the wateivworks, which have been 
found to be faulty both in design and execution, on a satisfactory basis, with 
the assistance of Mr. Hughes^ Kngineer to the Calcutta Corporation his services 
having been engaged for the pui^iuse with the sanction .of Government. ITid 
management of the Bally Municipality, which was most unsatisfactory at the 
beginning of the year, has, since the present Chairman assumed oillce, markedly 
improved.

X£XVU.4-GHNS&AL BSMABKS. 

234. Having taken charge bf the Division after the close of the year, my 

remarks under this head must nettessarily he brief and perfunctory. As noticed 
elsewhere, the most prominent feature iu the hisioiy of the year is the sea-son* 
able and well- distributed rainfa^, which not only dispelled the apprehensions 
entertained during the early part^of the period under review, but produced a 
harvest the like of which has i|bt been reaped for several years past. Thu 
immediate result of the advent of the new rice was a reduction iir the prices of 
food-grains and an appreciable ^nprovement in the condition of the lower 
classes, among whom there had b^-'n considerable pinching. The effects of the 
strain they had undergone are, hein’ever, discernible in mai^ directions. Great 
numbers left tlieir houses iu employment. The excise revenue 

decreased to the extent of Rs. 4,70^, prinripally under the head of pachwai, but 
this apparently was owing to a dtfauge in the rules. The number of sales and 
mortgages increased, as did theit of deeds registered. The revenue from the 
sale of stamps advanced. The increase in mmne was marked specially iu the 
case uf offences against prop®^. Judging from figures, the considerable 
increase in imports, particularly, under the heads of grain and pulse, cotton 
goods and European piece-goo^, the improvement in the revenue derived from 
the income-tax, and the larger attendance at fairs, may be mentioned as evi- 
dence of the return of better tirites. 

Another satisfactory point in the rtMJord of tho year is its exceptional 
healthiness. Fever, which annually claims the largest number of victims, was 
unusually sparing in its ravages* The inroads of cholera were sensibly dimi- 
nished, and the mortality from small-pox, though somewhat higher than in 1896, 
was decidedly lower than in 189.5. With tho exception of Local Boards and 
Union Committees, the local bodies appear to have administered, their affairs with 
success dui-ing the year, and imareased atteatioD was paid to water supply, while 
some improvement was made m sanitation within areas, in ?iew ox appre- 
hensions of the plague. 

235. Speaking for tho whole Division, fair progress, was made in the wmrk 
of transferring chaukidari chakran lands to tho zamindars under section 89 
of the Chaukidari Act. The gbatwali settlements in Bankura seem to , have 
been duly proceeded with. 

236. The moat remarkable event of the year was the earthi^uake pf 12th 
June 1897, the severest experienced witt^.tho me^ry of .living men, and 
resulting in serious damage to Govoriuneui^and private bnildiogs all ovar 
the Division,

There was an increase in the tcdal canent demand of Be. 1,65,094, 
shared by all throe classes cl estates, this hugest fiactuation being in class III, 
which is mainly due to the settlement b| the Kolhan Estate in Binghbhum. 
The increase in class II was due to new 's^tdements, resettlemonhi, and settle- 
ments at progressiye rates, of which the ^most important were of certain tea 
estates in dalpaiguri, of several Sundarbans.lots in the 24*ParganaB, and of two 
Government fisheries in Bfalda. 

3. The demands, collections, and tedai^s of land revenue for the same 
period ore diown in die following table:— , 
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4. ColloeimiSf balances^ and remissions . — The current demand increased by 
Re. 1,69,094 ill coiuparieon with tlint of 1896-97, and the current collections 
rose by lie. O’, 838, witli the result that the percentage of curre^ collections 
on current demand fell from 96*73 to 96*34. It was in tlui 

Resolution on last year’s report that the punctuality shown in the payment of 
Government revenue, in spite of general shortness and in extensive areas, 
almost total failure of crops, afforded a remarkable indication of the large 
reserve resources in these Provinces. During the first-half of the year now 
under report the effects of scarcity and famine continued to be felt, and the 
latter half of it was embarrassed by a cyclone and an earthquake. Good crops 
wore, however, reaped, and ^ere is everywhere ovidonco of returning 
prosperity. The arroar collectmns amounted to Rs. 11,56,411, — or 80*86 per 
cent, of the arrear demand, against a percentage of 76*55 in 1896-97. The 
arrear balances rose from Rs. 1,85,644 to Rs. 2,28,6*26, — a higher figure than 
they have stood at since 1893-94. The short collections, where they were 
short, were mainly attributable to the cyclone and storm -wave of the 24 th 
October 1897 in Chittagong, ^ large remissions owing to failure of the 
crops in the Khurda Govemmont Estate in P\uri, and to the delay in 
realising the arrears of Government revenue in the estate of Kotdesh, the 
circumstances of which were peculiar and have been separately reported to 
Government. The collections in Government estates wore also affected by tho 
prevailing scarcity. The total j^lance, arrear and current, outstanding at the 
close of tho year represented .'-jBk percentage of 3'84 on the total demand as 
compared with 3*49 in tho previpus year. Of this, 94 per cent, was good and 
rocovorablo. ^ 

The total amount of Itod revenue remitted during the year was 
Rs. 1,49,254, of which tho grater part, as usual, was in estates held direct by 
Government, Tho remissions df grace, amounting to Rs. 18,580, were consider- 
ably less than in the precedingyoar, when they had been granted to the extent 
of Rs. 88,161. They were santtioned chiefly in the districts of Backorgunge 
(Rs. 5,650), Patna (Rs. 3,640), sAd Cuttack (&. 2,203), to the tenants of Govern- 
ment estates on account of fail® ro of crops. On the othey hand, remissions of 
right rose from Rs. 38,603 puring 1896*97 to Rs. 1,20,452, of which no 
less than Rs. 84,513 were on t^ Government estate of Khurda in Puri, where 
remissions on account of fai^re of crops are classified as of right, partly 
because the leases provide thai remissions are to l)e granted for loss of crops. 
They were also heavy in Backergunge (Rs. 21,296;. The nominal remissions 
amounted to Rs. 10,2*22, of ^hich Rs. 2,667 represented the rent of vacant 
godowns in the Orphanganj mirkot. 

5. JPcrmanenilif-seUied est&i^s. — Out of A total demand, current and arrear, 
from estates in class I of Rsj 3,26,19,028, tho lum of Rs, 3,21,94,2*28 was 
realised. The percentage of; the colleoiii<»nB on tlie demand, after excluding 
from the demand, sums the redbvory of which was in suspense and adding to 
the collections, sums realised'but not ci^ited during iUio year, amounted to 
99*1 1 por cent, as against 99*2l in tho preening year and 98*9 1 in 1896-96. The 
current collections foil short .:bf the standard of 99 por cent, in 16 districts, of 
which 6, however, collected tttore than 98 per cent. The districts which col- 
lected less than 98 per cont. :of the currernt demand, were Saran, Muzaffarpur, 
Khulna, Nadia, Manbhum, 0hahabad, Palamau, Chittagong, Singhbhum, and 
Darjeeling. In Darjeeling, as in the previous year, excluding a fictitious demand 
of Rs. 474, the true balance was nil. The current balance Saran amounts to 
Rs. 26,218, of which nearly half was on account of the last kist of the year. 
Out of Rs. 21,142 due in Muzaffarpur, Rs. 16,014 represented the arrei|te«of 
the March klst, for tho realisation of which coercive measures could ^.^e 
taken before the close of the year, and in Khulna, out of a balaacW of 
Rs. 11,827, the sum of Rs. 10,440 has been realised since the close of the year. 
Rupees 20,221 out of tho total balance of Rs. 20,708 in Nadia "vrere received 
by remittance transfer receipt, but could not be credited in the accounts ,' within 
the year, end in Manbhum tne whole balance of Rs. 2,582 was duo fjpom tho 
Patkum Encumbered Estate. In Shahabad tho percentage of current .collec- 
tions improved slightly, but the balance outstanding, viz. Rs, 64,187, was still 
large ; tho short collections are attributed partly to the scarcity and partly 
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to the fact that tho raiyats could not sell their opium until after tho March kist, 
on account of whioh . the greater ^rt of balance is due. In Palamau 
Rs. 2,402 wore jagirdari tenures which, though raised to tho 

status of estateS) could not be dealt with under Act XI of 1869, owing to the 
non-completion of the Land Registration proceedings. The largo balance 
(Rs. 50,778) in Chittagong was cliiofly the xusult of the destruction wrought 
by tho cyclone and storm-wave. Rupees 2,100 in Singhbhum wex’e due from 
tho Poranat Estate on account of police contpibutiojj, and were recovered after 
the close of the year. 

The realisations of the arrear balances were less than 99 per cent, in 
16 districts, of which, however, the collections in tho 24-Parganas, Chittogong, 
Midnapore, and Burdwan exceeded 98 pm^ cent., and in Dacca, Murshidabad, 
and Noakhali the arrears were trifling. ^Out of the total arrear balances of 
Rs. 45,103, no less than Bs. 41,535 is outstanding in the Patna Division, 
the lajgest defaulter being the district of Shahubad (Rs. 24,891). Balances 
of over Rs. 1,000 wore also due in the d^tricts of Patna, Bhagalpur, and 
Bmikura. . • 


The total amount of land revenue due. from Wards* estates at the close 
of the year was Rs. 27,662 in comparison with Rs. 7,192 in 1806-97 and 
Rs. 12,248 in 1895-96. The largest amounts, were due fropi estates in Shahabad, 
Jessoro, Chittagong, Saran, Backergunge, and Champaran. In Shahabad the 
Mahula Ward’s Estate was in arrears to t^o extent of Rs. 9,058, owing, it 
is reported, to the famine, but this estuto was unpunctual in its payments 
during the previous year, also. The orist duo from the Sridhafpur Estate 
in the districts of Jessore and Backestguiyge remained unpa^, with the 
sanction of the Board, all available fuj^s being rejiuired to prevent tho wle 
of a portion of it on account of non-payment of patni rents, and in execution 
of a decree. The balance of Rs. 4,319 in Chittagong, which has since been 
realised, was attributable to the effects cd .. the cyclone. It is reported tlint the 
balance outstanding in the Sturau district irill be paid as soon as funds arc 
available, and the arrears due iti ChampArani have since been realised. The 
Lieutenant-Governor observes that the amount due from .wards’ estates was 
larger than it has been for some years This was no doubt duo to the 

scarcity, but be desires to repeat whut h^jbeen often said before that there 
can bo soldoin adequate reason for a .w^s estate fapdpg tp pay its revenue 
punctually on the duo date. 

6. Temporarihj-iettUd eatatei . — The t|obli demand, current .and arrear, from 
temporarily-settled estates amounted to 31,99,444 .against Bs. 31,31,978 
during the previous year, and the total: omlections to Bs. .28,78,277 in com- 
parison with Rs. 28,51,637 in 1896-07.^: ^he percentage of total collections on 
tho total demand was 89*96 against 91*Q8. jn tho previous year and 93 ‘32 during 
1805-96. The results of coliectiona in ea^ subclivision of this class during the 
year under report as well as for the preceding year are exhibited below : — 
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The percentage of collections shows a falling off in class II («), and an 
improvement in classes lT(i) and tc), but the general result is worse than in 
the preceding year. The Unsatisfactory results in the case of Government and 

g ivate estates leased to farmers formed the subject of special comment in the 
esolution of the previous year. The improvement now shown is very slight, 
and a special consideration of the subject is promised by the Board, who have 
called for the reiwrts frorn Commissioners on it. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
very gravely impressed wiA the defects of the farming system, defects which 
have been noticed again and again. He trusts that the Board go thoroughly 

into tho matter, and will be glad to see reports furnished to them . with any 
comments or orders the Board may pass upon them. The districts of Burdwan, 
Hooghly, Dacca, and Faridpur have failed to oollect 50 per cent, of the 
current demand in estates of this description, all of them having been 
unfavourably noticed last year. Collections' in Gaya and Muzaffarpur, wliich 
were similarly noticed, have improved, though in Gaya they are still poor. 
The current collections ' in the districts of Burdwan and Palamau in the 
case of Government estatea let out in farm also fell short of 60 per cent. 
The standard of 95 per .cent, dxed for current collections in temporarily- 
settled estates of all classes, was reached or exceeded in 17 districts only, of 
which 6, namely, Birbhutn,>Jalpaiguri, Chittagong, Darjeeling, and Manbhum, 
realised their demands in full, in the largo balance of Its. 81,075 is 
duo from the Kptdesh Esiiate, which was sold for arrears in 1896, and whicli 
it was not considered advisal^o to sell again for arrears that have subsequently 
accrued pending the decision.^f a suit to set aside the first sale. In Miduapore, 
Khulna, Backorgnnge, and Bhahabad the outstanding balances arc also largo. 
The collection of arrears was specially poor in the case of Government estates 
leased to farmers in the disiviots of the 24-Pargana8 (20*85 per cent.) and 
Shahabad (23*28 per ceuD^f and of private estates similarly held in Gaya, 
where, however, the total bahtece outstanding was small. 

7. Eftiafes held direct by Dm’ing the year under report there 

were altogether 2,739 estates %el(i direct by Government, of which 2,495 wert^ 
owned by Government as propuetor and 244 were private estates under Gov- 
ernment management. The cfrrent demand increased from Rs. 35,55,897 to 
Rs. 36,96,820, and the total ^mand from Rs. 42,24,976 to Its. 45,29,909, out 
of which Ks. 35,76,850, or 7f'96 per cent., wwe collected and Rs. 1,43,820 
remitted, leaving an mirealiii^ balance of Rs. 8,09,230, or Rs. 4,355 less than 
in tho previous year. 

The genei’al results are compared below with tliose of the previous year in 
each subdivision of this class, 



There was improvcmcht* under ail heads in both classes of estates as 
compared with the previous y6ar, though tho results f 0^1 considerably 
short of the prescribed standards. This was due to tho distress that prevailed 
during the first-half of tho year, and the Lieutenunt-Govemor hopes that the 
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«£Ecct of good harvests will bo maiiifestedi in the collections of the arrears 
duritig.the current year. Tho standard of 00 per cent, for current collections 
in both classes was reached or exceeded in 14 districts against 12 in 1896-07, 
while in one other district against 5 in iho previous year it was exceeded 
in one class of estates only. The results wore very poor in Murshidaljitd, 
where the percentages of current collections on the current demand were 
only 30 01 in tho case of ostat<?8 ► managed for proprietors, and a2‘07 in that 
of Government estates. In Jalpaiguri the aggregate of collections, current and 
arroar, was large, amounting to lie. 4,I5,lo.>, or 111 per cent, on the cunent 
demand, but the current arrears amounted to Its. 1 ,38,226, the percentage of 
current collections being 62’90. The arroar balances were, however, nearly 
all paid up. This result shows gr<^t improvement on that of the previous 
year. ^ Tno Lieutenant-Governor hopes, however, that the largo balance still 
duo win be reduced in the current year. In Midnaporo collectious continued 
to improve, and the percentage of current roalisatidns also rose in ./cssore and 
Khulna, which were unfavoumbly noticed last year, though in Shohabad, 
Balasore, and Palamau they still continued to leave much to be desired. 'Fhe 
largest amount outstanding was in Chittag«)ng, where, out of a total current 
demand of Rs. 5,01,410, there was . on unrealised balance of Its. 1,50,567 in 
consequence of tho cyclone and storm-wave, and tho lenient treatment extended 
to the tenants in consideration of their reduced circumstanoos. Arrear collections 
were worst in the districts of Midn&pdre. Farid pur, Tippera, Puri, and Lohar- 
daga. There was a marked inoreaiim itttue collections of miscellanoous revenue, 
duo almost entirely to the large reouv^es of survey end settlement charges, 
amounting to Rs. 7,66,270, priucipeUy in the districts of Saran, Champarao, 
and Muzaffarpur. The progress of mslisations has been most satisfactory, the 
balance outstanding at tho close of . the year on this account from estates 
on which demands were made, bcing^^. 9,404 only, 

8. Sale, of Govcrmnmt to the expense and inconvenience 

of their management, 43 petty Goyerament estates' with au area of 5,047 acres 
and an annual rental of Ks. 6,611 were sold during the year under report, 
subject to a revenue fixed in perpetedty ^md to the annual rental. The prices 
realised w'ore Rs. 41,477, or rather,,- over six times the annual rental. These 
were loss than in the preceding year/ but the fact that six times the existing 
rent was paid for a settlement in piwp^nity at that fmt, shows tliat rents in 
these Government 6.stato8 were moderate. 

9. Particulars 0 / estates held Mreef , — Paiticulars of estates held direct by 
Government, classified by Divisions/ aiid i^owing the demands, cost of manage- 
ment, and total collections during the. year are given below:—

The current demand shows an increase of Rs.' 3,94,627, due mainly to the 
revaluation of the districts of Midns^re, Patna, Monghyr, and Bhagalpur, and 
to partial revaluations in the distriotn of Jossore, .Dacca, Mymenkingh, Baoker- 
gunge, Tippera, and SingHUium.' Both the cesses, were levied at the maximum 
rate of one anna in the rupeo in thj^ 43 districts in which Act IX (B.C.) of 
1880 is in force. While the gross re^l or valuation in these districts amounts 
approximately to slightly over sixteefi crores o^Mpces, the current land revenue 
demand is little more tlrnn 3f crc^. Niueiymtne per Cent, of tho chrrent 
demand was realised daring the ye^ under report ^ as against 90*4 in tho 
provious year. In 27 dismets tfaw. current cmleetions were below 90 per 
cent, on tho current demand, an#' in 18 districts the proportion of arrear 
collections to tho demand was belo\^^0 per: c4mt. The aggregate collections 
were higher in amount than in aik^ preceding year, but the percentage of 
collections on the demand was someidiat less than in )89fi>97. This is attri* 
buted generally to the effects of the lucent scareity. 

11. Remittance of Land Revenue and rent 6a ineane of •There 

was an increase in the number monoy«or^re issued for the paymmt of 
revenue and cess, from 180,503 l» 193,819, and in tho amount covered by 
them, from Rs. 17,23,411 to 1^^8,24,014, Tho system, it is stated, is 
becoming more appreciated by owners of petty jwtatos, while o’wners of lax^ 
properties prefer payments through^thoir ageuts'ttt^l^ad-qaaKters. The largest, 
numlxii’s oi or’dem wore sent in districts of ' C^ittagong^ Hobghly, Faiidpur,' 
and Dacca. . -

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12. Operation o$ the Sale -The working of tke Sale Laws during the 

last five years i» shown below:— <

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20,977 estates, shares, and interests becamo liable to sale for non-payment 
of revenue, of which 1,645, or only ,7*8 per cent, on the number that became 
liable to sale, woi'o actually sold, as against 7‘9 in 1896-97. The number of 
estates sold (1,109) represents only *6 per , cent, of the total number of estates 
in Bengal (179,750). The prices realised by sale rose from 4*0 to 6*07 times 
the revenue demand on the propextieii' soU. Out of 314 appe^ preferred to 
the Gomroissioner against soles, '66 successful, and recommendations for 
the annulment of the sales were n^de. to Government in 21 cases on the 
ground of hardship. The liguros are noteworthy. 

Defaults wore most numerous in Shahabad (5,848), Muzaifarpur (1,343), 
Saran (1,250), Ohittagoog (1,125), Dmrbhanga (l,Ui>), and Mymensingh (1,009). 
In the Resolution of last year, the opinion was expressed that the sale law in the 
Shuhabad district had been worked with undue leniency, and in the year under 
report, though the total number of sales increased, the proportion of sales to 
defaults was, as in the preceding tw^o jeaa^ very low, Iwing only 3*5 per cent. 
This leniency is ascribed to the existence fauilue in pargana Chainpur, and 
may bo justifiable in the special circumstances of the year, but the Lieutenant- 
Governor observes that the proportion of defaults to thejnumber of estates and 
shares on the revenue roll iii this dii^iel as high as 42*4 per cent., while in 
Darbhanga, for instance, where the stn^ of famine tbrOughjoat ^ district was 
many times more severe, the correS|^nduig percentage was 6*9 only.' Tho 
Commissioner is again requested to give particular attehtibn to this subject, 
specially in Shahabad. With regard., to 0UttagoQg the Commissioner remarks 
that, considoring the bad circamstan^.,. d£ the year, toe estates and tenures 
brought to sale were very few. ! . v 

The Lieutenant-Qovemor again that there were excessive delays 

in holding sales for arrears .of each .kiisi\ -in Buidwan, Bogm^ Patna, Saran, 
Bhagalpnr, and Pumea. A similar stoto.^ things was noticed last yoar in con- 
nection with toe soles in all these distiir^ with the exception of Bogra. There 
may be good reasons' for not procee^jgyto sale at all, but once that measure 
is decided to be !;ineco$saty, no adtontoge of any sort, .is gained, least of 
all to the owner, b;)' a. procedure, w^h is halting and uncertain. Tho 
usual difficulties in oonnobtiou with the workiitg of the new Tauzi Rules are 
assigned as the causO) but as remarked lui year if there be difficulties in the 
way of understanding the new Tauzi fitohuial they would afieot all tostricts, and 
there is no reason why if they have been overcome in some of them they should 
not bo overcome in all. The Lieutenanb^Governor agrees with the Boaid that 
if the ministerial officers are incapable of understanding the rules, their services 
must be dispensed with. 

13, Working of the PtAlic Dmwnie. Recooerg^ Aet, I {B.C.) of 1896. — In 
consequence of the alterations made in toe certificate procedure by Act 1 
(B.O.) of 1897, a revised Cmliifioate Manual has been proparod by the Board 
and has since been submitted to Govemihont for approval. Complaints have 
been made in the Burdwan, Patna, and Presulcncy Divisions that tho provi- 
sions of section 21 of Act 1 (B.O.) of 1805, as amended by Act I (B.O.) of 
1897, have interfered with the holding of certificate sales, and by discourage- 
ment of bidders increased the difficulty in too realisation of public demands. 
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lly tlio section referred to the debtor i» enabled to deposit the amount due 
with a penalty witliin 80 days of the sale and so get the sale set aside. 
The new Act only came into operation on Slst March 1897, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor agrec.s with the Commissioner of Burdwan in thinking that it is 
too early to pronounce any opinion on tho working of the section. His Honour, 
however, desires that tho matter may form tho subject of special consideration 
in tho repoit; for 1898-99. » 

The following statement shows tho number of certificate cases instituted 
and dispo.scd of during the year under the different classes of public demands: — 
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There was a net decrease of 1,772 in the number of certificates filed. The 
increase of 7,270 cases filed for realisation of arrears of rent duo to Govern- 
ment was due to stricter measures taken to enforce the payment of demands 
iu Chittagong, Midnapore, and .Talpniguri. All the four last classes show a 
decrease. The decrease in class V— “Cesses” (101,603 as against 104,822) 
<w.ciirred chiefly in tho Patna Division, mostly in Gaya. In the Chittagong 
Division tlio release of the SaraU Estate from tho manogement of tlio Court 
of Wards, and tho death of the ward, in consequence of whicJi institutions were 
kept in abeyance pending registration of the names of his heirs,, resulted iu 
the filing of fewer cases under chiss VI. Tho decrease of 3,194 cases in 
class Vll is chiefly duo to the fact that almost all tho costs of settlement of the 
Dakhin Shahbazpur Estate in Backergunge had been previously recovered, 
and that fewer certificates were issiuxl against tho tenants of the Banaili Estate 
in the district of Bhagalpur for the realisation of survey and settlement costs. 
I'ho proportion of certificates disposed of to the total number for disposal 
roso from 66'3 per cent, in the previous year to 71*3 per cunt. Tho number of 
certificates tiled on account of tho realisation of watef-rates shows a steady 
ami satisfactory decline from year to year. Tho proportion of cases disposed 
of was highest in tho Orissa Division and lowest in Chota Nagpur. 

In tlio Re.solution on the report of the preceding year, the seHous 
attoutiou of tho oificers concerned was drawn to the unsatisfactory state of 
tho certificate work in the Burdwan Division. During tho year under 'review 
the percentage of disposals roso from 54’0 to 65*3, but the percentage (i)6*5) 
of the cases pending for oVer six months was still higher than in any otlier 
Division. It is reported that explanations were submitted of the state of affairs 
previously noticed, but there is still room for much improvement. In the 
Burdwan district tho number of cases ponding over six montiis increasod fipm 
1,852 to 3,335, or a percentage of about 60 on the total number remaining for 
disposal. 1 be majority of these cases are for arrears of cesses and Court of 
Wards’ douiands. In Hooghly there was a satisfactory incroaso of 6,904 in 
the number of cases disposed of, but tho number of cases pending over six 
months nevertheless increased, and was no loss than 7,442 at the close of the 
year. In Bankura, too, there are heavy arrears of old cases. In tho Patna 
Division more tlmn two thousand cases were pending over six months iu the 
districts of Shaliabad and Saran at the close of tho year. Tho number of cases 
instituted during the year and pending at its close in >Sai*an was noticeably 
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high. The Lieiitenaut-Governor joins with tho Boaiil in hoping that the new 
sliding scale of establishment recently sanctionod may prevent tho accumulation 
of undisposed of cases in future. 

14. Compuhoty mn'tsure-i for -Of the cases in which the 

demand was realised, 29’2 per cent, were disposed of on issue of notice, 50*6 
per cent, after attachment of property, and 3‘8 2 )or cent, after actual sale ; 
the corresponding figures in the previous year wore 82*4, 51*7 and 3*1 jicr cent. 
In Backergungo sales wore required in one-fourtli of the cases disposed of. Tho 
good effect of preliminary post-card notices appears to bo wearing off in 
Chittagong, whore it was once most efiPoctual. Tho number of persona 
imprisoned for non-payment of public demands decreased from 37 to 22, of 
whom 15 were released without payment of the debt. 

Administration of Land Revjenue, 

15. ^ Mamymtent of Govmtmenf Tho grant at the disposal of the 

Board, calculated at tho rate of 9^ <5®wt. on the collections for the manage- 

ment of Government estates daring the year, and for miscellaneous and sani- 
tary improvements in connection with them, amounted to Rs. 4,71,579: the 
expenditure incurred is shown below: — 
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4,71,679

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In tho ‘previous year the Lieutenant-Governor had occasion to remark 
that the failure to make a full use of tho grants allotted had not been satis- 
factorily explained. The results of the year under report in this respect are 
still less satisfactory. Out of a total of Ra. 2,28,915 available for agricultural, 
miscellaneous and sanitary improvements, tho amount expended was Rs. 1,98,405 
only, leaving a saving of Rs. 33,586. No explanation of the failuro to spend 
the full allotments has been given. As was remarked in tho Resolution of last 
year, when funds are available for iniBcellancous and sanitary improvements, 
which are so much required, failure to spend them in a year of partial 
di.stres8 should be explained. Tho saving was common to four Divisions: 
Bhagalpur (Rs. 1,343), the Presidency Division (Rs. 4,000), Rajshahi 
(Rs. 9,000), wliile in the Patna Division Rs. 17,285 remained unspent out 
of Rs. 37,660 provided for expenditure. The Lieutenant-Governor requests 
that a special report may be submitted explaining the difficulties experienced in 
giving effect to the wishes of Government in this matter. Of tho total sum 
expended, the largest amount was spent on tanks and wells and drainage and 
embankments. Tho grant of 1 per cent, on collections made over to the 
Director of Public Instruction for educational purposes in connection with 
Government estates amounted to Rs. 47,281, but the amount actually spent 
was Rs. 61,950. The excess is explained to bo due to the fact that separate 
accounts have not in all ca,ses been maintained in respect of the sums allotted, 
which have been supplemented by grants by tho District Boards and from 
other sources. Details are given of the expenditure involved, and tho allotment 
is reported generally to have been satisfactorily utilised. Tho Ig per cent, grant 
on roads and communications amounted to Rs. 61,545, but it Ts stated that for 
similar reasons it is not possible to show separately the expenditure incurred 
in connection with Government estates. The same point was noticed last 
year, and it was then reported that attempts would be made to procure the 
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information. Tii(> Licutonant-Govcrnor would bo glad if further details could 
bo furnislied in future. Granting that separate accounts are not kept and that 
the expondituro from tho allotoont is merged in the expenditure from other 
sources, thero should bo no difficulty in ascertaining what roads in connec- 
tion with Gov(;rmi)out estates are inaintainod by the District Board and Avhat 
sums wore spout upon them during :iuy ]>articular year. Tho special allotment 
for agrioullunil and sanitary improvoments, amounting to 3 per cent, on collec- 
tions. yiol(Ic<nts. 1,41,676 ; the exptnditnre amounting to Rs. 1,43,978. The 
subject of iuiroduciug new staples and improved agricultural raachinory will 
bo <!oalt vvitli ill detail separately, but the reports generally are said to show 
a record of failure. 

16. Impeclion of accounts.— T\m usual inspections woro made of the 
iegi.stors and accounts of tho Qovoriiuient estates, but no material irregularities 
wero dotoctocl. The working of the revised rules of management introduced 
in tho previous year has not been .sijccially noticed. 

17. Con'lUhu of the raiyaU.—ln common ivith tho rest of tho Province 
tho tenants of Government estate-* suffered in parts from the scarcity of the 
first-half of tho year, though their condition gooorally had improved towards 
its close. Noticeably in Orissa and Ohota Nagpur relief in various forms had to 
be given, but by tho end of the yotv tho outward signs of distress had mostly 
disappoarod. In Bankura the raiy.ts bad not tecovenid from the effects of tlie 
s<^arcity by the end of the year, but in .fossoro and Khulna and in the Patna 
Division tim good liarvcsts of 1807-98 had made amends for tho drought of 
1806-97. In Malda the crops on tho Government estates are reported tf» have 
bticn poor for some time past, b .t tho cold-woather haivest was good. In 
Muishitlabad the raiyats suffered from tho failure of tho mulberry crop mid 
in tho Rajshahi Division from tlir low price of jufo. A large area bordorin<>- 
on tho Jumna was rendered stetilo by deposits of sand in tho Pnbna district” 
and the same ofFock was produced in parts of Mymensingh by the earthquake 
of June 1897. A gradual deterioration in the conditibh of the khas mahal 
raiyat.s in Noakhali is reported as the result of a series of bad years, marked 
by the occiirienco of droiigUt, srit- water inundation, botol-nut plaimo and 
cattle-di.soaso. The cyclone in Chittagong affected the raiyats of Gowmment 
estates along with tho.se of private zaniindiirs.

It has been decided to postpone for a year the resortey ahd revision of 
I'cnts in the Majnamuiha and Jalamutha eiitetes ia Midnapore. A proposal for 
the entertainment of a snrveyor at an ahnnal coat of Ksv 1,S^ or Es. 1,500 for 
the maintenance of the map of the town of Calcutta, whidbi vrae prepared at a 
total expenditure of Es. 3,38,063, oftOt^ A survey ending in 1894, was accepted 
during the year: half the Cost wiU be borne by Croverniaent and haE by the 
Corporation. 

1 14 original settlements, 176 resOtUecaents and 335 sntamary settlements 
were completed during the year, vrith a' net increase of revenue amount* 
ing to Es. 1,47,717. The settlement of Kolhan Government estate in 
Siughbbum was completed in 1896>97, end the hual report has since been 
reviewed by Goveniment. The total rental of the estate was raised from 
Es. 64,839 to Es. 1,77,300, the incrmise of Ks. 1,12,471 (or 173 per cent.) 
being chiefly due to extension of cultivation and. to the assessment for the first 
time at a low rate of hip;h lands locally termed gora. The collection of 
the enrront demand during 1897-98, as fixed by the now settlement, was 
100 per cent., and the Lieutenant-Goymuor agrees with the Bowd that this was 
a satisfactory justification of the settlement. Good progress was made in 
the settling of rents in Orissa, and the completion report of the oporations 
in Chittagong will be shortly submitted. Tie collection of the new revenue 
in the Palamau Government estates, the settlement of which had been 
completed in the previous year, was satisfactory, amounting to about 96 per 
cent, of tho demand. The final reports of tlie settlements of the Darjeeling 
Terai and the Patashpur estates in Hudnapore are in course of submission. In 
Bauknra the total area of ghatwali lauds under settlement is 371 square miles. 
The settlement, which is being conducted on an amicable basis, was practically 
completed during the previous year in. the ghats which pay quit-reut direct to 
Government or which p^ no quit-rent at all. Tho papers were, however, 
revised during the year. In the ghats paying (luit-ront through the zamiudars 
survey and record-writing have been completed during tho previous year, and 
that under report in 91^ out of a total,area of 183 square miles. 
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The progress made in the smaller settlements under the Bengal Tenancjr 
Act condxicted under the supervision of the Commissioners of Divisions is 
shown below : —

In the usual forecast of increases of revenue expected from revision of 
settlements and other causes for the six years ending 1*901-1902, a total 
increase of Bs. 5,50,724 was anticipated in the demand of the year under 
review, but the actual increase obtained was only Rs. 1,65,094 as compared 
with an increase of^ Rs. 1,06,602 in the previous year. The causes of this 
difference are explained by the Board, the principal reason being that the 
sum of Rs. 2,50,000, estimated as the increase of revenue in the districts 
of Cuttack, Puri, and Balasore, was not realisable till 28th April ' 1898. 
No operations, moreover, were, it is stated, undertaken in Angul, and the 
revision of the khas mahal rent-rolls in Chittagong yielded an increase consider- 
ably loss than the forecast. The reference to Angul is not understood, and the 
total increase of revenue in Chittagong was in excess of anticipations, though 
the whole of it may not have bocu obtained in the year 1897-98. 

There were a considerable number of petty settlements pending in the 
Presidency, Dacca, and Chittagong Divisions, but the Lieutenant-Governor is 
glad to observe that tlio Boe^ report that greater interest is now taken by 
District Officers in the completion of these settlements, with the result that there 
has been some improvement in ihc disposal of pending cases. 

19. Land JRegistraiion , — The statement for the past three years, showing 
the total number of interests registered under initial registration in each 
Division since the commencement of the operations, the number of mutations 
effected during the year, and the percentage on Iho total number of interests 
registered, is given in the same form as last year, althongh the Board explain 
that the figures in column 2 being inaccurate, no correct deductions can be 
drawn from the percentages' deduced from columns 6, 7, and 8. Orders were 
passed during the year with tlio view of obtaining correct figures of initial 
registrations, including the registrations offooted since the introduction of the 
Act and previous to tho year under report, but great difficulty has ]foen 
experienced in collecting the figures, ana the old form has thei’efore teen 
adhered to. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that no time will be lost in the 
revision of tho statement, without which its value is greatly lessened. If the 
figures of mutations reported were correct, they would indicate that approxi- 
mately all changes of proprietary interests aro registered, which is a priori 
anlikcly to be tho case and is indeed shown not to be the fact by the high 
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percentage of mutations in Dacca, where special measures wore taken to 
ensure improvement in registration : —

There was a decrease of 4,789 in the number of applications for mutation 
filed, though it is still above the average of the last five years. The figures of 
cases disposed of show an increase of 2,718. Tlio rewriting of Register D of 
intermediate mutations has now been completed in 22 districts. The work 
in the remaining districts should be expedited.

The number of oases instituted decreased in the Patna Division by 39 and 
in the Dacca Division by 55. The disposal of cases showed an improvement 
in Bhagalpur and Dacca. The work of the Special Deputy Collector at I'atna 
is reported to have been unsatisfactory, and the employment of the Batwuiu 
Deputy Collector iu Sarau on magisterial and miscellaneous duties, contrary to 
the orders of the Board, retarded the disposal of cases in that district. 

The new Estates Partition Act, V (J3.C.) of 1897, came into force on 8th 
December 1897, and 75 applications in the Dacca Division and 17 iu Monghyr 
are reported to have been struck o£E under the provisions prescribing the 
limitations of Gbvemmont revenue payable by shares forming the subject of 
partition. Similar information should have boon furnished for other districts. 

In the Resolution on the Report for 1890<97 attention was draivn to the 
variations in tho costs of partition per acre in diil’orent districts, and it is reported 
that the subject has now been noticed by District Officers, but not fully. Some 
explanations have been furnished, but the Liuutenant-Glovcrnor requests that 
tho point may be discussed in greater detail in future reports. 

The Lieutenant-Governor regrets to observe the statements made as to 
the unsatisfactory condition of the accounts of the Batwara Department in

several districts. In Monghyr, where it -was noticed last year that the work 
bad been grossly nnsmanaged by the Dopftty Oolloetor in cha^ge^ ^ a special 
auditor has been deputed, wh<r is reported^ to have found great (Kfficulty in 
reconciling the accounts owing to tho confusion they wore in. Audit is said to 
be required in other districts also, but the Lieutenant-Governor agrees with 
the Board that the duty of maintaining correct accounts rests primarily on the 
local officers concerned. It is hoped that partition proceedings will be expedited 
under tho new Act, that the expenses of them will be reduced, and that the 
accounts will be carefully and accurately kept. 

21. Land Acquiisition . — The quantity of land acquired during the year 
under the Land Acquisition Act of 1894, the department for which it was 
acquired, and the cost of acquisition were as follows: —

The average cost per acre amounted to Rs. 164, or, omitting projects of a 
specially costly nature, to Rs. 139 : the corresponding figures of the previous 
year were Rs. 311 and Rs. 154, the decrease in the year under ibport being 
attributable to tho acquisition of large areas of lands at low rates in Orissa, 
Midnapore, and Singhbhum. The quantity of land acquired during the year was 
largely in excess of tho total for 1896-97, which amounted to 1,674 acres only. 
Tlio acquisition of land for numerous railway and tramway projects contributed 
towards this result, the most importiiat schemes Jn progress at tho end of the 
year beino’ tho Cuttack-Midna^o-Oalcutta extension of the Bengal-Naraur 
Railway, tho East Coast Railway, the Sultanpur-Bo^-Kaliganj and Rajbari- 
Faridpur extensions of tho Eastern Bengal State Railway, the Mymensingh- 
Jamalpur-Jagarimthganj extmi«4on of the Dacca-Mymonsingh Railway the 
work in connection with tho Ass^-Bonged Railway in Chittagong, the Scrath 
Bihur and Mogulserai-Gaya Railways^ and the Sogouli^Raxaul) the Bettiah* 
Bagalia, the Hajipiir-Katihar, and Sakri-Jainagar extensions of tho Tirhut State 
Railway. Important projects in connection with the drainage and improve- 
mojit of Calcutta were in progress, 513 acres being taken up, for which 
Rs. 5,07,972 was paid as compsnsatiou for the land and buildings thereon, 
or nearly a thousand rupees per acre. Proceedings Avero also held in connec- 
tion with tho Tribeni and Dhaka Canals in North lliliar, which had originally 
been undertaken as famine-relief works. ^ ^ ^ ^ 

22. Kannngos and pattoaris.-^^\\Q reorganisation of the patwari estabUsh- 
mentsin Orissa and in the Patashpur estates in Midnapore, in order that the 
record of rights may Iw maintained by their agency, is under consideration. 

23. Advances under the Land Improvement Loans Acf,— Out of a total 
amount of Rs. 6,18,115 applied for by the Collectors for advances under the 
Land Improvement Loans Act, XTX of 1883, tho sum of Rs, 4,82,467 was 
allotted for distribution, of which Rs. 8,58,510 was actually disbursed, 
Rs. 1,67,305 were advanced imderthe specialfamine conditions, and Us. 1,91,205 
on account of payment of instalments of loans previously granted as they 
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became duo, and in Chittagong as a xnoasuro of roKef in consoquouce of the 
cyclone.

By far the largest amount in any one district was advanced in Chittagong, 
where Rs. 1,15,631 was distributed among 414 applicants for the reconstruction 
of embankments destroyed by the storm-wave. 

24. Admtices under the AgriculiurM Loans Act . — The prevalence of 
famine conditions in many districts during the first-half of the year led to a 
large increase in the sums lent to raiyats under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act, 
XII of 1884. Altogether Rs. 11,93,115 was advanced in comparison with 
Rs. 2,61,017 in the ju'evious year. Advances were made in every district of tlie 
Province with the exception of Midnaporo and Ilooghly, varying in amount 
fiem the petty sum of Rs. 270 iu Darjeeling to Rs. 2,37,987 in Saran. In the

In Jessoro also, where distress was felt, though not to the extent of 
famine, more tliair Rs. 50,000 was advanced during the yejir. As in the 
previous year, j iectically no loans were given in Davbhangn, .where, rilthoui-'h 
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famine was severe, the Collector did not consider them required. Advances to 
the extent of Its. were granted for the construction of wells which had 
colhipsed during tlio earthquake. 

'I’he demands, collections, and balances on account of advances in this and

The percentage of collections is considerably higher than the correspond- 
ing figures of the previous year, when 39‘5 per cent, only of the demand was 
realised, collections having been suspended in several districts owing to the 
famine. The Lieutenant-GovOTtior hopes now that bountiful harvests have put 
the peasantry at ease, no time will be lost in recovering the amounts due. 

Of the balances outstanding at the close of the year, the Patna and Chota 
Nagpur Divisions are responsible forRs. 1,20,588 and Rs. 87,074, respectively. 


Rent. 

25. Relations between landlord and fenanf.— Notwithstanding that scarcity 
prevailed during a considerable portion of the year over the greater part 
of the Province, the relations between landlord and tenant were not seriously 
affected, and continued generally satisfactory. In some instances the zamindars 
materially assisted their tenants to tide over the distress, and exercised 
leniency in the collection of rent. To this general rule, however, there were 
the usual individual exceptions. In Burdwau a zamindar was killed by the 
tenants of a newly-purchased village whom, it is alleged, ho was attempting 
to oppress. The murderers were not discovered, and precautionary measures have 
since been necessitated, as the state of tension still continues. In Midnaporo 
tho attempt of the non-resident zamindar of ono estate to collect renfrat 
enhanced rates led to disputes with tho tenants, and in the Contai subdivision a 
dispute between a patnidar and the tenants for the ejection of the latter resulted 
in a riot. Tho tenants have since been maintained in possession. In the 
Kandi subdivision in MursK'dabad the efforts of a landlord to enhance rents by 
coercive measures led to tho institution of several criminal cases. In Khulna, 
where most of the zamindars are non-resident, and in Nadia, where there is 
an abscncii of influential landholders, and attempts to enhance rents illegally 
are frequently made, the relations between the landlords and their rmyats 
are not, it is reported, satisfactory. In Khulna most of tho zamindars being 
absentees, little material help was rendered by them to their tenants during.'tho 
scarcity. In tho district of Tippera the graaual absorption of the old grazing 
grounds by cultivation is reported to lead to disputes. The condition of affairs 
in the Patna Division generally does not call for special notice. I’he assistance 
rendered during the famine by tho Maharaja of Darbhanga and by the Court of 
Wards in the Hatwa and Bcttiah estates has aheady bet n gratefully acknow- 
ledged by Oovernment. In the Barh subdivision of tho Patna district there 
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was bad feeling between some landlords^ and tenants, resulting in a riot. 
There was a considerable number of indigo disputes in the districts of 
Bhagalpur and Monghyr, which appear to call for attention. The hope 
expressed last year that the state of affairs in killa A1 was improving does 
not appear to have been fulfilled, while in tlio Jajpur and Bhadrak stib- 
divisioiis the relations between landlords and tenants are reported to be 
specially strained. In the Chota Nagpur Division, with the exception of the 
district of Palamau, the relations between the zamindars and their raiyats 
remain unsatisfactory. It is as yet too early to judge of the effect of recent 
legislation for the commutation of predial services. The levy of illegal cesses on 
the occasions of new settlement or of landlords visiting their properties, and that 
of contributions for marriages and other ceremonies continue, but the tenants, 
it is said, generally pay them without objection to secure the good-will of the 
landlords and their servants. In the Patna Division the custom is said to be 
gradually dying out as the tenants become better acquainted with their legal 
liahilities, and this is reported to bo a striking proof of the value of the settle- 
ment proceedings in that Division in making kiiaw'o to them the provisions of 
the law. 

26. The Bengal Tenancy AffA— The working of the Bengal Tenancy Act 
presents no new features. TI»o generally expressed opinion is ono of disappoint- 
ment that its provisions aro not more largely usc4; but, as remarked in the 
previous year, the preventive effect of the .Act in checking disputes and abuses, 
while less obvious, is perhaps of as high importance as the active application of 
its sections. It is admitted that the Act has worked smoothly. With the 
previous sanction of the Government of India and the Secretary of State, a Bill 
to amend sections oO, 31, 39, 52, and llO atod Chapter X of the Act was intro- 
duced into tho Bengal Legislative Council on 3rd April 1897, and after some 
revision was passed after thio close of the year. 

The working of some of the most important sections of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act in the various divisions of the Province is shown below : — 
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Tho decroaso in the number of voluntary transfe.rs of tenures registered 
is attributed to the fact that tho registration of transfers of occupancy rights 
is no longer considered obligatoiy under tho Act. 'fhe most notic,ea1.)lo (luctua- 
tious were in the numbers of proceedings for commutation and appruisi'tuent: 
tho former wore practically confined to t)»e districts of Midnapore and 
Shahabad, and tin? variation was moro api)aivnt than ival, applications of 
several tenants having in jjrcvious years betm tried as one? case instead of 
separately. Tho increase in proceedings for appraisement is partly ascribed 
to a similar cause and partly to tho good crops in the latter part of the year. 
The reluctance of landlords to accept 1 ludlords’ fees con tinues. 
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27. Rent suits . — Tho numhor of suits in Revenue Courts under the 
provisions of Aeta X of 1859 and I (l>.C.) of 1879 during the years 1896-97 and

Tho increase in Jalpaiguri was naostly under the head of suits for arrears 
of rent, and is attributed to the scarcity prevailing during 1896-97. In 
Jjalasoro the increase was in the number of rent suits and miscellaneous 
cases, chiedy arising out of applications for deposits of rent. Tho decrease 
in Lohardaga occurred in miscellaneous applications, execution cases, and 
appeals. Tlio attachment of hhadoi crops in execution of decrees without 
special permission was temporarily stopped by the Deputy Commissioner, except 
in suits about to be barred by limitation, on tho ground that after a year 
of scarcity the rai} am were dependont on this harvest for food. 

28. Af/tfccf/ffWMW.— 765,704 cases of all kinds were institute^ during the 
year, and 157,135 cases were pending from the previous year. Tho cases 
disj)oaed of numbered 792,691. Tho corresponding figures for tho previous 
year were 820,918 and 700,533. 

29. Training of Junior OivtUans in surveg-settlemcnt work.— A systematic 
course, extending over two months, for the training of junior Civilians in 
survcy-selilement work has been drawn up hy Mr, Stevenson-Moore, Settle- 
ment Officer in North Bihar, in communication with the Superintendent of 
Sottlomeut-Surveys and the Commissioner of Patna. The requirements of 
other work somewhat interfered witli tho deputation of junior t)fficers, but 
the Licuteuant-Oovomor hojxjs that with tho cessation of tho famine similjir 
interiuptimis may not be expericuoed during the next cold iveather. 

30. General. — T’hc thanks «)f tho Lieutonaut-Qovernor arc duo to the 
Board for their habitually careful supervision of tho revenue administration 
of the rroviiico and for their generally ample report. In c.ojinoctiou with tho 
suddtni death of Sir. H. G. Cooke, late Commissioner of the Orissa Division, 
just after the close of the year, the Lieutonanl-Govunior wishes to repeat and 
endorse the rmnarks made by tlai Board that “the care, local knowledge, and 
considenilion for tho people shown by his work, particularly in connection 
with tlio Ori.;sa settletnent, as well as its clearness and able treatment, testify 
to tlio loss .sustained by tho Land Revenue Administration in his deatli.” Tlio 
paragraphs relating to the several district and subordinate officers montioneil 
as de.sorvdug ot special commendaliou will be communicated to the Appoint- 
ment Department.

AH the 
thomiomoters are verified and tho readings have been corrooted to a standard constructed and verified at tho 
Kew Observatory. They ore exposed under a thatched shed open at the sides, and ai-e suspended four feet 
above tho ground. 

The barometer readings are oorreeted approximately to those of the standard, Newman’s No. 86, 
formerly at the Surveyor-General’s Office. 

The hygroractrio elements are obtained from Tablos III, IV, and V of tho official tables computed in 
tho Meteorological Office, and based on Begnault’s modifications of August’s formula. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are token from tho trace of a Beckley’s anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR TUB MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 1898* 

As not unrroqnontly liappons during iho monsoon Boason, an apparent roversol occurrc^d 
in the raiuiall distribution in SojAembor as eonipared witli that of August. In the latter 
montli, as ma)' bo seen in a subBoquent table, rainfall wo.8 above tlio normal in the southern 
distrii'ts, wliil*' over a tract of coautiy extending from the east of North Penpal westward over 
Nortli Biluir, there was a considerable di fcd.. In September thehoaviost rainfall was in North 
Bengal and Bihar, and ibo only division where the fall was below the normal was Orissa. A 
rainfall distiibntion of this kind shows that the monsoon current moving northwards over 
Burma or Hie easteni districts of the Province turnoil westward over Nortli Bengal, instead of 
being deJloct<»d wot^lward across the north oi' the Bay of the south of the Province. 

lUurc was only one oyclonio storm of any import anoo. It occurred about the middle 
of the month, and moving northwards fiotu the iiorUi-wost angle of tho Bay towards Bihar 
broke lip on reaching the Himalayas, Tlirougbout its course it caused heavy rain, and tho 
falls W'ero, as usual, very heavy along the HU districfs after the dopresBion filled up. As in 
August, a shallow residual doproHsion form* d over Bengal, and after romaining fnirly .station- 
ary for some time moved towards the north-west. This shallow denrosaion maintained the 
rainfall over the north of the Ptbvinoo, au l it was not till the 22nd tUat the gcucral r{iinfall, 
which commenced with the approach of tho original depression, to a largo oxtont ceased. 

The only other disturbances during the mouth were generally of small importance. A 
shallow dopresaion forme<l over the horthom diet riots in tne early days of the month, causing 
heavy rainfall in North Bengal and Nojth Bihar; and towards the end another shallow 
depression commenced in the south-east of the Bay. It moved nortli wards into Buma, where 
it filled up. But the inrush of monsoon winds which followed it northwardB reached East 
BoDgid, and caiisod showery weather about the beginning of the fourth w'eok. 

As cloudy rainv weather was more frequent than usual, temperaturo.on an average was 
below the normal, though not by large am{»unts, except in the north. TMie difference from 
the normal maximum temperature varied from excess of in Orissa to defect of 4*^ in part 
of Bihar, and tho difference in the oasd of night readings was about 

At tho beginning of the month the; pressure distribuHon ovir the Bay was not favourable 
for tho prevalcnco of ordinary monsoon weather. Pressure was inoreaBing in tbo north, and 
a small oxeet^s had acxjumulated there, ^vhereaa towards the south there was defect. The 
giadiont was in consoquenoo less steep jftian usual at the beginning of September. Only a 
few scattered showers wore falling^ in jrngal except in Nortli Bengal, ©specially in the 
Jalpaiguri district, where heavy rainfalH was genoral. Temperature was above the normal 
over the Provinco and the Bay. ()n tho 2iid a fall of pressure began in tho north, 
and continued on tho. 3rd, a very shallow low-pressure area forming along the hilJs. Though 
tho pressure differences were very slight, the resulting iutorootion of tho light iiTogular 
winds caused rainfall over a steadily ^ Widening area, until on tlx© 5th general rain was 
falling in all parte of tho Province ixcept Urissa. The slight depression moved towards 
the west, but it was not till the 8th thii it ceased to influenoo weather in the extreme 
north. Many stations in North Beng^ and North Bihar rooeived heavy falls on tho 7th 
and 8thp '1 

On the 9th the pressure distrihulion was similar to that at tho beginning of the 
month. The excess over Bengal was smaller, but there w^as still a low-presBure area over 
tlie south of tho Bay. Within this area the depresBion of the middle of the month probably 
began to dev<dop, but it was not till, the 1 1th that it became well defined^ and it w'as then 
approaching the north of tho Oiroars, win re pressure was lowrost. It was a diffused depres- 
sion extending over the whole area atid apparently shMlow at the oentrej the greatest defect 
reported on tho 1 1th being less than *1 inch in tho Ciroara. Very littlo change of position 
was shown on tho 12th, but tho d^res.sion was deeper ; and as pressure was rising in the 
south of the Bay, tlio gradient was oonhidorably more stoop to the south-east of tho coutro. 
Winds were strengthening at Diamond iHaiid, and weather had probably bocomo squally 
over th() e»mt niiJ contra of tlio Bay. ^ Tlio disturbance devolopid considerably betwroon tho 
12tU and 1 3th, during which lime a rapid fall oi pressure occurred in tho nor^-weat of tho 
Bay, Hm groatc'^t reported being *10 iuob horn tlm Oiissa stations. The depression was then 
iLOving northw’ni(l8, tho centre was to tho cast of Puri, probably at no great distance from 
the Orissa coast, an<[ tho gradient was slccpst towards the east. The variation from the 
normal in tho coniral area was about ’25 im h, 

Tho centre of tho dvja’ossion crossed tho coast to the south of Balasore, and on the 
morning of tho 14tli was near Chaibassa, where the barometric reading was 29*23 inches. 
Weather had boon stormy over the north of the and as tlio ooutre of the disturbance 
moved northwards, hi uvy rainfall became goaexaU un tho 14th the heaviest falls were in 
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OriBsa and South-West Bengal, but many stations in East Bengal also reported falls of more 
than 1 inch. On the 15th the oentro was near Dfhri with but littlo change in the deplli. 
StT(;i!g winds with heavy rain previvih'd in the north of tho Province during the lOlh; and 
though tho winds weio moderating on the IGth after tho depression had filled up, thoro was 
bUU very heavy rainfall in Nf^rth Biiuir and North Bougal. 

During the 15th rapid cliaiiges of pressori^ oofAirrod in tho western districts, over 
which the area of lowest pressure parsed. They varied from a rise of '•} inch at Chaihassa 
to a full of tho same amount at Dehri. The deprc.sslon reinaiuod uudimiuishcd as to depth, 
and oauswl stormy weather in the uortli of the Bay and over tho whole Province between tho 
13th and 16th. 

Promm? continued to rise rapidly in Bihar on tho 16th and 17th, and tho distri]>ution 
had then bGO(»Tne very nearly normal. 'J.'he rapid ineniase in tho west had given rise to a 
shallow n^idual deprct»sion over Bengal — feature uf oyolonic diBturbano<‘‘B which hns been 
very noticeable during the present monsoon season, llomainiug stationary over Bengal, 
they have caused general and, in somo oases heavy, rainfall for several days, owing to the 
indraught toward.s the area of low pressure. On the 17th and iSth rainfall was more 
scatterofl, but as the residual ilcpressiun remained and gradually deepened, the fulls became 
more general. Oji the 20th moderate to heavy rain was falling in every part of the 
Province. 

The depression on that date was well defined over Lower Bengal with a defect of more 
than *1 inch in tho central parts, and was moving tow'ards the north-wost. Tho gradient was 
steeper than usual over fclm north of the Bay, and a strong monsoon was blowing across tho 
Bengal coast and maintaining tho rainfall, wWoh contiuued in most districts till the 22nd, 
and was very heavy in Bihar on tho 2Jsfe. On that the area of lowest pressure was over 
South Bihar, a rapid rise of pressure having occurred in tho east of tho Province. The 
rise extending westward, the depression had disappear»*d by the 22nd. 

During these two last days pressure had boon fulling in the south-eaat of tho Bay, a 
rioproflsion forming over the south of Burma. It remained shallow and moved northwards 
into Burma, causing .Tnodorately heavy rain in the districts over which it passed. It was felt 
slightly in tho east of tho Province on tho 2itli, and caused fairly general rain in East 
Bengal Pressure then rose, and w^aa in considerable excess over tho Province and tho north 
of the Bay, remaining normal farther soulh. In consequence the distribution of prcssiu’c 
was more Tinitorm than usual, and westerly wm(& prevailed during tho closing days of the 
month with an almost entire absence of rain in places, and nowhere more than scattered 
showers. 

Preamre without differing much from thoarormal was durin^f a groat part of the mouth 
favourable for the continuance of monsoon winds. At tho beginning aiid end of tho month 
tJiere wos a small to mcnlerate excess, while at other times there woa usually a small dof(3ct. 
Tho only ooensum of a differenoe from the normal greater than •! inch was on tho 14th 
and 15ih, while tho oyclouio storm was passing over the western districts* Within the contra! 
area defect was about a third of an inch. 

On an average for tho whole month the differonoes from the normal are very small. 
They vary from excess of *01 inch in East Bengal to defoot of *02 inch in the west of Bihar. 

Temperature , — Owing to the cloudy weathefi which was prevalent during September, 
temperature was frequently below the normal — :most so in the middle of the mouth. Means 
for tlie montli wore normal in Soulh-W<3Kt Bengal and Ohota Nagpur, and about half a degree 
above in Orissa, but elsewhere there was defect— greatest in Assam, North Bengal, and Biiiar, 
where it was upwards of 1 

The doftxA in mean maximum temperature ranged up to 3® in the northern districts, 
tho difference in the case of minima being much smaller and raiuly more than 

was more continuous than usual in September, and though scattered in the 
early part of tho month and again towards the end, no marked break occurred. All the 
large divisions received more tliim the avci^e except Orissa, where there was a deficiency 
of 18 per cent. The heaviest falls were in Bihar and North Bengal — in the former 224 ainl 
the latter 161 per oemt. of the normal. There was a small excess in Lower Bengal, and a 
moderate excess in Chota Nagpur. 

In Ohota Nagpur, Orissa, and a oonstderable part of Lower Bengal the fulls at the 
individual stations varied from 7 to 10 inclios. Towards the north tho amount!? iiioroosed 
rapidly. In South Bihar and the central districts of Bengal proper they raugol from 10 to 
20 inches, vriiilo in North Bengal and Bibar they were generally over 20 inches, and in places 
between 30 and 40 inches. 

Tho difference from tho normal ranged from doft'ct of 5 inches on the Orissa coast to 
excess of 5 inches on a line running almost east and west across tho oontral districts. To 
the north of tliis line excess varied from 6 inches to 10 inolu3S in Smith Bihar and the 
southern half of North Bengal. In tho extreme north it was between 10 and 20 inchos. 

Tho following table gives a cond mptvl siimmaty of tho rainfall 8tati8ti(.‘3 of tho prosout 
year up to date for each metoorologioal division, the first nino e)lumiis giving tho actual 
average falls in each division for each month expressed as a peroentago of tho uoriiial, while

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The^ following table contains full data for the comparison of the actual and normal 
rainfall of the month of September in all (listricts of the Province. The figures are* derived 
from the average and actual rainfall of tho rain-recording stations in each dislrict, due allow* 
ance or weight being made for the area wliit^h each sialion represents. This gives a more 
accurate average than tho aritlimetioal means given in the monthly mcteorologioal tables 
The first column gives the normal or average district rainfall as deternuned from tho rainfall 
ohservatioDS of the past 26 years ; tlie second column gives the actual difctri(.t rainfall as 
determined frcmi the weighted actual rainfalls of the month at tho reporting slathms in each 
district; fho third eolumn exprossos the ratio of the actual district fall of tne past month to 
tho normal rainfall as a percentage ; and tihe fourth column states as a percentage how much 
the district rainfall for the month valriod from the normal : —

Re. 8;3,50,-097 in 1890-97, an incrcHee of Re, .54,828, which was piiiicipally 
tho result of rev;'.! nations in the districts of Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, and l*atna, 
whicli oauio into clfect from the let iVpril 1897. During the year tiie additions 
to both tlie .-irrear and ourrent domau'ls amounted to Rs, 4,24,047, of which 
Rs. .3,08,016 wcio added by the di-^iricts of liurdwan, Midnaporo, Jeseoro, 
Dacc:i, Myniensiiigh, Patna, Monghyr, and Bhagalpur.

All of these disti-iot.s, except Singhbhum and Rajshahi, showed equally good 
results during tbo pjcvious throe years, and tho results are creditable to the 
ofllccrs concerned. Though Dacca, llazaribagh, and Daijeeling retain their 
former position, they show a decrease in both the current and arrear collec- 
tions. No explanation has been furnished of this falling off. Both current 
and arrear donmnds wore realized in full in Singhbhum, while tho districts of 
.Jalpiiiguri, Puri, Dinajpur, and Bogra succeeded in collecting the whole arrear 
dcjoaiid. Nadia and AJymeusiugh have descended during the year from Class 1 
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to Cliiaa III, wliile Purnoa, wlucli in the iwocediii^ year rose to this class from 
Class III, has fallen to Class IV.

I’he list has decreasod by one district, Khulna having fallen tf) Class III 
owing, it is said, to the failure of the crops in 1800-97. The decrease in both 
tho «;urront and arroar collections in Balasoro is .also attributed to the deficient 
harvests of 1896-97. In Burdwan the current collections are stationary iiol- 
witlistanding an increase in the current denunid, and the Board of Hevenno 
tiscrilje this in part to tho fact tliat tho a8.ScssraeJit of coal inuios in the latt«sr 
]>art of tho year rendered the realization during tlte year of the cess duo f)v>m 
them in» possible. Tho diminution of 6 per cent, in arrear collodions is allribu- 
table to tho difficulty GX[)orionccd in serving notices ujion petty co-sharers owing 
to tho properties changing hands.

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The ficurort in the first coluinu of the above Btateinoiit roprosemt the 
percentages «)t‘ current collections on the net current demands of the districts 
agaiusi winch they arc noted, after eliminating the sums affootod by the period 
of gra«*.e, wJiich ended after the close of the year, for the realization of which 
no%*ocniv(‘ jneasnrcs could be taken within the year. Tiio balance thus 
jiri-ived at is the true arrear, for tlie collection of •wliich tho J^istrict Officer is 
res|)<)ii 'ilj]e. Cuttack, Faridpur, Bliagalpur, and Jlongliyr have doscendod to 
Clla^s J\', while, as stated before, Nadia and Myuiensingh have come down to this 
class from Class J, and Khulna from Claes II, and Chittagong has gained a step 
rriiiii Class IV. The number of districts in this class, therefore, remains the 
same us in 1890-97. Eliminating tho amounts affected by the 15 day.s’ grace, 
J.ohardiigti, Backurgunge, Jessore, Tippera, Khulna, anil Darbbanga reache<l 
tho standard prescribed for current collections during tho year under review. 
Tho short collections in the districia of Palamau, Champai-an, Nadia, Joasore, 
Patna, Gaya, Khulna, Muzatfarpur, and Darbhanga are generally ascribed to 
the prevalence of ecai city in the first six months of the year, which prevented 
voluntary payments being made before tho close of the year. TJiis explamiiion 
(yin scarcely he valid as regards Gaya, which was littlo affected by stsarcity. 
In Cbamparan it is stated that the Bcttiah Raj and other zoinindars paid their tax 
after the close of the year. In Nadia a sum of. Rs. 17.093 was realized after the 
close of the year, which, if takmi into account, would bring tho percentage of 
current c'dlecfions above the prescribed standard. About a (|uarter of the out- 
standing balance in Gaya is due from the seven gnnas Tikari Raj, which, it is 
reiJorted, has for several years bc(‘U responsible for a considerable portion of the 
balanfe unrealized at the close of the year; while evasion of payment by the 
proprietors of petty estates, in the hope of their dues bojns t>y their 

CO sh:ut.r.i, coupled with the imirease of assessment owing to revaluation, is 
said to have occasioned the poor results in Darbhanga. Tho short collections 
in Manbhum are ri'portod to bo chiefly due to defaults by tho encumbered 
esfati's managed under Act VI of 1876. The Board of Kovenue have rightly 
impressed on the Deputy Commissioner that the demand of cesses clue toGovoru- 
inciit is a first charge on the moneys received by the managers of tho estates, 
and an iinprovaiiieut in this yi'ur’s collection is looked ior. Tho pcjor results 
ill Chittagong are due to the cyclono of October 1897. In explanation of the 
short collections in Midnapore, it is observed that orders sanctioning the revalu- 
ation of the district were recbivcd late, and demand ncjticos could not, in the 
ma jority of cases, bo served in tnno. The percentage of (mrrent collections in 
this distiict ha.s declined from 82*7 in 1896-97 and 79’8 in 1895-9G to 75*3 in 
tlio year under review, and energetic measures must be taken to put raattors on a 
proper footing. In Backergunge tlio proprietors took advantage of tho p«'riod 
of grace in making payments, and there wore errors of procedure in tho 
Certificate Department, which were, however, detected ftnd remedied by the 
Collector. The poor results in Myinonsiugharo attributed to defaults by some of 
ilio largo zamiiidars and to payments being made in many cases according to the 
former unrevised rates. The explanations given in the case of tho two latur dis- 
tri(.ts are considered by the Board to be unsatisfactory, and they agree with tho 
(tominissiouer in thinking that the short collections are duo to preveutiblo causos- 
In the 2t Parganas the reason assigned is that petty defaulters availing them- 
selves of tlio concession granted in 1895, whereby the levy of interest for petty 
arrear-s was forbidden, withlwld payment of cesses until tho issue of attachmeut 
and sale notices In Tippera the sboi't collections were duo to the delay made 
by the Raja of 'I’ippera and the R'.*ceivcr of tho Paitkara Estate in paying their 
dues.

.Murshidahad, liankura, and Slialialiad, tlio rr. t inarktil drereaso being in 
l^urncu, vvlicro the percentage l‘(dl from 01^4 it*. hSOO-OT and 81M in l895-9d to 
oO'O in tlio year under review. The explanation given is that assessees, under 
a mistaken impr*‘S!^ioji that the new'', wliioU i‘' uho a rt;daceil a«scs.sment, had 
olVeet in 18004)7, luado payments ac*.cordinglv, wi.eroas it only canuj into etfect 
u'oin tlio lieginning of 181)7-98. The poor results in Munsliidahad are ascribed to 
tlio pcvLinictory naliiro of the valuation of n.add'roo lauds, to the difficulty 
ex})orieaeed in ascortaining the boundaries (ft fuvIi lands for taking steps to put 
tiuun np sale, and in tracing tlio successors nv (ieceasod owners of tho lands. 
4 ’Ik‘ Jiiiard liavo under tludr consideration a propns.d, wliicli appeui-s to be very 
necessary, ior tiie revaluation of rent-free lands hi rids district, and tho Lkmtenunt- 
eiovornor iiwnils tljoJr report on the suhjectv It is most misatisfnetory that there 
should bo any quoation as to the propriety of llu* amount of the cess. In 
Ihirnca a sum of Iks. iy,r>ul was struck oif tro.n tlio dem?4,nd of 1897-98, luit it 
WHS not shown in tho accounts until after the clv>so of tho year. Had this dodiic- 
tion been nutdo in time, the percentage of cun cat collections would, it is stated, 
have been id )o VO tho prea(uibc(l standard.. Tha short colleotiom in Uhagalpur 
are attributed to tho temporary confusion in tUn Ojsh Department caused by 
tliO introduction of the new vaUiutioii, which v/ms jiut sanctioned till Juno 1897. 
Jn Shah.'ibad scarcity prevailed in the first six juoiitlis of the year, and the 
Muraj})ara Estate failed to pay the cesses for the March kist before the close of 
tho year, Tlu^ o.\planation is uotc sutfieiont, bat it is noted that there has 
been a considerable iinprovomenl on the rc^nlts of the previous year ; and 
tho Board think tliat the collections are no v well in liand. Tlie falling olf 
in Cuttack is ascribed to tlie delay in the Cortiliciito oflice in filing certificates 
before the close of tho year; while the short collectiona in Atongbyr are 
aitribntcMl to a bad harvest, to the evasion of payment by proprietors of potty 
estates in the ho]) 0 . of their dues being jxiid by their co sharers, to the incotii- 
plelo stale of Lnul rqgistratiou, and to the payment oF ocsses by largo zaiuindars 
tlirongh banks or agents, who, wliilo getting tiio ch.dans passed in tlie Road- 
Cess oflice before the expiry of the period of gr sets do not make payment until 
ttio arrear list is filed, and tlms appropriate tlic difference between file high 
interest tliey are able to obtain Ivy lending in tho open market and tho low 
interest they have to pay to Government for late payments, Tiie result 
of tho further report ctillod for by the Board on the suggestions made to 
check this delay is awaito(K The bad results in huridpur wore chiefly duo 
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to laxity in both the Oosa and Gtirtificatc Dopartmonts, The Lioutenant- 
(irovoi’nor trusts that tho Gnlloctor will oxert liimaelf to secure bettor success 
in future. Tlie reasons assif^ned in Uooglily aro the disinclination of tho 
proprietors to pay the ceases owing to high prices of food-grains, the abortive 
results of oei tilicate cases, tho unwillingness of co-sharors to pay tlioir share of 
dues, and tho difliculty expeiicncod in roaliising by tho cortiiicate procedure 
the (Iciuands of about 24,000 rent-free holdings. I’revalence of scarcity in the 
first half of tho year and tho unsatisfactory state of land registration account 
for th(i short collections in Saruii; hut tho Board agree with tho Oollcctor in 
thinking that tli<j failure to roarli the prescribed standard is chiefly attributable 
to defects in tho Cess ofHco, and it is trusted tliat these will be removed at an 
curly date. 

8. Arrears amounting to Ra, 1,306 became barred by limitation in 
five districts, against Us. 12,891 in nine districts in 1896-97. Patna heads the 
list willi Rs. 666, followed by Oarbhanga, Midnapore, Hoogbly, and Jessore with 
Rs. 469, Rs 113, Rs. 64, and Rs. 4, respectively. Those amounts, with the 
exception of that against Daj-blianga whicli is under recovery by certificate, 
have all, of course, be.en remitted.

It is satisfactory to notice that there was a decrease both in the number 
of certificates filed during the year and in the number of pending cases. The 
former foil off by 3,235 and tho latter by 7,912. The largest number of 
certificates was filed in tho districts of Saran (9,728), Hooghly (8,339), Gaya 
(7,826), Darbhnnga (6,030), l^longhyr (5,868), and Chittagong (5,390;. The 
number of objections filed against certificates was 7,658 against 7,279 in 
1896-97. In 1,601 cases certificates were cancelled on objection, and 
reductions in tbe amount certified wore made in 468 cases. In Gaya, Hooghly, 
Saran, Monghyr, Dacca, and lihagalpur, tho number of cancellations was 389, 
249, 188, 150, 137, and 76 out of 1,086, 814, 702, 499, 391, and 167 objections 
disposed of respectively. In Gaya most of the certificates cancelled were on 
account of rent-free lands in respect of which there wore double assessments 
or in cases where the lands or their holders could not be traced. The defective 
state of land registration is the chief cause of the large number of cancellations 
In Saran, Daccti, Monghyr, and Bhagalpur. 

10. The second complete revaluation of the district of Patna, which was 
sanctioned in October 1893 and commenced in February 1894, was brought to a 
close during tho year. The result of the work was an increase in the cess 
demand of the district from Rs. 3,56,005 to Rs. 4,62,303. The net cost after 
deducting fines, searching fees, and stamp receipts was Rs. 25,606, which is 
about 25 per cent, of the increase in the annual demand. The good work 
done by the Cess Deputy Collector, Babu Gopikrishna Lai, has been noted. 
The first valuation of the district of Mymensingh, consisting of 6,171 estates, 
was carried out in 1875. Partial revaluations of 2,151 estates were madi) 
from time to time from 1380-81 to 1893-94. The number of estates remaining 
to bo revalued was therefore 4,020. WilJia view to complete the revaluation 
of tho whole district, sanction was accorded in February and May 1894 to tho 
revaluation of 4,611 estates, composed of the ahovemeutioned 4,020 estates, 487 
estates which though they had been revalued, were taken for a second revalua- 
tion as having been revalued more than five years ago, and 104 estates which 
had resulted from partition effected in some of the preceding 487 estates. Tbe 
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operations conimonced from, the 1st Aufjust 1891, tied their results show an 
incroaao in the valuation of these estates Irom Ils. 43,20,564 to Rs. 
which is roportod to bo due to the increase in the value of tlio lands, to tlu^ 
judicious selection of tenures by the revalnation officers for their valmition on 
returns, to the pn)per assessment of nij-jak lands which were nndcrvahuHl nr 
first, and to the local enquiries made hy the kanungos especially cnndo}o<l 
for the purpose. The net cost, after deducting Jls. 24,4;)4 realized on acc<niiit 
of fines and stamp-fcos, was Rs. 34,518, wliich is about half the annual iricn :ise 
obtained in the ccss demand. Notice has boon taken of tho good work chun 
by Babu Puma Chundor Nag in connection with this work. Partial valuatiort. 
and revaluations were also completed in tho districts of Nadia, Khulna, 
Dinajpur, Bogra, Pabna, Dacca, Chittagong, Shahabad, and Purnea. 

11. Statomont VI, api>euded to tho Report, compares tho gross rental in 
each district for 1897-95, calculated from the returns under tho Cv\^s Act, 
with the gross rental ascertained on the samci basis when tlui road cess was 
first introduced, and the gross rental of the preceding year. Tlui results for 
the province are as follows : —

Tho increase up to date amounts to Rs. 3,19,80,790 on the rental wlu n 
tho road coss was introduced, but it is to bo noted tliat over 2| lakhs of this 
repiusent tho road cess now levied in Singliblium — a district which was not 
vaiiucd when tho Coss Act was first introduced. The largest proportionate 
increase has boon in Baukum, whero it was 156 per cent. The iiicrca.s(' ex- 
ceeded 50 per c.ont. in Jnl]>aiguii, Muzaffarjmr, Monghyr, Birbhuiu, Balasore, 
»ind llazarihagh. Only tho districts of Maitsliidabad and Jessorc showed a 
decrease of grosjs rental in 1897*98, as compared w’ith the gross rental at the 
first assos.smorit, the decrease in Jessore being due to a portion of the district 
having been separated to form the new district of Khtilna. Tho decn-ase in 
Murshidabad is said in the previous year’s report to have been due t<i the 
transfer of some, estates to Birbhum.

3. The receipts during the year amounted to Rs. 1,80,933, sh(«vnng 
an increase of Rs. 11,749 over those of the previous year. The receipts 
from Railway tiaffic were Rs. 1,5,1,408, against, Rs. 1,33,811 in 1896-97. 

3. The total expotulitute amounted' to Rs. I,67,t66, sh&wing an excess of 
Rs. 9,673 over that of the year before. This was due mainly to the heavy 
charges on account of repairs. The wearing surface of the roodwey and tho 
Bupersrructure of the biidgeandthc pontoons were kept in thorough repair ; 
the iron-work was cleaned, oiled and painted; the fenders and sheathings kept 
in good order; the draw bridge girders were strengthened and beams renewed 
as required, and all other work, found necessary to maintain the bridge in order, 
was carried out. Tho Lioutenant-Qovemor is glad to see that such thorough 
carxi is taken of the bridge. The bridge sustained but very slight dainngo 
during the severe earthquake of the 12th June 1897.

Tlio Administration Report ol the Ooramissionors of Calcutta for the year 1897*98. 

Itojid again — 

Tho Itoport for the year 1896-97 and tho Resolution recorded by Government thereon. 

I’his Report was not received by Government until 7tU October, although 
due on 31sr. July. This d^liy of nearly two and-a-half months is to bo 
regretted, but it is e.\plained as having been mainly due to the pro 8 . 9 ure of 
urgent w 'rk in connection witli plaguo measures. 

2. Tnero wei-o two changes during the y.'ar in tho office of Chairman 
of tho Corporation. Mr. H. C. Williams, who took furlough on 19th May’ 
1597, snbsoijueutly I’esignod, and •was succeeded by Mr. W. R. Bright, who 
hold tho post until 7th March 1898, when he also was compelled by ill-hcalth 
to take leave. Mr. R. T. Groer has since been acting as Chairman, and the 
present Report is submittel by him, I3abu Nilambara Mukarji continued to 
hold the office of Vice-Chairman tiiroughout the year, and the post ol' lingineer 
to tho Corporation was, as in tho previous year, filled by Mr. A. J. Hughes, c.i.k. 
Or. W. J. Simpson, the Health Officer, retired on 6tn Soptonib. r 1897, but it 
■was not till 2l8t December of that year that tho Commissioners selected a 
successor. The candidate chosen was Dr. Nield Cook, the Health (Jffic r of 
Malras, who took over charge of his duties on 7th January 1898. In tlie 
me.antiuie tho Assistant Health Officer, Dr. Son, carried on tho work of the 
office. Among the nominated Commissioners Syed Hazoor Mirza ■was appointiul 
by Government in place of Maul’vi Abdul Jubbor, Khan Bahadur, c.i.e., -who 
resigned, and Dr. 0. Banks in plabe of Lieutenant K. W. Potloy, c i.e. The 
pcriodicol election of Commissioners -was held on 12th March 1808, and resulted 
in the re-election of 38 out of 60 Commissioners. The elections were contested 
in 1 3 out of the 25 wards. From the tables appended to the Report, it ajipears 
that out of a total population of 681,560, there were 13,890 registered voters, 
of whom 10,143 were Hindus, 2,030 were Europeans, 1,501 Muhammadans, 
and 216 others. Owing to the existence of plural voting, the voting power 
differs from the above. The total voting power amounts to 58,476 votes, of 
which 41,381 belong to Hindus, 10,720 to Europeans, 5,391 to Muhammadans, 
and 984 to other classes. Lawyers as usual obtained a larger shai’e of ropve.sent- 
ation than any other class, winning 20 seats out of 50. 

3. Mect‘-nqa and, altendartce of Commissioners .— total number of 

meetings of all kinds held by the Commissioners ■was 241 against 248 in the 
previous year. General mootings numbered 37 as compared lAdth 45 in 
189 ;-97; Standing Committees met 1 ’35 times. Special Committees 32 times, and 
Sub committees 47 times. The number of Commissioners 'vi'ho attended more 
titan 50 meetings foil from 26 to 19. Babu Nalin Behari Sirc-ar, who attondetl 
154 meolings, heads the list; next come Baba Priya Nath Mallik and Mr. Ghosal 
with 117 attoiidancos, Babu Kally Nath Milter with 106, .and the Hou’ble 
Babu Norendru Nath Sen with 105. Tho avei*age ]>ercentago of attendance 
uniong tho elected Couimissionors was 52 against 50 in the previous year; 
that among tho appointed Commissioners remained the same, viz. 46; •while 
til it antong the Couimissioners representing the Port Commissioners, the 
Bengal Chamber of Co nmorce and tho Calcutta Tiades Association rose to 61 
against 47 in 189o-97. ' 

4. Procnedi 'tgs of Comtnissionors cliiof subjects discussed by tho Com- 
mi.ss'oners in genenl meeting during the year were matters connectod with the 
new dfuiiiagu works, the question of electric tramways, the grant of Vintl 
required by the Blicwanipur Hospital, the dispo.ml of tho h ort sewage, tho reorga- 
nization of the Warrant Department of the Municipality, tho construction of a 
mnv Mutiicipal office, and the measuro.s to be taken to prevent tho introduction 
of bubonic plaguo, and to combat it on its appearunco. Tho progiess 
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made towards the completion of the new drainage works is described below 
The Comitiitteo which was appointed in January l897 to consider tlio possible 
arrangements for the introduction of mechanical traction on the Calcutta tram- 
N^ays submitted proposals in J une of that year, but these, after being discussed 
by the Commis-sioncrs, were returned by them for further censideraiion. After 
seven more meetings, the Committee drew up another report, which was 
accepted in November 1897. Those terms were, however, rejected by the 
Tramways Company, who submitted counter-proposals. Subsequent to the 
close of the year, a fresh offer was made to the Company, but this also has 
been refused , and the negociations have been finally broken off. The condi- 
tion of tho tramway lines in many parts of the town is deplorable, and consti- 
tutes a patent breach of the obligations, imposed on the Company by Act I (B G.) 
of 1880. The Corporation has acted- with much forbearance towards tho 
Company in the past in the hope that witli tho introduction of electric traction 
a great public impi'ovoment would bo effected. But now that there has ceusod to 
be any immediate hope of this, it is incumbent on the Commissioners to tako 
prompt and vigorous action to compel- the Company te. fulfil its long-ncgleoted 
obligations. Tho Lieutenant-Governor has noticed with satisfaction the steps 
that are being taken to this end. 

Certain land to the north-east of the hospital at Bhowanipur, mention of 
which was made in last year’s Resolution, was made over to Government frtie of 
cost, on condition that tho hospital, which had liitherto been known as tho 
South Suburban, sliould bear the name of tho Shambhu Nath Pandit Hospital. 
A schomo for tho disposal of the Fort sewage by establishing a pail depot in 
Clive’s Ravelin, to be connected with the Municipal sewer in the Esplanade 
Road, was rocoiyed in June 1897 from the Executive Engineer, Fort William. 
’rhi.s was approved by tho Commissioners, but has not been carried out. ns the 
terms on which the work was to be .done arc still under tho consideration of 
Government. . The organization of the Warrant Department, which had for 
years been inefficient, was taken up and thoroughly examined by a Special 
Sub-Committoe. Tho latter was not unanimous in its recommendations, but 
«5veiitually a scheme was drawn up which was sanctioned by the Commissioners 
in the third quarter of the year. The changes effected by this scheme provide 
for tljp introduction of well-paid and well-educated, officers to check the 
collections, and the department, as reorganized, has been working since 
Docembi?r 1897. It now includi^ tho Arroar Department, which has been 
absorbed. It has not been stated whether the new system provides for the 
issue of notices of demand at an earlier stage of the proceedings. This sugges- 
tion has twice been brought to the notice of tho Commissioners by Government, 
and the laeutonant-Govomor desires that he may be informed what action has 
boon taken regarding it. Under the new system improvement was at first slow, 
but towards the end of the year became very marked. No sensible impres- 
sion has, however, yet been made on the heavy accumulation of arrears, and 
it is to bo hoped that during the current year the reorganized department will 
bo more successful in this respect. The Coiumissioners accepted tho pro|.)osals 
of another Special Committee on the. subject of a new Municipal office for tho 
Corporation. A site wOs selected and plans and estimates prepared, accord- 
ing to which tho total cost for land and buildings will amount to about 7 
lakhs.

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A new loan of 20 lakhs, bearing interest at 4 per cent, and rej)ayHblo in 
21 years, was floated during the yedr; but owing io the unfavourable state of 
the market the full amount was not subscribed, and tho total sum deposited 
<>idy reached Rs. 14,70,700. Of tho consolidated loans from Govorumont, 
Ra. 2,83.277-4'6 were repaid, and the loan liability of the Corporation at the 
close of tho year was Rs. 2,67,72,379-1-8. Against this they had in their 
reserve fmids, and in tho special fund for tho repayment of tho loan of 1860, a 
total sum of Rs. 21,37,004-0-4. After the close of the year the Corporation 
obtained tho sanction of the Government of India to tho raising of a further 
loan of 30 lakhs, bearing interdst not exceeding 4^- per cent, and repayable in 
19 years. 

■In the section of the Report dealing with the two reserve funds, which 
includo the assets of the sinking fund to meet the loan liabilities of the 
Corporation, it is said that these include “ Government Promissory Notes for 
Rs. 8,05,800, value Rs. 8,42.669-9,” and again “Promissory Notes for 
Rs. 96,400, valuo Rs. 1,00,867-6.” It is not understood how these figures of 
value have been arrived at. If they represent the sums actually paid for the 
securities, when the market value was above par, it is plainly necessary to 
write thorn down now to their present value. The Lieutenant-Governor desires 
that a ropoii; on the p<*int may be submitted.

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The total income, as compared with tlio previous year, decreased by 
Rs. 47, ; receipts from tlio general rate fallinjr off by Rs. 1:5,425, from the 
sewage rate by Rs. 2,868, from the wati'i- rato by Rs. 8,502, and from the 
ligliting rate by Rs. 2 835. 'i’he decrease mwler the general rato is ascribed to 
tJio conseqaoncos of the eartluiuake, as explained below. A d<?creaso also 
occurred under licenses, linos, con.servapcy rtcei])ts, receipts from th > mnnicipal 
market, hospitals,. and. Taeoiaatioo,\^hij6> on ihe f)ther hand, cart registiatxon 
foes, the muiiMupal railway^, house 4ir|^age, and general miscellaneous receipts 
show a slight increase. The total '©xpondituio was Rs, 30,744 less than in 
the preceding year. The chief item of decrease, Rs. 1,03,028, was in the 
amount spent on subui’ban improvements; this is due to the increased charge 
for interest and sinking fund on account of works executed in the suburbs out of 
loan fund.s. 'I’he total annual expenditure is reipiired by law to be not less than 
3 lakhs, and as the capital charge increases, a smaller sum is required to be 
spent from revenue. It appears from paragrah 1 1 of the report that in nine 
years the Commissioners liavo spout Rs. 28,32,205 cn suburban improvements, 
tlieir legal obligaliiuis extending to 27 lakhs only. 

7. Financial positinn . — The year opencil with a net cash balance of 
Rs. 2,08.781 to the cre:lit of the llevonuo Funds, and a net credit balance of 
Rs. 15,92,135 in the Capital Funds. During the year the total receipts of the 
Revenue Funds, as shewn in the precodin.g paragraph, amounted to Rs. 
47,51,000 and tlie expenditure to Its. 48,15,59:2, leaving a net balance of 
Its. 1,11,249 to be carried to account, while the receipts of the Capital Funds, 
added to tho opening balance, amounted to Rs. ill, 02, 430 and the expenditure 
to Rs. 2:1,18,685, leaving a net credit balance of Us. 7,8:j,751. 

Pvom paragraph 10 of tho Report it appears that tho net income and 
expend ituvr5 of tho Municipality, after exclurling capital expenditure and pay- 
ments for interest and sinking fund, during the past throe years have been as

From these figures it ajipears that for thrc'c years in sncces.'iion the Com- 
iiiissionors have bt'en exceeding their available income, and have been drawing 
on their casli htilan' cs, which are now reduced to a little over a lakh of rupees. 
A.S a consequence of this depletion of tho balanc'.', coupled with the expenditure 
incurrel unavoidably by approhension of j)l:iguo, it became necessary for Rie 
Corninisdc'Uers, t'arly in the current year, to ajjply for a temporary advance 
from Government to enable them to carry out their cuiu’cnt duties. TliLs state 
ot things cannot contiinio. No material rodui-tion of expenditure is likely 
to be possible at present, and uiileas the Commissioners can succeed in 
improving their collections, an increase in the rates will very shortly become 
impel ativo. 

8 Assessm/int and colhcii»n cf tkt conm-U-lnkd -The revaluation of 

houses, lands, and bustis during tho year, after the disposal of appeals tiled under 
section 138 of tho Municipal Act, resulted in a not increase of Rs. 4,37,926 
per annum. Tho as.sossed annual valuation of tho town on 31st March 1898 
stood, tlierofori', at Rs. 2,08,54,467 against U»- 2,04,16,541 on 3 1st Marcli 
1897. The number of objections against enhanced assessments, including 
1,045 remaining from the previous year, was 2,744. Of tho.so, 1,462 wore 
disposed of, leaving 1,282 pending at the close of tho year. 

The current demand of the consolidated i nto was Rs. 39,42,653 against 
Rs. 38,75,914 in the previous year, showing an increase of Rs. 66,739, duo to 
the revision of assessments. There was an outstanding balance of Ks. 5,20,002, 
and the gross demand for the year was Rs. 41,62,655. The gross collec- 
tions amounted to Rs. 36,48,505 against Rs. 30,67,467, tho amount realised in 
the previous year. The percentage of collections on the gross demand was 
81*75 against 83 91 in tho previous year. Tho incidence of the consolidated 
rato per head of the population of Calcutta was Rs, 6-1-1 against Rs. 5-15-5 in

9. The collections made in the Collector’s Bepan^m^pt dpring the year 

amounted to Us.

tho middle and poorer classes were atfected by the scarcity and high prices that 
jirevailed during the year and were therefore more reluctant to pay than usual. 

In tho Joint-Collector’s Department, the collections rose, from Rs. 6,25,655 
to Rs. 6,29,209, but here, again, the percentage on tho demand fell from 81*78 
to 80*22. Tho amount realised by tho Warrant Department for consolidated 
rate bills was Rs. 2,30,465 against Rs. 2,34,599 in tho previous year. It is 
observed that during the first three months of tho year all bills in tho hands 
of the bailiffs were withdrawn ami collections suspended for the purpose of 
stock-taking. Tho figures for the fourth quarter show a decided improvomont, 
being Rs. 93,340 against Rs. 76,320, Rs. 70,975, and Rs. 62,236 in tho corre- 
sponding quarter of the three preceding years. A cqxisiderablo increase is, 
therefore, to be hoped for in tho collections of the current year.

The total receipts, as compared with the previous year, show a decrease of 
Rs. 25,743. Tlio ntimber of licenses for professions, trades and callings fell 
from 26,881 to 25,198, and it is under this head that the uhief diminution 
is to be found. It is explained that, owing to tho scarcity of xdoney 
and the high rate of interest, and owing also to the dislocation of trade 
with Rumbay caused by the plague, a large number of firms and shop- 
keepers failed duiing tho year, and many of the small shop-keepei'k were 
unable to pay their tax. 'The number of lictmses issued fur carriages fell 
from 5,205 to 4,914, and licenses for animals from 6,273 to 5,736. The number 
of carts registei'cd was 20,196 ajgainst 20,056 in the preceding year, ai^. flho 
number of hackney carriages r4^tored was 2,988 against 3,636, a d^^hase 
being observable under each clcuM of carriage. ' ‘ • -t- 

11, Survey . — ^In twenty-oB© cases survey p^ns were made during the year 

in connection with projects of hbproveraent and boundary disputes, and fot 'ihe 
sale of laud. Enquiries were ^ade in 3 12 cases concerning oncroAcbih'ents 
and demarcation of boundaries, tad also in 619 miscellaneous cases. ' ' 

12. Market, lirjhting and printing , — A sum of Its. 1,32,117 .was realized 
from the Municipai Market during the year against Rs.’ 1,3*2,232 la ^1596^97. 
The decrease is small considering the unfavourable charaOter of the year. 
It was found necessary to spend Rs. 14,894 on general repairs, ip' con* 
scqxfence of the earthquake, and Rs. 18,515 on how'meai Carts, and in 
consequence of this expenditure the net profit derived by the Commisnoners 
only came to Ks. 84,107 against Ks. 1,06,077 in the preceding year. 
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Tlio uunibor of gas lamps in Oalcutti, including tho addetl aica, on 
31st March 1898 was 6,648, nad tlie nutTibo - of oil Inrnjw ‘2,169, ujiiiinst 0,391 
and 2,061, r spectivoly, on.tlio, same <hiy of the previous year. ' 'The total 
cost of liglitHig,.ilj( tbe to\va:aad'-i^tibm-bs was Jls.

Tho rise was 'due to tho 

increased li^liting of gas lamps <)urint^ c-ttra 

hours i» the t6>n lighting of Harrison Road, the 

contract for which Kilhmu and Company, was in the 

course of tho year in.spectea b^'^^b Covo'Uinent Eioctrieiuii, who reported 
favourably on the working. Tho Printing J)L^[)artnient appears to have workotl 
satisfactorily. The net profit shown is, however, only Ks. 1,806, against 
Rs. 2,681 in the preceding year and Rs. 4,4.SS in tho year before that. 

13. Liti^athn. — Thirty-six fresh civil .suits wore instituted by the Corpora- 
tion during the year, of which 36 were for tlie recovery of tho consolidated 
rate, involving a sum of Rs. 12,600. Of tho.se, 29 were decteed, one was wntli- 
drawn, and live remained pending at tho end <»f the year, 'riiero were also 21 
cases jiciiding from tho preceding year, in 18 of which decrees were obtained, 
and the remaining throe were withdrawn. Tho number of suits iustituted by 
the Warrant Department was only 35 against 38, SO and 121, reap< ctivcly, in 
the tliveo prc.eding yeans. This docreaso is very singular, considering the 
heavy arrears which remain wnroeovored by tli<f Dopartmonr. It appoar.s also 
from the statement given in paragraph 229 of the liepocb that in a large 
majority of eases in wliich decrees have been obtained, nothing has yet been 
realised. This is very diGcroditablo to t!ie W^arrant Department, ainl the 
Lieutenant CJov< rnor I’onuests that tho Chiiirin.n will cause a vigorous effort 
to bo inudo to recover tho money duo to the (Jorporatiou. 

Of two suits which were brought against the Corporation during the yaar, 
one was coiiipi'omised and tho etlii r with'hu.vn. Tlnrewjroll appeals to 
tbe Suuill Cau.se C.rurts under section 137 of tho Municipal Act against the 
onhancinl valuation of property; t.wd were ooinpr.imised, ono was dismissed 
with costs, four wore withdrawn, and in four tae assessment was reduced. Tho 
number of c:i'e.s instit uted by' tho Corporation in tho Polico Court ro^o from 
2.3, 77s to 30,798, an iiicreastr being shown in the prosecutions conducted 
by every* Depariment except tlio Conservancy Department, it is observed that 
the fines infhcled are nltogetiior inadequate and uon-doiorrenk in tlioir effect, 
and, in fact, that tiio punishments imposed liy Honorary Magistrate.s in m;«iy 
instances tend to offer a diioct pri'miutu for tin; infiiiigcmeut of Municipal law. 
It, is coitaiiily loinaiKable that, in spite of the incrt.a>(!(l uumhor <if pro.sccution.s, 
tlio to'al amount of tho fines intliuted should have fallen from Us. 43, 132 to 
its. 28,4 2. 'i'lio Commissioners have not, liowevor, made, any application to 
Govi'rninoai, under section 422 of tho Municipal Act for tho appointinent of any 
M.igist»ate to try these offences. The cost; of litigation \va.s It-.. 17,403 against 
Rs. 14,266 in the preceding year. 

.Rro.'.ecutions instituted by the License Department undeT seutiun 90 of tho 
Act numbered 14,139 against 8,761 in Uio previous y'car. It is explaiiu-d that 
tho receipts from Hcouso tees would have been greater but for the bh.»ck iu tho 
prosecutions in tho Calcutta and Aliporo Police Courts, tho number of prose- 
entioua pending disposal on 31st March 1898 iK-ing 3.416, involving license foes 
to tho miiount of Us. 31,232, while on 31st March 18| 7 the number w'us 2,891. 
involving Rs. 28,086. Tho attention of Govertiniout has lately been drawn to 
tho cause of the arrears in these Courts, and it htw been usuerluined tha- no less 
tlian 14,4 10 license prosoeution eases were inslituled iu tho munih of Juno 
1898 and 19,148 iu tho month of June 1897 evidently to prevout their 
being barred by limitation. It is apparent thorctero that it is tho License 
Department which is primarily responsible, for the block in tho Courts. Still 
more serious evidence of the inollicit'iicy' of the priiseiit u.rrangemeut.s i.s given 
by the figures in puragrufili 200 of the Report. Out of 14,139 ea.ses instituted, 
96 were dismissed, 6,744 were struck off or withdrawn lor vaiious causes 
(without payment of tho license fees), and 5,993 were “ compromised on tho 
reconimeitdation of the Court or on its recoiumeudatiou upon llie payment of 
lioonso foes.” Only' 986 cases, or less than 7 per cent., eudei in tlio imposition 
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of a lino. It is plain from these figures both that there have been dilatoriness 
and laxity in the inanagemont of the i department for which there is no apparent 
oxcupo, and that a largo proportion of these so-called prosecutioris must bo pro- 
secutions only in name. It appears to ilio Lieutenant-IJovorhor that the Criminal 
Comts are not an appropriate agom-.y for the recovery of municipal dues; 
and it will be considered in conuccuon with the legisl&tioh now pending 
whether a more direct and efficient machinery cannot be prpinded. 

14. Education . — During the year the Gorporatibn spent Rs. 2,801 in aid of 
primary education within the amalgamated jportibh of the suburbs against 
Rs. 2,989 in the previous year. This suni Vos distributed by the Suburban 
Improvement Committee among 64 schools in different wards of the town. 

15. 'I\wn and busii improvement,. — The total amount spent on town and 
busti improvement was Rs. 57,840 against Rs. 52,576 in the preceding year. 
The Capital Fund from which this expenditure is met opened the year with a 
balance of Rs. 73,475. The receipts drring the year only amounted to Rs. 6,3.53 
against Rs. 73,066, a decrease of which no explanation is given, and the balance 
at the end of the year foil to Rs. 33,72.5, Exclusive of the outlay on latrines, • 
&c., the total sum expended was Rs. 46,103, of which Rs. 37,917 was absorbed 
by town improvements, the chief items of which were the construction of new 
roads by Fimriapuker Street, Mohun Ihrgnn, the compensation paid to owners for 
setting back, and the costtd land required for the improvOnient of certain town 
roads. Only Rs. 8,185 could bo spared for the usual items of busti improve- 
ment, the construction of busti reacts, the making of bathing platforms, and filling 
and improving tanks. It is explained however, and the explanation is reasonable, 
that the heavy expenditure that is being incurred on drainage and water- works 
has lessened the funds available for extensive busti improvements. 

1(>. Engineer's Department. — The daily supply of filtered and iinhltered 
water was 26,100,035 against 26,169,476 gaUons in the previous year. 
About 2^ miles of pipe were added to the distribution system for filtered water, 
making the entire length of filtered water main3l4'62 miles. 'Iho number of 
promises connected during the j’oar -yi'as 591. , The daily average corsumption 
of filtered water was 20,688,212 gallons n^iiist 20,780,655, and the daily 
consumption per head was .38' 10 gallons in the town and 11 26 in the 
added area against 41-42 and 10-94 in the previous year. The daily unfilteroil 
water-supply -vi-as 5,461,823 galleus, giving a daily consumption per head 
of 12'5l gallons. A scheme for the extension of the unfiltcrcd w; ter-supply 
in the town area w'as carried out during the year by Messrs. Martin und Company, 
at a cost of Rs. 5,46, 2-j4, the work being completed in March 1898. This has 
resulted in an extension of the unfiltered water main by more than 15-^- miles, the 
total length of pipe now amounting to 96-50 miles, with which are connected 1 ,906 
premises, 135 public conveniences, 320 sewer or flushing chambers, and 2,978 
ground hydrants:. 80 bathing platforms, which were foi-merly connected, have 
since been severed und connected viith the filtered main. Reside s this, asccond 
project for extending the unfiltered water-supply in the subuibsis also being 
carried out by Messi-s. Martin and Company. Thelength of new pipe is estimated 
to be 221,700 feet and the cost Rs. 4,y8,.014. Some delay in carrying out tho 
scheme has occurred, pattly in cpmoquenco of the state of the roads during tho 
rains, partly becauso of tho necessity of a noW alignment in the noighbouihood 
of the Docks, and partly because it was found necessary to await the acquisition 
of some laud in Ilazia Rond, and the construction of a ne-w sewer in Russa 
Road, North. Pipes have, however, been laid along 175,882 feet. A site for> 
the pumping station for the suburlmn unfiltered water-supply wa’s chosen, and 
tho works are being constructed. In tho town area one new Worthingti.n 
pumping engiiio und u portion of another were orccied at Muliick’s Uirat 
pumping st-atimi ; two more it was decided should be erected at tho TaJia 
station. . 

The now drainage works under construction, the foundation stone of which 
was laid by 8ir Alexander Mackenzie at the end of die year 1896> consist of 
throe sections — works for the improvement of the storm water and sewage 
outfall ot tlie city proper, works for the drainage of the suburban area touth 
of Tolly’s Nullali, and vvoiks for the drainage of that part of the suburban area 
which lies between tlio Canal and the Circular Road. The contr-acts for tlio 
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first two sections wore let oat to Messrs. Martin and Company, and it is 
reported that tho work was vigorously pushcjd on, and 8atisfacti»ry progress 
made during tho year. In the third area greater difficulty was experienced. 
This contract was let out to Messrs. Hum and (7onip<iny, but for various reasons 
operations could not bo commoncod till October 1897, when tlio work of pipe 
crossing under Tolly’s Nullah was taken in band. Tho Canal authorities sane* 
tioned tho closure of the nullah from Ist Ilcccmber, and tho south dam was 
successfully completed on the 15th. On tho I7th, however, tho Port ('ominis- 
sionors represented that a sufficient water-supply could not be obtained for tho 
Docks. This necessitated tho cutting of tho bunds and tho stoppage of the 
work, which cannot bo attempted again until tho cohl weotlior. J)ifficulty 
was experienced also in the constinction of tho main sewer, which carries tho 
drainage of the south added area to tho outfall at Ballygunge, owing to the beds 
of fine sand which extend to a considerable depth, and which, when charged with 
water, become converted into quicksand. This obstacle is being i.verconie, but 
progress is necessarily slow. 'The temporary project for tho suburban drainage 
has, it is stato<l, boon working successfully: two of tho pumping stations have 
only been at work for three quarters of th® year. After tho carthq^uako cf 12th 
Juno 1897, all tho brick sewers in the town were examined, and 1*1 2 miles 
wore repaired and cement-pointed. In Ward No. 4 an important now roa<l 
was completed, connecting Gas Street on the south with Juggernath Dutt’s 
r.iano ana Gurpar Road on the north, and in Ward No. 7 a new road was made, 
connecting Rood Chand Road with Harrison Hoad. 

17. Health Deparlmenf . — The number of births recorded during tho year 
was 12,584, which is very slightly lower ilum tho 12,608 recorded in tho 
preceding year, and is higher than the figures of any year since 1893. Tho 
birth-rate per thoiisand of tho populatioit was 18*4, the same as in 1896, tho 
average for the previous seven years being 17*8. The number of deaths 
recorded rose from 24,356 to 24,665 and' the ratio per thousand from 35*7 to 
36*1, which is considerably above the averngu figures for tho five years 
1892 to 1^96, which are 22,824 and 33*4. Tho following statement show-s tho 
mortality from the various disoaso-s during tho past two years : —

There was. thus a decrease in tho mortality from cholera, but an 
increase in tho deaths duo to tho. remaining causes. Compart'd with tho 
averages of tho previous five years, tho .figures .show a rise in every int-tance, 
except in the number of deaths duo to small-pox. Dentils from this causo, 
though more numerou.s than last year, fell consiilorably below tho average for 
the eight years from 1889 to 1896, which is •1()7. Tho disease broke out in an 
epidemic form in Howrah at the beginning of l.'>97, and it was in consequence 
of this, it is stated, that the number of vaccination-s roso from 11,976 to 21,020, 
u higher figure than that recorded in any pravious year except 1895, It i.s 
noteworthy that during October, November, and December tins town was 
absolutely free from small pox. iTve hundred and sixty-threo anti-cholcraic 
inoculations by M. Ilafikino’s method were performed during tho lii>t threo 
months of 1897, after which time tho Corporation discontinued tho grunt for 
this purpose. Deaths from cholera were most fx’oquont in February, March 
an<l April, the mortality reaching its highest in March, and rapidly declining 
in May and Juno. Tho number of deaths shown as duo to fever has only once 
been exceeded. 
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18. It was not till afror ll o oloso of llio )'('ar under review lliat 
pla^uo made its a|>j)carance in (’aleuila, iii}d H\e lloal li Oilicor's report 
is tlioroforo only (iuncornod widi the prCM*autit)naiy uu u^nros devised to 
f:uard against tho importation of tl»o disoas ' by infcotod juusons and tlii’»^-<, 
and lljo action taken to prevent flio loi^^incnt and spv('Md of j)lapne, sliould it 
be fouiul to bavo broken out, '^Jdse 17 sanitary eireh's into which the city 
iiad bo n divided Wi-re, in the in<»ntli ot aMay 1X97, rclncod to 10, each 
in chiirf^e of a l’ully-«]U:iHnod medical man. Tins officer was call-.d the 
iVledical luspcMdoi', and, aceorJiiifj to d«*liiiite rule^ which woio laid down, was 
required to make idniself acquainted with ilio sickness prevahuit in his <lis‘.rict, 
to exanuMo persons rtqiortcHl orsuu» ctedto bo suUerin*^ fiOiii plague, and, if 
necessary, to arrange for tho removal of such persons to iK)S[)iUil, and the sogre- 
g.ition oF those who had come in cont ict with thorn. It was his duty also to visit 
lo Jgjng-houscs and grain dopers acd to report the oxistnico of insjiuitiuy 
dwellings to the Chief Suporiritondcii t of (Jonsorvancy or iluj Assistant llo ihh 
Officer. Daring the year the iMedicul lns])C(:tors examined 1,190 per?.fius, who 
arrived in Calcinta I'r ni places wlnro jilaguc was in oxistenci', en(|uiied int<\ 
21 suspected cases wliicli were subsequently )H3hl not to bo plague, inspected 
5,220 loilging-Iioiisos, 23,180 otber liousos, 17 rag dopOts and pai i 5,017 visits 
to granaries and 00 visits to cooly-ro ruiters’ dcp6ts in Oalcutta. d'ho JManik- 
tola Idfune Hospital, whi(;}\ had b eii p irtially constructed in tho pri^vious 
year, was compl ted, and sito^ were Nilectcd for the erection of otiior hospitals, 
two of which were subsoqu'-ntly c<ms riicti^d at Marcus Square nnd Iho Ihidge* 
Jludgo linaJ. A haul ambulanco of iho Bombay pattern was added to the two 
horse anilnlances previously 2 )rovuhd; an Equifex stove Mid slo nn sprayer 
were purchased and 'iO wooden jmtnj.s fen* disinfection witli corrosive snblbnate 
in ^olutiaii were ordered from fTap.nn Tho yiost of (Tniof Sup^Miniendinit of

year l.»y Mr. To Patourel, wi:h a stroiig spo ial stall of Insj)o; t ors, JSujiervisois, 
ami Coolies. In para; 4 raph 36 of the Health Officers llcpoit an irdoreoting 
account is given of the work done by this establishment, tl»o rosults of wdiich 
were sixHulily male apnaronl in tho greater cleanmss of tlic city. 

Tlaguc w'us iirst detected in the t )\vn in tho month of Ajnil in the present 
yonr, and <*ontinuod in sporadic f 'rm up to tlio end of KS(q)t niber. The 
measures tuken by tho Corporationi to moot it belong therefore to the history 
of lS^;8-9!h At tlie present date C.dcntfa has boon dtsclaro 1 free from plague: 
and it is tlm Idoutcnant-Govoruor s sincere hope that, notwithstanding the 
approacli of the soason at which its activity lias boon greatest elsewhere, the 
eil’oJ’ts inr.de ihiring tho last two years will ba successful in jireventing its 
reajipearance. 

19. d he special Commission appointed by Governmout to examine iho 
question of framimr suitable building regulations for rho town of l^ideuttii 
submitted their report during tho ye ir.

Report of the Board of ReTenuo oji and Attached Estates in the Lower 

Provinces for the year 1897-98. 


Thb Board’s report was received by Government a few days after the 
date upon which it was due. 

The total number of estates of all doscrijjtions under the management of 
the Board during the year 1897-98 was 141 ngaivisi 146 in the preceding year, 
there being a decrease of 2 in the number of wards’ estates and 3 in that 
of attached estates and others. Of these, 71 wore wards’ estates and 60 
estates of wliich chargo was taken undox tlio Chota Nagpur Encumbered 
Estates Act: of the remaining 10, 6 were trust estates and 4, estates under 
attachment. Thirteen wards’ and 18 attacl>cd and encumbered estates were 
under management for a portion of the year only. 

2. He venue and cesses due to Government. -Tha year opened with an 
arrear demand on account of revenue and cesses duo to Government from the 
estat<'.s niule-r the management of the Board, of Rs. 1,14,425, which with the 
current deinattd of lis. 50,32,373 made up a total of Rs. 67,46,798. Of this 
Re. 56,23,059 were paid, and the balenee of Rs. 1,24,1.39 remained out- 
standing. A considerahio portion (Rs. 63,302) of the balance was due from the 
Hettiuh Estate in Champaran, and has been paid up sineo the dose of the year, 
while it is anticipated that the balance of Rs. 21,666 due by the Sridharpur 
Estate in Jessoro will bo paid as soon as a proposed loan of Its. 50,000 is raised 
on behalf of tho estate. The sum of Rs. 10,961 on acemmt of the Patkum 
Estate jn Manbhum is due from the Patkutii Imligo and Trading Company as 
assignees of Mr. C. B. Gregson, who holds the lease of the greater portion of 
the estate.* The amount is under realisation by the certilicato procedure, and 
a revised scheme has been drawn up for meeting all Government demands. In 
the Barabhum Estate in Manbhum Rs. 4,276 unj due from Mr. Mathowson as 
assignee of Messrs. Watson and Company, tho lessee of the major purt of the 
estate. Government revenue to the e:ittent of Rs. 4,310 was still due from tho 
estate of Fazl Ali Khan in Chittagong, to which groat damage was dono by the 
cyclone and storm-wave of 24th October 1897, and in the Mohula estate in 
Shahabad, and that of Paigambarpur in Darbhang-a, considerable arrears 
nmiained mipaid for want of funds. In other instances this same cause is 
.is.signed as the reason for tho arrears. In some cases the sums due from 
individual estates are nominal. The current demand of the year under 
report was about fi'- o lakhs in excess of that of tho previous year, but the 
unrealised balancAJS rose for the first time during tho last five years to over 
one lakh. 

3. Bent and cesses dm to superior landlords. — From estates that wore undef 
tho Board’s managemont throughout the year, the current demand of rent 
and cesses due to superior landlords amounted to Rs. 3,58,779, which witli 
tho arroav demand of Rs. 1,18,081 made a total of Rs. 4,76,860 for payment ; 
of this Ks. 3,45,985 wore paid and Rs. 189 remitted, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 1,30,686. There has been a large increase in the unpaid balances ; 
payments having amounted to 96’4 por cent, of tho current and 72*5 per 
cent, of the gross demand, against 08*5 and 83*3 per cent, respectively in the 
preceding year. More than two-thirds of tho balance were, however, duo from 
four estates only— tho Sridharpur Estate in Jessore (Rs. 45,040), tho Satkliim 
Estate in Khulna (Rs. 89,572), the Burdwan Raj (Rs. 7,229), and the estate 
of Muzaffar Ahmad in Chittagong (Rs. 6,923). At the dose of tho previous 
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your an almost equal l)alanco was still duo from tlic Satkhira PIstate, the 
greater portion of which was howevtu*, adjusted during tho year, and of the 
present amount shown as outstanding’ only Ks. 17,629 have since been left 
unpaid for want of funds. Tho amount due by tho Burdwan Raj 1‘lstato 
remained unpaid for want of the names and proper addresses of the landlords 
and omissions on their part to arrange to receive payment. Tho balances due 
from the Sriilhnrpur and MuzafEar Ahmad estates w'ere on account of lack of 
funds, tlie latter estate having suffered severely in tho cyclone. In the 
Paigambcrpiir estate a largo sura(K.'‘. 9,725) was loft unpaid for similar reasons. 

4. Collection of rents and cmscs.— T he progi’e.ss made in tho collection of 
rent and ces.sos duo to the estatos under the chargo of the Board during the 
five years ending 1807-98 is shown below: — 
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Tho Lieutonant-Oovernor would himself prefer a comparison between 
total collections and tho current dhmand. It is on the whole the best compa- 
rison, for the allotment of receipts between arrears and current rent varies with 
very diflcrent circumstances, and the arrear balances, as will be presently seen, 
constantly comprise items which should not bo on the roll at an. Judged by 
this staudard, the rent collections under the Court of Wards appear to him 
generally excellent, and for the your under report remarkable. The figures

The increase in tho arrear &nd current demands is cliiefly attributable 
to the assumption of chargo of tho Bettiah Estate in Champaran. The 
total collections exceeded a year’s rent, and having regartl to the unfavourable 
circumstances of the year were satisfactory. The percentage of current 
collcctious on the current demand for all estates was 65 0, and for estates 
in charge throughout the year, 66’7. These figures show a slight improve- 
ment on t.h(iso of tho previous year, as also on the proportion of total 
collectioiiH to total demand. The collections were worst in the Bhagalpur 
division, where only 43 9 per cent, of the current demand was realised; 
the result is partially attributed fe tlie bud collections in the Lugma Estate 
in Bhagalpur owing to some cotifusion in the management, and whore also tho 
tenants Jiad suffered severely from the scarcity of the previous years. The 
unsatisfactory results in the Presidency Division are ascribed to tho release of 
the Kasimbazar Estates, confusion in the rent-roll of tho Sridharpur Estate, 
and mismanagement in tho Syedpur Estate. Among estates with a rent and 
cess roll of over Rs. 60,000, only two attained tho prescribed standard of a 
collection of 90 per cont. of the current demand. The proportion in tim' 
Pnigainbarpur Estate (17*3 per cent.) was even worse than in the preening 
year, while the results were also poor in the Hatwa Raj (39-7), and the estates 
of KJuigra (33 4), Satkhira (40*2), and Chandra Kumar (38*6 In the Hatwa 
Estate, however, tho Commissioner, considering tho fact that famine prevailed 
during a considerablo portion of the year, and that even after the famine 
unusual demands were made upon tho raiyats for advances taken during it, 
and on account of tho cost of tho .survey and settlement proceedings, is of 
ojjiuion that bettor collections could not have boon expected.

At tliG closo of the year a total amount of Rg. 72,79,564 was altogether 
duo to tlio estates under maiiagemont as compared with Us. 68,26,540 in the 
previous year. 'I’ho largo increase from Its. 10,21,690 to Its. 24,28,006, in 
the balance duo to estates in the Patna Division, of which chai’ge was held 
during the whole your, is tho result of the inclusion of the lifjures of the 
Bettiah Estate which was brought under munngomont during tho year, and to 
tho fact that the accounts of the Hatwa Estate, charge of which 'vas assumed 
during 1896-97, have been shown for a complete year. 

The subject of the classification of tho arrear balances, with a view to tho 
separation of amounts which are really due and realisable, from sums in reality 
fictitious and hopelessly irrocovorablo, is one to which special attention 
has now been directed for several years, and ordens have been issued that tho 
accounts should bo cleared of nominal outslauding demands of tho latter 
description. Special reports Avere called for by the Board, which wore 
received from all but the I’atna and Orissa Divisions, and the Lieutenant* 
Governor is satisfied that the matter is one to which special consideration is 
being directed. During the year under report various special circumstances existed 
which to some extent explain tho apparent increase in tho balances uiu-ealiscd 
during the year. As explained, tlie figures of the Bettiah Estate now appear for 
the first time, as also do those of the Hatwa Raj for a complete year; tho serious 
damage done to the crops in Chittagong by tho cyclone ncce8.sitated the exorcise 
of leniency in tho collection of rent, and in the Presidency Division tho assump- 
tion of tho charge of the Sridharpur Estate, with outstanding arrears of 
Rs. 3,20,098, all tended to swoll the figare.s unduly. At the samo time famine 
previiilerl in various parts of tho Province during the first-half of tho year, and in 
all districts the effects of tho previous scarcity were felt almost to its close. In 
some instances, however, anfiicioni attention docs not appear to have been paid to 
the orders of Government, and the Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Board 
that it is again necessary to call the special attention of the Commissioners to 
tho subje<*t, and to insist that prompt and enei getic action shall bo taken to give 
effect to tho instructions already issued. In tho Rusolution on the Report for tlio 
previous year, various estates were instanced in ivhich tho balances might bo 
oonsidorafdy reduced, and in some cases cleared off altogether by tho remis- 
sion of* tho amounts classified as legally inadmissible or irrecoverable for 
sufficient .cause. I'he Lieutenant-Governor observes that the accounts of 
most of these estates still exhibit the same features. Tho proportions homo by 
the total balances siiown as outstanding in tho estates then mentioned and 
which are still under the managemeut of tho Board, to tlio amounts classified 

as likely to bo recovered, ai’o 
indicated in tho margin. Tho 

remainder shown as outstanding is 
either barred by limitation, under 
valid objection, or irrecovemble 
for good reason, and it is evident 
that much remains to be done 
before the accounts of these estates 
can fui'nish an accurate representation of their true financial position. That 
iS) in itself, an important reason for tho excision of these items, but it is far 
more important that demands which cannot be legally made, should not bo 
kept hanging over the heads of the raiyats of tiie estates. In tho Burdwau 
Estate as much as Rs. 80,062 barred by limitation is still borno on the 
rent-roll, and tho Commissioner reports that tho progress made in clearing off 
arrears has not been satisfactory. In tho Bettiah Raj Rs, 65,772 are said to 
bo under valid objection on tlio part of the tenants. The arrears ontstamling 
in the Syedpm- Estate in Khulna are largo, amounting tolls. 1,11,051, most 
of which is, however, classed as recoverable. The fact that the date fixed for 
tho sale of patni tenures fell after tho year under report was responsible for 
tho non-realisation of Rs. 65,008. 2'h6 balances of the Sridharpur Estate have 

not yet been classified, but 24 estates in all still sliow total balances outstanding, 
in excess of 100 per cent, of tho current demand. 

5. Debts due by estates . — Tho estates which wore under tho Board’s 
management for tho entire year were indebted to a total amount at tho

31,31,249, while additional liabilities to the 
extent of Rb, 95, 02, 421 were a8eort.uino(l to bo ducj or newly inoun'ed during 
the year, making a ttjtal of Us. 1,29,33,070. After deduction of the payments 
made, amounting to Rs. 10,59,864, and allowing for a reduction of Ks. 1,23,181 
by oornpromisG, a balance of Rb. 1,17,40,672 remained outstanding at the close 
of the yi ar". The large increase in comparison with the amount due at the close 
of 1896-97 (Rs. 31,4<S,377) was mainly duo to the inclusion in the figures for the 
first time of the debt.s du6f by the c-slates of Sridlmrpur (Rs. 94,i97), Bettiah 
(Rs. 80, 15,437), Patkum (Rs. },^7S. >54), and Kei'a (Rs. 92,282). Reductions 
were effected in tire encambrances of all tho most heavily-iuilobtod estates with 
the exception of those of Khajwa, where an effort tp raise a loan at rediroed 
interest Imving failed, tho sale ol some of the outlying portions of tho estate 
has boim sanctioned; Mobarak Hussein, for which no explanation has been 
furnished ; and Puigambarpur, which felt the eiffeots of the famine severely, and 
also suffered from mismauageiuent. In the case of estates taken in charge or 
released during the year, the total encambrances amounted to Rs. 2,32,240, of 
which Rs. 3,373 wore paid and Rs. 17,359 reduced by oompromise, leaving a 
balance of Rs. 2,11,508 

(5. Manugenutat charies and raitfa.— ^Duriug the year tho management 
charges iu all Divisions were carefully scrutinised with a view to p«)S8ible 
reductions, but, as the Board point out, uniformity among estates managed 
on widely diverse principles is ,not possiblew Reductions were cftected in 
the Presidency Division, but the apparent decreaso in the Patna l!)ivision 
is duo chiefly to (he low percentage of cost in the Hatwa and Bettiah Estates, 
largo portions of w'hicu are held on lease. In other Divisions no great 
economies are reported to bo possible, and several of the apparent fluctuations 
are tJic result of teuipomry accidental causes. The cost of management in the 
estates under tlie charge of thie Hoard as a wholo, excluding the cost of 
construction and repairs of office buildings, amounted to 6'9 per cent, of 
the total current demand for ront airl oesses, as against 8- 1 per cent, in 1896-97. 
Tho charjio seems to the Lieutenaait Governor to be on tlie whole modenite, 
and he has no desire to press economy to tho point of injuring the efficiency of 
tiiauagcment. Tito percentage continues to be highest iu the Ori.ssa Division, 
although it was reduced from I7'l.in 1896-97 to 14*6, 

'Jlio figures for receipts and charges on account of tho general, and audit 
rates arc reported to bo subject io revisiem after certain discrepancies have 
been reconciled. Tho expeuaiitnre to be covered by the management rate 
levied under Act X of 1892 was ehthnated at Rs. 1,54,000, in addition to 
which there was an estimated deficit of Rs. 18,931 at the close of the previous 
year. Including tho Bettiah Estotc, the charge of which was assumed on 
1st April 1897, the gross income of the estates under management was 
estimated at Rs, 1,23,45,611, and Ihe demand on account of the general rate 
levied under Act X of 1892, at Rs. 1,77,673, or a surplus of Rs. 4,742 over 
and above tho sum requin^. The actual demand, however, amounted to 
Rs. 1,68,695 only, while the de&dt at the end of 1896-97 was Rs» 21,344. 
Taking into acexjunt an increase over the estimate of Rs. 3,612 in the actual 
charges iu Government offices, the nctnal expenditure to be met amounted to 
Ks. 1,78,956, and the net deficit at the end of the yeaur to Rs. 10,261, Iu 
addition to tlie current demand of Rs. 1,68,695 as above, ti»e year opened with 
an arrear demand of Rs. 33,310. Of the total of Rs. 2,62,005 thus recoverable, 
Rs. 1,39,661 wore realised and Rs, 28,834 paid in advance, leaving a balance 
of Rs. 41,510, which is said to have been moBtly collected since the close" of 
tho year. In tho Resolution on the n^port of last year it was (fljservod that if 
the rules prcscrihing the payment of the rate half-yearly in advance wene 
adhered to, it was not understood how arrears hod been allowed to aOc^ue. 
Prom the explanations received it appears that ofiicei's wait until the close of 
tho year to ascertain the actual gross income upon which the rate is leviable, 
but this as the Board observe is unnecessary, since the rate is leviable on the 
c.stimatcd gross income. 

l!he rate for the professional audit of accounts of estates with animal rent 
and cej>s demands of Rs. 50,000 and upwards, was fixed for tho year under 
report at one aniia per Rs. 100 of the gross income of the Burdwan Estate, 
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four annas for tho Tikari Instate, and seven annas for tlio 21 other ostatos 
concerned. Tlie demand so calculated amounted to Ks, 17,090, while tho 
actnal charf^cs were Its. 19,482, leaving a deiicit of Its. 2,380. Taking into 
account, however, tho surjjlus of Its. 3,93(5 at the end of last year, there is a 
BUI plus at the close of 1897-98 of Its. 1,650. . 

In the previous year attention was dravvji to tho doubtful legality of the 
practice which was supposed to exist of maintaining a luiijiing account of the 
rates from year to year. It is now explained that this is not in effect done, 
Tho rate is paid on receipt of a requisition from the Accountant-General after 
the audit of tho accounts. As tlio audit of all estates is not completed before 
the end of tho year, the amounts from some estates remain to be “realised at its 
close, [n tho event of a!i advance payment liaving been made, and the c^tato 
being released within the year, tho sums so paid are refunded to the proprietor*

Tn ^paragraph 8 of the Resolution on tho Hoard’s report for the year 
1800-97, it was directed that, as was done in Government estates, solvent estates 
under tlie liharge of tho Court of Wards should contribute 1 per cent, of the 
annual demand to education, while under previous orders contained in Govern- 
ment Resolution No, 895T.R., dated 9th October 1896, it was similarly 
directed that at least 3 per cent, of the rental or such larger percentage on tho 
surplus that remains after payment of Government revenue, and coat of manage- 
meut, &c., as the Board may determine, should bo 8f3t aside for agricultural 
and sanitary improvements, A statement has been submitted showing how 
far effect was given to those orders in 47 estates during the year under report, 
from which tho following particulars are takeii : —

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In six ostutos, viz., Kliafi^ra, Knrniiipur, Sankiim, K:uiikii, Diianwar, and 
Bciroonkoodar, the oxpc'ndilnre, bolh <>n schools ainl win'ks of iiiiprovciiK'nt, 
roached the prcscribc/d standards. In livo otlicr ostiit-cs, viz., Sy('d|>ur, I'liiia- 
inoali, llatwn, Jogcarali, and iMirza .Malioiuod llossaiids, tho cxpondituro on 
schools was satisl'actory, and in ten t>11icr estates (including* iJhovvanipnr and 
Dakhin Shald)azpur) tliat (ni works of improvement ani<)iint(‘d to the proj)or- 
tioii proscribed. PJxpcmditure as ro;^*ar<ls education is n^ported to havc^ beeit 
especially inadc?qiiato in ihe Malighati and Bhowtinipur Estait'S, and in tliose of 
tlie Kajslialii and Dacca Divisions geiaTally. In tho llatwa Estate, tin'. (^Npendi- 
tnrc^ cni works rd* improvement was above the statidard tixinl by Government, 
if the Slim o^ Es. br2,ll8 be include d, Avbieli has l)een classilied as spent on 
“P'aniine UidietVM3ut which was laid oat on the excavation <d' tanks and the 
repairs of roads. In tlio IbirdAvan Jhij Estate, tiie sum devoted to works of im- 
jirovcnnmt attains the staiulard of o per cent, of tlie rental only aftiT deduc- 
tion of Government ri'Vianio and the cost of management, &c. The Hoard, 
liowever, draw attoiilioji to the spciial conditions of tho estate, and consider 
that tho sum so spent is adequate. It is represented that the ('xeavation of tanks 
and Wells and tiie ene.ouragtuncut of arboriculture are but little required in tlie 
Narhan P^stato, and that the purchaso of landeil properly would be a moio 
suitalile method for utilising the «ur[ lus funds. With this view the Hnard agro(‘. 
Tlie Lioutenaiit-ljiovernor, however, remarks that tho purchase of landed property 
is not the kind of agricultural improvemeut contemplated in the Iit*soliition of 
the 9th October. Such purchases mav bo a desirable and useful way of spending 
surplus funds, but they do not con.stitiito atrricultural or sanitaiy improvements. 
As a large porthm of tho surplus proceeds of tho Syedporo Trust Estate is 
spent on IMuhammadan education under special orders, the rule requiiinu- 
expenditure on schools on that estate may be relaxed. 

The only experimental farm was, as before, thatiitPala, maintaim d bv the 
Hurd wan liaj PiState. PJxperiuients with various crops in diJforent (K-^tates 
met with but partial success, Tho cultivation of Naini Tal potatoes in Dhauwar 
and so.no ton estates in Loliardiiga proved succc'ssful, but failed in the 
Kanaksliar and Madhupnr Estates. English vegetables gave satisfai t ny 
r(‘suHs in both the Dinnjpur .and Puriica circles of tho Maldwai* Estates, and 
in the Ohnkina Eaj’s P^siate in Chitta;:ong. Carrots were cultivated with success 
in the Ikdliah and Khagra PlstatoN and in the latter Indiun-coin and guinea 
gra.s.s al>o- A dairy farm for the Tikari Estate, was sauciionod during the 
year, but was not brought into working order. 

8. Survcfj and kScttlrmenL — lu (Ivo estates savvey and settlement opera- 
tions, under the supervision of the Director of Land Records were in progn ss 
duiinij 1897-08, and the operations in all were concluded either during tho 
year or shortly after its close, tho final reports on tho proceedings in tJic Dakhin 
Shahbazpur aiid Hrirarnpur Estates being received by Government. Plxcluding 
tlie estates included in the general opfu-ations in Chittagong, OrPssa, and Nortli 
Bihar, thmo wore ten other estates iiiidcr survey and setllouiciit subject to the 
supervision of the 13oai'd 

In llii^ Jicsohition of last year it was observed that the arrangemmits f<»r 
the maintenance of the? survey and settlement proceedings, after the comjde- 
tion of operations, appiiared in some cases to exist only on paper, and tla^ 
hope was i^xprissed tliat satisfactojy arrangements might be come to for 
ensuring tliat elVect would bo given to them in practico, Tho wdiolo subject 
is one whi<*li is at prosmit under the consideration of Government in connec- 
tion with tho working of the Lard Records Maintenance Act 1II(B.C.) of 189o, 
and may more conveniently be discussed in the Resolution on the annual report 
of the J)irector of Land Records .ujid Agriculture, but upon receipt of tla- 
Government orders uderred to, the Beard in.stitiited sjieiaal eiupiiries on tho point, 
in Gonneiilion witli tho Burdwan, Maldwar, and Dakhin Sluilibazpur Estates, 
tlio results of which are summarised iii their pre.soiit Report. In tho Burdwan 
Estate a spcidal establishment w^as employed and tho parchas opened by tlu* 
tabsildars wjrc checked and compaied with the original khatians. Ei('ld-to-l:old 
att(‘statij>ii was also effected over an area of 14,164 bighas. In Siijaiiiutha 
tla- rent- roll is in course of revision with a view to its issue under

Tlitjre was a satisfactory decrtuiso in the number of certilicatos lilcd during 
tlu* year l*S97-i)iS, as compared with tlio figures bir tho four preceding years, 
while percentage of tho total number disposed of remained practically the 
sime as during 189()-97, witli tho result that tlure was a decrease of l,3‘-2d in the 
number of cases left pending at tho close of ilie year, • Tho only Divisions in 
which more cases were instituted during tlio yf^ar than in that preceding were 
those of Patna, lihag’alpur, and (^hota Nagpur, Avhere tlio local circumstanci^s of 
different estates alfected the figures. The decriaiso in thu. other Divisions is 
attrihuted to the greater huiioncy shown to defaulters, and to the stricter 
observanc (3 of orders prohibiting the use of tlio certificate procedure in estates 
in which a record-of-rights has not boon prepared. Out of lh«3 total demand 
covofodbytho certifieates filed, only r‘}0"7 per coni, was realised, as compared 
with dM o j)er ecni. during the previous year.

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Allhou^li the miuibor of suits filod during tho year increased, there was a 
satisfactory decrease in the number of case.s hift midisposod of at the close of 
file year, and noticeably of those tliat had becai [)cnding for more than six 
iiiontlis. Tlie Liouteiiaut‘(TOvernor observes that the reniiirks nuidc last year 
as to th(j necessity for greater energy in the execution of decrees once obtained 
have borne ibut little fruit, the resuirs of this year being even worse than in 
l8!MJ-97, only 39 por cent, of tlio dciuand having been recovered as compared 
with 46 per cent, in the previous y(':ir. lie trusts that in this respect better 
results will be attained during the current year. As matters stand, there seems 
little use in suoing for arrears. 

11. Cotidilion of the tenantry. — The failure of crops tind the distress 
n'sulting therefrom occurred in various degrees in most of the estates under the 
inanagenuint of tlic Court of Wards during 1896-97 and also in the first 
}>ortion of the year under report, hut towards the latter half of the year 
the condition of the raiyats improved generally owing to the good crops then 
reaped nud the high jiriccs obtainable for the produce. Relief operations, apart 
from tlie general scliemc of relief in districts in which famine was declared to 
exist. wo]-e carried out in several estates. In Cuttack, in tlio Kujang pargana in 
the Ihirdwnn Raj, some Its. 13,000 wore advanced as fainino loans, audits. 1,354 
gratuitously. Advances were also given and relief works op^^ned for the benefit 
of the tenants of the Bhowanipnr Kdato in the district of Khulna, and opera- 
tions Avere undertaken on a very extensive scale in the llatwa Estate iu Saran, 
wJuiro the famine was severely felt, about lakhs of rupees being s[)eiit 
on relief, and some 84,000 maunds of rice advanced on loan T"lie Lieutenant- 
Governor is pleased to observe the statement that the indigo concerns, who hold a 
number of villages on lease from the Bettiah Estate, while continuing the regular 
payment of the sums duo to the estate, stopped the collection of rent from their 
raiyats during the famine. ConskhTablo sums wore spent on relief in 
I^ugma Estate and the AVards’ estates in the Sonthal Parganas, and over 
K.s. 50,000 were so €'xpGndod in the Kanika Estate in Cuttack. In the Satkl)ira 
Estate and in that of 8yedpur, durinj: the early part of the year, tlie condition 
of the raiyats was unfavouiable, while the low price of jute, the occurrence 
of floods, and an outbreak of cholera caused distress in the Maldwar Estate, 
'riie harvests are said to have been insufficient in the estates in Noakhali and 
in Chittagong, and a cyclone and &torm-wave, following on the bi^d harvests 
of tho previrnis year, seriously alfccteii the tenants. Both in the Patna and 
Chota Nagpur Divisions the effects of the famine were severely felt, and the 
raiyats on Wards' estates suffered in enmraon with those of ordinary zamindars. 
''Pho harvests of the latter part of the year were, however, favourable, and condi- 
tions were steadily improving towards the end of the year. In fact, tho high 
prices prevailing were a distinct advantage to cultivators with crops to dispose 
of, and it is stated regarding the Narlian Estate that the tenants Imd more hard 
cash iu tlicir hands than tliey have had for many years. 

13. Estaiea tvilh a rent-roll of 00,000 and upwards, — As usual, a shoit 
ac count is given of the affairs of each estate with a rent-roll of half a lakh or 
u])Avai\ls. ^'lle Mahurajkuinar of Jiurdwau was married during the year, 
and the succ, cssful inatiagemcnt of tho estate continues under the able super- 
vision of Raja Ban Beliari Kapur. The settlement of police service lands 
with the estate* by Government continued, lands in 454 villages being so 
disDosod of, .and the revenue aiaounting to Rs. 16,890 being fixed. A re-survey 
of the jungle lands discovered tho actiuil area in possession of the tenants to 
be more than two and a-half times that mentioned in their paltas, which, if 
asscsst^d at the same rates, would have yielded Rs. 15,120. Tho amicable settle-^ 
mcnl made as regards about a third of tho land in question would appear to 
be Vfciy lenient, the area assessed having increased 192 per cent., and the rent 
assessed having been raked by 20 per cent. only. The settlement bf ghatwuli 
lands in Bankuni was somewhat retarded by tho orders of Government directing 
the giant of mukanari rights to the Ghatwals. The current demand of the 
estate, amounting to Rs. 40,68,233, showed an increase of Rs. 47,376, and with 
thii ari (\ar (hmiand (Rs. 23,85,353) made a total of Rs. 70,53,586, out of which 
R.S. 47.10,765, or 101 *6 |jer cent, on the current demand, v/erc collected. 
Excluiling remissions, amounting to Rs. 82,920, the balance outstanding was 
Rs. 22,33,901, of which Rs. 10,40,000 wore collected after tho close <.»f the year 
by proccL'dings under Regulation VIII of 1819, and claims to Rs. 10,14,508 
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aro };ood and in proceas of roalination. In the Resolution on the report for 
1890-97 it was directed that the Managcnr should bo called on to report the 
stops taken to clear the accounts of irrocovernblo and hetitious balances. 
The unrealised arrears, amounting to Us. 11,85,^01, arc slightly less than in th« 
previous year, but Rs. 1 , 1 1,030 aro still borne on the nceounts, though described 
as bad and irrecoverable. Prompt measures shonlt.! be taken to clear theSe olf. 
The progress madeiu the recovery of debts due to the estate was slow, a balance 
of Rs. 99,174, though mostly covered by decrocs and bonds, remaining 
unrealised out of a total demand of Rs. 1,23,587. While the total 1 ’oceipt.s by 
the Raj showed an increase of Rs. 3,41,295, tho expenditure rose by R». 
4,70,282, about half of which was duo to the expenses m connection with the 
marriage of the Maliaraj kumar. Tho sum of Bs. 41,234 was spent on improve- 
ments as against Its. 32,738 in the preceding year, or about O’O per cent, on 
tho current demand of Rs. 6,19,277 on those portion.s of tho e.stalo which are 
not permanently leased. The Board consider this expenditure sufficient. I'ho 
litigation on behalf, of the estate was on tho whole successful, but only about 
29 per cent, of the amounts covered by civil and certificate decrees in favour of 
the Qstaic was realised or remitted. Tim Board have drawn tho special atten- 
tion of tho Manager to the matter. 

A.S noticed last year, charge was a.ssumed of the llatwa Raj in October 1896- 
Tho c.stato has lost the valuable services of the Manager, Mr. M. Buskin, who 
retired on a well-earned pension on Slat March i898. Ti^o demand of 
Rs. 2,55,246 duo to Govornnif»nt on account of revoane and cesses was paid in 
full, tho balance shown being merely nominal. The arrear demand shown 
as duo to tho estate at the commencement of the yeat amounted to Rs 9,64,926. 
while tho current demand was Rs. 10,44,571, of wliicli Rs. 11,10,437, or 106’3 
per (!ent, on tlio current demand, were realised. Of tho balance of Rs. 9,00,719, 
Rs. 1,92,200 are reported to be irrecoverable ' or doubtful of recovery, and 
no time should bo lost in submitting the reriiission statements promisinl. 
Tho closing balance to tho credit of the estate amounted to Rs, 18,17,891, 
and Rs. 18,15,087 wore invested in Government secririties, of which the 
estate now holds Rs 27,38,575 in value. The co-st of management, includ- 
ing the commissions paid on collections in villages which jire in lease, 
amounted to 12*2 per cent, on the current demand. Tho outlay on improve- 
ments comprised the expondituro of Rs. 5,516 on the construction of new wells 
and ilrains, &c., and tho purchase of one Hissar Imll for breeding purposes; 
Us. 52,118 in addition wore expended in ro-cxeavatiug and enlarging ohl 
tanks, and in the repair of village ro.jds as relief works during the late famine. 
In view of tho fact that a total sum of Rs. 6,19,240 was spent; in connection 
with the famine, a larger expenditure on improvements proper was not 
necessary. 

In the Tikari Estate the year opened with an arrear demand of 
Rs. 5,48,061, and a ctirrent' demand uf .lis, 8,89,9;)8, or a total Rs. 14,38,019, 
out of which Rs. 8,50,104, or 95’5 per txmt. on the current demand, were 
realised, in comparison with 99*1 per cent, in the previous year. The- falling 
off occurred iu tno North Bihai* portions of the estate which were included in 
tho famine area. The outstanding balance of Rs. 4,96,431. was reduced to 
Rs. 4,66,092, the sum of Rs. 98,898 being written off’ as irrecoverable; but as 
Rs. 1,60,036, of which about a third only has been reported for remission, is still 
classiffod as bad and irrecoverable, tho Lieutenant-Governor would rep .'at the 
hope expressed last year that such demands -will bo written off without delay 
and a strenuous endeavour made to realise the recoverable balance. Sir .John 
Woodbum is glad to observe that tho proportion of the cost of tho management 
to the current demand has been reduced from 1 8*6 per cent., in the ]n‘cvions 
year, to 15*6 per cent., but it is still high, and the actual expenditure increasod, 
for which no explanation has been furnished. Attention was drawn in reviewing 
the report of tho preceding yeai* to tho apparent decrease in the expenditure on 
works of improvement from lls. 35,174 during 1895-96 to Rs. 19,220 in 1896-97. 
It is now explained t^it the real cxpenditui’o duiuiig the previous year wim 
R s. 66,695, the difference not having been shown, as it had been spent in 
anticipation of sanction. Unless a similar explanation holds good this year 
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also (and, if so, it should have been furnished), it is not understood how the 
expenditure shown in the year under report amounted to Its. 20,004 only. 

The balances outstandinp: in the Satkhira Estate amountinjj to Rs. 2,20,050 
wore very heavy ; the esrato is not solvent, and was unable to pay in full the 
demands due to superior landlords. The reduetion of the proportion of the 
cost 6t maiiafiemuut to the current demand from lt*2 to 12 i)or cent, duritif^ 
1807-9<S was satisfactory, but owing to the financial position of tJjo estate merely 
a nominal sum could be expended on improvements. 'I’he diiliculties in tlu; way 
of exiMUidituro on improvements in the Narhan Estate have already been referred 
to, but it is noted that the co>t of management, which was already high, has 
increased to 15 per cent, on the current demand. 

The collections outlie Bhowanipur filstate were good, amounting to lll-2i)cr 
cent, on the current demand, but there was a doci'easo of Rs. 4,491 in the 
amount spent on improvemi-uts, although the estate has a largo invested 
capital of Rs. 1,35,(505. The ’O was a falling off iii the collections in the 
ISyedpur Estate, but tho greater jvaii. of the largo balance shown as outstanding 
was duo from patni tenures for which tho sale day fell ufti-r tho close of tlio 
year. Tho collections on the Maldwar Estate improved, but there is still a 
largo unrealised balance said to bo recovisrable ; tho execution of improvements 
was retarded owing to delay in appointing an overseer, who was a!so chiefly 
employed in supervising the erection of a residence for tho waids. The 
Lioufcninit-Clovpi'nor is glad to observe that good piogross was mado in the 
Kauika E-stalo in collecting tlie arrears which had accrued from the jirovious year 
when the collections amounted to 02'1 per cent, only of the cuirent demand, 
the corresponding percentage in tho year under rejiort being 124 pei* cent. 
Affairs in the I’algnmbarpur Estate are still in a most unsatisfactory po.sitioii. 
Thu management has never been ofTicient, and the estate suft'erud si'voruly from 
tho effects of the famine. C"llectious wore oven worse than in tho precc liiig 
year, being 37'4 per cent, of the current demand only, as compared witii 42’7 
percent, in tho previous year. There was a change of managers dm big the 
year, and the Bhagalpur pottion of tho estate, which is the most extensive 
and difficult of control, was jilaccd midcr tho Collector of Bhagalpur with 
a special sub-manager, from which much improvement is t-xpected. The 
expenditure on improvements in the Dukhin Shahbazpur Estate, which was 
reported last year to liavo amounted to Rs. 2,602, a sum regarded us insufficient, 
is now explained to have really boon Rs. 7,074 owing to tho inclusion of 
works subsequently coraplotod. Tho expenditure during tho year under report 
was Rs. 8,644. There was a rotieoable improvement in the collections in the 
Sheohar and Hlalighati Estates in tho districts of Muzaifurpur and Midnapore 
res]>ectively. 

13. Of the 13 estates taken in charge daring the year, the Board have 
separately reviewed tho cirouiiis'ances of 5, and of the 13 estates similarly 
released, a special account has Ik on given of ll. A brief notice has also been 
given of 12 estates the charge of which was assumed or relinquished during 
previous years, but the pairiculais regarding which had not been incorporated 
in former reports. The most important estate which came under the control of 
the Court of Wards during'the your was that of Bottiah, chaigo of which was 
assuuiod on 1st April 1897, the proprietress of the estate, tho junior Moliarani 
Janki Kocr, widow of the late Jfaaaraja Sir Harondra Kishore Singh, k.c i.e., 
being declared, under section (>(«) of Act IX (B.C.) of 1879, disqualified to 
manage tho catato. The estate romprises lands, houses and lemplcs scattered 
over 10 districts in the Patna Division and in tho North-Western Provinces, 
though tho greater part of tin- jiroporty lies in Clmmparan. In addition, a 
conditional deed of sale for Rs. 15.00.00() is held over the Bhoputporo estate, 
for which it is shortly intended (o foreclose. Tlio portion lying in, the Nortli- 
Wostorn Provinces is mauageo under tho supervision of that Government. 
The total income of the Raj is Rs. 18,78,514, of which Rs. 18,18,194 is from 
landed property, the rental of tlio villages lield in Chaniparun alone amount- 
ing to Its. 17,01,156. The state of the rent-roll is.roportcd to bo satisfactory; 
no doubts exist as to the rents yiayable, which are fair, and in Chumparun 
particularly low. Tiie cada-itrul survey operations have included the Chmn- 
paran portion of the estate alorg with tho rest of the district. Tho rent-rolls 
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80 far rocoived of tho Bottled villages sliow a general increaso on account of 
extenBiona of cultivation. The system of lotting out villages in lea.so obtains to 
a largo extent; in Champaran annual rent and cesses amounting to lls. o, 01, 581 
are received from iniHgo planters on afc.ount of villages held by thenx in 
perpetual lease, and tho sum of Rs. 5,!»,),502 in respect of leases for shorter 
periods. Rupees 4,68,210 are similarly paid by temjmrary native lessees. A 
special report lias been called for from the BoarcLof Revenue on tho subject of 
the continuance of the system. There is a largo sterling loan upon tho 
property, as security for which promissoiy notes to tho value of Rs. 4,02,000 aro 
hold by trustees. The Collector of Cliuiuparau has been appointed Managing 
Collector of the Bengal portions of tho estate, and Mr. J. R. Lewis as Manager 
on a salary of R.s. 1,800 per mensem, with two Assistant Managers under him. 
The managoment charges aiu'iunt to Rx. 1,48,923, or 8'5 per cent, on tho 
current demand of Rs. 17,42,125. A Middle English School and a large 
female hospital under the Countess of DaU'crln Fund aro niaintainod at the 
cost of tho Raj in Bettiah, and, in addition to four outdoor dispensaries about 
to be opened in different parts of tho oatatc, subscriptions are made to various 
Govcrnuioiit schools and hospitals. Siibsc (uont to tho death of tlio late 
Maliaraja, two suits were filed claiming succession' to tho estate. That 
filed in 1895 by Babu Ram Nandan Singh was decided in his favour in 
July 1897 in the Court of the Subordinate Judge of Tirhut, but execution 
has been stayed pouding the decision of tho appeal preferred. The 
second suit instituted by Baba Girija Nandan Siugb, of Sheohar, has been 
dismissed. 

Of tho estates released during the year, the largest was that of Kasimbazar 
in Mnrshidabad which was restored to the proprietor in September 1897 after 
being successfully managed for a perio-l of seventeen and'a-half years. The 
rent-roll which stood at Rs. 2,94,564 at the time of the assumption of charge 
had risen to Rs. 3,54,974 by the date of the release of tho property, owing to 
the pui’chase of now villages and the settloiucut of pargana Hai'ail. Of tho total 
recoverable demand of Rs, 131,08,022 during the management of tho Coui-t, 
deducting remissions on account of the deaths, desertions, and poverty of the 
raiygts, 8(3*3 per cent, was collected. Dubts to the extent of one la^h wore 
liquidated, and tho property handed over with a balance to its credit of 
Rs, 2,K3,253. Rupees 1,59,434 were expended on improvements during tho 
period of luiinagoineut by the revenue nuthorltios, mostly on the excavation 
of tanks, wells and irrigation channels, and the construction of roads and 
bridges, wliilo iavostraents in landed property were made to the extent o£ 
Rs. 4,55,5*25. A cadastral survey ana selllcraeut was carried out in pargana 
Sarail in Tippera belonging to tho estate at a net cost of Rs. 1,83,199. 

Other extensive estates released during tho year were those of Babu 
Sukraj Rai in Bhagalpur and Shankarpur in Dinajpur. Tho former had been 
under tho control oi the Court of Wards for eight years; the debts due by it, 
amounting to Rs. 49,345, were practically liquidated, and the estate restored 
with a balance x>f Rs. 46,812. It is noticeable tliat dm*ing this time, notwith- 
standing tho accumulation of a considerable balance, only Rs. 2,200 were 
spent on the improvement of the property. Tho management of tho Shankar- 
pur Estate extended over 25 years. A survey and settlement of the estate was 
caiTied out at a cost of Rs. 91,584, of wliicii Rs. 49,208 were recovered from 
the tenants and co-sharers, Rs. 27,154 wore spent on improvements, mostly on 
increasing tho water-supply and tho pnoouragomont of arboriculture. The rent- 
roll was raised by Rs. 20,734, chiefly owing lo the survey and settlomeut procooil- 
ingsaiidto re» lamt'ionsandre-settlcments. The balance in hand, whentheestate 
was rcloasi'd. amounted to Rs. 64,810. in addilion to promissm'y notes to tho value 
of Rs. 2,55.500 in deposit in the High Court. A survey and settlement at a 
cost of 118.33,700 was carried out in theTuUpabad Estate in Lacca previous to its 
release, and heavy liabilities appertaining to tho estates of Koor Bhogwant 
Persad in I.'atua and Namsedag in Palamuu were discharged, though net 
without I'ccouvso to the sale of portions of the properties. 

14. E)i: nmhcreii fixiaies in Chota Nagpur. — I'hero were 60 estates managed 
under Act VI of 1870 during the year in comparison with 61 during

y. The expenditure shows an increase over the figm’os of the preced- 
ing year. Of the items in which there Ims bc<'u an increase, the largest 
are those on account of “ Establishment ” and “ Dockyard Services and 
Supplies.” In False Point tho in crease was duo to exjioudilure incurred in repair- 
ing the roxv Ijoat at Hukitola, which was seriously damaged by fire, and in 
Rulasore tho increase was due to tho value of stores supplied to Shortt’s Island 
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li'^ht-houso and to the Port Officer, Chandbali. Among these stores was a life- 
boat supplied to the Shortt’s Island light- house establishment. The value and 
repairing charges of buoys also contributed to the increase. The decrease 
in the expenditure was small, and calls for no remarks.

The total value of the trade of all the ports shows an increase during the year 
under review, as compared with the year 1896-97, and the cause of the increase, 
it is explained, is duo chiefly to the increase in the value of the trade of 
Balasoro. The increase in the value of the export trade was due to the fact 
that the foreign trade of Balasore was limited to Mauritius and the Maldives, but 
during 1897-98 a trade with Oolombo sprang up, and some thousand maunds of 
rice were sent there. The great advance in the value of the year’s imports is 
explained to bo duo to the import of railway materials for the Bengal-Nagpur 
Railway Extension, as well as to the import of a larger quantity of kerosene oil 
and salt. 

6. A steamer service was regularly maintained between Calcutta and 
Chandbali by the India General St^m Navigation Company and Mbsars. 
Macneill and Company. Communication between Chaudbau and Balasdre was 
kept up throughout the year.

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SUMMARY OP TUB MBTBOROl()GIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL. AND OF; THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF OCTOBER 1898. 

Di taNd tho first fow days of October fino settled weather prevnilod over the province 
and the 13ay, with a toncloncy to the dovolopment of oonditions typical of tho ehan^ of 
seasons. lu the latter half of the month cold weather oonditions, well marked for tho season » 
became established over tho province, with clear skies, northerly winds and temperature 2° or 
3^ below the normal. 

There was a period of unaottled weather durinfsr tho second week. A oyclonio storm 
which originated in tlie south or south-east of the Bay moved towards the Soutli Oiroars coast, 
the centre of the depression crossing n^ar Masulipatam. It continued to move north-west- 
ward for .n. short iimo after passing the coast and then began to recurve. Crossing Orissa and 
Cbota Nagpur it then turned eastward across the oentral districts of Bengal proper, and 
broke up shortly afterwards in the hilly parts of Assam. 

Wliilrt tho main depression was in tho neighbourhood of Masulipatam, a shallow low 

E ressuro area was diown in tho north-west ot the Bay, more by tho cyclonic winds on the 
»rissa coast than by tho pressure dilferencos. This shallow depression moved northwards 
over South-Wost Bengal and was over the otmire of the province when the main disturbance 
having recurved, was approaching Orissa. The two depressions then united into ono of eomo 
depth with a centre between Midnapore and Ghaibassa at 8 a.m. on the 14th, and with a 
maximum defect of about ‘2 inch. On the I6th tho centre was near Sirajganj, and on the 
16th the disturbance had almost ceased. 

Tho tendency for depressions crossing the south of the Bay in Ootfbor is, sooner or later 
to follow a curved path tvnd ultimately move in north-easterly or easterly direction. In tho 
cas(» of tho depression under consideration, it appears to have divided, the main portion 
continuing in a westerly direction, wliile the seoond and more shallow depression under tho 
inlluenco of causes which produce tho usual curved path moved towaids tlio north. 

This shallow depression was probably the cause of the unusual rainfall in Orissa, whore 
general heavy falls occurred while the main depression was near Mo8nHx>atam. The recurv- 
ing of tho main depression, the subsequont union and the north-easterly lino of motion, all 
tended to maintain rainfall over the province for several days. Oenoral rain fell in the 
southern di^ricta from the 10th to tho 15th, and in other distriots from tho 12th to the 15th, 
except in Bihar, where very little ram fell ixcept on ttve 141h and 15th. ^ 

The general fall for the month was in considerable excess in the south and oast of Ihe 
province and in moderate defect in Ohota Nagpur and Bihar. 

At the beginning of the month pressure was unusually xmifoiin over both tho province 
and tho bay, readings hcin^ between 21^76 and 29*80 inches. They wore generally in 
defoot which, though increasing towai-ds the south, was small except in Burma and Ooylon. 
Winds wore light and variable with a tendency to become north, and tomporaturo was above 
tho normal except in Madras, where there was a small defect. There was very little cliano*© 
for several days. Pressure oscillated f^lowly, and temperature remained relatively high except 
in the west of the province, where it fell and remained 1° below the normal till the 6th. 

Tim first signs of the disturbance in tho sorith of tho Bay appeared ou the 7tli. Pressure 
was l)eginning to fall in Burma, but winds, though easterly there, were light. On tho 
following day the fall of pressure was more general, and wind velocity at Diamond Island 
had increased from 8 to 14 miles an hour The increase to 28 miles on the 9th showed that 
the disturbiiTico was extend ng, and from tho rise of piessnro in the oast it was seen to bo 
moving towards the west. 'Dio stormy weather oontinund on the 10th in the south-east 
of the Bay, and the centre of tho disturbance was then not far from the Madras coast about 
sot itli* cast from Masulipatam. On tho miming of tho 11th the centre wa.s near Masuli- 
patain, whcj o pre»surt3 was a third of on inch below the normal. Tho gradient was very 
steep on tlie coast between Miisulipattira and Oooonada, and strong eycloiiio winds 
jirevaile<l h.dwcou the latter station and Nellore. Northwards from Gooonada the winp ' 
diroctioiiM were not in agreement with t o pyolonio circulation round the centre near Ma'suli- 
Xiataiu, and buggestod tho existence of another and more shallow doprossion off tho north 
coast of tho Gircars. The ovidonoe of such a depression was more marked on the I2th, on the 
morning of which day tho depression moving northwards crossed South-West Bengal and 
• aused moderate variations or pressure. On the 12th it was over the central districts of 
Bengal with a regular cyclonic circulation of winds. 

Sliowers bad begun in Orissa on tho 10th, and heavy falls varying up to 6 inches were 
reported on the lltU from all the coast stations between Saugor Island and Gopolpur. On 
tho 12th the heaviest falls were at Saugor Island, Balasoro and Folse Point, and on the 13th> 
when tho oentro of the shallow deprosbion was inland, at Paridpur and Noakhali. TMs 
burst of heavy rainfall moved northwanis with a velocity very sirailar to that of the shallow 
depression, an<l was probably duo to it and not to tho main disturbance which ou the 18th 
was still iu the north of tho Madras Presidency. 

Ou the 14tli there was one depression onljr with a centre near Midnapore. Bainfall was 
on tliat day ranch more general over tho province than it had been on the days previous, but 
it was more uniform and nowhere very heavy. The north-easterly movement of the storm 
continued, and the area of rainfall, though still including all distiicts on the 15th, contracted 
rajyidly towards the eant. On tlie ICth the storm had ceased, ami ra^ntall was almost entirely 
couiluod to a few scattered stations, mostly in the eastern districts. 
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Owing to the cloudy rainy weather which had provailocl between the lOtli and Jolli, day 
toiuperaturGS wore very low. The moan detect on the Kith ranged uji to 0® in South-West 
Bengal, but by the following day it was greater than 2^ in East Bengal only. 

The pressure distribution soon recovorod after tho passage of the disturbaiujo. Tempera- 
ture beoamo normal or was slightly above, and though thero wore liglit variable winds in 
Bengal, a iioith-'wosterly current obtained over the B.iy. 

Pine settled weather continued over tho provinco fill the end of the mouth, llm only 
change worthy of note being tho fall of tomporaturo wliifjh began in tho west oH tho province 
on tho 27th and was general on tho 28th, During tho last threo days of thomo:itli the mean 
defect varied from 1° in tho noith-CHst of the provinc(i to r,"' in tho sonth-west. 

After tho recovery of pressure in the noith about lijo middle of tho month the normal 
diotribLiiion of pressure was established over the Bay with a gradient rather steeper tlian 
usual. Nortli-east monsoon conditions commenced ou the Madras coast ^bout the end of 
the third week, and tho weather there continued showery tliroughout the romainin^^ days of 
tho month. ^ j 

Fr^mire was not subject to largo oscillations except in tho second week while tho 
oyclonic storm was in existence. As tho depression was not of more than average depth, tho 
obaiiges woro not so largo as frequently occur on such of (?:isions, and the defect tho ct ntro 
was at most a third of an inch.. During the parage across Bengal the greafont defect was 
. only a fifth. At other times tho pressure distribuiiou was more steady than usual and 
genorally about normal. Tho average diHerenco from the normal at the various inland 
stations is very small, usually only a few thousands of an inch. 

Tihnpvrature^ was low during the second wook wliili* tho disturbance was affecting tho 
weather ami again towards the end. Tho difference frr.m tho normal oil tho former of those 
two occasions was chiefly in day readings, and on tlio hxtU^v in night roadings, the average 
defect being about 5®. At other times there was usually a small excess. 

The means for the month arc below tho normal oVor almost the whole provinco. In 
North Bengal the average mean of tho month is practically normal, but froui thi to defect 
steadily incrcasoa towards tho south-west dndis greatest in 8i»ulIi-Wost Bengal. 

Very little rain feU except between tlio 10th and 15th, but during these 
days heavy falls were of daily ocouiTonce, especially in Orissa and Lower Bengal." In the 
Avefct and north of Iho provinco most of the falls occurred on tlio l4th and .I5th and were 
generally under two inches. In the west of Bihar tho Call was much lighter than in other 
parts, especially in Sarau and Champaran, where only light scattered showers occurred. 

On HU average Bihar received loss than half the normfil of the month, vi;^. 48 per cent, 
and Cliofa Nagpur 08 per cent. In all tho other divisions there was considerably more fban 
ihononoal, c.xoess being 38 per cent, in North Bengal, in Lower Ben o-al and Gl) per 
cent, in Orissa. " o > *- i . 

Tho mill distribution was very uniform in the wrr^loru half of tho province, tho reports 
from tho different stations being gouorttUy 1. or 2 inches. East of a lino running ’ outh-south- 
wost froiTi the south of Cooch Behar to the we.st of Orbsa falls wore over 6 inches and of a 
narrow strin along the Orissa and Bengal coasts they were between 10 and 15 inches. The 
only inland tract of country where the falls were over 10 incjhes w^s the north of East Boniral 
near wliich the depreeeioD of tho middle of the month hroko up, a process usually accom- 
panicMl by very heavy rain in the hills and the adjacent plains. , 

The following table gives a oomparison between the actual monthly and total rainfall 
and the normal rainfall of the province up to the end of Ootobor in the same form as has 
been employod in tho previous monthly abstracts of present year. The figures represent 
tho ratio of the rainfall of each month of tho present yvar to the noripal rainfall exi>rt 83 e<l as 
a peroonfago. The table thus gives a condensed summary of the rainfall data of tho year 
for each motoorologieal division. The first tea <<jluiim8 give the peroentao^o amount of 
rainfall rooeivod ill each month, and the last eolumu iho pereentiwfe roinfairof the whole 
period from the Ist of January to tlie end of October : m an oi me wnoie

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APPOINTMENT OF A MEMBER OF THE PROVINCIAL SERVICE 

TO A DISTRICT MAGISTRACY. 

Tlio Ilou’blo Bahu SunivNDKANATii Bankrjee said — 

1 liave tlic liononr to call the altention of tho Government to ihe fact 
that siiico ilie (h'ath of Mr. Unieah Ohundcr Batabyal, lato Magistrate and Col- 
lector of Rogia, who was a member of the Provincial Service, no im rabor of 
tliat Servi<vi lias been appointed to a District Magistracy. Will tho Government 
be ]iloiis('(l (o consider tho propriety of appointing a moinbor of the Provincial 
Si rvii'o to such an appointnicnt, especially in view of the consideration advert- 
ed to in the letter of the Gove^ment of India, No. 285, dated the 30th 
A|)iil 1805,-, viz., that tho claims, df members of the Indian Civil Service of 
1883 and 1881 for vncanciea araong Magistrates and Collectors and Judges 
liavo now been fully cosisidered, and. tlio time, therefore, has com.- to consider 
tho claims of members of the Provincial Service for such appointments V 

The llou’hle Mb. Bolton replied : — 

“ As w .s ovplainod to tho Hon’blo Member in Council on the 20th of March 
last year, tluinotirtcationof this Govormnent published iu the Calcutta Gmette of 
the oth April 1893, declaring certain ‘ listed ’ appointments (of which four are 
Collector.ships an I .six District Judgeships) open to members of tho Provincial 
Service, including Statutory Civilians, wa.s subject to tho re.st.riction.s imposed 
by tho Ih-s'dution of tho Government of India, No. dated the 21st April 
1892. Tjiat l{o.solution laid down that the appointment of racmbcr.s of the 
IVovinciivl Service to tlio.se )) 0 sts should be subject to the prior right to promoti in 
of members of the Indian Civil Service appointed in the several years in which 
recruitment was reduced by one-sixth in order to allow of vaeaneie.s being 
lilloil up hy members of the Proviiutial Service. In accordance with these 
orders six Di.strict Judgeships and CoUectorshipH arc now held by Statutory 
Civilians, all tlio Indian Civilians app-intod in or before 1886 having received 
similar proiuoliuii to the rank of District Judge or Collector. 'I'lio vacam*.y 
caused by tho death of Mr. Batabyal could not be given to tho Provincial Service, 
because the Civilians recruited in 1887 have yet to receive promotion; aucl 
until they luivo all hecn promoted another District Judgeship or CqUectorship 
will not become available for a member of the Provincial Service. 

“ IVhcn the Government of India wrote their letter of the 30th April 1895 
only two of the listed appointments had been appropriated, and both were held 
by Statutory Civilians. Since tliat date four more appointments have been so 
aj)propriatc(l. Tho six- appointmeiit.s are now held by Mr. Nanda Krishna 
Bose, Kuniar Gopeudra Krishna Deh and Mossi’s. Ambika Cliamu Sen, Syed 
Nurul Huda, Brojendra Kumar Seal and Surjya Kumar Agasli.” 

MR. AMT.LER’S CASE. 

The Ilon’ble Bauo Suuendkanatii BANBR.rEB asked — 

Has the attention of tho Government boon called to the case which ha.s 
recently been dc( idod in which one Mr. Ambler was committed to tho Court 
of Sessiotis oil a cliiivge under section 304, Indian Penal Code, of culpable 
homicide not amouuting to murder and oth^ chargo.s, he having, it is alleged, 
mused tho death of one .Jagdeo T’ewaii? Is tho Government aware that the 
decision and tlie ])roc.cedings in connection with that case have caused 
general dis'-juti.sfaction among tho Ihilian section of tlio community? 

Is it tho ca'-’o ;1) that, contrary to law, Mr. Ambler was tried by the 
Sessions Court, all hough, the committal being under sociion 304, Indian Penal 
Code, ho shouhl have hoen tried by the High Court, which was thus irregularly 
deprived of its jurisdiction in tlie case; (2) that tho Jury cojisisted exclu.sivciy 
of lliroc Europeans, all of whom were niembera of his own Club, one of tliem 
being t.ii<\^Hoi:or!iry Secretary of the Club, and that, in the first instance, they 
relused.to bring in a verdict of guilty under a charge of assault under pro- 
vocation, even though the prisoner had pleaded guilty to it; and ^3) that. 
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. contrary to the express proyisinns of tho Inw, tho accused was oiilar;fed on 
bjiil by tho Committing Magistr.ifo, who possi'Sscs no such | owor, ilit! 
committal being in respect of a non-i)ai!abIo ofl'tMice triablo excliniv'cly by a. 
Court of Sessions, tho Sessions Court alone in smili a case having t)ic power of 
granting or refusing bail ? ‘ 

Whether, having regard to all those irrt'gularities, which are pnlhcicMtly 
grave in their character, the Govornmnnt will h(; pleasiid to call for the pajnns 
and the records of the case and consult tho Law Ofliocrs of tho Crown and 
take such action as tho justice of the case may dcniaud? 

Tho Hon’ble Mb. Bolton replied 

“ Tho attention of the Government Mras attracted to tluj case referred to 
by tho rion’blo Member, and acting under instructions, the Legal Romoni- 
brancor has already taken steps to have a moiiou presented to tho lli;^li Court 
* in the matter. Under the circamstances it is not desirable to enter into tho 
points of law raised in tho qucsliun.” 

SCARCITY IN THE DISTRICT OF KHULNA. 

. Tho Ilon’ble Babu Suuknduanath Bankrjki'. asked — 

Is the Govornmout awaro that the district of Khulna suft’orod from 
scarcity for throe consecutivo years preceding the famine of 1896-97, and that 
there has been a steady detcrioratien in tho productive quality of the soil which 
has been ascribed by Mr. Wostmacott, late Commissioner of tlio Presidency 
Division, to tho incursions of salt water, which, if not checked, might bring 
on a reciuTonce of distress in future years? Will fho Government bo pleased 
to state what action, if any, it has taken to imprevo the tracts which sullircd 
from distress; and will the CovLTitmeut lay on tho table all the papers and 
correspoudonco on tho subject ? 

The Hou’ble Mr. Boltos replied : — 

« 

“ It is not correct to say that tho district of Khulna suffered from scarcity for 
three consecutive yours preceding tho famine of 1896-97. Tho winter rice is 
tho main staple of tho people, who ai*o mostly agriculturists. Tho winter rice 
crop of 1893-94 was reported to have exceeded the average in tho Sadar 
subdivision and to have been but little below it olsowhoro. In tho succeeding 
year the crop was an oxccllout one and tho outturn estimated at 17 annas, 
wliile, although the yield during 1895-96 was less, the material condition of tho 
people was not seriously affcctoil. The physical features of the district render 
it peculiarly liable to damage from salt water. The oceurrence of a cyclone in 
October 1895 drove the salt water over a larger extent of land tlian usual in 
tho Satkhira subdivision, and tho famine of 1896-97 was largely duo to tlio 
fact that tho short rainfall was iusuQioieut to wash out the saline deposits from 
the soil. Ill that year, however, the affected area amounted to 474 square miles 
only, out of a total area of tlm district of 2,077 square miles. 4'he country is 
mamly dependent for its protection upon bundlis. These liavo been ponuittod 
by tho local zamindars and raiyats to get out of I'cpair, with tho oonsequonco 
that tho salt water percolates through to »ho gradual deterioration of tho 
soil. In January 1895 Sir Alexander Muckenzio addressed a circular to 
tho loading landowners, many of whom ai*e uiifortuuatoly absentees, impres- 
aing upon them that they could best provide for their own interests, whilo 
fulfilling their duty to their tenants, by taking in hand tho repair of t'xisrii;g 
embankments and tho construction of new ones with energy and system a 1 leal ly. 
Loans were ofiered for the purpose, and a sum of nearly lialf a lakh of rnoces 
was so disbursed dining the famine and expended upon tanks and ombankmt nts. 
The subject has already been discussed in the piiblislied ropoits of Government 
in connection with the fainino operations, wuieh, together with a copy of the 
circular referred to, can be laid upon tho tublu if de.sir<;d.” 
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KILLING OF MONKEYS IN THE PURI MUNICIPALITY, 

The Hon'ble Bahu Norendba Nath Sen eaid — 

The Government is aware of tlio excitement caused am^^ng the orthodox 
Hindu comnmnity in various parts of India by the action of the Puri Muni- 
cipality in killing monkeys. That excitement has been allayed to some extent 
by the timely and wise intervention of Government, at whose instance the 
slaughter has been suspended till furtlier orders. Will the Government be now 
pleased to state if it has arrived at any final demsion in the matter? 

The Hon’blo Mk. Bolton replied : — 

"The Commissioner was desired to take steps to put a stop to the 
slaughter of monkeys in the Puri Municipality, and did so. It does not appear 
that any further order from the Govomment is called for in the matter.” 


STATEMENT AS TO THE COURSE OF BUSINESS. 

The Ilon’ble the President said: — “ Gentlemen of the Council — Accord- 
ing to custom 1 have to make to yqu a statement of the business before you in 
the present Session. There are at present no new Bills to be introduced; 
'[riio main duty in the Session will bo the consideration in the Select Com- 
mittee of the Calcutta Municipal Bill. It will, I cannot conceal, be a long 
and troublesome task. But questions that concern the Government of a great 
city tan never be light, and the Committee will be encouraged in their 
labours by the importance of the work on which they will be engaged. 

“There are questions in connection with this Bill on which I feel that I am 
called upon to make a personal statenient. Because, to the misfurtuno of the 
Province, Sir Alexander Mackenzie no longer presides in this Council, 1 have 
boon challenged to givo my personal opinion on the issue upon which an over- 
whelming majority of this Council has already given its decision. Not except 
upon the strongest and clearest grounds could 1 ask this Council to suspend or 
vary its decision. But I am bound to say that after a patient and, 1 venture 
to think, an impartial examination, I am independently oi the opinion that that 
decision was right. 

“ The Corporation of Calcutta has under its present constitution assented tq 
some great and far-reaching schemes of improvement for the city, and they aro 
entitled to all' the credit — and it is a hign one— of realizing the value and 
necessity of the great schemes which have been drawn up for their approval, 
such as those for the drainage of the city, and the construction of the Harrison 
Road. They have not shrimk from the heavy taxation which was needed to 
bring these beneficent projects into clfoct j and 1 have myself had evidence of 
tlio high public spirit and laborious circumspection which many members of 
the Corporation bring to the cUschargo of their municipal duties. Those afe 
qualities which not in Calcutta alone hav^ elicited my respect, and it is a 
pleasure to me to have this opportunity of acknowledging them. 

“ Novorthcloss, it has also been my own experience, in even my limited time 
of ofiico among you, that the judgment of Sir Henry Harrison on the con- 
stitution of the municipal government of Calcutta was right. No man has ever 
had such long and such favourable opportunities of judging it. No Chair- 
man has over wielded such an influence in the Corporation ; no Chairman has 
over been so much beloved or so much trusted ; no Chaiman’s advice was ever 
so promptly and unhesitatingly accepted, and yet it was bis judgment that 
under its present constitution there is a lack of motive power. The energies 
of the municipal government expend themselves in criticism and net in action. 
That opinion was confirmed in the experience of my predecessors. In my own 
period of office I have been compelled to admit its justicjo. In the administra- 
tion of a grfeat city there must bo provision for prompt, steady, and efficacious 
action, and there is no room for doubt that reform of some sort is needed. 
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“ The real mue ia the shape which this reform shall take. The solution 
•which Sir Alexander Mackenzie proposed, and which this Council bos accepted, is 
that the executive body of the Corporation— its ap^ents for all purposes of action — 
shall be a committee limited in numbers, in which the three great interests of 
the city shall be equally represented— -the rate-payers, the men of commerce, and 
the Government. • Under the name of the Government are gathered those gieat 
sections of the people — ^the Muhammadans for instance and the poor — who but for 
Government nomination may never be lepresented at all. Against this proposal 
the Select Committee of the Council will find that several protests have been 
presented. Tlie most important of these is the memorial submitted by a meeting 
at the Town Hall. The gravamen of these protests is that the constitution of the 
Executive Committee, os proposed in the Bui, is an infringement of the great 
principles of Local Self-Government. If it were so, the Bill would have had from 
me a most reluctant adhesion ; but whatever may or may not be the demerits of 
the scbouie, it most certainly cannot be alle^d of it that it infringes in any way 
the principles of Self-Government. Self-Government is not circumscribed into 
. one solitary and sacred system. Self-Government would cease to be a defensiblo 
method of Government, if it were refused permission to adjust itself to the lessons 
of experience. No Government is defensible which does not seek to amend 
and improve itself whenever weakness and inefficiency become apparent. 
From this essential law Self-Government is no more free than an autocracy. 
If Self Government in one form has proved, unequal to the whole of the task 
imposed on it, that form must be varied. . ; ^ 

“In the humdrum monotonous duties of every day, in duties, nevertheless, 
of .such imperious necessity as the cleanHness of the city, the present con- 
stitution has not succeeded as we hoped. I am sorry to say it, but there 
is no shutting our eyes to that , wMch is patent. Wo must try and 
improve it. 1 tliink the motliod which this Council has decided upon is a 
good one. It limits the members of the Executive where it was overgrown ; it 
increases the share in the administration of the city of those great interests in 
the community which had been overbt^ne by the single interest of the rate- 
payers; it keeps strictly within the lines which all the principles of Self- 
Government permit, and at the same time it has the great merit of clearly 
dchning and distinguishing the functions and relations <d ilie Corporation, 
the General Committee and the Chairmati. 

•‘Of course this is a reform which is. pnpalatablo to the representatives of 
the rate-payers. They lose the predominance that they have been accustomed to, 
ami wo part with annoyance froui anything to which we ha^e been habituated, 
^riio change, moreover, does convoy a slight. In all these feelings they have the 
s^’mpathy of all of us. Had they been indbleut, negligent, false to their duty, 
t hey could have bad nO sympathy. Their virtues have indeed been their vices, 
and a very excess of zeal has paralyzed ^h^ agents. But wo should not bo true 
to those very principles of Self-Government which are now said to be assailed ; 
vve should nut be true to those very prinmples if we allowed our tenderness tn 
these tiiost natural feelings to hold us hack from setting our house in order 
when its defects haye been pointed but. -The end must otherwise indeed bo 
rlmt blow to Self-Goverment which I should be the last to wish to have a hand. 

“In the criticisms on the Bill the Select Committee will further find the 
suggestion that the central body of the Corporation stiould be reduced in 
number and brought into harmony with the constitution of the General Com- 
mittee. it is alleged that it is unscienfufie and illogical to leave the Corpora- 
tion uncfanriged while you materially change your executive Committee, and 
that the result is certain to be a constant friction. 1 am not concerned about 
the charge that the proposals are illogical and unscientific. The most scientific 
constitutions have not been the most successful in our knowledge. And 1 have 
no apprehensions of any injurious friction. At the oommeucement of all 
changes there is certain to be opposition and friction of sorts, but as soon as 
people become accustomed to the change, these temporary sorenesses vanish. 
It is from the representatives of the rate-payers alone that any friction could 
como, and they have shown so much good sense and public spirit in all the 
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greater matters of the past, that I have entire confidence in their bearing in 
the future. And, speaking for , myself, I endorse with the heartiest pleasure* 
and satisfaction the decision that the constitution of the Corporation shall 
remain as it is. 1 look upon 4 as of the greatest value to the administration 
of thd City that there should be numerous wards and numerous delegates. 
The information and advic^ about local needs, which these delorates Ining, will 
be of most important service, ^ero could be no more excellent illustration 
than in the assistance they garb last hot weather in calming the fears of the 
people and establishing the teoiporary hospitals, which were the best means 
of reassuring them. 1 welcome, therefore, personally the arrangement whieh 
retains a large number of local Counsellors, and the dangers of possible friction 
I personally r^ard as enormously outweighed the certain advantages of 
their help. 

" In the main lines of the Bill, therefore, my personal opinions are in 
complete accord with the decisions of this Council — decisions which have since 
received the support of suoh impeirtant bodies as the Chamber of Commerce, the 
British Indian Association, and the two leading Muhammadan Societies. 

“ The Committee will find, however, in many points of detail very valuable 
and important suggestions in the ciiticisms that have been presented daring 
tho last low months. 1 will not take up the time of the Council at present 
entering into any examination of these opinions. But there are two matters on 
which 1 think 1 may with propriety now state the opinion of the Government. 

1 have already referred to the memorial from the Town Hall Meeting. I read 
it, and tho speeches at the meeting itself, with the careful attention which it was 
my duty to give to them. The meeches, if I may say so, were not comparable, 
in practical knowledge and dialoctio skill, to those which were delivered in 
this Council room by my Hon^le culleagues, Babu Norendra Nath Sen and 
Babu Surendranath Banerjee. . Those speeches I had not the pleasure of hearing, 
but I have read them with emal attention to those in the Town Hall. There 
are, however, two points made iii the memorial which I think are perfectly 
reasonable and to which the OekVernment will give a ready assent. The first is 
that the duty of sanctioning the bye-laws shall be given to the Corporation 
instead of to the General Committee. This is just one of those legislative func- 
tions — determination of the general lines of the administration— ;wbich emi- 
nently fall within the jurisdioibon of the Corporation. There will, no doubt, be 
greater delay in fixing the form and character of these bye-laws, but it is well 
^at they should be Lramed with the mosk thorough consideration, and the 
Government willingly agree to this modifioatioh. 

The second is that the General Committee shall not exceed the budget 
allotment on any project without the express sanction of the Corporation, unless 
within reasonable limits by way of re-appropriation. This again I think is 
reasonablo. 1 have been warned that, at least so long as friction lasts, the 
Corporation may hamper its exeoutivo by assigning inadequate funds for neces- 
sary undertakings. I decline to believe this is possible.^ I have too much faith, 
as I have already said, in the oommonsense and patriotic feeling of the leaders 
of the representatives. Should there happen to bo a difference of opinion 
between tne Corporation and the General Committee on a question of the kind, 

I have no doubt that a reference will be made to the Government, as the Bill 
itself provides, and its impartial decision will close the matter. ' 

“ Tho chapter on the registration of deaths was avowedly tentative s^d 
will require very careful examination, and tlmre are numerous details on which 
the Select Committee will be able to make improvements. 

“ With these observations I commend the arduous duty to the Committee. 
The re>^lt of it we await with much interest and entire confidence. I am per- 
suaded ^at they will endeavour to complete tlioir conclusions with as little delay 
as is consistent with a thorough examination of the criticisms and suggestions 
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_ offered by the public bodies we hate consulted. It is obvious that it is of great 
importance to the city that we should settle this matter as early as possible.’’

The annual report on the -^orkiug of the Department of Land Records 
juid Agriculture, Bengal, for the year 1897-98, which was due to Government, 
on the 1 6th August last, was received with the Bomd’s remarks thereon 
a1.>out three weeks after the due date. The report is the second of its kind 
which has been prepai^ed in the form prescribed by the Government of India 
in the eighth Resolution of the Reveuuo and Agricultural Department dated 
the 20t.h iHarch 1897 on the /proceedings of the Agncultural Conferences of 
1893 and of 1895-96. Tl>e dela}’^ as explained by the Director is due to 
the difficulties experienced by him in getting the report promptly compiled 
during his frequent absence on tour. 

Mr. W. C. Maepherson, i.oe., was in ebar^ of the Department from the 
beginning of tho year up to the 23rd June , 1897, and again from tho 5th 
September to 22nd Novembet, 1897, when he reverted to general duty, 
.and was succeeded by Mr. P. C. Lyon, i.e.s., by whom the present report is 
submitted. Mr, C. G. II. Ajilon, x.o.s., officiated as Director during the period 
fioni 24 th .Tune to 4th September 1897, while Mr. Maepherson was rleputtul 
oil special duty in connection yidth tho Orissa settlement operations. 

2. Chapter II of the Repwi. — Land Records RsiahUshment , — Tho number 
of registrations effected duria|; the year under report under the provisions 
of the Land Records Maintehemce Act, HI (_B.C.) of 1895, in tho threo muta- 
tion offices opened in 1896-97,. at Bettiah in Champaran and at llajipur 
and Mahnar in Muzaifarpur, Oips jsliowu below 



In tho "Resolution upon the report for the preceding year it was observed 
that while the statistics of transfers recorded showed that the registration of 
changes under <he Act was far from, pci feet,- yet that this had been anticipated, 
and in various ways tho Act had worki'd as satisfactorily as could have boei{ 
expected. It was requested that in future years more attempt might be made 
to antily.se tho figure.s repoited, both by way of comparison with the results 
which might reasonably have been ox|)ected, and of examination of the nature 
of the transfers made, wltilo a special report waa called for as to the practical 
•lifficultios experiencfd in tho working of the Act, with recommendations ior 
their rein's^val. It is now stated that tho figures do not admit of detailed 
comparison with those shown in the last year’s report, which wore for a portion 
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. of tho year only. The roost satisfactory results are exiubited by the office at 
Mahnar, and tho least so by that at Bettiah. hlnanoially, the latter office 
worked at a loss of Rs. 1,021, and that atHajipur of Rs. 627| while tho Slahnar 
office made a profit of Rs. 763. 

3. Figures have been furnished by the Director, comparing the number of 
mutations, which have been actually registered in the three offices «ibco their 
opening, with the results which might have been anticipated in the light of 
independent local enquiries and calculations made from time to time by different 
officers connected with the working of the Act, and in each case the results full 
very far short of the estimated realities. The whole subject is at present 
receiving the separate attention of Government ; the special report called for 
from the Director has been received, tojget her with the preliminary opinions 
held by the Board of Revenue on the subject. Certain further enquiries have, 
however, still to bo made, and pending the full consideration of the criticisms 
advanced against the working of the Act as at jiresent framed, the Lieutenant- 
Governor refrains from any expression bf opinion as to the degree of success 
which has hitherto attended its operationfdr as to the modifications and changes 
which further expeiience may suggestl. . 

Outside Bihar, the only other area to which the Land Records Maintenance 
Act has been so far extended is that of the Sujamutha estate, in the district of 
Midnapore. It having been found, however, that the settlement records of tho 
estate, which wero prepared in >1892, . were not altogether accurate, and 
therefore unfitted for the purpose of serving as an initial register of mutation, the 
operation of the Act has, with the ap^toval of the Board of Revenue, been 
suspended in tho estate, pending the<r i^e^ision by the Sub-Manager of the 
Burdwan Raj estate, 

4. As requested last year an at^bnpt has been made to analyse in greater 
detail the figures of mutations recorded eltowhere in toose tracts where a ^stem 
for tlie maintenance of the records is.in f<^e, but it is reported that the figures 
are still in many instances incompleto^ and in sev^l ifiiportant estates very 
little improvement has been effected. ' Comparison between the results attained 
by the different estates is therefore difficult ; the ifiost satisfaotory results 
are found in tho Government estates . of Backergunge, where toansters were 
registoi;pd affecting 7*32 per cent, of the total tenancies and 22*10 per cent, of 
tho total number of fields ; while at thO jO^r end of the scale stand the Burdwan 
Kaj Khas Mahals, in which transf'bii^ affecting *16 per cent, of the total 
tenancies and *06 of the total mtmbeir of fields only we^ recorded, showing 
clearly, as the Director observes, that toe registration of ihutations in this case 
is little better than a farce. The Miemager in explanation ascribes the smallness 
of the number of transfers registered to the absence of the enstom of the 
transfer of raiyati-holdings in the Burdwan Division. This Statement is said 
to be traversed by the Settlement Officer, who has been conducting the survey- 
settlorocnt operations of those mahalsi but the grave issue has now been directly 
raised as to whether the Manager or the Settlement Officer is right, and whether 
it is expedient to maintain a system that encourages the growth of a doubtful 
privilege. The Lieutenant-Governor is aware that the Board are giving their 
mimediate attention to -the matter and . awaits tbeir report. The figures are 
little better in the estates of Kujang in Cuttack, Sujamutha in Midnapore, and 
Dakhin Sbahbazpur in Baokergunge. In the Banki estate in Cuttack only 
transfers by sales havo been recorded. Throughout all these areas tho registra- 
tion of mutations is so patently incomplete as to be altogether useless for any 
purpose whatever, ana the Director must set himself to consider by what 
means he can soon make it really effective. As matters stand, it seems to be 
useless. The rules for the maintenance of the records in thcAngul Govern- 
ment estate are under revision, and the Director also promises further 
enquiries as to the alleged diffionlties of showing the khasra numbers of 
fields transferred in the Mynaguri Tahsil in the Western Duars. There 
was a heavy file of undisposed of applications in the Maldwar estate in 
Dina jpor ; on the subject of the inaccuracy of the returns furnished, the 
Director explains that the exaction of fees for the record of mutations, origi- 
nally at very high rates, has probably affected the accuracy of the returns, and 
their reduction was therefore suggested. The Board consider that the case 
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of this estate affords a good illustration of the dilficultius attending the attain* • 
ment of any completo system of mutation either by an automatic method, 
or by managcnieut on bobalf of -the proprietor. They observe: — 

‘‘The fees, the exaetion of wtuoh is believed by the Director to have affected the 
aocaraby of the retiiras. are found to have been levied by long-standing custom, and to be 
the right of the proprietor ; and the Board have agreed witli the Uorninissiouor that in 
its fiduciary position, the Court of Wards would not ne justified in abolishing these foee, 
which are part of the iuooino of the 

No information has been fuj*ni.shed by the Director concerning the regis- 
tration of mutations in the Khurda Government estate in Puri. 

!). Maintenance of boundary mirks. — Detailed information , has boon 
funiishod, showing that efficient auper vision was generally exercised by District 
Officers over the maintenance of survey boundary marks in their respective 
districts. In the Baran district it is reported that but little was effected for want 
of an available agency for insj^fition piirposejs, while in Cuttack it -is stated 
that nothing was done. It is hot clear why the matter should present moro 
difficulties in these districts than in any otnors, and the Board are desired to 
consider what arrangements are jaecessary to prevent, as far as possible, a recur- 
rence of such a defect. Under sectiou 1 14 (Ij of the Bengal Tenancy (Amend- 
ment) Act, lU of 18^'*8, expensed that may be incurreu in the maintenance 
of boundary marks are to be ipcludod in the . total cost of proceedings to be 
a{)portioncd under that section. • 

6. Chapter JV^—-Seientifie and Nationai enquiry under Imperial control . — 
The report by Major D, Prain,, iji.s., on the' result of the study made by 
him during the year 1896-97 of races of rape and mustard grown in Bengal, 
was printed daring the year itn^r report and published, with his permission, 
as a bulletin of the Agricnltutal Department. Dr. Praia also conducted 
botanical examinations of varions leguminous crop^ such as gram, khesari, 
muny, &o. Dr. G. Watt, c.i.b., Rej^orter on Ecohomic. Products to the Govern- 
Tiieut of India, having undcriaken to make a botanical . examination of sola 
and piper betel, varieties of those' substances were forwarded to him by the 
Agricultural ' Department. His re|tort on tjhe iresult of his investigations into 
the causes of the betol-nut plague in Eastern Bengal, referred to in the Reso- 
lution on the report of last yeai'/is still under preparation. The Lieyitonant- 
Governor desires to acknowledge the value of the services which Dr. Pmn 
and Dr. Watt have rendered during the past, few years to the Agricultural 
Department. . , , 

7. Chemical analyses of soil^’aater, ^*(;.-^A^ngcmontB have been made to 
test by actual experiments oonddetod in selected tracts of the Darbhanga, 
Mnzaffarpur, and Champaran districts, the correctness of the opinions expressed 
by Dr. Leather, and quoted in the Resolution for the year 1896-97, that 
the woll-water of certain tracts in .North Bihar which the raiyats objected to 
use for the xmrposes of irrigatiem, contained no elements injurious to the 
growth of their crops. Enquiries are also beitig made into the nature of soils 
affected by reh in Nortli Bihar. 

8. Working of the Civil VeteHmry Doparimni, Senydl.-^A separate Reso- 
lution, No. 8158, dated the l6th September 1898, has been recorded by this 
Government on the annual progress report of the Oiidl Veterinary Department 
in Bengal, for the year 1897-98. 

9. Chapter V.—Sdentifie and local enquiry und^ Provincial ehrsc^n.-— It has 
not yet been found possible to commence the spedal report on the district of 
Shaliabad, similar to those already prepared for a few districts in the Province 
only by the Assistant Directors in previous years. The Ldeutenant-Govenior 
trusts that this work will be taken in hand during the present year. 

10. Experimental Farms. — Agricultural experiments continued to be con*' 
ducted at the Sibpur, Burdwan, and Dumraon farms, under the supervision of 
tho Department of Agriculture. The farm at’ Sibpur has since been mode oyer 
to the Education Department for use as a demonstration farm in connection 
with the agricultural classes which were opened in June last. As an 
expcrim'lintal farm tho results obtained were but of little value owing to 
variablo composition of the soil. Tho experiments with manures made there 
during the year, confirmed the I’esult of the experiments of the preceding year, 
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• though in a less marked degree, that saUpetye is a better manuring agent for 
cabbages than castor-oake. Similar experiments as well as with new crops and 
new varieti* s of existing crops were oairied out on a larger scale in the 
Rurdwan and Duinraon farms. 1’ho results at the Burdwau farm tended 
to show that for practical purposes there is little to choose between .^llWdung 
and a mixtm'o of bone-meal and saltpetru as a manure for paddy, and 
between cowduiig and castor-cake for potatoes. Tho results at the 
Dumraon farm showed^ that ashes of cowdimg made ,the best manure for 
paddy, and cowdung itself for wheat-, although apparently only on irrigated 
land. The experimental cultivation • ol varieties of paddy^ sugarcane, maize, 
potat-oos, and sorghum was tried at Bvirdwati, and of paddy, wheat, potatoes, 
cotton, maize, and b'ljra in the Dumraon farm during the year. The results 
obtained showed that the hansmati variety of paddy gave the best yield in 
either farm. As re^rds potatoes, while the Patna variety yielded the largest 
outturn in the Bumwan farm, tho supwiorit^ of thojw from Naini Tal was 
. demonstrated at the Dumraon farm. Ini trials with sugai^ne and wheat 
the skamskara variety of the former, and the Muzaffamagkr (white) variety 
of the latter gave the best results. Ae in previous years, seeds and manures 
were distributed during^ tho year from botli farms to the neighbouring 
cultivators. In the lieutenant-Governbris opinion the supply of good seeds 
to raiyats at cheap rates is a mca.sure likely to produce very wnefioial results. 

• 11. Affrieudural txperimenU in Government, Wards,’ and private The 

Lieutenant-Governor regrets to observe tbfet notwithstao^ng the orders con- 
tnitmd in Government Resolution No. 895T,R , dated 9th October ,1896, on the 
subject of the introduction of ugricuiltaral improvements in Government and 
Ward.s’ estates and.tha hope expressed Iwl/year that increased exertions would 
be made in this direction by the ofiicers Od^inectod with their management, the 
Director still complains of the lack of mtewst which is met with in dealing with 
the subject. Mr. Lyon observes that thio afnalgaiuation of the allotments for 
miscellaneous and agricultural improveixleatB in Government estates frequently 
leads to expenditure on the former at the expense of the latter, while the mainte- 
nance of an English vegetable gardtto, <ar the cultivation of the proprietors 
private lands is too often mund to coiisti^te the Managerie idea of agricultural 
experiment. The Director appears to be ' making what arrahgeinents ho can 
Avith the Assistants and Travelling Ov^aers at his dispo^ t<> .stimulate an 
interest in those matters, and the Lieuiez^i-Governor would again request that 
the Board will impress upon the Mauageits of estates saboidinato to them that 
attention to this subject constitutes an ioh^ral and importont portion of their 
duties. \. . . 

The favourite experiment appears to have been that connected with the 
cultivation of Naini Tal potatoes, probably owiug to tho very luerative nature 
of the crop when successful Details aaregiyon of tho trials made with different 
crops in the various Divisions, and thbir.;reSalts. The experimental introduc- 
tion of lac into the Kalimpoiig khas mahals in DarjeeUiig appears to have been 
commenced without due preliminary enquiry, but tho experiments in tobacco- 
growing in the Chittagong dutrict have baeu read with interest, and it is to be 
hoped that endeavours wUI be made to niitedy tho de^ts pointed out by the 
apjoaisor, as tho cropj properly prepared^ would find a rmdy market. A small 
agricultural feurm has been started at Khtirda* 

An interesting report of the operations of the Agri-Horticultural Society 
is quoted by the Director in his report,, and their co-operation and assist- 
ance is also acknowledged. Revised rules for the conduct of experimental 
crop-cuttings were ciioulated during the year, and reports wore received 
collating the results of the experiments, of tlie last three years, from which, 
however, tho data deduced were not altqgether consistent or reliable. 

12, Silk -Under the revised scheme for ttie conduct of rilk 

experiments, described in ^e Resolution on the report for 1896-97, 12 seed- 
rearing nurseries wexo working at the commencement of the year and three new 
ones were opened daring it. Since tho close of the year, the chief firms 
interested in the industry have combined and subscribed largely to carry out a 
scheme on lines similar to those already followed .by Government. It is stated 
that it is now proposed to amalgamate the two schemes, and a special report is 
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promised. The Lieutenant<GoVemor weloomes this action on tho p.'irfc of those ' 
concerned for the improvement of the methods of sericulture, and has road with 
pleasure the remarks made by the Director concerning the increased interest 
takert. by the rearers in the demonstration nurseries. Tho total quantity of 
cocoobV mised during the year in the 15 nurseries was 10,914 Arates as com- 
pared with 7,329 kahavs in 1896«97, while the quantities sold for seed to cultiva- 
tors was 2,843 kahans, or 8,500 ounces as against 1,056 kahans, or 3,200 ounce.s 
sold during 1896-97. These fig^.s are very encouraging. 

An Industrial School was Opened during the year at Rampnr-Boalia by 
tho District Board of Rajahahiji , at which practical and theoretical training 
is given in sericulture. Half tto pay of the teacher in charge, who is also a 
Sericultural Overseer employed', iinder the Agricultural Department, is bortie 
by Oovernmont, and there are, at present 16 students on the attendance-roll, 
most of whom are connected with the silk industry of the district. 

13. Chapter VI. — Agtiai^iUral AVfaca'fib«.-^The final sanction of the 
Secretary of State for India WM obtained during the year under report to the 
opening of tim agricultural elassei at Sibpur fipom the beginning of Juno 1898. 
The classes were actually starts in July last. The annual coat of their 
maintenance has been estimated at Rs. 10,000, for which provision will bo made 
in the Budget estimates of the. Education Department. Tiio control of tho 
teaching staff and establishm^t will rest with the Principal of the Sib[)ur 
Civil Engineering College, but the nomination to the post of Agricultural 
Lecturer will be made b^the Director bf the Department of Land Records 
and Ag-rieulture, Bengal. Teacliing is given in two classes, of which tho upper 
is open to the students of the:%gineering CdUege who have passed the F. fl 
examination and are under 23 yesrs of age; and, subject to tho accommoda- 
tion available, to other caat^^tes nomintated by Government, who liavtj 
either. passed the B. A. examination by the JS coarse, or are otherwise con- 
sidered to be nossesved of .suBicient. educational attainments. 8ons atid 
relations of landholders and ^ose desirous of lecbiving ^e training for the 
benefit of tlioir own property, .c»h also be ^^admitted under special conditiomH. 
The lower ckss is open to students of tba. College who have completed tlieir 
second year in the Apprentioe Pepartmenl^ . or to teachers sent from training 
schools with the sanction of tiie Director of Public Instruction, Befigal. Ap- 
pointments in the Provincial and Executive seivices have been reserved for 
passed students of the upper okssos anSi their applications for nominations to 
compete at the ordinary examinations foir.the same will also be con.siderud ; 
tho posts of Managers, or Sub^Managers edf estates, or of tahsildars or land 
stewards are also available to them. The tiicdning given in the lower class is 
designed for kanungoos or ^ohfididates fqr other subordinate posts in tho 
Revenue Service. Detailed information iM tq the aim and object of opening 
those classes, and the syllabus of study to be followed therein, have been 
embodied in this Government j^olation*NO.. 1141, dated 1 5th March 1898. 

14. Chapter^ VIL — Pvhtieation of JgfieuUural infortmii'n.— ‘Tho usual 
forecasts of rail, hhadoi, jute, winter ricO/ wheat, and oil-seed crops, and 
reports on cotton and indigo crops were published by the Department. Tables 
of Agricultural Statistics for 1896-97, apd .A consolidated table showing the 
aveiugo wholesale prices of food-grains, firewood, &c., in the principal marts 
of Bengal for that year, in addition to a bidle^ on the cultivation oi . mi^ard, 
and a monograph on the cotton kbrics ofrBengal were also issued^ ^ 

15. Chapter VIII.—Emigratm to Biahm . — The total npmber - of State 
Einigrants convoyed during tiie year to Buma on board the vossbia of the 
British India Steam Navigation Company was 363 as against 241 in l8$6-97 
and 136 in 1895-96. The total Government subsidy amounted to Rs. 766.-* ,

The Annual Cenenl Administration Bopoit of the Frasidonoy Division for the year 
1897-98. ,pv^' 

The report is submitted by Mr, Buckland, who took charge of the Division 
on the retirement of Mr. Westmacott , in .January 1898, In all of the five dis- 
tiicts of the Division and in all but three of the fifteen subdivisions it was 
found necessaiy during the year to elEeot ch.uhges among the officers in charge. 

2. Tours and Jnsfieeiions.— The tours niado ^7. Mr. Westmacott, which 
were not extensive, were mostly in connection with the famine relief oper- 
ations daring 1897. Mr. Buckland was able, before the close of the year, 
to make a short tour through the Division, special attention being paid to the 
important municipalities about Calcutta, 4fut he had not time to moke inspec- 
tions of the district offices which, therefore, with the exception of the 24-Par- 
^nos, remained undone. Mr. Westmacott also failed to visit any of the sub- 
divisional offices, of which but three only could Mr. Buckland manage to inspect. 
With the exception of the 24-Pargana8, where the bad health of the Collector, 
Mr. Walsh, sufficiently explained the deficiency, the tours of District Officers 
appear to have been of adequate length, and the necessary inspections to have 
been satisfactorily made. The same also ivas the case with the tours made 
by the Snbdivisiojial Officers. It should bo seen that the Subdivisional Officer 
of Kandi, who is reported to keep no horse, and to be unable, in consequence, 
to move about his subdivision witn facility, prucuves one at once. 
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3. Weather and crops : 7nalerial \ condition of the people: prices and wages: 
public health . — The average rainfall 'wa» much heavier tlian that of either of 
the two preceding years, and was sufficient and well distributed in all districts, 
witli the result that the outturns of the different crops showed a marked imjirovc- 
mont /ivor tlioso of the preceding two years. The yield of the main winter-rice 
li^. vest was IG annas in comparison with 7 and 10 annas in the two previous 
years, while tho bhadoi crop returned 14 annas, jute 10, and the 7'ahi fifteen. 
The reaping of those generally excellent harvests was sufliciont to effect a con- 
siderable imjwovement. in tho material conditipn of tho people, which had 
deteriorated considerably during the precoditJg jpoor years. In fact, in tho oarly 
part of the year, relief was given in several areas. In the 24-Pargana8 the 
employment offered l)y the mills, road repairs, ‘and by private employers, 
enabled tho people t ) tide over the distress, but in Nadia relief of^ations 
continued till the reaping of a bumper aa« crop in September; and tho Cbmmis- 
sioner observes regarding this latter district that although, owing to tho utbandi 
system of land tenure, and their improvident habits, many of the cultivating 
classes arc habitually iinpovorishod, yet they exhibited surprising powers of 
resistance' to tho i)rovailing distress. The district of Murshidabad, too, whore 
some scarcity existed, has recovered with great rapidity. In Jessoro a>ssistance 
was given from private and public charity, and especially by way of loans at 
tho time of sowing, the good effects of which were reaped in an excellent 
harvest, xvliile in Khulna, where relief operations were found necessary, the 
general c<)ndition t>f the people had improved by tiie close of the 3J'ear. 

Tho course of prices xvas very similar in all districts; ruling high at the 
commencomont of the year, they rose still higher before the gatlioring of the 
new harvests, after which they fell slowly, though at the ch^so of tho year 
they had still not reached the level of normal times. In the Division generally 
the effect of tho earthtptuke of I2th June 1897, by occasioning a subsoqueid 
demand for labour, was to impart to wages a slight tendency to rise. 

Tho year as a whole was a healthy one ; there was a noticeable absence of 
disease' in any widely epidemic form, and deaths from fever and chohmi showed 
a marked decrease. The prevalence of scarcity does not appear to Iiavo 
inatorially affected the goneial health of the people. For the Division as a 
whole, the recorded death-rate was 29'08 per millo, in comparison with an 
avemge of 34‘5 for the preceding two years. 

4. ManufacUires : Trade anti OoTntTtefee . — The factories at work in tho 
district of the 24-i’arganas numbered 59, or three more than in tho previous 
year, and gave employment to 8f>,983 operatives in comparison with 07,08.') 
dunng 1896-97. iron! tho statistics of the value of the outturn as furnished 
by the mill-owners, there was a noticeable increase in tlie value of gunnj'-bugs 
and cloth manufactured, which amounted to Ks. 3,24,95,983 as uguinst 
lls. 2,28,71,075 during the previous year, and it is stated that cheap jute 
enabled most mills to make fair profits during tho latter half of tho year. 
'The value of the output of cotton twist and yarn continued to rise steadily ; 
tho raw material being cheap owing to the abnonnally largo ' American crop. 
I’lio existence of ‘tho plague iu tho Bombay Province is said to have driven 
the China trade more to this side of India, and to have compensated the 
mills for tho los.s of tho local demand which followed tho femi-no. There was 
also an incrcaso in tho value of paper manufactured. Tho outturn of silk in the 
24-Parganas was valued at Bs. 1,91,806 as compared with lls. 55,341 daring 
1896-97, but tlio outturn in Murshidabad, where the industry is of greater 
importance, is Still gradually declining. 

The year was a fairly favourable one for indigo,' and 6,185 mannds were 
produced, an increase of about .500 maunds oVor tho outturn of laet year, 
although its value sliowed a decrease of over two lakhs of rmiees as compared 
with tho figures of 1896-97. The statistics of the sugar industry are incomplete, 
those for Nadin being, as usual, wanting; and the manufacture of .this commodity 
by native methods is reported not to be in a flouriBhing condition. 

Taking the total traffic by rail, river, and canal, as registered in the 
24 si.'loctod articles usually reported on, tjjo total imports of the Division rose 
from l,.S2,72,i842 maiin is to 2,69,00,075 maunds, whilo exports doclinod from 
83, 12,812 maouds to 77, 27,603 tnuuncls. Thero was a rleeroaso of some throe 
lakhs of mannds in the food-grains imported, and of nearly nine lakhs of 
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inaunds in those exported. This jfluctuation in exports was very marked in 
tho case of gram and pulso.s, of which 9, '30, 000 maands only were exported 
in comparison with 19,73,000 maands in the preceding year ; on tlio other 
hand, the exports of rice and paddy actually I'ose from 6,0 1, <>00 nVminds 
to 10,54,000 maands. Other noticeable variations in comparison witn^4|io 
figaros of the previous twelve months, were an increase of over two lakli.s <lf 
maands of raw jate imported, and of about five lakhs of maands in tho quantity 
exported ; an increase of 37 lakhs of maands in tho import of coal and coke 
aha of over four lakhs of maunds in the quantity of kerosine oil expoited ; the 
quantity of ixnrefiued sugar exported was less by over two lakhs of maunds. 

5. CioU Justice . — Taking the Division as a whole, tho proportions of 
cases instituted (113,685’, disposed of fllO, 256), and remaining pending 
(13,730) at the close of 1897, were almost identical with those of tho preceding 
year. The fluctuations in the individual districts were 'also not large. Tho 
percentage of contested cases declined from 30*8 to ''17'6 per cent. I’ho 
figures given of tho duration of cases for the districts' of tho 34-Pargana8 and 
Jessore tend on the whole to show some improvement in the matter of prompter 
decisions, but tho Oommissionor is of opinion that tho results are not altogether 
favourable, and this is borne out by the fact that while A smaller number of 
witnesses were examined both in the Courts of Munsifs and all other Civil 

•Courts, the proportion dotainod over two days (6’4 and 11 '2 per cent, respect- 
ively) ai'e in each case worse than the corresponding figures of tho previous 
year. 

6. Crime: Criminal Justicf: Police . number of oognisablo ofFences 
reported increased from 17,303 daring 1896 to 33,734 during the year under 
report ; the increase was mostly iu burglary and theft eases and is attributed 
to the jircvailing high prices of food-graiiis: 14,933 persons wore sent up for 
trial, of whom 63’6 per cent, were convicted. 780 cases wore declared false, 
in 5*1 per cent, only of which were prosecutions instituted, and, in spite of tho 
remarks made in the Resolution of last year, little use was still made of the 
useful and salutary provisions of section 560 of the Criminal Procedure Code. 
Eiujuiry was refused by the police in only 6 pur cent, of tho cases reported, and 
•special c»ro appears to be taken to prevent any abuse of this power. 60 cases of 
murder occurred, iu only 8 of wluch convictions were socured. Other unsatisfac- 
tory fcatuh’s of the criminal administration >were an increase of cases of dacoity 
from 33 to 49, and of rioting cases from 408 to 64’3. It is satisfactory to note 
that in the 21-Pargaua8, 11 out of 15 oases of dacoity wore detected, in 8 of 
which convictions, covering 38 persons, Were eecureil. The most uoticeablo 
incrca.so in rioting was in Khulna, and is ascribed to the ocourrenoe of disputes 
regarding possession of tho harvest, which, was an excellent one. 

There was an increase of 1,076 in the number of non-cognisablo cases 
reported as compared with the preceding yooi‘, chiefly in the 24-Parganas and 
KJiulnu, whore, in the former district, prosecutions for municipal offences 
wore more frequent. Tho CommisBioner observes that in the districts 
other than Nadia aud Murshidabad, thmre is a tendeuoy to make too 
frequent use of tho pol'ce for enquiries in these cases, and the Magistrate 
of tho 31 -Pargauas remarks that processes aro often too freely issued, espe- 
cially in petty land disputes of a civil nature. The Lieutenaut-Governor 
agi-ees that botli points call for attention. 

There was an iucroase iu the number of cases tried by tho Courts 
of Session, but tho percontoge of conviction (69*1) was slightly less than 
in 1896. 'I’here .were altogether 400 Ilonovai’y Magistrates exercising 
powers in_ tho division: a new Bench was established at Titaghar, ami 
that at Diamond Harbour was abolished after tho close of tlio calendar 
year. It ^ is reported that Honorary Magistrates empowered to sit singly 

attend with fair regulwity, but the attendance of others is, with few 

exceptions, unsatisfactory. In Nadia and Jessore special action was taken to 
effect an improvement in this respect by warning and removing those who 

were most irregular. Tho Liouteuant-Qoremor is at present unaware how 

far thi.s laxity in attendan<io is due to tho Honorary Magistrates not having any 
fixed Court-room. 23,073 cases were disposed of by Htipendiary Magistrates 
and 60,804 witnesses oxamiiiod, while 15,613 witnesses wore examined in 
9,343 cases before Honorary Magistrates. The Lieutenent-Governor regrets 
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to observe the remarks made by the Commisaionor on the increase of the 
number of witnesses detained over two days, to which apecisl attention has 
properly boon drawn. The percentage of such detentions in Stipendiary 
Courtjj'^ rose • from 4*8 during 1896 to 6*3 and before Honorary Magistrutea 
frpc:i ”8'2 to 13*2. The results were worst in the caso of Stipendiary Magistrates 
ire Diamond Harbour (16’9 and Basirhat (18) in the 24-Pargana8; Kushtia 
(14*3) in Nadia and Jhenida (18*1) in Jcssore; while as regards Honorary 
Magistrates, the following instances wore especially unsatisfactory, the more 
so as the total number of witnesses examined was in several cases very small: 
Diamond Harbour (33*8), Basirhat il7*9t, Kushtia v45'7), lianaghat (25*1), 
Chuadanga (25), Jangipur (31*1). As was to bo expected, the percentage of 
police cases remanded six times and over rose similarly in all Courts from 4*3 
during 1890 to 6-1. The Lieutonnnt- Governor agrees that the figures show 
serious deterioration in the standard of criminal administration in the Division, 
which calls for the early attention of the Magistrates concerned. 

Rupees 1,37,505 wero imposed as criminal fines during the year, of which 
Rs. 1,17,319 were realised. The results show some improvement, but large 
balances wore still outstanding at the Aliporo and Sealdah Police Courts, and 
at the Sadar Courts in Khulna. 

Judged by the standard of the punishments awarded, the conduct of 
the police improved, punishments of all kinds having boeti far fewer, though 
tho numbers rewarded remained about the same. Bad reports are still 
given of tho standard of ability and honesty among tho piolico of Khulna, 
who were also the subject of unfavourable comment last year. Out of the 
total number of 16,692 rural police, 4,731 were punished, ^is compared with 
7,850 during 1896, and 752 rewarded. The measures taken in Mursitidabad 
to replace the chakran chaukidars by men enlisted under Act VI (It. C.) of 
1870 are still in progress, though the st^ is rej^orted not to be popular with 
tho holders of the lands themselves. jEftorts j^ro being made in all districts 
to improve the status of the force, both by the' enlistment of better caste njcn 
and the offer of higher and more regular pay; the dafadari system has been 
introduced throughout the 24-Parganas, though experience of its wmking has 
still to be gained ; and the large area of the dafadnri villages is mcntieneil as a 
drawback. Tho circles under dafadars in Mursbidabad have liocn to sonje extent 
re-grouped, and it is reported that a fairly satisfactory stamp of mhn can be 
obtained for the small monthly pay of Rs. 6. 

7. Land Revenve and cesses . — ^'fhe total amount realisable during the year 
on account of laud revenue, amounted to Rs. 53,01,604 or an increase of 
Rs. 20,734 over that of the previous year, shared alike by the arrear and 
current demand; the total collections, amounting to Rs. 51,09,732 wero there- 
fore in excess of those of the preceding year, although their proportion to the 
total demand remained the same, namely 96*3 per cent. The percentage of 
total collections on current demand, however, showed some improvement, 
being 99*6 in comparison, with 96*8 per cent, during 1896-97. The percentages 
of current collections to .current demand attained in tho estates of different 
classes in each district are Jpompared below with the prescribed standards : »

The results generally sho\V an improvement except in tho case of perma- 
nently-settled estates in the dist'rictsof Nadia and Khulna. 

- The poor collections in tcmj'jorarily-settled and Government estates formed 
tho subject of unfavourable comu-*ient last year, although tho failure of crops was 
advanced in explanation. As li)efore, Khulna still shows tho worst results in 
tho former cla.ss, and Murshidmbad in tho latter. The after-effects of tho 
famine, the damage done „ by .ttfe earthquake, and the lenient application of 
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the certificate procedure ore mentioned as explaining^ the deficient collections 
in the Division generally. In Murshidabad it is mentioned that the system of 
payment of talisildars by commission, whicli was introduced from the 1st April 
1897, has not worked altogether satisfactorily: attention is invited to this point. 
The remissions granted fell from Rs. 33,G74 during the preceding year to 
Kb. 6,713, those of grace being much less tliau in 1896-97, 

Special attention was called in the Resolution of last year to tho'**jjaatter 
of improvements in Government estates. More detail has oeon fm'nished lutho 
present report, though the information might liave been given in a clearer form. 
The available allotments for such expenditure consist of tho grant of 7-J per 
cent, on collections for management charges and miscellaneous improvements; 
I per cont. for education ; 1-| per cent, for commnnications and 2 per cent, on 
account of sanitary improvements, .or 12 per cent, on collections in all, with 
which has been amalgamated the former agricultuial Public Works grant. 
It should be clearly stated in future what tho allotment under these heads 
amounted to, tho expenditure incurred under each, and if the whole amount 
was not expended, tho explanation of the failure to do so. In the districts of 

' tho 24-Parganas and Khulna, it appears that a considerable proportion of tho 
abovo grants was not utilised. 

The total demand on account of Road and Public Works Cess for i.ho 
Division increased from Rs. 10,20,218 during the preceding year to 
Rs. 10,40,273, the largest increase being in .Tossoro, where a general revaluation 
of the district was effected. The total collections, however, amounted to 88* 1 1 
per cent, of tho total demand only as against 88*.39 per cent, during 1890-97, 
and no special explanation has been fumislied for this decrease. 

There was, again, an increase in the number of certificates filed during 
the year ^14,767^, although the number pending at the close of the year 
remained approximately the same (4,466). Tho number of undisposed of cases 
on 31st March 1898, increased considerably in tho 24-Parganas in comparison 
with tho corresponding figures for the previous year, though an improvement 
was effected in this respect in Murshidabad. 

8. and Trust ^«tofca.-^Exclu(ling the Ghancha Trust Estate in 
Jessore and a small portion of Miss Oourjon’s estates in tho 24-Parganas, 
there were four wards’ estates and one trust estate under the management of tho 

, Court. Tho percentage of total colleotion.s of i-ent and cesses to total demand 
amounted to 34*2 per cent., and of total collections to current demand 90*9 per 
cent. 'Ilhe important estate of Kasiinbazar was released during the year in a 
thoroughly solvent condition, and with a balance in cash and promissory notes 
of Rs. 2,13,233. The total rent demaTid had risen during tho 17 years of 
the Court’s management from Rs. 2,04,304 to Rs. 3,34,974, owing to new 
purchases of landed property and the settlement of pargnna Sarail. Tho total 
investments in landed property amounted to Rs. 4,53,523, and a sum of 
Rs. 1,59,434 was spent on improvements of the estate. Tho realisations 
during tho year in the BbaAvanipur Estate amounted to 111*2 per cent, of the 
current demand and 50*9 of tho total demand; both results show an improvement 
on the previous year, but the balance outstanding on 31st March 1898, is still 
large. The condition of the tenants who had suffered from sucoessivu failures 
of crops in previous years, improved, In tho Syedpur estate 97*2 per cent, 
of the current doma'.id and 62*7 per cent, of the total demand was realised. 
The results are worse than in tho preceding year, and the outstanding balance 
is heavy : failure to take proper stops in due time is ascribed as tho reason for 
deficient collections, but it appears from the report of the Board of Revenue on 
Ward’s estates that the greater portion of the balance could not be legally 
realised till after the close of the year. The affairs of the Sridharpur estate, 
which has not been long under the management of the Court, are still in 
some confusion, and although tho unrealised balance was large, the Commis- 
sioner regards the collection of 82*8 per cent, of tho current demand as not 
altogether unsatisfactory under the drcumstances. 

9. JExcm : Stamps: Income-Tax.— ‘Theta was a not decrease, shared in by all 
classes of excisoable articles, in the excise revenue during the year of Rs. 1,01,608, 
excluding a purely nominal increase under tho head of charas, but largest in the 
base of country spirits. The falling-off is attributed to the prevailing high 
prices. The state of things in Murshidabad appears to call for special attention ; 
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the revenue from country 8{)irits has been declinin'? year by year, and it is said 
that the introJuetion of the distillery system raised the price of liquor to 
such a lieight tlmt resort has been had to cheaper drinks, wliile smuggling has 
been encouraged. TJio Commissioner doubts the correctness of the Collector’s 
opinion that the distillery system lias failed, but the matter has not been 
discussed in detail and will be brought to the special notice of the Board of 
Uev(m«e. There was a considerable decrease both in the numbers of persons 
arje^ed and convicted for offences ag(un4 the excise laws. 

An increase in tl.’o consumption of salt in the latter half of the year was 
more than counterbalanced by a docreaso during the first six months, and the 
consumption which had last year fallen off by 20,318 maunds, declined during 
the year under report by 6,072 maund-?; less illicit salt was confiacated, and 
fo\v(;v fines imposed, though the number of cases instituted for offences against 
the law increased. 

There was an increase of Rs. 1,13,128 in the total stamp revenue for 
the year, duo chiefly to the payment of probate duty as well as to a larger 
number of loan transactions tiian usual, and also to the litigation in Khulna 
caused by the good harvest. The number of prosecutions for breaches of the 
law increased from 99 during tho preceding year to 1,033, due almost entirely 
to tho action taken in Calcutta, and if it is ti’ue, as stated, tliat people are 
growing moro and more conversant with tho law, tho above figures would not 
apjtoiir to sliow a corresponding decrc isa in tho desiro to observe it. Further 
explanation of the circumstances under which so many more cases were filed 
might usefully have been furnished. 

The gross demand of Rs. 25,71,58‘3, on account of income-tax, showed an 
increase of ‘4 percent pu tho results of the pi’eceliog year ; and 95*9 per coat, of 
tho filial demand was collected. 

10. Communications and Puhlia TVor/cs.— An extension of nine months wms 
grautv'd for the construction of the steam tramway from lianaghat to Krishna- 
gar, the delay in completing which is unfavourably comni'nited on by tho 
Couimissioncr. Throe important new drainage sluices were finislied in the 
Schedule 1) embankments in the Sl-l’arganas. All Govornmout buildings 
suffered more or loss severely from tho oai’thquako of I2rh Juno 1897. 
'J’ho usual repains to district roads wore executed by the difforout JBoards 
to the extent of their rospeclivo finanotiS, but tho Commissioner points out that 
more might still bo done in tho matter of arboriculture, a remark which is fully 
approved of by tho Lieutenant-Governor, in whoso opinion many District 
Boards could by a systematic treatment of their road-side lands in the courso 
of years considerably augment their available incarao. 

1 1. Education . — The total number of schools of all descriptions open in the 

Division was 5,476 or 438 loss than in tho preceding year, containing 201,177 
pupils, or a dccroase of 6,435 since 1 806-97. The decrease was chiefly in lower 
primary schools, and is atttributed to tho higher prices of food-grains. Both 
thu numbers of schools and of pupils r(;cciving socaodary education increased. 
Girls’ schools decreased by 41, and tho pupils attending them by 695. A total 
expenditure of Rs. 10,84,703 was incurred, or Rs. 10,216 moro than in tho 
previous year, tho increase being mostly mot by a larger grant from Provincial 
revenues. It was mentioned lust year that special stops had been taken for tho 
encouragement of Muhammadan education ; but no improvement has as yet 
been shown, owing possibly to the year having been unfavourable. The 
number of such pupils declined by 3,355, and they wore also loss successful at 
examinations. ‘ 

12. Dispensaries and hospifals.'—^ixiy-^VQ dispensaries and hospitals wore 
opened in tho Division as compared with four in the previous year, and the 
number of patients treated increased from 393,062 to 348,792. The manage- 
ment of somo of tho dispensaries in Nadia is reported to bo unsatisfactory. 
The total income of the dispensaries in the Division increased from Rs. I,06,6i6 
during the previous year to Rs. 1,43,933. Tho Government grants are shown 
to have increased by Rs. 22,338, which is duo to the inclusion of figures for 
iho South Suburban Hospital. Tho income from subscripti'ms and endow- 
ments rose by Rs. 5,532. 
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13. Local i^clf-Government Instituliona . — On the general working of the 
Diatriot and Local Boards, the Commissioner (Mr. Buckbnd) writes as 
follows : — 

“ There is a consensus of opinion that the District Boards do satisfiwtory work : their 
local knowledge is valuable and many of them have fair experience of official business. But 
hardly anyone has a good wonl to say for the Loc d Boards. They have little money at 
their disposal to spend, and it is not unnatural that the mombors take so little interest iu 
their uniinpojtant duties. Tlioy might well be abolished without any detriment to the'dis- 
triot administration.” ^ 

The number of municipalities remained unchanged, and greater regularity 
of attendance was observed by^ the Municipal Commissioners. Of their adminis- 
tration generally, the Comniisaioner obseiTCs: — 

“ There ie a want of a proper sense of proportion in municipal expenditure. Educa- 

tion is regarded as more import.aiit than a good water-supply, and sanitation is looketl on 
as an acoidoutal fad. A municipality seldom opposes indicated reforms on their merits ; on 
the other hand, it professes to accept them, and ifthein iUor is borne iu mind when tho budget 
is prepared, it will go so far os to make provision iu it for their execution, but unless con- 
tiuuous pressure is exerted, the matter ends there, and no praotical stents are taken to carry 
"out the desired improvements.... Tho best xosnlts iu (ho matter of municipal admini.stra- 
tion are found to bo attained when the Ohoinnau is a f^apahle olHuial, willing to take 

responsibility upon himself in ttio exeotitlon of mnnicip.al matters 

Tho backwardness in oollectiona is one of the worst featnres of municipal 

administration. The result is generally b^ and to every munioipalily, tho charges made year 
after year still apply. Want of sujiorvision and a general rolnctanoe to resort to coercive 
jnca8iire.s and ounsequent laxity in tho obsciiTancC of rules, are the ohief cause.s whiob retard 
the progress of collections.” 

14. Conduct (>/ Zaminrlan , — Mention is made in tho report of most of 
tho' I(?a(]ing mnindars of the Division, of .some few unfavourably, but of tlie 
majority as fair and considerate landlords. Complaint is made of tho couduct 
of the agent.s of some of tlxe absentee proprietors in the Bi-Parganas, Jessore, 
and Khulna. Tho condition of the tenants under tho uthandi system in Nadia 
is rof erred to as unsatisfactory, and in the Niagara and Naruil subdivisions of 
Jossore, rolation.s between the landlords and their tenants were strained. In 
the Khulna district, the larger /amindara arc reported to bo mostly non-rcsident 
and apathetic a.s to the interests of their tenantry, to whom very littlo assist- 
ance was rendered by them during tho renent famine, but tho Lieiitenaut- 

■ Governor is glad to observe the names of many gentlemen who are mentioned 
ns solicitous for the welfare of their raiyats and ever willing to assist tho 
authoritioB in the promotion of any works of jjublic utility. 

15. 'riio Lioutenant-Govemor would express his thanks to Mr. Buckland 
for his careful administration of the Division during the latter ])ortion of tlie 
year, and fur his intorcsting report, extracts from which are herewith published 
fur general information.

HI.— WEATHER AND CROPS. 

Jll. Tli© average rainfall in tlio Division was much greater than in either 
of the two preceding years, being 61*4 inches against 46*3 inches in 1896-97 and 
42 6 inches in 1895-96. Tlio largest rainfall (83*6 inches) was at Bagerhat, and 
the smallest at Lalgola in Murshidabad, whore it was little more than 39 inches. 
It was more sea.sonablo and equally distributed, according to agricultural require- 
mont.4, than in the two preceaing years, and the outturn of crops was accord 
ingly more plentiful. In the 24-.Porganas, tho average rainfall was 59*8 
inches against 55*7 in 1896-97. The heaviest rainfall was in July and October 
which did much to help the growth and development of tho paddy plants, and 
tho crop yielded an average or 16-ouna outturn. In Nadia, tho rainfall was 
58'6 inches, against 42-5 inches in the previous year, and the outturn of aus and 
aman crops was sufheient to enable the people to recover to a great extent from 
tho effects of tho famine. The rainfaQ recorded in Murshidabad was 61*1 
inches, or 11*1 inches more than in tho previous year. It was heaviest in August, 
being 14 inches. This resulted in a better outturn of almost all tho principal 
food-crops during tho year. In Jt'.ssore, 63*8 inches of rain fell during the 
year, against 46*2 inches in 1896-97. Tho rainfall was largest in Juno, July 
and August, and was goncraJj|t favourable to all the crops grown in the district. 
In Khulna, si.x now rain-if^tering stations were opened during the year. 
The average rainfall in thiUistxiot was considerably greater than cither of the 
two preceding years, being 75 inohes against 47*2 inches in 1896-07 and 53*1 
inches in 1895-96, and the outturn of otis and aman crops was such as to enable 
relief operations to be closed from October. 

Tho average outturn of aman, which is tho staple food in the Division, 
was 10 annas, against 0'9 annas in 1896-97 and 9*6 annas in 1895-96. Tho 
bhadoi or aus crop yielded an average outturn of 14*2 annas against 8*8 annas 
in 1896-97 and 10 unnas in 1895-96., Tho jute crop was 13*4 annas, against 12*6 
annas in 1896-97 and 12 9 annas in 1895-96, and tho rabi crops were l4i'6 annas, 
against 8'2 and 11*2 annas, respectively, in 1896-97 and 1895-96, Tjje other 
crops grown in the Division are of minor importance. Indigo is grown in 
Nadia and Murshidabad only. Tho average outturn of this crop was 10*5 annas, 
against 9*5 annas in 1890-97 and 11*6 -annas in 1895-96. The outturn of 
mulberry, which is grown in Mursliidabad only, was not satisfactory, being 
11 annas.

12. The following tablo compares the recorded mortality in the districts

Tho general health of the Division •was better than that of tlio two preced- 
ing yeav.s. The total number of deaths was 3,28, ObS, or 29'03 per inillo of 
population, against 269,108, or 34‘3 per luille in 1890, and 27-3,3 J;i, or 
3G-3 per millo in 1895. Tho number of dcaflis from fever was .L72, 287, from 
cholera 21,483 and from other causes 31,388, against 196,280, 41, 07vl, and 
31.204, I’cspoctively, in 1890. Tlio decrease in mortality is chiefly duo to tl^i 
absence of any disease in a widely epidemic, form. It is satisfactory to not(! 
that tho prevalence of scarcity and famine in parts of tho di.stricts of Nadia, 
Murshidabad, Jossoro and Khulna did not luatcrially affect tho general health 
of the people of those districts. 

In tho 24-Parganas, tho total number of (kiaths was 40,212, against 5-5, 88-3 
of tho preceding 3 ’oar, showing a deomiso of 9,070, or 17*3 per cent. Fever 
accounted for 34,957 deaths against 37,919 i.i 1896. As usual, tho subdivision 
of liarasat suffered tlio most, while the least number of deaths from fever 
occurred at Diamond Harbour. It prevailed most throughont tho district 
during the montlus of January, March, (.‘efobor, Novonibcr and Dticomber, 
The decrease in tho mortality from cholera is especially remarkable, being 3,974 
against 11,043 in 1890. Nowhere in tho district lid it prcv'ail with any gi'eat 
intensity. Tho subdivision of Basirhat and j>art of Jlarasat sutfered most. 
Small-pox accounted for 1.51 deaths against r»2 in tho previous year, ami 
bowel complaints 1,286 against 1,-540. The mortality from other causes was 
5,844 against 5,226 in 1890. Tho number of cfaSes vaccinated was 45,338 of 
which 45,119 wore successful. 

In- spite of tho famine, there was a decided improvement in the public 
health in Nadia» The total number of doailis was 4-3,919, against 59,453 in 
1890. 'J'ho mortality from fever has fallen from 41,803 to .31,525. Tho 
subdivision of Kushfia was most affeutud, while the number of doutlis was 
smallest in the subdivisions of Meherpur and Clniadanga. Fever was at its 
worst in tho mouths of March, April and November, In this district, also, tho 
decrease in the mortality from cholera is remarkable, the number of deaths 
registered being 3,570, against 10,726 in 1890. Urban areas suffered mucli 
more than the rui’al : tho number of deaths from cholera was highest in Api-il. 
From small pox there were 87 deaths against 12 in 1896, from bowcl-coinphunts 
244 against 150, from injuries 889 against 710, and from other causes 6,004 
against 6,052. 

Tho total number of deaths in Murshidabad was 35,606, against 40,939 in 
1 896, The general healthiness of tho year is ascribed to tho dryness of tho 
season and the absence of cholera in anything like an epidemic form. J'he 
number of deaths recorded from fever was 27,i;09 against* 30,441. As usual, 
it prevailed all over the district, and espccitvlly in tho low-lying and swampy 
portion to the oast of the river Bhagirathi. Clmlora accounted for 2,222 deaths 
as compared with 4,959 in tho previous your. Tho towns suffered more 
severely than the villages. Tho mortality from small-pox was 167, against 302 
in 1896, and from other causes, 6,708 against 5,237. 

I’he total number of deaths recorded in Jessore was 63,013, against 70,720 
in 1896, of which fever contributed 51,253 deaths, against 68,173 in tho 
previous year. As usual, tho disease was prevalent throughout the year in all 
the subdivisions of tho district. Tho subdivision that suffered most was 
Magura, and that suffered least was Jhenidali. Tho largest number of deaths 
occurred in November, December, January and March. The nuuibor of deaths 
from cholera was 6,967, against 8,199 in 1896. This disease prevailed in the 
months of February, March, April, May, November and December. Small- 

S ox accounted for 70 deaths, bowel-complaints 113, and other caujKS 5,610 
eaths. 

The total number of deaths registered in Khulna was 40,-308, against 
42,164 in 1896, of which fever contributed 27,043 deaths against 27,951 in 
1896, cholera 5,760 deaths against 6,746, and other causes 7,515 against 7,467. 

' V.— MXTBBIAL COftDITIOS OP THE PEOPLE. 

13. A succession of bad harvests daring the last three years rendered the 
material condition of the people in the Division at tho commencement of the 
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year far from satisfactory, Tho priro.s of food-grains ruled abnormally high, 
tmd it was not till tho harvests of aus and aman were rcvipod that thoro was a 
g»!ncral amelioration in the condition of tho people. In the 24-l’;trgiinas, tho 
labouring qlfissos tided over the difiieulty by finding sufliciont employment in 
tlio >iills, in I’ond works under tho District Board, and in tho excavation of 
tanks, etc., under tho Board and private individuals. Tho condition of the 
fandless middle clas-ses was as bad as in preceding years, perhaps worse as thoy 
wore alfectcd by tho ri.se in prices without enjoying any corresponding increase 
of income; tho result was that many of them lived prnctirally from hand to mouth. 
In Nadia, tho 3 'ear opened with depicted grain stocks, and the pinch of scar- 
city was felt throughout the .district, culminating in actual famine in tho 
Att/aiz/fw and the adjacent parts'of tho Sadar and.Mchcipur subdivisions. In 
tbo.se tracts relief operations were undertaken and were continued until 
September, Avben the reaping of a bumper aas crop rcplonislicd tho exhausted 
granaries. As stated in lust year’s report, there is no doubt that, owing to tho 
vtban ii system, anil their own improvident habits, a large proportion of the culti- 
vating class are always impoverished and in debt to their mahajans, but they 
have nevertheless surpiiscd many observers by their power of resistance during 
tho famine, and of recuperation on it.s termination. In Murshidabad, the 
distri'ss which began at tho end of the year 1890-97 in thanas Barua and 
Bharalpur, and gi-adually spread over the Sadar and Kairdi subdivisions, was 
over with tho reaping of the bumper crops, both autumn and winter, that 
followed tho favourable and seasonal rainfall of the year under report. The 
district, as a whole, has shown a marvellous return to prosperity, Tho 
industries of the district are, however, decaying, and tho people are becom- 
ing moro and more agricultural. Tho bulk of tbo population of Jessoro are 
agricul(uiist.s, and their welfare and prosperity depend upon tho character 
of tho outturn of the crop they grow. Owing to the failure of crops in 
1895-90 and 1 890-97, tho people had consumed all the food-stocks thoy had until 
they w ro forced to full back upon the seed-grains thoy had stored for tho 
purpose of sowing. When this resousee was exhausted, they began selling off their 
paltry valuables and oven their plough-cattle. Charitablo doles were distributed 
from tho District Fund and the Indian Famine Charitablo Relief Fund which 
saved the people from starvation. When the season for growing the aus crop came, 
they had no seed to sow, and a general clamour was raiseil for agricultural 
advances, whicli were made on a liberal scale. The people thus reaped a good 
aus harvest, which was succeeded by a good aman crop, and thus somewhat 
recovered their position. Tho material condition of the people of Khulna was 
to a great degree more satisfactory than in tho preceding year. At tho begin- 
ning of the year, the condition of the people in thanas Kaliganj, Assasuni, 
Magura and iSatkhira in the Satkhira subdivision and thana Paikgacha in 
the Sadar subdivision was bad, owing to the loss of the aman crop of 1896-97, 
and tho consequent scarcity and distress, which prevailed for some months, 
had to bo met by relief operations undertaken by Qovornment. Some pressure 
was also felt in parts of tho Bagorliat subdivision, and tho people in need were 
relieved by money supplied by the Indian Famine Charitable Relief Fund. 
As a rule, the iuhabitants of this district, who are mostly agricultural, are well- 
to-do and prosperous; but the pernicious system of gantidari and other under- 
tenures, which the zamiudars ai-e following, is gradually reducing the actual 
cultivators to a state of poverty, caused by subinfeudation, both by taking away 
whatever margin of prolit they have and uso by driving them, into expensive 
litigation. 

VI.-EMIO RATION AND lUMlORATlON. 

l-l. Tho number of emigrants registered in the district of the 24-Parganas 
during the year under report was 3,709, against 4,928 in the year preceding. Of 
these, 800 were for the Colonies and 2,903 for tbo labonr districts of Assam, 
Cachar and Sylhet., as against 813 and 4,115, respectively, in the year 1896-97, 
showing a largo decrease, which has not been explained by the Collector. It 
saems to me, however, that the increase in the year 1896-97 was abnormal, 
duo to the distress and tho high prices of food-grains that prevaili^d towards 
tho end pf that year. Of tho total number of persons who emigrated during 
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the year, only s<ix bf'longed to this district, and tho rest to other district'), A 
hu’f^o number of oiniyrants from other districts passed, ns usual, through tlie 
rest-houses at Naihati, in (he Bariisat subdivision, on their way to tho labour 
districts. During tlio year there were five sucli rest-houses, as in. the previous 
year, all of which were providod with sleeping accommodation and separate 
cooksheds. Tho river HoogJdy supplied the drinking-water, and nirangcincn+s 
wore made for the removal of tho night-soil by tho local Municipality. 'I’lm') 
were 74 cases of cholera in tho rest-houst's during tho year, of which only ojio 
proved fatal. 'I'lio patients wero treated in the cooly cholera Jiospital at 
Nailiati. Formerly this hospital used to bo kept open for only six months 
( January to Juno) of tho year, but in September 1897 Governnrent sanctioned 
its niainlei-.anco throughout tho year, and appointed tho Civil Hospital 
Assistant, in connection with emigration works, to have charge of it in addition 
to bis other duties. A compluint was received from the Superintendent 
Hooghly Imambarah Hospital, thot batches of cholera-stricken coolies wero 
sent from Naihati for treatment in that hospital; but that, to prevent a 
recurrence of this irregularity, the agents of all the rest-houses were strictly 
instructed to have all cholera cases treated locally. There wore three cases of 
stuall-pox in the rest-houses, but none ende«l fatally. 

As reported last year, up-country men -awHl D/iangars came to tho Barasat 
subdivision last year in largo numbers for employment in mills or iimuici- 
palities; and labourers from Midnapore and Cuttack visited the southern part 
of tho district during the cultivating season, I'eturning to their homes after 
the harvest. As regards tho other districts, there was no emigration or immi- 
gration properly so called. As usual, daring harvest time, the labourers left 
tho districts for the Sundarbans and other Eastern Bengal districts for work 
but they returned as soon as tlieir work was over. The number that left the 
district of Jessoro was larger in tho year under report than usual on account 
of the high prices of food gmiiis that prevailed there during the year. As 
regards immigration up-counlry coolies came to work on tho railway, and 
Kabulis visited the districts with wai-m clothing and dry fruits for safe. It 
is reported from Khulna that some 20 families have permanently settled 
themsqjves in thana Bagorhut, and that some immigration is going on in 
MorrelTganj thana from the district of Backergunge. 

VII.— PKICES OP POOD AND LaBOUB. 

1.5. In tho 24-Pargnnas, prices ruled very high at the beginning of the 
year when tho price of common rice wfts 9 to 1 1 seois a rupee. This was due 
to the poor outturn of the crons of the preceding two years. As the year pro- 
gressed, prices rose higher still; and on the 20th September 1897, common rice 
•was selling at 6| to 8| seers a rupee. Those high rates continued more or 
less until about tho end of October, after which, in consequence of the full 
harvest, prices fell gradually, and at the close of tho year common rice was 
selling at 13 to 13| seers a rupee. In Nadia there has been a fall, not only 
in the price of common rice, but also in that of wheat and other grains. The 
average price of common rice, wheat and gram in Murshidabad was consider- 
ably higher during the year than in either of tho two preceding years. This 
is due to tho failure of the winter rice and ra6$ crops of 1896-97 and tho 
crops of 1897-98 having been in the market for a few months of the year 
only. The pric3 of common rice in Jessoro ruled unusually high up to 
September, when a good iAatloi crop was harvested, and the price came down 
to 13 seers a rupee: since then it has remained almost stationary, and, although 
a good aman crop was reaped, the price has not fallen. It is, however 
expected to go do-wu farther, if there bo a good aus crop in the current year! 
In Khulna, the price of common rice was much lower in comparison with that 
in the corresponding period of the preceding year, but higher than in 1895-96 
being 13J seers a rupee against 10| seen in 1896-97, and 154 seers in 1895-96. 
Thi^ was duo to the scarcity prevalent last year. The price of grain has been 
gradually rising since 1895-96, probably on account of the scanty and un- 
timely rainfall. Salt sold somewhot cheaper at Bagerhat, where it is now 
imported from tho Kliuloa bonded warehouse, at a lower opst than before. 
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Tlio waives of labour, both superior and common, in tlio 24-Pargona3 
and .Jo-<si)iv, rtinaincd stationary. In Nadia, there was a slight iiicroaso in 
tliO wages of women and boys, chiefly owing to tho demand for labour caused 
by the earthtfuakc of tho 12th June 1897. In Murshidaltad, tho price of all 
classf^i of labour, except that of superior blacksmiths, rose considerably during 
the year ns compared with the two jiroceding years. This general increase 
is also chiolly duo to the high prices at widen all classes of labourers found 
rmployim'iit after the earthquake. Wiigo.s of labour fell olf considei'ably at 
Satkhira, in Khulna. At Bagerhat and tho Sadar, they remained about tho 
.same as in ])revi(uis years. During the pj’ovalenco of tho distress, the wages 
of labour were at farnine rates at Satkhira, and have not been able to ro-adjust 
theinsol7cs since. 


Vlll.— MANTTPACTrilES AND MI.NKS. 

10. The eliief articles of manuhicturo in this Division are cotton twdst 
ai\d yarn, gunny- bags and ch)th, paper, ice, shellac anti lac- dye, indigo, silk, 
sugar and molasses. Of these, cotton tw’ist and yarn, guuny-bags anil cloth, 
jtaper, ice, shellac and lac-dye w'ero iii;inufacturod onl}’' in the district of the 
24-Parganas, in which there were 50 factories at work. In 40 factories work 
was carried on by shifts and sots, and in »8 by midday stoppages, wliilo one 
lunl no fixed system of working, as nolitfod in last year’s report. 1 ho Indian 
(jl la>s \Vork.s at Sodepur were registered in August last, but, as the Company went 
into litpiidation in Dccomber, tho works have been closed and the factory 
removed from Iluj list, Tho Calcutta Klour Mills at Nai'ikeldangfi has also 
remained closed since the beginning of the year. Tho total number of 
operatives employed in tho 69 working factories during tho year under report 
was 80,ys3, against 67,085 in tho previous year. Tl>o increase in tho number 
of operatives was duo to tho addition of four now mills during tlie year. There 
was no material change in the rates of wages paid to the operatives employed 
in factories during tho year under report. 

As in the preceding year, there were only two paper mills *iji this 
Division, one at Titaghur and the other at Kankinara. 

The articles manufactured in those mills were Nos, 1 and 2 white priming, 
badami, superior badatni, cream-laid, cream-wove, yellow-wov(j, azure-laid, 
white cartridge, brown cartridge, superior full sized p.aper, assorted coloured 
jiriiiting and blotting papers. Tho raw materials used were grass, jute, 
rags, hemp rope, liorap, gunny and waste papers. There was a slight 
increase in the outturn of the oil mills and the flour mill at Moheshganj iu the 
district of Nadia. 

17. Indigo is largely manufactured in tho districts of Nadia, Jrurshidabad 
j and JesTOre. Tho following table shows tho state 

of this industry during tho year under report, ^s 
compared with the two preceding years : —

Sugcu* is still manufactured from, sugarcane and datO'juice by primitive 
native process in the subdivisions of..Ha8irhat and Bara%rt, in the district of 
the 24-Parganas; but, as the demand for machine-made sugar has steadily 
increased, sugar manufacture by native methods is not in a flourishing 
condition. In Nadia sugarcane is largely cultivated in the Kushtia and in 
part of the Chuadanga subdivisions. In tue funner subdivision the sugarcane- 
crushing mill factory worked throughout the year. Information regarding 
this mill has been refused by the Manager of the factory, but it is known that 
tho system followed is to distribute the machines to local agents, who let 
them out on hire at a rupee or so a day. 'I’he principal centres of the 
date sugar industry in this district are Santipur, Chakdaha, Kishouganj, 
Dowiutganj, Aluradanga and Mohosganj, but it is stated that no statistics 
aie available. There are three refined sugar manufactories under Jluropeau 
management in the district of Jossore. The brass foundry at Mohosganj, 
ill the district of Nadia, manufactured iron screws and other requisite for 
indigo factories. Brass and bell-metal utensils are manufactured in the 
24-Pargana8, Nadia, Murshidabad and Jessoro districts. These articles are 
generally sold in the local markets, as well as sent to Calcutta and other places. 
Cotton cloth also is manufactured in several places in the Division, but the 
demand, it is stated, is gradually falling off, as the manufacturers are unable 
to compete against European imports. Blankets are manufactured in several 

f jlaces in tho district of Murshidabad. Lodes and keys in imitation of Cliubb's 
ocks and of really good quality are made at Natagarh in the Bura.<at sub- 
division of the 24-Parganas and at Jungipur in Murshidabad. The other and 
minor manufactures of this Division are tobacco, mats, cutlery, boats, cart- 
wheels, ivory works, shell bracelets, pottery, ploughs and other ordinury wood 
work. 'I'hore are no mines in any of the districts of this Division, 
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IX.-TBADE AND COMMBEOE.

18. In oonipi’linf' the statistic of hade iu this Division, the instructions 
contained in tlic Government Circular No. 103, dated tlie 23nd July 1897, 
have boon strictly observed. In this Division the traflSc is not only carried 
by rail, Jjut also by the Nadia rivers and the Calcutta canals. The District 
yificcrs have submitted separate statements, showing the import and export 
traffic of their districts earned by the different means mentioned above. These 
* statements are submitted as appendices to this report, as also two other state- 
ments, showing the export and import traffic of the several districts of this 
Division with Calcutta, carried by rail, road, river and canal, as directed in 
the circular quoted. Ah amiilgauiatcd statement, exclusive of the local traffic, 
has been compiled in this office, showing the “up” and “down” traffic of this 
Division from the above appendices, and is given below

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19. There was a decrease in the import of rice, paddy, gunny-bags, linseed, 
tobacco (unmanufacturcdb indigo, cotton pieoo-goods, European, and cotton 
twist, European, while thero was an increase in the impoi-t of all the other 
articles. As regards exports, there was an increase under the heads of rice, 
paddy, jute (raw ), gunny bags, inustard-sccd, tea (Indian), cotton (raw), silk (raw), 
tobacco (manufactured and unmanufactured), cotton piece-goods, Indian, and 
kerosine oil, wliilo there was a decrease under all the other lieads No expla- 
nations have been given of those fluctuations. ' 

The (Collector of the 2‘l-PMgana8 states that the jute trade is profitable 
to the dealers as well as to the cultivators of his distiiet, and that its cultiva- 
tion is extensivo, that the produce of the Diamond Harbour and Basirhat 
subdivisions is exported to Calcutta, and that of tho Barasat subdivision is 
partly consumed in the local mills. Gunny bags are largely manufactured 
in the mills in the district and in tho suburbs of Calcutta. Tho number of 
gunny-bags exported to Calcutta from this district during tho year was 
63,97,269 against 64,86,869 of the year preceding, and those imported from 
Calcutta were 203,217 against 245,080 of tho previous year. In this district 
molasses produced from sugarcane aro partly consumea locally and partly 
exported. The manufacture and sale of sugar and molasses form an import- 
ant trado of this district. Tobacco is also cultivated more or less throughout 
this district, but the greater part of the outturn is consumed locally. The 
Collector of tho 24-Pargana8 states that, besides the staples mentioned in 
the statements proscribed by Government, there are other articles, some of 
them important, in whiclt traffic is carried on between his district and Calcutta 
along tho undormentioned main routes, viz., (1) Kamardanga, ^2) Bohala, 
(3) Kowrapookur khal, (4) Kowrapookur road, (5) Qorlah, (6) Bonhugli, 
(7) M<»ti Jhocl, (8j Jingerpole, (9) Matinbrooz ghat, (10) Matiabrooz and 
(11) Niinak mehal. Of those the principal articles aro (1) lime and lime- 
stone, (2) fresh fruits other than cocoanuts and betolnuts, (3) iron, (4) fire-woed, 
(5) bricks and tiles, (6) hides, and (7) spirits. The following table shows the 
exports and imports of the.se articles as registered along the above-mentioned 
eleven main routes during the past two years: —

20. In Nadia the quantities of rice and paddy imported far exceeded 
the quantities exported. On the ottier ban<l, thero was a large excess of 
exports over imports under the heads of “ Gram and Pulses,” “ Other Food- 
grains,” “ Linseed,” “ Jute,” “ Sugar, unreiined ” and “ Indigo.” It is stated that 
the largo imports of rioo and paddy wore duo to the famine. In tiiis district 
Rs. 33,99,272 worth of Eurojwan piece-goods wore imported against 
Rs. 36.77,438 worth in tho year preceding and 9,463 mruind.s of “Cotton 
twist, European” against 22,129 mauuds. Tlie decrease under both the heads 
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is atlnbuted to the famine. The exports of indigo from this district fell to 
4,118 mannds from 5,853 maundg in the preceding year. It is stated that 
the production of this valuable commodity is steadily declining in the district. 

The Collector of Murshidabad states that the river traffic of his district 
was confined,^ as a rule, to a few months of the year during itho rainy season. 
'J'he figures given by him do not include the large exports of rice and rdbi 
crops which are annually carried on by carts, and the exports this year from 
thf Rarh to ^ other districts were far at>oro the average, owing to the good 
harvest of the year under renort. In this district the increase in the export 
of paddy, rioo and jute is said to be due to the good harvest of the year, 
while the decrease in the export of wheat, gram and linseed during the year 
is attributed to the bad harvest of 1896 97. 

^ The Collector of Jessore states that the bulk of the trade in his district is 
earned on in country boats ; that the figures of import and export furnished by 
the bubdivisional Officers of Narail, Magura and Jhenida aro founded upon no 
reliable ba^is, there being no registration of traffic in those places, and that they 
have, therefore, not been reproduced in his report. In this district the channel 
Muchikhali connecting the Modhumati and Navaganga is silted up for more 
ihiin six months ot the year to the great injury of trade It is recommended 
that it may be opened by Government in the interests of the people and a toll 
imposed on tho-so benefited: the project is under consideration. 

Pho Collector of ^ Khulna states that a .good deal of import and 
export traffic of his district is carried on by river with Backergungo and other 
eastern districts, but no statistics are procurable for want of registering 
stations. It is also stated that fish, bctelnuts, and molasses are quite as 
important articles of export traffic of his district as the 24 staples proscribed 
by Government.

There was a diange in tlio total number of estates in all the districts. 
In Nadia the number increased by nine, in Murshidabad by one, in Jessore by 
eight, and in Khulna by seven, while in the 24- Parganaa there was adecrease of 
six estates, the net result in the Division being an increase of nineteen estates. 
'Transfers from one class to another took place in every district in con- 
sequence of the sale of permanently-settled estates for arrears of revenue 
and their purchase by Government for want of bidders, as also on account of 
sales of petty Government estates to private individuals with revenue fixed in 
perpetuity. The increase iu Naditi and Jessore is chiefly due to the formation 
of now estates by partition of a parent estate in each district. In the case 
of Na<lia it is also due to the transfer of two estates from the district of 
Jessore. The increase of one estate in Mursliidabad is due to the fact that 
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while two estates were tran.sferred to the disi.rict from Burdwaii, one was trans- 
ferred from it to Birbluuu. 'I’he increase in Khulna is cauaod by the trajisfer 
of seven estates fro\n tho 24-l’argana8. This caused a coiTCsponding decreascj 
in tho last-named district, where tlie removal of one estate from tho tauijl-roll 
and formation of two new estates, one by partition and one by settlement of a 
Sundarban grant, contributed to the net decrease of six estates. Tho following 
table shows tho demand, collections, remissions, and balances of litflid revenue 
during the past two years 1890-97 and 1897-98: — 
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Although the percentage of collections on demand was tho same in the 
two years, viz., 9G‘8, there Avas an increa.se in the demands, cellectioms and 
balanco.s of the year under review. Tho ieinis.sion8, however, fell from 
R.S 23,674 to lls 6,712. The percentage of collections in each class is ex-

Except in tho case of class I estates where there was a slight fitll, the 
poroentago of collections of arroar demand improved in the other two classes 
(M and HI), though it was below the prescribed standard of cent per cent. 
T’he residts in Jessore and Khulna, where tho percentage was above 95, may 
bo accepted as fair. In tho 24-Pargana9 it improved greatly, being 79-27 
against 67*8 of the previous year. The collections were not satisfactory in 
Nadia or in Murshidabad. The current collections fell off slightly in per- 
manently-settled c.states, but improved in the case of estates temporarily settled 
or under direct management. 'J'ho percentage of total collections, i.e., both 
arrearand current, is as follows:— 
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48. The stutomont below hHows tho collections in estates under direct 
inanuffemeiit in each di.strict of the Division : — 
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"^riie number of estates under direct nianagcment was 252, against 2-56 in 
the preceding year. There was no change in Calcutta, the 24-l*argana8, 
Jessore, or in Khulna. In Nadia the nunaber increased from 29 to 32, and in 
Murshidabad it decreased from 79 to 72. The increase in Nadia is duo to 
tlio jjurchase of a iiermanently-sottlod estate on behalf of Government and to 
the transfer of two tcmporarily-scttled estates to tliis class. Tho decrease 
in Murshidabad Ls ascribed to tho fact that, while throe e.statcs wore brought in 
for Government at a sale for arrears of revenue, and another e.state was made 
khas, its farming lease having been cancelled, ton Government estates were sold 
with the revenue fixed in pei'pctuity and one Government estate was transfer- 
red to Ifirbhum. The result of the year, so far as the divisional totals arc 
concerned, was a decided improvement over that of tho preceding year, there 
being an appreciable increase under all the heads except in tho number of 
estates. In every district except Nadia there was a decroa.so in tho demand. 
The increase in Nadia is due chiefly to better prices realised from thatching- 
grass nmhals in some Government estates in the Moherpur subdivi-sion. The 
decrease in Calcutta is duo to the redemption of land-tax. In the 24-1’arganas 
it is owing to the temporary abolition of tho daily foes realized from tho 
sellers of vegetable and fish in the Government estate Ovphanganj , market. 
Thi.s abolition of fees was necessitated by the opening of a rival market by 
the Bliukoilas Raj estate, which has been made free with a view to attracting 
vendors from the Government market. Tho decrease in Murshidabad was the 
rc.sult of the sale of 11 Government estates and their transfer to (‘la.ss 1. Tho 
fluctuations in Jossoro and IChulna are too insignificant to call for notice. Tho 
percentage of current collections on current demand in Calcutta was, as in the 
previous year, nearly up to tho prescribed standard, viz., 99‘88. Compared 
with tiic preceding year, it improved in all^ the other districts, Mursluaabad 
showing tho poorest results, the percentage being .5T03. Tho aivear collections 
improved decidedly in all the districts except Cmcutta, where there was a falling 
off. In no district, however, was the prescribed standard of cent, per cent, 
attained, tho state of bad collections being attributed chiefly to failure of crops 
in the preceding years’ famine, earthquake, and to lenient working of the 
Certificate Act.

Compared with the preceding year, there was a great decrease in the 
remissions, due to deeveaso in tho 2 t-Pargaua8 and Murshidabad. The nominal

remissions represent the rent of certain vacant godowns in the Orplianganj 
market, the rent of unoccupied lands in some Government estates, and the 
tictitious demand shown in the accounts of a Government estate in Nadia. 
The remissions of grace wore granted to tenants owing to their poverty on 
account of failure of crops in preceding years. The remissions of right were 
granted on account of redemption of Government revenue and dlhivion aud 
abatement of rent of land taken up for a hoarding-houso attached to the 
Calcutta MadraSvsa. Except in Murshidabad there has been no material change * 
during the year cither in the agency or in the modo of management of estates 
under direct management. In Murshidabad the system of paying talisildar,s 
by coinmi.ssion has been in force since the 1st of April 1897. I’ho system is 
reported to have made the staff weak in consequence of the abolition of the 
hdlsdrdhs, who wore mainly employed on collection work.

The sum of Rsj 68,103 was allotted for the management of, and miscel- 
laneous and sanitary improvements in, the Government estates in the district of 
the 24-Ptirg;anas, of which the amount of Rs. 43,321 was spent during the year. 
This sum includes the allotment of Rs, 47,035 made for the Orphaiigani 
market during the year. The amount sanctioned for miscellaneous, sanitary 
and agricultural improvements amounted to Rs. 36,391, of which Rs. 12 442 
were actually disbursed during the year. The balance of Rs. 23,949 could 
not be spent during the year, as some works of improvement in the Orphan "-anj 
market could not bo completed withm that period. The expenditure on works of 
miscellaneous improvement amounted to Rs. 10,61 9. Of this, Rs. 6,605 wore 
spent in the Orphanganj market on the repaimof godowns, sheds, and drains, etc. 
.The balance was expended in repairing some village roads and tahsil cutchor- 
ries in Government estates. The total amount spent on works of sanitary 
improvement was Rs. 1,823. Of this, the amount spent in excavating and 
re-excavating tanks in Government estates where there was scarcity of water 
was Rs. l,6t)8. Uhe balance of Rs. 165 was spent in levelling tlio site of a 
tank which was filled up sometime ago. A sum of Rs. 2,003 was spent in 
repairing embankinents and sluices in some Qovernmout estates to protect them 
fi-om the ingress of salt-water. 
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In Ntidia, <t. sum of Us. 252 was sanctioned for miscellaneous and sanitary 
improvements, of which Us. ICO only were spent as follows: —

The allotment made for sanitary improvements in Government estates in 
Jes.sorc was Us. 1,630, of which the amount actually spent for excavation and 
re-cxcavation of tanks at Magura and Chur Panchuria was Us. 1,609. Tho 
balance (Rs. 21) lapsed to Government. In Khulna, a .sum of It.s. 9,808 was 
satictioncd during tho year for miscellaneous agricultural and sanitary iinprovo- 
monlsin Government estates. Of this, tho amount of Rs. 2,835-12-3 was expended 
in the district. Of the balance, Rs. 1,686 were transferred to Jossore and Ks. 1,24 1 
to the 24-Parganas, the amount lapsing to Government being Es. 4,046-3-9. 
Of tho amount of Rs. 2,8-^5-12-3j,8pent in the district, Rs. 1,252 were expended 
on works of miscellaneous improvements, and Rs. 1,583 on works of agri- 
cultural improvements. No now staple was introduced during the year under 
report, and no now agricultural implements were brought into u,se or improve- 
ments made in agricultural machinery. In tho 24-Parganas the amount 
spent in tho maintenance of 78 schools in Government estates was lls. 3,543. 
In Nadia, seven schools were maintained by Government in the khas mahals 
at a cost of Rs. 388. In Murshidabad five primary schools with 163 pupils 
and 1 girls’ school with 19 pupils were maintained in the Government c-states 
at a cost of Rs. 245 and Rs. 48 remectively. In Jessoro no grant towards 
education in khas mahals is given by Government. Tlio estates are not largo 
enough to justify it, being as a rale scattered plots within villages in which 
there are already schools or patshalas supported by tho District Hoard. In 
Khulna there were 28 schools in the Government estates, against 25 in tho pre- 
vious year. The number of boys on tho roll on the 31st March 1898 was 798, 
against 729 at the close of the previous year. Except in certain estates in tho 
24-Parganas, the condition of tho raiyats in tho khas mahals of this Division 
was generally bad during tho first half of the year, owing to failure of crops 
in preceding years; but they materially improved during the latter half of the 
year with tlio harvesting of the aman crop. The accounts and registers t»f the 
soveral Government estates in this Division were duly inspected by tho in- 
specting ofticers. No material irregularities or discrepancies were brought to 
notice. No complaints were received against any of tho tahsildai's or their 
SCI viints. Out of 1 ,292 estates or shares of estates with land revenue amounting 
to Rs. 8,62,400 which became liable to sale, only 97, or 7*5 per cent., were 
actually sold, against 8'2 per cent., of the preceding year and 10*4 per cent, 
uf the year 1895-96, The sale law was worked with leniency in all tho di.strict8 
of the Division, and defaulting proprietors were allowc'd every facility for 
paying their arrears. No mercy was, however, shown to habitual defaulters, 
and the estate or shares owned by such men which fell into arrears wore sold 
on the dates fixed for their sale. 
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51. The following statoincnt shows the scttlonieiits olfccted during the 
year 1897-98: — 
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There wore coucliidod during tho year IS original settlcinonts, 21 rosettUi- 
luents and 20 sinniutuy sottkincnts, making in all oO. Tlio not incroaso ot 
revenue obtained by i’(!sottlon\t'ut.s and suinniary soittloinonts was Us 1 1,787. 
against Us. 9,558 in tluj [(rovious year. Tho inorcuse is cluolly duo to tho 
roso^ttlcinents in tho Suudarbatis having I'osultod in an increase of rovonuo of 
‘Us. 12,957, against Us. 8,488 in tho previous year. Of tho 18 oriLunti,! st>tti((- 
inonts, 8 woro in Nadia, 1 in .lessore, and the rest in the Sundarbans; the 
revenue obtained by those sotth‘>ncnts amounting to Us. 10,94*’. The redations 
botwetni landlords and tenants avci’o goneially .satisfactory, although there wore 
complaints in almost a'l the di.stiicfs of tho Division of tlio oppressioji of tenants 
by certain rotit-roc(!iv<‘rs, and this in some eases resulted in riots. 

52. Tljo following table .shows the amount of landlords’ fees received and 
paid during the year under tlie Tiuiancy Act: — 
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The reluctaneo of landlords to accept those fees still continues. Out of 
a total sum «)f Us. 8,(551 received during the year, only tho insignilioant, 
.imount of h’a. 867 was actually accepted by the landlords. Tho balaneo in 
each case i.s small, and as in eaeh ease of withdrawal a petition to the Coilcotor 
is necessary, landlords or their agents, it is said, do not care to take tho 
necessary trouble to withdraw tho amounts deposited in the treasury to their 
credit. This may bo true to some extent; but 1 think tho true explanation of 
the large balances that are annually left undrawn by hnullords is itio old nn^ou 
that they do not want to take tho fees, as Ihcir taking thorn might uinouut to a 
recogtrition of the tran.sfer of tenants’ rights for wiiicli they are levied. Tln^ 
orders of Govorn\nent regarding tho salo of pi tty Government estates, the 
management of which is diflicnlt or impracticable, were cariied out during the 
year a.s far as feasible. Although on the recommendation of my predcoi.’-sor the 
terms originally tixed by Governnieut for tho sale of thoso estates were con- 
siderably relaxed, the results everywhere have been more or h sa disappointing, 
and several estates still remain unsold. It is said that thoiieople are m't vvilling 
to purchase Government estates in which rccords-of-rights have been made, as 
they leave no margin for cnhanceniont of the raiyats’ rents, and give an 
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insufficient jctnrn fnr the purehoso-inoney, which can bo more prolitably 
invostod otlierwise. However dcsirablo it may be to ffet rid of those estates, it 
would, 1 til ink, bo unwise to sell them without preparin" records-of-rij^hts.

There has been an increase in the demand of cesses iu all the . di-striots, 
excc'pt the 24-Parganas and Nadia, which show a decrease. The increase is 
largest in Jessore, being due to the general revaluation of the district. In 
iMuvshidabad und Khulna, the incrca!>o is due to revaluation and rc-assessinent 
of ci'i'tain c.statcs and tenures. The decrease in the 21-Parganus has not been 
e.xplaii.ed, and that in Nadia is uoininal. The collections, both arrear and 
current, fell off in the 24-Parguna3 and Nadia, while they improved in Jessoro. 
In Jlurshidaliad the collections of current demand improved, while those of 
the arrears decreased, and in Khulna the collections of ar/cars improved, while 
tho.se of the current demand diminished. The total collections, however, both 
current and arrear, are worse than in the preceding year, being 88 11 per cent, 
of tlio total demand against 88’39. General revaluation is in progres-s in the 
2-l-PaTganas, and has been complotcd in Jessoro. Partial revaluations were in 
progress in Murshidabad and Khulna.

7<^). In the 24-Pargana8 there were 97| miles of the KastefO 

Hcngal State Railway, and 32 miles of the Bengal Central Railway, open for 
traffic during the year. The District Board’s proposal to construct a steam tram- 
way from Bamsat to Basirhat was n«>t sanctioned by the Government of Bengal 
on the ground that a concession had been already granted by the Governnichtof 
India to Me.ssis. Barry and Oonipany 'for {i period of 12 months to survey and 
cHtimato for a light feeder railway from Chandipur station, on tho Bengal 
Cl ntral Railway, to Taki, vi& B.isirhat. Tho project is now under their 
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consideration. As regrarda the construction of the steam tramway from 
Itanagliat to Krishnagar, Oovfrnmont have grunted a fnrtlior extension of nine 
raontlis’ time, ».e., up to the IGtliof March 180!>, for the completion and c<iuipini'nt 
f)f the tramway. It is to bo hoped that these works will soon be completed: tlie 
delays, both in the correspondence and in the execution of the project, are the 
subject of much unfavourable comment, which J do not care to repeat. The 
Azimganj'Nalhati Branch of the East Indian hailway is the only line that runs 
through Mursludabad. A survey is now being luade for the construction of a ^ 
railway between Dqpr Shibnagar in this district and Chuadanga, in Nadia. 
No now railways were constiuctod in Jessorc or Khulna. A survey fur a lino 
from Ivissenganj to Magura, tna Kotechandpur, was completed during the year: 
notliing furtlier has been heard of the project.

were spetit in maintaining 21C^- miles of scluulule D embankments, against 
Ks. in the previous year. There are 08 irrigation and drainage sluices, 

of which 48 are maintained by Government, 4 by the Calcutta Corporation, ami 
10 at the cost of the zamindars concerned. Two retired lines of embaidcments, 
2,240 feet and 1,090 feet iu length, were consliucted at Sreonagar ami 
Ibiynagar at a cost of Rs. 4,483. d'ho construction of three drainage sluici:s at 
Satpukiir, Kulpi and Bindul was completed during the year at a cost of 
Rs. 00,820, Ks. 32,917 and Rs. 10,420 respectively. Fourteen cuts were allowed 
iu enibiiukments for drainage aiul nine for irrigiifion. Besides th.cse, five cuts 
\Voro made surreptitiously. Jn Murshidabud, the Bhagirathi embankment wa-« 
maintained in proper order, and, when the river rose during the rains, protective 
spurs wore constructed with a vhsw to preserving its channel. Tiio rctirnl lim; 
of eiiibaukmont at Bhagwangola, referred to iti tlie last year’s report, is still 
under constvuctioti. In .lossoro, the excavation of the Bhawanipur khal lias 
been conudeted. Embankments were constructed in the Satkhira subdivision 
of the district of Kliuhui at a cost of Us. 82,24u by private individuals for the 
protection of their lands from tlie inundation of salt-water. 

77. liinl'/iif/s . — No buildings of any importance were constiucted during 
tlui year in Nadia or Mursbidabiul. Jn the latter district all the Govitriimcnt 
buildings sullered more or less severely by ihe earthquake of the 12tli June 
1897, but till? damage then caused is in course of repair. In Jessoro, a new 
residence* has been built for the Subdivisioiial Officer of Magura, tlio old 
re.sidenco being converted to a double Munsili. The District Board of Khulna 
roiistructed the dispensary buildings at Kaliganj and Tala at a cost of Ks. 945 
and Ks. I,li80 respectively, and the District Ihiurd of the 24-Parganas the 
(Jispen.'ary building at Budgo-Budgo at a cost of Ks. 1,478. 

7<'S, • Huiufation, water-au/i^i// and minceUaiiciiis pubhc improvements , — '^riie 
District Boanl of the 24-l*argaua.s expended Rs. 0,093, against Ks. 7,901 in the 
preceding year, on water-supply. Of this sum, Us. 6,653 were spent in the 
excavation or re-excavatitm of tanks at Raranagar, Barasat, Bashdebpur, Ainarkuti, 
Kaghudebpur, Basan and Muragaoha, and Ks. 49 in sinking a well at Kulsoom, 
’I’he.-tum of Us. 2,750 was spent in making sanitary arrangements for the Saugor 
a'.id llurwa meins. Also Ks 4,820 were providoil by the District Board of Nadia 
for water-supply, but, owing to the employment of tlio Hoard's staff on faniim? 
relief during the season for digging wolU, Ks. 181 only were actually .spent 
on a well of six f' C*; diameter. The construction of a largo number of wells 
has, however, been taken in hand auring the current year. An expenditure of 
Ks. 5,098 was incuiTod iu Mursludabad iu improving the water-supply and of 
Ks. 000 ill maintaining and improving drainage channels In Jessorc, 
U.S. 2,991 were .spent iu sinking or repairing 1-18 wells. The District Hoanl 
of Khulna spont Rs 5,79'-^ in excavating or le-oxcavating five tanks and several 
wells. Folly tanks were oxcavuTcd in the Satkhira subdivision at a cost of 
Ks. 34,107 as relief works during the late famine.

79. Ronds . — Provincial roads to tho length of 8.}^ miles were mnintained by 
the District Board of tho 2 l-Pargaaas, at a cost of Ks 01,114. I'ho average ex- 
penditure per mile was Rs. 751, against Ks. ti92 iu tho previous year. I’he con- 
dition of those roads is said to bo satisfactory. Tho maintenance of 150 miles 
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of district roads, motallrd and bridged, cost tho Board lls, 53,156, or Us. 354 
por against |{s. 375 in tho previous year. These roads are generally in 
fair order. A sum of Us. 9,477 was .spent in maintaining 26()J miles of district 
ninnet.allcd and bridged roads, and 47 miles of unnietallcd roads with temporary 
biiilges, showing an average expenditure of Us. 37 per mile against Us. 34 in 
the preYiou.s year. There were also 997| miles of village roads niaintained at 
a cost of Us. 14,502. 'I'he unmil;dled and village roads are said to be in 
passable order. Tlie District Board spent Us, 5,207 on original works against 
Us. 8,(358 in 1896-97. In Nadia, the Board’s expenditure pn ori.;inal works was 
Us. 1 l,08t) against Us. 13,481 in tho previous year. Tho oxpeudituro iucui-red 
in the maintemmee of tho diffoient classes of district roads was Us. 43,752 
agaimst Us. 30,829, and of village roads Us. 4,695 against Us. 685, in the 
previous year. Owing to the funds at the disposal of the Jioard being limited, 
tlio expenditure was not .sullicient to maintain the existing linos of communi- 
eation in a proper state of ctliciency, and a representation, based on the history 
of tho roads in the district, has boon made to Government asking for help from 
Provincial revenues. There were altogether 1,(595.^ miles of roads in tho 
district of Mur.sliidabad. ’Pho expenditure incurred in the maintenance of 24 
miles of metalled and bridged r^ ads was Us. 9;5G0; that on 169} miles of 
unmetalh'd and biidged road.s w'as Rs. 8,685; on 350 miles of unmeTalled 
roads, with temporary bridges. Us. 15,849, and on 398 miles of village roads 
Us. 4,055. A .slim of Us. 2,605 was spent on original \vork.s. In Jes'-oro, 41 
miles of Previneial roads ■W'cro tnaiutained at a ci>st of Us. 18,011, exclusive 
of establishment charges, which amounted to Us. 2,750. The sum of Us. 29,258 
was .spent in tho maintenan<‘.o and repairs of 109 miles of dislriet metalhul and 
bridged ioad.s, Rs. 1,234 on 310 miles of unmetulled but bridged roads, Us. 828 
on 57 miles of unmotallcd roads with temporary bridges, and Us. 5,101 on 260 
miles of village roads. An expondituro of Us. 5,793 was incurred in motiilling 
roads and of Us. 4,200 in the construction of culverts. Tho district of Khulna is 
intersoeted by numerous rivers and khaks, and communication is principally 
(arried on by water. The adininisiration of the district could bo more 
effectively conducted if tho District OlHccr bad a good hteani-launeli at his 
disposal: a roiu’C'entation was made to Goverument'hut negatived. There were 
109} miles of district roads and 5()'i miles of village roads in tho year umh.r 
report. 4'he di.stri(:t roavls were repaired at a cost of Us. 26,441, and tile village 
roads of Us. 9,152. The sun? of Bs. 2,227 wa.s spent in biidging, and Us. 3,184 in 
constructing roads. There are tow-paths in tin? district under the manage- 
ment of the i’ubbc Works Dep.aitinent. Their condition is reported to he 
unsatisfactory, I have brouglit tho matter to the notice of tho Superintending 
Engineer, South-Western Circle. 

80. Arburicvliurc. — In tho 24-Pi>rganas, 135 new mahogany trees were 
planted along the dill’? rent rotids during tlie year, and the exisling trees were 
iiiaintained at ii co.st of Us. 838, against Us. 90'.) in the previous year. There 
woio dlxiut 16,0.31 trees aW.u.g Provincial and district roads, 1’hc District 
Pjoai d of Ntidia spi nt Us. oOl on arb?niculluro against Us. 590 in 1896-07. In 
^luisliidaljad, Us. 145 and in Khulna U.s. 275 were spent in planting tre.'is on 
iiiad.siih.s, 8(34 tri'es were planted alvng the Provincial and district roads in 
•Ji ssoic, at a cost of Us. 6.39, including the maintenance charge of existing trees. 
I do not think that eno'urii is done in this respect, and I shall lo,se no oppor- 
liriiiy of pre.ssing arboiii'iiltiu’c ujioii tho attention of the Cliairmon of the 
District Boaids. 

-Si. Comnimicalion h>j wabr.— In tho 24-Porgana3, the Circular Canals (10 
miles in hmgth) and Tolly'.s Nala, including Kawrapukur khal (37 miles), were 
mainlaiiicil at a cost of Us. 39,748, against Us. 34,193 in 1896-97, while tho 
gross rcviiine from toll.s on these two canal i w'a.s Us. 4,08,017, against 
Us. 4,25,115 in the preceding year. Tho work of canalizing tho Bhangoro 
khal was i-mupktcd during tho year: 2,497 steamers passed through the Sundar- 
buns chanmd against 1,33(3 in tho previous yi'ar, yielding a gross roVenuo of 
I’l?. 1.2,485 in (oils, against Us. 6,680 in 1896-97. In Mnrshidabad, a ferry 
St? amor, belonging to Jlcssrs, Iloavo, Miller and Company, plied twice daily 
fur a few montlis ijcivvecii Azimganj and Berhampore. A steamer of tho East 
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Indian llailwpy Company plied for fl6in0 p<'nth.s thrice a wpok between Azim- 
jjanj and Dhulmn, and another afmhaer of Mcs-srs. Hoare, Miller and Company 
plied between Calcutta and Jangipur a part of the year. The steamer 

service froip Biwisal td^K^^ wliile that between Kapilmani and 

Jhinkergacha •wfts't^oisBd at the lait««f'w^ of tlio year. Another steamer from 
Oaloutta to Naraingahj passes by - jtf owellginj by the outer route in the

'I'he asrerago attendance of 
membors at each meeting improved in all the disiriota except Nadia and 
Murshidabad, . svhero it diminished. The Local Boards' in the districts of Nadia, 
Sfnrshidahnd and Khulna and the Bangaon and Jhenida Local Boards in the 
district of Jessoro, hold leas than 12 meetings, the number of meetings held by 
flic Local Boards of Satkhira and Berharapore, viz., 4 and & respectively, being 
specially unsatisfactory. Tli<> average attendance of members was lower in the 
Local Boards of Diamond Harbour, Bai’asat, Krishnagar, Meherpur, Kushtia, 
Berbampore, Jessore, Jhenida, Nazail, Khulna and Bagerhat,' in the year under 
report than in the preceding year..

The expenditure on dvil worl^ increaKd in all the districts except 
Murshidabad, where it was slightly reduced ; thai.on sanitation and water-supply 
fell 0 &. in the 24-Parmnas and Nadia, while the other districts show a 
satisfactory increase. The expenditure incurred on medical relief increased 
in Nadia, Murshidabad and Khulna. The districts of the 24; Parganas, Jcssore 
and Khulna show considerable reduction in the expenditure on primaiy 
education. This is due to want of funds and to no road^cess money having 
been allowed to bo diverted to meet the expenses of education. 

100. The following is a summary of the views of tbe District Officer's on 
the working of the District an^ Local 'Boards and; Union Couimittees t— 

24- Varganas . — ^'fhe District Board wmrked well. The members generally 
took an intelUgent interest in the matters that . came before them. There 
was some improvement in the working of the Local Boards, Their adminis- 
tration of district unmetalicd and village . roads and cattle pounds was 
satisfactory. The Union Committees worked fairly well, 
members of the District Board took great interest in their duties, 'rhe powers 
of the Local Boards are very limited, and the part they play in the scheme of 
Local Self-Government is a very minor one. This is duo,; in the opinion of 
Mr. Gait; to the way in which Subdivisional Officers, whose influence and 
constant touring in the subdivision might bo of great advantage, have been 
(Hssociated with the Local boaixls. The funds at the disposal of the Union 
(yommittoos have been well spent. Mttrshidabad . — The District Board is a 
useful body, and the members have worked well. The Local Boards are 
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. uselesa and unpopular mcumbrancoBy and dcsorvo to be abolished, and their 
duties absorbed by the District Board, or partly delegated to village uniotjs, 
when further trial has proved the usefulness of these bodies. Jesaore, — The 
members of the Distriot and Boards took an interest in their work. 

'I'he Union Coihroittees generally ditf' the work as well’as they could with the 
limited funds at their disposal. District Board worked hartno' 

niously. The Local B^rds have not improved to any extent. The mem hors 
did not take suOlirtout interest in their work 'I’he Union Committees have^ 
w'orkod well. • ■ * • * • * * *

101. 'PUe total number of muhicipiditics in the Dividon during the year 
was the ^re as in the previous year, vis. ,40. 'Phe elective system was in toree 
in all the municipalities, except in Garden Reach, Titagarh, Garulia, Chakdaha 
Khulna and Debhatta, where the Commissioners are appointed by Government. 
The privilege of electing a Chairman is enjoyed by all, except Garden Reach, 
Baruipur, Bantipur, Baranagore, Chakdaha, Kandi and Mohoshpur. It is only 
in the Garden Beach Municipality and in Chakdaha that Government exercise 
.complete control in the appointment of both Cummissionors and Chairmen. 
Tho general elections in certain Wterds of thu Santipur Municipality, in the 
district of Nadio, which were postpoiied in conscriuence of an injunction issued 
by the Civil Court, as noticed in the previous report, were hold during the 
year. There were altogcfther eight i)ye'election.s held during the year, of which 
one failed in the ‘Kumarkhali Municipality, and tho vacancy was filled up by 
the appointment of a Commissioner under section 1 6 of the Municipal Act.

102. In25outof the 40 municipalities, the average percentage of attendance 
was over 50. This is an improvement over the figures of the two pi:i|ieoding 
years, in which only 2 1 and 1 .3 municipalities resnectivel showed such percent- 
age. Tlie percentage Avas specially high in the municipalities of Grarulia, 
w’heru it was 73*1, and Baranagoro where it was 71*4. Tho most unfavourable 
result in thi.s respect was sliown by the Kushtia and Ranaghat Municipalities, 
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where the pcrccntaj'e was 17*8 and 28'06 respectively. In Kushtia cacli Com- 
missioner barely attended on an average one meeting in five. Some important 
public works were executed in some of the advanced iuunici])aUties in the 
district of the 24-Parganas. in Cossi pore-01 litpur 18 platforms were erected 
around the nowly-orocted standposts, 125 feet of pines were laid and 2 pus]itoj)s 
oreeted. Throe thousand two hundred and forty-five feet of pucka roa<l- 
sido and nikasi drains wore constructed at a cost of Ks. 4,984 for the discliargo 
of water in various parts of the town and a new road, 80 feet wid<5 and 135 feet 
long, with footpaths was constructed. In Maniktala 2,023 feet of pucka ' 
drains wore constructed at a cost of Ks. 2,038. In Ihiranagoro the municipal 
trenching-ground was raised by excavating two tanks at a cost of Rs. 6,431. 
In Garulia, 1,100 feet of pucka drains were constructed, and tbe municipal 
office building was erected at a cost of Rs. 6,424, In Garden Reach, besides 
tbe repairs of the principal roads at a cost of Its. 3,323, a pucka .surface drain 
was constructed and a larger amount was spent on street-lighting. 

103, On the administration of municipalities Mr. Gait makes the 
following remarks : 


“ In many ways tho present syftorn of lunnicipal administration is esoellent, and much 
of ilu3 work is better done than it would be if left entiredy ia the hands of un overworked 
exoeiilLvc. But Iho system has some grave defects, tlio chief of which is the elected Com- 
^missioners’ fear of incurring unpopulaiity, which might result in their being un.seuted at the 
next election, eouplod with an amiable desire to please and a tendency to move along 
Iho line of least rusistauco.” 


The desire on the part of the Municipal Commissioners naturally prevent.*? 
the Municipal Couimi-ssioucrs from acting with tlie firmness wliich i,s so 
otiscntial to good administration. The taxe.s are left uncollected, ajid remis- 
sions are freely grsmted when the arrears accumulate, thus causing a want 
of funds at the end of the year, and consequeut po.stponement8 of desirable im- 
provements. I

109. The most iniportant fairs held in the 24-Parganns are — (1) the Ganga 
Sagor mi’h, (2) Pir Gora Cliand’s m7<i, and (3) Ghazi Saheb’s mch. The Sagor 
tnela lasted from tho 12th to the 14 th January, the number of persons who atten- 
ded it being 40,000. Sanitary and conservancy arrangements wore made by the 
District Board, A ho.spifal was provided. There were only one ca.se of cholera 
(which ended fatally), and 27 cases of diarrhoea and fever, wliich were all 
cined. Pir Gora Chaud’s inch was hold from 21st Ft'bruary to 3rd March 
at 1 larowa, in the Basirhat subdivision, and Ghazi Suheb’s fneh in June at 
Bansra, in the Sadar subdivision. The number of persons attending them a ggre- 
gated 77,000 and 20,000 respectively. Sanitary arrangements were made partly 
by tho District Board and partly by the owners of tho lands. Tho [irincipal 
fairs hold in Nadia were tho Itun Jatra at Sanlipur, the IMI Jatra at Gliosopara, 
andthe Pof at Kulia. Tho fair at Santipur was attended by 125,000 persons, 
against 25,000 in the previous year. Tho increase is duo to lliero being a 
special yoga on the day of the full moon which rendered the Itas Purnimi day 
specially auspicions for bathing in the sacred river. ^I’ho other two fairs wore 
attended by 35,000 and 25,000 persons rc.<«pcclively. Sanitary and conservancy 
arrangements w?'re made either by the local municipalities or by the owjicrs of 
lands in which tho fairs wore held. I'hero was no outbreak of choler.r or otlier 
epidemic disease Jit any of tho /wc/flfs. Tho principal fairs in Mnrsliidabad are 
tho ^ulsi liehar niHa and tho Kapilcshwar mcla^ each lasting for ncsii ly a inonth. 
No disease in an epidemic form is reported to have broken out in any of those 
milas. No fair of any imj ortanco was held in Jessoie or Khulna,

1 18, The year under report w ns, in many respects, of an unusual character. 
The acute distress that [rrevailcd in tlio latter part of the previous year in the 
sev<.‘ral districts of this Division continued with jjroater intensity in the begin- 
ning of the year under report till the harvesting of tlio bhadoi crop, wliich proved 
to bo a bumper one. People and cattle also suffered from scarcity of water 
occasioned by the drought of the previous year. The rich and well-to-do classes, 
* who remained comparatively unaffected from these causes, did not escape tlie 
visitation of Providence. Un the 12th Juno 1897 the districts of this Division, 
among others, wore visited by an earthquake of unprecedented intensity and 
duration, causing serious damage to many buildings, and thus entailing heavy pecu- 
niary losses to tho rich. But before the year was out, witlx a good rainfall and 
a generally bountiful harvest, the people almost reoovox’cd their losses, and thus 
regained their previous standard of prosperity. Some permanent good has, 
however, been achieved during tho calamities above mentioned. J n the year under 
report, considornblo addition was mado to the water-supply of the several 
districts. To dig tank, sink wells, etc., and to provide work for tho needy, tho 
people availed themselves freely of tho favourable terms under wliich Govern- 
ment granted loans during the famine, and excavated works in largo numbers.

Tho Annnol General Administration Report of the RajshaLi Division for the rear 
1897-98. 

Mr. Nolan was in charfjo of the Division lliroughont the year, the present 
report beinfj, however, submitted by Mr. O’Dornioll. Complaint is again made 
of the dislocation to tho district administration caused by the frequent transfers 
of otHcers, Tliero were ebanges in all districts, tliough in Jalpaiguri, Darjeeling 
.end Bogra one oftiecr remained in charge for the greater portion of tlio year. 
P'our subdivisions out of ton wore not affected by transfers, the llangpur district 
being jrai'tioularly fortunate. The remarks made by the Officiating Coinmis- 
.sionor have been read with interest, but the matter is no now one, and the 
ilisadvautagcs appertaining to it have long been recognised and minimised as far 
as present conditions permit. 

• Tours and Inspections. — Mr. Nolan left a detailed note of Iris tour, 

wlrich appears to have been well planned and of great utility, including every 
district except Pabnu, his visit to which was unavoidably postponed. Tho 
lours of District Officers generally coincided with tho programmo approved by 
the Conniiissioner and were well carried through. Among Subdivisional 
Oflici^rs, Mr. Herron at Kurscong alone failed to spctid a sufficient time in csimp. 
Mr. Nolan instances two cases in which the Subdivisional Officers were unable 
to move about their district on horseback — ^tho one from want of a horse, the 
olher from inability to lido, and generally doubts whether the tours of native 
olHt'ors in charge of subdivisi<yn3 have yielded much tangible fruit. Mr. 
O’Douuell, in fact, doubts the necessity for extended tours of senior and 
experienced native officers who have little to learn regarding their own country, 
(>onsidoi4ng tho great differences existing between the various districts in tiie 
Province, this view cannot bo maintained; moreover, such tours aro not merely 
designed fo teach the Subdivisional Officer tho “ realities of village life,” but 
to enable him to sco for himself the local needs of liis prrticular jurisdiction, 
and to bring him into closer contact with the people who are placed in his 
cliargo. The orders as to tho duration of tours, ns contained in Government 
Resolution No. 749, dated 18tU February 189G, already allow the exercis'e 
of discretion in tho circumstances of different cases, but whether the Subdivi- 
sional Officer bo previously acquainted with the inrnl economy of tho country 
or not, tho value of the personal inspection by him of tho requirements of tho 
parli'-ular tract for the efficient adminstration of which ho is responsible, has 
always been recognised and cannot be disregarded. 

' The necessary inspections appear to have been made, with tho exception 
of those of the Deputy Commissiouor’s office ut Darjeeling, of tho treasuries 
of Darjeeling and Bogra, and of tho sub-treasuries t>f Alipur and Sorajganj 
on tho second occasion. Tlie omissions have not been explained. 

3. Weather and Crops: Prices : Material condition of the people : Public health . — 
In comparison with tho average of the previous ten years, a snjall deficiency 
occuiTed in all districts, save Rungpur, in the year's rainfall, which is, liowever, 
described as good, and had the advantage of being well distributed. In 
Rangpur, Avhero the excess over the normal amounted to I'SO inches, parts of tlio 
country were flooded during Sei)tember and October, and as it is reported 
that tho beds ol tho rivers havt) been raised by tlie oarth(|Uiikn of 19th .lune 
1897, tboro will continue to bo danger of floods in tho Gaibanda and Kurigram 
subdivisions until the channels Lave again been scoured out to their former 
depths. 

With tlio exception of silk and indigo, the reported yield of all crops was 
bettor than in tho jireccding year, the outturn of tho autumn and winter rice 
being given as 13*9 and 10*1: annus, respectively, for the Division. Although 
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thus short of the 16 unnas, Avhich, acoi)rdiiig to the accepted notation, represents 
merely an average crop, there appr ars no reason for supposing that they were 
below the normal, the popular interpretation of 16 annas as a bumper crop being 
always a disturbing factor in theso returns The Oniciating Comniissionor 
appears to \jpubt the utility of the notation of percentages Avhich Avill in future 
bo used, but experionco has yet to bo gained of its working. It has always 
been recognised and admitte<l that the statistics of areas under the different 
crops and of the outturns of the ditf(‘ront harvests are only approximately 
acccurate, and it is impossible that the}’ should bo otherwise in the absence of 
any efiicient or reliable village agency such as exists in other Provinces for the 
compilation of sfcitistics ; but the experience of the recent famine has clearly 
shown that it was possible to frame upon the basis of them, estimates of the 
extent of tlio crop failure and of the requirements of different districts for the 
supply of the deficiency in food-stocks, the results being on the whole singularly 
accurate. 

The year is dosoribod as “one of fair comfort, crops being much more 
abundant, prices much easier, aud health appreciably bettor than in tlio jireced- 
ing twedve months.” Owing to the failure of crops during 18f)G l)7 there was 
some distress during the first few months of the year, but the people have now 
almo>t completely recovered after the good harvests of the year under n’port. 
As elsewhere, oiio of tho results of tho earthquake was to raise the wages of 
labour, especially of carpenters and blacksmiths. Kxcept in I’abua, the year- 
under report was generally more healthy tlian its predecessor. I'he damage 
done to tho wells by the earthquake, noticeably in Bogra, fortunately occurred 
in the rainy season, when the evil effects were minimised, and no serious 
epidemic appears to have ensued in consequence. 5,028 more people tlian in the 
precedittg year were vaccinated, but tho variations were marked oidy in 
Pnbnn, whe.re there was a considerable inci’case wliich has not been exjjlaituid, 
and in Dinajpur, where there was a corresponding decrease which is attributed 
to the fact that operations were carried on over a loss oxtousive area. 

4. Manufactut'CH : Mines and Commene, — The balance of trade in tho Divi- 
sion generally is maintained by the importation of manufactured articles, and tho 
export of rice, jute and agricultural products. The nianufaciure of indigo is 
now of little importance, and the yield of silk (excluding tho Serail Factory, for 
which figures were not furnished) amounted to 165,861 lbs. only in cojiipari.sou 
with 167,574 lbs. during tho preceding year. The jute liaud-pressei# in .Jalpai- 
guii and Seiajganj turned out 314,566 halos betweeu them, but the collapse of 
tho Serajganj Jute Mills in tho earthquake seriously interfered with the manufac- 
turo of gunnies. Tlie number of tea-gardens in Jaljiaiguri continues to increase, 
lliough in Darjeeling it lias been stationary for the last three years, and the area 
under cultivation, both with mature and immature plants, is increasing in both 
districts. The gro-is yield amounted to 65,820,672 lbs. in compari.son with 
64,176,794 lbs. in tho previous year, but tho average yield per aero from mature 
plants fell off from 403 lbs. during 18P6 to 375 lbs , owing to insufficient 
rainfall at the commencement of tho monsoon. Tho Officiating Commissioner 
docs not give a very favourable account of tho state of tho industry ; tho largo 
iucroaso in output has brought down prices to a level which leaves but a small 
margin for profit, and tho opening up of China may enable that country once 
more to ro assert its fornrer rivalry. The yield of cinchona amounted to 
676,698 lbs. only as against 717,232 lbs. in 1896-97. The output from tho 
Daliiig Colliery increased from, 98 t ins during the year preceding, to 1,356 tons. 

The trade of tho Division is almost entirely with Calcutta; the export of 
food-grains to the metropolis by road, river and rail showed a remarkable 
decrease from 451,243 maunds duiing 1896-97 to 57, <567 maunds, that of rice 
and paddy Jiaving fallen from 309,238 maund.s to 27,0-16 maunds. The result 
is attributed to scarcity iu tho rice-producing districts, but tho harvests of the 
year were good, and in that preceding, when they wore unfavourable, although 
there was also a decrease, it was not nearly so marked. Owing to tho largo crop 
the export of raw jute increased from 76,00,000 maunds to 86,00,000 maunds, 
but tlie destruction of the Serajganj Mills, already referred to, caused a decline 
of 2,400,000 in tho number of gunny-bags exported. Tho decline of some 
eight luklis of rupees in tlio value of cotton piece-goods imported aud of about 
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one and a-lmlf lakhs o£ mnuTKls iu tho import of salt, is altributed to the attor- 
effeets of the had harvests of the previous joar. 

In tho trade with llio frontier States of Nej)al, Tibet, Sikkim and Bhutan 
there was a considerable increase in tho quantity of food-grains imported into 
British territory and a. decrease in tho vuhio of hiurop(?an cotton pi(jce-goods 
exported from it; the export of those of Indian manufacture, on tlid oiln.-r hand, 
increased. 

b. Civil Justice . — The mnnlxjr of ordinary and Small Cause Court suitti 
in tho Division again show an increase, vix., from Ve>,b02 during 1890 to 02,805 
during the ytair under report. The number of suits disposed of by Muusitfs 
(59,981) was also slightly more, showing a proj)«)rtion of 1 to every 133 persons 
of tho poptilation, which was approximately the s-uine as that in tho previous year. 
Mr. Nolan observes that the (fistrict.s, as classilicd according to their respective 
degrees of liligiousnoss, con-espoud closely to tlio cla.ssificatioii he would have 
adopted according to tho prosperity of their ruiyuts. Dinajpur heads tlie last 
and Kajshahi brings up tho roar. There was u tulling off in the promptitude 
with which witnessf'S wote oxamiuod alike in the Courts of District .Judges, 
Subordinate and Small Cause Court Judges .and Munsifs, tho ratio detained 
over two days boiu^ respectively 5*5, 19’9 and 9 1 per cent., as against 21, 1 18 
and 8 03 per cent, in tho preceding year. On tlie other hand, more witnesses 
were examined except in the (’ourts of District. Judges. 

(>. Crime: Vrimmal Adminhlratim and Colicc. — There are various unsati.s- 
factory features about the criminal statistics for tlio year; tho number of cogni- 
.sablc (;a.ses not only iucrcasod from 15,477 to 18,277, but while uuder 
nuM ellam ons and special olFcnces there was an actual decrease, the excess was 
eoufined to the more serious heads ; offences against the public tranquillity rose 
from .327 to 509, or nearly double the number of tho previous year ; serious 
olVeneo.s agaiusl the persfui from 034 to 1,047, and against property from 4,739 to 
.'»,105. Non-cugiiLsablo orimo, on tho other hand, decreased by 1,242 cases. Tho 
prevailing se.'ircity and high prices are alleged in explanation of these fluctuations, 
1ml ]\lr. O’Donnell expresses the opinion that crime as araeams of livelihood is on 
tho imToaso, and instances tjlie largo number of dacoitics diuung the first six 
months of 1897 and 1898, which wem 62 and 45, respectively. The decrease 
duringjhu current year would tmid to show th-at tho abnormal circumstances of 
the early jtart of the year 1897 were a factor in the question, and a general 
opinion tis to the growth of criminality could more suitably be deduced from a 
covnparisou of ordinary years, but the Lieutenant-Governor agrees that tho 
matter is one calling for attention ott the part of the District Magistrates. 

7,574 cases were disposed of in Stipendiary Courts and 1,367 by 
Honorary Magistrates, the corresponding figures fur the previous year being 
7,300 and 1,881. 

There was on increase of 3,740 in the number of witnesses examined 
by Stipendiary Magistrates, and the percentage of those detained over two 
days fell from 5-2 during 1890 to 4*4, which is so far satisfactory. Tho 
results were worst iq Jalpaiguri (S'.'l) and Rangpur (9'3); in fact, the propor- 
tion in oatih of tho three mufussal subdivisions of the latter district was 
over 12 per cent., notwithstanding the fact that tho undue detention of 
witnesses at Gaibanda and Nilphainari has formed tlie subject of unfavourable 
comment for the past two years. Special uttcution is invited to tho matter. 
On tho other hand, although the number of witnesses wbo deposed before 
Honorary Magistrates was less by 1,109 tlian iu tlio preceding year, yet the 
percentage dt'tainod over two days rose from 8-7 to 9'2. 1 he result.s wero 

pariicuiarly unsatisfactory at Jalpaiguri (16-1), Nilphamari (24-4) and i‘abna 
{l4'l ). Out of tho small iiumJicr of 70 witnesses examined, tho Rangpur Sadar 
Bench detained 28‘5 per cent, over two days, and tho Lioulcnant-Governor 
agrees with the Commissioner that the fact tliat over 70 per cent, of tho persons 
on trial hefoi o them vvere aerjuittod or discharged is probably to some extent duo 
to sheer weariness on tho part of the complainants of tho law’s delays. The 
proportion of di'cisions of Stipendiary Courts uphold on appeal improved, 
but fell titf III tlm oa-so of Honorary Magistrate.s. h’or tho satihl’aotory improvo- 
luent in this n spcct at Bogra credit is given by tho Olficiatiug (.’omiuivssionor 
tp the late Mr. Batabyul. Tho proportion of police cases remanded six times

and over fell from 5 '8 to 0‘3 por cont. ; on tho otlier Iniud, tho percontai^o in 
Jalpaiguri rose from 3*9 to 0 " 1 . About twioo tbo number of jn’osecutions for 
hod livelihood were instituted in comparison with the previous year, the rcsidt 
doubtless of tho increase in organised crime alro idy referred to, but tho fact 
thiit nearly 25 pm* cent, ended in acquittal would appear to indicate that more 
care nugUt have been exertvised in the selection of persons proeu’otled against. 
Tho results of tho trials td’ Sessions cases showed a percentage of 62*‘i csisee 
onding in conviction in coni})arisoti with 67*9 during 1899. Of the fines 
reali-sable during the 3 ’oar undt'r report, 76‘S per cent, wore collected; the 
district of Kajshahi showing a largo oulstunding balance (Its. 5,2 »9) at the close 
of the year. Tho proportion of attendances of Honorary Magistrates to the 
number of times they were requested to was 72 per cent, in comparison with 
78 per cent, in tho previous 3 'ear, Tho statistics bear out the usual experience 
that w^hile those sitting singly cun be induced to attend with fair regularity, it 
is most difiicult to ft)rm a Bench on the days appointed. The Officiating 
Connnisshnn'r moreover, obsorvos that the figures are misleading in so fur 
a.s they includo altondances of Honorarj’" Magistrates even when by reason of 
the absence or unpunctuality of their colleagues no quorum was formed. 

Con.sidorablo progress was made iu the extension of tho dafiadari system 
and tho formation of cliaukidari unions. Mr. Nolan observes that the system of 
ordering extra parades as a pnnishn'ent for cl)aukidar 8 in lieu of fining has 
answ'cred well. In the Liontenant-Govemor’H epinh)n District and Bubdivi- 
sional Officers cannot more usefully spend part of their time when on tour than 
in examining locally the details of village chaukidari assessment lists and 
reined^'ing those cases where tho well-to-do benefit ut tho cost of tho poor, 
instances of which, there is much reason to fear, arc fur fiom uiicommon. 

7. .La?iii Itcvcnue and Cmrj;.— Tho year opened witli a largo arrear demand 
of 11s. 2,09,909, and tho current demand of Ks. 52,13,789 was Us. 18,341 in 
excess of that of the previous year, due chiefly to tho resettlement of Torai 
jot<!S in Darjeeling. The collections amounted to Us. 52,48,932, or 107 per 
cent, of tho current demand, and the remissions tb Ue. 5,039, leaving a balance 
outstanding on Olst March 1897 of Us. 1,71,309. Tlio usual <*omparison of the 
percentage of the current collections to tho current demand in the different 
classes of estates, with tho accepted standards, is made below : — ^

Tho results are on the whole .satisfactory, T’ho short collections in 
permanently -settled o.statee in Darjeeling are only nominally so. Tho short 
collections in estates under direct nmnagoment in Jalpaiguri, Bogra and Pahua 
are attributed generally to tho scarcity in tho early part of the year and to tho 
fact that there were tho arrears of the two preceding unfruitful years, but 
the total collections, however, did not equal tho current demand in the two 
last districts. Only 26 estates were sold out of 576 liable to sale for arrears 
of land rovemuj. The settlement operations in the Darjeeling Terai and tho 
Jaipur Government estate in Bogra were concluded during the year. 

Gut of a total grant of Us. 32,363 for miscellaneous and saiiitaiy 
inijmjvemcnts. Us. 24,939 was spent in all; hut the failure to utilise the balance 
ha.s not been explained, an omission which should not recur in future years. Of 
this, 26 per cent, was expended on the construction of tanks and wells and 
10 jier coni, (m drainage and irrigation work.s. In addition a sum of Us. 14,89(». 
eontiihuted by the Darjeeling improvement Fund, was expended on various 
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.works of improvemont. Tho grants for ecliioational purpof^os ajul for tho 
improvonient of communicatious appear to liiivo boon made good use of. 

Tlicro was a distinct improvement in the administration of tiie Arrcar 
Collection Department, 78’0 per cent, of the total number of certificates to be 
doalt with being dispossod of in «‘.ompari8on with 67'8 per cent, in tho previous 
year. Progress was also niado in clearing off tho ponding pnrtition c*a.s«'s. 

8. fVardt^ and Atinched Estates . — The Sankurpur VV^ard’s estate in Diimjpur 
was released during tho year after having been for twenty- four years under tin; » 
manage moot of the Court, during which time the results wore for tho most 
part satisfactory. Tho bulk of tho estate was surveyed and settled and a total 
incroa.se of Us. 26,784 obtained in the I'cnt-roll by aniicablo agreement and by 
tho reclamation and resettlom(!nt of waste and abandoned lands. Excluding 
this estate, tho total demand duo fi*om others under the management of the 
Court amounted to Rs. 3,80,714, of which Rs. 1,93,014 was collected and 
Rs. 15,932 remitted. Tho percentage of total culloetions on total demand was 
50’7 and on current demand 102*8 per cent. In spite of the instruction.s 

' given last year that reports shotdd bo submitted <if the conduct of nranagers 
who persistently disobey tlie order.s of Government as to the removal from the 
accounts of sums shown as out.standiug but in reality hopelessly irrccovcrablo, 
it is still stated that suilicient action was not taken in this direetion, it is 
requested that no further time may be lost in giving effect to tlnr frequently 
t‘xpres.scd wishes of Government on this subject. 

9. Excise: H tamps: Income-tax. — There was a falling off of Rs. 00,769 in 
the income derived from excise, which is attributable to tho prevalent higli 
prices and scarcity. The season also was not a good one for tho cultivation of 
ganja in the Naugaon subdivision of the Rajshalii district. 

There was a* .small increase of Rs. 2*3,492 in tho total stamp revenue 
collectesl. Tho prosecutions instituted for infringemouts of tho Act decreased 
noticeably, from 72 during 1890-97 to 33. 

'I'he demand on account of income'tax was asscs.sed at Rs. 3,32,201, or 
slightly in excc.s.s of that of tho preceding year, and Rs. 3,28,708 in all 
were colh'cled. Tho Connnissioner remarks that the exercise of uiore vigilance 
in Rangpur might discover more as.'iossees. 

10. ^Rai/icaps and Etiblic Works. — ^Tbe surveys for three i'ailwa 3 '' line.s were 
completed during tho year: from Nator to Boalia in Rajshahi; from Rampur 
Boalia Godagari towards Malda; and from Godagari to »Sultatipur. The 
construction of the line from Gooch Behar to Jaiuto was commenced, and pro- 
gros.s was made both with tho land acquisition aud earthw*ork on the line from 
iSiiltanpur to Kaliganj. 

Groat damage was done to public buildings, especially in Rang|)ur and 
Bogra, by tho earthquake. The loss is estuuatod at four lakhs of ruj)ces. 242 
tanks and wells were excavated by private inJividuals at a cost of 
Rs. 1,31,655 and 113 by District Boards at a co.st of Rs. 20,631. d'ho .sum of 
Rs. 0,682 was expended by District Boards on original works, mostly on 
bridges and improvements of existing roads, and of Rs. 1,84,434 on repairs. 
Tho Commissioner obser\es that the funds at the di.sposal of District Boards, 
which are barely suilicient to maintain the existing roads, seldom permit of 
tho construction of new Rnes of communication, A small expenditure was 
incurred oii arboricrlturo, a matter to which more attention should bo given, ns 
under systematic treatment it would in tho course of years considerably increase 
the income of District Boards. 

11. Ed(fcation.-—'}^h.<i Commissioner complains of tho difficulty experienced 
in giving an account of the state of educatiou in the Division in tho ab.'-euce 
of tho report of the Inspector of Schools ; aud the matter will be brought to 
the notice of tho Director of Tiiblic Instruction. Tho inforinaiioii avail- 
able is consequently somewhat meagre. 'I'lie niimbor of schools of all kinds 
declinod from 3,942 to 3,886, and of pupils in thoui from 117,650 to 11.5,808; 
tho decrease being most marked in the case of primary schools. Tho scarcity 
in tho early part of tho year and the disturI.Kiuce o£ luumal conditions after 
the cai'thqtiuko appear to furni.sh sufficient explanation. Tho penaaitago of 
boys of school-going ago at school declined consecjnently from 19'07 to 17*5) 
per cent. ; the proportion being higlie.-.t iu Bogra (31*4) and lowest in Rangpur 
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{ Tlicro arc tec.lmical schools at llangpur and Palma. The total oxpon-. 

dituro on education innountcd to Us. (>,33,976, of which Us. 86,Gt5 were con- 
liiinitcd IVoiu Provincial revonueB qind Us 1,53,004 by District Boards. 

l‘J. Ifo-<i//>t tin and Dispensaries . — The nuinbor of liispeneavios and ho.spitals 
open incre.'iscd lioin 05 (o 7'.}, but their total income declined from lls. l,23,r)33 
to Us l,l7,'012, the total of yjrivatc siib.'^criptiona and donations being less by 
Us. 17,108 than in the preceding year. The number of patients treated both 
r indoors and out incr(^aso<l considcTably and amounted to 316,537 ngaiust 
289,157 during 1890-97. It does not appear that efforts havo boon made t«> 
increase the number of these very useful institutions. Persons locally inh'r- 
<‘sted niiglit be induced to guarantee the means needed for erecting thort qnisite 
buildings and proenriug the yearly sujiply of medicines, tho District Board 
supplying the instruments and the necessary staff. 

13. Local ti ore I'tnm nt /»s^/7«//’o«.<(.— The matter of tho working of the 

I. oeal Self-Government institutions is not dealt with by the Commissioner in 
detail pending the submission of the usual special .report on the siibjt?ct. 
The Ijieutonant-Governor is glad (o observe tliat it is .stated that the party- 
feeling in the Dinajpur Municipality is djung out, and that tho C'mimi.'^sioners 
are applying theinsfdves vigorously to the sanitation of the town. The District 
Knginet r of .Jalpaiguri resigned, with forfeiture of pension, during the year ; 
though the inve.stigation into the charges against him was rendered unsati.s- 
faclory hy the formation of party <iliques during the considomtion of the 
evidence adduced. 

1-4. Conduct of snmmdars . — The landlords of the Division generally are 
meutioued as having ad(ninistere<l their properties in a satisfactory manner, 
but tho non-resident landholders of Pabna are reported to leave their affairs 
too niuch in tho hands of thoir subordinates, and to have done little to assist 
their ruiyats during the recent scarcity. 

15. Tho Lieutenant-Governor thanks Mr. Nolan for his able and sncf:ess- 
ful administration of tho Division and Mr. O'Donnell fur his interesting report.

Tho rainfall of the year was dcBoient in comparison with tho averao-o of 
the la.st ten years iu all the districts except Kniigpur, where an excess of’d'SO 
inches was recorded. Tho deficiency is noticeable in Ilogra, being 7'49 inches. 
Still 1 would describe tho rainfall as good, witlmut being excessive or short of 
agricultural requirements. It bad the added lalvantugo of being well distri- 
buted. There wore good sliowerfj everywhere in April, and all the chi(>f crons 
of tho year gorminat^ well. Tho rains of September and August were ample 
to provide moisture till tho harvesting of the winter rice. In liangpur however 
the Oolleotor writes : — ’ ' 


“ ExccBsivo rainfall in the months of Septemher and October cansod floods in tho Kuri 
gram and Oiiihanda subdivisions and to a lesser extent in Nilphamari. Tho bods of tho 
rivers and low lands generally having boon raised by (lie onrthqnako of 12th Juno the flood 
water ooiild not piws off in tlie usual way, and ovt rilowed tho banks and inundated (ho 
country. I am afraid the Qaibauda and Kurigram subdivisions, more especially the former 
will bo liable to floods every rain until the rivers have time to cut out channels of tho old denth 
or to raise the wirrounding country by depositing silt-oitber of which proeessos will 
necessarily take tune. The floods did some damage to the winter rice crop in narta of 
Quibanda, and also affected the outtura of sugaroane.^’ ^ ^

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Frnni thoso figures it follows iliut tlio yonr was a fruitful ono, all the 
principal crops siiowing a much increased outturn compared with the preceding 
year. There is said to have been a slightly smaller outturn of indigo and silk, 
iuit no cause for decrease has been reported. The outturn of both autumn awl 
winter rice, though far better than lliat of 1896-97, fell below an average crop, 
if 10 annas is interpreted to moan an ordinary good crop, but as a nmttor of 
fact the departmentul interpretation is never followed by subordinate officers 
or by the peasantry, to whom 16 aunas means, and always will moan, a bumper 
or ideal crop. 'Pho Agiiculturnl Department is knocking its head against a 
stone wall in trying to give a fictitious meaning to on idiom of the vernacular 
Avliich is centuries old. This high antliority ou agricultural matters has, in 
my oidnion, recently gone olf at another tangent in introducing percentages — 
ItiO to represent an average crop. 1 will refer to this subject under “ Statistical 
I'aiffuiries.” The confusion that results from arbitrary definitions is shown 
in tlm following remarks of Mr. Clark, the Collector of Itangpur : — 

“ The winter riro crop is reported ns a 1 5-Qima one for the whole district, hut I must say 
that, if flip average crop oi the district is hettesr iJiau the crop I, saw this year, the cultivators 
miisl ho an oxovcdingly piosxjerous lot; 1 have certainly never seen a better average crop, 
and only oocasionally a hotter crop on small areas of newly-cleared jungle land in Assam.” 

The autumn crop of Indian-corn in Darjeeling w'as excellent, whilst in 
Jlogra and Dinajpur bumper crops of sugarcane were obtained.

These figures are admittedly inaccurate, but they form a relative guide. 
Thus it may bo safely said that the past year was a more healthy ono in 
Rajshahf, Dinajpur. .Ta'jpaiguri, and especially in Darjeeling than the preceding 
ont!, whilst in Pabna it was less healthy. At the census of 1891 it was ascer- 
tained by actuarial treatment of the returns that the average death-rate of 
Northern Bengal was 43‘3, so that in both years under consideration it is 
probable that many deaths, chiefly those of infants, escaped registration by the 
rural police. Still in the past ten years there has boon a great improvement in 
these statistics, 

Mr. Nobin has left the following observations on the subject - 

“ It vtill be observed that the death-rate was considerably lower than in the previous 
year, aud that the improvement was very marked in Bajshahi, the district in which the 
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noiuliiioijs mofet nenrly opj^ro-ximated to llaosft of famino. The r»iB<ric(: Magistraio attributes 
it to Iho hefwier raiulall aud the higher flood of thi- (iaugfs. lie adds 

‘ The wofit unhealthy part of fhodifitriet is a liJu t eomprifiing the thanan of Boulia, Piithia, 
Nator, llairaigTnm, and Wngra, in wliioh there h a Inroo nuriiber of swamps and S'-mo dea<l 
livers. The general cornphiint is tliat the channels whit h at one time eonneeted th<^ and 
the inland rivers witli the Qanges liuvebeeii obstrneted, that in a year of Jiya y raiofall tho 
rain water does not find its way out and mokoa tho Foil water- logged. An old silted-up eliannel 
running northwards from, tho Ganges at a point sonic seven miles to tho east of tho sadar 
station was re-oxcuvatod as a test- relief work in flu' faih' part of the year wilh iho result th^i 
a largo tract of low-lying country w’ns inundated with water conveyed through this chaiinol as 
soon as tho Ganges reaidicd a high flood level. Tlio i ft’i .ot on tho health of the population of 
tho tract supydh'd with Water through this ehanne! was beneficial. Tho decrease in mortality 
w'as njtukt:d in the Lai jeeliug hills, but tho health was even w'orse than u.Mial in the Terai. 
The slight rise iu iliingyur w'as duf3 to an epidemio of cholera, which carried off 7, ‘^30 
persons.’ 

It was most severe along the course of tho great rivers — the Brahmnputra, Tista and 
Dharla, a fnet wliich the iVagistratt» properly quotes as adverse to the theory that it w'as caused 
by the filling up of wells by the earthquake. The Givil Mediool OlHcer of Bt»gra observes 
tliut in Ins ojiinion most of the cases reported as cholera voro really dysentery or dfanliaia. 
Mr. Batabyal considerb that cholera is spreild by tliM wnsfiing of juto in stagnant piools, and 
it certainly recurs at tho season when this is done, that is at tho close of tho rains, llo 
observes;— 

‘In the alluvial tracts the earthquake spoilt almoet all tho drinking-water wtdl.s, but thu 
bad eibnit was not very much felt, ns tho calamity oeeunod in the rainy season and the tracts 
in question were inundated. The )i(*alth of the people ilv refore did not suffer from sr-arcity 
of w'ater, olt hough the wells wore spoilt. There was a serious outbreak of cholera during tlie 
latter part of the 3 *ear, and it was most marked in thana Sliariakandi, which accyjunts for 
nearly half tho deaths from this disease in the whole tiistriot thmughout the year. Medical 
aid w as Honl to Hie sufferin/^ people in tliis thana (frifia at tho cost of tlie District Board. 
J.'rohably the Civil Medical Otficcr is right in thinking that a good many of those eases were 
not really cludora, but nu aggravated form of diarrhoea brought on by the use of new rice at 
tho olid of a season of scarcity.^ 

In Palma alono was there an increase in tho number of deaths from iho usual cause, 
whioli is fever. It is attributed to tho small rainfall of 1890, which loft a deficiency in the 
first months of 1897/’ i

These figures show a considerable increase in the number of persons 
varoinated in the rural ti’acts of the districts of Kajshahi, Darjeeling, and Pabna, 
with some falling off in the niinaining four districts. The increase is large 
only in Pabna, and the decrease is marked only in Dinajpur, where it is 
attributed to the fact tliat “ during the year under report only one-half of the 
district was taken up” for vaccine operations; while the decrease in Bogra is 
duo to the transfer of thana Nawabganj to the Hajshalii district. Out of 
238,990 persons vaccinated in the Division, the operations proved success- 
ful in 231,673 ca.ses, ?>., in 96'9 per cent., against 97*6 per cent, in the 
prccc'ding year. 

I'he percentage of failure, (3*1) seems larger than it should l)e, and it would 
seem to suggest that the lymph en»ployod is ilQt always in good coudiiion. 
Probably, in a climate like this, the fact is not to be wondered at.

There has boon a considerable decrease in the number of vaccinations in 
towns as a whole, but an increase in the municipalities of Rampur BoaHa, 
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Natoi’, Jalpaif^uri, Darjeeling, and Bogra. The iucreawj in .Inlpaiguri is attrib- 
ut«!<l to the fact that tlio operation^ was carried on throughout the year 
without interruption, while in Bogra it in <liic to the vaccination of a nuinlMu- of 
adult up-country coolies, working on the Brahmapotra-Sultanpur Jiranc.h 
Railway. Out of 6,0(56 persona vaccinateJ, tho operation was suciiessful in 
5,486 cnaua, /.c., in 82’6 per cent. The contrast between the 'result of the 
operations in tho rural parts of the districts and in the towns is very striking. 
It suggests the high percentage in rural areas is unreliable, and jrossibly to lie 
attributed to incorrect reporting. Tho Collector of Itangpur observes that 
“ I do not myself believe that this figure can bo accepted as absolutely rclinble. 
Either tho testing is not to bo depended upon, or many of the uuMicccssful 
ctises are not brought into account. Probably both of these causes arc really 
at work.” If the town percentage is to be accepted as true for both urliau and 
rural tracts, it would moan that one out of ovory five cases i » a failure, which 
would bo a fact rcipiiring serious consideration. If it also means that 1 8 per 
cent, of tho population wore unprotected, the only matter of astonisliment i.s 
tliat small-pox is not epidemic as well as endemic. 


V.— MATICKIAL CONDITION or THE PEOPLE. 

16. Tho following remarks of the Collector of Rajshahi apply to tho 
whole Divisiou, except the tea arcus in the Duars, the Terui, and the Diu-jeeling 
hills 

The bulk of tbo population of this ilistnot consists of ogrioaliarists, acd their material 
otinditiou depends ontiroly upon the outtaru of (la-ir crops. Owing to failure during 
189(^-97 much distress prevailed among the pcoplo up to the end of August 1897. Prices 
ruled very high, and relief works had to ne opened at dilfeient places. No trace of <li8ti'cs.-i, 
liotvevcr, remained in Uecembor, whon a fair outturn of the winter rice was obtained, ana tho 
agricultural population has now almost completely tocoverod from tho oifeots of tho late 
scarcity. Tho condition of the middle class, with small llxed income, was very bad. Tlieir 
ino(mie remained stationary, while tho cost of living greatly increased.” 

The Collector of Bangpur adds a little colour to the picture: — “ The soil,” 
he writes, “ is fertile and easily worked, and though the rent paid by tlio actual 
cultivators is in many cases somovrhat high (always so where the zamiiidar- 
jotcdav-chukauidar-raiyat system prevails), there is in ordinary years aii 
ahuiiilant margin for the food of himself and his family, for clothes — uii item 
on which his expenditure is not excessive, fur a few ornaments for his women- 
folk, and, most expensive luxiu-y of all, for a case in tho civil or eiiminal court. 
Foi' some reason or other tho bone of contention, at any rate in the eiiminal 
courts, is usually a woman — his own wife or his neighbour’s or some n^cently 
bereaved xvidow, whoso husband has left her with a little property. The morals, 
indeed, of tho lower classes leave much to he desired. (Jpium, gan ja, and 
'•ouiitry liquor are not very largely used, umch less so than they used to be, 
as f find the quaittiiy of opium sold in 1871-72 was close U£>on 166 maunds, or 
about three times the quantity sold now. 'I’lie umbrella is of course univtu-sal ; 
kerosino oil is used by the ]ioon\st, and connigated-iron is extensively enqih>ye(I 
throughout the district for roofing pur|x»ses. Comparing tho juices which 
prevailed some 25 years back with those now ruling, there has been a very 
marked increase in most of the ordinary articles of food, 'rinis common rieo 
sold in December 1872 in liaugpur at 25 seers to the rujiee ; this year, at the 
same time, it was selling at 11 seers. Pi*ohahly this rise is largely due to tho 
increased facilities for exportation. The increased amount of ready mtmey 
thus brought into tho district probably fully comjHjnsatos the cultivator for any 
increased juice that he may have to pay ibr tho few articles ho lias to buy. 
There is no largo class of poor gentry, nor is the landless labourer common 
amongst the indigenous pojiuJation.” 

Tho jiast year may bo said to he one of fair comfort, crops being much 
more abundant, juices much easier, and health appreciably belter than in tho 
jiroceding twelve months. 
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VI -EMin RATION AND JIM MIGRATION. 


17. 'The re is very little to report uiuler this head. Six Innulrod and seventy- 
. Iavo men were recruited in l)in je( lin<>' for inilltjiry 

‘.migration. servico utah r Government, i>t’ ^vhoni 139 went as 

muloteer-i on T'irah oxj^editiou ami to the Ihirinuh lliHos and Frontier 
Police. Two hundred coolies were also supplied to the I^ushai survey party in 
Silehar for transport work. Tluur onlislmeut docs not really, coustituto eiuij^iM- 
rion fr<»m this Division, as they were for the most part iminij^ranti from Nepal. 
Thort^ is said to have Been aonio mov'ement in quest of labour omonf^st now 
Sonthal and Dli:ing:ar settlors in the Nau«>'aon subdivision of Kajshtihi. They 
seem to have found their new homes less profitable than they expected, and 
have “trekked’^ again. 

18. The tea-gardens of Darjeeling and the Western Duars receive their 

coolies from two chief sonret's -Nepal and Chota 
rnmigrrttion. Nagpiir. Their number is steadily increasing with 

the extension of cnltivation in the older gardens and the opening out of now 
gardens. The cooly population, however, is always fluctuating, and luis its 
period of ebb and flow. At the oommenccinont of the tea season largo 
iiuinl)ers conio in, and maiiy return to their homes when the busy season is 
over. Those from Chota Nagpur often settle pormaneiitly in the Duars and 
take to agriculture. 


TI)o influx of up-country labourers in tho cold season from Jninipnr, Saran, 
and Ghazipur still continues, and, in fact, goes on increasing. TJiey fincl 
employment as harvc'.slors, thatchoi'S, palki-bcarers, road co(»lies, and so fortli. 
Tho number of Sonthals migrating to Diiiajpur and Rangpur ds a])prccuible. 
Tho Collector of the latter district observes - 


There are some Sonthal colonies in the south of the district and one or two Garo 
villago.s near Ulipur in the aontli-east oorner. They appear to bo innroasiiig slowly in .size, 
but tho latter settlers at all events are lo.sing much of their individuality, and will probably 
in a few years bo scarcely . distinguishable from the indigenous Raj baiigsis. In on«^ village 
wdiich I visited 1 could only find one set of .tho ponderous earrings, which are so character- 
istic of the Qaro women, and even this had been discarded, and none of the younger girls 
had their oars pierced at all.” ^

19. The price of rice, which is the staple food of tho Di virion, foil from 

9 seers, tlio averaj^o rate per rupoo at tho closo of tho 
last year, to V2-^ seers ; that of wheat also floolined, 
but that of gram showed a slight uicre.'j.so. The 
prico.s, however, of rico and wheat were not so low as in 189.5-96. There was 
a ris(3 in w'agcs in some places. In Jlaj.sJinhi all forms of labour commanded a 
higher reJinmcration, except that of common blacksmitli.s, while in Dinajpur 
and iiangpur the incTcaso apjMjarod in the wages only of masons and carpenters, 
whoso labom’ was in much demand to rejmir the damage done to buildings by tho 
earthquake. In Palma also theixj was a slight incre.aso in tho earnings of 
carpenters. In tho other district's wages remained stationary. 


IX.— TRADE AND COMMERCE, 

21. Tho trade of tho Rajshahi Division is almost entirely with Calcntta. 
and the statistics of tho traffic between it and tho metropolis cover nearly all 
tho intsrcantilo trunsactioiis of tho seven districts whicih fonn the Division. 
'riKM’o i.s a small trade with Tibet, which will bo separately noticed, and petty 
local transactions with neighbouring districts, bat they do not fonn an appreci- 
able portion of tho total trading operations of tho Division.

There was an increase of about 10 lakhs of maimds in the export of juto, mw, 
dtiring tho year under report, due chiefly to tho largo crop of this tibro. J'ho 
. sliort rice harvest in all the districts, which aic juti'-]iroducing also forced tho 
people to i)art w'ith their stocks of juto in order to buy grain. The dociraso in 
gunny-bags to 6,393,409 from 3,830,641 in the preceding year was duo 
to tho destruction of tho Sii’ajganj Jute Jlills in tho earthquake of Juno 
1897. Only 57,667 maunds of food-gi’ains Avere. exi)ortcd, against 4,51,2 13 
inaunds hi the jnevious year, and this groat deeveaso Avas entindy caused by tlio 
scarcity prevailing in most ot the rico-producing iiisiricts. l.ho increase in tho 
quantity of tobacco exporied was nominal and needs no comment.

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The most noticoablo facts are an increase in rice imported from C, 19, 361 
maunds in ltS90-97 to 7,60,908 maunds in t.l»c year untfor review. Itolinod 
sugar increased from o2,ll5 maunds to 75,12;>, whilst mirefined sugar decreased 
from 1,60,130 to 1,43,2-45 maunds. The import of suit also fell from 9,02,701 
to 0,70,605 maunds and of coal from 2,o3,2.^3 fo 2,04,727 mounds. Kxcluding 
jute and rice, noticed above, the most important change in export was u 
decrease in toa from 4,37,410 to 3,79,952 maunds, in spito of a largo incrca.so 
in the area under toa cultivation in the Jalpuigmi Uuars.

would form a link in the most important cross- 
country railway in Bengal, viz., that from Hazaribogh to Sirajguuj via Oiridhi, 
Dnmka, Nalha.ti, Azimganj, and Nator. Two other lines were surveyed — one 
from Kampur Boalia Clodagari towaids Mnldu, and the other from Godagari 
to Snltanpiir crossing the Borind. 

A sum of Its. 383 was spout in surveying the projected tranrway lino 
from Itaiganj to Lahirc in the Dinajpm* district. Tho construefion of tho 
narrow gauge railway from Ooooh Debar to Jainte, 31^ miles vid. Alipur in tho 
district of Jalp.'ignri, was commenced in tho latter part of tho year, Tlio 
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(’ooch Bohar State Itailway will tcnainato oti tlio west bank of the river 
Kaljiini,, and the rouiaiiiiii<? portion of the lino will ho the property of Qovom- 
mont. Tho whole of the land required for the bninch lino from Sultonpnr to 
Kalig'anj vuX Bogra wa* domarcaletl, and tho tirst 35 miles acquired. The 
earthwork of alxuit 40 miles and the hridfring of the first fifteen miles were 
also com]>toted during the year. A tclegmph lino from Bogra to Sultanpur was 
erected along tho embankment. 

The railways of this Division satferod very .severely during tho earthquake, 
<and Mr. Clark, the Collector of Kaugpur, expresses the general opinion of tho 
public when he .says that, “ considering the damage done, the Railway authorities 
worked wonders in restoring conimunioation as soon as they did.” 

The State grant for the construction of feeder roads in Dinaji>ur and Pabna 

was withdrawn in consoquonco of tho stress of other 
u ”** iiunncial demands, and nothing was therefore done 

in tills connection during the year. 

Imperial and provincial buildings wore luaintaincd under tho super- 
. vision of the District Boards till Cctober 1897, 

t icr pn in wor a. when thcir charge was I'csumcd by the I^ublic Works 

Department. The earthquake of the 12th June 1897 did very great damage 
to the public buildings in this Divisiun, specially to those at liaugpur and Bogra, 
many of which wore ent irely wrecked, the damage dene being estunated at 
four lakhs of inpecs. 'I’ho progress made in their reconstruction and repair 
has been slow, and Government has I'econtly increased the engineering staff. 

80. The steamers that ply between Goalundo and I’atna, toiiebing at 

Damukdia, Rampur Boalia, and Godagari, art* 
(j) . inainei seiuco. reported, as they were last year, to have worked 

unsatisfactorily. The India Oenoral Btcam Navigation Company maintained 
the .steam-foriy service between I‘abna and Kuslitia. The District Board i.s 
contemplating tho stoppage of tho subsidy of Rs. 5,000 paid annually to tho 
Company, as this important communication should bo self-supporting and yield 
a protit to good management.

The great majority of Boards wisely, iis 1 believe, confino their efforts 
to tho constmetion of wells. The results obtained in Pabna, where this piiic- 
iico has been departed from, arc not commensurate with tho cost. Moreover, 
as appears in tho last paragraph, it is safe to leave the excavation of tanks to 
private charity. From the sanitary point of \-iow a well is a much safer 
source of water-supply if it is properly bruit, w'ith a high parapet and a wide 
platforai to prevent soiled water percolating back into tho well. On the 
other hand, it is diflictilt to prevent a tank frouw being used a.s n bathing place, 
not only by men but by animals. Moreover, a tank is fed principally by 
sui’face hood water, which is generally exti’cniely impuro and often loaded with 
sevmge. • In wards’ estates I always refuse sanction to new tanks, whilst every 
effort to extend well-making is imcouraged.

Three ratlior large fairs are animally hold in Jalpaiguri. Tlio fail' at 
Alipore la.ste(l from 10th to 2(Jth J’anuiu'y. I'ho estimated value of arti«'Ies 
reported to have been sold was Rs. 5,0 'j 0, against Us. 3,^00 in the proeedmg venr. 
both figures being pi'obably much Ijelow the fa(;t. A grant of Us. 200 was ma(l«* 
by (lov<'minent to meet expenditure connected with this fair, cliicfly on conser- 
vanr-y. This gathering helps to promote trade between Bengal and Bhutan. 
The Falakata fair commenced on tlus 2Cth January just after the break- 

ing’ of the A]i])ore fair and lasted for more tlian a fortnight, the Goviirninent 
grant being Rs. 300. The fair at Jalpesli^ which is the largest and the oldest in the 
(Hstriet, Avaslield on the 19th Februaiy 1898 and lusted till the 8th Alarch 1898. 

The annual agricultural show at Kalimpong, in the district of Darjeeling, 
wa.s hold on the 21th and 25th Noverala^r 1897 and was well attend(yl, tlie total 
nuinbi'r of visitoi’.s, including Europeans, being estimated at 5,000. Rxrjwes 
500 wore oontrihuted by the Darjeeling Improvement Fund, lis. 600 by the Agri- 
rmltiiral Depart.! neiit, and Rs. 460 by the Veterinary Department of Government 
to meet !ixpen.se,.s, and a considerable amount was also raised by local subscrip- 
tions. Veterinary-tJaptaiu Raymond, who visited the fair, found the number 
and (jnality of Bhutia ponies above those of the preceding year. Mules were 
also distinctly better; cattle fronx Nepal, both bulla and cows, aj’O rcpoi*tcd to 
liave boon very good.

107. The great earthquake of tho 12th June is tho most memorable 
ovent of the year, and it will be a very" long time before all traces of it dis- 
appear or the people of iho counfry forget it. It will very probably form an 
ora, from wliich ocean ence.s will be dated in future years. Nearly every 
nia.s«.iniy building in the Division was soriously injured, and a largo nuniber, 
incbi'ling «evor.al public ofiico.s, wore reduced to ruins in a few minutes, * 
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Amidst the distress, which prevailed during the year, the r)iuiiioiid 
Jubilee of Her Most Gracious llajcsty the Qii«en-Einpies.s of India was 
celebrated throughout the country with great loyalty. 

Frontier relation with Nepal and Bhutan continued to be fricaidly, whilst 
nothing of importance arose in connection with the Sikkim State. 

In regard to the IVovidont P^ind Coinpanies, described at some hmgth in 
last year’s report, the Collector of Uangpur writes : — 

“ Th« I'undfl which were eo conspicuous last* yoar arc now practically defunct, soiue 
having collapaod quietly and others having been wouod up by the District Judge under tin*. 
Companies Act.” 

The Collector of Pabna also records the following remarks : — 

I have had somo espeiionco of these Loan Companies or Benevolent Societies in 
another district, and am strongly of opinion that Government would bo doing a kindness to 
the raiyat if it stopped botwoon him and them. The. raiyat will believe anything when 
ho sees a piospeet of obtaining a loan ot money, whilst the company promoters have usually 
the best intentions in the world, but unfortunately are without Bubsoribed capital, and failure 
is bound to come sooner or later.**

2. In accordance with the orders of tlie Governiuciit of India, a price-list 
is prepared every year in tlie Stationery Oftico, based on the averafro of the 
prices of tho previous nine moutlis, and tlie issues of the year are valiu*d 
according to this list. The receipts, however, are originally valued witli 
loferencc to tho invoice and actual [iricos paid for the articles, plus a per- 
centage fur charges, and the value of the stock balanco at tJie end of tho your 
;ts iutlu‘rto shown merely represented tho difference between the value of thc‘ 
rccoi))t.s and issues thus calculate<l, added to or subtracted from, tho value of tLe 
stock balanco at the beginning of the year. This of course was merely a paper 
vulue. In order, therefore, that tlic accounts of each yc'ar might bo closed oiiee 
for all, tlie ^superintendent of Stationery was directed in future to «.*a.l(julate the 
closing balance of eacli year at the issue rates of that year. Wlu ii this 
closing balance is carried forward to be tho opening balanco of tho following 
year, it is recalculated according to the rates of that year. In tliis Avay the 
transactions of eucli yeuv aro complete in themselves, and the closing balance 
will correctly repri‘sent the value of the stores in stock at the cij<l of the yi*ar. 
Effect has been given to these orders in the present report, 

3. Tlio value of storc*s received and issued during tho year rose bv 
Us. 5,01,331 and Rs. 1,06,230, respectively, as compared witli tho preceding 
year, but tlie value of the stores in stock at the close of the year decreased by 
1^8. 3,804. The increase in tlie value of the receipts was duo to an advance of 
Rs. 1,(37,469 in the value of imported stores, of Its. 2,90,372 in tho value of 
( ountry-made paper, of Rs. 39,752 in the value of country-made miscellaneous 
articles, and of Ks. 17,300 in tho value of English stores purchased locally. 
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Tlio rise in tln^ vhIuo of iinportoil stores wis niahily duo to tlio receipt from 
of 100 tons of various kinds of papm- for comparison witli similar 
paper locally manufactured and of certain stores duo on indents of the [uevious 
year; while that in the value of paper locally purchased is attributed to t lie 
inlrodnclion info the Nortli- Western Provinces and Oudh of water-marked 
paper for use with adhesive Court-fee stamps; to the supply of difT^M ont kinds 
of paper to tlui G<)vej innent 1 Vess at Allahabad on account of tlie previous year's 
indent, whic^li at the rofpn\st of the indenting- ollicer was deferred till Marcji 
181>7; to an increase in the demand of the l\)stal Press at Alipirh and • 
of the Presses under the Covernment of India, and the Governments of 
ihm^al, J^injab, llunna, and Central Provinces; and to the increased require- 
ments of rei^iniental oHicers on field service diuirig thc 3 Frontier disturhances. 
]jaj*g<M’ purchases f)f cream-wove env^elopes from tlie Bally l*a})er Mills, of 
leathiT envelopes for ro;riiiiental officers on field service, and of wator-eolours, 
writing and binding* materials and miftcellaneoiifi articles enhanced the value of 
roimtry-nuuh*. misctdlaaieous articles. The advaiicij in the value of English 
, . stones pill chases] locally is ascribeel to tlie Superintendents of Gov'ermnent 
Printing*, India, and Ih'ngal, having increased their demands fr)r tub-sized 
fools<‘a]) ]>a|)er and hand* made medium and bank post papers; to the ])urchas(‘ 
of cn'am-laid foolscaj) and note papers of sjn'cial kinds required for certain 
high officers; to the more ox tensive piu'chast's of eyclosiyles, type- writers and 
their accessories, tvavelling* and screw-top inkstands and automatic pencils 
• for staff and regimental officers on field service, and of padlocks, the deniainl 
f(u* wliicli increased considerably. 

4. The* valm‘ of stores issued to Local Gove rnments, including* Vernacular 
1 >cparfim*nts, rr.se by Us. 1,76,000, and all the Pro\lnc(‘s, except Uiiper Burma, 
sliari.Ml in tlie inc*;oase. The largest increase, amounting to Us. 02,033, to(;k 
placi' in Bmmah The value of stationery usi‘d by otficors and departments 
of tli(' Government of India rose by Rs. 2,07,014. The fluctuations will, as 
usual, bt^ exjdained in tlie reports on the consumption of stationery wliich tlie 
>^up(‘rintcndent submits to the several Local (hwormnents and to the Govern- 
ment. of India.. 'Pile issues to tlio Postal and Telegraph Do[)artnients show 
au increase of Us. 28,843. 

5. Tlio stock of country-made articles in store at the close of the year 
lias-becif further reduced, and now represents less than one month’s consump- 
tion. This is satisfactory, as it is bad economy to keep any considerable stock 
of articles* Avhicb can be procured as required. 

(). Th(i quantity of water-marked paper issued for uso with adhesive 
(\)urt h'lj stamps rose l>y 19,300 reams, and its value by Rs. 02,795. Tlu^ 
increasi* is mainly aitribiitable to tlie fact that the Government of the Nortli - 
Westium Provinces and Oudh, which purchased this kind of paper for the first 
time during the year under review, wore supplied with 16,294 reams. There 
’.vas also ail in(*rcia.se in the amount supplied to Ihnigal, Assam, the Ihinjah, and 
Ihe Native States of Oiissa, and a decroaso in the amount) supplied to tin* 

' < \ ntral Provinces and the Hyderabad Assigne<l Districts. 

7. The income and expenditure of tho Sfafionery Department amounted f o 
Us. 4,953 and Rs. 1,09,877 against Rs. 5,044 and Us. 1, 03,00 1 respectively in 
ilu^ jirevious year. The decrease in the receipts was roainly due to the realisation 
of a smaller amount than in the year before, on actcount of tho 10 jier cent, 
commission on tho solo of stationery supplied on payment ; while tlie advanci^ 
in expenditure is chiefly attributablo to au increase under tho head Backing 
oases” and in other oxpen 80 .s incidental to the dc'spatch of a large number of 
cases of Avater-marked paper to the North-Western Provinces and Giidh, and of 
numorous cases and parcels of stationery to tho Nortli- Western FrontiiT for tlu> 
I'irah. Expedition. Contingent charges other than theso showed a sliglit 
decrease. 

8. The total value of the different articles of stationery issued, exclusive 
of doficiencios in stock-taking and miscollaueous adjustments, rose by Us. 4,64,679. 
This advance is attributed to tlio increased demands of tho various Government 
Presses and ti> tho very largo requirements of tho Military Department on 
account of tho Frontier war. 'Hie principal increases occurred under Writing 
paper (Us. 1,19,094), Printing paper (Rs. 1,45,993), Coloured paper (Rs. 22,562), 
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^V jitor-iiKirked paper (l\s, (J3,S17), C.irbonic, P.-ipyrograpliio, and other kinds or 
paper (lis, *‘^2,710), Loathers (Ks. 33,124), and Other articles (Its. 20, The 

most marked docroaso was under the head Traeing-eloth/’ wliich shows a 
falling off of Ks. 12,3lM, while there were considerable decreases undc.r the 
In'nds ‘‘ Drawing paper,’' ^MUank books,” ^‘Drawing materials” and ‘‘Parch- 
ment.” Tiro supply of paper to the various Ooveniinent Presses sliows au 
inrroaso of Its. ‘2,20,041, and all the Presses, witli the exception of the Assam 
^ Press, sliared in the advance. The consumption of the Government of India 
Jb'esses was the largest, the increase amounting to 20,7i)i) reams valued at 
Rs. 1,00,774. In Bengal there was an increase amounting to 8,107 roams 
valued at Jis. 5o,47G. An explanation of this iiierease will ho submitted by 
tiio Superintendent in his report on the consumption of stationery and printed 
forms in Ilongal for the year, but no explanation with regard to the iliictnalioji 
in the demands of other Presses can bo given as they are not under the 
Superintendent’s control. 

9. Tlio substitution of countrv-inado for European paper and of country- 
made miscellaneous ai tides for articles of Kuropeaii nuinufacturc effectvid a not 
gain of Rs. 30,69(3 ami Rs. 7,538 respectively. Tlie use, however, of country- 
ni ide paper of the particular descriptions known as white printing, blotting, 
wdiito cartridge, coloured, badami cartridge, cream w"OV€^, and azure-laid, 
resulted in a loss of Rs. 1,22,816. The Superintendent has submitted an 
alternative statement showing that if all charges, incidental to the receipt of 
|>apcr from England, including lauding charges, godown rent, storage cliargos, 
loss of interest, and raihvay freight, w'cre taken into account, tliere Avould bc^ 
no loss from the use of country-mado white printing paper, while the total 
loss from the other kinds of country-made paper enumerated above would be 
reduced to Rs. 40,532. In paragraph 9 of the Resohition On the Report for 
1896 97, the loss from the substitution of country-made wdiltc jaunting, white 
cartridge, ami coloured mottled-grey papers for similar paper of KuropeaTi 
manufacture was noted, and it was requested that before euteriug into coriirm f s 
with tlie local mills for the supply of papers of those descriptions dmung 
1898-99, the Standing Committee, appointed to consiJor tlio (lucstioiis that 
from lime to time ariscj in connection witli tlie substitution of oountry-madc 
for Pinglish stationery and the sottliug of contracts for Indian-made stationery, . 
should decide whether, in the event of jnill-owuers refusing to reducci ttioir 
rates suflicioutly to ensure Government against loss, pai)ers of thesp doscrip- 
ti.m.s should not be obtained from England. It was found impossible, how- 
ever, to obtain samples for comparison before entering into contracts for 
1898-99, and the matter was held in abeyance till the result of the current 
year’s tender was known. It is esiinmted that a loss of Rs. 66,535 will acc.nui 
from the use during 1898-99 of the seven kinds of paper above enuimu’atiid 
under Avliich there was a loss during the past year, but the Secretary of State.* 
has lately been indeiited on for ton tons of each of those kinds of jiaper, and 
tlui Lieutenant-Governor desires tliat, on the arrival of these samples, the matter 
may be referred for the consideration of the Standing Committee and their 
roi)ort submitted to Government. 

10. The system of supplying ncwspai>ers and peidodicals through the 
Stationery Office worked satisfactorily during tlie year. The number of 
newspapers and books and maps supplied fell off by 234 and 2,484 respect- 
ively, but that of exercise books and periodicals rose by 4,427 and 27. The 
total payment on account of newspapers, &c., amounted to Rs. 84,420 against 
Rs. 1,20.321: in the preceding year. Tho decrease of Rs. 35,004 is said to be 
mainly due to smaller demands and to tho favourable rate of exchange obtained 
when sending reuiittunces for the jmrehaso of foreign periodicals and books. 

1 1. The recci|)ts and issues of standard and special forms, exclusive of tho 
survey and settlement forms, printed and supplied direct by tho Superintondout 
of Government Ihiuting, show an increase of 16,665,312 and 6,171,806, 
respectively, as compared with 1896-97. Tho advance in receipts is attributed 
to tho receipt of printed copies of certain nowly-introducetl forms, to larger 
demands of local officers, and to certain forms wliich wore due in 1890-97 and 
otlujfs which were not due till 1898-99 having boon supplied during the year 
of report. Tlie first two of these causes led in turn to an increase of issues. 
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I'ho dotailB of the work in the Form Branch will be reviewed when the report 
on the consumption of stettoner^ bjr the Tsnous ofScers under the Oovomiuont 
of Bengal is received. 

12. The receipts of tho Form Branch amounted to JBs. 37,763 and the 
against Ra. 30^767 and Bs. 48,678, respectively, in 
1896-97. The incrMse in receipts was due to a larger demand for forms

1897-98. ■' 

The total amount of the loans which have been misod by the Port Comnus- 
sii)ners from time to time, including th<> consolidated loan from the Government of 
Jhs. G0,2u,10() and the Dock loan or Rs. 2,87,70,566, amounted to R«, 4,58,10,666, 
and the total amount outstanding on those loans on the 81st March 1898 was 
Ills. 4,09,.50,;i46. Ttie total investments at credit of the sinking funds have beim 
riii'sod from Rs. 16,15,500 at the be”iuning to Rs, 18,34,000 at the close of 

the 3 ’oar. 

9. Against the debt (consisting of tho unpaid portion of the consolidated 
loan from the Government), together with the book debt on account of the 
I'oit block Imnsferrod by tho .Govornment to the^ Clommissioners in i87l, tho 
Dock loan and tho six debenture loans^ amounting in all to Rs. 4,27,84,316, 
tile (knnniissioners hold block of the value of Rs. 5,34,31,736, and reservi- 
fniids ainounling to Rs 29,72,772, in addition to tho • valuable Strand Bank 
lunda extending from (Jhandpal Gh&t to AheeJ'eetollah Ghftt, for wiiich they 
paj' to tho Government an annual quit-rent of Rs. 87,299. 

3. T’ho year opened wiiJi a reyeimo balance of Rs. 8,53,280, and tho 
income for the j^'car under review amounted fO Rs. 01,84,908. 'I'he exnemli- 
liii'e, including sinking funds, ronowals and improvements amounted to 
Rs. 61,04,613, leaving a balance of Rs. 9,33,575 on tho 31st March 1898. 
'J'lie income of the year exceeded the expenditure by Rs. 80,295 

4. The iiicomo under the head “Jetties” amounted to Rs. 10,93,905, or 
Rs. 1,26,727 less than that of the previous year. The expenditure amounted 
to Rs. 9,96,258, showing a decrease of Rs. 2,25,311, as compared with that of 
tho previous j'ear. 3'he net revenue under this head was Rs. 6,97,647, as 
comjjarod with Rs. 5,99,063 in 1896-97, 

5. I’he income derived from the Petroleum Wharf at Budge-Budge 
amounted to Rs. 4,06,349, against Rs. 3,33,797 in 4ho previous year. • The 
quantity of kerosine oil iinpoi’ted wa.s 43,74^,616 gal^ns, as compared with 
40,235,153 gallons during 1806-97. 

6. I'ho importation of oil from Russia, was 47^ per cent, of the total 
•piantity imported in tho year under review. 

7. The total number of packages of tea amounted to 713,054 chosts, 
against 776,397 in 1896-97. 'Ine receipts, which were Rs. 1,07,620 in tho 
previous year, amounted in the -year under review to Rs. 95,010. The decrease 
was duo partly to the unfavourable crop in the Duars^and partly to the divprsiou 
of some of the rail-ltpmo tea to the docks for direct shipment. 

8. .During the year 214 vessels with a tonnage of 557,706 wero berthed 
at the jetties, against 200 with a tonnage qf 500,513 during 1896-97. The 
average number of days each vessel occupied the jetties was 9*2. 

9. Tho income of the Harbour Master’s Department amounted to 
Rs. 6,75,631, against Us. 5,16,357 in 1896-97. The increase was duo to larger 
receipts from mooring hire and Harbour Masters’ earnings. The exponditorp 
amounted to Rs. 6,40,861, against Rs. 6,75,834 in tho preceding year. The 
increase was duo to heavy expenditure in connection with working expenses, 
whioli included the cost of additional mooiing materials. 
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10. During tho year tlioro were 13 ea««;ili,ios to vessels, ugainst 10 in (ho 
jnevious yoor. This gives a percentage of 105 calculated on the number 
of vessels which arrived in the port. 

None of the ciuHialtios were of a aerious nataro either with reference to the 
vossols concerned or to the conduct of the AfiBistimt Harbour Masters. In eight 
of those tho officers concerned vrere warned, and in four cases .exonerated 
fiom blame. In the remaining case no enquiry could be held as the vessel 
loft port. 

11. Tho work of examining boats plying for hire was regularly 
attended to by the Surveyors, and during the year 135 passenger beats ami 
155 cargo boats were called in for wirvov. Of these, 80 passenger boats 
were found to have become defective thrfough wear and tear, and 66 had conic 
so by accidents. Of the cargo boats, 90 have become defective through wear 
and tear, and 59 from the effects of aedidonts. 

12. Tho receipts from port dues^ amounted Bs. 4,61,715, against 
Rs. 4,05,621 in 1890-97. The expenditure for the year amounted to 
Ik’s. 5,87,508, against Rs. 5,07,651 in the previuiis yoar. The excess expondi- 
turo was duo to the cost of extensive. repairs to the several light vessels, us well 
as to the proportionate cost of a steam-launch for tho Deputy Conservator and 
to tho blowing up of wrecks. 

13. The survey of the woetorn channel uf tho Sandheads, which had 
partly been undortakou in 1896-97, Was coniplotoJ during tlio year. Tho 6vo 
fathoms’ contour of tlie w^tern sea reef has extended two miles to tho southward, 
and has also cuiwed bodily tho same distance to tlio westward. Tho easieni 
brace has joined tho western seU reef, ahot lu r three fathoms contour has gone 
one niilo south, and over two miles, to tho westward. 

The five failioms’ contour line of tho western brace receded 1 1 miles 
to tho northward, and the three fathoms* contour no less than three miles; but 
both have gone westward 2^ miles. Tims there is a general tendency for 
all the santjs and channels to move to tlio westward. This is particularly 
noticeable ih tho channel between the weatejm bnico anti tho sola buoy.s. 

14. Tho principal changes which occurred in the river wore at the Beau- 
mont’s Gut, Kaiikhali Crossing, Kden Bur, Llpper Bar, Kungfulla Chuntn l 
and Iho J^^mes and Mary shoal. The ether diannols wore fairly steady duiing 
tho year. 

15. A sum of Rs. 11,27,752 was bbtmued from special tolls levied under 

section 108 of tho Calcutta Pui't Act, 1890, against Rs. 9,15,101 ill the previous 
year. .

In view of tho ever growing size number of steamers visiting the 
Port of Calcutta, a scheme has boon introduced, and is now in force, for turning 
to the best account the existing accommodation. 

The dominant featute pf the new system is that the jetties are permitted 
to bo used only for the discharge of general import cargoes brought by Liner 
steamers; tho latter, after discharging ai: tho jetties, proceed to tho Dock.s 
to load export cargoes; or they may load from boats m the stream if this 
course is found more convenient than gpihg to the Docks. The only obligatory 
pait of the scheme is that steamers musi not load at the jetties. 

The scheme includes also the following : — 

(1) Tho construction of three bended Salt Golas at the Docks, on- 
tiic banks of t!ic boat canal. 
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(2) The j*rovi8ion of throe berths in the boat cinal to serve the coal- 
export trado, there being no more room for that trade at the 
Docks under tlio new system. 

(.3) The doubling of the single railway line, between the Docks end 
jottics, for 1,400 feet of its length, near f’ort Point. 

(4) ^jho erection of new sheds at the jetties to receive those goods only 

which are intended to be railed to the Docks for sbipmeift there. 

(5) The provision of a powerful tog to assist vessels to the Docks from 

tho jetties. 

(C) The jetties to be reduced in number firom seven to six, and lengthened. 
(7) Additional electric lighting at the Docks.

The Annual General Admlnietiation Report of the Bbsgalpur Division for <Ii< 
year 1897-98. «*. 

Mb. W. B. Oldhaai was in charM of the Division for the greater part of 
tho year, Mr. O’pouaoU officiating; ftir him for three months. Tlio pre.sonf. 
report is submitted by Ht^ Carstaj^.>. Thcro wore changes of District Officer.s 
in all districts witih the excej^tion tiie. Bonthal Farganas ; but the transfers of 
' officers in charge of subdiyisiona frequent. 

2. Ihurt and Oldhani spent 34 and Mr. O’Donnell 

40 days on tour, all the district offi<#tbdng inspected except that at Purnea, and 
6 out of 13 subdivisions were vi«t^,\ '"Special attention appears to have been 
given to the state of the municipaE'dialit the Division. The tours of tho different 
Collectors were of suitable scope aM duration, covering the usual iuspection.s. 
It is npt stated whether they were 0i^,tl«d in consultation with the Commissioner 
as reqiiired by the standing ordwa .^ i^lovernmont, and the same omission was 
noticed in the previous year. In iS^alpur and the Sonthal Parganas the 
attention of the District Officers in die early part of the year was specially 
directed to the supervision of the relief operations, and in Monghyr and MaUl.t 
to enquiries whether the organisation of relief was necessary, 'rhe tours of tin; 
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Subdivisionnl Ofliccrs of Jamui in Mon^hyr, and Duinka and Qodda in tho 
ISonthal Parganaa, aro mentioned as having been insuflicient; but the reasons 
alleged aro in no case altogether satisfactory. 

Tho necessary inspections of the district offices and . treasurios were 
made by the Collectors concerned, but by an oversight the treasury at Purnea 
Avas only inspected onco. District t>fficor8 also duly inspected tho subdivi- 
sional offices under then). It is not mentioned if Subdivisional Officers 
inspected their own offices. 

• 3. Wcailur and crops: Material condition of the people : Public Jiealth. — Tho 

rainfall of tho year was slightly boloAV the normal in Malda, and considerably 
so in the Sonthal Pnrganas; in the remaining three districts it was in excess, 
but overywhore it was seasonable and well distributed, with tho result that tho 
bhadoi harvest in the Division was a full average one, and the winter rice a 
bumper crop. Tho outturn of the cohUwoathor erops was also good, and tho 
year an excellent one generally. Following on tho poor harvests of tho previous 
tAvelve months, th« jroai opei^oJ. in -the districts Hhagalp.ur and the 

Jsontual Parganas relief measures were undertaken by Government. ' In tho 
remaining districts the prevailing high prices and the apprehension of scarcity 
rendered the general condition of the people anything but favourable. With 
the good crops, however, of the year under report, prices fell considerably, 
though at the close of the year they were still slightly above normal rates, 
and although the opinion is expressed regarding the Sonthal Parganas that 
tho depletion of grain-stocks, during the famine has not yet been completely 
made good, there seems little doubt that by the end of the year the condition 
of the 2ioople was improving rapidly, and with favourable seasons during tho 
current year should bo well up to the normal standard. 

In the distiicts of Malda and the Sonthal Parganas the year was more 
unhealthy than that preceding, though the registered figures in the latter 
di.'strict in both years appear of doubtful accuracy. The Deputy Commissioner 
observes that the famine left the people in a condition predisposed to disease, 
and their lowered vitality vvas also shown by a decrooso in tho registered 
birth-rate. In Monghyr, Bhagabiur and Pumea (excluding the Sadar station) 
the year ajipeara to have been fairly healthy. The prevalence of a kind 
of fovor known a.s kata dukh in the north-east of Pumea, of a deadly type 
though fortunately not widespread, has formed tho subject of special enquiry 
since the close of the year. , 

4. Manufactures: Mines: and Cbwmerrtf.— The area under poppy cultivation 
in Monghyr declined from 30,604 bighas during the previous year to 20.508 
bighas, and the outturn similarly from 2,875 maunds to 2,232 maunds. Tho 
season was unfavourable at the time of the collection of tho drug. Tho 
statistics of indigo cultivation in tho Division are very incomplete, but tho 
season generally seems to have l)oen adverse, and the prices realised 
wore poor. The Europcau silk factories illi^:.'Malda produced 47,202 lbs. 
of silk, or 4,631 lbs. in excess of the outturb of the previous year*, although 
tho estimated value was less by Rs. 10,061 ; the native filatures turned out 
silk to the value of Rs. 9,00,000, or one lakh of rtroees more than in tho preced- 
ing season. Tho manufacture of firearms at Monj^yr, which is an industry of 
long .standing, seems flourishing, and 8,013 guns and pistols were exported, of 
which 1,125 Avent to Calcutta. The output of the mica mines in Monghyr was 
2t) tons only in comparison with 44^ tons during 1896-97 ; one coal mine and 
two .surface quarries in addition to stone and slate quarries, were worked in tho 
Sonthal Parganas. 

'I’lic registered trade of the Division by road, rail and river in tho 24 
principal articles usually reported on, showw a total of 67,32,000. maunds 
imported and 80,08,000 maunds exported. The traffic in food-grains showed a 
total of 11,31,000 maunds imported and 46,86,000 maunds exported, largo 
supplies having been drawn from the Division in the early i^t of the year for 
the distressed districts of Bihar and tho North-Western j^oVinoes, although 
tho drain was Ie.ss than in the autumn of 1896, at which time the apjirehension 
of famine was first felt, jirices were rising rapidly, and the export of food-grains 
was continuous. There was a large iltoortation of eoal and coke into tho 
Division, aggregating 36,64,000 mauudl of which more than half went to 
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Mongliyr. Tho trade in jute is said to have been dull both in Purnea and 
Midda, prices ruling low. As regards tho trade of the Division with Calcutta, 
the export of rice and paddy rose from 22,20.) maunds to 76, Oil inaunds 
during the year under report, and in gram and pulse similarly from 5,02,500 
maunds to 7,12,000 maunds; tho export of wheat, however, declined consider^ 
ably, as also did that of other grains, and tho total amount of food-giains 
despatched, rather over ten lakhs of maund.^, was about tho same as in tho 
previous year. The export of oilseeds showed an advance of 6,95,000 maunds. 
In the case of imports from Calcutta, there were no noticeable fluctuations. 
Tho trade with Nepal is reported to have ])een rather duller than in the 
preceding year, which is attributed to better crop.s in both territories. More than 
six lakhs of maunds of food-grains were imported from Nepal and about 
20,000 maunds exported to it. 

5. Civil Justice,-^ k decrease in civil litigation was noticed in tho Resolu- 
tion on the report for the previous year and was continued during the period 
now under review, except in tho mutter of Small Cause Court cases disposed of 
by Munsifs, which rose from 10,600 to 11,276. The number of suits disposed 
of by the superior Civil Courts decreased from 2,028 to 1,622, the falling off 
being largest in the case of money suits. 8,326 witnesses in all were examined, 
but the proportion detained over two days, 14 7 per cent., was large and 
higher than in the previous year. All classes of ordinary suits disposed of 
by Munsifs showed a decrease, and noticeably money and rent suits. The 
promptness with which witnesses were examined. showed an improvement, 
tho number detained over two days being 10'74 per cent, of the number 
oxamiiied, 

6. Crinu: Criminal Justice : and Patice . — There was a heavy increase 
iu cognisable cringe from 16,076 cases during 1896 to 27,669 daring the 
year under report, although non-cognisable cases fell to 12,299 from 14,725 
during the previous year. The increase in cognisahlo cases was very marked 
under the heads of burglary and theft, and is attributed to tho scarcity. A 
Aviiole.sale case of arsenic poisoning in the Sonthal Parganas is mentioned, in 
which 5 1 persons were poisoned, of whom 30 died ; the murderer was hanged. 
Diicoities increased from 22 and 28, in the two preceding years respectively, 
to 60, tho number in Pumea being large, and a special report has been 
submitted* on the precautionary moMures to bo - taken. Tho Lieutenant- 
Gurernor hopes that with the disappearance of famine and with the exercise 
of vigilance on the part of the local officers, this outbreak of lawlessness 
will speedily disappear. Out of 769. eases, declared false, prosecutions were 
instituted in 10 per cent, only; the proportion is less than in the previous 
year, although special attention was then, oircctcd to the matter; 51 per cent, of 
tlic prosecutions ended successfully. 

11,781 cases were disposed of by the Stipendiary Courts and 3,889 by 
Honorary Magistrates, tho corresponding figures for the previous year having 
been 12,143 and 4,004, respectively. The depositions of 47,996 witnesses wore 
recorded by Stipendiary Magistrates, er 1,105 in excess of the number during 
tho previous year, but the proiKtrUoir . (detained over two days, 4*8 per cent., 
was practivally the same la the Resolution on the Report tor 1806-97, the 
bad results in this respect exhibited at Monghyr and Malda formed tho subject 
of special comment. During the year under review a distinct improvement 
was elfocted at Malda, the ratio ^ing 2*9 per cent, only, its place as regards 
unsatisfactory results being taken by the Sadar and Kishangauj subdivisions of 
the Turuea district, where the figures were 9*-t and 11*9 per cent., respectively. 
The results at the Jamui and Beguserai subdivisions of Monghyr (14*8 and 17 
per cent., respectively) were stall very unsatisfactory ; matters are said to 
havo gone from bad to worse, and need the serious attention of tho District 
Magistrate. 

The -number of witnesses examined by Honorary Magistrates increased by 
730 in comparison with the previous year, while the ratio detained over two 
^ys declined from 9*3 to 6*7 per cent.; the improvement is so far satisfactory, 
but the figures in the three submvisions of the district of Monghyr (16 2, 13’‘J 
and 22*7 per cent., respective^) reflect little credit on the Honorary Magistrates 
couccrnca. The Lieutenant-Governor has scon with much pleasure tho list of 
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gentlemen in the Division who as Honorary Magisirntos wore very regular in 
their nltondanoe : the explanation now supplied, vvitlt ivfcroncn to the lloguscrai 
Bench, that the Honorary Magistrates frequently uiorely attend Court in order to 
sign the tliary and adjouim all cases on tho plea of no time, possibly affects the 
statement made in the Kesolutiou of tho previous year that their standard of 
attendanco^^was excellent. 

Tho total demand on account of criminal fiat s during the year amounted 
to Rs. 1,01,884, of M'hich Rs. 69,104 were collected and Rs. 10,604 remitted. 
The balances outstanding were specially heavy in the districts of Bhagalpur 
(Rs. 6,550) and the Sonthal Parganas (Rs. 8,934). 

Tho percentage of convictions obtained in cases before the Courts of 
Session increased from 69*6 during 1896 to 73*3 per cent. Tho results with 
reference to the number of . persons committed to trial were less satisfactory 
and incurred tho unfavourable comment of the High Court as to the care 
with which the enquiries preliminary to commitment were conducted. Tho 
work of tho police in the districts of Moughyr and Purnea is unfavourably 
reported on ; elsewhere it is stud to bo up to the usual average. The increase 
of indigo riots in North Mon^yr and of dacoities in Pumea all point to a 
certain laxity of criminal administration, in removing which the Lieutenant* 
Governor hopes that no time will bo lost. 

7. Land Revenue and CSeeses. — There was an increase of Rs. 8,924 in the 
current demand on account of land I’evenue, which amounted to Rs. 33,79,605, 
while there was an an*ear of Rs. 84,127 outstanding at the commencement of 
the year. 98*1 per cent, of tho current and 89*8 per cent, of tho arrear 
demand were realised, the total collections being 103 per cont. of tho current 
demand. Tho usual comparison is made below between the proscribed standard 
of collections in the three classes of Government estates and the actual results 
attained in tho proportion of oarront collections to current demand: —

Tho prevailing scarcity is aligned as the cause of the deficiencies in 
collections, and considering the character of the season, the results are on tho 
whole satisfactory. The leooncilialion of the tauzi accounts with those of the 
hhas inahals in Bhagalpur, referred to last year, has not yet been efFectod, 
but its completion during the current year is promised. The number of 
estates which became liable to sales for arrears was 1,184, or 95 loss than 
in the previous year, Tho Lieutenant-Governor regrets to observe that in 
three out of the five districts tho standing orders as to holding the sale 
of one kist before tho date of the next wore not adhered to. Tho certifi- 
cate work, as in tho last year, was heavy ; 13,575 cases in all were 
disposed of during tho year and 4,127 loft pending at its close. Tho number 
was largest in Monghyr, although disposals kept pace with institutions. 
Thorc were also a considerable numl)err(201) of land acquisition cases for (lis- 
posal, mostly in connection with tho different railway jorojeots, but the progress 
made was good, and all but 28 were disposed of. The division is always a 
heavy one for partition work, of which 50 new oases wore instituted during 
the year, and 125 wore pen^ug at its commencement ; 54 cases being 
disposed of. 

Of tlie total- demand on account of Road and Public Works cess, 83*9 per 
cent, was collected. Under the Land Intprovement Loaus Act, Rs. 7,975 were 
advanced, mostly in tho Sonthal Parganas, and Rs. 53,650 were also givcii 
under the Agricnlturists’ Loans Act, tho greater part in the same district and 
in Bhagalpur. Special attention was drawn la.st year to tho matter of sanitary 
and agricultural improvements in Government estates. From tho details now 
furnished, it would still seem that tho expenditure uuder this head amounted 
to Rs. 15,410 (of which Rs. 0,708 was in the Sonthal Parganas alone), or about 
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5 per cent, on the current demand on account of Governraout estates in the 
Division. It should bo stated in futnro what, under the existing Govornroent 
orders, w'as the amount of the aHotment for iuiprovemonts and bow mucli of it 
was not utilised during the year, the reasons for tlio balance being giveji. 

8. Wtxr^a and Attached Estateir^Oi the seven estates montioned last year as 
being under the charge of the Court of Wards, that of Sukraj Rai in Bhagalpur 
was released, and charge was newly wsuined of the small estate <Jf Ghati in the 
Sonthal Parganus. Out of a totw demand of Rs. 5,56,503, only some C.‘3 per 
cent, was collected ; the j>ropoition was approximately the same as in the preced- 
ing year, and is sufficiently exfdained uy tlio prevailing scarcity. Tno t>ut- 
standing balance in the Lagma estate in Bhagalpur is still in excess of the 
current demand, and in the estate in I^urnea the ararears are also 

heavy. Kttj[iees 13,824 in all was remitted as compared with Rs. 2,824 during 
the prerkms year, uud it is said that attention is being directed towai’ds the 
clearance ol tlie accounts of irrecoverable balnncos. The sum of 20,154 
was spent on improvements to th^ estates, and measures were also taken in 
those in the Sontlial Parganas for tlie reEel of the distress. 

8. E)Bc‘ise: Blanks: Dnliko the experience elsewhere, the 

decrease in the excise revet, uc, occarioned by the famine, was *2 per cent only. 
The incidence of tlie revenue was high^ in the district of Mongliyr (3 annas 
4 pics) and lowest in t-liat of the Sontfaai Parganas (1 anna 6 pies). TIk! Madras 
system of a tree-tax on tavi palms was in force in Monghyr and Bhagalpur, a 
shop rent being also levied. It ap^bears that owing to competition amongst 
vendors the sale of ganya increased, tWt drug being found a dUeaper intoxicant 
than liquor. There was a general decrease in tlio numiber of detected offences 
against the law. 

The total stomp revenue fell by 2‘3 per cent.^ the only districts which 
showed an increase being those of Bhagalpur and the Benthal Parganas. In 
the latter the increase was very slight, a»d in tlie former it is attributed to 
larger purchaseB of stamps for money bmnds and partition papers. 

The total demand on account of incomo-tax amounted to Es. 2, 79, .244, 
or Rs. 8,779 more than in the previous year. The large profits made by 
grain -dealers during tho famine residted ni tlio d'iscovory ol a certain number 
of now a,sscK6oes. 

10. EaiheajfB and Pt^lic Works , — Good progress was made with the South 
Bihni' itailvvay, but on the Ilajipur-Katihar extension of the Tirhut State 
Railway,, little was done in Bhagalpur and I’urnea, though some work was 
completed in Monghyr. The provision pi sufficient waterway in tho align- 
ment in the Bhagalpur district was the subject of some discussion during 
tho year. Some attention seems paid to arboriculture by all the District Boards 
in the Division, although more might be done in Purnea. 

11. Jilduootim. — ^Tl’here were 6,01 schools of all kinds in tho Division, 

containing 112,274 pupils; the loss of 29 schools and 772 pupils as compared 
with tho previous year was less than n^ght have been expected considering the 
mifavoui’able circimistanccs of the year. As might have been anticipateJ, the 
falling off was largest in Bhagalpur. and the Sonthal Parganas. The Lieutenant- 
Governor regrets ta. observe the gradual and steady decline in the })opulai ity 
of female education., As remarked in connection with the Bhagalpm* dis- 
trict, the schools appear to depend entitoly on tho grants received from public 
funds, and possess no inherent elements of stability. In Monghyr, where 
over . ono-fourtli of tho total allotment for primary education is devoted 
to the maintenance of girls’ schools containing some 3,000 pupils only, tho 
District Board found it necessary to curtail the expenditure, which at once 
reacted unfavourably upon the attendancoi Tho fact that the year xvas an 
auspicious one for marriages als^o; led to many pupils being withdrawn. 
There was a decrease of '4 per cent, in the number of Muhammadan pupils 
and of 11-2 per cent, in those of aboriginal races. The Magistrate of Purnea 
remarks'as re^rds his district that while primary education is making steady 
progress, higher education is very ubpopular. The proportion of boys at 
school to those of a school-going age in, tho Division generall)’^ wa.-i only 
17* per cent. Tho total expenditure upon education amounted to Rs. 5,24,207, 
of which about 36 per cent, was met from Provincial revenues and the funds of 
District Boards and Municipalities. , 
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1.‘3. JJosj.itids (in<J Dispensaries. — Throe new ilispeiisarios appear to have 
been opent'J clurhii' Iho yciir-~t'A'o in Monghyr and one in lihagnlpur, one 
.former institutiou in tlio latter district boiug also closed. 'I'hc want of laoro dis- 
pensaries in the Pta iiea ilistrict, where only foni’ exist, is especially notiticablo. 
The total number oi patients troated was 105,087, or 1 1,080 more than during 
1800-07. The total iiioouio from all sources increased to Rs. 78,?05, althougli 
the expenditure appears to have exceeded it by lis. 701. There was a deeveaso 
of over lis. 0,000 in the income from private subscriptions and endowments, 
Jiut the inooiuc will doubtless revive with bettor seasons. 

13. Local SeJ/-C!ovemme7it [hsIHuHohs. — The admiuistrntion of thoMongh3'r 
Munieipality continues to be Bucct'.saful ; a water-supply for drinking and a 
83 .stem of masonry drains with tlu.?hu>g arrangements are mentioned as the 
most presssing wants of the town. With rxiforenco to the I’clations between 
the .Jjimalpm' Municipality and the local authoiitius wliich was referred to last 
y'tvdr, Mr. Dldham, wlio insjjectod the office last 3'oar, was satisfied that the 
uiauagoment of their affiiirs was in competent and responsible hands. The 
confusion in tho finances of the Bhngalp.ur Munieipality will doubtless bo 
gradually remedied under tho p;uidauco of tho present Chairman. Tho history 
of tho other inunici}ialitics in tho Division seems generally to have been 
uneventful but satisfactory. The District Boards in the four regulation districts 
appear to have worked smoothl}’: and that of Bhagalpur incurred an expendi- 
ture of Bs. 00,01'^ in connection with famine relief. 

14. Comluct of Zamindars. — With a few exceptions, tho zamindars cf 
tho Division aro reported to have shown gi'oat consideration to their raiyuta 
and to havo helped liberally in works of public utility. The assistanco rendered 
by them during tho famine has already been acknowledged by Government. 

15. The Lioutonant-Governor desii'es to exjiress his thanks to Mr. 
Oldham and Mr. O’Donnell for their able and successful management of tiie 
Division and to Mr. Carstairs for his careful report.

38. The average rainfall of tho district of Monghyi- was 51-74: indies 
against 41-80 and 33*64 in the two preceding years. Tho average is taken 
from all the nine raiu-rogisloring stations of the district, Tho rainfall was 
fairly distributed throughout tho district, Tlio highc.st rainfall was 57*10 
at Chakaye in tho south, and the lowest, 43*19, at Shaikpura in the west. 

39. Tho outturn of all tho crops was greater than that of tho preceding 
' year. Tho increase is due to the timely rainfall and seasonable weather. 

The poppy crop was damaged to some extent by the heavy rainfall 
and strong west -wind. Tlio sadden rise of the Ganges did some clamago to 
the hhadoi crops on the low lands. Expoit was very brisk in all parts of 
tho ilistrict, as the people were anxious to avail themselves of tho high prices, 
which prevailed during tho year, by disposing of their surplus stock, 

40. Tho average rainfall of the Bbagalpur district was 49*78 inches 

miBciTn.!. against 30*53 and 14-86 in the two preceding 

years. The fall was a little above tho normal 
average — ^48*91 inches. The variation was from 58-61 inches uf Pratabganj 
to 41*70 inches at Hadhipura. The local distribution of rain was fairly 
equal and seasonable for agricultural requiiomonts. The hhadd crop, which 
forms tho staple food of the lower classes of the people in the district, was a 
bumper one, and went a great way to relievo the stress of the scarcity felt in 
the precediiig jrear. The aghani and rail croi»8 also derived beiielit from 
tho opportune rainfall, and the outturn of tlm winter rice crops was 17| annas. 
Tho^ total yield of the district of all tho crops was more than the local 
requirements, and left a large surplus for export.

41. Tho average rainfall of fcho district of Pumca vras 72*59 inolies 

against 52*93 and 01*82 of the two preceding 
years. I’ho highest rainfall was 81*36 in Kishen- 
gan], and tho lowest, 58*93, in Ihirnea. 'rlio rainfall throughout the year was 
seasonable and advantageous to transplanting. 

The bhadoi crop, for which tho weather was favourable, "was an average 
one. Tho winter rice, which is tho most important crop of the disti'ict and 
is grown extensively, yielded more than 15 annas. Mustard and other 
oilseeds, which are largely grown in the Badar and Araria subdivisions, 
wore on a smaller area than u.suiil. Though the mustard was a little 
dn.iuagc<l by rain when in flowc'r, it yielded an outturn of about 14 annas. 
Tl»o raMf of which there is little, was less than an average crop. Tobacco 
3 *ieldo<l a IC-anna crop, and sugarcane *wa8 an average crop. Of tho non- 
food-crops, the most important in tho district arc jute and indigo. Tho fonnor 
yielded a 16-anna outturn, and the latter, owing to unseasonable weather 
and want of timely rain, did not yield more than 10 annas. Hemp, which 
is not much cultivated in this district, gave an average outturn. 

TJic average rainfall of tho district of Malda was 64*17 inches against 
44*81 and 33*72 of tho two preceding years. On 
the whole, tho year was favourable to the principal 
crops, which showed an increased outturn. In April and May there was a 
fair amount of rain, followed by drought, whieb lasted till tho middle of Juno; 
thi'ii there was copious rain, which allowotl bhadoi rice being sown. After, 
June tho weather w’as all that could be desired, and crops prospered accord- 
ingly. Fortunately also tho rivers remained low until late in August. 

43. Regarding crops, tho Collector writes : — 

“Tho outturn of the hhadoi crop was excellent and that of horo paddy fairly greod. Tho 
winter rice, which is oxtensivoly grown in the Bwind tratt or the eastern half of the district, 
yiel«led a magnificont crop. The Indian-eoju produced a full crop. There was very heavy 
rain in Ootohoi*, which was honeiieLal to tho oold-weather crops. Tlio result was that tho rabi 
crops also yielded a 16>anna crop.'*^ 

Tho outturn of juto and indigo was fairj and the growth of tlio mulberry 
plants was as good as usual. 

44. The average rainfall of the district of Sonthal Parganas was 54*52 

_ inches a'fiainst 45*53 and 38*82 in the two pre- 

.onthalPargauM. coding fears. The largest rainfalF was .59 68 

inches in Duraka, and the smallest, 45*19 inches, in Godda. In strong con- 
trast to that of the previous year, the rainfall was all that pould bo desired, 
both as regards its amount and distribution. Largo areas were therefore 
cultivated, and tho crops yielded an excellent outturn, varying from 14 to 
17 annas. Those crops have been sufficient to replenish stocks and to restore 
tho district to its nonnal measure of prosperity. 

45. It may be said gmierally of tlie Hfivituon that the weatlior was 
favourable, the rainfall well distributed, and tbeoTOfis were Oxeellent. 1 doubt, 
however, whether stodcs have been fully replenished 


V.— MATEBIAL CONDITIOW OF THE PEOPLE. 

68. The first-half of the year was one great hardehip and distress, but 
MoniriiTr famine which afflicted the greater portion of 

* ' ' the country did not visit this distriot, and though 

famine prices ruled, there was no scarcity of food. Certain classes of the people, 
especially those who depend on manual labour and employes on fixed pay, 
suffered. The eultivating class aa a whole did not suffer much, and the wise 
and thrifty portion of it rmoiced in tho faioine. It was the landless, indiscreet, 
labouring people who suffered more during the first-half of the year. The 
trading olass as a whole made some profit. 

59. The people of this district were worse off than those of the sister 
mamipai district of Monghyt daring the famine last year. 

' The two northern subdivisions of Madhepora and 

Supaul fared worse than the southern portion. Real distress fell only upon 
two comparatively small tracts, namely, part of the Supaoil tbana and thane 
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lioiiffong ill tlu> Madliopuia sulidi vision, paryana Kabkliiiod, fox'iniiiy tlic 
western portion of tliana lion^'Oiiy, being th<; most seriously uiloctod. In the.-'O 
two tracts tlie crops were specially pO|^>r. I»elief works were opened in Jtiuaary 


and were itll closed in July 1897. Tho physical cfuidition of the people was

CO. All apprehensions! of scarcity came to an end during tho year, and tlio 

condition of the people is now normal. As I'egards 
rural prosperity this district should be classed with 
tho district.s of liengal, and not with those ot Bihar. I'he pressiiro of 2n>j)ula- 
lion on the soil is light, and tho landless labourer is rare in tho land. Kijiits 
aro usually low and the soil is productive, so that it i.s ditlicult to see why' peojile 
aro not outwardly of a more px'ospcrous appt'arunco 

Gl. In ordinary years tho people of this di-strict are particularly' woll- 
j to-do, but tho drought of tho la.-^t two year’s luul 

' ' tried thoir I’osourcos very severely'. In the early 

pait cf the year there was some hardship owing to tho failure of the wifliter 
I’ioe croj), and in sonic parts of the district .scarcity was actually felt. The 
good outturn of bhudoi rico tended to mitigiito tho distims a little, and the 
bumper wilder rice crop removed all appearance of hardshifi. A few more 
good harvests are e-vpocted to restore the iiooplo to their forinei’ easy and 
com fortable circuinstauces. 

()2. The Deputy Commi.s.-.ioner says that the effects of the famine and 
„ scarcity' have disappeared. I thiuk they prob.'ihly 

Ktill survive in <k'j)lcted stocks* lie quotes iroiii 
my own notes the following rei;:arks: —

eultivaiiori of grass, Avery liopeful cxperjineiit i.s tho grain gola system, which has 

for sonio tiin:.^ laien at work in the iSbinkar Sankara Court of Ward’s ostato, and has been 
extended to isome of the Deoghur estales. This is providing a gradually increasing stock of 
grain, whidi is coining to bo the capital of a sort of agrioulturul bank. 

“ Louring tbo your 883 niaunds of paddy were h ut out at tiie golns, and the outstanding 
arrears at tho end of tho year wore 352 mauuds. The babuioo in stoi*k was 1,800 luaunds 
against maunds iu the . rwvious year. 

**I have more hope of benefiting the raiyats by jinniding the raw matoriala of wealth in 
kind, siioli as Beed-grnin and water, than by lending them cash, and think that t)ic most 
hopeFnl way of providing accommodation of the lutt< r kind is by working through and 
impro-ving tho monoy-lendeia and othera rather than by dculing with them direct.” 


VL— EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION. 

63. Ill the district of Moiighyr 309 einifri’ftnts were rcffititcreff under the 
Inland Lmigracion Act againat 450 in the preceding year ; 137 of them wore 
male.s, 80 females and 152 deiicndants. Asm tlie year before, last year alta;, 
there were no depots, sub-depots or rest-houses in this distirct. Tlnro are 
two sludters for sardari emigrants at Momrhyr and Lakhlsarai, which were 
inspected by a Deputy Magistrate and reported to bo fit for use. There was 
no emigration from this district under the Colonial Emigration Act, nor was 
there any immigration into it. No criminal case connected with emigration 
occurred. The Magistrate of Moiighyr has jjroininently brought to notice a 
practice which has lately s})riiiig np of sending to that district from the. colonics 
of Mauritius, British Guiana and Trinidad, Old, bliml, iuliriu and incapabL’ 
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returned emigrants whoso homes were elsewhere. He fears that this unsatis- 
. factory way of treating returned emigrants is not likely to improve recruiting 
there. 

64. There are no depOts for inland emigration in this district. During 
„ , the harvesting season large numbers of labourers 

^ ' go by road to Dinajpur, Kangpur and Malda, and 

return homo when the harvet is over. 

. 65. Properly speaking, there is no emigration from, or immigration to, 

„ M.ij. these districts. Under the head of Immigration 

” _ * the Collector of Pumea mentions that lately there 

has been no immigration of Sonthals to his district, probably because superior 
inducements are ofPered by the tea gardens of Assam. Emigrants are pr«i 
bably drawn elsewhere, but only a limited number, and not of the same ckss, 
go to Assam; so I doubt if ho is right about this. The people in the district 
of Malda being mostly agriculturists are, as a rule, averse to leave their homes 
and seek work in other districts. A few Muhammadans, however, go to 
Calcutta to servo as hhistis there. Large numbers of labourers come from up- 
country for employment in road-making and agriculture. In the beginning of 
th^ cold weather streams of labourers from the North-Western Provinces pass 
through Malda on their way to the eastern districts of Bengal. 

66. The number of emigrants registered under the Inland Emigration 

- „ Act in the Sonthal Parganas was 670, consisting of 

on a arganaa. 375 labourers and 295 dependants. In the previous 

year the number registered was 672. The Deputy Commissioner writes: — 

“ The Bcaroity had therefore praotioalW the same effect in raising Act emigration ahf)ve 
its usual standard in 1897-98 as in 1896-97. The results in the so-called ‘ free ’ emigration 
were probably much the same, but no statistics aro available.” * ° 

The Sonthal emigration scheme under Mr. Adlam continued to work well ; 
2,038 emigrants, including dependants, went to Assam under it, against 
1,865 in the previous year. As in previous years, Mr. Adlam also con- 
tinued to despatch Sonthal coolies for Government work to the Lushai 
Hills. During the year under report 21 sardars and 643 coolies were recruited 
by him for the purpose. Only 21 offences connected with emigration were 
reported in this district against 36 in the previous year. The Deputja Commis- 
sioner states that ho is unable to account for the decrease, unless the reason 
bo that coolies were so cheap during the scarcity that it was not worthwhile to 
use fraud in procuring them. All the cases were disposed of during the year, 
resulting in the conviction of 20 persons and acquittal of 21, Another possible 
cause was that Government oflicers wore moving about more freely to look for 
distress and put down violence. 

67. The registration of emigrants is from the 1st April to the 31st March. 
Most of tho emigration was during tho timo of distress. So far as 1 am aware, 
tlio past cold season has been rather a slack one, probably owing to tho excessive 
emigration of former seasons, and the abundant crops this last year.

1X.--TBADE AND COMMEBCE. 

83. There were no changes in the trade routes and centres of the Division 
during the year under report. 

The total quantities of “up” and “down” trade carried by rail during the 
past two years were as folloMrs : —

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The exports of almost all the principal articles -were considerably loss in 
1897-98 excepting that of jute raw, oilseeds, cotton raw, tobacco, indigo, salt, 
and cotton piece-goods. Tn 1896-97, however, the exports were abnormally higb 
owing to the apprehension of famine in the North-Western Provinces and 
elsewhere. _ _ _ • ^ 

This district has a considerable export trade in wheat, .gram and pulse, 
_ , miscellaneous food-grains and oilseeds. It imports 

principally the following articles ; — Rice and paddy, 
gunny -bags, refined sugar, cotton piece-goods and yarn, salt, kerosine oil, and 
coal and coke. The trade is carried on chiefly by means of the two railways 
(Bengal North-Western Railway and East Indian Railway). The river 
steamer’s and the country boats comparatively carry on an insignificant amount 
of traffic. 

The export of wheat during last year fell from 1,44,000 mannds to 36,000 
maunds, the export of grain and pufso fell from 8,83,000 maunds to 7,64,000 
maunds, but still it was much greater than the export in 1895-96, when 4,99,000 
maunds were sent away. Grain and pulse were exported principally to Burd- 
wan, Hooghly, Calcutta, other Bihar districts excepting Malda, and to Chota 
Nagpur. Seventy- one thousand maunds were sent to the North-Western Pro- 
vinces and Oudh and about 26,000 mannds to the Central Provinces. Out of a 
total export of 3,86,000 maunds of miscellaneous food-grains, 3,69,000 maunds 
were exported to the Bihar districts. Darbhanga alone imported 2,31,911 
maunds. The total exports in 1896-97 wore 7,19,000 maunds and 1,94,000 
maunds in 1895-96. The cuormous increase in the last two years was 
apparently due to famine. Linseed and mustard seed were the only two 
articles in which the exports were greater in the year under report than in 
1890-97. 

The import trade during the year was greater than in 1896-97. The 
quantity of rice imported was 4,52,000 maunds, against 1,95.000 in the previous 
year. This was said to be due to the inequality of price caused by abnormal 
imports and exports of food-grains in consequence of famine. Gunny-bags 
and refined sugar wore imported chiefly, and cotton piece-goods, salt and 
korosino oil exclusively from Calcutta. The increase in the import of each of 
these^articles was probably duo to a’ larger use of them among tho poorer 
classes. Under the head of Indian cotton twist and yam about 7,000 maunds 
were unportod from the North-Western Provinces and the Punjab, against 3,800 
maunds in the preceding year. The imports of coal and coke increased from 
14,80,000 maunds to 19,37,000 maunds. This was duo to larger consumption 
in the Rail\yay workshop at Jamalpur and in the South Bihar Railway. The 
consumption oi coke for domestic use is also on tho increase. The import and 
export of unmanufactured tobacco were nearly equal. 

The Loop Lino of the East Indian Railway carried the bulk of the import 

and export trade of the South Bhagalpur. In 
•gaijmr. North Bhagalpur the Tirhut State Railway was the 

means of communication used. Since the extension of this Railway to Khanwa 
Ghat, a considerable portion of the trade of this part of the district, which 
formerly used to be earned down to.Sahibganj by boat traffic through the Kosi, 
has of late passed to the Tirhut State Railway. The internal trade of the 
district is carried on by means of ca^, .pack-bullocks imd ponies. No statistics 
of this trade are available, but its amount is considerable. 

The principal articles of export were rice, poddy, gram and pulse, other 
iood-grains, oilseeds and sugar, unrefined, and of import gunny-bags, sugar, 
cotton piece-goods, European, salt, kerosine oil, and coal and coke. The export 
tradel of the district with Calcutta shows an increase in respect of rice, gram 
and,pulse, jute raw, oilseed and cotton raw ; in tho import trade the increase 
is noticcabld under the heads cotton piece-goods both European and Indian, 
salt, kerosine oil and gunny-bags. 

Tho trade of the year under report was rather dull, in the preceding year 

there was unusual briskness duo possibly to tho 
famine in neighbouring districts. Tho demand for 
food-grains, ono of the chief items of export from this district, was less during 
1897-98. The p<^r prices realised for jute discouraged the cultivators of tliat 
staple. 
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Tlio total exports were less, only 17,93,413 maunds of food grains and 
otlier erops having been ^^xpftrtod daring the year, against 20,09,803 niauiids in 
l’8!)0-97. There was a <locre!isB under heads rice, wheat, gram and pulsus. 
Other food-grains, jute raw, gunny-bags, sugar, manufactured tobacco, cotton, 
j>ieco-goods Indian, eoltou twist Indian, and korosino oil ; in all other articles 
a alight increase* is noticeable. I’he important trado of tlio district was also 
tluller than in the preceding year. The people in general had probably less 
npnioy to s])end alter the seandty of the preceding year. 5,9o,194 maunds 
only of food <Top8 and other articles wore hnportod into the disti'ict, against 
6,08,810 niiiunds in 1896-97, the principal articles of import wore rico, paddy, 
grail) ami pulses, other food-grains, gnnny-bags, cotton raw, sugar, cotton 
piece-goods, cotton waste, salt, keroiine oil and coal and coko. 

'I'hcre was a remarkable decrease in the export of wheat to Calcutta, only 
927 maunds of wheat wore exported, against 16,393 maunds in the preceding 
3 'car. In the import trado with Calcutta there was a decrease in European 
i-otton piece-goods, Jiluropean cotton twist, salt and gunny-bags. In other 
articles of import there was a slight increase. 

The external trade of the district is carried for thb most part by rail, to 
which some roads servo as feeders. Since the opening of the Barsai-Kishan- 
gani liailway branch, the tralTic by the river Mahananda has greatly dwin- 
dlod. 

The import and export trailio of the district is carried on by river and 

road. The boat linlDc is attended with much 
inconvenience owing to the silting up of the rivers 
in many places in and out of the district. The laincipal articles of tx*ado in this 
district wore the same as in the preceding year and are as detailed below : —

European j)ioco goods, cotton twist, salt and korosine oil, the export trade 
ill rico dccn'ased daring tlie year owing to the successive bad harvests pf the 
preceding two years and the consequent high prices. About 70,009 maunds of 
rice* were exported during tlie year, of which 1,204 maunds only were seiii; down 
to (.'alcntta. '1 he trado in wheat too, which is largely exported, d«^creased. 
About 26, 000 maunds of wheat were exported during the year, of which only 
3,3n;j maunds wore sent down to Calcutta. The trade in jute was rather dull. 
About 67,863 maunds of raw jute were exported to Calcutta, against 89,6)7 
muund.s in the preceding year. Messrs, llalli Bi others & Co., who had opened an 
agency at old Malda, bait almost the entire monopoly of this trade. The export 
trade m raw silk was also slack owing to the famine and plague in the Bombay 
Presidency. The exports in oilseeds were, however, brisker during the j’^ear. 
About 21,907 maunds were sent to Calcutta. The imports of European piece- 
goods, cotton twist and salt was normal during the year, while those of kerosine 
oil increased, about 2,392 maunds were imported during the year, against 687 
luaunds intho })rcviou8 year. 

Tlic Deputy Oomniissionor of the Sonthal Pargauas writes: “The remarks 

of last year as to the insufficiency of the railway 
Soul lal J arganns. statistics, as a recoi’d of the trado of the district, 

apply to the year under review.” * The principal articles of trade were rice, 
wheat, giain and pulse, oilseed, sugar, salt, coal and coke. The exp'ort trade 
in rice dccreitsed during tlic year. It is estimated that 1,11,980 maunds of 
rice were cxpoi-ti-d, against 2,03,021 maunds in the preceding year. The 
export trade in giam iind pulse was also suiuller ; that in unrcfiuhd sugac was 
d)dl. The impmts in rice were almost double, and those in unrefined sugar 
iucrca.'icd. I’ho i)nports in salt sliowed only a slight decrease. The sabai grass 
oxjtcrtcd from Kajmalial subdivision was 2,60,000 maunds, against 2,80,000 
maunds in 1896-97 ami 2,4.5,00U in l89-)-96, 

'I'lie export trade of thi- district with Calcutta increased in respect of rice, 
gram and jiuhc, other food-<:rains, oilseed, tobacco, unmanuf^tured, and indigo. 
In tlie import trade the dt crease is noticeable in all cases except in gunny-bags. 
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Regarding the cattle market of Hiranpur, the Deputy Commissioner 
writes;—- 

*' The kBasactloQs ot the Uiraapur cattle market show a oonttnuod falling off, only 20,780 
heads of cattle haTing changed hands, ag^nst 28,601 in the jiroviouB year. Prices were still 
fnrthcr reduced, the number of heads wm<dt were sold at prices more than Es. 21 being 
1,595, against 1,778 in 1896-97 and 2,761 in . 1896-96 ; and those sold betweod Its. 17 and 
Es. 24 being 2,568, against 3j798 in 1896-97 and 4,586 in 1895-96. The trado began to 
show a slimt improTement in February and March, when the numbers sold were somewhat 
in excess of those sold in F^ruary and March of the previous year. ** 

1 attribute this to the temporary cause of tightness after the famiuo. 

The annexed statement shows the import and export trade with Nepal, 
as registered at the three registering stations on the frontier of the Bhagalpur 
district and 12 registering stations on &e border of the district of Purnea. 
These stations are on the principal trade routes. The Magistrate of Bhagal- 
pur suspects that some portion of this trade escapes registration by passing 
, through intermediate routes,^ The Bfagistmte of Purnea writes that a branch 
of Kusumbba station is required at GudUth, where it is proposed to place a 
literate peou for registering traiHc for six months from the 15th December. 
The imports from Nepal into British temtory were rice, gram and pulses, fresh 
fruits and vegetables, oilseed, tobocoo, ^ner, jute, and gunny-bags, Insides 
cattle, sheep and goats and hides of oattle, and the chief exports to Nepal 
* mainly consisted of unrefined sugar, cotton twist Europttm, smt and kerosinu 
oil. Both import and export trado to and from Nepal were rather dull than in 
the previous ^ear, owing to a bette? .outturn of crops in British and 
Nepal torriiones. 

'The Magistrate of Bhagalpur, Mir, Ritchie, writes:— 

“ In zny short visit across tba frontier I VWs struck W the complete absence of cart roads 
of any sort or kind. Ereo round the chief 'place of Hnaumnagor, th»e is nothing that 
would bo classed even as a fair-weather road in Biitish territory: Till they reach our border 
all goods have in consequence to bo carried on pack animals. ”

129. The number of estates borac; on the revenue roll again rose from 

18,023 tq 15:070. Forty-five estates were added by 

Humber ot estates. partition.' 'Three estates comprising B class lands of 

the East Indian Railway, though already borne as one. estate on the revenue roll 
of the Southal Parganas, were for the. first time during ^e year under report 
accounted for in the tauzi returns ^ ^e district, the revenue derived from 
them being hitherto shown as miscelli^eous revenue. . A diluviated estate, 
which reformed and was settled daring 'the year, was entered on the revenue 
roll of the district of Hooghyr under .the orders of the Board of Revenue. 
Three estates formed by partitions in the district of Bbegulpur were united 
into one under section 1^, Act of 1876. 'The net result is au 

increase of 47 estetes. r ■'■■}} 

130. Two Government estates, in, Bhagalpur afid one G-overnment estate 

. ■ ' jfc and shar^ of Govcmmeht .io two estates in Malda 

aa»fto redemption of oMtei. sold,' with revenue fixed in perpetuity, under 

Government orders No. 9l4D*fi-) dated tlw 19th January l$95, and No. 743L.R., 
dated the 13th September 1897. Thero was no case of redemption during 
the year. 

131. ITie current demand increased from Rs. 33,70,681. in 1896-97 to 

Rs. 33,79,605. The increase of Rs. 8,924 is mainly 
’ duo to the settlement of him patit lauds; to the 

resettlement of estates at higher rente!, chiefly of two Government fisheries 
in Malda; to the addition of the rent of the thi'ee plots of railway B class lands 
referred to above, and to the addition of the revenue derived by the settle- 
ment of Pahaiia villfiges in the Pakour subdivision of the Sonthal Parganas. 
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132. The current collections wore Ra. 33, 15,622 during the year against 

l?s. 32,94,149 in 1896-97, giving a net increase 
Colk.ct.«nH. 21,473. The percentage of collection was 

93- 1 against 97’7. Out of an arrear demand of Rs. 84,427, Rs. 75,881, that 
is, 89‘8 per cent., wore collected against 84*1 in tho previous year; 97*9 
per cent, of the cuiTout and arrear demands were collected, tho remissions 
amounting to about *07, leaving a balance of only 2‘03 per cent., distributed

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135. In cla.«8 11 the standard of 95 por cent, fixed for current collocticus 
was exceeded in Malda and the Sonthal Pargaiias. In Monghyr, Blmgalpur, 
and Purnca the percentages were 88*60, 85*43, and 89‘Ot, respectively.' lu the 
collection of arrear demand the prescribed standard was attained in Monghyr, 
Makla, and the Sonthal i’ergaiiiis. Out of tho total balaneo of Rs. 5,126 shown 
against this class, Rs. 80 have been realised since the close of the year, Rs. 4,874 
arc covered by certificates, and tlie romainclor is in process of recovery. Tho 
Collector of Sfoughyr, whore the balance was heavy (Us. 4,092), attributes the 
slant cfdlftctions in his district to tho poor harvest of the year 1896*97. 


136. In class III tho current collections exceeded the standard of 90 per 
cent, in Rhagalpur and tho Sonthal Pargaoas. The arrear collections reached 
the presciibcd standard only in the Sonthal Pargaiias. The Collector of 
Monghyr reports that the short collections aro due (1) to the poor harvest of 
tho prece<ling year ; (2) to there being no tahsildar (or Sub-Deputy Collector) 
who might have pushed on collections vigorously, and (3) to the bhachi crops 
b(nng partly damaged by the high floods of the Ganges. In Bhagalpur out of 
the total balance, of Rs. 4,372, Rs. 1,213 have since been realised, Rm. 1,241 are 
irrecoverable and are pending remiasioa on account of diluvion in estates 
Mohanpnr and Tintunga, and the i*ost is in course of realisation. With refer- 
ence to the discrepancies between the Ichas muhal and the tauxi accounts of 
this Colloctorate, noticed in tho ropoit for tho preceding year, tho Collector 
submitted a full report containing many suggestions for their reconcilement 
and jirevcntion of suc.h dis»*repancic8 in future. The Board have since approved 
of them, and it is hoped the matter will be set right during the current year. 
'The Collector of Purnea writes that tho collections were soinowliat retarded for 
want of officers. 


The Colleelor of Malda attributes the sliort collections in hi.s district to 
tlio prcvailiug distress uiul to the failuro of cocoons and tho damage done to 
tli(! hhndoi crops by the Hoods during the year under report, I'he Deputy 
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Commissioner, Sontlial Parganas, ■writes that the poor Sonthals and I’ah arias 
had to pay tho heavy arrears of the preceding year. Rupees 9,105 have, how-, 
over, been paid since the close of tho year. 

Vil. Out of 14,797 revenue-paying estates in the Division, 1,184 fell into 

arreai’s for a sum of Rs. 45,930 ; 05 of them wei'e 
rov nue sold. The standing orders of Government that tlie 

revenue. sales for tho arrears of one kist day shcaddtnke place 

before the next kist day ■were infrin^d in the districts of Monghyr, Bhagalpnr^ 
and Purnea. The Collector of Monghyr writes that the delay in the preparation 
of tho oxrear lists is partly duo to the inadequacy of the taozi establishment and 
partly to the defective state of the Land Registration registers. Tho delay 
in Bhagalpur is duo to the backwardness of certain tauzi umharrirs in submit- 
ting their portions of the arrear lists. The Collector has taken steps to prevent 
such delay in future. The Collector of Purnoa writes that the lauzi ledger 
forms for 1897-98 were not icoeivod till August 1897, and there was .some delay 
in writing and comparing them, and therefore the ai>rcar lists could not bo pre- 
pared so as to admit of the sale being held before the '27ih December 1897. 

138. Three hundred and seventy-five estates wore actually or nominally 

under settlement diu-ing the year, including 280 
ett ciaents. applications by private parties in the tronthal Par- 

ganas for table of rates under Regulation 11 of l88tS. Two hutsdred and 
ninety-six of them weixi pending from 1896-97, 235 were disposed of, leav- 
ing 90 undisposed of. Of the former 251 were struck off the file (1 in 
Bhagalpur as the estate being untraceable was removed from the revenue roll, 
and 250 in the Sonthal Parganas as the villages woto included in the proposals 
for regular settjeiuent). The number of settlements actually effected was 
therefore 34. The settlements gave a not increase of Rs. 3,849 only. The 
revenue of tho northern and southern sections of tho fishery Gangaputli 
IslampuT (property of Government) in the district of Malda rose frour 
Rs. 2,950 to Rs. 5,050. 

139. Including those pending at the close of 1896-97, there were 17.702 

^ „ , certificates for disposah their demands aggregating 

T)cM.nds Recovery Act. 2,80,2i5, a^nust 1 8,647 certificates arid demand 

of Rs. ^,17,126 in the preceding years. Of this sum, Rs 1,44,816 were realised 
by 12,201 certificates, 1,374 cCTtiflcates wen* cancelled, leaving 4,127 cases 
ponding*which covered Rs. 1,17,717; Rs. 55,801 wore realised in issue of notice 
under section 10 and attachment; Rs. 80,740 on issue of sale notification, and 
only lls. 8,275 by actual sale or arrest. 'Phe number pending ut the close of 
the year under report was only 4,127 against 4,166 at tiio end of 1896-97. 
In Mulda and tho Sonthal Parganas the disposals rajarlykopt pace ■with tho 
institutions, and in Monghyr and Bhagalpur have exceeded them. In Purnea 
alone tho disposals were much less than~tho institutions, Tho Collector writes 
that out of the 738 cases pending at the close of tho year, 432 were instituted 
in tho month of March 1898. 

The Collector of Monghyr remarks that sections 20 and 21 of Act I 
(li.C.) of 1895, as. amended by Act I (B.C.) of 1897, had proved a boon to 
defaulting proprietbrs.. .many having av.aiit'd tnemselves of the privilege it 
confers. 

^ 140. There were . 162 itow oases, and 42 were pending from last 3'ear. 

... One hundred and soventy-six cases were disposed 

Ml arquisiUoti. leaving 28 ponding at the close of the year. 

141. As in the year before, a Deputy Collector was employed for the 
acquisition of lands rt>quired for the South Bihar Railway, and three Deputy 
•Joilcctors for tho Hujipur-Kstihar extension of tho Tirhut State Railway iii 
iho districts of Monghyr, Bhagalpur and Purnea. 

142. Of tho total length (79 miles) of tho SoutR Bilmr Rail way 22 miles 
lie in the district of Mongliyi, and the total area to be acquired in Miat district 
is 1,018 acres, and the total number of coses to be disposed of is 2,221. Nino 
hundred and eighteen acres of hind were acquired, for ■which Rs. 1,33,943 were 
awarded and Rs. 1,13,031 puidj One thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
live eases wore disposed of. 

143. Tho Monghyr Deputy Collector, Babu Kanti Bhushan Son, was in 
cliarge of 69 miles against 68 miles the yc^ar before. Tho Deputy Collector 
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moasured the whole area last year, excepting five miles of the lino for the 
, Monghyr Qhat branch, which has not yet been demarcated by the Engineering 
Department. lie made awards for 327 acres, and paid Us. 63,463 as 
compensation. 

144. Owing to the non-demarcation of the laud in the Munsbi division, 
and to the non-publication of the notification under section 6 in tho Kosi 
bridge division, the work of the Ubagalpur soothm of tho Ilajipur-Katihur 
Jiailway could not bo taken np till November , 1897. Baba Suresh Chandra 
Chattorjeo, Deputy Collector for this district, reverted to the general lino on 
oth June 1897, and on the 20th November 1897 ho was deputed back to this 
work. Tho whole of the 1,107 acres of land to be acquired iu this district was 
surveyed, and all preliminary operations completed during the year, 

l4o. Babu Komesh Chandra Das was employed in acquiring the land 
for tho Purnea section of tho Hajipur-Katihar Railway. IIo expects to 
complete tho acquisition of tlio whole length of 31 miles within a short time. 
Three thousand throe hundred and ninety-nine acres of land aro to be acquired 
at an estimated cost of Rs. 2,2o,200, including brickfields, for the projected Hue. 

< )iie thousand three hundred and forty-five acres of land were acquired, and 
Rs. 74,291 paid as compensjition during tho year. Owing to the postpone- 
ment of tho work, this Deputy Collector also had to revert to tho general line 
for some time. The question of tho waterways and altered alignment between 
miles 88 to 110 having been settled by the Committee assombod atKursella, the 
draft declaration has now been sent up for publication, 

148. Of the 181 cuses on the file for disposal, 125 were ponding from 

1896-07 and 50 w®re new institutions. Fifty -four 
artitionn. cusos wore disposed of and 127 left, pending at tho 

close of 1897-98. Tho number of cases instituted increased by 31, the inoroase 
being most marked in Monghyr. The number of disposals also increased by 23, 
it being nearly double in Monghyr. It is satisfactory to notice that, notwith- 
standing the large increase in the institution, the file of ponding cases increased 
only by 2. 

147. In Monghyr two old cases, pending respectively for the last 13 and 
J 1 years, were disposed of during the year under report, Tho oldest case on 
the file is that of pargaua Bisthnzan, comprising 108 asU and 56 ^ dak/iili 
villages, instituted on the 30th June 1885. It is at the stage of section 75, and 
was before the Board on appeal, and has lately been disposed* of. In 
Bhagalpur tho oldest case on the file is that of Jalai, instituted on the 30th 
August 1800. It is ponding on appeal before tho Board, and is at the stagq of 
section 81. The partition cases in the other distaricts of this Division call for no 
.special comment. 

148. Including 1,756 pending cases of the preceding year, the total 

. number of cases for disposal last j^ear was 5,380: 

Lan.l maution*. j appertained to the district of Monghyr. Tlio 

di-sposals numbered 3,992 (in Monghyr 2,085), and tho year closed with 
1,388 cases jiending. Only 248 cases were ponding over six months. 

149. 'I'hc number of transfers on which fees were paid, purporting 

to be under set^ions 12 and 13 of the Bengal 
Laadi.,r.u Coos. 'I'enancy Act, , was 1,223. Under the Board’s 

circular onier No. 6 of September 1896^ the whole amount of fees paid 
(Its 1,675) was deposited in the treasury, and tho landlords to whom they wore 
payable were informed that the same would be held in deposit till applied for 
by them. During tho year under report only Rs. 7 wore paid to the landlords 
on their applications. It appears that the system is not working well, 

150. As reported last year, the only revenue embankments in this. 

Division aro tho Monghyr embankment in tho 
',m mn tmt-nts. Begusorai Subdivision and the Belwa embankment 

in Puniea. There is nothing now to write about their management. 'I'he 
cost of maintenance realisable during the year amounted to Ks. 795, that is, 
R.S. 82 for ma/cri and Ks.

189. The results of the year’s .administration are summarised below and 
comjjared with those of the preyious year : — 


Tear. 
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There was an increase both in demand, and in the number of person.s 
asstj.ssed in Jthagalpur, Malda, and the Sonthal Parganas, due chiefly*^ to the 
iliscovery of new assessees. In Monghyrthe riuinbbr of assessces deert^ased, but 
the demand increased by 6*7 per cent. This is attributed to tho enhan^ment of 
tlie tax of grain-dealers, who mado extensive profits owing to large exports anil 
sudden rise in the prices of food-grains towards the.cnd of 1896-97. There was a 
decrooso in the demand in Purnea, duo to smaUer'coininis.sions received by tho 
managers and assistants of indigo concerns, owing to tho badness of tho indigo 
season, and to the reduction of tax on objection from Ra. 4,075 to Rs. 1,888 
in Ihe case of an aavsessee of the highest class.' 

190. Rupees 2,63,860 were collected ^ 'tax, and on the 31st March 
Rs. 3,468 remained to be collected, of which Rs.. 2,450 were reported ss under 
realisation. In Malda, as usual, the entire demand was rea;lised within thb year, 
and nearly the same result was attained in tl^' Sonthal Parganas, the’ .outstand- 
ing balance being Rs. 95 only. This amp^i is reported to be 1b^ and irre- 
coverable. 

191. In MonghjT, Bhagalpur, Pur^aj and tho Sorithal Parganas the 
warrants issued for re^sation of tax exceedi^ those of the previous year by 
9, 51, 14 and 38, respectively, while in ]^alda they - decreased by 22. The 
increase is generally attributed to the wilful Ueglcct on the part of the as8f>sseos 
to pay their tax on the issue of demand .notices, in the belief that resort to 
1 ‘xtrcnutics would prove their inability tp. pay the tax and estaUish ’.a claim 
for future exemption. The percentage of sale in the Sonthal Parganas is 
highest, viz. 26-0, while in the remaining districts it varied from 6’fi in Malda 
to -4. in Monghyr. Nine hundred end eigh^-ifive objections Were of which 
760 wore rejected. Tho percentage of .su'ccessful objections fqr Hhe Division 
was 22‘8. In Bhagalpur tho proportion' of successful objections exceeded 25 
))pr cent. Tho actual expendiluro amounted to Rs. 12,843, including the cost 
ot establishment in this office. Taking into account Rs. 114 remitted under 
rule 13 of the Bengal Government rules, tho total expenditure amounts to 
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Ks. 12,957. The percentage of charge for the Division, excluding the collec- 
tions made by the Accountant-General, l^ngul, and the interest on Government 
securities, was 4*8 against 5*2 in tlie ji^ijeding year, 

192, ti!or the first time in this Division there was a case of composition 
of tax. This was with an assessee in Monghyr for a period of three years 
comm oncing with 1898-99, *• 

193,. llie tax continues to be as unpopular as ever, but people have 
become accustomed to it, and there Vas no open manifostation of discontent 
during last year.

199, No new railway projects -were^ sanctioned laat^ year. The works 
under construction ere the South Bi'hw Kailway and tho Hajipur-Katihar exten- 
sion of tho Tirhiit State Kailway. The construction of the former has pro- 
gressed considerably. Of the latter some progress is reported from tho district 
of Monghyr, but not much done in the other two districts^ viz., Bhagalpur and 
I’uruea. The land acquisition work 'in. Bhagalpur had to be suspended fm- a 
greater portion of the year, in cohsequehec of the delay on the part of <ho 
Kailway authorities in demarcating lands. In Purnca also tho work was 
.stopped for some time, as tho alignment questions had not been settled. I'lic 
actpiisition work is, however, now being pushed on . vigorously in both Mn? 
districts. Objections have been mad^ tqibo nltsonco of cromngs for water in the 
llhaaaipur district. As regards the aditoe for a light railway from Bhagalpur 
to l.>ooglmr by Bansi, it remains at the saino stage as last yefer; Since the close 
of the year the .Board of Revenue have called for an estimate of the probable 
<;ost of the land, which is under preparation. 

209. I’hero was no case of . obstruction on tho long lengths of open line 
last year, Some damage was caused by flood to the railway line at Mananpur 
(254 miles) in tho Monghyr district. It \va.s, however, restored as quickly as 
jjractieablc, and no inconvenience was fdt' by tho public. 

201. In the same district there were 30 cases of accidents against 30 in 
the preceding year. Of these, 13 proved fatal against 6 in the year before. 
Owingto tho fom^ation of sand-bfinto in tho Ganges, the connection botween 
tho East Indian Railway and the EastOrli Bengal Railway is now considerablj' 
east of ^ahibganj and Manihari on tho respective banks. The railway ferry 
steamor now goes down to Mohjarajpar ghat, and there is a shuttle train 
between Sahibgaiij and Moharajpur skiions. 

"202. There ai’c no Government irrigation works in this Division. Tlui 
r«/n' growing lands are irrigated vrith tvell water, while for paddy land.s tho 
people have to depend on rainfall, eApept in Kharagpur^ where the Maharaja of 
Darbhanga has extensive irrigation works, A'iz. — 

A, — Canal. 

B, — ^Gilandazi bunds and wells. 

The. canal with its distributaries, measures 39 miles in .length, and receives 
Its supply of water' from a reservoir; constructed by bunding up tlie^ river. 
Then there is a p^enhiat strean fed.^by ithe hot and cold springs of tho Kharag- 
pur hilfsi There ore 0 wells and S^^^hdazi bunds irrigating lands whicli lie* 
boYond the reach of the . canal and its distributaries. By tho bunds .32,.50() 
bighas of lands of all description are' irrigated at all seasons of tho year, and by 
tho canals 80,000 bighas of paddy lands are irrigated. Great good is being 
di>ne by tiieso splendid wmrks. The cost of maintenance last year was reported

260. As noticed in the last year’s report, the Vice-Chairman, Babu 
Shivandan Prasad Singh, who also acted as Chairman for several months • 
during Mr. Marriott’s absence, continued to toke the keenest interest in the wel- 
fare of the Municipality, and he and his father, Bai Camalishwari Prosad 
Singh, Bahadur, have great influence^ 'arhich is rbpofted to be always used for 
the good oj the town. 

261. The Municipality of Jama^nir obtained a loan of Bs. 8,000 from 
Government under orders No. 1959M., dated 29th March 1898, for remodelling 
the bazar drains. A culvert and miles of drain costing Rs. 5,092 were made. 

262. The Municipal OommisSioners have since resolved to extend the 
drainage works, and asaed fur a furdiet loan of Ra. 3,000 from Govorament to 
complete the scheme, 

263. This Municipality was Inspected by Mr. Oldham on tho 26th February 
1898, and I quote below bis remarks 

“ As regards the relations of this Municipality witli the oontroUiug authorities, which, so 
far as they have boon unfortanato, I attribute ontirely to the .wea^^ of their office establisb- 
mout.” 

“ It is tho doliboralo poli^ of tho present ©Seoiitivc (Mr. B. W. RendeU, the Chairman, 
and Mr. Tobyus Browne, the vico-Chaimum) to spend every pice of their revenue whioli 
tlioy con afford on osoful puhlio works, and it is by Ibo good work which they know that 
they aro doing that they console thcmselvesfor tho very considerablo worry whicn their muni- 
cipal duties give them, trenohing on their onerous official duties as they do, and oeoasionally 
bringing them into annoying conflict with tho authorities. * ^ * * *

There was an outbreak of cholera at Simaria. There were 14 cases and 
•3 deaths. The gathering was dispersed under orders of the District Magistrate, 
dated the ()th November 1897.

Tintanga (spoilt by rain); Bausi (Banka), Suighcsar 
(MadhopuraJ, with gatherings of 25,000 and 30,000, 
(the Magistrate being present at the latter) and Kabilas (Supaul). 

- 30>. Khagra fair was attended by 10,000 daily and Kaiagola by 25,000. 

Good sanitary precautions were taken. The plagm* 
• scare rcducea tho attendance at tho former, and tlio 

latter was broken up because of a small ouibreuk of cholera (4 cases).

Tho Annual General A^lmijustraiion Report of tho Oiissa Division for the year 
18^7-1)8. 

Complaint is again made by tho Comini^Nionor, of some difficulty and delay 
in obUiining completo and corn et figures frenn District Officers. 

T'he late Mr. Cooko was in chai'go of llio Division tliroughoiil tlio year. 
, Of the threo districts, that of (Cuttack, and of tho four subdivisions that of 
Kendra])ara, were tlio only ones in which tlirro were no changes of the onieers 
in charge during tho year. 

2. Tours and In^pextinns, — As required by tho Govornniont orders, tla^ 
dnrntion of the tours of District Officers wms fixed by the Commissioner in 
(‘onsideralion of tho circumstances of each district; but it is not stated whether 
• lours of Hubdivisional Officers wore similaily controlled by their respective 
Collectors. Tho time spent by officers in camp appears to have been usefully 
('inphjyed. In tho early part of the year iu Jhiri, and to a less extent in Cullack. 
the subject of relief opcirationa <ingaged speci:d Jittention. 

The Coiniiiissionor visite<l all tho di>»trict offices and all tho subdivisions 
except Jaipur, but tho treasuries at Balasorc ti]ul Puri and the sub-treasury 
at Khiinla were not inspect c(b The different (Jollectors inaiio the necessary 
inspections of their own offices and of the sudivisional offices under them, 
but no distficJ treasury appears to have been inspected more than once, — a neg- 
lect of existing ordcu’s that must not recur, and winch apparently Las (3scaj>ed tJif 3 
( ^ominissionor's notice. The Siihdi visional (Jiiieers of Jajpur and Keiulrapaia 
do not seem iohavo inspected their own sub-lreasuHOs,— an omission for wdiicli 
no explanation has been given. Tho Lieutonimt-Govornor trusts that tho rules 
relating to these very nccossary inspections Avill b(3 strictly followed in future. 

J. Wcatkf^r anfi Crops: MaUvialcondiUonof thc}nnple: Public JlealtfK — 'I'lie 
avoijago rainfall for the Division was 54*80 inehos, or about 5 inches below tho 
noiinal, the deficiency being coinnioii to uli districts. Tho fall was, how- 
ever,* Avell distributed, and wliilc avoiding the one oxtreine of long ii^torvals 
of drought, escaped tho other, equally disastrous ill a country like Oris^iu, 
of an excessive downpour and heavy floods. The season in consequence is d(‘s- 
cribed as having been most propitious, and the (mtturns of both the autumn 
and winter rice were above tho average. 4’ho other harvests, too, woic 
‘generally cxcollcnt, and not only Avas tht^ir yield per acre in excess of that of 
tlio previous year, but, Avith the small exception of sumnier rice, a mucli larger 
Hioa was sown under each crop. The after-edh ets of tho daniago done to tlie 
harvests of the iireviout year by succossIa^o inundation and drought continued 
to ho felt with increasing severity for the first four or five mouths of the 
ye ar 1897-98, and tho turning point Avas not reached till Xho new crops 
wore hut, since Avlieu matters have been steadily improving. T*he pinch of 
scarcity in the early part of the year Wfis felt least iu Ualnsore; in Cuttack 
assistance was given from tlio Indian J^amino Charitable llelief Fund, but in 
Puri relief works were opened on tho part of Government, mostly in tin', 
tracts adjoining tho Ohilka lake. Prices fell considerably towards the end of 
tho your under report, but fiiilod to reach the normal level. To tiioso 
on fixed incomes some hardship must have boon thereby caused, ^bul the 
Comiuissionor observes that there are few avIio <lo not in addition hold some 
arable land. Tho demand for unskilled labour on the railway is said to hevo 
raised the rates of ordinary cnoly hire, as dlso of the skilled labour id masons, 
blacksmiths, carpenters, &c., in Cuttack, Tho Commissioner AVritos tliat “ the 
condition of the people at tho close of the year was satisfactory, aiitl Avitli good 
harvests in 1898 99 tho losses of 189G-97 will be more than male geo 1.’’ 
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Wilh file cxcoplioii of liiilasoi'c, the year m tlio rcbt of the Division was 
le.ss hcahliy tJiaii its predecessor, and it is niiti«-oablo that the death-JUto in 
* the Unco di.stri<;t.s has varied directly with the eomptu'utivo intensity of the 
distres-s in each. Cholera caused many deaths in Cuttack and Puri, and there is 
no do\il»t, as the Commissioner remarks, that the condition of the people predis- 
posed them to- this disease. In the Ihvision generally, the recorded death-rate 
was It 10 1 ]Jor mille, as compared with 28*81 in the previous year. 

t. JJ iiutifitc lures : Mines: and Commerce. — In spite of the largo quantity of 
■ salt aoeumulated at the factories on the Ghilka lake, the manufacture was conti- 
niictl .IS a itdief mea.surc; less puns were however workeii, and only l,02,.‘t.ol 
maunds wci’e manufactured, as against 1,95,000 maunds during the previous year, 
uf which 17,017 maunds were sold, the corresponding quantity for 1896-97 being 
1(>,221 maunds. The opening of the East Coast Railway is said to hove 
en.abled Madras salt to compote favourably with that locally manufactured, lo 
which it is in some respects superior. 

The trade of the Division luigid usefully have been analysed in greater 
detail, the statistical statements which encumber this portion of the report 
b<;ing relegated to the appeiulices. The value of the imports by sea into the 
Divi.-^ion iiicrousc'd from Rs. 07,06,278 to Rs. 82,00,109, and of exports frr)in 
Rs. 90,21,065 to Us. 96,41,928. The important ductuations were in the trade 
t)f the Balasero ports, cotton twist, kerosene oil, salt ami railway matm-ials 
among the impoj+s, and i-ieo and paddy, and hides among tho exports, all 
showing a largo increase; on the other hand, the value of pulso.s exported 
decreased by over two lakhs of rupees. The figui-es of tlio traftio willi 
Calcutta by road, river and canal are incomplete', and of Utile value for 
jairposi's of eoniparisen. The export of food-giains by country boats along 
the canals amounted to 12,07,131 maunds as compared with 7,81,615 maumis 
in the previous year. 

5. Cioil Jusluc . — There was a marked inci'case in civil litigation, notice- 
ably in money suits, and it i.s prolmble that with inqiroving prospects mon* 
creilitovs entertd tho Gourls for tho recovery of dues for realising which, ovc'ii 
if decreed, the hud prospects of tho previous year held out little hope. 
Six hundred and ninety-sovenorighial Suits were tried by District and Suhordinatc 
Jiulges, and 20,215 in the lower Courts, in cornpaiison with 318 and 15,739, 
re.'ijiectively, during the preceding year. There was a corresponding increase 
ill the number of rent .suits di,spos<;d of by Revenue Courts from 4,981 during 
1896 to 5,817; but although the total number of witnesses examined was les-s 
than in the previous year, the Lieutenant Governor regrets to observe that 
a larger projiortion were detained over two days, 

6, 'Crime; Criminal dust ice: and Police. — Cognisable cases increa.sed during 
tlai year from 0,171 .to 10,723 and non-cognisable cases from 0, 161 to 
6,806. Although the increase hi the former is partly accounted for by di/Ter- 
cnces of chussilication in the retiims adopted since tho previous year, there 
was a real increase in tho number of true cases rc'portctl under all lieadings 
e.xcept that of “ Minor offences against the person,^’ although most marked 
under that of “ Minor offences again.st property." It was observed last year 
that the senreitv and high price.s had not led lo any serious increa.se of 
dime; but this, tiuwcver, was i\ot tho case during the year under report. 

A percentage of 2*8 of the cases reported were declared false; the corre- 
sjiouding liguro in tho j>revious year being 4 per cent. Prosecutions woi'g 
iiislitutcd ill only 20 per cent, of such cases, ^ and in only 37‘5 per cent, of 
those were convictions obtained. Compensation under section 560, Criminal 
ITocodiiro Code, was awarded in only 36 oases in comparison with 55 during 
1696, although in the Resolution on tho report of the preceding year it was 
remarked that more use might be made of this section. Atteiition is again 
invited to tho matter. 

There wa.s an increase of 19 3 per cent, in the number of cases tried, us com- 
pared with tho pi tvious year. Stipendiary Magi.strates disposed of 6,272 cases 
in the course of Avhich 18,144 witnesses were examined, and Honorary Magis- 
trates of 2,196 case.s during which 3,484 witnesses deposed before them, T'he 
I.ientenant-Govei'iicn' is glad to observe that although more vvituesSos were 
examined in .stipendiary (Jouris, tho proportion detained over two days fell 
from 3 9 during 1896 to I T per cent. The corresponding percentage in tho 
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(Courts of Honorary Mogistratos was sUglitly wov^^o tlnui in tho year preceding, 
being 3*1: ms against S'?) per cent. The Caltack KSadai* Jhiiieh sliowefl 1]ie 
wovfct results tho next being that of Puri (6“2.. Tho attendance of 

[lonf)rary Magistrates is loportod to have been fairly regular. 

"JTiotc wore G(> ciisi^s disposed of in the Courts of Sessions, of wliich 78*7 
per cent, ended in conviction — on the wliclo, a satisfactory result. Tlioro is 
still room for hnprovcinont in tho realisation of criminfil tines, oi* whicli tho 
balnncjo outstanding at tho close of the yetir was as much as Rs. 17,G6o. In 
the Khurda subdivision of considerably jnoro was outstanding than wa^ 
imposed during the whole year, and the unrrulisod balances at all throe !8adar 
stations wore heavy. It is rerpiosted that very early attention may bo given 
to this matter. Arrnngenieuts for tlio introduction into the Division of the 
Chaukidari Act, VI of 1870, continue to bo inadt;, and tlio Liontonaut-Governor 
would strongly impress on Disiriet and Subdivisional Officers tho need of their 
personally examining locally, when on tour, llui fairness of the village assess- 
ment lists. Tho conduct of tlio police is rejiortcd to have been, on the whole, 
us satisfactory as could bo exj)oeted. 

7. .Land Revenue and Cesses . — Tho onrroit demand of Rs. 18,61,091 on 
account of land revenue was only Rs« 1,0.02 in excess of that of the preceding 
year, and tho year opened with an outstanding arrear of Rs. 1,10,801. Of tho 
total demand 89*5 jjcr ceiit. and of the current demand 89*4 per cent, was 
collected. The proportion of current collections to tho current domaud in tho 
different districts is conifiarod below with the usual standards, for the different 
classes of estates in tho Division:—

'l^he poor collections in Government cstrites in Balasoro have not been 
ex])hiinod ; the deficiencies in Puri were, no doubt, due to tho scarcity in the 
district, large remissions, to the extent of Ifs. 84,513, being given there in 
Government estates. A sum of Rs. 12,729 was expended on improvements 
in Government estates, but more detail migljt well have been furnished of tho 
objects to which it was applied, and the proportmn of tho final expenditure to 
tho allotments made. Only 28 estates, or shai(‘sS of estates, were sold for arrear 
of revenue out of 1,705 which became saleable, and good progress was made 
with the operations for the settlement of tho now land revenue. 

Tho disposal of certificate work, which was unfavourably noticed last year, 
did not show much improvement ; it is ti ue that only 1,814 cases were left 
pending at the close of tho year, as against 2,330 at the end of 189G-97 ; but, 
on tlie other hand, 806 fewer cases were filed during the year than in that pre- 
ceding. Tho land acquisition work in the Division, mostly for railway projects, 
was lioav’y, but would appear to have been kept well in hand, 

8. Wards* Estates . — As in 1896-07, there were six estates under the olnirgc 
of the Court of Wards, one of which was, during tho year, released. The 
year opened with the largo arrear demand of Rs. 4, 0.6, 946, while tljie currimt 
demand amounted to Rs. 3,74,883. Of this, Rs. 4,31,109 were collected, being 
a percentage of 55*14 of the total, and 114 9 of tho current demand. The 
results wore (^onsidoralily better than in lS?)G-97. Tho sum of Rs. 08,343 wms 
remitted, and Rs 2,89,007 were outstanding ut tho close of tho year. The 
bulk of tliis(Rs. 2,'‘>7,31G) Avas due to the Kujaiig fistatc, which still contimies 
to shoAv an outstanding balance largely in excess of tho current demand, in 




^pito tlio roni.uks m ulr last y(':ir on tlio point. lll^ Coinniissioni^r lia?i not 
spcciiilly noticeLl tlic nuiltcr, and attouliou ia again invitLMl to it. ^riio sum of 
\is. 00,748 \Yas spout on iiuprovojuoiits, which is Us. 10,734 in excess ot tho 
<*xpi.‘ndituro o£ tho prooodiny; year, but no partitMihir n^asoii has boon given, 
neither luis the uaturo of the works undertaken been speeihed. 

1). Excise ( Stumps: Income-tax * — Tho excise revenue iucriiasod during tho 
year uinh'r n p ort l‘n>in Us. 6,37,709 io Us. 6,62,770, tlio increase being shared 
by all ilLstiicts. Tliis is somewhat unusual, considoring the experience of oilnu* 
parts of flic i'r<ndnco and tho mifavourable conditions of the early part of tho 
Sixty-live jx rcont. of the revenue wasdeidvcd from opium, and 18 per cent, 
from //z////^?. In Cuttack the number of prosecutions for Ineaches of tho law 
decreased loll as coluparod with 149 in the preceding year; due, so it is said, 
to greater vigilance, which would, however, ordinarily have resulted in tlio 
detc«:riun of more cases, not fewer; ami it is also said that the prohibition of 
the use of Gurjat // and sirtdhi is now more wid<ily known. Tho corr(‘ct- 
mss of the ex})lanation is doubted, and attention is iindled to IJii? point. 

Tiu^ stamp revenue, amounting to Us. 4,98,6U>, siiows an increase of 14*8 
and 31 por cent., respectively, over tho ligures for the two ])awious years. Tho 
most noticeable increase was under the heads of coiiri-focs and im[)ressod stamps, 
the IVuMuor hiu’ng attributed to tho settbuiieiit operations, and the latter to the 
large number of deeds of mortgage whitdi were oxociited at tho commencement 
of tho year. The law is either well obscrv’’ed, or more vigilance is in.'cessary for 
tlio det('(dion of breaches of it; only eight persons being prosecuted in this con- 
necbion during the year. 

Tiiero was a small increase of 06 assesseos and of Us. ^,499 in tho linal 
demand on account <d' inooincvtax. The collections were slightly deficituit in 
I'uri, but olherwiso were satisfactory. 

10. lidilways and i*uhlic Works . — Work on tlio Calcutta-Midnaporo- 
Oii thick extension of the llongal-Nagpur Railway made satisfactory progress. 
Tho aresi irrigatc'd by tlie Orissa Canals increased from 180,(148 acres during 
1S90’97 lo 194,600 acres. Thu demand accordingly ro«o from Rs. 3,( 9,8M) 
to lis. 4,31,1 19 during the year under report, tho collections bi'ing very satisfac- 
tory, amounting to 09*79 ])or cent. The total length of nnh^alltd roads in the 
Division maintained by District and Docnl Jioards and Municipalities was 198 
miles, an<l of uniuetalled roads 1,506 miles. The proposals lor feeder roads 
in cniincction witli the now railway, to which refereiico was made last, year, 
wore still under consideration, and the Commissioner expresses a doubt* whether 
funds will be available for their'* construction, and a hope that tho District 
Hoards coiiceiiicd will not act precipitately in tho maltor. While immature 
proposals slioiild of course bc3 avoided, it is certain that tho construction of 
(he luiw lines nun-t have created a need, which did not perhaps exist before, for 
feeder r lads, and it is hoped that it will bo found possible at least to construct 
tho .,e concerning tho necessity for which there sliould bo little or no doubt. 
Arlmriculluro ajjpears to receive some attention in Cuttack, but to be neglected 
in ]}ala.-,oi(3 and Uiiri, 

1 1. fj.bicatvm . — Tho educational statistics showed a doeveaso of 39S schools 
and 6,331 jiupils, chiefly in lower primary schools in the districts of Cuttack 
and Puri, I'ho falling ofl* is a.scribed to the scarcity and to some extent to 
the outbreak of epidemics of small*pox and cholera. IMio total oduc.ition il 
charges urnounted to Ra 4,50, 1 65, or ks. 4,394 less than in tho preceding year. 
()f tliis about half was itict from fees, and from Provincial rovouucs and' Di.> 
Iri' t Board Funds 17 per cent. each. Of tho boys of a school g<rmg ugi^^ Sf)me 
46-3 pi-r (*eut. were at school, Baluson^ boiog the most atlvauc<Ml district in 
tliis respect, and Unri the least. Thei*a was a small decrcas(3 during tho j'car, 
both in tlu'. numbers f^f girls ami Mulmmmadans under instruction, 

13. Dispensarix^ and Ilospi tala. — One now outdoor dispensary was opened 
during tlio year, and Iluj number of medical institutions was thus raised to 41, 
with a total income, of Us. 44,375, of wdiicli 44 percent, was derived from private 
Huliscriptioris and endowments, 23 jior cent, frcuu Govoi'nment, and tho balance 
fiom ] d'^trict Boards and Municipalities. Tlio JdcutonantdJovernbr regrets to 
rennirlv that the (Juttack (Jenmal Hospital is still in want of funds. A total of 
140,439 |)ationts wei'o tivaied, or 16,548 more than in tho previous twelve 
jinoiitliM, o^^ing no doubt to tho greater uuhoaltliiness of the year. 
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IfS. Local Self-Government Imtitniions, — Tlio wants of tlio town of Cuttuck 
in tljo matter of drainaf^o and consorv^ancy arc specially commented on : but t/iat 
tlie town is, as a rule, free from the outbreak of (epidemics seems ratber duo to 
“its naturally healthy situation than to its cleanliness. Want of funds is attri- 
buted as the reason for the neglect to do more, and at the close of th (3 year, 
it Would seem that the liabilities of tlio Municipality considerably exceede<l 
its balance in hand; but, as the Commissioner points out, full use is not made 
of the legal powers of taxation. Moreover, unless unduo leniency was oxer- 
cised, it is incredible that, at the revision of tlie assessment madeMti 1896, the 
final demand should have been roducod. As remarked, the railway must have 
bonofited the town considerably, and tliere is no reason for supposing that a 
decline has begun in its material profl|>erity. The condition of the town of 
l*uri is reported as good, but the District Magistrate refers to certain mutters 
that still require attention, l^he percentage of ordinary income devoted to 
primary education was 4*2 iu the Division generally, being highest in Jajpiir 
(0-9), and lowest in Puri (JPG). 

The administration of the District and L^eul Boards presented no new 
features. Tlioro appears more room for regularity of attendance among the 
.inerubers. 'Pho five village unions in lialasoro have not, so far, proved of 
much use. 

14. Condaei of samindars. — The Commissioner does not give an altogether 
satisfactory account of the relations between laud lord and tenant in tho DivisiDn 
generally. In places relations wore openly strained, and in others t!ie good- 
feeling of former years is said to exist no longer. Some of tho old families arc 

* reported to be heavily encumbered or biH3fkenup by internal dissensions; outside 
proprietors with but little sympathy for their tenants, have been introduced, and 
•ahs«‘nteeism is as elsewliere an unmitigated evil. Exceptions, however, exist ; 
and relations are reported to be quite peaceful in Balasorc and in Puri, whore 

< Sovewnment is a large landholder and on satisfactor}' terms with its raiyats. 

15. PoliiicaL--^ As in the previous year, a short account is given of the 
administration iu AnguL Mr. Wylly ana Mr. McL, Smith held charge during 
the year, and between them spent 160 days in camp. Tho rainfall, though less 
than in the previous year, was well distributed in tho Sadar subdivision though 
h‘ss so ill the Khoricimals. Tho hhadoi crop was an oxcelleiit one everywhere, 
and the winter rice, though estimated at 12 annas in the Khoudmals, was a 
Iminpor one in A ngul itself. Tho people, on the whole, were, therefore, well off. 
TIkj nunfber of civil suits increased, but not largely, from ^67 during 189f> 
to 129. Both cognisable and non -cognisable offences aUo roae slightly. Tho 
strength o*f the regular police was reduced, but the cost increased for whicdi, the 

< 'omniishiorior observes, that no explanation hcas been furnished. As a force, they 
ai* ' not well reported on. The arrear and current demands of land revenu<3 
amounted to Rs. 76,900, of which 98 8 per cent, was collected. The excise 
rf‘vonue rose from Rb. 25,602 during 1896-97 to Us. 83,671, but tho Deputy 
(Jomiuissionor expressed the opinion that illicit luaiiufacturo of country spirit 
goes on lo a large extent, — a subject tliut is I eing (enquired into. The number 
of schools and pupils fell off sHghtly. 

16. Tho Lieutenant 'Governor has already placed on record his sense of tin; 
lo>s to the Administration by the death of tlie late Mr. Cooke, ond would express 
ins thanks to Mr. Stevenson for the present report, in which, however, tlni 
place of many of the statistical statomentH iusevted might advantageously lniV4; 
boon taken by the supply of greater detail as to tliu facts and fluctuations of tho 
year..

Avns inueli less tlum in either of tho two precedin'^ years, it being 54 -83 in 
1897-98 aga'ihst Gl’Ol in 1890-97 and 03'80 in 1895-90. As compared with the 
year 1890-97, the raiiiftdl of 1897-98 was short in all the three districts of 
('iittaek, lialasoro and Puri, as indicated by tho r<4.urns of all the registering

23. I’ho year under ropoft, however, affords a good illustration cjf the 
trutli of llie saying that it is not tho amount of rainiiill Imt its distribution 
wliich really uifects tho harvest. Tho rainfall of 1897-98 while less in (In 
aggregate was very evenly distributed. There were no long interspat os of 
dry weather, nor wore there heavy downpours in Orissa itself or in the hilly 
country to the west, such as u.suaUy result in destructive floods. Above all ibo 
rainfall in October, at the critical tijiie when the ears of gr.-iins are filling, was 
uniplc. As might bo expected under such circumstances, the year was a mo.st 
propitious otn; for tho agriculturist as is indicated by the figures below which 
set forth in the old form tho outturn of different crops as compared v.'Uh the

V,— .MATK1{I.\L CONDITION OP THE TEOPLE. 

•34. Orissa is a province dependent in tlio main for ita prosperity on 
agriculture as fluj luaterinl condition of the agricultural class reacts upon all 
otlier classes, and is a safe general index to the prosperity or otherwise of the 

whole coiiiinunity. 

• • 

35. The year 1807-98 opened badly. Harvests in the year preceding 
had been poor owing to floods followed by drought, with the result that prices 
rose high and tho people felt the pressure, so that in parts of the Division relief 
nicasiircs had to be resorted to before Slst March 1897. 

36. Tho state of matters became worse and worse until September 1897, 
when the bhadoi harvest gave considerable I'elief. This was tho turning point, 
and from that time onwards things improved rapidly, the well-distributed 
rainfall insuring good crops of all kinds. The district of Balasore escaped 
most easily, Cutta<^k coming next, and it w'lw in Puri only that Qovoinmont 
assisted. Special relief works were found uecesaary, e,g.^ in the tracts adjoining 
the Chilka. 

Any individual cases of distress in Balasore wore easily dealt with by the 
District Boanl, while in Cuttack it was found necessary to give relief from the 
Indian Famine lieliof Fund also. 

As a rule, except in Puri, the working classes found sufficient employment 
on road and embankment I’epaii’s rendered necessary by the flood damages of 
the preceding year, and on the railway. There was also an unusual demand 
for Held labour, the re.sult of a larger area than common being brought under 
bhadoi, cold weather vice and, indeed, all crops in the hope, of making good 
tlu) deficiencies of the harvests of tho year preceding. 

37. In spite, however, of the extension of cultivation and of good crops, 
prices did not fall so much as expected. This, as usual, has l)oen felt by persons 
who bold no rice land at all and who are in receipt of fixed incomes. I'his 
class is not, however, a numerous one. Every one who can, holds some paddy 
land — not a few in Cuttack town, for instance, who could not get arable laud 
near, leasing somo in Khurda. Tho demand for such land seems steadily rising, 
and I understand that it is making itself felt here even in the more remote 
tracts towards the coast. 

33, High prices to the agriculturist, on the other hand, should mean better 
times, even though a large part of his crop has to go to the maimjan in the first, 
instance, and though ho of course gets nothing like the prices charged by tho 
bniiia to the public. 

39. It is, however, difficixlt to estimate the extent to wliich the producer — 
tlu; raiyat — benefits, as ho not infrequently, with his inborn improvidence, will, 
lor the s«akc of a sraall sum down, agree boforohand to dinpose of his expected 
crop at a figure which is s\iro to bo bol(»w, if not well below, what is the selling 
price at harvest time. 

40. Speaking generally, tho condition of tlio people at large at the close 
of tho 3 'ear unfior report was satisfactory, and, with good harv'csts in 1898-09, 
tlie losses of l89(>-97 will be more than made good. 


VJI.--PfiXCES OP FOOD AND LABOUfh 

46. Tlu; price of comnioii rico, which was abnormally high at tho com- 
mencement of the yciar, continued to rise during the first six months of 
lS'J7-08 until tlic bhadoi cx^op camo upon the market, though oven then the 
full was not so great us might rettsonably have boon expected from the go* d

harvest. Tliis no doubt was largely duo to the faot lliat the creditors of the 
raiyats did not fail to reallzo all they could from the first crop. Tlic )’e:ir 
1897-98 does not therefore compare vei*y favourably in the matter of 2)rieeH 
with 189(1*97, the average price of common rice being 16 Boors 1.2 chitaks and 

1 3 seers 8 chitaks, respectively, during the corresponding pcriocls of the two 
years. 

47. As in the case of rice other food .s1aplc.s were cheapened but slightly, 
wheat selling on an average at 9 seers 10 cliitaks against 8 seers, gram or 
kalui at 12 seers 14 chitaks against 12 seers 15 chitaks and salt at 10 seers 

14 chittaks against 10 seers 4 chittaks accordiitg to the lost fortnightly returns of 
March 1897-98 and 1890-97 rosijoctively. Wlieut and gram are not, however, 
articles of food which are in request ty the {.cople at largo. 'I’hat salt sohl 
at a cheaper rate than iu the two prccediiig years is dosorvijig of £iotico 
especially as this coincided with the abolition of the local salt luunufactino. 
'I'his oheupeniug of salt was common to tin' districts of Jialasoro and I’uri, 
but has not betm accounted for. 

48. The cost of ordinary cooly labour is said to have been oniiancr d 
becau.se of tbo denmiid for utiskilled labour on tlio now railway linos. There 
lias been a larger demand tliaii usual for domr.-itic servants on account of tlic 
iiillnx of railway employ <5s, and the wages of this class have in cciisequcuco 
.sliown a tendency to riso, 

49. A riso in the wagas of arlizans, sneh as mason.s, hlacksmitlis .and 
carju'ntcrs, is also reported from CuttaCk district aud is attributed to the cleinand 
fortlifcir labour in tiio Bengul-Nagpur Railway extension. At tho .same time 
the local! hand icmftsmeu aix' vc'jioTtcd to be vi-iy inferior to their I'clloAVs from 
ilu! liombuy Ib-esidoucy, and from the Punjab, and large numbers of infizan!- 
fi'om thc.s<5 jnii-ts of India wore imported by contractors.

193. In order to bviiif? the Puri r!iil\\ay station ncnicr Puri town, (lio‘ 

KliurJa-Puri branch lino of the Past CoasI h’ailwiiy has been extended towards 
the sen coast. 

194. Work in connection with the Calcntta-Midnaporo-t’irttack extension 
of the Jk'Ugal-Nag])ur lluilway is reported to have made satisfactory piogre-ii. 
In the district of Cuttack practically all land required ha.s been handed over t,o 
the Railway Department, earthwork has nearly com])leted oxce[)t in .a 
few places, ytono ha.s boon quarried in huge quantities and rauoli has Ixicn 
brouglit to the site. The largo bridges over the Kuakhai, Kathjari, Mahanady, 
llirupH, Hrahmini and byturni are in hand, In the case of tlio four 
nnined bridge.s, which nro close to Oottack, a fair start has been made with welt 
sinking. On tlio Rralnnini and Byturni wi ll sinking has been nearly completed, 
some of the piers have Iwen furnisimd, and it was expected that girders would 

•• lie jdaced in position on the brahmini bridge before the rainy season. 

105. In north balasoro all earthwork is said to have been complcto'l and 
the rails laid; nearly all the small bridgc.s arc completed and tlie hridgi- over 
the Subarnarckha river is expected to be fini.slied shortly. Stations arc being 
constructed. In the southern portion of the same district earthwork has bi'en 
complotcd and rail-laying had begun during 1S90-97. Most of the bridge.s arc 
reported to bavo been completed. The pins have been built fur tlu! bridge 
over tho river bnrabalang, but the girders had still to be placed in imsition. 

190. Railways apart, no other now imhlio works are reported to have 
been in hand in tlu: districts of Cuttack mid balasoro during the year under 
report. In Pnri a new combined .Post and 'I'olograpli Office was built at a eo.st 
of Rs. 12,050 and an additional tomck w.is c.aislructed in tho Reserve Police 
Lines at a cost of Rs. 3,()09,

The Collector of Cuttack explains that some conirac.fois 
did not apjK'ar to receive payment of the anKamts duo to them bef<»i'(“ tiic 
31st March 1898; aud certain original works not having been, compleled 
within the year, th.o accounts of these could not be made up. The Collt-ctfir 
of Balasoro'does not assign any reason for the .^imrt oxpondituro in bis district, 
nor do(is tln^ Collector of Puri explain why the allotment was there exceeded. 
Their attention has been invited to this. 

212. The total expenditure incurred la nrborionltnro amounted to 
Tbs. 1,(591, Its. 678 having been spent by each of the District Jloai’ds of Cuttack 
and llalasoro and Rs. 513o by Puri. 

The total number of trees planted was 2,810, of which by far tlio most, 
viz. 2, 121, were planted in Cuttack, against IT'J in liaUisoro and 210 only in 
Puri.

Tlicro was an incrcaso of ono chutii^ tlie number of tJiose being 71^ 
against 78 in 1806-27, and this was clue to the extension of tlie Puri I.odgiDg^ 
bouse Act to Ilarnng chulU in tho district of Cuttack, tliis place being tlio 
present terminus of the East Coast Railway. 

* 1 bo a ggi’ega to receipts show a cleeivaso, although there was a con- 

siderable increase in tho income of tho Pil-rim Lodging- liouso Fund in 
Cuttack. Thh increaso was, however, of but a temporary nature and was tho 
result of a sum of lis. 2,058-8 being paid by tho Rengal-Magpur Railway a 
compensation for the acquisition of the Qopalpur rest-house. 

215. Ihc variations in receipts and expoiiditure of the several funds do 
not call for special I’emarks. 

Lodging-houses wore regularly insoectod by the Health Officer. 
Iho District UlUcor of Cuttack inspected so:uo of the chulUes along the

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Jagannalh road and found them in fair condition. There was no disoaso of 
an opidoniic character in any of the to which the Act has bedn extended. 

217. Ill Cuttack, the well.s along the Jagannath road wore cleaned, 
rcjiaircd and disinfected with ponnagannto of potash. Fifty-five wells in the 
town of Puri and the wells along the Jagannath road in that district wore 
thoroughly clounod and disinfected. One tank in Pnri itself was filled up as 
its water had beconio offensive. 

218. Ai'cording to the five years’ scheme of wolls sanctioned under Bengal 
(I ovcrnniont No. 1(>C9M., dated 22ud March 1898, .steps have been taken to sink 
wells in those ports of Puri town where good drinking water is reqnircil. 
'J'lie opening tif tlio Ea.st Coast Railway has, by diverting to a very largo extent 
pilgrim tlirough traffic from the Jagannath road, told prejudicially on the 
income of the fund from the roadside chutties between Puri and Cuttack town 
so far as that is derived from lodging-houses and houso rent. 

The same must bo expected in Balasore and in (’attack district north of 
the. river Maliaiiadi when tlie J3engal-Nagpur Railway extension is completed. 

XXVI.-EDrrCATION. 

219. The stutistios under this h$ad show a decrease of 298 school.-- 
and of 9,221 pupils. Iii 1896-97, 289 schools were closed, but the number of 
pupil.s rose by 927, so that during these two years there has been a net lo.ss 
of .087 schools and of 5,29-1 pupils. Tlio decrease in 1897-98 occurred chiclly 
in I<»wcr primary schools and in I he districts of Cuttack and Puri; this chis.s 
of school showing an increase in the district of Balasore. The falling off is 
seldom in tho main duo to the dcamoss of food grains and in part to fhe 
occurrence of cholera and small-pox. The lluctuatiou.s in the number of 
■scliools of other descriptions .and in tho number of pupils attending the-so do not. 
call for remark. 

220. Sixty-tbree private in8titution.s also ceased to exist which involved a 
lo.ss of 175 pupils. Tlio causes assigned are the sumo as above stated. The 
total expcndititre on schools of all classOS (excepting tho Ravonshaw College) 
amounted to Bs. 8,8.8,529 in 1897-98 against Rs. 3,86,071 in 1806-07, a further 
sum of l\’s. 68,636 being spent on account of in.spcction, scholarships, buildiug.s 
•nid other luiscellaneous charges. T'ho total sum of educational charges: thus 
aijjountod to Rs. 4,50, iC-j in 1897-98 against Rs. 4,54,.5.’9 tho year before.

The fluctuations here indicated have not been accounted for. It is, how- 
,ever, wortliy of note that the iiioomo from lees shows but a slight falling off uot- 
tvithstanding a considerable decrease in tho number of schools and of pupils. 

221. As in 1896-97, tho major portion of the contribution from Pro- 
vinci'®^ Tevermos was siiont on secondary and special education, District Board 
mui M .unicipal grants being on the other hand principally devoted to primary 
educatio.’i- 
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222. Tho cost ])er head of pupils during 1897-98 varied from 2*4 in lower 
. prinjary 8clioc)ls to 103‘() in special schools. 

223. Tho proportion of boys attending school to tho niimber of boys of • . 
school -going age in 1897-98 was 35 6 in Cuttack, 44*2 in Balasore, and 29-3 in 
l*uri, against 39'2, 43 2 and 31'3 respectively in 1896-97. Taking tho Division 

as a whole, some 36 2 boys out of overy huiulrcd of school-going age seem 
thus to have been under instruction during 1897-98, as compared with 38-2 in 

1896- 97. 

224. The Cuttack Training Medical and Survey Schools and tho Alnlpur * 

. . Industrial School call for no special remark. There 

Special uBtitatioiui. were On tho rolls of these institutions, on the Slst 

March 1898, 67, 99, 84 and 24 studenta respectively, against 70, 112, 73 and 23 
at tho close of J 896-97. 

225. There were 64 students attending the Ravenshaw College classes at 
tho close of the year under report agdihst 71 at its commencement. Tho aver- 
age daily attendance in 1897-98 was 73*2 against 76*0 in 1896-97. Incomo 

..from fees and fines, including tho half- fee payments made from the Mohsin Fund, 
amounted to Rs. 4,448 in 1807-98 against ll.s. 4,305 in the year before. The 
total expenditure on the College for the year wa-s Ks. 19,688 dgain.st Rs. 22,883 
in 1896-07, while the grant "from Prpyincial revenues was Rs. 14,340 in 1897- 
98 against Rs. 17,623 in 1896-97. 

220, Sixteen candidates competed at tho R.A. and 84 at tho F.A. Univer- 
’ sity Examinations hold in March 1898. Seven of the former and 22 of tho 
latter proved successful. Three candidates appeared at the B.L. Examination 
held in November 1897, and a like number at tho Pleodership Examination 
held in March 1898 — all failed. 

227. The Oollcgiato school numbered 307 pupils on the 31st March 
1898 against 265 a year before. The arerago daily attendance during 1897-98 
was 236*3 against 227 in 1896-97. The. total receipts and expenditure during 

1897- 98 amounted to Rs. 6,173 and Rs, 9,970 respectively against Rs. 6,947 
andaRs. 8,601 in 1896-97, the contribution from Provincial revenues during 
these two years being Rs. 3,797 and Rs, 0,657 respectively. Seventeen candi- 
dates Avent up for the last Entrance examination of whom 1 3 passed. The work 

• of jjroviiiing more hostel accommodation was completed during the year under 
rovioAv at a cost of Rs. 7,187, which leaves Rs. 4,000 stilp in hand for further 
improvements. The hostel can now accommodate .50 boarders, and the monthly 
average was 30*6 in 1897-98 against 21’1 in 1890-97. 

’Mr. E. F. Growse, tho Collector of Cuttack, took much interest in this 
work; 

228. The number of girls’ schools decreased by 8 in Cuttack and 
increased by 1 and 2 respectively in Balosoro and Puri, there being thus a net 
loss of 5 schools representing 83 pupils. ’ Tho decrease occurred in Lower 
Primary schools. Eight girls (4 frou^ Cuttack and 4 from Balasore) passed 
■the Middle Scholarship examination, 4 with Middle English and 4 with Middle 
Vornaculm’ certificates ; while 9 passed the Upper and 87 the Lower Primary 
Scholarsl^ip examinations. 

229; . The number of Muhammadan \boys under instruction is reported 
to have been 3,378 in 1897-98 against,3,50i in the year, preceding — a decrease 
of 123 boys. Four Muhamma^n boys passed the Middlo English, 6 the 
Upper* Primary and 15 tho I^wer Primary oxaminatiohs. 

230. Pupils belonging to aboriginal races numbered 220 in 1897-98 against 
198 in 1896-97, One hundred and forty-two of theso — mostly Sonthals — belong- 
ing to tho district of Balasore, 1 a Khbnd studying in Cuttack, and 77 Khonds 

• and Sabars in Puii. Eight q>ecial schools for puinls of tliis class existed during 
1897-98 — 5 in Balasore and 3 in Puri. No such boy passed any of tho depart- 
mental examinations. 

231. There were altogether 3 low-caste schools — 2 in Cuttack and 1 in 
Balasore. Two low-CEiste pupils, 1 from Cuttack and 1 from Balasore, passed 
tho Lower Primary Scholarwip oxaminotien, the former obtaining a scholar- 
ship.

237. The number of institutions was augmented by ono outdoor dispen- 
sary opened at Patamundi in the district of Uuttack. Tho jsamindar of Utikan 

P rovided the building and has promised an annual subscription of Ra. 360, tho 
listrict Board providing tho balance. 

238. As in last year’s report, tho foregoing statement includes the tempo- 
rary cholera hospital at Puri, which is really a branch of the Puri Pilgrim 
Hospital. During tho year under review, it was necessary to open the tempt)- 
rary hospital twico only, i.e., on the occasions of the Car and of the Panchak 
fe.siivals. Tho proposal to amalgamato the Hukitola and Fajso Point Light- 
house dispensaries in the distric;t of Cuttack, referred to in paragraph 292 of 
last year’s report, is under the consideration of 0overnment. ” 

239. Tho total income shows an increase of Bs. 2,862 which accrued in 
the districts of Cuttack and Puri, there . being a falling off in Balasbre. The 
increase in Cuttack occurred in the it»(K>mo derived from Government and 
in private subscriptions; District Board and Municipal grants showing a 
decrease, which iu tho case of tho District Board is apparent rhther than real, 
and is due to the fact that in th«5 appendix and statements furnished by the 
Civil Surgeon last year the income derived from the di.strict, port and all other 
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local funds and from wards' estates was shown in tlie lump a}>;ainst tho [)istrict 
Hoard. Tho foregoin" statement shows aeiiarately tho actual amount con- 
tributed by the District Hoard, by each of the other local funds and by wards’ 
estates, as also the aggregate of private subscriptions. Other fluctuations have 
not boon accounted for. In oxplanatlon of tho increase in tho income derived 
from Government and of the decrease in Municipal grants in Halasore, it is 
said that tho Municipal contiibution towards tho pay of a Ci\;il Hospital 
Assistant for some months was in fact cioditi d into the treasury, but was left 
out of account in calculating tho payments mado by tho treasury, while the 
entire pay of the said Civil Hospital. Assistant for those months was shown as 
a Government grant. Tho Collector hfW omitted to state in what proportion 
this amount should bo shown as debitablo fo the Government grant and to tho 
Municipality. His attention will bo invited to this matter* No reason has 
been assigned for the falling off in private subscriptions and in revenue 
from endowments. Tho district of Puri shows an increase in income from all 
sources except District Board grantSj but tho fluctuations have not been 
accounted for.

211. The opening of the railway seems to have given an impetus to the 
Cuttack Medical School as it is said to ^ve employment to many of its success- 
ful stuclonts. Tho Cuttack General Ilosmtal maintained its already high 
reputation. Its available resources do not however keep pace with its require- 
ments in spite of Uberal donations, as of Rs, 1,000 by the Rani of Kaniku for the 
purchase of instruments, and of a sum of Rs. 100 by a few gentlemen for tho 
j)urchaso of some cots.

Except in (hittack the ftyerage percentage of attendance shows an 
improvement. The worse result in Cuttack is attributed to tho fact that several' 
members, town as well as mui^assal, were ijttegular in attendance, the Civil 
Surgeon, for instance, not atten^Ung a single meeting during the 3 'ear under 
review. The average attendance of members o( tbe Puri District Board has 
never been very good, and, tliougb in 1897-98 tho percentage showed some 
improvement, tbe District Officer Writes : —

263. Tho Sub-Cummittees; under the Outtack District Board #hold 2S 
meetings during tho year under report against 31 in 1896-07. Of tlie 28 
meetings, 8 proved abortive for- want of a ^orum. There is mucharoom for 
improvement. No doubt, as the District Officer states, to have 9 successful

1896- 97 ; but it is to bo rememhared that the members of this Committee do 
not do their duty unless they meet .monthly to audit accounts.

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Both tho total income and the total oxpontHtnro hIhjw a decroaso as com- 
pared with tho preceding year. The net d<!crea8o in tho aggregate receipts 
ia tlie result of nn incrcaao lu Cuttack mpre than counterbalanced by a decrease 
in Balasoreand Puri. In the total oatponditure there was an increase in 
Cuttack and Puri and a decrease in JBalosoic. As regards tho decreas<j in 
Balasoro both in income and expenditure, it is explained that .the District 
Board had no snoh Government grant in 1897-98 as it had in 18y(! 07 
(Hs. 17,892) for completing tho Chandbali road. The decrease in the income 
of tho Peri District Board was due to a fall in the income from ferricB in 
conse(]ueuco of the opening of tho railway.

Balawv — “ The inoreaso in tho ^sue of money, orders is bolieveil to have been prinei- 
piilly duo to tlio railway and settlettient operations in progress during the year, and tlio 
d* crease in the payment of money ord^ to the return of people to thoir homes on aecouiit 
< if the good harvest during the year who had left the district in search of omployment iind 
remitttd thoir tamings for tho support of thoir families at home during tho previous year,” 

Fvri . — “ The decrease in tho number and amount of money orders issued is attributed 
to the great falling olt In tho remittahoes made by tbo Pandas of tho town to their agents 
in d fit-rent parts of India. This was dtmblloss due to tlie plague, the Pandas consiilcring 
tliat there was very little prospect of inducing people to make tho pilgrimogo to Puri,” 

275. 4'ho increase iu the payment of money orders in Piu'i is attributed 
to liirgor romittauces made by rice niiTcbants to their iigeuts at Puri, and this 
oxpliuiation seems borno out by the iiicrcasod value of exports to Mudra.s.

XXXVII.-aENEKAL RKMARKS. 

319. All matters usually dealt with in the annual report have been sd i*’. 
tho foregoing paragraphs. Besides the.se ihere is littio calling for remark. 

320. Scarcity was formally declarul to exist in tho district of Pmi, 
where only was relief required on anything like an extensive scjilc. Distress 
existed, however, in some purta of Cuttack district and also in a portion of 
ilhndrak subdivision of tho Balasote di.strict. Everywhere, however, tho 
tracts most affected were scattered, ai0 ti'i a rule they wore such, as from their 
po.sition and the character of tho country, suffer more or less every year from 
cither flood or drought. It so happened that in 1896 tho floods were excop- 
tionally heavy, general, and prolonged, while tho evils of an unusually pro- 
tracted drought were superaddod. 

321. In Puri only had local resources to be eked out by Government 
fund-s. 

322. In Cuttack all tho relief necessary was afforded by Iho Indian 
_ Charitable Relief Fund Committee and by liberal contribution from the ward.s’ 

’ estates which suffered,'* 

323. In Balasore also local funds amply sufficed to meet all dcmamls 
for relief. Tho measures taken were everywhere successful. Details have been 
•rojiorted in this pffice No. 12111., of 10th February 1898, to Governnicnt and 
need not be reproduced hero. A separate ropoii; was duly submitted t<» the 
Honorary Socrotary, Bengal Executive Committee of toe Indian Famine 
Charitable Relief Fund. 

324. The Diamond Jubilee of Her Majesty tho Queon-Empress was 
celebrated in all places of im)K>rtance with loyal enthusiasm as reported to 
Government in this office No. 2lddR. of 27th Septembor 1897. 

325. Tho earthquake of 12th June 1897 was foiiunatoly felt but sliglitly 
in this Division, and practically no damage was done.

Note on the early cotton crop in Baikal, 1898. 

£a.piamiiory, — cofjtton crops aro grown in these 
Provinces, viz., tho early crop which is sown daring tho 
monsoon rains and harvested during the cold weather, and 
Ihe late crop which is i»uedly sown at the close of tho rainy 
season and harvested in the hot weather, ESstimates of area 
and ouUurti of the former -Crop are fnniished in this report. 
Estimates of tho late crop /i^ll Im) published separately in a 
later report. ■ 

2. July, the rainfall in all 

the early cotton-growing districts was generally below the 
normal. There was an excess only in I^hardaga and Pala- 
mau. In August, on the other hand, heavy rain fell in 
most of the early cotton-growing districts. This proved in 
some cases to be unfavourable to the cultivation of the crop. 
Heavy rain continued generally throughout September. In 
October, tho rainfall was above the average in Orissa and in 
Miduapore and Singhbhum., and less than tho average in all 
tho other districts of Bengal. During the first three weeks * 
of November, thm’O was ftp raiu except slight showers in 
Jalpaiguri and Puri. 

8. Area seww.— The total area sown in early cotton this 
year appears from the ietprus annexed to this note to bo 
100,000 acres, against 105,300 acres estimated to hav'o been 
sown last year. The doorease of 4,700 acres this year occur-s 
chiefiy in Polamau and Manblium, and is accounted for by ” 
excess of rain. There is a nominal increase in tho arc'a sown 
tliis year, as compared with that of last year in Jalpaiguri 
and l*uvi. In tho former district, the increase is said to be 
due to the immigration of Modi cultivators who adopted 
the cultivation of the early cotton crop, and in tho latter 
district, the increase is attributed to good rainfall at tho time 
of sowing.

4, Character of the Out of the 14 early cottoii- 

growin{f districts of Dongal from whiclx returns have been 
rocoivod, Cuttack only, with a finiall area of 3,000 acres, 
estimutos a crop above tho normal, four districts (including 
Lohardaga, for which estimates have been made by this 
Department in tho absence of returns from tbo local officer) 
estimate normal crops (100 per cent,), seven estimate crops 
varying from 75 per cent, to 90 per cent., and three districts 
estimate crops below 75 per pent. Jn the Chittagong Hill 
Tracts, which is the only cotton-expoi-iing district in these 
Provinces, the crop is reported to liuve failed, the outturn 
being estimated at 6 per cent., wbicli was also the estimate 
for last year. Unseasonable heavy lain is reported to bo 
the cause of tho failure this year, but further enquiries will 
be made. Comparing this year’s crop with last year’s crop, 
and taking into consideration only 14 districts as mentioned 
above, four districts report better crops, six report equal 
crops, and four report worse crop. The outturn for the 
Province as a whole is estimated by this Department at 75 
j)or coot, of the normal crop, against 80 the corresponding 
estimate for last year, 

5. Gross Outturn, — The gross outturn of the early 
cotton crop in Bengal this year amounts to 7,229,700 lbs', 
against 8,169,200 lbs. estimated for lu'^t year. The corres- 
ponding average yield of the preceding four years amounts 
to 0,052,600 lbs.

The Tnrachar forest was notified as a reserve on the 5th of July 1897, 
and forms the only roal change in the area of reserved forests. Other minor 
changes involving the exclusion of 173 acrefi have been mooted, but no notifi- 
cations under section 26 of tho Act have issued. 

The additions under protected forests are more apparent tlwin real, as in 
former years information regarding, many area*.* could not be given owing to 
tho fact that roliuble estimates were not proci.irable. During the year under 
repoit the redomarcation of vill^c houndaries jn tho district of Palamau and 
operations by the Settlement Oimeor in Manldium have rendered it possible 
to add 95 square miles to the area of which estiitintes have bc,eu formed. An 
area of 14 square miles was transferred from tho Forest Department to the 
Counnissioncr in tlio Sundarbans to be leased out to cultivators. 

3. SdUmonts, — The Tumpbar forest (area 5 square miles) was settled 
diii-ing the year under report, wjhtlo the Paglajhora forest in the Kursoong 
Division and eleven areas ag^'gating 843 isquaro miles in tho Chittagong 
Division were under settlement., 'A notification regarding the former has been 
issued since tho close of the yoarlioder section 19 of tho Act, and it iscxpoclo l 
tliut the latter ureas will bp dehiarcated and ready for notification early next 
year. AH the boundaries of. .re^jiyod foroatSi which require artificial demarca- 
tion have been completed, excepting 17 miles in, the Singhbhum district, where 
progress has been made in dctnaf.W'tiug permanently tho boundaries of blocks, 
tliese having been only tcmporai^ly and vaguely marked oft by tho Kevonuo 
kScttlomciit Officer. 

4. Working Plans,— As roitiarked in last year’s Resolution, tho working 

plan of tho Tista Division ^21^,.. square p^iiles) received the approval of tlic 
Iiispocter General during, the ypai jdiuler report. .Working plans for tho forests 
in tho Tista Valley and jal})uiguri are almost complete, but it is disappointing to 
find that no fresh plcm of this nature was put in hand during tho year under 
ri'port. Tho reason assigned for delay in, pushing on this important matter 
is the difficulty of procuring |ol\'thc work^, duly qualified officer, but tho 
I.icutonant-GovoiTior feels confident that the Conservator will press on arrange- 
ments to secure tho preparation of working, plaris for the remaining areas as 
(juickly as possible. The Lieutenant-Governor has been much iiupresscd with 
tho looseness of the infoimration in the departmontal records as to the character 
and contents oven of forests, whicH.bave neen brought within the influence of 
railways. Without the definite information ; which plans of even the rudest 
and most summary description give, it is difficult for tho Department tq judge 
what can in an individual forest be. done, and what it is wise to leave undone ; 
and without thorn it is altogether^ inqiossible jlor, ,tho Government lo Judge- 
whetlier or not tho action of the jDoportinent is right. Tho area of reserves 
for which working plans have, still. |o be in hand is 3,343 square miles, 
and it is only by the .mo^t pepseyering ^4iiP<B>^i9lcnt ejEfort8’ that effectual 
piogrcss will be made. ' . . ' • to.' > •' ' 
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Tlie means at prusciij:,av,a,ilal)lo. for exporting produce from forests difficult 
.of a,cces8 no doubt to apme extent prevent a strict adherence to working 
plans, and the Lieutenant-Governor will iJiorefore be glad if the Conservator 
would submit propojjftls fgr cheapening and extending tho existing jnethod.sof_ 
transport in the Darjeeling and Tii^ta, Divisions, where the hindrance seems to ' • 
be most acutely felt. ' Not the least simple and })i*omisibg suggestion is, to con- 
contrato the transport into the dry . season, when the roads -arc good and draught- 
labour lightest.

There was an increase of Ils. 11,101 in tho expenditure ftn buildings, and a 
decrease, for whicli no reason has been given, of Rs, 2,69D on 'that for roads 
:nid br^ges. 

In tho Darjeeling Division an,; inspection buingalow was built, and in the 
Kniscoiig, Siughhhura, Angul, Puri, , and, JaljMiiguri Divisions rest-houses were 
erected. In tho Jluxa Division the Divisional Offiebr’s bungalow, which 
had boon wrecked in the earthquake, was reconstructed, and in tho Sun dar- 
baiis tho erection of quarters for the- Divisional Offloei: of Khulna was com- 
monepd. 

Sixty-sovon ndlos of new roads and paths wore mado during the year a,s 
agaiust'73 in the previous year, and. repairs woi’O carried out along 881 miles of 
road, fhp..corrospondihg figures fm* 1896-97 l)eing 775. Of tho now roads, 35 
miles word mcaht to iaeilitato expo^, .while 32 miles were for purposes of 
insp'ectjoh. 

0. Brea(ilm ^ Fnrist Law . — Thrpe hundred and seventy-nine cases were 
taken into Coxift durir^.tho year under jteport as against 280 in 1890-97. This 
increase . 18 most marked in tho Sonthal Purganas, Singhbhum, and Chitta- 
goiig, and is ascribed' to tho more vigilant supervision of the Ideal officers. 

Of the Pasps. disputed of, 92 per pent, ondotl in conviction as against sT-8 
in the.-grb'victus jyear.,. . Prosecutions were in.stituted f in 40 Cases for oflcniies 
with reg^ to i^e, .ef which 31, invdvir^ 35 personr^, ended in conviction, ami 
4, invoiyii^ 7jpm’8ons, resulted in acquittal. Tho remainder were pondijig at 
tho epd of the year. Of the totai<»flos.of this kiud,'>39 occurred in Singhbhum, 
4 in Angul, and 2 in. Pt^lamau, while . perjecling,.T;|sta,:Ja,lpaiguri, Buxa, and 
Chittagong' had' one case ^oh. No .Ip^ .than 178 oa^ of injury .by fire wero 
undetected aC against. 47 the preyiouift year, and && ^of these undetected cases 
occui*rcd in Sin'ghbhiun. These figures, even allowing for tlio difficulty of 
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detection, arc far from satisfactory, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that 
the officers in the Forest Department will spare no efforts to obtain better 
results in future. 

'’I'ho number of cases compounded by Forest Officers amounted to 

l, 881, involving 3,441 persons as against 1,158 cases involving 1,937 persons 
the previous year. The amount received as condensation was Ks. 11,532 
as compared , with Rs. 7,021 the previous year. Tho average compensation 
roceived for each case was Rs. 7-1-2 and for. each person Rs. 8-5-7. The 
compensation received for each person involved varied between Re. 0-10-4 
in Singlibhum and Rs, 17-12 in Fidaniau. It is atatod that tho high averages 
in Piilamau and Jalpaiguri wer^ duo to a few, heavy cases having been 
compounded, but omitting these, iio explanation ba$ boon offered of the wido 
variations in other divisions. In the Sundarbans the average compensation for 
055 pensons involved was Rs. 7-5-8; in tho Tista for 439 persons Rs. 2-11-2; 
in Puri for 549 persons Re. 1-11-7; whereas for Singhbhum for 465 persons 
it was, as above stated, only Re. 0-10-4. ThesUTariations are probably duo 
to the. fact that in tho Sundarbans, boats, big and small, are used by tho offenders 
for transporting the wood and that elstjwlicre thefts of forest produce usually 
take tho form of head-loads. The total number of oiffonces increased from 1,527 
to 2,230, and of these tho Tista Division coiitributod 406 cases, while tho 
Dai-joeling, Sonthal Parganas, and Sundarbans all contributed over 300 
cases. 

7. Gr aging. -“-HhreQ hundred 'land ninety-three square miles of reserved 
forests wore open to all animals for the whole year, while 177 square miles in 
Palamau wore opened as a means of wlief to 1,500 head of cattle belonging to 
bmd JuJc khas mahul cultivators. The result of the. enquiries now being made 
as to tho best method of institutipg a rotation of gmzing areas in protected 
I'ore.'^ts (which are at present all open for gmtng) is awaitod. Tho fees 
received from gi*azing amounted to.Ba. 14,783 w reser^d forests and Rs, 7,359 
in protected forests as against Rs. 12,031 and Rs.. ^, 177, respectively, last your. 
Thea(i figures are incomplete, since f^s received unaer the commutation system 
ar(i not shown. I'he Conservator -.romarks that the heavy incroaso in the 
number of head of cattlo grazing not a matter for congratulation, as the 
forests grazed are already called onto support far. more cattle than they, can 
eontiimo to do. This remark is Opt fully uuderstbod, and tho Conservator 
should, therefore, submit a report showing what measures, in the light of exist- 
ing orders, ho would adopt to lessen the injury .alluded to. The number of 
ciittle impounded was 2,861 as against 2,481 the previous year. 

8. Fomt Fires , — The year under report was a disastrous one in the 

m. 'ittor of fires, like every alternate, year during the" past five, because after 
a good year there is apparently more forest to mim and fewer clearer spaces 
to check tho progress of fire. Protective measures against fire were taken 
for 1,953 square miles, of which 529 square miles, or 27T of the entire 
])rotceteil area, were burned, a slight improvement on tho results obtained 
in 1895-96. In Singhbhum the percentage of area burnt to protected area 
was .59*6, and but for this abnormal j^oportion the 'percentage for tho circle 
would have been the very fair averagp.pf 7*5 instw(l..of 27*1. It is, therefore, 
fo vSinghbhum that the Conservator’s attention ihou|d be principally directed, 
'riicro have already been increased precautions and an increased establishtneut. 
'rhe result is not re-assuring. L<x>lcing at the Statement given, by the' 
Conservator, tho Lioutonant-Govemot' doubts whether tho gravity of this 
ofl'oni.o AVtts clearly brought to tho no^ce of the trying Magistrates, 'other^se 
he fails to understand the lenient sentences imposed in some of the cases. 
3'he attention of tho Commissioner will bo drawn ,to this matter. The'iOpn- 
sorvator states that tho question of itcducing the number of gun UceUses is 
under consideration, and a report on the subject is awaited. 

9. It would ap;)oar that for the circle no ihs^ 108 fires as agtdnst 62 
in tile previous year were fired intentionally, dpmage being done to 241,662 
acres as against 30.600 in 1896-97. Prosecutions weto instituted in 19 of 
tilt 30 cases, of which 2 ended in acquittal. 
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10. Yield and outluniof forosi following statcjneiil' gives 

. detiiils of t Jio forest outturn of the your ; — 
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The totalQuttT^ of timber was a5, 033, 837 cubic feet, showinff 

a decrease of 640,^03^ on the outtmm of tlio previous year. The decrease is 
explained by tho closing of the oporations in tho Singhbhum district foHlu- 
supply of eleepers tb the Rai Uaroli-Benaros Railway, tbb supply duriiur the 
year being only 94 103 cubic feet as Agoitot .338,767 in the nreviis yoarf and 
also by the fact that the figures of the previ.uis year included tho sfanclimr 
jiroduce, aboi^ 122,000 cubic feot, of 500 hcros of land which were sold to a tca*^ 
planter. Such fluctuations will always occur witii tho varying demands, which 

wve the forests. Theare was an increase of 

l,0t>(i,70^. ,m tho yield of bamWea, while tlio value of graring fodder, Ac. 
rose_ by to., 32,185. The deeliuo in Uie demand for fuel' in tho Chittagong’ 
Divisioh IS ascribed to tlio cyclouo buying hloiyu down many trees, tlierob^ 
pluciug a large quantity of fuel in the hands of the villagers. tL reduc- 
tion m the amount of fuel suppUed by dcpart.mental agency to tho troops 
at Darjeeling IS due to reduction in their numbers. Tlie want of means of 
carnage for timber is ascribed as the cause of tho decrease in the amount 
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removed by purchasers and, as before remarked this is a subject regarding 
which a separate report should be submitted. Though there was some increase 
. in the quantity removed from the Siindarbaiis, the lute famine is said to have 
again alioctod the demand. 

U. Financial Results . — The following statement shows the financial 
re.xiilts duiing* each of the last six ofliciul yeais : — 
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It will be seen that, with the exception of 1896-97, the results during the 
year under report both in gross recc.ipts and net revenue have been better than 
those of any of tho preceding years. The decrease in not revenue during 
1897-98 is almost entirely accounted for by the reduction in the sale of sleepers, 
for the Rai liareli-Benares Railway. 

12. The following table shows the. tesult of the last two financial years, 
division by division:— 
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Tho Sundarbans Division has again the largest surplns, and is followed by 
Singhbhum. The Chittagong revenue has again doolined, but five divisions (the 
Sonthal Parganas, Puri, Direction, Palamau, and Angul) show improved results. 
The Sonthal Parganas and Pori Divisions for the first time show a surplus. 

13. Miscellaneoua.-^Mr, Wild was on tour for 97 days and Mr. Chester (by 
whom tho Report is submitted) for 33. The Dieutenant-Govemor attacnes 
much importance to frequent rounds by the Conservator in his divmons. His 
personal guidance and advice to the Divisional Officers is all the mole necessary 
80 long as the deficiency of working plans remaiua so great. There were 
changes of charge in seven divisions, the most numerous instances occurring ju 
tl'.e Chittagong Division. 

One forester was sentenced^ to^ 12 months’ rigorous imprisonment for 
eaibo 2 /.lomcnt and a clerk was dismissed tho service. The loss occasioned by 
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tho cyclone, wLioL uprooted most of tho trees in the Sitapuhiir planfafion was 
very great. One of tlio elephants belonging to the departinent died during the 
'year. The decision of the question of the reorganisation of tho oftico cstubliMh- 
mont of tlie Department is at present pending receipt of the opinion of tho 
Cominitteo apppipted to consider thb .|‘evisioii of the system of accounts and* * 
r^orts and the relief in the matter of oloi ic(d labour which may thereby bo 
afforded. On the whole, the year may, except in the one matter of the pre- 
valence of forest fires, bo said to have been successful, and the* thanks of the 
Lieutenant-Governor are tendered to Mr. W ild for his administiatiou of the 
Depurtment and to Mr. Chester for his Eepoit,

Tile Ileeoluiion reviewing the DivUoual Repoits on the working of Distriot Boards iu 
Bengal during 1800-97. 

It ia satiafactory to observe that all the Divivsional Roports wore received • 
within a week of the date fixed for their submission to Government, viz., 
81st duly, except in the case of the Orissa, Eajshahi and Presidency Divisions’ 
which wore respectively nine, eleven and twelve days late. The iniproveaieut, 
as compared with tlio last two years, is cohsidorablo. 

2. CondituHon of Diblrict Jioartk.-^Aa in the previous year, tho t}B Di-slrii't 
Boards in Bengal contained in all 794 members. Of those, 180 were appointed 
cx-ojicio, 280 were appointed by Government, ond 328 wore elected by Locul 
Boards, against lvS2, 287 and 32u, respectively, in 1896-97. .The European and 
Eurasian members numbered 183, ami natives of tho counti’y Oil. During 
the year o71 inoetiugs were convened, or 16 loss than in 1896-97. The District 
Board of Puri heads the list with 22 meetings, Saran comes next with 21, 
and tho Distriot Boards of Jesaoro and Jalpaiguri follow with 20. On'the other 
hand, the District Board of Murshidabad met otdy nine tinios, and no e.rplanu- 
tion has been given of thcneglectin this instance of tho rule that a meeting shall 
be held at lea.st onco a montli. Tho attendance was best in Chittagong, and 
worst in Backerguiigo and Saran. Tho attendance of the olbcial membcr.s was 
3-7 again.st 3 0 in 1890*97, and that of the non-oflicial members 7*0 against 7*3. 
The number of meetings that were adjourned, together with those tliat were- 
entirely abortive, owing to the absence of a quorum, amounted to 61 against 
bt. in tlio preceding yearj these failures were too Xreipiout in Baran, Puri, 
Jalpaiguri, Earidpur, Gaya and Muzaffarpur. 

3. Con -'iiiutmi of Local Hoards. — The 104 Local Boards were composed 
of 1,253 membors, or two less than in the previous year. Of these, 09 were 

members, 801 were nominated and 413 elected, against 43, '704 and 
-118, respectively, in 1 890-97 ; officials numbered 151 and non-officials J, 102, 
while the total of Europeans and Eurasians amounted to 10.3 against 1,150 
natives of the country. The total number of meetings held wi s 1,135, or 10 
moie than in 1896-97. Of these, 202, as compared with 182 in the, previous 
y»avr, had to be a<ijoinncd or proved abortive owing to failhrd.ic form a 
(pioium. Only .32 Local Boards, as against 38 in the previous year,, held more 
than 12 meetings, tho Jujpur Local Board standing first with 20 ineetings. No 
Jt'.ss than 64 Local Boards failed to meet once a month, and fottir of these, viz., 
Batkhiittj. Dinajnir, Siwan and Rtmigunj licld four meetings or Jew during tho 
yr ar. The Ran iganj Local Board indeed met once only during the year, the 
rcatou assigned (which the Commissioner and the Oliairman of tho District 
Board rightly consider inadequate) being that there was jiot suflicient business 
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to recjuiro any other mooting, sinco tho oxccutivo functions of the Board were 
generally exorcised by tho (Jhairman and ilio Vice-Chairman. There was a 
falling ell' goriorally in tho attendance of nou-oflicial members, which is 
attributed chiefly to want of interest in their work 

4, Eketma.~~riio general elections ■worn held in any district during tho * . 
year, except in the Ghatal subdivision of the district of Midnaporo. In two out 

of the three thanas of this subdvision, the olcclions failed and the members had, 
therefore, to be appointed by Government. 

5, OceupatioH of mmbera — The figures showing tho occupations of the 
members of District and I..ocal Boards are given in the following table. 
Comp&red ■with tho figures of tho previous year, the variations are very slight. 
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6. powers of Local lhards . — The powers dolog.dod to tho Local Boards 
remained unchanged during the year, except tint the Narainganj Local Board, 
in the district of Dacca, wa.snot entimgtod, as in previou-s years, with tho super- 
vision of the sanitary arrangements at the Nanualbund Fair, and that the Ram* 
jmr lli'it LocaI Board was relieved of the maimgement of eight scheduled roads, 
a management which was found to bo only nominal, since tho real control was 
e.xi.'rcl.sed by tho District Board through tho Bi'itrict Engineer. 

' 7. Union Gommitlefs . — 'Fhc subjiuned table shows the constitution, income 

and expenditure of tho several Union Committees: — 
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The conduct of tlie Daspur Union Oommittee in submitting false bills supported 
hy false vouchers was noticed* in last year’s Resolution. This Union was 
abolished during tlie year. The only other change made was in the district 
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of Pabna, whore the Shazadpur Union was brouglit into working order. 
Tliiri Committee is, however, reported to have been dilatory and wanting in 
energy. The number of the members (469) and the number of meeting.s held 
(302) show respectively an increase and decrease of one as compared with, 
the previous year* The total income during the year rose from Rs. 18,921 
to Rs. 19^81 in consequence of larger contributions from District Boards, 
while the total expenditure increased from Ks. 13,222 to 17,481. Tlie 
Commissioner of Burdwan reports tibat the Union Committees at Coutai and at 
Pnnskura worked satisfactorily daring the year, but that tho remaining three 
Unions in tho district of Midnaimre took very little interest in their work. 
The Chanditola Union, in tho district of Hooghly, expended the whole amount 
allotted to it, and is well spoken of, but the I’andua and Balagar Committees 
were inefficient. Tho Basudebpur Union, in the 24-PargaDas, and all the Union 
Committees in Khulna are said to have worked well, and the same is said 
of all those in Tippero, except that at Lakahatu. The Union Committees in 
tho Noakhali district are reported to have had insufficient funds at thoir dis- 
posal, and the Commissioner thinks that, if tho District Boards cannot furnish 
thorn with more funds, they might be dispensed with. In Balasoro the five 
now unions formed In 1806, with the exception of that at Komuna, appear to 
havo done little or nothing. Tho Commissioner of Burdwan makes tho follow- 
ing remarks: — 

“The Union Committeoa are aa yet but infant institutions} but, judging from tho 
working so far, it oannot bo said that thedr utility baa been in any degree oommouanrate 
with tho trouble thoy oauae to District Boai^ and local officers. So long aa thoy Imvo 
onlylinfiuitosimal snuis to manage, — and it is |ffaotioally only by looal taxation, which will 
nevi»r bo ailopted, that those suma can be inerossed,—! fail to see why wo should expect 
anything from these Union Committees. It is impossible for Distriot Boards to inero-aao 
thoir allotments to any extent, and it is in only a very small number of oases that those 
Gominiltees nre likely to do goiaL 1 exoept oases like that of Contai, where a Subdivisional 
Officer directly works the Committee.” 


8. Owing to tho scarcity which prevailed in Bengal during the years 1896 
and 1897, it was not considered advisable to proceed with tho formation of 
Union Committees. Since then the Lieutenant-Governor has had before him 


statistics of the working, for an entire ybar, of a number of Unions which were 
constituted in certain districts in the year 1895-96. These illustrate the 
huanciq). and administrative difficulties which have to bo met, and throw some 
doubt upon the expediency of' poesiWlity of extending the system to any sub- 
stantial .extent without seriously interfering with the financial resources of 
the District Boards. Sir John Woodburn has, therefore, decided that for 
the present no more Union Committee shall bo formed, and that, as regards 
those already constituted, thoir working shall be carefully watched and 
reported on fully in the annual reports on District and Local Boards, in 
order that it may bo seen whether any further extension of the system is 
possible in the niture 

9. Financial Results . — The income and expenditure of the District Boards 
under the various heads duriug the past two years are shown in the following

10. The year opened with a credit balance of Ils. 15,88,769 (corrected 
figures), and the total amount available for expenditure was Kb, 86,93,831 
against lbs, 80,79,606 in the previous year. The year closed with a m.'dit 
balance of Us. 17,80,437. Out of this sum, however, more than one and a Iialf 
lakhs consisted of deposits. The closing balances wore more than ono-third of 
the year's income in Ifooglily, Howrab, dalpaiguri, Kangpur, Dacca, Pimu'u, 
Cuttack, Tippera, Gaya and MuzafFaipur. No reason loi* kecpitig so large 
a balance has been given in the case.s of the Hoogldy, Jvangpur, Howrah and 
.Talpaignri District Funds. In the case (tf Tippera it is expilaiued that a largo 
contribution made by Govi'rnmeut for tho construction of a now telegraph oilice, 
soma now buihlings in the Jail compound, and some out-hou.scs of tltc circuit- 
bou.so, remained unexponded. In Gaya, tho large balance is said to bo clue to tho 
budget allotimnts for original and ropahr works not; having bnoti fully 
expended, and in Muzaffarpur to .the I'aei that tho omount set apart from IIkj 
savings from other works for payment of conjpon.sation for lands acrpiired 
for I'amino relief works was not spent during the y6ar. As regards 
Dacca, tlie (.^laiiman says that tho liaianco, is much in excess of what is 
leijuircd, but that, as tho Hoard has a working progranjmo which wifi absorb 
all its resources for some yoars to coim;, no difficulty will bo felt in deciding 
liow to reduiio it. The heavy balatme in Purnea is ,sai<l to be duo to the 
l.ti.-itrict Kngincer not having been able to work up to Hie allotment for earth- 
work in con.secjnenco of the scarcity of labour und want of materials, while in 
Cuttack it is explained that tho actual income exceeded the estimated receipts, 
and the District Hoard found itself unable to spend the whole amount allottetl 
to original and repair works. 

ISCOMK. 

11. Provinci'd Rates . — The proceeds of the road cess credited to District 
Funds, after deducting tho cost of collection and of periodical revaluation, 
i n creased from Rs. 37,73,615 to Ks, 39, 16,230 during tho year, ehipfly owing 
to revaluations and to bcjtter collections. All the districts in the Orissa Division, 
bowover, show a decrease, which in the case ofBalosoro is not explained ; in tho 
i-uso of Puri is said to bo due to increased expenditure on process fees, ami in 
the case of Cuttack is merely put ilown to short collection of road coss. 

13. — The income undcM- this bead shows a slight increase, which 

is attributed, as ir tho preceding, year, to the larger collection of arrears of 
read cess. ’ , 

13. Vonvih. — I'here was ah increase of 147 during tho year in tho 
nnmbev of pound.s, Vjiit a decrease of Rs. 3,720 in the total iucumo dorivoit 
from tliem. 'riiis occurred in tho Uajshalii, Presidency, and Hhagalpur 
I)i\isions; in the case of the first it is ascribed to the effects of., tho scarcity 
;md fho earlhcpiako ; in tho case of tho two latter diffci'cnt exphmations 
nn; given foi iliflerent districts. .In some few districts it is roportecl that the 
rnr.\ jDvnnl forms have caused irnprovemont, but the getunal complaint still is 
i' it ;.MUU(1 farmers and their roprcsontalives ai’c too illiterate to understand, 
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or oLso too nogligoiit to keep up the.so forms. Linscs of pounds were gi on ted for 
nioi'O tliivn one year in certain districts ot llu* [’residency and I>li!i!rid|)iir 
Ldvisioiis, in Mu/alTarpur, in Sirujganj, and in other places, and in Iheso in- 
stances a bettor class of pound fanners was obtained. Pounds were inspected, 
as usual, by Goverumeot and District JJcaid othoials. Tlio Magistrate of 
brooghly oompUins of the perfunctory character of the insiwetions njaclo by .Sub- 
Inspectors of ^hools and sub-ovor-scers. and say.sthat a whololimc officer respon- 
siblo for the proper mauagoment and Unproveiuent of pounds would bo of great 
use. Special lu8i)ectors of Pounds were employed in some districts, but Av'oro 
not in all instances found satisfactory. At Jb’rhinnn this official was suspended 
and fitted during the year, and at Midnaporctluj appointmont wa.s abolifehed, nnd 
the duties, so far as the sndar sulwlivision^ w;is concerned, given to a lab ly 
aj)pointod Veterinaiw Assistant, while in Faridpur tho Commissioner of Dacca 
l)oint.s out that the District Board spent over Its, 1,000 a year on their special 
Inspector, althougli their average annual nicijmo ft’om pounds is only 
It.s. 6,000, Irregularities on tho part of pound fanners and pound-keepers are 
reported from Jessore, Dinajpur, Pabna, I’cickergunge, Gaya, MoogliA r, 
Balasoro and Puri. The worst case was at BhoUi in the Backergungo district, 
wbei'o the aorv-onts of the pound farmer were .vent out to seize cattle, and 
attempted to impound 50 buffaloes. Throe of the culprits were sentenced to 
six nvonths’ imprisonment. 

14. Edueaiion . — Tho receipts under this head rose from Its, 53 ,;j 90 to 
Bs. (i.5,870. This increase i.s said to be duo to a larger number of boys attend- 
, ing the schools, larger collection of fees at tlu? Lower I’rimary Scholarship 
exanuiiations, larger receipts from the sale of ai tides manufactured in the work- 
eliops of the technical schools, and to dooftiioius from private individuals, 

lo, -The increase of income under this bead was chiefly duo to 

liu gcr contributions made by private individuals to hospitals ami disponsaries. 

It*. ScienUjic and other Minur D«/)«r/»ic///'(.— Rec<5ipts under this head arc 
reported from four districts only, viz.,, 24-Ihnganas, Dacca, Gayu and Saran, 
to moot tho cost of certain sanitary arrangcinouts mode at fairs in those 
districts. 

• 17. Miscellaneous , — By far the largest increase under this head occurred 

ill Ilurbhanga, and was mainly duo to adjustinouts of account connected with 
famine expendilm*e. 

18. Minor Worhi and Nav^ation^-r^t-Tkoio was a falling off in the canal 
lovoiiuo* in Chittagong in consoquenee ot the heavy loss wistaiued by fbo 
farmers from tho cyclone, Tlie rent derived from the fisJiery in the drainago 
cliaunoralong the Diamond Harbour Road declined from Ks. 20b to Its, 1 1.3. 

• 19. <7iri7 Works . — Of the sovoinl items which make wp the total under this 

head, receipts from ferries alone c^ll for noti<’(‘. Compared with the prcviou.s 
ytar there was a falling off of Rs. 1,840. A decreuso occurred in 20 uis(ric).s, 
viz., Bitbhum, .Midnaporo, Hooghlj^ Nadin, Slurshidabad, Jcssoie, liajshahi, 
Jtdpaiguri, Bangpur, Bogrn, Dacca, Mymensirtgh, Faridpur, Tippera, Noakh.ali, 
■ Patna, Muzaffarpur, Bliagalpur, Balasoro and Piui. No explanation of this is 
given in tho case of Hooghly, Hajshahi and Bogra; in the ottwv districts tlu' 
reasons assigned are various. The most remarkable of those is tlmt givi'n 
for Rangpur and Mymensingh, where largo remissions had tc bo granti d 
. to the ferry farmers in consoquonco of the earthquake of June 1897, njany 
ferries being rendered tordablo by the upheaval of the beds of the livors. 
The ferry bouts and the landing-stages to the approaches to the lorries 
appear generally to have been kept In good order. I’eriy farmojs A\ cre 
j>rOsocuted during the year in Mursludabad, Pabna and l^uri. Comi)laint!- 
of delay in crossing mails aitj reported only from Gaya and Cuttack, in 
both of which districts tho boatmen in fault were punished. In Daiblmuga 
tho farmer of a ferry resigned his lease, and took it again in the names of Ids 
florvants on a considerably reduced jwa, but the case was cmjuired into, the 
lenamidsfi's agreed to pay the original jjma^ and no further proceedings wore 
taken. The Chairman bf this District Board states that transactions with 

regard to ferries ore so Dum 01*008 that steps arc being taken- t<* -ascertain the 
solvency or otliorvvise of each farmer before giving him lease. The Lientemint- 
Governor would hove supposed that this precaution would always bo takcu in 
any case.

7,000 shown against Chittagong roprnsenfs 
the bulancG of tlie contribution of Rs. 13,000 made by Babu Proaanua Kumar 
Rai for the re-excavation of Sigolbaba Canah 

23. />/ >''sils and advances,— sums deposited as security for the pay- 

niont of revouiu' hy lorry farmers, contractors and others, and the recoyories 
and adjiisltncnta on account of advan<-cs made from District Funds incronsod 
from Its. 5,07,780 to Us, 5, 34, 8^,7. 'This increase "Wds duo to casual variations 
of no special importauco.

3;i. Refunds — rho sum of Rs. 187 shown under this head against Murshi- 
dabad reprosents the refund in that district of road cess collections which 
were not legally realizable. 

21. AihniHisirati-}n . — The expciuliture under this head foil from Rs. 2,08,701 
to Its. 2,83,770. The various reasons assigned for the decrease iiro tho aboli 
tiou ami amalgamation of posts, the appointment of new men on salaries lower 
than those which tho old incumbonts drew, and tho transfer of the amounts 
charged in the accounts under the head “Payment of establishment for offices 
of account and Cf)utrol” to the head “ Contributions to rrovincial” in accord- 
ance with instructions from the Accountant-General, Bengal. 

35, Rules fur the inanagement of Provident Jktnds. — A new rule directing that 
no public acicount uray at any time have more than Rs 10,000 at its credit, 
exclusive of interest, and that no interest will be allowed on any sum in c>xcesB 
of Rs, 10,000, wa.s added by the Govorttment of India to thcj Post Office 
Saving.s Bank Rules. As this rule affoctod all Municipalities and District 
Boards, in whom tho management of Provident Funds is vested, Coni- 
uiissionors of Divisions were requested to impress upon those bodios the 
necGvSsity of arrajigiug with tho Cpmptroller-Goneral for the invostmont in 
Government securities of alt deposits exceeding the proscribed maximum limit 
of Rs. 10,000. 

3G. Pounds. — Tho expenditure on cattle j^ounds amounted to Rs. 21,334 
against lls. 10,873 in 1806-97. The largest moteaso was in Patna, and is 
said to be chiclly duo to tho repairs which were undertaken during tho year.

In all thn districts of the Patna Division, and in the .Tessoro, Jalpaiguri, 
naokorgungo, Clutfngong, Monghyr, IJhagalpur and Punica districts, the 
.jyjrcontagQ of expenditure on education was bcU)\v the average for the wliohj 
province, which was StOdh The proportion was highest in Balasoro, where 41 
per cent, of tlio income of the District Board was .spent on education ; in 
Bankura, Pabua, Dacca, Faridpur, Cuttack and l*uri it was 30 per cent, or 
more, while 17 'other districts show an expenditure of 20 per cent, and over. 
In Shaliabad the proportion was below 10 per cent, of income. With regard to 
the proportion spent on primai-y education, Balasore has a ratio of 32* I per cent., 
while in Bankura, Dacca, Fivridpur, Noakiiali, Cuttack and Puri the expendi- 
ture was 20 per cent, or more. Iii Julpaiguri, Gaya, Bhuhubad, Saran and 
Muzatfarpur it was below 10 per cent. 

20. Tlio number of schools maintained by District Boards, as shown in 
Subsidiary Table HI appended to the Dcpartmontal lleport on Education, fell 
off from 179 to 17-1. The number of pupils, however, inercaoed during the 
year from 11,023 to 11,4.37, the increase occurring clilofly in high and middle 
schools. The number of schools a^ded by District Boards docroaseil by 3,324, 
and the number of pupils attending them by 71,279— a result which is to be 
iismbod to the scarcity that prevailc<[ during the year. The number of 
industrial schools niaintaiuod by District Boards was six, .as in the previous your, 
but tho numbir of scimlars in thorn incroiised from 211 to 217. The following 
table, which compares tho number of girls’ schools aido>l by District Boards and 
the number of pupils atteuding them during the past two years, shows that 
there was a marked falling off dmdng tho year under review: —

30, In Circular No. .538-643T.G., dated the loth September 1897, Oovern- 
inent expressed a desire that in certain districts, where tho Muhammadan 
[)opulation preponderated, a proportion of the Sub-Inspectors of Schools should, 
if po.s8ible, be qualified Muhammadans. No. opportunity occurred of giving 
effect to this during the year in Dacca, Mymensingh or Faridpur; but in 
Backergungo, on a vacancy oewrring, a Muhammadan was c-hoson to fill the 
post. The District Boards of Bhagalpur, Monghyr and Piirijca are reported to 
have their due proportion of Mukamniadan Sub-Iu.spectors. 

.31. The Director of Publio In.stiuotion has recorded tlio following obser- 
vations regarding the educatioiial work of District and Local Boards in his 
Annual Ueport for the year ISUT-fiS : — 

District Doir(h. — Harmonious ro’atioas botwoeti the DistrUt Boards and tlm Popart- 
ment are reported from tho IVesidenov Pividion. No friction of any kind is reported from nay 
of tlie districts of the Burdwan PivUlpU, but delay in the trausnotiou of odwonMoual busiii'tsH is 
reported ns a general failing, more particularly in regard lo tho pussing of grant-in-aid and 
reward bills ; this was remarkably sd'm the < aao of the office of the MiJuaiJore District Board, 
whore primary eohool bills were so much delayed that dieques issued for more thaz. Hs. 11,000 
romalnod uncashed at tho oloso of the year, Firom the Jtajshalii Pivitibn relations are 
doscrilved as httviug been ‘geaeralljr cordial.’ Harmony i* also reported from the distriol.B 
of tho Dacca and Ohittiigong PiyisToua, From, thp Patna PivUion th,® repojrfc.Ie that ‘ rcl.'itions 
have been of tho most cordial and satisfactory natiwre in practically eyezy (district throughout, 
tbo year.’ Harmonious relations between the Boards and tho PepaxuuMDiii aro also reported 
!>• m the Bhagalpur aud Orissa Divisions. 
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“ InstaucQ's of nongiijtirnta and woll-timod charity aro reported from the ditstiicfs of Patna 
Qaya, 8aran, Cham{mrau and Mu/.alfarpur, whoni llio Boards grant o- 1 rolwf to Un; iioorcr 
masters, drawing loss than Its. 50 a mouill, by allowing thoin to bavo educated onu sou free 
and ouo Boa at half tho Usual rates iu Bcltuols under their coulrul. 

Local JioarUn, — T'he work of tliese bodies is generally confined to tho award and transfer 
of stipends allotted for primary schools and the passing of reward and atij^teud hills aud tho 
issue of obeyues in nayiueat for the same. They wo also suppafed-lp., cheek tho work of 
inspecting pandits, out I helieve this is a duty which they perform in a very unsatiafactory 
iiiauuer. lu rtty opinion it would bo hotter not to ic-quire Local Boards to deaf with any 
oducational matters.^ All buslnesa of this kind bod much better bo trausacted by tho District 
Boards aided by their Educational Bub'Committocs. 

** TJio allotments from District Funds were Rs;. 7, tfi.dlO, Against lla. 7,53,245, but tho 
savings effects by the Boards came to very nearly 10 p. r cent, of their allotments in 1897-93. 
It is no doubt true that these bodies found that there were oxcessiTo demands upon their 
piirsos for other purposos, but yet 1 hardly think that the cause of primary eduoattou sbou'd 
have been allowed to sullor to so very great on. eottent. It is particularly unsatisfactory to 
find that the miscellaneous charges were allowed by the Hoards to increase from Its. 22,194 
to Its. 2 1,348, while their diroot paymeuts to the teachers of the schools were allowed to fall 
from Its. 6,49,981 to Its. 4,93,120. 

“ It seems to be beyond question that the District Funds are, in most instances, so inelastic 
iliat it will bo impossible for District Boards to make larger allotments for primary education 
than were made in the year 1890-97. I trust that ere long Government may be able to see 
its way to iaoreasing its assignment to the .Boards. U hen this can be done, it should bo 
made a s[iecaal condition of the grants tint the Boards ar<) to beep up their former payments 
for {iiiinary education, and that the new allotments arc to be regarded us supplementary to 
tho grants formerly given by tho Boards for this purj>,sc. This oondition should be kept 
iu view by the Department, and Deputy Inspectors of >Si)liools should bo required to keep tho 
Inspectors infoimod when this spc'olal condition is being lest sight of. In i-a'ie e.vtra allot- 
ments arc made, the districts which will loqnire the lion's slmri^s will bo the very baoksvanl 
disiiicts of the Divisions of Patna, Bhagalpur, liajshalii, (Jhota Nagpur, and tho Tributary 
Mahals of Orissa.*’ 

33. Special S.hooh — Tlic following details nro gatliered from the Divi.sional 
Repot ts. Tho Maiisatlal Kaja’s tceUnical Bclio >1, which is nianuged by tho 
District Board of MiUuaporo, was during tho year aililiatcd to tlie Sibpiir 
Engiiiooring College, as was also tho technical school at Barisal. The number 
of pupils in tho Apprentice Department of the Coinilla Klliott Artizau iSchool, 
wliieh is also alHUated to Sihpm', increased by ton, and six pupils obtained 
certificates of proficiency. The District Boaj’ds of Howrah, Midnapore, 
Cuttack, Tippera And Noakhali continued to award scholHrsliiiis to pupils to 
ouablo them, ,to study at Eibpur. The Noaklmli District Board also gave a 
ilutivo of the district a scholarship tunable at (ho Calcutta School of Art, and 
the Cuttack District Board granted four scholarships for education at tho Jobra 
Woi'kshops. With tho exception of Fnruea, all tho Distiict Boards iu the 
I’litna aud Bhagalpur Divisions continued to award scholarshijis for the Bihar 
Bcliool of Engineering, 'The District Hoard of Rajsbabi opened a sericultur-il 
scliool at Rainpur Boalia during (ho year. 

• 33 , female Medical jBVwcafm/i,— ^Soholcffships to female medical students were 
granted by tho District Boards of the24-Pa]i^na.s, Dacca, Myniensingh, Backer- 
■gungo, I'aridpur, Tiujiera, I’atna, Shahabad, Kangpm* and Darbhanga. I’lio 
■District Boards in the .j(Burdwan Divisj^pn And tho MuzafEarpur, Noakhali and 
CJiiittagong District Boards offered scholarships, but no candidates came forward. 
Tho District Board of Gaya continaed to pay for tho employment of a native 
midwife and menial start in tho Fjcmftie Ward attacboa to the Gaya Pilgrim 
Hospital with the object of training dhaia in midwifery. The employment of 
the fcfnale student attached to tho Motihari Municipal Dispensary was dis- 
continued at' tho beginning of the current year. 

34. Medieai . — ^^Phe total outlay under tliis bend amounted to Rs. 3,03,6o7, 
being Rbi 01,494 more than in the p^vious year, an increase being found 
under all heads except that of scholarships in medical schools. More than half 
this increase, however, is attributable to the expense of the instruction of the 
plague observation camps at Mairwa and Ohausa. Leaving this out of account, 
all tho Divisions show an increase In their medical expenditure, although in 
Dacca and Uajshahi tlie inm'oase is very sutalU 
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i'xpondod by income which wh.

'Two now 
dispensaries wore opened by the jDistrict Hoard of Khulna at Iviilijranj 
and Tala during the year; five by the District Board of Hackorgunge at 
•'raziiinuddi, Nazirjjur, Manpura, llajapur and at Hakai: two by tho District 
Board of Clianiparan at Dhaka and at Xisseria : two by tlio District Board of. 
Monghyr at Sangrampur and at Baktiarpur; and one by the District Board’ 
of Cuttack at Patamunuai. 'I’ho District Board of Backerguoge provided for ten 
additional minor dispeusaries, AvhioU it w«s decided to open ^ in tho course

.sum of Ks. 40 |)0r mensem towards tho maiutenanco of a Veterinary in- 
stitution. Tho District Boards of Hooghly, Hogra, Chittagong, Shahabad and 
Cuttack granted monthly stipends to students to onnble them to study in tlie 
Veterinary Institution at Belgachia. As regards the treatment of women, the 
’Bankura and Hooghly District Boards contiil^utcd lis. 275 and Ks. 1,200, ros- 
pectivrdy, towards the maintenance of braiif-Ji hospitals established by the 
Dufleriri Fund. The District Boards of Bnrdwan, Bogra and Jaipaiguri con- 
tinued to contribute tow'ards the pay, of the lady doctors and midwivt-s 
attached to tho loc4vl ho.-pitals; midwivos wore also employed at the coht of 
tho District Boards of Noakha'.i, Hirbhum and Bahaa, and the Local Boards of 
Tangail, Notrokona, and Kisheuganj, awl a lady doctor by the Local Board of 
.iamalpur. As regards cholera, tho Distritt Boards of Midnapore, Bogra, 
.Voakhali and Cuttack gave gratuitous medical rrdief to patients, and tlio DLs- 
trict B<»ard of Chittagong employed Hospital Assistonts to suppress tho epide- 
mic of cholera 'which appeared after the cyclone. Tho District Board of 
Bhagalpur distributed packets of drugs to the people in the interior, and in 
Backorgnage tho District Board have purcha.sod boxes of simple medicines, 
which they intend to entrust to punchayats for di.stribution as required. Tho 
District Board of Chittagong entertained 12 paid vaccinators during tlie year, 
and tho District Board of Cuttack spent Rs. G(j<) in aiding to combat an epi- 
demic of small -pox. 

• 37. * In the year under review maby exceptional demands were made upon 

Distri(;t Funds, and tho increased allotment for medical expenditure is, therefore, 
•the more»8atisfactory. In last year’s Govern mout Resolution it was stated that it 
was doubtful whether any substantial inertuse could be looked for unless means 
could be found of adding materially to the resources of the Boaids. Within 
the limits of the Beard’s existing resources, however, tho demands of medical 
cliarity must be allowed their full, share, and an endeavour must be umdo 
gradually to work up to something more nearly approaching* the scale of medical 
•expenditure which obtains in other provinots,

1,86,060 in 1896-97 us shown in 
the margin. Tho advance is satis- 
factory, but tho total sum spent 
still represents only 4*4 per cent, of 
llie ordinary income of the District 
Boards daring the year. In some disiricts, too, tho expenditure is nisignilicant; 
in Boera it was only Rs. 500, and in Jaipaiguri only bs. 480, W'hilo in Bulesoro 
only Rs. 20 were spent. By far the largest; increase is shown in tho sums sj>ent 
on the imprpvementiOf water-supply, all the Divisions except Patna and Bard w an 
exhibiting an advance in ejcpoudtture under this head, although in 19 di'<tricta 
altogether the presttibed minimum of 1^. 5,000 was not attained. Quarterly 
reports from each Division have been submitted to Government throughout tho 
year, and it appears that, as a rule, proper attention is being paid to this 
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ii’iiportant suljjcrt. Tlio lurgost atiiouiit was cxpondod by tho District Hoard' of 
'Bhagalpiu’j ■wlicre Hs. 12, 0-35 wero tqicnt on tlio excavation and improvement 
of tanks as relief works in Supaul ami Madhipnra. In the 24*l’arganas there 
was a decrease, as the nooossity for cxjxmditare caused by tho drought of the 
preceding your did not exist. The ('liainwanof the Ilowr&h DistHct J3oard 
complains that ntjmk excavated by the District Board at Khulna, on tho undoi*- 
standing that it would be n.'sorved for drinking purposes, was found to bo used 
also fur bathing ; he complains also of mischief done to tube and ring •wells, 
'i’o prevent tins, an attempt shouhl ho mad© to give effect to the suggestion 
made in last yt'or’s llosolution that some person of local influence might be 
induced to take charge of the wells in lus own village. The Magistrate of 
'Faridpnr also vegi'ets the impop\darity of well as compared with tank water, 
since to excavate a tank costs Rs. I,0(i0, and re-oxcavation, which may very 
likely fail, Ils. 500. In Dacca, on the other hand, it is stated that tho conspi- 
cuous success of tube-wells at tho Nangalbund fairs seems at last to have 
decisively influenced public opinion in thoir favour. Tho expenditure rose 
from Ks. 17,308 to Ks. 27,962 in Mymousingh. Tho money was devoted to 
the excavation or improvement of 60 hiuks and 98 wells: unfortunately many of 
tho.so wore damaged by the earthquake. In Backergungo R.s. 11,641 were 
spent against lls. 7,320 in the previous year, and it is proposed to reserve at 
least one tank in each of tho 609 chaukidari villages in tho district. 

39. Tho two registers of water-supply prescribed by Government under 
orders dated loth May 1896, ato r«‘ported to have been completed in all 
districts except Faridpnr, Bankura, Ifooghly, Midnapore, I’abna, Puri, Malda 
and Purnea, and in tho Patna Division from which no information has been 
furnished. I’ill these have been coni|)lcfced, no general statomout showing tho 
progress throughout tho province can bo prepared. 

40. Tlio expenditure on sanitation at fail's is chiefly composed of gmnfs 

of Rs, 3,370 by the District Board of Saron towards Sonepiir and tho other 
.smaller fairs in the district, Rs. 2,750 by the District Board of the 24-Pari^anas 
towards the Ganga Sangor and lluiwa tnelm^ and lls. 336 by tlio District 
Board of Birbhiim for the Kenduli and llakreswar melas. The greater [inrt of 
the oxpenditnro on other sanitary objects is accounted for by a contribution 
of Ks. 10,000 by the Gaya District Board towards the Chausa Inspection Gamp, 
and a contribution of Ks. 5,000 by the Shahabad District to the Arrah 

Municipality for consei'vancy and other measures. 

41. Hcimifjic and oilier Minor Depfirtmento.-^^vro bulls at l^ibna and Biraj- 
ganj were st 11 maintained by tho District Board of Pabna, but it is rejjorted 
tliat no use wh.s made of them during tlic ycjir, Tho District Board of IShalia- 
bnd continued to maintain an Arab sfullion at Buxar, but declined a donkey 
sire offered thorn by tho Govomment Veterinary Department.

Ks. 49,282, which is Us. 3,851 less than tho previous year’s expenditure. 

43. Misoel.ai.eons.- — Miscellaneous cb.arges fell from lls. 02,607 in 1896-97 
to ll.K. 47,087 in 18 j 7-08, chiefly owing to the transfer of thechurgus for staging 
bungalows to the proper head under “(Vvil Works.’’ 

44. Famine Rei%<f. — The total e.xpendituro was Rs. 1,00,092 against 
R 9. 2,86,090 in the previous your^Rs. 882 being spent on chaiitablo relief, 
K.s. 1,08,874 on public woiks ajjd . Ks. 21,836 on miscellaneous works. The 
District Boai'd of Bhagalpur spent Bs* 60,012 and the District Board of Bankura 
lls. 3.5,492.

ment in tho margin, '.riic de- 
crease is shared by all divi- 
sions except the Presidency and 
Patna. All tho scheduled I’onds 
under tho Local Hoards in tho 
districts of Monghyr, Bhagal- 
jjur and Puniea are now being 
treated as district roads, and, with the exception of Rs. 40 spent in Malda, no 
expenditure was iucuired by the District Boards on the maintenance cf village 
roads in'tho Bliagalpur Division. Tho Magistrate of Birbhinu remarks that the 
division of tho village road allotment into equal shares amongst: all the village 
roads, irrespective of tin ir roquireiaents, of which he has known on instance, 
lyorely results in waste of money, while, on tho other hand, if tho expenditure 
is restricted to the important roads only, the minor roads are neglected. l>istri- 
butinn of the annual allotment amongst a few village roads taken in rotation, 
according to their importance and requirements, and with refei’enco to tho amount 
spent bn them in provions years, is, in his opinion, best calculated to ensure tho 
proper maintenance of the roads. This view is obviously correct : and it is 
the plain duty of the Magistrate, who is also Chairman of the District Board, 
to pi event so absoi’dly wasteful an. arrangement. The Magisti*atc of Midnn- 
pore observes tlint daring bis tour ho has hardly seen a single village road 
in a state of decent repair, and in his opinion, tho Local Boards neglect all 
supervision of the work on these roads. The Lieutenant-Governor would 
take this opportunity to draw the attention of all District Boards, to tho re- 
marks made on the subject by the Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, 
which wore reproduced in paragraph 4 f 8 of tlio Hosoluiaon for tho year 1895-96. 

48. Waier eommunicaiion . — Tho District Board of Pabna undertook tho 
improvement of tho Telkupi klial in the Sirajgauj sabdivision, and also 
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snl)si(liz('il a KorvioG of boats on tlio line botwoen Pabna and Kuslitia on 
the Eastern 15Gn,i4^jd State Kuilway, ^vitll a view to its evc'iitually supplanting 
the ooslly steamer service. T^he District Board of Dacca expentled lis. 3,037 
on the improvement of tlio Jlnri^anjya, Dhaleswari and Ichainati rivers. 3'ho 
District J>oard of Myaiorisin-c^i undertook thiO survey of certain khals with a 
view to their improvement, and have under consideration projects for clearin*^ 
ct'itain important water channels c»f the district; which were blocked np by the 
eavilupnike of Juno In Dacca a now tow-path from Jamalpur to 

Kali<^;ni j, a lergih of about miles, was constructed along the right bank of 
the Jj.ilviiya riv^cr, and the tow-path from Bariima to Lskhyapiira on the bank 
of tl c ihiiiar river was repairerl. In Noakhali it is stated tliao all tho import- 
ant navigable artificial channels wore during the rains cleared of obstruction, 
riie opening of the Sikal Balia Canal in Chittagong is said to have much faci- 
litatid c oinnmnication with tlio southern pait of tho district. 

JO. fS/t'ci?n c*jmmumiui i}n , — The District Board of Dacca continued to main- 
tain .st(*ani eommunicatiun bt'twecn Narainganj and Munshiganj, which 
ilnring tlio year yielded a. not, profit of Rs. 2,o7-* to tho Board. In ISoakhali 
the District Ihiard contiunod their sub-iidy of lis. 2,400 to the steamer service 
between Barisal and Noukliali, and the District Board of Pabna their subsidy 
of lbs. fijOOO to the service between Pabna and Kuslitia. A temporary service 
was also kcjit up with Sundwip during tho cold weather.

I'lio District Board of Backergnnge also maintained the Pubfic Works 
embankment at Bhola at a cost of Ks. 86, and spent Rs 155 in repairing" the 
jet(i(‘.s at Patuakluili and Bhola, Tho District Board of Purnoa spent Ks. 604 
on l]i(j survey and gauge reading of tho Kosi river, and Rs. 431 on the 
malnlemmce of the Bclwa and Kosi Imnds. 

51. Hallway Jeeder roads. — The District Board of the 24-Parganas spent 
Rs. 1,250 on the motalUug of the southern section of the feeder road to Akra * 
Station on tho Budge-Budge Railway, and Rs. 1,084 on the acquisition of laud 
required for tlie constiuction of a feeder road from the Halishahar Railway 
Station on the I'^asteni Bengal State luiilwajr to tho village of Halishahar. TTm 
ri.'pairsto tlui KIsscnganj-Hanstula leeder road, in the district of Nadia, which 
were begun in 1896-97, wore nearly completed during the year. The road leading 
to the Khoksa Railway Station and other existing feeder roads in flue same 
district and the three r.dl way foqder Dads in the district of Khulna, were main- 
tained in good order. Tho important feeder road from Tangi to Kaliganj in 
tho district of Dacca was much improved duiing the year at a costof K«. 5,392. 

In Burdwaii land was acquired for the construction of a feeder road from 
D<"Bipur .Railway Station to the village of Dobipur, and work con)menc,:d during 
tho yevar. In Tippera four feeder roads were constructed at a total cost of 
Rs. 3,853, ill Noakhali three at a cost of Rs. 3,592, and in Chittagong eight at 

a Cf)st of Rs. 8,434. A feeder read was construettd b 3 ’ the District Board 
of Ihiruea from Kasba bazar to Kasba Railway Station . 

52. Railways and TratHways.—^omo progress was made during tho year in 
the construction of the Rana'ghat Krisimagar Tramway, and it is hoped that the 
line will' bo opened by tho 31st of March next. The coiistruetioii of a steam 
tramway from Barasat to Basirhat has not yet been commenced, nor the 
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railway from Garhara to Katihar in tho di>:tiir,t of niuiL^ulpur. Tmdors 

• have boon invitod by tho I)isti*ici Board of Burdvvan for llio ( nc'iou of a 
Htoain traniwaj'' over tJie C 3 xistiiin- i-oad from lb5Tnari to Oli^ikdi^o witli 1h(\, 
prospect of extending it to 'J’arkeswar. Nothing has boon done in connoctiou * 
with tho projected railway Hue from AhnicnJpnr to J:5hagalpur vid miri and 
Diirnka. A proposal for tho construction of a hjfeam tramway fro. n ( Ihandia 
kona to Burisa tid Ghatal is under the con.sid<iratiou of tho J.)islrict B aid of 
Midnapore. The Howrah-Sluakhala Bteam T'rainway was finally oomplofctl 
and opened throughout its wliole length in Novembor 1897, one pertion having 
bceiT optmed in August of that year, and a scM ond in September. 'I'ho llownali-* 
Anita Tramway was opemid during thoj’e.ir to the extent of 16A (»ut of 3d 
miles. It is stated that tlio lino promises to he a great success tinancially. 

53. AmLndment of fhe Bemial Local Self-dn/^'^rnmrnt Act~lit view of tho hilo 
famine and the measures itM|nired to guard against ])lague it was not. con- 
sidered advisable to proceed during tho year with the Bill to amend tho Bcng.il 
Local Self'Governmeiit Act. 

5 V. General Remarks, — TIic remarks recorded by the several Commissioners 
•of Divisions on tho working of the several Distiict and Local Boards in iheir 
respective Divisions are reproduced below. 

Mr. J, Kennedy, Oilioiating Commissioner of Iho Burdwan Division, 
writes: — 

“ Having taken charge of the Division after tho dose of the year, I possess no porsonnl 
knowledge of the working of the District Boards during that period. It is oloar,’ however, 
from the oommeuts quoted above, that the Distrurt Boards discharged their duti*.*.s iu a 
- satisfactory niftimcr, and rendered useful a'«eistance to District OfRoers as Cfuisultativo todies, 
a special feature of their deliburaiims being an entire absence of factious opposition and 
piuty spirit. The attendance of tlio nuMubers, too, app»'ar on the whole to have improved. 
Afl regards Local* Boards, thorn is a cunsensus of opiiiioa as to thoir inutility ; littlo as they 
had to do, that littlo seems to have ham perfunctoHly tlouo, and, though this x’esuU is in 
some iiieabure duo to tlieir want of sulHcient power and scop© of work, tho fact remains that 
they have not fulHllod the expectations formed of tliem, and are therefore valueless as 
apxiliaiies to district administration. 1 fail to see h«'W anything much can be expected from 
them under present oircumstanoovs, and the tendency of Local Boards to regar<l their over- 
seers and sub-ovoraeer,R as dependent ontiridy on them, and nut as 8ubordinala>s of the District 
Engineer, is calculated to injuriously affect work/^ 

• Mr.^C. E. Buckland, Coiimu.«»sioner of the rresidency Divieion, sta'cs : — 

There is a oonsensus of o].iuion that the Dbtriet Boards do satisfactory woik : tln ir 

* local knowledge is valuable, and many of them have fair experience of otiiciiil busiiioKs. Bnt^ 
haj/lly one has a good word to siy for Local IL.iidi: they have little money at Ihcir 
disposal to 6i)end, and it is not unnatural that the mcuihcva take so littlo iuteivst in their 
uniiiiportant duties. They might well bo abolished without any detrina ait to the disirict 
administration . ** 

Mr. P. Nolan, Oomniissionor of the Kajshahi Division, observes: — 

1 find that the official Chaii'mcn are practically idlowod to conduct Itho administration 
. with little interference. Such assistance as the oUier incinbers of the Board give is goiibrallv 
useful, though ill some m.attors, such as the inoreaFo of establishments, their influence is not 
for good. Whore tho wotk '•enerally is good, the Chairmau deserves most of the credit, and 
^whero it is otherwise, it is he who should take the bhuue. 

“ Mr. Clark, of BangpUr, says : — 

•“When the bulk of the members of the, District Board take a certain amount of whot, 
for w.ant of a bettdr word, may be called thooretioal interest in tho proceedings, few, if any. 
of them take a praotioal interest in the way of superintending work. Personal quest ions, of 
which unfortunately we have severnl, arouse far deeper intorest thau work estimates, for 
example, regarding which, as a rule, no questions are askoil.^ 

“ Ms. Clark’s view of the matter, and he is in charge of the largest district iu the Division, 
seems to me to be correct. 1 may add that the residential members of the Board oou tribute 
very useful information, and that tliey preserve administrative traditions iu such districts as 
Dinajpur, where the officials are constantly changed.” 

Mr. H. Savage, Officiating Commissioner of the Dacca Division, remarks: — 

“ On tho whole, it sterns that the District Board have. done good work, and have been, as 
in provbms years, particularly valuable as advisers of tho executive on account of the local 
knowledge of tho members. Jmcal Boards ore equally useful as coneultatiye bodies, but their 
executive is weak and their funds are too often wasted for want of supervision.”

“A Very common critieism of the working of J)istriot Bi>ards in this Province is that 
til ‘V ani lamvly consultativo boilies, and that the actual work is left to the Chairman auil 
ili.' p:dd otticers of tho Boards. Tho orilh i'in would have Tnu(‘]i more fori'o if it wore 
MCi . (inpaniod by e.xaiujdus nf similar local auUmntios in other conuDrie.s in which a djifcreTit 
state »>!’ things exists*. 1 do not know whero su(di exainfdes arc to bo found, ami sinOi 
cril i( isrns upp“iir to mo to refer to a utopian standard and to have, tlu^roforo, very little 
pi iicliral value.”

The year under 
riiviow has been one in which tho District Boards J'ttvo been sovoroly tried, 
and it was not, t}u3refore, one in which constitutional reforms of any magriitiide 
could be inaugurated. For tho present no furflior step in tlio direction of 
(huuMitralizalioii will be taken, and District and Local Boards will contiinio uji- 
charged. It is hoped that it will be found possible at no very distant dat(} 
to take up the quesliou of increasing their renourccs.

The Annual General Administration Report of tho Chota Nagpur Division for tlie 
year 1897-98. 

Mr. Forbes wns in charge) of tho Division throughout tho year and has 
submitted the present report ; there were no changes of District Officers, and 
the only office affected by transfers was that of tho Sulxli visional Officer of 
Gobindpur in Manbhum. Tho Division was exceptionally fortunate in this 
respect. 

2. Tours and Inspections. — Mr. Forbes has given an interesting account 
of his tour which, extending over 172 days, included visits to all the distiicts 
of the Division with tho exception of Palamau and to the Native States of 
Bonai, Qangpur, Tlaigarh, Udaipur, Sergujah and Juslipur. Ilis arrangenionls 
during the early part of tlie year were seriously interfered \y'ith by tho 
necessity for tho suporvisutn and control oi tho famine relief operations, and 
subsequently by the compilation of tho report regarding thorn ; und, as remarked 
by him, in the luesont state of communications in tho Division, it is a pliysical 
impossibility for all parts of it and tfie Native States to, bo visited in one and the 
same year. As it was, tho Commissioner was only able to make a complete 
inspection of the llazaribagh office and partially of that of Manbhum', 
including a thorough onriniry into tho affairs of tho Pachete, Barabhum and 
Patkum 01 Oumberod estates. 

I'ho time spent by tho Deputy Commissioners of Hazarib.igh and 
Loliordaga in camp, foil slightly short of the period proscribed in consuKa- 
tion with tho Comnu'8.sioncr. The tours of the District Officers generally 
Bv’om to liavo been well planned and useful, and tho necessary inspections were 
made. Tlie Subdivisjonal Oflicors also spent tbo loquisite time on tour. 

3. Weather and Crops, Prices, Material condition of the people.— -IMr. b'orbos 
has given a full account of the vicissitudes of the different seasons of the 
year, the harvests reaped, and the condition of tho people both in tho early 
part of tho year when faniino was prevalent^ and after the now crops were 
reaped and tlnir prospects began to mend. Tbo statistics of rainfall are 
of peculiar interest as showing clearly- that the prospects of tho season depend 
upon tho distribution rather than tlio actual quantity of tho rainfall. The rain 
nK'nsured was in every rlistrict less than the normal full, and in Hazaribagh, 
Lohardaga and Singhbhuni less than that of tho preceding year, which had 
occasioned the dLsasrrous crop failm-o that .marked tho Division, yet thanks to 
the timely occurrence of tlie showers, the different harvests in the Division 
generally were excellout, allhough at one time in Palamau and parts of 
Miinbhum, temporary cessations of tho rain raised fears of a repetition of a 
second famine year. 

Writing cii the character of the different crops, tho Commissioner 
remarks:— 

“ On tho whole, tho past year, Irom an agrioultural point of view, has been an unusually 
good one. 'J'hc autumn and spring crops wGro on the wholo folly up to the average, wliilo 
tho wintw rice, the principal crop rf tho year, wos every where a bumper ono. Added to 
this tho makm, almost next in importance as regards food-supply to the rice crop, has been 
fully up to tho stondard in mo»t of tho districts, whilo the mango crop was almost tho 
largest over known. Oilseeds and sugaroanp also did fairly w. 11, 1 eing uowhero much 
under a threo qu.ari.or crop, nnd averaging for tho Division 16 and 134 aunas xespootivoly. 
Opium was uhont the least fortunst*' crop of the year, with a 12 auna outturn in Uazaribagh 
and 14 annas in Palamau. In ncithor district, however, is tho quantity grown lai’go.” 
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Tlio effects of the famine upon the people of the Division has already. been 
discuvSsod in a published Resolution of Government. At the commeiicement 
*)f the year under review prices had already reached an abnonnal level, and 
famine had declared itself. As stocks ran out and the inaccessiblp tiaturo of llie 
Division rendered communication and imjwrtation difficult, prices rose still 
higher until fhey touched a pitch unequalled elsewhere in the history of the famine 
in these Provinces. With the harvesting of the new and excellent crops they 
gradually fell, although, on the Slat March 1898, they were still above the normal 
rates. Wages did not rise and, oven for a time, under the stress of famine, fell. 
The material condition of the people was, therefore, most unfavourable; with 
the now harvest it improved greatly, and all signs of scarcity rapidly passed 
away, but the Commisaioner is of opinion that tho famine has had effects in 
embarrassing the circumstances of the poorer cultivators from which it will 
take them more than one year of good crops to recover. 

The year was a most uuhoalthy one ; the condition of tho people, dcbili- 
•tatod from want of food, was aggravated by the resort to unwholesome jungle 
products as a substitute for grain, and the early cessation of tho rains of 189G 
resulted in a deficiency of wholesome water-supply. The recorded death-rate 
rose to 30*6 per mille from 27*3 in 1895 and ;i0‘7 in 1806; deaths by small- 
pox increosed from 282 during the previous year to 648 ; by cholera, from 
5,352 to 28,686, and by fever from 102,707 to 114,067i In Hazaribagh and 
liohardaga the unusually high death-rate of ov(!r 46 per millo was recorded. 

4,. Emigration and Immigralinn . — Tho statistics of the number of emigrants 
from tho Division are necessarily very impo rfcct; such as tliey arc, the tigunia 
of coolies recruited during tho last three year’s in all districts except Palarnau, 
under tho proviainns of Act I of 1882, were 15,350, 22,690 and 26,468 respec- 
tively. Staliatics regarding free emigration for tho sumo period show annual 
totals of 1.1,166, 17,364 and 19,285 emigrants, the figures for Falamau being 
wanting. The effect of the famine is seen in the increase of emigration of botli 
descriptions. Tho abuses of the cooly traffic arc dwelt on by tho Deputy Com- 
missioner of Lohfirdagtt, and the abolition of recruitment through ar kalis 
a<lvocatcd. With that proposal the Commissioner agrees, but considers that tluj 
extent of the abuses has boon over-estimated, and that emigration in the Divi- 
sion has now been in force for so long that there are few who, through 
.their friiinds or relations, are not acquainted with the details of tho system of 
reinuitmeut and the prospects offered. Tim matter is being separately <liscussed. 

5. Manvfaciures, Mines^ and CamMSm.— The year was again unfavourable 
to tho lac industry ; the price of manufactured lac fell heavily, and tho Calcutta 
market was overstocked and dull, with the result that in Lohardaga four out 
of six faotories were closed, and in Manbhnm, although 13,000 maunds were 
nianufactured, in comparison with 13,771 maunds during the previous year, 
tho value of the outturn. declined from Rs, 6,68,500 to Rs. 3,90,000 dmiug the 
year under review. =’• 

The weather during the year was fairly favourable for tea cultivation, 
but tliq Conimissioner remarks that the pn.'spects of tho industry in the 
•Division are not hopeful, and that tho climate and soil are not such as to 
produce tea of a superior qjiality. The famine told heavily upon the silk 
weavers of Manbhum, although special measures were taken for their relief. 

.The outturn from tho coal minoa of tho Giridih subdivision (664,694 tons) 
was slightly loss than in tho preceding year; from the Gobindpur coni fields there 
was a mareed decrease in tho output, from 1,281,294 tons in 1895 and 562,990 
tons ii^ 1896 to 417,588 tons during 1897. An important ooal-miniug 
concession was given during the year, in the Gangpur Tributary Stale to a 
Bombay Syndicate. Tho mica industry^.^mostly in tho mines in tho Govem- 
mimt pptected forests of Hazoribngh, is increasing in importance. Exia.’rience 
has shown that'it will be probably necessary to make considerable moditlcations 
of tlic conditions of. lease. 

The Commissioner again draws attention to the isolated character of the 
Division goncrully and tho want of improved railway communication, a want 
which was clearly felt during the recent famine when, in the Lohardaga and 
Palarnau districts, the importation of food-grains had to bo stimulatoil by tho 
measure, almost exceptional in Indm, of tho grant of loans and bounties. Tho 
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figures of rail-borno ti’affic, therefore, do not furnish a complete analysis of the 
trade of the Division. However, 6o far as they go, the figures show, a total 
export of .4,05,75,63!) roaunds by: rail, as couppared with 3,35,06,354 maunds in 
the previous year, and imports to the extent ,of 17,75, 899’ maunds in compari- 
son with 14,68,687 maunds. The apparent large excess of e3!:p,ort8.over imports 
is purely due to the large export 6z coal and coke; excluding .ihe. figures on this 
account, the balance of trade rs reversed. The effects of. the, famine are clearly 
seen in the increase in the amount of rice brought . into tjho . Division from ,2-| 
and 3i lakhs of maunds in 180&,'^96 and ,189.6-97, , respectively, .to,4f lakhs of 
maunds during 1897-98. 

6, ./ttstfes.— -The . number of origpnalsoivlK.auits disposed of .by 
Deputy Commissioners, and Subordinate .Judges was 686, or 19 less than in the 
previous year. Fewer witnesseA-were examined, and,,Qnly:‘6*03 per-cent, were 
detained over two days as.against lO'S. per.cent...during 1896. 

‘Six thousand seven hundred . and seventyrOight . cases were . disposed of 
by muBsifs, or. 450 more than in the year,, preceding. The increase was chiefly 
under the head of title suits. .The ratio of witnesses detained, ovpr two days 
declined from 9 2 to 7*5 per . cent., althQ\mb.r,the total number, exsminod .was 
greater. The number, of root/saits disposira of rrese from 5,292 to. £s490. during 
tho year under review; there was some.. iipp^vnmoni in, the, promptness with 
which witnesses in this . class .of -cases^were.exeminfid,)^, matter that had been 
tho subject of unfavourable Aommout , ip .the , Resolution on the .Boporfr for 
1896-97. 

7. Crim, Criminal JA/atm^'iand Pof»<?s.-*rThe. .number of cognisable cases 
reported during tho year was ? 15,642 in. comparison, with 8,899. during 1896 ; 
the increase of 75 per cent. -. a*«r the <,figures -for the preceding year ^whs 
common to all districts of the.- X)ivision, Vbat most noticeable , in ' Manbhum, 
Lohardaga and Hazaribagh. .The famine and the high priee of, foad-grain.s 
are given as the explanation. of, this .i^eryi.lafge, .fiiiotantion in crime, and 
although offonces rose .under ..all. of the!,m|^jo.r classified . heads, tlic increase 
was most marked in tho case.ofv.tho serious vOnd minor/; offenoesi against . pro- 
perty which wore in excess byv 1 11'5 . and, 99*3.pbr cent., respectively of . the 
cui-rosponding figures for the:j;%)i!evieus,. 12.monlhs. jOaCoity .oases }*o.so from 
45 in 1896 to 145 in JSOf; robberies from 28 ito, 42 ;.-.bi 3 tf^arie 8 .from 2,189 
to 4,446, and thefts from 2,604 to 5,109- . Those ..fig^s . coupled with tho 
history of many of the .ca8e»;detected,i,the. increase in crime.. as the pres- 
sure of the , scarcity , grew,.. mere intense, , and .. its Qomparetiye ceasatiou 
when ' the new crops were harried, all beer AOut,, the Cconmissipnor’s opinion 
that hunger was ttio compelMpg cause, in a - majority ..of . pffpnces. The 
corresponding iuerease of neeny 80 , pw . cent. ^.,in , the . cognisable cases 
disposed of was to be oxpeoteP) but.-it iis tmrisfaotory that, while tho 
Magisterial staff was not strengthened, the promptness with whmh .cases wore 
disposed of showed an iraproveuxent, ouly 15*3 per cent, being remanded four 
times and over, as compared vrifb 21*S.per. cent, during 1896. Qf cases com- 
mitted to the Courts of Session, 5i6*2 pm: cent- : ended in .convicrion; . but the 
results were poor in Manbhum. 

There was a decrease of 714 in the number of non-epgnisable .cases insti- 
tuted, contributed by tha districts of Haisaribagb, Palamnu,. . and .Manbhum; 
the effects of tho famine are ahsn ^on in thmie figures. ^ . 

Eight thousand two huudiredi and,.Aeventy-;seyen.CMCs,. in .which 30,653 
witnesses were examined, were disposed, of .m jthe Stipendiary .Courte, . and 
1,835 oases, involving the examination of 2,541. witnesses, by. Hoapraiy .Magis- 
trates. The proportion of witnesses detained .over two .days in the two blassos" of 
Courts was 4 '7 and 6*5 per cent.j respectively, as against 5*6 and 4’5 per cent., 
respectively, in the previous year; the .results.. on the whole show, an iinprovo- 
mont, as more witnesses wore examined in either instance^ -The .attendance 
of Honorary Magistrates seems to have been on the. whole fair, although 
more regularity might have been observed: among the members of the Qiridih, 
Ranchi, Oubindpur and Chaibassb Bfuchw. 

i'Uo realisation of criminal fines was not altogether satisfactory, and tho 
brt’'inco.s outstanding at tho close of tho year in Lohardaga .(Rs. 11,376) and 
J^inghbhum (lls. 3,117) were especially large. 
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• Tho Commissioner expresses Ids opinion on tJio workinpr of the Police 
force as on tho whole favourable, in comparison with ether Divisions of tlu; 
Province, and in striking contrast with the adininistrutioa in the Native States. 
The i.s<»lated character of the Division places ro-strictions upon tho class f)f men 
recruited, and close and effective snpervisifai is handicapped by the sizo of 
tho areas under the charge of individual oiiicers. Special mo^uros for (ho 
patrolling of- the roads were taken during Dio famine, and are said to havo 
beon efficamous in keeping down crime- ■ Of the total demand on account of 
chattkidari cess, 71 per cent., and of the curront demand, 83 per cent., in all 
was collected. Tho Oummissioncr is of opinion that tho prevailing scarcity 
may be accepted as some excuse for this deficiency in tho sums rcali.so(I, 
but considers that the bad results in Manbhuia were in part duo to the absence 
of eflloieht supervison. 

8. Revenue and Owing chiefly to tho resettlement of tho 

Kolhan Estate in Singhbhum, tho current clcmand on account of land rovemic in 
tho Division rose from Rs. 4,10,158 to Rs. 1,07,706 during the year under 
•review. The year at tho same time opened with an arrenr demand of 
Rs. 43,123. The total collections during the your aggregated 97 2 per cent, of 
the current, and 89 5 per cent, of tho total demand. The proportion of current 
collections to current, demand in tho three classes of estates is compared below 
with tho usual standards: —

. The short collections in permanently-settled estates in Singhbhum havo 
■ not beon explained ; tho demand was, however, small and the balance insigni- 
ficant, as also wa^ the case with temporarily-settled estates in Polamau. T'ho 
balance unrealised in tho Government estat.s of the Palamau district vms 
huge, and although the Deputy CommiKsioner represents tho impoverislied 
condition of the raiyats in consequence of tho famine, the Commissioner appears 
to consider that undue leniency was shown in tho collections. 

. 'I'ho collections of Road and Public Woiks Cess were on tho whole satis- 
factory and amounted in all to r07 per cent, of the current demand, A 
general ro-yaluation of the districts of LoharJuga and Palamau was sanctioned 
during the year. 

The certificate work in the Division is not heavy, but 37-7 per cent, of 
tho total number of cases for disposal were ponding at the close of tho year, 
although the majorit;^ was for less than six months. The settlement operations 
in tlie Mdhta .^oilnpal estates in Idahbhuiu wore under revision during tho 
year, and the oporatiefts in the Palathau Government estates and in th^ im- 
portant Kolhan estate in Singhbhum were concluded during the period under 
review. 

9. . Wards and Encumbered Mtofes.*— There were altogether 70 Wards’ and 
Encumbered, estates under management during tho year, as against 71 in that 
preceding. The revenue and cesses due to Government wore paid in full in 
all instanees, except in those of the Barabhum and Patkum estates in Manbhum. 
The total ^pllectiqh of rent and cesses duo to tho estates under management 
amouni^d 89*2 per cent, of the current demand and, considering tho 
circumstances pf tho year, tho LieutChaht- Governor agrees with the Commis- 
sioucr thati^e result is satisfactoryi Of a total debt of Rs. 27,18,091 due 
by the Enei»hj]be?ed estates in chai^© of tbo Rov^uo authorities, the sum of 
Rs. 2,84,666 wad discharged, or Rs. 27,885 less than tho amount provided in 
tho sanctioned sp^mps of management. The deficiency is explained by the 
Commissioner. 

In tbo previous yew attention ,wte specially drawn to tho expenditure of 
a suitable portion of tho income of the estates under management upon the 
improvement of the property, as a matter etiually incumbent upon Government, 
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as llio (lisihargo v/ith rcascnablo expedition of tho oncumbrancetj incurred by 
tlio proprietors. The ConiD'.weioner lays special stress upon tho necessity for 
tho uinlertaking of surveys and, , records of right in those properties, the more 
so as when they come under the control of the Revenue authorities, their affairs 
arc iisually in a .state of disorder, TIh' Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe 
that the total* oxpondituro upon improvements incroased from Us. 20, 7116 during 
ISOG 07, to Rs. 28,:lS2 during the year under review. 

10. Kreise, Slamps, IticorM-iaz. — lathe Resolution on the Report for- tho 
year 1 800-07, it was remarked, as an unexpected circumstance, that in sfjifo of 
tho uiifavouiable harvests during that year, the total excise revenue still showed 
nil iticroaso. Tho effects, howevm*, of the scarcity dnring tiro year now uudov 
loviow are tdcarly shown, the rovenuo falling from Ks. U,07,7;}7 to 
Ihs. 7,8d,0ol, the decrease being common to all districls. NiniRy-threo per emit, 
of tho total loss of rovenuo was under the head of countiy spirit, the indifferent 
mahm crop, from which this liquor is distilled, being a special cause conducing 
to this result. The Commissioner expresses the opinion that the ofibneo of 
illicit distillation is still widely jprevalcnt, especially in Manbhum. 

The stamp revenue, whicn amounted to Rs. 4,53,461, showed a small 
dccreaso of Rs. 5,133, although the receipts were still in excess of those of 
1805-06. Tho decrease, which was confined to the districts of Ilaz-aribagh, 
lioharduga, and Palamau, is attributed generally to the effects of the scarcity 
and iucidcntally to local and occidental causes. Considerably fewer persons 
were prosccutod for breaches of the law. 

There was a falling off of 173 in tho nambor of persons finally assessed to 
inc<nno-ta.x, but an incroaeo of Rs. Ill in the amount finally realisable from 
iheiu. The increase was in tho Singhbhunai district only, whore tho impetus to 
tho grain traffic and the work on the Sini-Midnajioro Railway ltd to the 
di.'covery of new ussessees. Tho, percentage of collections, excluding cost-! and 
pe nalties, &c., was 06*7, which may bu considered sntisfactoiy, 

11. Jiaihouj/s ami Public Works . — As already montioned, the nerd for 
more,' railways in the Division is ohe which was prominently brought to notice' 
during tho recent famine, and some progress was made during the year. All 
tho earthwork and biidgcs, except one, were completed upon tho 8iiii- 
Midnapore extension of tho BOngal-Nagpur Rtnlway, The surve)* of Iho 
Raroon-Daltonganj lino in Palamau was finished, and that of tho proposed lino 
from Miduaporc via Bankura to. Jharia and Ramgurh, with branclulincs to 
Ranchi and Lohardaga, was commenced. 

The famine relief operations .enabled conriderable iraprovemenis to bo 
effected in conuection with watet-sujiply and irrigation, and, exclusive of tlm 
suT'is expended by municipalities ami in ' Government aud Wards’ -ostates, 
Its. 50,113 was spent on these objects by Government, and Rs. 89,127 by 
zainlndars as loans under tho Land JmprovOment Loans Act. Three huiulrod 
and sevcntcon miles of roads w&ee also repaired' and 200 miles newly con- 
st ructod at a total cost of Rs. 1,71,673 by famine labour. Except In the 
di-stn'et of Ptilamau, considerable- attention, the Liotttonant-Governor observes 
with pleasure, is paid to arboriculture, and tlm Commissioner has recently 
drawn attention to tho advatttagt'.s of ptantiug mango trees to a greater 
extent both as a source of shade and future income. 

12. E<lucaUnn . — The decline both in tho number of .schoola in the 
Divi.sion aud of the pupils attendix^ them, that, occurred last year, confinuoil 
also in the ono under report. - jSis compared with that year, there was a 
lo.ss of 287 in tho number of schools open, and of 6,202 in the pupils 
under instruction. The existence of famine, and epidemic disease,, in its 
wake, and tho measures taken in some cases for tho re-grouping of exist - 
ing schools by the closing of those which were inefficiently managed, afford 
suliiciont explanation of the gotioral falling off, though it is curious that 
there was a small increase in the number of private schools in every district, 
fxcopt Lohardaga. The cause of female education fared badly, and only 108 
f.(*.lH)oh with 2,820 pupils were ip oxisionco in comparison with 194 schools and 

pupils in the previous yeW. The total expondituro upon education 
:;’uonnt<:<l to Rs. 3,55,740, or Us. 3,563 less than in tho previous year. The grant 
fill'll Ih'oviiicial Revenues remained approximately tho same (Rs, 1,73,740). 
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Wilh only 18 t per cent, of the boys of a scliool-going ago actually under 
jiiBkruc.tion, tlio general condition of tlio Division, from this point of view, stjll 
r<nuains very backward. 

13. UospiMf and Diijpentariea . — The miuiber of public dispensarioB and 
liospitals*, exclusive of institutions under priv.ito man^ement, was 18, or tho 
siiTue as in tho previous year. The number of patients treated at theih increased 
from 0)0,013 to 63,769, and the expenditure incurred, from Rs. 33,961 to 
Rs. 34,673 Of their total income 54 ‘4 per c» nt, was derived from private 
subscriptions. Tho Lieutonant-Govomor has read with marked interest the 
account of the Leper Asylums in the Division, noticeably that maintained at 
Purnlia by the Dublin and Edinburgh Mission tolcpors in tho East, in which there 
were 488 patients maintained at a cost of sorno Rs. 26,000, in addition to a 
home for untainted children of lepers, kept up at a cost of Rs. 2,000, iu which 
61 children were accommodated. The Commissioner spe^s in high terms of 
tho management of tho institution and the admirable work it effects. 

14. Local Sol/' Government •None of the municipalities in the 

Division possess large incomes, hut on the whole they seem to have dischai’god 
their duties satisfactoiily. In tho matter of sanitation, there appears to be 
.-peciul room for improvement in those of Chatra and Purulia. The Commis- 
sioner has submitted proposals for tho extension of the Local Self-Government 
Act to the Division, minus the elective system. 

. 15. State of puhik feeling and condueiof samindare.-— The Deputy Com- 

niissisonor of Lohurdaga .Mr. Streatfield) gives an interesting account of the 
rttate of fooling among the Kols and Ijinons on the subject of agrarian 
(lifHi iiltios ; tlio bonetits to be expected from the recent Act for commutation 
of predial services appear to he doubted, but further experience ha.s yet 
to be gained of its working. T'ho release from jail of llirsu Munda, who 
claims to lie an incarnation of tJie deity, caused a certain amount of temporary 
excitement which has since subsided. 

1(>. Tho Commissioner has given in some detail the history of tho l ecent 
fauiine, which has, however, alrtsady been separately reviewed by Government. 

17. Sir Alexi^nder Mackenzie has already recorded his high appre- 
ciation of the services of Mr. Forbos inconn^tiou with tho relief operations, and 
Ihetliank.* of Sir John Woodburn are due to him for his able administra- 
tion of the Division in other respects, and for lus present most interesting 

report. •

III^WE.VTHER AND CROPS. 

17. Eoforc proroetlin^ to consi<lcr the general conditions of the weather 
(luring the p.ist year, and its effects on the crops, it may be of interest here to 
note llio sh.ai'o taken by each of the principal Crops, viz , the hhadai, the winter 
rice, and the rahi, in contribnting to the total food-supply in each district. 
Tins i.s a matter particularly deserving of consideration in a Division like Oho^a 
Nagpur, where the food .staples grown necessarily vary considerably with the 
physical features of the country, 'I'ho following statemont, which I reproduce 
from iny final report on the late famine ( where 1 have explained how the 
figures have been arrived at), gives this information, 

Statetnent shouing the approximate gharr, annas, o/fhe total food-supply (f= W annas) of 
rack district, which is contributed by each of the three main crops {hhadai, winter rice and rabi). 
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over a quarter, and the rahi not more than ono-twclfth, yet the relative impor- 
tance of each crop varies oonsldejaldy in the different districts, Thds, while in 
Palomau an avernge rabi crop may be taken as equivalent to about a four 
months’ food-supply, in Lohardaga it.s yield is quite insignificant. Again, in 
Lohardaga and Palamau a QooA-.bktdai harvest means a four ond-a-half and a 
three mouths’ supply of food in "each district respectivolyj while in Manbhum it 
will give only a few weeks’ supply. This is a matter of considerable importance 
when the ouects of a failure or otliorwise of one or otlicr of tho above crops 
have to bo considered in reference (o tho different districts, 

1 0. I'he general character ; of the weather during the past year is illus- 
trated by the following statement showing the • actual as compared with the 
normal rainfall, month by month, in each district:-— 
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20. It will bo obsen'od that the total fall in evovy district was under 
nornial, the average for the whole Division being oven less than in the 
disastrous year preceding. The result, as regards the outturn of the diirerent 
crops, is an illustration of the widely different cou8e<j[nences of a favouvitob! or 
unfavourable distribution, in point of time* of the rainfall. In the preecrling 
year the character of the rainfall was most capricious, heavy falls ottcuning 
when least- needed, often doing more harm than good, and mucll<»f the water 
running to waste. Daring thd year of report the exact opposite was the case, 
and, indeed, the' regulation of the rainfall can only be properly described ns 
providential, 'I’he different heavy falls came precisely when most needed for 
the crops, in some instances just in time to save them. There were no exee^-nve 
falls, but every^ drop told and there was njO running to waste. The generally 
bcneticiul results as regards the three principal crops arc summarised below. 

21. The only parts of the Division that gave cause for anxiety in respect 
Ti.. .• crop were the district of Palatiiau and the 

Gobindpur subdivision and certain other portions 
of the Manbhum district. In Falamaa the ttw^^j-inonsoon showers, which 
enable the lands to be prepared for the aus paddy and other bhu4ai crops, were 
veiy disappointing, the result for the six weeks ending 2Gth Jane, being a 
total fall of onl}' 4*51 inches as compared with a normal fall of 7'40 inches. 
By the middle of July there had been no improvoment, and matters wore 
looking very serious indeed. Then, fortunately, in the third week of that month 
a gtjod fall 'of over 5 inches came, just in tune to save the crop from dying. 
‘There was then another bad break, and by the end of July, with a total fall 
of only 14‘85 inches, as against a normal of 21 '55, prospects had again become 
• very tlireatening. 'Fhen came another sudden fall of 5 inches during the first 
week in August, which for a second time saved the situation; and, at last, after 
.'‘till uimthov ten .days’ drought, while the otlier districts wore getting rain in 
plenty, a third good fall of nearly 8 inches duiing the week ending 2lst August 
practically preserved the district from a second year’s famine, in comparison to 
which the ono it had just experienced would have been child’s play. For the 
ev-entufil result, after the vicissitudes passed through, we cannot be too thankful. 

22. In the Gobindpur subdiviiuon and oilier parts of Manbhum the 
rainfall was, for a time, almost as capricioui as in Pnlamau, and in the result loss 
favouraWo. The last half of July in tliat district was particularly trying, 
being niifrked by abnormal heat and an entire absence of rain in plaices ; and 
the yoitdli and other crops were in consequence considerably damaged by 

•insects. •^Fhe result was a rush, at tlie end of August, to the relief works, 
which had to be kept open for some six or sovcu weeks longer than in any other 
district of the Division. It is to be remarked, however, that this was net 
moreiy duo to the failure of the bliadaif but also, and mainly, to the small extent 
lo wliicU autumn crops are grown in the H'^bhum district, as will be seen by a 
reference to the statement in paragraph 17 above. 

23. In the other districts the conditions were, <m the whole, all th.at 
. could be wished. The rains in May, June and July, it is true, wore somewhat 
‘ short, but they were fvery well distributed; and good falls during the first and 

third weeks in August secured for the bhadai crops a general outturn, oxcept in 
Manbhum, of fully 1 6 annas. 

24. The good falls in August, notioed above, enabled the transplantation 

. of the rice seedlings to be everywhere completed. 

It is true that in most of the districts there was 
a deficiency at the end of that month, of 5 or 6 inches, as compared 
with the normal. This, however, was. compensated for by each succ^yssivu fall 
having come just when wanted; and — given a short allowance — the distribution 
in point «f time could not have been , more favourable. In September the 
general fall witw again somewhat belpw the normal, as had been the case in 
the previous yctir. But between 1806 and 1897 there was this marked 
difforeneo, vis y, ihat while in 1898 the stoppage occurred in the middle of 
Boptember, and was then followed by a continued drought, in 1897 tlim c was a 
good fall during the kut week of that month, which was exactly what was 
wanted. Following this, in October,; there were unusually copious haiiya 
rains, averaging 6*88 inches (for the monih) against a normal of only 2’83, 
which everywhere secured a bumper rice harvest. 
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2o, The heavy hatiya rains noticed above gave good moisture every- 
P i- . g where for the rabi sowings, but the usual showers 

irt » ciop*. jjj December and January hold off, and it was not 

until February that any fall worth mention occurred. The result was, how- 
ever, a full average crop in all the districts except Lohardaga and Palamau, 
the returns from which districts gave about a 12 annas outturn. The most 
favourable report was from Manbhuni, wdiero the estimate was 18 annas. 

26. On tho whole, the past year, from an agricultural point of view, has 
hcen an unusually good one. The autumn and spring crops were, on the whole, 
fully up to tho average, while the winter rice, the principal crop of the year, 
was everywhere a bumper one. . Added to this, the tnahua, almost next in 
importance, a.s regards food-supply, to the rice crop, has boon- fully up to the 
usual i.taudard in most of the districts, while the mango crop (now just over) 
has been almost tho largest ever known. Oilseeds and sugarcane also did fairly 
well, being nowhere much under a three-quarters crop, and averaging, for the 
Division, 15 and 16^ annas respectively. Opium was about the least fortunate 
crop of the year, with a 12 annas outturn in Hazaribagh and 14 annas in 
1 'olamau. In neither district, however, is the quantity grown large. 


ir.-PUBUC HEALTH. 

27. TLo general health of the Division during the past year was worse 
than over known before since the days of statistics. Not only was there a very 
severe outbreak of cholera, which prevailed during tho months Juno — 
iSt'ptember, but the mortality from small-pox, fevors and bowel -complaints was 
much larger than usual. This was only as might have been expected amongst 
a people predisi)o8od to disease from the effects of scarcity, . But there can 1)0 
no do»il)t that tliere also exists in these districts a special cause for tho general 
Jowering of the lone of tho system during a time of famine, viz., tho large 
extent to which the people have recourse to jungle roots and berries to satisfy 
th('ir Imngor. These forest products when taken with their usual accon)pani- 
ineiit of rice or other wholesome grain, form a valuable supplement to the 
ordinary food-supply, hut when eaten by themselves, with'out the customary 
mocliun), tmrl especially in an ttncookod state, have a particularly irritating 
efyoct on the digestion, which soon renders tho people more susceptible than 
usual to any form of j^revailing sickness. There was also tho fact that the 
Jirst grain to ripen in tho rains Avas yondli, a millet which is notoriously* 
niiAvholesome when eateir without a proper admixture of rice. This — coming 
’liter a time of scarcity, when rice stocKs bad run very low— “wa.s recklessly 
iMlulged in, and no doubt was directly or indirectly responsible for many 
deaths from cholera and bowd-feoniplaints, Moreover the early cessation of 
ilie rains in 1896 had caused a large number of. wells, tanks and other 
vcsei’veirs of water to run dry during tlie hot- weather mouths of the year undet 
reiioii, so that tho doficioncy in tlio supply of wholesome water intensified 
the outbreaks of cholera, fevers and bowol- complaints. 

28. Tho cholera epidemic in Hazaribagn commenced in April in the 
n( ighV)Ourhood of tho Grand Thnnk Road and extended to thanas Chowparan 
Bagodar and Dimni. The really severe epidemic of cholera started in the 
town of Hazaribagh and simultaneously in we Barkagaoii thana at the cud 
of June. It became very seyaro in these parts in July, and in August tho 
epidemic spre^l over the oentrit^ southern parts of the district. ‘ Tho 
(list.'uso accounted for 6,-386 deaths, against 988 in the previous year. 

In tho other districts the cholera epidemic followed mud^ tho same 
course as in Hazaribagh, the mortality attaining its maximum in August, 
excepting in Manblmm, where the largest number of dcathii occurred in the 
montli of Juno. In all of the districts the effects lasted , qntil the middle 
or end of October, excepting in Manbhum, where it practically disappeared 
by the end of September. The total nnmher of deaths Tegirtered from this 
• ause in all the districts amounted to 28,686^ as compared with 5,352 in the 
procoding year. Details for the different districts are given in tho statement 
ill paragraph 30 below. One notable inddenf showing the growth of coiifidonce 
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in prophylactics, was the largo number of candidates for treatment by in- 
• oculation under Dr. llaffkiiie’s method. In Manbhum alono the operations 
numbered 8,310, whilst in Uanchi and flazaribagh a very eon.siderablo number. ^ 
of persons both amongst the well-to-do and the cooly classes were also 
inoculated.

It seems needless to say more than that, during the above months, except 
in Singhbhum, famine was over the land. It made itself first felt in Palamau, 
Ilazaribagh, and parts of Manbhum. In Lohardaga stocks at first seemed more 
pfeuliful than elsewhere, and the Deputy Commissioner did not apprehend 
much actual scarcity. As time wont on, however, stocks ran out, tho effects of 
insolation from tho railway system told their tale, and scarcity throughouf n 
largo portion of tho Loharaaga district becaino extremely acute ; so much .so 
that in tho end of July at 101 out of i88 hdts in that district rico had risen to 
. i> .seers o»- under par rupee, and at a number (39) of these it was selling at the 
imhoard of price of 4 soers and loss, or at nearly four times the normal ])rico. 
In Palamau and parts of Hazaribagh and Manbhum the distress was for a timt! 
scarcely less sovoro, though owing to the considerable quantity of jungle 
edibles in tho first district and to the other two being partially served by tlic 
railway, there was not so much cause for real anxiety on their account. Singh- 
bhmu up to the end of June was an exporting district, but in July this coa.sed, 
prices hardened to 7 seers per rupeo, and in August Singhbhum also began to 
• import. I m&y montion that, in order to relievo tho situation in Lohardaga, 
Government sanctioneu, during August, the payment of Ro. 1 per maund bounty 
on imports of rico vid Purulia. A similar concession, at a rate of 8 annas per 
•maund, had been considered necessary ia the cose of Palamau from an early 
period of the distress. 

33. By the time that relief was at hand — with the advent of the h/iadai — 
tlie general conditioa of tho population had naturally fallen to a very low 
obb. Matters had further been aggi’avated by the insuperable lethargy of the 
aboriginal population and their great disli^ to any form of compulsory labour, 
which niade many , of them prefer excessive privation to working on piece-work 
wages. A|j. qimpe from suw uncongenial labour was, at the same timo, ofi'ered 
by the niMtPs . at hapd of finding fpod in tho jungles, and largo numbers 
managed to sustuiu life in this manner, though at the cost of reducing them • 
selves to a state' of groat debility, 

34. Prom the month of September, thanks to the. good bhadd harvest, 
matters begun steadily to improve, and with the shebeeding plentiful rico crop 
and the good outturn of the rahi, mahua and mango crops, all signs of scarcity 
soon passed away, and the people appeared to quickly recover their normal 
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condition, so far as regards their physique and general state of health, lint 
I fear that the circumstances of many of the poorer cultivators will be affected 
by the late scarcity for some time to come, and that it will require another year, 
or perhaps two years, of good oirops before they are able to make good their 
losses, W riting on this subject,-; Mr. Streatfeild, the Deputy Commissioner of 
Lohardaga, offers the following renunks, with which I am disposed to agree. 
After mentioning that a considerable number of whole families have left 
many of their villages in the most affected tracts of his district, either for 
Assam and to take up waste lands in flic Native States, ho continues: — 

“ Even where the crops were good th(' exactions of the landlords and mahajaus Havo 
prevented the people from reoovermsr their normal oondition of prosperity. The crops of 
1800-97 not having in many oases simood to enable tho roiyat to pay his rent and to repay 
any grain debts he might have, he was oompeUed to pay up all outstandings from last year’s 
{18:)7*98) orop, leaving himself a very narrow niargia for his own support. Moreover, 
loans made during the times of soarcaty havo been made to carry the most exorbitant 
iJitercst * * *■ . * 

“On the whole, though the condition of the people gives no present oause for anxiety, 
there is no doubt that the commenoemnnt of the year X896'99 finds tho district far from 
prosperous.” 


VI.— BMIGBATIPN AND IMMlOEATION. 

35. The following table compares the number of emigrants roornited and 
registered under Act 1 of 18B2 during tho last two years in the districts of 
Hazaribagh, Lohardaga, Manhhmn and tSinghbhum, Tluire were no. emigrants 
registered under the Act in the district of Palamau, where coolies are recruited 
under tho free labour system from' certain thanas for the tea districts of Jalpni- 
guri and Assam : —

There has been a considerable increase in the number of registqrod emi- . 
grants in the districts of Lohardaga ;nul Manbhum, which is principally due to 
the scarcity, .lu Lohardaga tlie .iinaoaso is also duo to the fact that, two 
gontlcmeu who had hitherto despatched coolies without registration -took 
oi 7 t local agents’ licenses towards the end of the year unfler report. Tlic 
largo decrease in the number , of emigrants in Ilassaribagh has not been 
explained by tho district ofijcer, but it is, 1 think, pro))ably duo to a larger 
number having been despatched under the free labour system of which no 
account has been furnished by the Deputy Commissioner. In Miinbhum 
many of the registered eraigi’anai ^n)t; from other districts, especially from the 
Central Provinces. In this district 117 coolies vtithdrew thoir consent at the 
litiio of roghstration, and were ifepaliiated at the cost of the contractors who 
brouglit them. 

36. As noticed in last j’^oar’s report, besides the emigrants rogifdored 
under Act I of IfeS-i, a large number of coolies are recruited every year uiKler 
tlie free lal)Our sj'stem. TJie ex«ct nujnber so recruited cannot bo ascertained, 
as no records are available, but. from returns obtained from tho local contractors, 
it mipears that 2,814 free oraigttints were recruited in Hazaribagh, 1,859 in 
Lolmrdaga, 14,201 in Manbhum, and 881 in Singhbhum, making a total of 
19,285 from these four districts, as Cfunpared with totals of 17,364 *knd 11,156 
for tho preceding and next preceding years respectively. TJw number of 
coolies recruited under this sysfce^m tr«in Pfdamau iias not been furnished by 
tlie district officer. The figures for the district of Singhbhuiu relate only to 
liiDso who passed through ClraibaSW) as all emigrants from Dhalbhum and the 
pmtions of the district near the railway lines go direct to Purulia or Midnapore 
tor legistration. ^ 
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• 37. It 18 also to bo roinembercd that beridos eraigmnta properly so called, 

d very considerable number of the ijopulation, especially from the district of 
Lohardaga, and consisting principally of Uraons, migrate after tho winter 
rice harvest to the districts of Eastern Bengal to find employment on the 
roads, &o. Their number is reported to have been unusually largo during the 
year under report owing to tho scarcity. 

38. The cooly depots and rest-houses in the several districts of the 
l-Kvision are reported to have been duly inspected, and proper arrangements 
made^lo ensure tlie health and comforts of the emigrants. The general health 
of the coolies was good during the year, with the exception of a very severe 
outbreak of cholera in certain of tho Jdanblmm depOts, in which there were 
90 attacks with 71 deaths. The Qovemuient orders requiring ono side of each 
enclosure to consist of an open iron or wooden railing have been complied with 
in each case. 

39. In Hazaiibagh only one emigrant was prosecuted under section 162 
of Act I (B.C.) of 1882, but tho case was compromised. There were three 
cases in which enugrauts wore the accusers. Two of these were under 
s6ction 303, Indian Penal Code, and resulted in tlio conviction of two out of 
four accused. The third case was under 8ct;lioii.8 341 and 342, Indian Penal 
t'odo, against two accused, both of whom were eoiivioted and sentenced to ono 
uiontli’s vigorous imprisonment each. 

40. In Lohardaga only one serious offonco in connection with emigration 
•was before tho Courts, and is still under tn’ul. In two cases the Deputy 
(Commissioner has recommended the cancellation of agreement of two boys 
indcr section llA of the Assam Labour and Emigration Act, but ho now 
reports that in ono of those liis recommendation will have to bo reconsidered, 
us later information shows it was not justified. 

41. In Manbhurn 68 cases in connoctioti with omigration were reported 
during tlio year, of which 54 were brought to trial. Cf these, 13 %verc i^uinst 
emigrants and 41 against i-ocruiters and others. The cases against the emigrants 
wore with the exception of ono, which was under section 151, all under section 162 
of Act 1 of 1882, and were all stinck off. In the 41 cases against recruiters and 
otliors 81 persons Wiero brought to trial, of whom 31 wore convicted by tho Magis- 
trate, 13 committed to tho Sessions, acquitted, and 10 remained under toil 
at the close of the year. Of the persons committed 2 were convicted and 11 
ae(juittod. In Singhblxum 17 cases, including 5 ponding from tho previous 
year, woso before the Courts, of which 6 cuscs ended in convictwn. In 
Palamau only two cases connected with emigration wore instituted One caso 
with four accused ended in conviction and one caso with two accused in 
acquittal.

Immigratiok. 

44. There was no immigration worth tho name into tlie districts of 
Huzaribagh, Lohard^a, Palamau and Singhbhum. In Manbhurn tho collieries 
in the Qobindpur subdivision attract, as reported in previous years, a large 
number of immigrants from Bihar and the North-Western Provinces, but statistics 
of their numbers are not available. The coal market having been very dull 
during the year, several collieries in this d^trict remained closed, their coolies 
having to seek work elsewhere.

46, Owing to the prevailing scarcity tlio prices of all kinds of food- 
grains ruled unpreoedoutedly high during the first-half of the year, and it was

46. Wages of labour in tho towns remained for tho most part unchang- 
ed, but in the interior of the districts there was for a time a distinct full, 
both in tho rales for skilled and unskilled labour, owing to the general 
impoverishment of the agricultural classes. E.^pf n8Cs had to bo cut down to 
a minimum, and both tho village arlizans and especially tho field labourers 
were obliged to take work on pructically starvation wages. In many of tho 
lands where rice is usually transplanted, the crops, in order to save the cost of 
labour, were sown broadcast; .and where this was not done the employers arc 
reported to have endeavoured in many instances to put their labourers otf 
with an anun a day in cash instead of the customary soor of rice. On tho 
whole, I think that the rate of wages may be taken to have fallen daring the 
period of scarcity by about 3A.per cent. — a hardship which made itself excep- 
tionally felt in the present instance, owing to the greatly increased cost of food. 
'I'he persons amongst the menial classes who were probably the best off were 
tho servants of Europeans and educated native gentlemen, who were, as a 
rule, allowed compensation by their masters on the principle adopted by the 
Government in the case of its otfn menial servants.

IX.— trade and oommebob. 

68. Tho only part of the, targe area of 43,000 square miles comprised in 

th.e five Uritish dhslricts and nine Native States 
Tra e rou o*. uhdof this Commissidnefship which is served by the 

railway is its eastern extremity* There the Bengal-Nagpur Hailway bisects the 
Manbhum district, passing through the civil station of Purulia and onwards 
through the Singhbhum district and tho Native State of Gangpur,. while branch 
lines from tho Sitarampur and Mbdlmpur junctions on the East Indian Hailway 
tap the Gobindpur subdivision to the north of Manbhum and the Giridih subdivi- 
sion in the extreme north-east corner of Hazaribagh. The rest of the above 
large area is completely isolated) tlie divisional head-quarteirs at' Uanchi and 
tho civil staiion at Hazaribagh. btEnog 76 and 73 miles distant from the railway 
(by metalled roads to Purulia and Giridih), while Daltongani, tlie head-quarters 
cf the Palamau district, is 100 miles (by unmetalled road, from the rmuicet 
railway station at Gaya. There are no navigable rivers or canals,, theugh boats 
of a small size occasionally get up tho Bone . and Kool rivers as .far as Dalton- 
ganj. But any trade by tms means is of a very insigniOcant .and uncertain 
charocteri being only possible at’intorvals, for a few days at a time, after heavy 
falls of rain. , '■ ' 

59. The great inoonvepienoe and dRDg^er of this state of general isolation 
w('rc brought into prominent relief during the late famine, and, as noticed else* 
wiicic in this report, it was found necessary for Government to come forward 
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and assist the trade by gr.inting a bounty on imports of rice into the I’ulaman 

• and Loliardaga districts, besides making larg(5 advances to keep ll»e small local 
dealers of the former in funds. Hut notwithstanding the most strenuous offects 
to stimulate supplies, the nriocs of fpo4.rgyains throughout the greater portion * • 
of the Division oontinuea, for months together, at higher rates than in an)’ 
other part of ICdiaV ' Steps are now, however, I am glad to say, being taken to 
remedy this state of things. 'Pho project for a branch line to cbnnoet DaKon- 
ganj with the South Bihar Railway at Delni (on the Sonc Canal) has been 
sanctioned by the Government of India, and the work will be put in hand 
during tho next cold weather; and a survey has just been completed under the , 
auspices of the Bengal Nagpur Railway Company for a lino t(? rnn east and 
west from the centre of the Division (at Ramgurh in the Damodar valley), cross- 
ing that Company’s main lino (on its way to Alidnapore) between Purulia and 
Asansole, with a light feeder brancli to I&nclii and Lohordaga opening out the 
Ranchi plateau. To accomplish tho proper opening up of the Cihota Nagpur 
Division and complete the through oonneotion between tlie North-West Provin- 
ces and tho south-eastern sea-board of Bengal, there will then only remain tho 

• link between Dalionganj and Ramgurh, the survey of which portion was made 
some years ago. 


60. Tho principal internal trade routes of the Divisiou are the metalled 
roads already mentioned between Ranchi and Hazaribagh to tho railway sta- 
tions at Ihirulia and Qiridih respectively ; tlie Grand Trunk Road, which runs 
through the Gobindpur subdivision of Manbhum and tho Hazariliagh district ; 
metalled roads between Ranchi and Hiazaribagh (58 miles), from Ranchi to 
I, )liardaga (47 miles) the principal mart on tho Ranchi plateau, and in the 
8inghbhum district from Chaibassa to tho Bcngal-Nagpur Railway Station at 
Chakradhurpur.16 miles; and unmetalled roads from the town of Lohardaga 
to tho equally important mart, Chatra, in llazaribagh, passing on northwards 
to tho Grand Trunk Road and thus giving an e xit into the Gaya district. Traffic 
by the above routes, excepting tlie last, is by bullock-carts, which are hired for 
tho most part from Bihar and the Burdwan and Bankura districts. Along the 
last of tho above routes goods are carried by pack-bullocks, as is the case with 
most of the interior trade of all the districts. Palamau is especially badly off 
in the matter of communications and carriage. There is no metalled road, and 
scarcely a bullock-cart in the district, practically the whole of the trade being 
carried on pack-bullocks.

Deputy Odt^nuftdoner always to he a deficit district in the matter of food grains, 
drawing ilt ^'quiiumonta from Ldheifdaga and the neighbouring Tributary 
States. Thei latter source of supply wfts, however, closed to it during the late 
scarcity, as the several. Chiefs passed orders (with my approval) at an early 
period of the distrei» forbidding the ejt^^rtation of food’grains from the different 
Etates. ^ i.--..

XVIT.— CONDITION OP THE DIVISION AS KEGAHDS I»AND AND LAND BEVBNDE 

ADMINISTRATION. 

107. The demands and collection.s of land revenue in the several dis- 
tricts of tho .Division for tho past two years are compared below : — 



fl’horo w'as a decrease of six e»tate.s in Ilausaribagh under class II, owing to 
their transfer to, and amalgamation with, estates under clas,s III. Two of these 
were, under tho orders of tho Pepuly Oommissionor, brought undgr khag 
management on tho cancellation of leases, while the remaining four were 
transferred under tho orders of tho Board of Revenue. 

108. 'rho total current demand of revenae in the several districts, in- 
cluding tho Chutia Nagpur Tributary States, was Rs. 4,07,700, against 
Rs. 4,16,150 in tho previous yeap, showing a not increase of Ks. 81,550, duo 
mainly to the resettlement of the Singhbhum Kolhan. 

ibO. The current collections amounted to Rs. 4,48,654, ugainst Rs, 3,74,642 
in 1896 - 97 , thus showing an increase of Rs. 74,012, which is almost commen- 
surate with tho increase in the year’s demand, so that the percentage of current 
collections has remained almost the same as in tlie previous year, viz., at 90‘14, 
again.st 90'02 in 1896-97. Taking, the districts separately, it appears that tho 
cunont collections have been satisfactory in Hazartbagh, Manbhum and Singh- 
bhmn, being respectively 98’6, 96'0 and 08*4 per cent., against 97*9, 100*0 and . 
90*9 in tho previous ymar; fair in Lohardaga, being 91*5 per cent., against 
90*7 in 1896-97; and bad in Palamau, being only 62*3 per cent., against 66'6 
per cent, in the preceding year. TWa decrease in Pala'mau is iqainly due to 
the poor collections in tho Government khae mtdials, and is attribate'd by the 
Deputy Commissioner, Mr. Renny„tothe Government miy ate being hwd pressed 
by tho famine and unprecedenteldly, high prices of food-grains wluoh prevailed 
uj) to September 1897. He adds that there is not the least doubt of the rfaiyata 
in I’alamau, whether Government or zamindari, having been impoverished 
to a very great degree by the above causes, and that time is required to 
enable them to pull themselves together again. My own opinion is that Mr. Renny 
is much too ready to accept excuses in this ncttitter, and that the Government 
raiyars in Palamau are quite as well off as in any of the other districts. 
Tho Deputy Commissioner hopes, however, tb' be able to materially reduce 
the outstanding balances as soon as the lao arid other crops lately reaped reach 
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the iiifirlcot. The arrnar demand fur nlHli'* districts ainuuntod t ) K.i.

no. The number of estates which became liable to sale <luri)i}<’ the year 

for non-pay*Peiit of (lovei’iimcnt dues was lire in^ 
Operations o! iho gale law. Ilazaribagii, of wlilch OHO was exempted oil pay- • 
meat of all the arrears due on issue of sale notice. The arrears of the remaining 
four estates wero not paid, and consequently they were notified f<u- sale on the 
1st Juno 1898. In ralaman tho provisions of the sale law wWe not applied 
to the nowly-croated estates, which are still being dealt with under tho l’ii!>lic 
Demands Eecoveiy Act. They will, however, bo brought under tho sale laws 
from tho date of tho next kisL Of the old estates in oargana ilelonia, l.‘J toll . 
into arrear, viz., 8 estates on tlio first, 3 on tho second and 7 on tho third feist day, 
but none wero sold, as the amounts were paid on the day following tho days. 
The amounts of arrears in all llu'se cases wore v'eiy small and below Rs. 60.^

In all tho districts both tho cessos were levied at tho maximum rate 
allowed by law. 

• 112!^ In ITazaribagh tho current collections Wore nbovo 90 per cent.; in 

Lohardaga they were abovo 80 per cent,, but holovv 90 ; in Palamau and .Man- 
bhum they were below 80 por cent., but above 75 per cent. In Singhbhum 
alone the entire cui'ront demand was collected during the year. 

113. Tho arrear demands in Lohardaca and Singhbhum wore collected 
in- full. In Hazaribagh 93*8 por cent, of tho arrear demand wa.s collected, while 
in Talainau and Manbhum tho percontagos wore 99‘6 and 89*-!: respectively. 

114. In Hazaribagh, out of the balance of Rs. 5,915, a sum of Ra.“3,05l 
has been realized since tho close of the your, and tho rest are in course of 
I’cccvory under tho certificate procedure. 

In Lohardaga t^e entire balance has boon realized since tho close of 
tho year. In Palani^u the balance is on account of kisis ending 20th October 
1897, 28th January 1898, and 28th March 1898. For tho arrears of 
’tho first two Msts coercive measures have boon taken, and for those of the 
March feist certificates will shortly be issued. Out of the outstanding balance, 
Rs. 2;543 are reported to have been realized since tho dose of tho year In 
Manbhum, out of tho balance of Rs- 27,499, Rs. 15,358 wero due from the 
encumbered estates. Certificates have beeii issued for tho realization of the 
residue. ITier© was no balance in Singhbhum at the end of tho year, 

115<. There was no regular revalaRfeion in Ilaziiribagh, but there was an 

assessment for cc.ss purposes of two revenue-pay - 
orsw^on. estates and three rent'freo tenures under the 

special •sanctibii of the Board given under section 37 of the Cess Act. A 
general revaluation .qf the entirq disWets of Lohardaga and Palamau w as 
Bandionod during the year, and in iho former district the operations were

which 1,713 wore disposed of, leaving 1,039 pending. Of tho 1,039 jicnding 

oases, oO wc're ponding for more than six months and 091 for less than six 

monlhs. 'I’he number of institutions lias increa.sod in the aggregate by 705. 

'Phis increase is sliarod more or less by all the districts. In'liazaiibugh .the 

iiuToaso is attributed to tlio effects of tho prevailing scarcity. In Lohardaga 

tho increase is slight, and calls for no special explanation. In Palamau tho 

increase is due to tho fact of the I’ulamau Governmont estate having come 

under khan management, and to larger institutions in coui-equonce of ddk coss 

assossmont in the district having bcci mado on all ostati's, including those 

paying rcvoinio at below Ihs. 50 per annum. In Manbhum tho inercaso is duo 

to tho fact that in tho previous year certificates in cases of road cess below 

Ks, 5 wore not issued, while (hey wore issued during the year of report in 

respect of. balmccs of both years. In Singhblmm tho iiieroaso is mainly 

due to a largo number of iirsUtutieiis by tho Dhalbhum enenmbcri'd e.state, 

against none in the year btd'oro. llinler sptjcial orders of the Hoard this esiate 

has been declared njic for tho application of the ceidificate procedure. 

117. lu Llazaribagh uo fresh (a.se was instituted during tho year. In 

Loliardngi one ca.se was iicnding at the clo-so of 
an acquiai ion. ptevious yoar, niid one fie,sh ease instituted 

during the year of report. Hoth tlic,-o were disposial of duriiig tho yoar. fn 
Palamau there was one case for the ;:<-quisition of luiul required for the out- 
liou.ses of tho Daltonganj charitable d’^pen.sary. It is still pending. In Manbhum 
there Avere throe new cases and thrct old ones pending from the previous year. 
Out of those six oases, in four awards were mado within th<' ye^r and in one after 
its close. I’ho other ease, which is one of the tliroo pending from 4S9G-97, is 
still in appeal in tho Court of the Ju dicial Conimissionej’. Htsides the six ca.se.s 
mentioned above, there were u number of small projects for tho ac<pusition of 
lands for railw'uy purpo.ses, in 13 of wliich tho proceeding, s were confiriiKsl by 
the Hoard, in tw'O final reports wore Mihmittcd but not coiifirmod, while in five 
otheis tlie proceedings Avoro finishe.

In Lohardaga in tho 
Government estates a sum of Rs. 8, 147 was spent on works of miscellaneous 
sanitary and agricultural improvements. 

In Palamau tho total expenditure on noiscellaneous, agricultural and sani- 
tary improvements in the Palamau GovernmenI estate amounted to Rs. 4,028, 
out of which Rs. 1,633 were spout on works of irrigation, and Rs. 1,100 in 
sinking wellfi for the supply of drinking water.

Besides these, there are two other provincial roads, viz., the Chas->Goolboria 
iukI tho Purulia-Burrakar roads, whidr hayO;.boon placed. under the supervision 
ef the Maublium District Road Committeo, and for tho maintcnanco of which a 
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■yearly contribution is made from Provincial funds. All these roads are report- 
ed* to liave boon maintained in fair order. An attempt was made diirinj^ the 
pa.st year to remove the largo boulders from the crossings of the Uurrakur and 
Damodar rivers on the Dumri-GiridiK and the HazaribaghrRanchi roads, but tlio 
work seems to have not yet been conipieted. The surface of tho stone cau.se- 
way across tho Burrakar and its ramps on both banks of tho rivto* have bf-oii 
considerably injured, whilo a portion of the cau-seway over tlio Damodar has been 
washed away, with tho consequence that tho inconveuienco to wheeled convey- 
ances in their passage over these two rivers has l)een much increased. I fear in- 
deed that there will bo no material improvement until both crossings are brid<'ed. 
On the Ranohi-Pumlia Koad a diversion was made on tho 47tli mile from Purulia, 
avoiding two (jrossings of a stream. This has nuiterially improved this road.

(fi) District roads. 


In Hazaribagh nothing was spent undiT tho head of original works, 
but 81o miles of district and village roads wore 
repaired and maintained in proper order at a total 
cost of Rs. 3.>,301. Mr. Herald, tho Deputy Commissioner, states that most of 
tho expenditure (Ks. 6,91 D on village roads was incurred in the maintonanco of 
the Giridih town roads. The question of extending tho Bengal Municipal Act 
to thi-i town is under discussion between myself and the Deputy Commissioner. 


170. In Lohardaga no original works could bo undertaken, as a sum of 
lis. 7,000 had to bo diverted from tho allolment for such works to fajnine 
relief, but materials wore collected for the construction of a masonry bridge 
over tho river Sankh on tho Ranclii-Lohardaga road at a total expenditure of 
Rs. 1 ,496. This road carries a fairly heavy cart traffic, so that it cannot bo 
maint:iinod* in thorough order during the mins unless it is metallod. About 
30 miles of it worq rogi-avelled during the past year. Besides this, about 823 
miles of the district and village roads were improved and maintained at an aggre- 
gaie cost of Rs. 31,44.'), which includes Rs. 10,101 spent on famiue-reliof’ test 
works. (.)n four of the more important district roads Ha temporary bridges 
wmc renewed with dry rubble niasonry abutments and wing-walls and salwood 
rt)jidways, while on the Rauchi-Lohardaga road a culvert was reconstructed. 

171. In Palamau three bridges and culverts wore constructed at a total 
expenditure of Rs. 1,201, while 392 miles of the district and village roads were 
ivj)aiiod and maintained at a cost of Rs. 7,894. Tho work on the second 
section of 4lie Garhwa-Sirguja Road was unfortunately allowed to romaiu un- 
completed, as tho balance of tho Government grant for its construction was 
diverted for expenditure on famine relief. The aggregate length of the roads 
undertaken as famine relief works was 80i miles, out of which 42^ miles were 
now construction and 38 miles reconstruction of existing unraised district roads. 


. 172. In Manbhum n sum of Rs. 2,U2 was spent on original works, and a 
furth(>v sum of Rs. 20,220 on repairs and maintenance of nearly 421 miles of 
district and village roads. Part of tho District Road funds ordinarily avail- 
able here for repairs td' r ^ads had to be, diverted for famine-relief operations, 
and the amount spent oh them was consequently less than in previous years. It 
inUy, however, bo noted that the relief works included roads of an "^gregato 
hmgth of 250. miles, of which those from the Anara Railway Station to Para, 
(Jhiiipina to the Adra Railway Station, Nirsha and Kharkabad to tho Kulabathan 
Railway Station, Katras and Bhalworun to the Katras Railway Station and 
Pokhuria to Gpbindpur, aggregating a length of 29 miles, will prove useful 
feeder roads, while several others, when completed, will materially improve tho 
internal cqmminrications of the district. 

173. In Stngbbbum nearly 413 miles of the district and village roads were 
improved, and xii^ntamed at a total expenditure of Rs. 9,861, out of which 
lis. 4,367 were s^hht on original works and Rs. 5,474 on, repairs. A sum of 
Us. 1,149 was also i^ftt in this district within tho Kolhan Government estate 
j>n road works out of thh Gbvemmont JEstates Improyemept Fund. Tho income 
of tho District Road Cess Committee isvery jamall, ennoiahiing to only Rs. 7,914 
and hence an annual contribution of Rs. 10,000 is made but of Provincial reve- 
nues for tho improvemont of tho communications in tho district.

XXX.-LOCAL SBLF-GOVEBNMENT INSTITUTIONS. 

20 . 1 . The local affairs of the division are managed by Municipal, Iioad 
Ce.-!s, and Educ.ation Committee.s at the head quarters of each district, and 
there are in addition Municipal Gommittee.s at Chatra, Lohurdaiia, Jlml'da and 
Raghunath|nn- and a Branch Road Cess Oommittoo at Giridih in the Hazari- 
bagh district. The elective system is in force in the municipalities of Hazaii- 
bngh, Chatra, Ranchi and Purulia. In the rest of tho mimicipalitks 'as well as 
in the case of the Road Ces^a and in Education Committees of all the districts tlie 
nn nibew are apjiointed by Government. The Cliairmen of all the municipali- 
ties are also appointed by Govemmont. 

206. The llazarihagh Municipality is composed of fifteen merabors 

Muiiidpai Conimitiooa. **‘6 CKairmaii (the Deputy Commissioner). 

Of the total number of Commissioners, ten 
.are non-officials and five officials. Daring the year under repoii; 13 general 
im etiiig.s were bold, at all of w'hich a tjuortm was obtained, tho pcrcontago 
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of attoiidanco beinj^ 53*3, against 41*3 in tho previous year. In this as in 
all tho other inunicipaUties in this Division the form of assessment is a tax 
npon persons according to their circumstances under section 85(V<), 'PKe totid. 
income of the inuuioipality including the opening balance was Rs. 0,187, again.sr 
R.S. 11,350 in the preceding year*, the decrease being duo to tho jjiovailing 
scarcity. The total expenditure amounted to Us. 8,502, of which Us, :i,0‘/7 
wore spent on conueivancy and Us. 897 on works of improvement, against 
U-s. 2,888 and Us. 2,220 respectively in tho previous year, Tho town of 
lljizaribagh was kept throughout the year in a satisfactory sanitary condition. 

207. The Chatra Municipal Board consists of fifteen members, excluding 
tho Chairman, of whom ten should be elected by tho rate-payers and live ap- 
pointed by Government. But at the general election wJiich wa.s held during the 
course of the year, tho rate payers elected only six of tho Municipal ComniLs- 
sioners, tho number appointed by Govonmnmt being thorefore nine. Durin«- 
tlio year under report 10 meetings were hold, it 13 of which there was a 
7 /wrw;//, tho percentage of attendance being ugain.st 43 ■! in tho provions 

year. Tho total income of the year including tho opening balance amountfd 
to Us. 5,871, against Us. 5,571, and tho total expenditure to Us, 5,791, against 
11 * 1 . 5,033 in tho previous year, of which Us. 1,3!)0 weie .spent on con.scrvaucy 
and b’s, 1,124 on works of improvement, against Us. 1,248 and Us. 412 respeii- 
ivoly in tUo preceding year. The affairs of this municipality, especially as 
regard.s sanitation, were much mismanaged duiing die time of the late Uomiuittee 
as noticed in last year’s report, but much improvement is expected by the 
Deputy Oommissioiicr in these respects under tho now reyima. 

2t)8. In tlie Uanchi Municipality excluding the Chairninn (tho Depul v 
O*mimis8ion»'r)* there are fifteen Municipal 0o'nmi.«8ioneis, of whom ton are 
elected and five appointed. Tlic Commissioners held ton meetings during the 
year, the percentage of attendauco being 50‘0, against 48*7 in tho prcerding 
year. Much good work was done during tho year, tho Commissioners being 
r('portod to take niucli interest in the welfare of tho town. 

' 209. The Lohardaga Municipal Board is composed of 11 members inclnd- 
jiig th® Chairman, all of whom are appointed by Governmont. Tliere were 
29 mt3etings during the year with a porcentigo of attendance of 00*9 In Ihi.s 
municipality a regrettable dusagreoment occurred between tho Chairman and 
the Vice-Chairman, which resulted in tho latter absenting himself from ni<.'otiiigs 
aiid finally , resigning his po.st. The municipality is practically managed by tlie 
Chairman, the Munsif-Doputy-Magistrute, and ai)pcar.s, on tho whole, to be 
worked efficiently. 

210. Tho Daltonganj Municipality consists of nine members excluding 
tho Chairman (tho Deputy Commissioner), all appointed by Government, 'rou 
mcoting.s were held during tho year wiih a poicuntago of attendance of 55-0. 
diio total income including the balance of tho previous year auiouiitod to 
U.S. 6,771, and tho total expenditure to Us. 4,6 10, leaving a balance of Us. 2,1. >5 
at the close of tho year. 

211. The Purulitt Municipality consisted of 18 Commissioners excluding 
the Chairman, of whom 12 are elected and 0 appointed. Of tho total number 
of .CommisNoners 14 are non officials and five ofiicials. A general election 
was held on the 3rd April 1897, at which ciglit of the old Coramissiomns 
wero re eleeted', and four wore newly elected. Tho number of meetings hcM 
was 1^?, the percentage of attendance being only 42*1. Tlio reports of the 
Officiating Deputy Commissioner and of tho Civil Medical Officer regarding 
tho sanitary condition of the town are not so satisfactory as I could wisli, and 
tho necessity of various improvements in this regard have lately been pro.sseil 
upon the Munidpal Commissioners. 

212. In the Jhalda Municipality there are nine Municipal CommissioniTs 
including the Chairman, all or whom arc appointed by Govornmont. Ten 
meetings wore hold dm’ing tho year, the percentage of attendance being 48*0. 
Tho municipality spent about Us. 180 oa works of sanitary irnprovomonts. 'I’lic 
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Chiiii'umn, Babu Svikaiita lioy, who is tlic Rural Sub-Registrar, is reported to 
have attended properly to his duties. 

21;l. The Raghunathmir Municipality is composed of nine Commissioners 
excluding the Chairman, all of whom an- appointed by Government, In the last 
reorganization of tlu3 Cominitteo, six of tlio old Commissioners were reappointed, 
tliroe being uetvly appointed. The Commissionei’s hold 15 niuetings during 
the year, tiro percentage of attendance being 57-0. The amount sfient on 
sanitary iniprovomcnts during the year was Us. 95. The Vice-Chairman, a 
local pleader, is reported to have perforu.od his duties satisfactorily. ’’ 

214. The Chaibassa Municipality consists of 12 Commissioners excluding 
the Chairman (the Deputy Commissioner), all of whom aro appointed by Govern^ 
nicnt. The municipality held 14 meetings during the year, the percentage of 
attendance being 56‘5. 'Pho totol income including the opening balance 
amounted to Ks. 7, .‘125, and the totsl expenditure to Rs. 5,065, leaving n 
balance of Rs. 1,060 at the close of the year. 'Phe town of Chaibussa is in a 
progressive state as evidenced by the increased tendency to rebuild existing 
houses as well as by the numW of applications received for now building 
sites. ” 


215. None <)f <lio municipalities were inspected by either tlie Deputy 
Sanitary Commisdoiier or the Sanitary C<>mmissionor during the year. 

210. There was no change in the pcnonncl of the District Road Cess Com- 

District Hoad Coss Cornnnttees. Hazaribagli during tho year. Only tour 

meetings uero hold, tho average aitendanco being 
0-2, against 12-1 in tho previous year. The Deput;y Oominissiotior attributes 
tho indifferent attendance? partly to the distance at which several of tho members 
re ide from heail-quarters, and parGy to the want of interest taken by tho.so 
living at heiKl <|uarters in the affaus of tho interior. This cannot, in the 
})resGnt backward .state of education, 1)0 lemodied, but the disadvantage is in 
idVect more ai)paront than real, the executive responsibility resting with tho 
Chairman and other Government ofticera who aro well acquainted with tin? 
district requirements. This remark applies, with greater or less force, to all tho 
districts of this Division. During the )mar under report tho Committee, trans- 
ferred Rs. 67,000 from their own to tho Provincial funds for tho purpose of 
famliio relief, the fow number of meeiings held boiug due, as in the case of 
Loliardaga, to this fact. 

217. Tho District Road Cess Committee of Lohardiiga held only three 
mootings during tho year, against ten in 1890-97, the average attendance bein«> 
0 0, against 5 0 in the previous year._ T'ho fallingoff in the number of meoiin‘>-H 
is explained hy tho Deputy Commissioner to be duo to tho fact that tho who% 
of the available funds of tho Committoo wore diverted for famine relief and 
test works under tho Deputy Cemmissioner’s direct control. There thus 
romainod practically nothing for tho uicinbers of the Committoo to do except- 
ing for those of them who were specially employed on famine duties. 

218. The District Road Cess Committee of Palaman hold eight meetings 
during the year imder report with an average attendance of 4*6. 

219. Tho District Road Cess Committee of Manbhum held 13 meetinfs

( hily two such disturbances occurred, on**, in the first wcoh, of moderate severity, and tho 
nthi-r at tho end of tho mouth of only slight intensity. 1 hey butli cd westward across 
tlio extreme soutli of the Peninsula, without siiowing any sign of recurving. 

After the lirst of these disturbances laaxvy rainfall continue<l for some time on tho 
iladifts coast and extended northwards over lli<» Cironrs, It jubt reached tho south of (Jrissa, 
the ovly rarnfall reported being ’Sd inch at Puri on the 9th. 

IJiiboUlod weather during November in the north of ilio Bay and in Bengal is invar^ihly 
c]n« (.) the recurving of disturbances which Lavo foimcd in tho south, and the uniformly 
.sottlod weather throughout tbe monlh just | was due to the fact that tho two dopjessions 
n;» nf ’nn('d above followed a straight patli aero s the south of the IVnirsuhi. 

At the heginning of the mouth a fairly n**rijial distribuHon of pressure prova'lcd, willi 
some excess at all except the extreme southern stations, AVhuis were generally noiiherly 
and temperaturo low at inland statioFiS. Over the Bay weather was settled except in tiio 
soutli-w’ofc-t, where well-defined north-east monsoon conditions obtained. A depression had 
probably by that time formed tow'ards the cfnfro of the soiifhorn sea area, and wos moving 
wef>tvvar*l or nor: h- west ward towiirds tl'C Malms Coa^t. Tho pressuro gradient Iiureasod 
steadily, with stronger winds and rough sc.i till the morning of tlio btli when tl;,e emit ro 
nf the di4in])Ance crossed tho Coast near Madras moving in a north-westerly «lu*ectic'ii. 4'lie 
stormy weather caused by tho depression extended as lar north as Vizagaptitam, and after it 
cHiisrd general rain continued on tho Madras Ci-ast. 

Meanwhilo tho changes over Bengal mi l tho north of the Bay Wiru of small impoil au i^ 
All the motoorologioal elements were norni tl oxcep>t lomporature in wdiich there Avas a sinail 
to nv‘di‘rale delVot. By tho Gth it had large ly disappeared, and was frlloAvod by a p('ri*)d, 
of comparatively warm weather wliioh contitiued till near the middle of tho month., 

Oil the l2Ui a shallow depression was a] -preaching the province fr-*ra the wost. PiTF.sprc, 
liowovcr, was at tho same time low ovi r the P»ay, especially in the soutlu ast, so that, 
though readings were nearly Z inch below the normal in Bengal, tho ellect of ih ) jji.durb- 
on the goiieral weather conditions was of the sliglifcf'st. I'he sky romained clomlloss 
or lightly oloudo I, and no rain foil. From tho 14th to the 20th there was a slow but stt'ady 
recovery of pjossurc, and tho distribution was cm the latter date prai^tically normal, • 

Too small oscillations charaol eristic of sc'tlecl weather obtained till (ho end of tlio n onth 
in botli j rosBUiO and temiierature, each of ^\hioh showed a small but increasing cxcchs in 
13rng^il Olid (he north of the Bay, 

Woutber was somewhat unsettled in tho SMith-woflt of the Bay for a fcw days at tb* 
in.l of the month, and on tho 2yth a shallow depression was close to the Madras ( oast 
Pics>ujv was fulling moderately, but the d-ftVtvnco from the normal was small at all tl 
(V>ayt ctationa. By tbe morning of the 30th the area <*f lowest pressure was inland, an*l 
wiiuls at aU tho Madras Coatt stations wcio easterly. Pressure had recovered and the 
wcutlii r w'uS lapidly becoming more settled. 

rn — Changes have never becu largo, either in Bengal or over tlio Bay tlnoiighout 
tlio mouth, and tlieio has rarely bwQ any but a small difforonoo from tho normal. 'I'lio most 
rapi-l Jail occurred on the Marlras Coast on tho hth and 6tli when tlio depression was moving 
fow.inbi that part of the Cotist, and tho peu tost defect there was 3 mch. In Bengal iho 
greatest: didort was '17 inch in the west of Biliar on the 14th, At other times the ditfcivnoo 
i'roui 111 ' normal was generally less than -Ojj inch. The average difference^ for tho wliolo 
moutli wns ilofoot of '02 inch. 

TriiipefvUire was genorally above tho normal by small araounts. For a fw days ot tho 
Ix^ginniug of tlie month and again towards the middle cool weather prevailed over tlie greater 
part of tl.o province with a maximum defert of 3^ to 4®; hut as those poriods were of short 
duiation, the moana for tho month are not ti/buded to any great extent by the oompai*a!ivcly 
h w toruptruturo then obtaining. Maximum temperature on an average for the month is 
abuve tliC normal, except in the extreme north, by amounts varying from a small fraction of a 
degree ill t.1 0 east and north to more than 2"' in Ohota Nagpur. The . diilorence in. night 
loadings varies from a small defeat in the south to a small excess io the jinrth. Tho moan 
(lilli roru*' is smnll over tl.e greater part of the province.^ 

Tlio average excess iu Chota Nagpur is about 1% in Bihar and Orissa half a degreo, and 
ill tho oth< r divipionB loss than half a degreo.

witli nio.st ooininotidablo punctuality. In accoidanco with the order.s of Govern- 
mcni., that details sliouhl be entered into only in alternate years. Dr. JIartin 
h irt, in the report under review, discussed certain matters at some length, 
but at tho’Ttajue tinui cone.i.Hf!nc.s» ha.s not been lost sight of. Ho has, however, 
introdticcd into the body of the report and .^olicitijd the orders of Govevnincnt 
on other matters involving cliange.s of con, sidci able admini.strative import- 
*Hnco which sliould huves formed the subject of separate reftTenccs. 

2. Ntmh "/■ thi kt viHli'iicfion . — The following table shows tho number of 
sclurols and colleges i>i ll.-ngal, and tho number of pupils in them, at tho end of 
the years 1890-97 and 1897-98: —

Compared with tlio figures for 1896*97. tho total number of institutions 
•decreased in 1897-98 by .‘5,334, or 4'91 per cer.t., and tho pupils attending them 
by 49,900, or 2-97 per cent. Tlio numW of colleges remained stationary, but 
there was a slight increase in the number of inipils attending them There was 
some increase in tho number of high English, middle English, and upper 
primary schools and in the number of pupils attending them, but there was a 
* falling oil’ both in tho number of, and altendaiico at, all other classes of schools. 
Tho lower primary schools decreased by 2,1 ‘50 and the pupils attending them 
by 44,797. Tho Lieutenant-Governor obarves this with much regret. 
Similarly in private institutions there was a lo.ss of 794 schools and of 0,259 
pupils. The falling off has been in both cases attributed generally to tho 
scarcity, and no doubt this must have been an important factor in the v<Ty 
large decrease which has taken place; but the subject merits furtlnw exaiuina- 
tion than has been bostowod on it by tho Director in his report. It is difiicult 
to believe that so largo a decrease can bo .'<oIeiy attributed to the funiitm, 
which -at tho commencement of the year had already almost reached its zenith, 
especially when it is remembered how surprisingly quick and complete wa.s 
the return to prosperity, and that in the previous year tho lo.ss of pupils attri- 
buted to famine was only 2,237. 

Turning to results by division.^, it would aj)peav from tho figures in 
Table VIII that in Patna, where the famine was scvorcf-t, there was only a 
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decrease of 88(5 puja’s; while Chittai,^ong shoM'8 a decrease of 10,518 pupils, 
Dacca of 7, ‘229 pupils, the rrosidoncy of 0,442, Orissa of 0,307, and Chota 
Nagpur of 3,4(;4. It, is hoped that the decreases in Dacca and Chittagong 
may bc largely atiributed to distress caused by the earthquake and tho 
cyclone, and that they are tomponiry in nature; but tho doeroaso in all 
live divisions sbeins larger than can fiiirly bo attributed to the national cala- 
niatics for which tho year 1897 is so memorable; and Government awaits 
from tho Director of Public Instruction further information as to the causes 
winch led to this decrease and the arrangements that have been made for 
recovering lost way. 

3. Jtatio of pupils to population . — Tho population of Bengal, excluding 

Hill Tippera, and tlie Tributary States of Chota Nagpur, tho schools of which 
are not included in tho educational returns, is 73,013,(50’, of whom 36,412,749 
are males and 36,(530,9 1 8 females. This gives, at the usual into of lO^per cent., 
5,4(51,912 male children and 5,491,64^ female children of school-going age. 
Of tho pupils on the educational returns 1,. 020,000 wore hoys and 104,815 were 
girls. Thus of all bo)’S of .school going ago 27*8 per cent, and of all girls of, 
school-going ago 1*9 per cent, were tit scliool in l{597-98. Tho percentages in 
tho previous year were 28*5 tind 2'0 respectively. As has becu before remarked 
tho percentage of pupiLs at school to the number of boys of school-going age 
varies enormously from district to district. Progress has, however, been made in 
tlic more backward districts. Thus where there were ten districts in 1894-9.5 that 
showed a pcrccutago of leas than 1.5, there are only seven now. Muzaffarpur, 
lihagalpur, Darbhang.a and tlie Soiithal Parganos have risen out of this class ; 
and it is hoped they will maintain tlicir improved position. On tho other hand, 
Ohainpai'au has descended in tho scale, and tho percentage in Saran has 
also ilecreased. It is on tho most backward di.stricts that the Department’s most 
fostering care must bo bestowed, ajtid tho Director is requested to ensure this 
being done. ^ ( 

4. Schools classifici aco'-ding to ihsir mfimgemcni . — Tho following table 
classitics the oollogcs and schools according to their management; —

The decline in tho number of schools managed by Government, from 202 
to 171, is duo chiefly to llio abolition of tho guru-training classes attached to 
middle schools. Tho schools managed by District Boards decreased by five. 
Tho number of aided schools diminished ny 3,902, while tho number of Unaided 
schools mso by 1,448. 

5. Financial results . — The total expenditure during the year under report 
was less than that of tho previous year by Rs, 26,140. Tho expenditure from 
Provincial revenues fell off by Rs. 2,09,176, from District funds.by Us. .59,326, 
and from Municipal funds by Rs. 3,811.. The decrease under tho first head is 
solely djio to the fact that much less was expended on buildings, the reduction 
un this account alone amounting to nearly two lakhs and a-half. Tho total 
incoipe from other sources on the other hand increased by Rs. 2,46,173, and 
betokens, on tho part of tho.so for whom education is provided, a satisfactory 
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• npprocl.'ition of llio a(lvanta»:c3 olfeml, ai»l au increased readiness to avail 
llieiuselves thereof. The ineivaso of Rs. 29,.S(S ajriunst superintendence was 
due mainly to the appointnieiit of two IpspeHi rs lO the lihagalpur-ChittagOng 
.y.id Ihij-siiuhi circlts which have boon newly toniK'd. 

0 . Initju'clion ‘The Uirector of I’uhlio Instruction was on ttmr for 

51 days outside Oalcutta, and visited the dihtriets of Uajshalii, Dinajpur, 
Jalpaiguri, Uangpur, Singhbhuin, I'atna, Culhn k, Dacca and Chittagong. The 
Liouteuant-Govornor is aware of the heavy oflii;.' duties that chain the Director 
to lu^fld-quaiters, hut the importance of inspiviion by tho head of the Dispart- 
incnt is so great tht».t it seems to Ilis Honour (sgoutial that some adjustment 
shall ho made to enahle the Director to make more frequent tours. Jt is not 
hy statistical tests and corrospon deuce that tho Director can be.st inform liimsclf 
of the character of the work that is being doiie, and of the efficiency of tho 
subordinate staff, or compare tho relative r.'.sult.? in difl'erent parts of tho 
province. No one can inako these comparLoii.s with such experience and 
authority as the Dirootor himsolf, and it is on his judgment that inallsucli 
niattc,rs the Government itself in list expressly roly. Tlio subject will bo taken 
up scpitratoly, but the Lioutrnant'Qovernor dc ire.s that tlio Director will give 
it his curly consideration. 'I’lio time sjjciit on inspection by the inspecting 
statr vif tile Province is shown arnl compared with that of the preceding year 
in the following statement: — 
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. The increase in tho numlior of Iuspector.s l.us been alluded to in paragraph 
5. 'riuj work done by tlu^se oflicors is report -d to have been satisfactory, 
though tlio largo decrease iu tho numbor of days devoted to iiis])ec;tion can 
scarcely he coinpatiblo with the nuuntonance of tho very high standard of 
siqi'oi vision that has horotoforo obtained, and llio Lioutonant-Governor must 

that orders bo issued to ensure that the jicriod of inspection tours bo 
rc(.)torcd to its former k ml. Tho Inspfector of European Schools and the 
Iiispoctrcss of Schools have heavy inspection duties at head-quarters,- and 
are not expected to go as much into the interior ns their brother ollicers 
do. ddic Assistant Inspectors, who have very little office work to do, are 
expected to show a higher averagt^ tlian only 15.'l days touring in tho year. 
kSouio of thorn have, in deed, exceeded 180; uud there is no reason why 
others should not do the same. Four Deputy Inspectors failed to put in tho 
preseiihed ininiumm of 150 days touring, but in only one case •was the explana- 
tion unsati^actory. Tho proscribed minimum of 300 days’ touring for Hub- 
Inspectors has on an average been exceeded in all Divisions though there have 
also been individual short-comings in all, The proposal to. allow District Boards 
at their option to substitute for Inspecting Pandits a limited number of “ Assis- 
tant Sub-1 n.spcctors,” wbo Would bo drawn, to a great extent, from the samo 
class of men as tho present Sub-Enspeotors, is under the consideration of Gov- 
ernment. * 

'I’ho pnnciple of Dr. Martin’s recommendation that Inspectors of Schools 
should be convened to aitcnd quinquennial ccuiferencos at which matters 
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relating more closely to inspection woi’k should form the chief topic of discus* 
sion ; and that Inspectors of Schools should hold similar biennial or triennial 
conforotices with their Assistant and D^■puty Inspectors appears to the Lieutenant- 
Governor worthy of consideration; but the present proposals are of course nM^rc 
suggestions, and before sanction can he given to any final action being taken in 
the matter, a definite programme of work and a list of the subjects wdrich require 
more thorough discussion should bo drawn up and submitted for the approval 
of Government. 

7. District Boards. — It is satisfactory to notice that the relations betjvoon 
the District Boards and tho Kducatiouul Dcpairtuiont continued on the whole 
to be harmonious. 

8. Municipal Beards. — Most municipalities are merely called upon to 
supply the money required for tho provision of primary education to one- 
half the number of boys of school-going ago. This they do, but as they to a groat 
extent act without guidance from any one experienced in cducati'Shal matters, 
it is feared that tho best use is not imulo of the money so provided. Dr. Martin 
thinks it would be very desirable that tho Deputy Inspector should be e.i-oJ/icio 
a member of each municipality in his district, and that, as in tho case of 
District Boards, the Commissioners should appoint an Educational Sub- 
Committee, of wJiich tho Deputy Inspector should bo a member. This sugges- 
tion will be referred to the Municipal Department for con.sidoiation. 

9. University education. — Tho number of Arts Colleges open during the 
year was 38, the same as in tho previous year. The Uttarpara College 
has been transfen'ed from the aiJoI to the unaided list. The llarendra 
Lai College, at Munshiganj, and tho Ilotampur College in Birbhum (both 
unaided) appear in tho list for the first time, while tho Caluitla Boys* 
School, College Department, and La Martiniere for Girls, disappear from it. 
Eleven colleges are supported by Government, I (at Miduapore) by Municipal 
funds, 6 are aided and 20 are unaided. The total number of college students 
increased from 6,384 to 0,440. 

10. Cost of College education. — Tho total expenditure on colleges rose from 
Bs. 7,47,764 in 18G6-97 to Ks. 7,71,372, or by 3;1 percent., as aguirjst an increase 
of 5‘7 per cent, in the preceding your. This increase was mostly in unaided 
colleges, while both in tho Government and tho aided colleges tho cost decreased 
by over Rs. 10,000. The expenditure from Provincial rovonues 6u Govern- 
ment colleges declined from Its. 2,09,881 to Ks. 2,49,710, due to tho Iran^-fer 
of certain officers from the head “ Government colleges ” to that of “ I•n^'pcc.tion/’ 
There was a decrease of Rs, 9,610 in tbp Presidency college, Rs. 6,::;31 in tho 
Hooghly College, Rs, 8,431 in the Patna Co]h>ge, Rs. 3,283 in tho Ravenshaw 
College, and Rs, 3,134 in tho Rajshahi College, while there was an increaM>of 
Rs. 6,729 in tho Krishnagar College and Rs. 3,631 in the Bclhune College. 
I'ho expenditure from Provincial revenues on aided colleges remained nearly 
the same as in the preceding year, the small reduction being chiefly due to the 
reduced grant to the Victoria College, Narail. The annual cost per student 
under collegiate instruction declined from Rs. 113*13»7 to Rs. lll-8-o anil 
tho Government share from Rs. 4.5-2-0 to Rs, 39-11-6. 

11. Success at University examinations.-~‘'V'^o thousand seven hundred and 
twenty-four candidates appeared at tho First Arts Examination held in Match 
1898, as compared with 2,631 in 1896-97. The percentage of successful candi- 
dates increased from 38 to 46. In Government colleges tho percentage Wiis 65, 
in aided colleges 49, in the Municipal Cotlogo at Midnapore 47, and in unaided 
colleges 43. All Government colhiges, with the exception 'of those at Hooghly, 
Patna and Rajshahi, passed more than half the candidates, the Presidency 
College having passed 76 per cent. Of the aided colleges, the GoneraLAssembly’s 
Institution passed 55 per cent, of its candidates. Among- tho unaided colleges 
tho Lorotto House passed all its three candidates, and the Braja Mohan 
Institution, Barisal, and the Hetampur College passed 66 per cent., tho Century 
College 65, -the Arya Mission Institution 62, and the Bangabosi College 53 per 
cent, of their candidates. 

The total number of candidates for the B. A. degtoe rose from 1,521 in 
1896-97 to 1,588, or by 4*4 per cent., and tho number of successful candidates 
iiicieascd from 386 to 391, or by 1*2 per cent. The percentages of successful 
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candidates in both courses together wore 0;V2 in Govormnent, 22’U in aided, 
and 1U*9 in unaided colleges. Of 991 candidate.s in the A course, 20*3 pr-r 
cent, passed as against 20*1 in 1897, while of 097 candidotes in the 13 .coursfc, 
. 21*7 per cent, passed as against 23*9 in 1897. In the A course the Gorerjuiumt 
colleges passed 39*4 per cent., the aided colleges 24*2, and the unaided cuileges 
20*2 per cent. In the 13 course the conresponding percentages were, respectively, 
29*3, 18*3, and 19*4, Among Government (tollegos, the highest place, as usual, 
was taken by the Prosidenuy (yollego, whicli passed 46*8 per cent, of its candi- 
dates — 02 per cent, in the A and 31*8 per cent, in the 13 course. 

Though the number of candidates for the M.A. degree declined from HH 
in 1897 to 172, the number of those Buccc.s.sful was the same ns in llie previous 
year, *.c., 83. .Of the successful candidates, 51 belonged to Government col- 
leges, 21 to aided colleges, and one only to an miaidcd college; while of the 
remaining ten, 9 were private students and one a teacher. The Presidency 
CollegoTTgain shows by far the best results. 

12. Setoniiaty jUducaUon , — The main statistics relating to secondary 
schools for tho last five years aie shown in the following state ment : — 
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ijocondary schools of all classes taken together increased slightly in the last 
year from 2,451 to 2,453, and the pupils attending them from 215,131 to 
220,1159. High schools showed an increase of seven in number and of 2,201 
pupils. Middle Engli.sh schools increased by six and their pupils by 2,835, 
w.hile middle vernacular schools decreased by 11 and their pupils by 71. The 
expenditure from public funds decreased by Rs. 1,854, while that from private 
fund's increased by Rs. 60,241. The total expenditure on secondary education 
increased from Rs. 28,97,402 to Rs, 29,46,78^ 

13. High tohnola. — T’he number 'of Government high schools increased 
by one, owing to the Uttarpara Collegiate School (returned in the previou.s year 
as aided) hanng^boon separated from the Uttarpara Collego and taken 
over as a Government school from Ist April 1897. The number of schools 
under tho management of District or Municipal Boards remained the same, 
viz. five. Though the number of aided schools decreased by one, there was an 
increase of 516 pupils. Tho number of unaided schools increased by seven and 
the pupils attending them by 990. At tho University Entrance Examination 
2, *658 boys passed out of 4,754 candidates (55*8 per cent.), against 2,792 out of 
4,607 candidates (69*6 per cent.) in 1896-97. The Hindu School, the Hare 
School and the Dacca Collegiate School also each gained over 50 in merit marks. 

14. Hrawing^-^lxi conformity with the orders of Government, that the 
marks obtained by candidates in drawing at the Entrance Examination in 1897 
and subsequent years, should be taken into consideration in the award of junior 
scholarships, {urrang^oments for teaching this subject have boon mado in all 
Government high Schools (except liangamati) and ux many of the schools under 
private management The number of candidates who took up this subject in 
Government schools rose from 689 to 655, ‘but the number who came out 
successful foil from 217 to 199, due, it is bolioved, to the test being moro 
diificult in 1897-98. Tho University, the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to seo. 
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o(>iitoini)l!it.c3 making the di'owing cxauiiiiution a groator tost of merit tliun it 
lias liitlierto boon. 

1;V. MiiliUe schooh, — 'riie middle English schools increased fi’om 927 
with t)7,7<>l) pupils in 1890-97 to 033 with 70,004 pupils. I’ho number of 
schools under public management romaini'd unchanged, but llie pupils attending 
increased by lO'i," or 4*7 per cent. The iiMcd middle English schools decreased 
from ObT to Oo 1, but their pupils increased from 48,950 to 50,218, or by 2*5 
per cent. Tlie nmnbor of uuaidod schools increased by nine and the pupils 
attending them by 1,471. 

' The number of middle vernacular schools fell from 1,140 with G5,44i 
pupils in 1890-97 to 1,129 with 05,370 pupils. The schools maintained by 
(b)vi rmiu’nt j ose from 37 to 39, owing to the establishment of hvo scho(ds in tlio 
Cliiifii Nagpur Division. T’ho number of schools managed by District or 
Municipal Boards decreased by five. The aided schools declined irom 811 with 
4.\0;{b pupils to 709 w'ith 44,547 pupils. The unaided schools rose Yrom 143 
with 8,782 pupils to 147 with 9,234 pupils. 

'Tlio following table shows in a condensed form tho results of tho Middle 
.Scholaiship Exmination from tho tWo sets of schools (Middle English and Middle

Happily, there lias beeii a considerable reduction both in the number and 
tlu' degree of gravity of the more stnious offences: but mucli remains to bo 
done. Three cases of as.sault with violoiH’u on masters are reported, while at 
oiir school tw'o hoys wci’G expelled for bringing a courtezan into the .sebool- 
hoiise at night. There are still oases of boys and mastors tam])ering with 
iichool vegi.st(a-s and certificates: while puncfuality and regularity in oftondunce 
are both on tho part of ma.sters and pupils often not even aimed at or expected ;

The steady increase in the number of upper primary schools notwith* 
. standing many exceptionally adverse circumstances is a sign of healthy develop- 
ment, since it takes years for a lower primary to develop into one of the upper 
• class. As regards the lower primary schools, Dr. Martin expresses his surprise 
that a nuich larger nuinbor did not collapse during the last two years. As 
regards the decreases siiown in the various divisions, that in Chittagong is, as 
w'as surmised in pai'agrapb 2, attributed to the cyclone, the storm-wave and 
the cholera epidemic which succeeded it: while in Noakbali and Tippera floods 
und failure of crops are held to bo responsible. No specific reasons other than 
the scarcity are advanced for the other decreases. 

20. Quit of primary schools to Oovernment . — The expenditure incurred by 
Government and ‘by District Boards on Account of primary schools for native

The annual co.st of e.ach puptl in an upper primary school has fullen from . 
20-0 annas in 1800-97 to 29’ 1 aiina'<, and in ,a lowor primary school from ' 
annas 10 to annas 9-7. The Directoi roiuurks: — 


“Tho comparative arlvanooincnt of flill’irent distrioU csplains tU(J wMo vari-Uion in 
cost in the different divisions. Thestningo (livergenee whi'h appears in 1 ho cost of oluwit-* 
iug each pu{al iu districts whioli adjoin lach other, and which arc app.'ircntly Miioilarly 
circumstanced, is to be found in the .extent to which tho stipondiavy system ik follovred 
in them. Thus, in BIrbhiini, whore, , the si I] . ondiary system is wholly abrSlishod, the annual 
cost of an upper I riniary school was only lls. .27*4, wheteos in the adjoiuing distriot of 
Buidwan, where the stipendiary system is more in favour, it wa.s Us. 42’2. Tho uvivngo 
cost of upper primary scliools is he*vy iu the Patna Division, owiiig to stiponds teing 
given on a more liberal scale than in the "dii-tricts of Bengal Proper, !niis is als(» the case 
in Iho Monghyr, Bhagalpur, and Puniea districts of tho Bhagalpur Division.’' 

The Lieutenant-Governor baa read with much interest Sfr. Podloi!*’s remarks 
on the comparativo merits of tb© stipendiary ■ and p.aymont-by-result systenm 
and Dr. Martin’s remarks tbm^on. The discussion of sucfi an important 
matter is perhaps hardly within the sdope of an ordinary Annual Report, 
but Sir John VVoodburn welcomes so "thoughtful an examination of our 
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methods, and will be glad to consider any proposals Mr. Podlev may Avisli to 
. make on the subject. There is, however, no conce-jliiig the fact that in tho 
present state of Provincial finances any echonio, liowover good in it>'(}lf, . 
which involves a heavy increase of expenditure, is beyond the range of piuctical * 
consideration, and upon theniorits it is ^eu to question wliether tho time is 
not yet far distant when considerations of the quality of our primary schools 
can supersede the suprmno and imporious necessity of providing elomentary 
instruction to tho children of the poor. ■ As Dr, Martin says, England is not 
India, and tho lessons of English expei^nce India is not sufficiently advanced 
to^ossimilate. In the practical application of their respective tlieories, however, . 
tho Director and his highest officer do not appear to reach very different * 
results; and if tho ontcotno of tho discussion is to bu the necessary improve- 
ment of tho inspecting gurus and the eistahliahmont of a single stipendiary 
model school in each subdivision, the Idoutenant-Governor ventures to hopo 
that it he possible to moot their united conclusions without a material 
opposition from tho Financial Department of this Government. 

22. Relative pontion of di$tncU,—lxi ])aragrapli 104 of his report, tho 
.Director Las giyen^ tho usual table showing the number of pupils in encli 

district and division in tbe different stages of primary instruction, and 
comparing its relative position with roforcuco to tho progress made in this 

respect. The priiiciplo on wdiich tho tablo has been 
compiled is the sauio as in previous years, and the 
divisional figures showing the percentage of merit 
marks to the male population of sclrool-going age 
are reproduced in the margin. Tho order of the 
divisions arranged by this standard remains the 
samo as last yeai . Patna and Bhagalpur continued 
to show the worst results.

The yearly increase in the peroentagi-s of successful schools, und of 
successful candidatestr indicate a most satisfactory improvement in tho progress 
of education. 

In tho Lower Primary Scholarship Examination tho number of coinjioting 
•schools incronsod from 13,326 to 13,728, and tho nunibor of successful tchools 
from 10,063 to 10,460. Tho number of successful candidates advanced from 
27,088 to 28,701 and tbe number of successful Muhammadan candidates from 
8,238 to 8,884. 

24. School Post There were 745 school post offices during 1807-08 us 

against 097 in the preceding year. The system is generally working well, Imt 
a coDiplaint corned &om one district that sbliools suffer gteatly by this arrange- 
ment, since during school hours teachers ate interrupted when the mail is rccciv<'d 
and despatched. It, was a condition of .the ex})crimont that postal work was to 
bo con^dered subor^nate to educational duties, and whore such a praotlco 
prevails tho Deputy Inspectors of Schools should add^'oss tho Inspectors of 
‘ Post Offices with a vicv tp the removal of the hindrance. 

28. Training SehooU»-^iiQ numbor/<^' traiuipg schools for teachers of both 
sexes was 29 as against 118 in tbe previous year, and tbe pupils in them decreased 
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from 1,770 to 'I’he guru-training clussos attached to middle schools were, 

with the exception of three schools in thp Chbta Nagpur Division, abolished 
• during the yc.ir. As in tho provibus year, there wore 9 aided training schools 
for niistrosaos, but the pupils attending them increased by 26. Tho expenditure 
from Provincial revenues on all these institutions increased from Rs. 97 055 to 
Ks. 97,048, or by Rs* 5^3, while thb total expenditure from tho District* funds 
fees and fines, and other sources, declined by Rs. 49, Rs. 2,853 and Rs. 9 668* 
rospcctivoly, the net result being a doercaso of Rs. 11,977. Tho average’ cost 
of each pupil per annum in the Government training schools increased from 
. Rs. 137-7 to Us. 154-7, chiefly bn ftccount of the poor attendance in the Knghjgh 
classes which were opened m 1896 in connection with tho training schools at 
Calcutta, Hooghly, Dacca, Patna 'and Cuttack for the training of English 
teachers for secondary schools. The cxpoiiment has not yet been given a long 
enough trial to warrant any final opinion being passed as to its want of 
success. It will bo time enough to coihsider tho proposal of stopping it if 
after three years no greater measure of success is obtained. 

The results of the Engluh Teachersbip Exumiuation show that 18 
certificates were granted; seven. in the second grado and five in the third, 
grade. The total number of candidates that appeared at tho Vernacular 
Mastership Kxaminatiouliold in 1898 was 480 as against 412 in the previous year* 
but the number of successful candidates was only 275 as against 298. A common 
examination for u special certificate in drawing was held for the training schools, 
and the results are shown in the following statement ; — ’

26. Law CTafscs.—The number of law schools was tho same as in the 
preceding year, viz. 16, but the ftumber of pupils attending ' them increased 
by 83. The average annual of edueatiog each pupil in the law 
departments of tho GovernmentVcolleges was nearly Rs. 52-4 5 as* a<minst 
Rs. 51-6 in 1896-97. The number of pupils rea,duag for the degree of Bachelor 
of Law fell off by 32, while the students attending the pleadorship classes 
increased by 1 15. 

The total number of candidates wlio appeared at tho last examination for 
llio degree of Bachelor of Law was 468 as against 400 in tho previous year, while 
tho number of successful candidates also inoreas^ from 204 to 239, of wliom the 
Ripon College passed no fewer t^n 1 *20. 

27. Medical schools. — The total number of medical insititutions foil off 

from 11 to 9, and the number of students atteading them from 1,950 to 1 815. 
Tho totnl strength of tlm Medical Col lege at the bogmning of the session’ was 
583 as against 588, 511, 484 and ,419 of the four prboodiDg years. Of tho students 
that competed at the various examinations 44 per cent, were successful 
against 53*2 per cent, in the previous year. • 

Tho number of students in the Campbell Medical School at Sealdah on the 
3lHt March 1898 was 229, of whom 15 were females. Sixty-eight male and 10 
female students appeared at the -eec md or final diploma examination, 56 of 
the former and 9 of the latte*:> being successful. All the . female Students, 
excepting one, who is married, urei-o hoarders in the Lady Elliott Hostel. The 
number on tho rolls of tho Dacca Medical School on the fllst March last 
was 145, of whom 9 were females. Thirty-oight stddente (one female) 
succeeded in passing the final examination, Tho numW attending the 
Temple Medical School at Patoaiion the March 1898. 136, of whom 
four were females. Twenty-ei^t candidates passed, ati.thb final examination. 
In the (yuttack Medical School tne niimbcg of pupils ,on . the rolls on the Slst 
March 1898 was 99, of whom 4 were females, Tliirty-one students passed 
the final examination. . * ' 
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28. Sibjpur Engineering College , — In the Engineering^ Bepartnienl, wiiich 
ig nffiliated to the University, there wfere 118 students, all of them, with the 
exception of 5 Europeans and Eurasians and two Muhammadans, being Hindus. 
Ilf the Apprentice or Foreman Mechanic Department, there were 184 students, of 
whom 153 were Hindus, 30 Europeans and Eurasians, and one a Muhammadan ; 
while the Artisan class had 11 students. An Agricultural Department was 
opened in connection with the college in June 1898. There was an increase of 
20 pupils in the Engineering Department and a falling bfP of 21 pupils in the 
Apprentice Department. The Artisan class gained four pupils I’he total 
strength of the college on the Slat March 1898 was 313 as against 310 in 
1896-07. At the L. E. Examination, two candidates appeared, both of whom 
failed. At the B. E. Examination, 13 candidates appeared,, of whom six passod— 
two in the first division and four in the second division. Of the 15 candi- 
dates for^t© D E. and L. E. Examinations of the University, 10 were 
students of the college, and five ex-students, who had failed previously. I'liree 
Overseers’ and 20 Sub-Overseers’ certificates were granted to students leaving 
the college without going through the full course. The results of tho annual 
examination of tho Apprentice Department were satisfactory. The mining 
scholarships are reported to bo unpopular, only one student having elected, 
since the scholarships were established, to undergo a mining course. The attempt 
to induce B. E’s. to undergo a Sjiecial training in electricity, so as to pass tho 
Ilonijura’ examination in Engineering in this subject, has not met with success. 
Tho electric light installation was in working order in July 1897, and on the 
whole tho plant has been successful. • Of tho high merit and value of this 
college there can no longer be any doubt. Its students get employment as 
fast as they are declared qualified. It so clearly meets a great want, under 
the conditions of.tho time, that it is entitled to and will receive all the help the 
Lieutenant-Governor can give it. He considers it of such importance that tho 23 
industrial schools in the mufassil, which ar» affiliated to it, would be brought to 
a useful standard and enabled to supplv well-trained students to the higher 
irt<stmction of tho collcj^o itself, that Mr. Slater, the Principal at Sibpur, has 
been deputed to examine each one and report in detail on the character of the 
instruction and thd sufficiency of the necessary appliances. 

20. , t^urveg schools . — The number of pupils in the throe Government survey 
schools at Dacca, Patna, and Cuttack, on tho Sist March 1898, was 190, 182 and 
^ 84 respectively ns compared with 324, 194 and 73 the previous year. The large 
decrease' in the Dacca School is attributed to a rumour that vernacular students 
we!rn not qualified for admission, and to the enforcement of the rule that only 
those Avho had some knowledge of English should bo allowed to join the second 
year class. The latter proved a bar to the progress of 60 out of the 113 pupils 
who appeared at the annual examination. I’ractioal training receives much 
attention at tho Dacca and Pa.tna Survey Sohocls, especially in cadastral survey 
with plane-tables and theodolites. The number of pupils from these schools 
•' who appeared at the final examinations was 235, the number who passed 
being 158. 

30. School of Art — Tho number of students on the roDs on the Slst 
.March 1898 was 226, of whom 206 were in Division I, tho practical art side; 
and 20 in Division II, the fine art side of tho school. The course in Division I 
includes, besides the general classes for drawing, classes for architectural and 
mechanical drawing, lithography and wood ougraving and modelling. 
Division II affords an ordinary artistic tmining in drawing, painting and 
sculpture, similar to that given in art academics in Europe. Tho intention of 
the new regulations was, on the one hand, to develop the practical side of the 
school, ‘especially in the direction of decorative art and, on the other, to give a 
higher aim and better training to those who entered the school to* becomo 

S ainters or sculptors. In Division 1 special attention is given to fresco 
ccoratmn for walls; the ddBigning and making of stained glass windows ; and 
' lacquer work and stencilling. Under tfaft^ew regulations specially low foes are 
charged to those actually employed in any branch of industrial art. The 
number of pupils admitted in the Artizan class under these rules at the close of 
tho year was 12, most of whom wore tho sons of silversmiths. 
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tJh Fafiiah ethication. — 'I’hd main of female education, tlie 

Attendance and 6spenditure in fidatuola fur ‘native girbi are shown in the fullow- 
ing table : — 
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I’hcro was a largo falling ojBf both in the number of sclnjots for ’girls and of 
the jnipils attending them during the year under review, which is ascribed to the 
gicat agiieultural disti’css which prevailed during the year 1897. . Besides 
tlio gu'ls shown in the above table; there were also 86,806 girls in boys’ schools, 
as against 38,-^30 in the previous year. The net result of the year is a l.pss of 401 
schools and of 8,125 pupils, including the girls in boys’ schools. The 
decrease in the number of schools was largest in tho Ohota Nagpur and 
iJhagalpur divisions, and was considerable in tho Presidency, Dacca,- and 
Chittagong Divisions. On tho other hand in Calcutta, there was an incrcuso 
of more than 11 percent, in the number of schools, and of more than 3 per 
cent, in tho number of girls. There was a decrease of Its. 12,723 in expendi; 
turo from public funds, and of Rs. 425 from private funds. The not decrease 
ill expenditure during the year under review fts compared with that of 
189(5-97 was Rs. 13,148. 'I ho only two girls’' schools maintained by Govern* 
moot are tho Bethuno Collegiate School in Calcutta and tho Eden Female 
School in Dacca. The Bethuno School sent up flerCn girls at the last Entrance 
Examination, of whom three passed, while in 1897 all the six candidates -sent 
up passed. The total number of girls who passed the modified niiddlc English, 
middle vernacular, upper primaiy, and lowCr primary examinations for .boys 
was 4, 13, 83, and 899, lospectivolv; — figures Which Show a very material 
advance on those of 1896-97, and fully justify the Director’s contention that if 
tho rjjuantity of female education has decreased, its quality has improv*^. Tiro 
quostioil of unifying tho standards for girls’ examinations over tho whole 
Province is still pending, and practically notldiig further in this direction has 
been (lono in the year under review. I’he (question must not be considered as 
disposed of, however, and it is tru.stcd that tho Director will see a way to 
overcoming the. difficulty. The question refolrrod to by the Director of Sub- 
stituting prizes for scholarships in tho cases of Hindu and Muhanitnadan girls 
will bo Bcj)nrately considered on receipt of definite proposals on the snbjeeti 
8h<?vld he consider a change advisable. 
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38. Educaiiott of The following table shows the number of 

GoYernment, aided a<»d unaidud, sel»oola for European educstion for Bengal, 
and the number of pupils attending them for tho last two years : — 
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During tho year a new Government school for girls has been opened at 
Kursoong. Tho number of schools fell from 77 in 1806-97 to 7 1, while the 
number of pupils attending them increased from 8,130 to 8,820. The total cost 
of European education was Us. 13,84,365 as against Ks. 13,56,392 in 1896-97, 
of wliich Government contributed Rs. 2,07,346 as against Rs. 2, 27, .579. Tho 
number of candidates from European schools for the University Eivtrance 
Examination was 30 os against 100 in the previous year, and the number of 
successful candidates was 24 as a^tnst 66. Of this number, three pupils 
gained scholarships, tho corresponding number last year being two. The 
• inspector of European Schools explains that this falling off in the number of 
candidates for the Entrance Examination is due mainly to the majority of 
scho’ols adopting *the High School Pass Examination, in the belief that tlie 
proposq^l High School Honour Examination will bo shortly established as the 
test of students wishing to qualify for entrauce into Government service. 

The proposals made by Mr. i*eake reading tho professional training for 
teachers in European schools, the provision by Government of funds to assist 
the establishment of KindergaHens, and tho affiliation of the Victoria School 
and others to the Sibpur Engineering College, on which the Director has 
' requested tho special orders of Government, are not matters that can bo satis- 
factorily dealt with in this Resolution, the necessary details not having been 
furnished. Tho Director is desired to make each tho subject of a separate 
‘ concspoudence. 

33. Muhamthadan edMcatvon , — The total number of Muhammadan pupils 
decreased from 477,0 iO lo 445,179, *.s., by rO per cent. In public iiistituthms 
there was a decline of 25,614 Muhammadan pupils, and in private institutions 
, of 6,226 Muhammadan pupils. With the exception of the lower prim.ary 
schools, training schools, and Madrasas, all climses of public institutions gained 
pupils of tlie Muhammadan persuasion. Arts colleges, middle English schools, 
tuidclle vernacular schools, upper piimary schools, .professional colleg('.s, and 
technical schools showed an increase both in tho number and in the percentage 
of Mnliammadan pupils, while high English schools showed an increase in the 
number of pupils only as compared with the i)rcviou8 year. On the other hand, 
both iSo number and the percentage of Muhammaddn school-going pupils, 
decreased very much in lower primary Si^ools, which were tho first to fei i the 
effects of the calamithss of the year. The loss in private institutions, mainly 
due, it* is said, to tlm above caueo, was i^ared by all classes of schools, tho 
Koran schools and elomeniary schools having suffered most. There was a 
decre^ of Muhammadan pupils in all divisions, with the exception of Burdwan, 
in t^ich, there was a slight increase, • In Chittagong the loss of Muhammadan 
pupils reached tlie enormous total of 20 , 110 , owing to the cyclone and tidal 
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wavo which swept away almost all tho school buildings in the poris chiefly 
affected by these calamities. There wciro heavy losses in the Presidency, 
Kajshahi, Patna, and Dacca Divisions, and evorj’where the causes are alleged 
to liave been tlie scarcity and tho agricultural depression which affects Muham- 
madans more than tho rest of tho community. 

There was a slight increase in the number of successful Muhammadan 
candidates at tho ,13. A. and F. A. Examinations, but a heavy decrease in the 
number who were successful in the Entrance Examination. The total number 
of succossfid candidates at these and tho M. A. examinations was 267,, as 
compared with SOS in the previous year. 

The number of candidates at tho central examinations of Madrasas declined 
from 261 to 205, and that of succe.--sful candidates from 165 to 123. This 
decrease' is shared by all the Madrasas, except those of Dacca, Snsaram, and 
Situkund. The total number of pupils in the Madrasas under Government 
management was 1,570 as against 1,667 in the preceding }ear.*^Tho total 
receipts and expenditure were Bs. 32,129 and Bs. 69,021 respectively, as 
ag-ain.st Bs. 24,455 and Rs. 54,877 respectively in 1896-97. The increased 
expenditure is due to a great extent to the increased salaries which several 
olHcers draw under tho system which came into force when the Department 
was reorganized. 

34. Education oj aborigin^t, — Tho number of pupils of aboriginal races 
decreased from 37,848 in 1806-97 to 33,708 in 1897-98, or by 4,140. The 
decrease is shared, more or loss, by upper and lower primary schools for 
boys’, and by girls’ schools. Tho loss of aboriginal pupils in tlie lower primary 
8(4ioo1s was 2,992. ..UPP er primaiy and girls’ scliools hist 385 and 1,022 
respectively, while high schools gained 7 pupils, middle Englisli 37, middle 
vernacular 163, and special and private schools 52. The decrease of these 
pupils i.s fouud in all the divisions of Bengal, except Orissa, where there 
is an inci'ease. Tho five missions in Cliota Nagpur maintained 192 .schools 
with 6,323 pupils in 1897-08, .as against 203 schools with 6,271 in the priiceding 
year. This year no aboriginal jiupil passed the last Entrance Examination, 
but 683 pupils, as compared witu 627 in the previous year, passed other 
Dopaiiinental examinations, and tho increase in the middle scholarship examina- 
tions was very marked. 

35. Vrivato tnsiiiution$. — There are a large number of private institutions 
scattered throughout the Province which do not conform to any particular 
departmental standards of instruction, and submit to no public test, bat adhere 
to indigenous modes of teaching. They include the elementary schools for 
reading and writing, Sanskrit tolsj and maktahs for teaching tho Koran or 
Arabic and Persian. Tho number of these schools and that of thopupils attend- 
ing them during the last two years arc shown below

36. Sanskrit. — The number of Sanskrit iols decreased by 122 and their 
pupils by 1,034. With reference to this the Director writes: — 

“ The education imported in the fo/s has been reuderod methodical, and their standard 
of teaoliing and general tone have been elevated ainoe they have 'b«en brought under tha 
rules and regulations prescribed by Cbvernmont. Two separate oxanuhations for tots are 
now conducted wilh the same examiners and the same set of questions prepared under the 
general Rupcrvlsion of tho Principal of the Sanskrit College. The standards- for these 
examinations were so orranged as to lead up eventually to the Sanskrit Title examinotion, 
which ha-) hcon annually held since 1878. Now that regular conrses are prescribed for those 
institutions ond their progress is tested hy examinations held under the auspices of the 
Department, it appears that the time has come when those which appear on the books of the 
* Registrar of the Examinations for Sanskrit iols* should be transferred from tho class of 
privoto institutions conforming to no departmexktal standards to the class of instiiu^ns lor 
special instruction.” 

The Lieutenant- Gove?nor agrees with the opinion expressed above and 
desires that steps may be taken to effect the transfer. At tho Sanskrit First 
examination 463 dandidates passed in 1898 as against 411 in 1897 :• at the

Second examination 178 passed as against 187 ia 1807. At the Sanskrit Title 
examination 87 out of 217 candidates passed in 1898 us against 01 out of 108 in 
the previous year. Tlio total expenditure during the year under review from 
Provincial revenues for the cncoiiragement of Sunski it loaming in io/s amounted 
to Rs. 21,270, exclusive of Us; 700 Bpent pn the conduct of Sanskrit Title and 
Sanskrit Mrst and Second exaniinations^ 

37. 7’/j« Central Text-look Commtiefi . — The Central Text-book Committee 
now consists of 20 members, with the Hon’ble Mr. Justice Guru Uas Raner jea 
os ^‘resident and . tlie Inspector of Schools, Presidonoy Circle, os ex-oj/icij 
member and Secretary. All tho members, with three exceptions, are Follows 
of tho Calcutta University, and 11 are unconnected with the Education Depart- 
ment. During the year under review the Committee dealt with 283 new 
books, of which 64 were approved for various purposes, 07 were rejected, and 
upon the rest no opinion bad been recorded before the close of tho year owing 
to the facPdiat no less than 1G4 were submitted for examination in the last 
munth of the year. Besides the Central Text-book Committee, sitting at 
Calcutta, there is a Branch Committee 6t Patjia for the selection of Hindi and 
Urdu books, and another at Cuttack to consider Uriya publications. The 
Patna Committee dealt with 43 books, and prepared during the j^ear a revised 
list .of books approved aw text and prize-books. Tho Orissa Committee reported 
on 12 books during the year, of wliich 3 were approved. 

38. Conclusion, — Dr. C. A. Maiiiin has administered his Department with 
an enthusiasm and assiduity which the Government arid his subordinates alike 
up))reciate, and the thanks of the Lieutenatit-Govoruor are due to him and to 
tho Principals, Professors, Inspectors, Assistant Inspectors and other officers 
who have been specially mentioned.

2. ' of the seaeont-^tn April, the rainfall was 

* deficient oVjW' the whole of Bwagal proper; it was nearly 
normal in Bihar , find' Chota Nagpur and a little in excess of 
the normal in OrtiM^ In May, it was slights in defect 
in almost all parts of these x^vince’s. fa June, it was 
above tho average in Bengal arid Chota Nagpur and below 
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llio avoiago in Uihar and Orissa. . In July, it was gcnorally 
bolow tho normal. In August, on the other hand, it was in 
oxoos-s overywhete, excepting in parts of Notlh Bengal and 
North IJiltar. In September, it was heavier and more con- 
tinuous than usual. All parts of thei^ Provinces cxcci)t 
Orissa received an excess of lain in this month. Tho hea- 
viest fulls were in Bihar and North Bengal, whore floods 
damaged tlio crops in large areas to some extent. In Octo- 
ber, Bihar and Ohota Nagpur received loss than tho normal 
rain and all tho other. Divisions received more than the 
normal. In November, there was little or no rain, 

3. Arra ctdlivaied —No alterations have been made by 
District Olliccrs in the revised figures of normal aroas 
us given in the preliminaiy blmhi forecast of Soptonihor laaL^ 
exeejd in the ca.so of Durnca where the Oolloctor has 
slightly modifiol his figures. Figures showing the areas 
cultivated this year and last have been slightly modified in 
some cases. Tho district rclmns now appended to this note 
show an area of 10,189,600 acres under all hhaloi crops this 
year as compared with 16,l<'t),300 acres estimated to have 
been cultivated in those < rop8 last year. The increase, 
amounting to 80,.')00 acres or *5 j>er cent., is only nominal. 
Taking bfmdoi food crops and bhadai non food crops separate- 
ly, the former .show an increase this year of 281,300 acres 
over tho con’c.sjumding ar(>ii last j-ear, and tho latter, a 
decrease of 200,800 acres, 'I'liis result, as pointed out in the 
proUminary forecast, is mainly , due to the cultivation of 
paddy thi.s year on lands hiincrto sown with jute. 

4. Chur after of the tfrfl/M*.— The appended returns show 
that 14 districts report, better crops than those estimated in 
September last, while in 11 districts tho crops have not 
proved so good ns wa? anticipated, lu tho remahring 20 
districts, tho estimates of Septombor remain unfthanged. 
The floods of Sej»tomhor last did much damage to tJio b/mbd 
crops in Saran, Chainparftn and Muzaffarpur district.-j of * 
North Bihar, where, over an area ,of Jl, 80-5, 200 acres, tlio 
estimate of outturn has been reduced by 40 per cent. A • 
smaller reduction of estimatt'.s on actotxnt of floods has also 
been made in Burdwan* Mi lnappre, Murshidabad, Jessoro, 
Shahabad, Darbhanga arud Jloughyt, while it is now; roporte(l 
from Miilnapore, that the, damage done by grasshoppers to 
the hhadoi paddy crop wsa confined to a small area of abutit 
17 square niilo-s in tho Cfaandrakona thaua. 

These adverse ciwunisiances have been more than 
compensated for, howe'er, by tho impxovement in tho out- 
turn of many important districts, su(^' as Dinajpur, 'Dacca, 
Mymeiisingl), Farid pur and llazarlbagh, and tlie final crop 
for Bengal generally may bo cstftnatdd 94 per cent.

1. Chattuiiw of the season . — ^Tho character of the season 
up to Septeniber . last was described in the first forecast of 
the winter rice crop, issued on the 5th of October. In 
April, the rainfall was somewhat deficient over the whole 
of Bengal proper, was normal in Bihar and Chota Nagpur, 
and slighGy abore the normal iii Orissa. In May, it was 
a little below the average in almost all parts of these 
Provinces. In June, the ramfall was abundant in Bengal 

E r and Chota Nagpur, and Was evenly distributed. In 
and Orissa, it was in defect. In July, it was generally 
* below the normal, and, in August, in excess of the normal 
everywhere, oxcei}ting parts of. North Bengal and North 
Bihar, where rain was wanted at that time for transplanta- 
tion. In September, excessive rahi fell tliroughout au parts 
of theso Provinces excepting Orissa, where the defioiency 
interfered with the work of hrani^^ntation. The falls were 
heaviest in Bibtu* mtd NortR J^ngal. There was a small 
excess id Lower Bengal, and a moderate excess in Chota 
^ Nagpur. As already reported in the preliminary forcast, 
thi.s abnormal rain caused hi^ floods in several parts 
of Bihar, but the damage done has not been so great 
as was feared in October last. Although the crop in low- 
lying lands suffered seriously, outside the submerged tracts 
' and on high lands, the heavy rain was of actual benefit. In 
October, less than the normal rain fell in Bihar and Chota 
• Nagpur and more than the normal elsewhere. In November, 
there was practically no Tain, o)4ya few slight showers being 
received in Da^eeitn^, Jalpatgtiin and Puri. This has been 
favourable tO^’hary^mg ppQjte Dam^e was done by 
grasshoppers |n;Iu#apore, tMexfentof which is noted in the 
Provincial, smtemeht append^ to this note. Insect pesta 
appeared in Backergunge and Balasore, but they do not 
appear to have ^ne mudi injur;^^ 

2. Area ottltiva/eH.-^Tbe poimal area under winter rice 
was shown in the forecast .'^1 October mat to amount to 
31,195,600 apres. This ante arxiv^ at partly from 
a consideration of the areas sotm during the pmt five years 
and partly from figures obtained spemal enquiry. Further 
• revision has been made the District Officers of the 

24Parga]i;M, ChaiAparan si^jlG^ttack, in consequence of 
which, the. normal area for the Province now stands at 
' 30,987,000 acref as shown in .eolumn 5, page 14 of the 
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appended ‘‘statements. N[o, alterations have been made 
in last year’s area, but revised figures for this year’s area 
have been received from Rajshahi, Faridpur, Tippera and 
Champaran, and the area under cultivation this year for the 
whole Province is now estimated at 31,944,400 acres, against 
31,815,500 acres estimated to have been cultivated last 
year. The increase in qulttvation is due, as explained in 
the first forecast, to seasonable weather and to the cultiva- 
tion of winter rice in preference to jute. 

3. Character of the crop.-— In the forecast of October 
last, tho winter rice crop was roughly estimated by this 
Department as a 05 per cent. crop. It was doubtful at the 
time how far the floods of September had injured the crop. 
It would now app^r tibiat tho damage doho has been C 9 UV 
fined to comparatively, small areas and has not in any 
way affected the Province as a whole. In fact, the heavy 
rain of September and. the good weather of October have 
done much good to the ripe crop in many parts of these Prov- 
inces. Tho local officers of no fewer than 20 districts 
now anticipate a higher : outturn than was looked for at (the 
time of the first forecast, while 11 officers have made no 
change in their estimates and 14 have reduced them. Of tho 
45 districts of these Provinces, 18 districts report crops 
above the normal (100- per cent, crop), 7 districts report 
normal crops, 19 distriotS crops between 76 per cent, and 100 
per cent., and only one district, viz. Muzaffarpur (whore tlie 
crop was much damaged by flood water), reports a crop 
(54 per cent.) less than 76 per cent. It seems clear, thorc- 
lore, that the prospeclfe of the crop have been favourably 
affected by the weather pf the past three months, and that 
an outturn somewhat In excess of the normal may be 
expected. 1 have accordingly estimated the crop at 105 
por cent. The outturn last year, as shown in column 8 , 
page 14 of tho Provinoufl statement annexed hereto, amountecl 
to 97 per cent., and tins, crop was reaped over a shghtly 
smaller area than that cK^n in the present year. 

4. Grom otif^rit.-’T’Acceptiog 106 per cent, as tho best 
estimiato for this year, gross outturn of cleauod win tor 
rice for the Province^ will amount to 369,642,300 cwts. 
against 340,101,200 cwtffj tho yield for last yoar produced 
from a 97 per cent, crop;

The Annual General Administration Report of the Patna Division for tho year 
1897-98. 

Mr. Bourdillon was in charge of the Division from the Ist AiwU 1897 till 
tho ISth of March 1.898, Avhen he wns succeeded by Mr. (lollior* by wliom tho 
report wa.s submitted only four day.s after the date it was due. There Avero 
changes of oilicor.s in all districts and also in oil subdivisions except four. 

2. Toii/s and Inspections . — Tho necessities of famine work and tho inspec- 

tion of tho various plag\ie camps interfered greatly with tho Commissioner’s 
regular work of inspection ; but these very causes enabled him to move yioro 
about bi.s ihvision than a Commissioner ordinarily can. No record, however, 
appoai-s to liavo been kept of tho actual number of clays ho was on tour, 
'l^ho Collector of I’atna, Mr. luglis, was on tour for 77 day.s only, and , 
Mr. Illackwood, tho Subdivisional Officer of Sainastipur, for 87 day.s only. 
These shortcomings have been duly explained; aud, excepting them, all the 
tours were adccj[uate in the matter of inspections and largely above tlu> average 
in length. , 

3. Wcathev and crops. — The rainfall during tho year was plcnlifnl and on 
the whole well distributed. The eastern. portion of the Saran district was flooded 
to the extent of about 800 squaiiJ miles by the abnormal rainfall in tho la.st 
week of .June, and tho lhadoi Crop was thereby reduced to a M-anua outturn. 
Excessive moisture vvas tho cause of the bhadoi croi>B in Chai.nparaa showing a 
similar yield; and of tho outturn in Patna being only 9 amlas. Jn tho remain- 
ing di-stricts there was not much variation from tho lO-anua averugo crop. 
Tlio arjhnni crop was everywhere eitlier an average one or above tluit Standard. 
This result is attributable to tho unusually favourable lainfull in OcloI)er,- which 
was also tho cau.se of the excellent rabi crQ|)s that wore obtaincfl throughout 
the Division. On the whole the year was a fairly favourable one for the 
poppy crop, but tho indigo crop was poor. 

4. lUthUc health, — In all the districts of tho Division, oxcc^pt Gaya and 
Shahabad, tho year was healthier than tho preceding one, in spitu of tlie 
famine. In Gaya tho increased mortality is said to have ijeeu partly duo 
to the success of llio cffoits to obtain improved registration, whilj in Sliaha- 
bad the epidemic of fever that raged in that district at the end of tho rains 
is assigned as the can.so. The material condition of tho people was far below 
tliG normal during tho first five months of the year, hot a succea.sion of good 
crops (prickly improved their condition; and tho Gommi.sBioucr considisrs 
that by tho end of tire year tho normal condition of affairs had revived, 
witli perhaps tho one exception that indebtedness had increased to some extent. 

5. Emigration and jMmigr'aiim. —The numhOT of emigrants to the Colonies 
and tho tea (li.stri':t3 decreased considerably as oonipared with 1896-97, the 
figures being 1,329 and 447, as compared with 1,997 and 834, respectively. 
'Diis is attributed partly to the South Dihar-Moghulsorai Railway extension 
work and partly to tho famine relief works, which afforded ample employment 
for such as wanted it. The general condition of the depdts was fair. There 
is no iminignUlon into the Division. 

G. Ericcs of food and labour . — At tho beginning of tho year the prices 
of food-grains wiwo in some districts double those which obtained at tho 
commencement of tho previous year, and they continued to rise till well on 
into August. Ry tho end ‘of September the fall became marked, and at 
tho close of the year common rice was only 13 to 23 per cent, above tho 
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normal price. This rise in prices had but UttJo offoct on the wages of Iiflx.ur, 
whicli are chiefly paid in kind. In U.iya the wage of s’uith.s did indeed 
rise, but this was duo to the large increase in tlio deiuand for tho labour of 
artisans of this class, caused by tho construction of tho two railway lines. 

7. Trade and Slnlistics. — The total trallic of the Dirieiou increased by 
over 19 lukhs of nianiids. Imports, of wliich over 48 per cent wi-ro food- 
grains, rose from 108| to 147^ lakhs of tnnnnds, while exports, of wdfich 
only 29 per cent, wore food-grains, fell from Tl^to 52J lakhs of niannds, 
'I'he chief imports were rico and paddy, of which no less than 25 lakhs of 

"jnaunds were imported from Calcutta alone iw compared with 6 lakhs of 
maunds in 1896-97 and 292 tnaniKls in l89“)-96. This increase was, of course^ 
entirely due to tho demand for Burma rice created by tho famino. Gram and 
pnhsos formed the principal articles of export. Tho traflic to and from Bihar 
VI& tfie ^>adia rivers was again very insigiiific mt. 

8. Cioil tluxiice — The number of civil suits disposed of by the District 
and Sabordinato Judges urns almost the same as in the previous year, while 
those tlisposed of by Alunsifs rose from :^8,V59 to 41,84), the increase being 
cbic'lly under tho head of rent suits, of wliich Munsifs decided 24,770. No 
explanations of tlie fluctuations have been furnished by tlio District Judges. 

. 9. Crime — There was a very serious increase of over 88 per cent, in the 

number of cognizable offences reported, tho number being 41,149 as against 
80, 0)6 tho previous year. The increase was common to all disfricts in the 
Division and is attiibuted to tho scarcity. From the fact that there was an 
increase of no less than 9,951 nearly 90 per cent, of tho entire increase) iri tlie 
i.uinhcr of offences against property, it would seem that the explanation offered 
is correct, and it is hoped that tho figures of the current year will support this 
4>pinion. 'rhero was a trifling increase of 870 in tho number of non-cogniz abltf 
cases rt'portcd. Though there was an increase of 239 in tho number of bad 
livelihood prosecutions instituted, only 2G’7 of the cases were tried in 
or near the villages of the accused. 'I'his is doubtless partly accounted 

• for by Subdi visional Officers being prevented by fammo work fiom making 
their regular toiirs, yet th' re is no disgui-^ing the fact that such a state of 
affairs is most unsatisfactory, and the Lie-utt-nant-Governor would impres-s on 
nil District Officers the paramount importance} in cases of this nature of (dieck- 

*ing and verifying among the neighbours tlm information us to the evil repute of 
the* accused, for it is only by so doing that there can bo any certainty of arriv- 
ing at a just or true decision The quosfdon of the Dome settlements is receiving 
the separate considcrution of Government. 

. A‘ separate resolution concerning the police and chaukidars having already 

• boon • issued from the Judicial Department, tho facts now reported need n«) 
detailed cumuicnts; but the Lieutenant-Governor would observe tliat the Oom- 
luissioner’s remarks in paragraph 1 17 have his entire approval. 

• JO. CrminalJuatm . — On an aveirago there were nearly ten more Magis- 
trates silting than dur ng the preoeding year (when tho number of Magistra tes 
was also exceptionally large), and per officer the number of oases disposed 
of rose from 194 to 210*4 ; while thmre was a slight decrease in the number of 
witnesses examined, as also in the pvopfortion of witnesses detained over two 

• days, (ho percentage in the latter being 4*2 a.s against 4'8 the previom year. 
J’ho voi’y mu.torial ituprovoment which bas, taken place in this rcspttct in Patna 
and Burh has been noted with satisfaction, though the percontago in the latter 
(10*8) is^still much higher thun it should bo. A similar remark applies to 
llajipur and Samastipur, where the figures wore 9*58 and 18*8, rospoctivedy. 
Tho percentages were lowest in Diuaporo (1*38), Gopalganj (*7), and Aurangabad 
(•22). Ill the last-named place, if the figures have been correctly given, tho 
result is extremely creditable, as there was only one Magistrate employed, who 
•disposed^ of no fewer than 596 cases, with an average of 4’5 witnesses in each. 
Taking *tho working year as containing 280 days, it would appear that this 
Magistrate on the average examined daily 9' 6* witnesses, a singularly largo 
number, and tho Commissioner should satisfy himself of the accuracy of these 
figures. 

The ratio of A forms ••emanded six times or more to total A fovms was 
5*8 as against 6’01 for tho Division, and was highest in Buxar (22), Sasaram 
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(14 {)}, BuTikipoTC (13 7), Sainastipur (11-9), Sewan (11*58). TIjo attention of 
tho v.irious District Ollicers concerned, and especially of tho Maj^istrato of 
Sliidialiad, slionld be diawn to these figures. From tho Commissioner’s remarks 
it wou'd app'.’ar that in Shahabad this delay is to some extent inexcnsable. 

The mtio per cent, of decisions confirmed on appeal to tho total apiwaled 
against was 80'9 as compared with 79*9 of the previous year, and not (as is 
shown by tho Conuiussi<Mior in paragraphs 118 and 1191, 70-o as conijxircd with 
80'4. it is pi’i'siimcd that tho statistic.s furnished in paragraph 118 of tho 
Commissioner's report have been compiled from those in 'ruble XI; but they 
appear to bo utterly in accurate both in this respect and in tho number of witnesses 
.detained two days and in tho ratio of A forms remanded six limes or more. 
Tho figures utilised in this review have been taken direct frmti T.able XI. 
Tlie CouiTi>i,ssioner’s attention is drawn to this discrepancy, and he is rcrjuosted 
to take steps to prevent its recurrence. With tho exception of Mn»y»ubani, 
where tho percentage of sentences confirmed on appeal to those appealed against 
was 47*8, all the subdivisions return a percentage under this head of 70 or over. 
The bad results in Jfadhnbnni are solely due to tho work done by M. Gauhar 
AH, only 25 jxt cent, of whose judgments, out of a total of 59 appealed against, 
were upheld on appool. 'I'he percentago of seBsiona cases in winch convictions 
wore obtained to the total number disposed of was 7y‘0, as compared with 72*7 
the j)rovio!ts year. Shahubad showed tho worst result and Gaya and Darbhauga 
the best. Hbaliabad occupied the same unenviable position last year, while in 
Patna tho percentage decreased from 00 to 70. Out of Ks. 1,92,01 1, tho 
total of tho fines outsfanding for collection, Rs. 88,024 only Aven? collected 
during the year, and Rs. 88,908-7-10 were written off, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 0.),(M8-9-l to be collected. While tho Lieutenant-Governor agrees 'with 
the Commissioner that Ihcre is a tendency to keep unroalisod tines in tho 
Register anuch longer than is necessary or even expedient, ho cannot go quite 
so far us the Commissioner in tho opinion that if an accused has no property 
the fine should bo written off at once. Such a procedure would absolutely 
prohibit the levy of fines from offenders whoso solo moons of livelihood was 
their mornhly salwry, and from wlu m the police ore, in the existifig state of the 
law, fully justified hy realising in instalments. The state of tho bahmeo shoot 
is far from satisfactory, and there is no surer index to the character pf an 
officer’s criminal work than the judgment he displays in the imposition of fines. ’ 
The power of fining when used by a good officer is one of tho most salutary 
means for ensuring effectual criminal administration; but w'hen, ns froni'theso 
figures it would appear to be tho case in the Patna Division, fines have been 
imposed indiscricuinalely and witii no regard to the power of tho person fined 
to meet the demand made, a very powerful weapon of oppression is put into 
the bands of the polico. Under tho law imprisonment in default does not exone- 
rate the convict from tho payment of the fine and the constant dre.id of 
measures for its enforcement. The results were most unsatisfactory in Cham- 
paran, where only 81 per ce nt, of the total outstandings was realised, and be£^ 
in Darbhanga, where 64 per cent, was realised. 

It is to be regretted that discrepancies, similar to those between the figures 
in 8mteincnt XI and paiugraph 1 18, are also found botweon tho statement in 
paragraph 128 and Statement XII in which statistics of tho work, done by 
llonorary Magi.strates are examined, it would appear from tho former tables 
that the iJivieional percentago of witnesses detained over two days to those 
examined was 9*08 (end not 9'4) as against 6*3 of tho previous year, while tho 
percentago of successful appeals to appeals preferred was 70*4 (and not 73*0) 
as against 62*9 the previous year. It is not certain on the paper.s whether 
tho llonorary Magistrates aro re.sponsible for these delays; They may bo 
due to uiipnnctuality in attendance; they maybe duo' to insufficient attention 
by tho District Magistrates in tho allotment of cases to the fixed dates for tho 
sitting of tho Honoiary Magistrates. Tlio C'Ommissiotier'will fee requested to 
enquii e into the matter. From Honorary Magistrates sitting singly tho best 
retmhs aro due, as they have not to contend with tho difficulty experienced 
in Benches, where doipatch in tho disposal of case work is dependent on tho 
regularity of a oollceguo’s attendance. It is, however, observed, with much 
regret, tluit the worst figures appear against the names of ceituin of these 
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officora, but for such there muy bo; it is hoptid, some satisfactory explanation^, 
though none have been given by the Coiiuni.s8ioner. . * . 

The only Benches in which similarly bad results are shown are those of 
‘Aurangabad 1 27*67), Buxar (2 bo), Madlmbani (2’1*3) and Samastipur (2i-9). 
As the Commissioner has remarked, the entire working of tile two last-named 
Benches has been most unsatisfactory. It is pleasing to turn from this list of 
shortcomings to notice the good work done by the Nawada, Jahanabad, Sewan 
and Daudnagar Benches, and above all by the Gaya Bench. * 

• ' ^ 11. Registration of documents . — Two n(!w offices were opened in the Division 
during tho year, one in Saran and the oiher in Muzaffarpur. 'Phere was a 
largo increase in tho number of docuju' nts registered which rose from 
166,233 to 19.6,010. Tho scarcity which prevailed during the first-half of 
the year is assigned as the cause. 

12.» If^na Reof.nue. — The current demand for land revenue during the year 
was Rs. 82,21,300 as against Rs. 82,22,835 in the previous year, Tho difference 
is trifling. The percentage of current collections to total current demand 
was 97*1 as against 96‘9 in the previous year, and of total collection to total 
demand 96*11, tho same as in 1896-97. In permanently-settled estates the 
<‘.urrent collections wore 98*2 of the current demand as against 98*09 tho 
previous year. In Shahabad the number of estates defaulting rose from 5,326 
to 7,040, but the number sold also increased from 49 to 205. It is clear 
1/om tho figures of previous years that in Shahabad defaults arc made habitually, 
and it is trusted that steps will bo taken to chock the gp*owth of this habit.

* The sale law throughout tho Division was applied with moderation, only 
5*3 per cent, (as against 4*3 per cent, in the previous year) of the estates which 
Jiaid rendered themselves liable to sale having been actually sold. It is satis- 
factory* to note tliat Register D has been re-written in all the districts of tho 
Division, except Saran, and that the outtdirh of partition work was so satisfactory. 
Under the I^and Improvement Act, XIX of 1883, Rs. 20,360 were advanced in 
Darbhanga. With a vu*w to enabling raiyats impoverished by the famine to 
purchase seed and cattle, n sum of 12 lakits of rupees was placed at the disposal 
of District Officers, of which only some 7 lakhs were actually given out. Of 
.this sum over two lakhs were distributed in each of the districts of Saran and 
(Jhamparan, and in Muzaffarpur Us. 1,75,000 odd. Tlte total cullectiona wero 
Rs. 91,487. 

Id. Wards' ami attached estates. -^\xea^ of the Bettiah Estate was assumed 
on the first of April 1897 ; but, owing to the release of the estate of Kuar 
Hhogwant Frashad of Patna, the number of estates at tlie end of the year 
was the^same as in 1896-97. The Government demand on account of 
. revenue *and cesses amounted to Rs. 12,28,060 as against Rs. 5,94,384 in 
the previous year, tho increase being due to the assumption of charge of the 
Bettiah .Estate, and ta a complete year’s demand having been shown against 
the Hatwa Estate. Of this sutn, Rs. 11,52,638 were eullectod; and, with the 
5aceptioni of Rs. 2,279 due from two very heavily involved and potty estates 
in Saran, tho balance is being or has been realised.' 

The rent and cesses due to tlio estates amounted to Rs. 43,01,402 current 
and Rs. 26,60,669 arrear. Tho total oolleetions amounted to Rs. 4.3,47, 1 10 or 62-5 
per cent, on the total as against. 36*3 in the previous year'. It is- satisfactoiy to 
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iKihi tliiit llu* iirrt'nr is now loss than flio eurront. (hinainl. llupoes 1,31,1.174 
Tvo.vo i.cmitted <luriii;^ (lie your, leaving a bnlan(;e of lis. 24,35,782 outstniKling 
at the close of llio year 'Tiic hhiutonnnt-liovtmiof wouhl liavo boon glad of 
an a^huvance that full attcntioji had boon given to the elassidcation and 
roniis.sioii of arrears, but he ft'sii'B tliat tlio figures in the reji 'i't show that inuch 
still remains to be, done mnlor this head. The dcd)ts duo from tho estates at 
the commenoeuK nt of the your amounted tolls. 92,20,305, of which no less 
than Ivs. 8-J,23,700 arc ow<!d by tho lleltiah Kstato alone. Ily the close of the 

the total ot the debts due from all estates was reduced to Ks 90.30,<'07. 
I’ho cost of managoment fell from 17 I on tho eurrent rent and cess deuiaeds 
of ell ealat.es to !/•(>!, mainly owing to tho chcajmess of nianngcmient in the 
JJetliah ll.'tate, whoro aliiuist all the duos ai’o collected from ticca<lurs. 'I’lic 
total ox])enditare on improvoinents amounted to Ils. 4,11,238. Almost all the 
estates showed an ine.rt aso in this ros}>ect over the figures of tho previous year, 
tho most marked incrouS' s being in the Tikari Instate in Gaya and tho Bhulvadra 
I’rashad Sing Lstatea in Shuhabnd, while the Majbauli and llatwa Estates in 
Saiun allowed a decrease. 

14. Excise: titamps: and Income-tax. — Tl»o excise rcvciuio, which up to 
18911-97 had been steadilv’ growing, austuinod during tho your under report a 
turlher check :n its growlli. Whereas last y. ar the deficit was a Utile over a l ikh, 
the figures of tlu! pio.sei)t year show a decrtjaao of over two lakhs as comparcsl 
wiili those of liS9t5-97. Tliis was undoubtedly duo to the famine, and a substiui- 
tial increase of rovcuuc may bo expected with tho return of jirospexity. 'riie 
opium nivcnuo of tlio Division dooreused by Its. 1,235. but the deertaso was con - 
tilled to tho two districts of Patna and Gaya, and in tho latter it was inappreciable. 
There was an increase of Ils. 27,707 in stamp revenue, tho total of whicir for tho 
year under report was Ils. 22,83,777. The most substautial increase (Ks. 44,1 65) 
ocetined under impressed shetts, and is attributed to tho execution of a largo 
nuinbor of bonds and deeds of sale as a result of tho famine. ^J’hcro wi re largo 
decrea.scs under court-fees (Its. 16,796 and hnndis (Ils. 1 1,80.3), which of Course 
illustiute tho redox action of the scarcity on tho sale of stamps. Tlicro -w'as »ift 
incroiiao of 2-9 jter cent, iii the final demand on account of ineoino tax, whhdx 
stood at Ils, J,5!t,58l. All the districts of the Division not only reached tho 
juo.sciibed standard of colloetions, Fiat showed percentages of 97 and over of 
collections to final demand 'Iho increase, though at first sight strange as 
occuyring in a year of famine, was iho necessary outcome thereof. 'I'here are 
but low trades or mauufactures in tho Division, and tho yi'ar was''oue of 
«moriaoa8 profit to money-lenders and grain merchants, who form the bulk of 
the u.'-.se8.'>ee.s. 

lo, Itaiiwaus. — 'I’he construction of the South Bihar llnilvvay lino isnoaidy' 
finished, and is expected to bo ojjon for goods traffic from 1899. About 
tlnoc-lourtliB of the total earthwork and one-third of tho bridgework on 
the Aloghalsarai-Gaya lluilway have been completed. The constiuction of 
tho feeder line in Chaniparan and the Hujipur-Katihnr and Sakri-Jainagar 
extensions in comiection with tho Bengal and North-Western Itailway were in 
pn gre.«s. Complaints continue to bo made about the unpuuctuality of the train 
service ill the I'atna-Gaya and Bengal and North- Western Bailways. 

1 C. CanoiS . — As was to be expected, the area irrigated from the Sono 
CmiuiIs dtcrciisi d from 6'J2, 143 highas to 414,915 bighas, but it is still largely in 
excess of the area irrigated in 1895-06. The collections increased .from 
Ils. ff, 58, 92-0 to Ils. 11,37,821, ard the percentage of collections to total demand 
from 99 '02 to 99 87, figures which reflect the greatest credit on the manage- 
nienl. bcvoral iriiportunt irrigation schemes were started in Saran and 
t-tliumpiiran as relief works ; but tho more important of them have ‘not been . 
yet fill!. died. 

17. With tho exception of Shahabad, the state of com-* 

niuiiieutious is said to have boon fair in all the distiicts of tho Division. In 
Hliiihabad the exigemics of the famine, the construction of tho plaguo camp at 
C/liuuHu, and the absorption of the subordinate staff enthuse works is said to have 
caused such damages to tho slate of the reads that two years will elapse 
before they are repaired. With the exception of the plaguo camp, these 
loiises also operated in other diatrictsj and laxity of supervision or an absence 
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of forethought and organization, must also have contributed to thia result. 
All the District fioards exc<.'pt those of Gaya jukI Saran w<nI<od fairi^ 
well up to their allotinents. In the former the cause assigned is a strike (which' 
.has since been overcome) on the paitof the ounti'actors again.'t imiking a aia urity 
deposit in cash; and in yarau it, is partly ascribed to the fact that a lai’i^o miinb^r 
of bills wore received too late to be S' ttletl within the year. I ho.igii it is 
satisfactory to note ttio iinprovenn'i.t that has taken placo in Saran, niiie.h 
reniiiins to bo done. With regard to the planting, the att« ntion of tlie Uommis-, 
sioner is specially drawn to the remarks made on the subjct t in the Governrneut 
rosolmion dealing with tho Gcneial Administration Report of the I'loddency. 
Division, 1897-98, as they arc specially relevant to ths roadside lands in itihar. 

In future, as regards wells, the tabular statement sliould m:ike sorno distinc- 
tion between masonry and temporary wells, fortlie permsntuit value <>{ the work 
done in ordinary years depends on whether it was oarri» d r-ut m masonry wells. 

18. HdtuMdon . — The number of schools in the Division fell I'rtun 0,181 to 
6,286, and the number of pupils from 178,011 to 177, 12o. 'I’lie desus use in 
the number of scholaia is wondcrftdly little, considering the vi( issitmb s of the 
year, and it occuried chiefly in primary schools, 'rhedistrb ts of Slinhabad and 
S.iran aho'v the largest decrease in the number of pupils. 'The others wi re but 
lii.tle affected by the famine, while Chainparan a id ^Mwzaifarpur actually 
showed an increase. 

1 9. Dispamrics ond UospVah. — Three new dispensaries were opened during 
'the year, two in Ohainparan, and one in Darbhanga. 'I be total incorms of all 
dispensaries, of which 88‘8 per cent, was derived from private suliscriptious, was 
Ks. 1,91,007, an increase of Rs. 6,259 in tho previous ye.ar's total. The total 
numbo*' of patients treated declined from 680,42.0 to 607,388, and the falling, 
olf 18 attributed to the unusual liealthines.s of the year, to the attendance at 
famine lu'-spilals, and to the absurd scares wirh regard to jilagtio inxcautions 
which for a time gained such wide credence. 

20. Local Self-Goveirnment Imiitutiong — It is satisfactory to Icani that good 
. ’progress has been made in improving the dr, inageof Patna; and since tho rt'port 

has been* submitted llie difficulty of obtaining a compi tent Secretaiy and 
on<5 who would bo acceptable to the Commissioners has been solved. Retd 
progre,jis is t.ow expectea in the improvement of the management and cleanliness 
of this impoitaiit but unwieldy Municipality. Tho finances of the Arrah 
Muiiicii)ality have engaged the att'.nlion of Governmont, and tho Jlimicipal 
ComiiTissioiiors have but to utili.se the powers placed in their hands by law to 
restt>rc ficm to a sound footing. The mark' d improvement in tlie niunicipal 
ad ministration in tiiiran, and more especially in Cbapra, is one on which the 
Magistiato is to be congiatulafod. In Mozuflai pur all the municipalities sbowi d 
a deerea»-6 both in income and exponoitnre. The omission to furnish an 
cx[)lnnation on the subject should not iwur. fn Ohampnrtiu and Darbbangu 
■ the administration wt s satisfactory. I’lio D’strict Boards arc again veportcil 
to have worked Jiannoniously. 'Ihoir total income was Rs. 18, 77, ('28 as 
agnin.st Rs. 16,86,066 in the pi-evious vear, while the expciuLtuie decrcastd 
from Us. 18,39,859 to Rs. 15,13,838. 

• 21. Emphymmlo} MuhammuUm . — The iiercentago of appointmei.ts < f all 

kinds hcbl by Muhammadans to total employments fell from 30-9 to 21 5, but 
was still far in excess of the proportion of Muhammadans to the cutiio popula- 
tion, which was only 11 ’32. 

22; Post-offices — Tho total amount pa d on inland moncy'-ordeis (ix- 
clusivc of money-orders remitting revenue or rent) in the vari-.us posi.-olbt-cs in 
Bihar *vas Rs. 1,18,14,072 as against Rs. I, lO, 86, 359 in l89ti-97. 'rbis large 
increase ■ f over seven lukhs, which was, how'over, accompanii d by a decrease 
. of 40,606 in tho number of moncy’-orders, is attributed to the increas*', <>wiug. 

to tho ecarclty, in tho number of temiiorary omigrauts who luul to lemit money 
, to their families There w'as a similar incrcaso of over seven laklis in tbc 
amount of money remitted on money-orders issued at the various po.st-t fficcs 
in the Division, and this is attiibutcd to the sums which tho olluialson tho largo 
famine stafis had to send to their fauiilios and to the incroaso in the importatiuii 
of giAiu. 
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y;}. Public fi’clinq. — I'lio relalinns betwoen Ilindu^ and Muhamnmdaos 
wore oil tliii wlinlo .‘salisfat tory, and thou^ll was somo sliglufc friction in the 
. l^ilnir siibdiyisiuii of i’.dua and in G.iyii, no actual conflict took place The 
year was rather reinarkahlo for the 8( ric.s of absurd rumours which found much 
credoin c aiiiuii}^- the public. The i.'ominisaioner remarks: —

24. Coiiilucl i)j The gcneroiiity of the Aruharajaof Darbhaiiga 

jiud tho Hajfi of Tbitwu in assisting their tenants in tho famine, was cojitinuod 
during the year umior rf'port, and has been an example and incentive to their 
brother-liuidlorils of tho Division. It has been a source of grout satisfaction to 
tho Lieutoiiimi-tjovornor to boar of the good work done by the Shahnbad and 
Sarari zimiiudars. 'I'lio thanks of Govorniuent have already been convoyed to 
the pLinting community for tho invaluable assistance they afforded during^ 
the famine; and Sir John Woodburn would again put on record his. sense of 
the obligation owed to them as a body. The Licutonant-Governor has with 
d(‘ep j-egrot just received tho sad nows of the death of tho Malmraja of 
Darhlianga, a great landlord and ;i good man, to whose benevolence those 
reports are witness, a loss of whicli duo acknowlodgiuont is, made iu this 
(lazetto, but which it would be impo^sible not to notice here. 

I'ho good work done by Mr. Bourdilluu has been publicly acknowledged 
by a woll-oarncd decoration, as also Ims the M'ork of two of his Collectors. To 
tho other olllcors of tho Division, the Lieutenant-Governor would again tender* 
Ids thanks fur tho devotion to duty and their ready solf-dcnial and 'cheerful 
acco])tanco c»f hardship which were the leading characteristics of tho work done 
in a year of speci d difficulty. Brighter days, it is trusted, aro now in store for 
tho Division, and in spite of the buffets of fortune the year has been one of 
steady progress. To Mr, Collier his thanks are due for an interesting report, 
exti'acts from which aro published for general information. • •

.31. Tho following' statement gives tlie itilnfall ateaeh Sadar stalionnionth 
by inontli, as C()m])ared with tlie normal full, iind the totals for l.'^S)(!-97. Tho 
figureahavo been taken from the reports of the District (Jftieers, and not as in • 

the previous years, from the Cakuita Gazelle:— • 
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The :if;urp!9 in rnlnmn " Aetnal '* have benn taVon (mw tho (iistiict ifp^rhiior tho Saiat, bnt tho Agurei for tho column ** normal " have been takiMi 
from tho Cafcultn, GaztiUet which appear to bo moan for tho whole district. 


' * It will bo seen that in all tho districts except Darbhanga the rainfall was above 

tiio normal, and in every instance greater than in the preceding year, in 
most cases very much so. 

• 33. Tho rainfall was on tlio whole plentiful and well distributed. There 
was sufSciont rain to enable the land to be prepared for the bhadoi crop, though 
tho excessive rain in June damaged tho crop, especislly in the Patna district. 
In ISar(\p, tho heavy rain during the last week of June flooded tho eastern 
portion of the district to an extent of about 800 square miles. The hhadoi 
crops had to bo reeown in the flooded tract, and owing to oxccssivo moisture 
and delay in resowing, tho outturn was only a 14 -anna one. lu Ohamj)aran 
also, the bhadoi crop was damaged by floods, and the outturn was the satno as* 
in Saran, viz., 14 annas. In Muzalfarpur and Dorbhangn, whore the rainfall in 
Juno, July and August was much less than in . tho other districts, the MaJof 
crops were very fair, being estimated at 16 J and 17 annas respectively. In the 
Ciaya and Shahabod distnets the bhadoi crops were also damaged by floods, 
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Imt (Hil not full voiy n.ncli below tlio inMiaf'o. Tlie ompg were fair 

• very where, and best in the dislriets soiitb of tlio Ganges, and in Saran. The 
fall in Octfber, wliich was miieli above the nonnul, not only much benefited the 
lieJi erojt, but facilitated the [irepnration of the lands for the rali crop, 'rhere 
was sullicient rain in the Cold \veath('r to prevent the ra/n' crops fio'.n diying 
up, and the <«itturn was above the iivernge. in all the distiicls of the Division, 
excipt Hhahabal, wlu'ie only a Id annas crop wsis rea])ed.

On the whole it is evident that the outturn of tlio crops of tho year* was 
decidedly good. • <• 

d t, Tho year was, oii tlio whole, a favourable ono for the poppj'. 'Idio 
outturn was everywhere better than last year, oxeept in the llireo districts 
Boutli of the Ganges, which showu'd a falling oil. In the Motiliari Circli', the. 
outturn w as more than double that of tin* preoiding year, being (1,101 nbiuuds, 
as compared to 1,/)01 niaunds. In the Jlcttiah Oirclcs lho outturn was also more 
than doubled, 'ibo (.’ollcctor.s of I’aina and Muzalfarpur Lave not mentioned* 
tlio subject at all. Tho Collector of Ua} a lias given no e.slimato of the crop in 
annus. In Shahabad tho crop is said to have been a 14-anua one. In 8aran 
it is estimated at I t annas, as eompar' il with 9 uniios last }our. In Cliamparan 
the outturn is reported to have been l.> annas, us eompaied witli 12 annas iji the 
preceding year. In Darbhangu tho outturn is tstimuted at 17 anuaa. On the 
whole, the eroj) aj)poars to have been w'cll tip to the average. 

dO. I'he season comraeticod with good huLhia ri^ns, and sowings c^>m- 
menced caily. 'Powards the end < f October there was heavy raiii which 
retarded tlie completion of tlio sowings, and damaged tlio young plants wldch 
had sprung up. I'he rain was followi-d by a spell of hot and dry weather 
which damaged tho crop on tho high lauds, and, iu inatiy cases, noce.^sitatod 
resowings. IVospeets, liowcver, app ired very good until tho second week iu 
.luuuary, whmi tlio crop began to dry up for want of lh(3 usual ('hristinas rain. 
Tliero w'ore sliowei s at tlie end of January, and also in the first-half of February, 
tt-pccially in the north Gangetic districts, which much improved 'the prospects 
of tho crop, Hojno d linage was done liy hail iu February, especially in tho 
Aligunj ( irclc iu Saran, wln'roTlui loss of jiroduce from this cause is cstiniatod 
at doo niaunds. The sotting in of strong west winds at tho time of tlio cqIIoo- 
lion of the crop impeded the free fh w of thi' jnico, and liad an unfavourable 
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effect on the outlurn. Tlie general statistical results for tlie Division are j'ivori*. 
below : — • 
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• The indigo crofi was a poor one. Particulars as to this crop will bo found in 
paragraph 59 under “ Manufactures and Mines.” 


IV.~PUBLIC HEALTH. 


• 3B.’ From tlio statement given in tho mai'gin, it is evident that the year 
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- , ^ ‘ Tho exphumtif u 

of tho lucreasea morfality given by the Colloclors of both districts is tho saiiu-, 
VIZ., Iho heavy rainfall. The fact that theiro was a considerable increase of fever 
in ^both districts renders tins explanation a probable one. The increased rain- 
fall, liowover, apparently had the effect of making tho remaining districts of the 
ivisioi^noro healthy. Probably the natural drainage of the districts has a good 
deal teJ do widi these apparently contradictory results. Vhe reorganisation of * 
4 -^^ chaukidari system in Gaya probably has resulted in better rcj)orting, and 
this fact may account for some of tho apparent increase in that, district. As 
regards S.iahabad, there is no room for doubt that there was a serious increase 
m mortality, as an epidemic of fever raged in that district at tho end of <he 
rams. It has often been remarked that tho di-^^J iict of Shahabud has become 
much less healthy since the construction of the canals and their distributaries,

and their existence may account for tlio fact of un incrcasod rainfall causing 
'increased mortality. No instances arc reported of deaths from absolute Starv- 
ation, though the existence of famine during th^ greater portion of the year* 
must of course have had its inllueuco on the death-rate. The figures for each 
district may now bo considci’cd. 


Pat.va. ■ , 

87. Mr LeMosurior remarks that the fact that the death-rate foil in the 
face of the prevailing high prices, indicates that the year was an unusually 
healthy one. Deaths from cholera fell from 7,822 in 1896, to 1,038. There 
were only 19 deaths reported in the district during the first quarter of the year, 
but a somewhat severe outbreak occurred in the Patna Municipality in April, 
and spread it.solf to other parts of the district. The number of deaths from 
small-pox was 1,414, as compared with 2,148 in the preceding year. Excluding 
cholera and small-pox, the reported deaths are 30-01 per millo, as compared 
with 36-31 per millo last year. 

38. In Gaya the number of deaths from cholera rose to against 

4,696 in the preceding year. The Aurangabad Subdivision shows tlie largest 
number of villages attacked, viz., 331. Deaths from a)nall-pox ro.soto 2,600, as 
compared with 736 in the preceding year. There is said to bo a very, general 
opposition to vaccination in this (district. The deaths from fever increased 
from 50,958 in the preceding year, to 69,249 in 1897, the rates per millo for the 
two years being 26-6 and 27'7 respectively. It seems probable that the term 
“ fever” is made to include a goott many diseases. 

39. In Skihahad deaths from cholera increased from 2,859 in 1896, to 
3,054 in 1897. Deaths from small-pox also rose from 1,429 in 1896, to 4,070 
in 1897. There is some opposition to vaccination in this district, but apparently 
it is mncli less strong than in Gaya. Deaths from fever rose from 42,864 in 
1896, to 55,779 in 1897. 

40. (J£ the Saran district, Mr. Maepherson remarks as follows:— 

“Although tho deaths recorded were fewer than those of the year 1896, the average 
standard of health of the people of tho district was not so good os in tho previous year, owing ‘ 
to tho famine.” 

Assuming that tho deaths were correctly recorded in tho two year.", tho 
correctness of thus remark seems to be improbublo. A lowering of tho average 
standard of health could hardly be accompanitul by a considorablo fall in tho 
death-rate. Deaths from cholera fell from 5,664 in 1896 to 878 in 1897, -while 
deaths from small-pox rose from 264 to 899. 

41. It appears that small -pox is increasing over a largo portion of the 
Division, and it is obvious that vaccination requires to bo pushed with more 
vigour. Deaths from fever decreased from 19- 1 per millo of tho population, to 
17-2. 

42. Ill Champaran tho deaths from cholera reported wore 1,300, as compared 
with 7,370 in lh96. Deaths from small-pox rose from 359 in the previous year, 
to 827 in 1897. Tho number of deaths from fovor reported in 1897 was 
46,939. as against 50,359 in 1896. 

43. In Mugnff'arpur there was a remarkable decrease in tho number of 

deaths from cholera, tho figures being 23,856 for 1800, and 955 for 1897. There 
was also a m-arked decroas') in deaths from small-pox, tho figures having fallen 
from 579 to 75. Deaths from fovor also fell from 86,718 in 1896, to 73,340 
in 1807. _ , . 

4 1. D..:rbhanya boars tho reputation of being tho most unhealthy district in 
tho Division, liar, according to tho ligures ropoi-ted, it was the most healthy 
district in 1'.97, t'lo death-rate being only 27'3, as compared with 41'9 in 
1896 — a mo'-t satisfactory iraproveme,it. Mr. Gcako states that tho genei-al 
health of the town and tho wholo district was exceptionally good in 1897, and 
tho figures certainly hour out this remark. Deaths from cholera fell from 17,491 
in 1890, to 120 in 1897, and deaths from small-pox from 286 to 15, tho latter 
being much the lowest figures for any district of tho Division, Deaths from 
fever fell from 87,293 in 1896, to 65,256 in 1897.

46. , It will bo observed that 13 towns show a dccrea.sed d<'ath-rato, and 
12. an increased rate. In the Patna district, tho town of Patna shows an 
increase in the doath'rato, while tho three small municipalities show a dccroaso. 

• All tlfb municiipalitios in Gaya and Shahabsd show an increase, and this fact 
agrees with the district totals for those districts. In Savan iho nnmicipalitie.s 
of GJiapra and Siwan sliow an increase, and Uevolganj a decrease. All tho 
niunicipalities in Champanan, MuzaiTarpur, and Darbhanga show a diicreosod 
dcathrrate, and this fact agrees with tho totals repoi-tod for those districts. 

• The most unhealthy municipality in the Division, according to tho figures, is 
Buxar, though Uhabua, which only reported a death*rato of 19 63 per mille in 
1895, now trebles those figures for 1897, by reporting a do.ath-nitc of 60 06. 

47. Birth registration seems to bo as incorrect as usual ii\ this Division, 
While the population of the Division is known to be increasing lapidly, theso 
mimicipnlities show an average death-rate of 38'6 and a birth-rate of 31 •3. 
According to tho figures, Bhabua is in a bad way, witli a death-rate of 60‘0G 
and a birth rate of 20*33, As tho death rate has been raised from 19*65 in 
1896 to 60*06 in 1897, tho local officers should now also give their attention to 
tho reporting of births. This remark also applies to tho Siivaii Xlmiicipality, 
whicli njports a birth-rate of 20*78 only, 

V.-MaTKRIAL CONDITIO?? OP TftE PEOPLE, 

48. The material condition of the people, all over tho Division, foil far 
below the normal standard during tho first five months of tho year. As noticed 
by Mr. Bourdillon last year (though the information actually refers fo tho year 
under report), tho distress was greatest about tho 5th Juno 1807, when tho 
number on relief rose to 733,850, or 9*7 per cent, of the populafion of the 
affected area. The favourable hhaihi, hharij and rahi crops have, howevc.*, done 
much to ameliorate the condition of the peo[do, which is now ahnosi ncrmal, 
except that indebtedness has incj*oa3od to some extent. 

49. Tho Condition of the people in the districts south of tho Ganges was 
very much more favourable than in those to the north, throughout the year*. Of 
the Saran district, Mr. Chapman, the Collector, remarks that its material and 
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industrial i«.-iourci s aru inordinary yt*us-cntiroly inadequate for tlio support 
of its pupultion. The population ia denser than in any other rural district in 
* India, having been 0^50 to iho equaro mile at thg last census, and now probably 
having rotiched OoO to the s(iuaro mile. The pressure of the population on the 
means of subsislenec «<> great, that a largo proportion of the male po])ulation 
has to leave the district to find work every cold w'cather. Mr. Chapman 
states: — 

“Mr. Tyllcr, Siil)-Dcputy Ojuum Agent of SI wan, whoso knowledge of the north and 
west of the ilisiriet is unrivallod, csliiuates tliat 95 per cent, of the ordinary raiyafs live and 
.die in debt. Good seasons do H')t go far to intreaso their savings, for what profit they make 
is doToui'C'd immediately.”

The iiicrca.so in Patna is slight, and no special causo need bo assigned 
for it. Tho falling oif in tho number of emigrants in Gaya is reported 
to be duo jiartly to bettor agricultural pi'ospocts, and partly to tho large demand* 
for coolies on the iloghalserai and South Bihar Hailways now under* con- 
Btructioa in that district. Tho deci’euse in Sliahabacl, the Magistrate states, 
may bo accounted for parti)' by the reduction in tho number of .sub-depots, 
and partly by the fact that ample work for all who required it -was .supplied 
on tho Gaya-Moghalserai Uailway works, and on famine relief works. All 
tho oiuigrants registered in Saran were bound for Fiji. Of tho 80 ouugrants, 
only 5 were of tho fcJarun district, 1 of (.'Uamparan, and the rciiiainiug 74 were 
from tho North-Western Provinces and Oudh. 

51. No emigrants either to the colonies or to tho tea districts, were 
rogi.stcred in tho districts of Champaran, Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga. Tho 
Magistrate of Champaran reports that there is usually a considerable aea.sonal 
f luigratiim in November, and again in March, for employment in harvesting 
the crojis in Nepal, Purnea, and North Bengal, whore much higlicr wages than 
those cinrent in Chaiuparan can bo got. 1 do not think that this is stated 
<piitc accuKitely. TJiero is certainly no emigration to Noitliern Bengal in 
Mulch, us th»3 r>ihi crops gr<iwn there ;iro unimportant. 1 doubt if thefo is 
any to Uurnea. Tho emigration in March is no doubt to Ni'pal only, though 
the emigration to tlic other places in November is considerublo. 

52. Mr. Chapman, tho late Collector of Saran, states; — 

• “Evary yo.ir, at tho tlack Reoson daiing tho cold weather, thousands migrate to 
Eustern r>( UM.ii and AK.-am for employmeut, and rotum for tlio e,ultivation of rioo and 
h/i(iifi,i ill till' end of May. lu Dec-eJ^ibor IHDG it was a matter of common observation, 
that th" uuiabt r of oiiu'gr.mts was much larger than usual. The villages 1 visited scorned 
descried of Ilu ir atilc-bodiod male jiojralation, un<l tho roads wore lined with travollofa 
to the Past. 1 otdmato that 25,000 persons, chieily mon, migruted.” 
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The accominodation provided vvas generally .sufficient, and the supply oi dri 
ing water plentiful. The sanitary anang(>ments were fairly good. Tli 


were no complaints (lining the year in regard to the system of rgeruitiu". 
54. There is practically no immigration into this Division.

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^0. It will ho obsc'rved that tho year opened with veiy high piices. In 
some di>tric;<» the prices were just douhloof those which ruled in the correspond- 
ing month of the preceding year. In tho ihonths of May, June, and July, prices 
gradually rose higher. At tho end of August, there was a slight fall in some 
districts, duo prubalily t > the favourable prospects of the Marfo/ crop. At the 
end of S(‘ptoniber, the fall was mon; inarkod. At tho end of Novoinbcr, there 
was a very nmrkod full in all tho distiicts, no doubt due to tho fact that the 
prospects of tho crop were assured all ovi'r tho province. From this peiiod to 
tlic cud of the year, there was oil the whole a general tendency in prices to fall. 
At the close of the year, though still higher than usual, they wore very uigch 
lower than at tlio beginning of the year, 

07. The cash wages of labour bavo shown very little variation. In Gaya 
the wages of blacksinitlis are rcportel to have risen, in conseiiucuco of the 
dcniaiul for artizans of that class, occasioned by the construction of tho two 
railway lines. All over the llivision, agricultural labour is usiyiliy paid in 
kind, and tho same number of seers are given whatever tlioir price may lie. 
Tho theories of jiolitical economists as to tho factors which lix tho lato of 
wages, havo a veiy limited application in this country, where custom is almost 
tho solo at biter in such matters.

As compared with the prodous year, tho total imports dui’ing the year 
show uu iiicrraso of 38,75,;.503 maunds, or 35'G ])cr cent., against 4,87,967 
maunds, or 1'7 per cent., in 189U-97, while the total exports exhibit a diminution ,

77. It will be seen tliat tho total imports show a slight increase of 41,619 
inaujida as compared with the previous year. The principal articles of import 
are food-grains, oilseeds and tobacco. As regards exports, tho figures, as they 
stand, are complicated bj tho fact that in 18!h->-97 tho piece-goods traffic was 
shown by value, while m the year of report it is not clear whether tho figures 
. ropresoift tho value, or tho weight in maunds, as in 1896-96, and the district 
reports do not throw any light on tho subject. Tho attention of tho District 
'Omcers^will be drawn to this for future guidance. However, eliminating from 
both years tho figures against articles 18 and 19, we get a total export traffic 
■for 1896-97 of 2,65,881 maund.s, and in 1897-98 of 4,22,407 maunds, showing 
an increase of 1,56,526 maunds, which is noticeable chiefly in tobacco, salt and 
korosiiio oil. On tho other l>and, there is a falling off under the heads “ Gunuv- 
bags,’! “k^ugar,” and “ Coal and Coko.”

IGo. It will bo observed that there has l)oen an increase under four, and a 
(fecrease . under three heads, lender “ Court-fees” thoro has betfii .an increase 
in tho districts of Shahubad and Idarbliauga, to the extent of Hs. 18,789, and a 
fallinjj off in tin; remaining live districts, to tho extent of Us. Go, 535. 'I'lie 
'increas«» in the districts of ^hallabad and Darhhanga is attributed by the (Jollce- 
toiw, Alessis. Cargill and Oeake, to the lai’ge number of civil suits instituted 
during the year, while the falling off in the other districts is reported to have 
been tlno to tlie fact that there were fewer suits of high value instituted during 
the year, <*wiug to the scarcity. Mr. Maxwell, tho Collector of Champaran, also 
^ ttttributes the de<‘i’ouso in his district to the slackness of tho settlement operations 
neCessit atod by. the famine. Under tho head “stamps for copies” there 
was'ii total incre'aso of Us. 7,383 in tho llvo districts of Patna, SImhabad, 
Saran, Muzalfarpur and Darblianga, and a total decrease of Us. 3()0 in tbe 
remainmg two districts of (Jay a and Champaran. No special reason has bean 
uscrii)ed for tbe fluctuation by most of tho Colloctois. But in Patna. 3lr. 
• I.eMcsfirier attributes the increase to tho large number of copies issued in one* 
very pnjtractcd and important eriminal case, while Mr. Maxwell, the Collrclor 
of Champaran, ascribes the falling off in his di.strict to tho smaller numljer of 
"copies- issued owing to tho slackin’ss of tho settlement operations. 'I'o tho 
*largo iiicroase under the head “ Impressed sheds” f non-j udicial ), all the <listricts 
contribute, except Gaya. Tho increase is attributed to tho execution of a large 
number of bonds aiul deeds of sale, owing to tho distress on account of the 
failure of crops in tho previous year, and to tho high price of food-grains 
throughout tho greater portion of the year under report. In Gaya the 
Collector, Mr. (jldluim, elso ascribes the falling off in tho revenue to the 
^ scarcity, which he slates kept in abeyance all transactions requiring stamps of 
high value. Tho increase under tho head “Kcccipt stamps” is shai'od by all 
the districts, and is generally srttributed to tho largo number of agricultural 
and land improvomont loans advanced during tho year, and to the numerous 
payhients made to contractors and to craploy68 in tho famine relief opera- 
tions. The decreaso under the head “Notarial stamps” was very small, and 
does not call for any special remark, while that under the head of “ llundi or 
bill of c*icchange stamps,” which occurred in all districts, except Shahabad, is 
reported to have been due to tho dullness of trade, owing to tho scarcity which 
•prevailed daring the year. Mr. Maepherson, the Collector of Saran, ascribe.s tho 
decroasb in his district moro particularly to tho failure in business several 
•bankers. The increase in tho “Sale of Court papers” is trifling, and does not 
call for any special notice. 

, 106. There were 412 cases of umstamped or insufficiently stamped docu- 
ments detected by the Civil Courts and Rovonuo authorities during the year of 
report, against tho same number of cases in tho. preceding year. Tho amount 
of duty and penalty realised was Ks. 5,396, against Rs, 4,881 in 1896*97. 
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1G7. The number of proseciition.s instituted forbroaclics of tho stamp law, 
during the year of report, was 32, in which 38 persons were brought to trial, 
against 31 cases, in which IT persons were brought to trial, in the ])reecditig 
year. Of the 38 persons brought to trial, 29 were convicted, and <1 acquitted, 
i'ho amount of finc.s iinpo.scd during the year was Rs. 49l, against Rs. 203 in 
tho previous year. No rewards wero paid.

170. As compared with tho previous year, there u'as au increase in the 
linal demand in all the di.stricts of the Division, except I’atna, where there lias 
been a decrease of Rs 340, caused hy tho decrease of 91 in the number of ns- 
sesscos, due. to tho exemption of petty dealers ,vho .suirered losses on account of 
scarcity. In Shahabad, Saran, aid Daibhanga. (ho final demand incrousod 
with tho increase in the number of .istessees, ranging from 180 in Darblianga 
to GO in Saran, duo to t!ie careful revision of usessment; but iir tho remaining 
di.stricts of Gaya, Chainpar;m and Muzalfarpur, there was a decrease in the 
number of assessces, ranging from 150 in Gaya to G1 in Charnparan, diieto the 
same causo us in Ratna. Tho final demand, nevertheless, increased, as the 
as.sc;ssmeiits on capitalist traders were enhanced in accordance with tho instruc- 
tions contained in paragraph 58 or' the Ihianl’.s Income-Tax Administration 
Repoit for 189G-97, as they made largo profits by motioy-lending and grain 
dealing during the late famine. 

171. TJio collections amountc'l to Rs. 4,5G,423, or 99‘3 per cent., on the 
final demand, against Its. 4,11,0,59, ()i- 08'7 per cent., in tho previous year, Tho 
district of Patna alone eucceeded in collecting the entire demand witliin tho 
y(‘:ir. 4’lie colloctioms wcio over 99 per cent, in Gaya (99’8), Charnparan ^99*8) 
and Saran (09 G), and over 98 per cent, in Mnzaffarpur (9.'< 9) and Sliahabad 
(98 8), and over 97 per cent, in Daibhanga (97*8). It is satisfncbiry to observe 
that in all the districts of this Division the collections oxeeoded the standard of

the yi'ar, I’lius, tho gross Gollections amounted to Rs. 4,66,225, against 
Rs. 4,51,920 ill tho previous year, out of the gros.s demand of Rs, 4,71,9^8, 
as compared with a gims doinaud of Rs. 4,01,755 in the provdous year. , Ic 
will be scim that tho collecti<)ns, as in tho previous year, kept pace with the 
inerea.sed demand ; and thi.s satisfactory result is due to the assessment in all tho 
di.stricts having boon comnleted enily enough (o allow of the bulk of the current 
demand being realised beiorc the close of tho year.

The result is satisfactory, tho total balance outstanding at the close of the * 
year being much less than that of tho procoding year, 

174. Tho percentages of the number of assessees under each class, on the 
total number of asseascos, shotv that the as3es.soos, under tho first six classes mako 

up 88*71, or *29 loss than 90 per cent., of tho total 
number as shown in tho mai^in. These six classes 
have contributeil 44*9 per cent, of the total amount 
of tax collected during the year. Assessees having 
incomes from K-s. 2,000 to Rs. 1 0,000, formed only 
9 '83 per cent, of tho total number, and they 
contributed 32 fl!) per cent, of the total amount of 
t.ax collected. Persons with incomes of more than Its. 10,000 formed but 1*40 
per cent, of the total number, while Ihoassosstnont imposed on them was 22*51 
per cent, of tlio total amount.

^ • 176. Tho total actual expenditure of tho year tinder review for assessing 

* and. collecting the tax, amounted to Rs. 18,900, as compared with Rs. 18,611 in 
the- preceding ydar, showing an increase, of Rs. 289. The percentage of 
charges on collections was 4*02, against 4*09 in the previous year. 

ITT. Tho systoin of payment of income-tax by money-orders continues to 
rise in public favour, as the Division show.s an increase of 2 3 per cent, in the 

• nuqibor-of money-orders, and of 5*2 per cent, in tho amount renutted l)y them 
during tho year under report. Altogether, a sum of Rs. 1,38,670 was remitted 
to the Collectors in the Division by 7,781 laoney-ordej-s, during tho year of 

•report, as against Rs. 1,31,696 remitted by 7,C07 money-orders in tho 2 >reviou 3 
‘year. 1 

178. I’he number of firms and other employers who undertook to collect 
•the tax under section 9(2), Act 11 of 1880, was 11, against 10 in the previous 
year. Tho total amount of tax collected by them during tho year of report was 
Rs, 4,036, against Rs. 4,U9 in tho previous year. The total amount of remission 
allowed under rule 13 of the Bengal Government Rules was Rs. 177, again.st 
Rs.. 139 in tho previous year. Tho amount actually credited into the tromsiiry 
during the year, therefore, amounted to R.s. 3,868, against Rs. 3,980 in tlio 
previous year. 

179. Out of 16,800 persons finally asses.<<ed, coercive measures were taken 
only against 834, or 5*3 per cent., as compared with 934, or 6*9 iier cent., in the 
preceding year. Property was distrained in 48 1 of tlieso cases, but was only 
actually sold in 56 cases, against 522 and 63 cases, rosj)octivoly, in tlio previous 
year. As in tho previous year, Gaya shows tlio largest number of sale.s, though 
tho number of sales in that district foil from 47 to 27 in tho year under report. 

. 180. It is satisfactory to observe that the number of distress warrants 

issued- was smaller than in tlie preceding year, and the number of cases in whiclj 
. actual sale was resorted to fell from 63 to 56. 

181. In Satan, at the instance of the Collector of Calcutta, a notice was 
issued on the brancli firm at Chapra of Jugal Kishore Rektakesh, calling upon 
tho agents to make a return of income, r and to produce their aocounl books in 
support of it. The two agents of tho .firm refused to receive the notice and 
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prevented its service. They were therefore prosecuted, with the Collector’s 
.sanction, and convicted under section 173, Indian Penal Code, and sentenced to 
. • a fine of lls. 40 each, or in default to undergo rigorous imprisonment for 15 
days. Their petition of motion before the Sessions Judge was rejected. In 
Mu/^affarpur, a, tahsildar appointed by tho Collector to sell properties for 
recovery, reported two cases in which tho defaulters had rescued the attached 
property from tho custody of the cliaukidars. Tho Income-Tax Deputy Col- 
lector, who made enquiries into those cases, recommended the prosecution of the 
defaulters under section 183 of the Indian Penal Code. The cases are pending 
before the Subdivisional Oflicor of Sitamarhi, In Shahabad, during the year 
under report, 8hah Mohiuddeen Sasaram, Sajada Nashin of Sasaram 
Endowment, instituted a suit in the Civil Court to sot aside an assessment under 
Part I. Tho Munsitf’s Coiart gave a decree to tho plaintiff, and an appeal was 
preferred before the District Judge. Tho Judge upheld tho order of the 
Lower Couii. 'IJio Collector states that steps will probably have to be taken, as 
soon as a copy of the Judge’s order is received, to move tho High Court to 
decide tho question of tho Civil Court’s jurisdiction iu tho matter, 

182. In two cases in Muzaffarpur, and in one case in each of the three 
districts of Putiio, Shahabad and Cliamparan, tho taxes were compounded for 
three years under section 3 1 of the Act. 


XXIII.— KAILWAYS AND OTHER rUBLIC WORKS. 

East Indian Railway. 

187. In the Patna district, a in w railway station at Ncora was opened for 
traffic during the year. There were 41 railway accidents during the year, 
against 38 in the preceding year, in which 31 persons were killed and 12 
wounded. Tlioro were also two instances of moving traine ’colliding with 
loaded waggons, and tho railway employes at fault wero criminally prosecuted 
and punished. 

In the Shahabad district there wero 13 accidents, against 14 in tho preced- 
ing year. In these eight persons were killed and five wounded. . , 

Patna-G-Vya Railway. 

1 88. As reported last year, complaint.^ of want of punctuality and of 
insufficient accommodation for the third class passengers on tho occasion of largo 
gatherings, of pilgrims, still continue to be made. The Collector of Gaya 
remarks : — 

“I have travelled two or threo times up and down this line, and on no occasion did 
I find tlui trains up to lime. On ono occttsic n going from Oaya, and on one occasion coming 
from lliHikiporo, tbo trains wero an hour and-a-half lato in darling. This sort of delay causes 
serious inconvenieueo to passengers.’' 

South Bihar Railway. 

189. Tho construction of this liuc of railway is in progress, from the east 
bank of the Phalgoo to Lakhisarai. Tho earthwork is finished, and all the 
bridges anti culverts, with tho exception of tho major bridge over the Phnlgoo 
river, lire now ready for girders. Stations are also in progress of construction, 
and it is jxi.ssible that this portion of tlie lino will bo open for goods traffic in 
.lanuaiy lb99. 

« 

Mogiul.sakai-Gaya R.vilway. 

190. The con.struction of tins lino of railway is in progress. It traverses 
the Babhaa and Sasaram subdivisiou-s of the Shahabad district, and pa^s on 
to Gaya. About tlireo-fourths of the total quantity of earthwork, and about 
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one> third of the .total work on tho major and minor bridges, have been com-’. 

i doted. Collection of tho permanent-way materials is in progress, ani tho 
aying of tho lino has been commenced from tho Gaya end since the closo of the 
year. 

Tbb Bengal and Noeth-Wkstbkn Railway, including Tibhut State Railway. 

191. Complaints of want of punctuality continued to bo made, as reported • 
last year. Tho railway authorities have begun to fotico tho line. 

193. In tho Saran district there wore I 'J railway accidents during the year, 
in which eight persons were killed and three wounded. In tho Champaran 
district there were two accidents during tho year, but they are reported as not 
due to ntgligenco on tho part of the railway sei’vants. Tho only railway lino 
open in this district during the year was a portion of tho Tirhut Stiito Railway 
which runs to Bottiah. 

193. Several complaints were made agiinst the working and management 
of tho Bengal and North- Wostern and Tirhut State Railways, by tho merchants 
of tho Motihari and Ikittiah towns, in respect of tlioft of gorrds. Tlio mattor has 
been enquired into, and tho result reported to the Consulting Engineer to the 
• Government of India. 

194. Tho construction of a light feeder line of railway from Sogowlio to 
Ruxaul was pushed on. 

19.!>. In tho Muzuffarpur district there were 21 railway accidents (against 
eight in tho preceding year), in which eight persons were killed and live wounded. 
Oue railway servant was punished for negligence of duty. 

. 190. In the Darbhanga district the ct)n.sti action of the railway lino from 
Hajipur to KatiLar through Samastipur, and anotlior extension from Sakri to 
Jaiuagar, wore in progress. A branch line of railwuy from Kosorah to Dulsiug- 
sarai is under contemplation by tho railway authorities. 

• 197. Tlioro wore eight railway accidents reported from Samastipur (against 

*twof in the preceding year), in which three pmous wore slightly injured and 
one killed. Thoro* was also one derailment through the wrong adjustment of 
tho points, but without any loss of life. 

lOy? I'ho complaints against the railway autUoritioa do not appear to have 
■ been roincdie J. TJio Magistrate of Darbhanga remarks : — 

* ‘^As'rogarda the doficiency in rolling stork notired in tho last year’s report, I am not 
enro. 'whelhor any improveinont has boon mado in thU respect. Judging fonn tho drlav in 
dblivorlng both goods and parcoU, I sui-iniso that the railway is still unable to cope with the 
trafho.” . 

Tkamways. 

199. The District Board of Putna is trying to have a tramway constructed 
■from the Bakhtiarpur Railway Station to Bihar. A prospectus was widely 

E ublished, and tenders were received from soveial firms. No final arrangements 
ave yet been made. 

• 200. Tho income of the Patna City Tramway, which extends over a leno-th 

of five miles, wa.s Rs. 31,346, against Rs. 31,530 of tho past year. Thefalirno- 
oflf in tho income is duo jiartly to tho scarcity, and partly to the coinpotition of a 
better class of okkas. Eight accidents occurred during tho year. 'Fho drivers, 
who wore- tried in two cases, were discharged, and tho remaining cases were 
entered as accidental.

ABRA.n WaTEE- WORKS. 

201, The supply of filtered water remained constant throughout tho year. 
In the month of August 1897 a high flood of the .Sene washed away a largo 
p’ortion of tho river bank iinmcnliately above the intake. Steps have been 
taken to prevent further encroachment. Tho anioubt of filtered water drawn 
off the standposts varied from 100,000 gallons per diem in the cold wcathoi;, to 
1.50,000 gallons in the hot weather. This quantity cannot bo exceeded until 
more standposts are provided. 
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Embankmknts. 

202. In the Palna and Gaya districts thpro is only, ono embankment called 
the Sakri Bandh, which i.'< situated near 1 lie trijunction of the districts of Monghyp, 
Patna, and Gaya. Its niaintonanco chaigos were very small during the year, 
20H. In the Saran district, the embankment olong tlie right bank of the 
Gandiik i.s maintained by Government from a cess bond from the proprietors, of 
land.s benefited by the embankment. The following table shows the financial 
n'sults of tlio administration of the einbankmeot during the year: —

201. From the above table it vill bo seen that the percentage of collection 
was 6 1‘8, against 58*4 of the past year. The cost of maintaining the embank- 
mcJit was Jis. 30,420. The continuiil encroaclimcnt that was occurring almost 
every 3 'ear, as reported last year, ba.s now 8toj>ped. 

20o. In the Cliain])aran district, tho Gandak embankment is the only 
public embankment, and it is maintained by tho Public Works Dt*partment as 
before. Tho expenditure incurred on construction and maintcuanco during 
the year, amounted to lis. 10,597, against Rs. 13,794 of tho previous j’oar. 

20G. The construction of a retired lino of embankment at Sagrampur, 
winch was conimoncod towards the close of the previous year, was completed 
at a cost of lls. 22,760, of which Ks. 19^000 were paid from the Famine Fund 
and tho balance, Rs. 3,700, by tho Public Works Department. . 

207. The subjoined table compares the collection of the contract rates for 
tho maintenance of tho orabankments during tho past three years: —

208. Tho j)orccntogc of collections during tho year Avas 83*4, against 63'3 
of the past year. Out of the balance outstanding at tho end of the year, Rs. 489 
were r<}ali.sed after the close of the ) . ar. A furtlier sum of Rs. 223 was realised 
during the year, on account of advance for the current year 1898-99. 

209. In tho Muiiaffarpur district, there are two lines of embankments 
called the Gandak and Turki embajikmeuts. The former is maintained under 
the contract sj-steni, and the latter’ under tho taccavi system. Both tho ombank* 
uicnts are proja rly inaintained. A third embankment, viz., that at Daudpur, 
con.sti’uctcd as a ]»rotcction to the whole town of Muzafiarpur, has just coxTiO 
under the Act. Tho total demand including arrears was Rs. 41,181, put of 
which L's. 1-5,532 was realised, and Rs. Ill ndjuoted from previous advance 
collection. The balance outstanding on 3l8t March 1898 was Rs. 24,538. 

210. In tho Darbhonga district, there are two lines of embankments, viz., 
the Ganges and tho Gandak. embankments, whicb were maintained on the 
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contract unci tuccuvi systems, rcspcclivcly. Tlio financial results of iho cesses 
levied for these two systems during the year, will appear from flic subjoined ,* 
table:—

212. Those canals were directly inaiui 'ed by tho Public Work.s l)e])art- 
ment. It was reported last year that tlio e mals wero opt nod in Novomlier 
1898 to enable tho raiyats to inigato their rahi lands, after tho serious fuiluro 
■ of rain ill 1898. They wero utilised to a small extent by tho cultuatois, and 
the lo*lal area irrigated during the year was l,.'if)2 acres, of which 1,187 a eres 
wore kharif, 909 hot-weather crops, and tho balunco of 68 acres was indigo. 
Tho cost of maintaining tho canals was Us. :),887. 

218. Tho excavation of the Sadowa Chaniicl in the Gopnlganj subdivision, 
wliipli was started before tho commencement of tho year, as a fainino relief 
work, was designed with the iutoniion of irrjgating some rico and a 
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stim ot Rs. lO,.‘Uy -was sanctioned for the a(5qnisition of t ho land required for 
• tho project. The work was not completed dining the famine operations, and 
/ thoijgh tho jn’ojoct afforded work to tho famlne-.'stricken poijulation of the 
neigliboiiring villages, tlie channel could not servo tho pui-poso of irrigation. 

MATitnn.AN Canal. 

311. Tn tho Cham)jar.an district, there is onl}'^ one canal called the Madhu- 
fian Canal, which is maintained by Government. No water-rates are levied 
on this canal, owing to arrangements mado with tlie /amindars of Aradhub in. 

215. Tho area irrigated from tlie canal during tho year was 1,970 acres, 
as against 11,251 acres in 1890. 

210. Several important projects of irrigation tind drain ago were .started 
during the year, to ijroviilo cmidoynicnt to famine relief laltoar. 'I'he^distiibut- 
ary of tho Madlmban Gaiial, called the Lakhowra di.strilmtary wa» ceunnenced 
by famine labour, but was not coinjdi tod. 

217, Tho oxcaA-atiou of nine i.-mals or irrigation dislributaries rvas under- 
taken during the year, us a famine relief work to iinjirove the water supply, 
a.s well as to affonl work to the faiuino-.stricken, and Its, 1,78,797 w.as spent 
on them from tlie Relief Fund. 'I'hey were all comjileted, with tho exception 
of the Triboni and tho Dhaka Canal-', on which Rs. 1,98,50(5 was .sp,.nt.

218. The following .statement sliows what ha.s lioen done to imnrovo the 
roadside wells, during (he last ti\o years, in each of tho (ii.-strict.s in this 
Division : —

28 1. Tho total number of schools in the Division again fell during the 
year from 0.481 to 0,28(5, and. the nunibor of pupils decreased from 178, Oil to 
177,12a. There was thus a doeroase of 195 schools and of 886 scholars. The 
decrea.se occurs chiefly in primary schools. 
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235. In Patna tlio number of scliools aiul pupils inoroaso-J by 59, and 5,19(),* 
respectively, as oomparod with the figares for lS9t5-9r. 'riic* iucroaso is notice-*, 
able under the lioad “ Primary schools,” aiui i.s attributed to (ho revival of'sonio 
of the schools close 1 last year on account of the thou prevailiii;' scan-ity. The 
decrease of onc’i middle linglish school is duo to tlu'» closure of tlio school at 
Badalpura. d'he up])or primary s(;hot)ls show a loss of one school, which is duo. 
to the conversion of one non-stipendiary upjicr primary to the standard of 
lower primary, d’he lovv(!r primary schools increasod by 71, and the increase is , 
attributed, as slated above, to the comparativedy better a;^ricul rural conditions of, 
tho year under report. 

230, In Gaya there was a decrease (>f 21 schools, with an incre.aso of 258 
pupils. One high class Kngli.sh school, vis?., the Indian Moral Institution, ceased 
to exist during the year owing to financial dilllcnlties. Tho number of lower 
primary* schools fell from 928 to 908. 'fliis decrease is duo to llu? fact that 
several gurus left, od to.iching for want of local support, in coU'^oquence of tho 
high pricc.s of food-grains that prevailed during tho tirst-half of tho year. Tho 
. pupils, howovor, who hud bcim athnuling the-o pal.shalas, joined other schools 
in the neighbourhood. 

237. In Shahabed there has been a dreroase of 151 schools and 4.ol5 
puyiils. This docroase i.s due to tho fact that the sti)>endittry schools of 
municipalities W('rc! abolidicd, owing (o th‘ withdrawal of the Goverinuerit 
primary grant froai them, and that tho Ihstrict Board education il hu Igijt 
c.sti mates, for the year under review wore curtailed by li.s. .5, 0-i I, owing to 
famine. Goussquontly tho rates of reward Wi ro reduced by half. The nmnber 
of upper primary siiliools docreasoil by otic, owing 1 1 flic Jagdi.spnr upper 
*piimary*scho(d having boon abolished during tho year under rejiort. 

• 238. In Saran thoro was a deci’easc td' 1 10 schools and 2,2.’)9 ,schi)lar.s. 
High Kiigllbh Hchoids iiicroasi'd by one, with the recognition by the Calentta 
University of the nmv school started at Chapra, under tho naino of tho Cliapra 
Ctdlegiate. School. Thoro was a decrease of one middlo Pnglisii school, owing to 
^tho abolition of an nnallcd school at Sulihar. There wa.s a gain of two upper 
primary schools.. Lower primary schools declined by 112. The loss is duo 
to the etrictne.ss with which schools wore selected for the reward examinations 
by tho Siib-Inspoctor. The Chapra zilla sciiool continues to work without 
any cost to Government, tlio income from fees and .subscriptions being more 
than’sullicicnt to iiic-et the entire cost. It is reported tliat there was no impvove- 
• mont in’ tho results of the departmental exarainntlons, as many candidate.s 
wiu'o absent. This is duo to tho fact that ju>t at the lime those examinations 
were to' bo held, an exodus of the people from tho town was going on 
hn aceonut of the sanitary measures ordered to bo adopted for the prevention 
of the plague. 

239. In Chanqiarnn the total number of iinblie schools ro.se from Oil to 
055, and the number of pupils attending them from I5,9l3 to 10,090, showing 

■ an increase of 14 schools and 153 pupils. The increase occurs chiofly in lower 
primary schools. 

240. In Muzaffarper pablic schools show a gain of 15 iustitutions and 
, 874 pupils. The number of middlo English schools was unchanged, but while 

the school at Ilaronli was aiiolished early in the year under review, one at 
Paharpur was opened later on with the grant of the closed institution. Tho 
decrease in tho nunibcr of middle vernacular schools is explained by the aboli- 
tion of the school at 'repri maintained by tho Uarbhang.i llaj, on .account of 
tho want of appreciation by the local public. The tiuctuutiou in (lie number 
of upper primary schools, is due to the abolition of tho nou-stipendiavy scliocl 
. at BornA, and to tho raising of the lower primary schools, at Karhari and 
Sahtha, to the status of upper primary schools. Tlio lower primary schools 
'have increased by 15. Tho Sanskrit school at Ilajipur was revived during 
the year under report. 

24 1. In Daibhanga, there were 897 public .schools, with 26,088 pujiils, during 
the year under report, against 912 schools with 27.,024 pupils, in tlie preceding 
year, showing a loss of 15 schools and 336 pupils. This decroa.so shows the 
effect of tJio last fainino on education. Thoro is a Sanskrit school in Madhu- 
bani, aided by the Education Department. There were 56 boys on the roll

Tlicrj is ilius a falling ofi of 21 schools and 170 pupils, tluiiag the 
year, as eonip ned nitb the preeedini: year. Jiesidcs these girls’ stJiools, a largo 
number of giils attend boys’ schools. 

240. Tlio decrease in the uumber (»f girls’ schools in Gaya and Shahabad, 
is duo to the clo.^nre of sobools in tbv.se districts in consequence of high prices. 
The loss in girls’ schools in Chauiparan, is reported to ho due to the fact that the 
Bishunpur and Fnlwari Rewarded Giibs’ Hchools wore amalgamated with the boys’ 
schools, owing to the insudicient nuuihur of girls attending them. Two Bengali 
gills passed from tlio Baukiporo Giib’ School, at the upper, and foiu- at the 
lower primary exanuuatioii. Five girls passed the lower ])]imary examination 
from tbo Daibhaiiga district, held in December 18'J7. Mr. Maepherson, Magis- 
trate of Baraii, states that all the schools for tlio education of girls oWo their 
existence to tho elforts of Governm'ut. Not a single pice is paid by the j^eople, 
and the prejudice against the oducaiion of girls, oven at tho public cost, is still 
very great. 

247. As an encouragement to Muhammadan education, stipends are given 
in ec'itain maktabs in tlio Patna disirict. In Saran special facilities, in the way 
«jf free . studentships and studontshiin on reduced fees, are offered by the District 
Board for the education of poor Aluhammadans. There was a decrease in 
Mub immudau pupils in Gba>iiparan. It is exiilaincd to be due to the fact that 
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MuhommndanH, as a class, wore affected by tha famine, to a far greater extent 
than the Hindus. 

, 218. There were 2,980 private institutions, and 28,818 pupils attending 
tbcin,ns shown below. These are indigenous paishalas and inaktabs, and do uoi 
conform to the rules of the department : —

It will bo scon that the number of money-orders issued in tliis Division 
has risen from 354,704 in 1890-97, to 418,087 in the year of report. The 
increase occurs in all the districts. The amount remitted has risen from 
Rs. 63,47,2;i8 to R.s. 70,32,037. The rise is noticcablo in all tho districts,* 
except Patna, which shows a falling off. Tho increase may partly bo attributed 
to the fact, that a largo number of persons were employed (ui famine duty^^ in 
the Division during tho year, who had to remit money to^ their families. Tho 
increase may also bo partly due to tho importation of grain. 
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288. As regards money-orders paid, there has been a decrease of 46,606 • 
in their uutuber, but an increase of lls. 7,27,713 in the amouilt transmitted by 

■ them. Tho increase in the amount remitted, is probably duo to temporary 
emigration having increased on account of the scarcity. 

289. 'I'ho following statement shows tho Post Office Savings Bank trans- 
actions in tho last two years. Tlie iignros speak for themselves and indicate , , 
unmistakably that tliO aystom is growing in popularity

An imperial mail line (Bhagwanpiir to Mohwa) in tho Muzaffarpur district 
was opened during tho year undor report. 

290. In October 1897 a highway mail robbery took plaoo in tlio Sasaram 
subdivision, and property worth about Rs. 100 was looted. Tho case was 
successfully enquired into and con.mittod to tho Sessions, and resulted in 
the conviction of three out of six accused persons. There was one case of 
temporary misappropriation of Government money, by tho postal officials of 
Jaintpur in tho district of Muzaffarpur. No prosomitimr was undertaken for 
want of evidence, but the case was dealt with dcpartmentally. A case of theft 
of seven resristcrod articles containing, amongst other oirclosurcsj c,urrcticy notes 
for Us. 1,800, occuiToJ at Pupri, in tlie district ol Miizalfarpur, in tiro month of 
January. Enquiries were made dcpartmentally, and the Postmautor of Pupri, 
who was suspected of complicity, was made over to the police; but, although 
tho stolen property was recovered huriod in tho backyard of tire postmaster’s 
quarters, no pro.^ocution was underlakon, for want of ovidonco. Tho post- 
master was dealt with dcpartmentally and degraded. 

291, A new Postal and Tolegrai)h office was opened at Arwal in tho Gaya 
district during tho year. Two combined Post and 'I'clegrapli offices wore opened, 
one at Nagra, and tho other at Dighawara, in Saraii, and tho Telegraph office 
at Darunda in tho same district was closed in the year of report. Telegraph 
ofliccs at Pupri and Silaniarhi, in the district of Muzaffarpur, wero opened 
during tho year.

XXXIIKM-PAlJiS. 

294. The most important fair in this Division is tho Sonepnre fair in 
Saran. It is hold at Soneporo at the cmfluencc'. of tho Oangos and the Guudak. 
This fair is held annually at tho full-moon of ICaitik. Last year the fair 
was held from 30th October to tho 18th November 1897. As usual, tho 
sanitary and conservancy arrangements wero made under tho supervision 
of the Magistrate, tho District hiigincor, the District Sperintondent of 
Police, and tlio Oivil Surgeon. Tho total expenditure amounted to Ks. 28,487, 
as compared witli Us. 3,072 in the precedmg year. Thoro wero three cases of 
cholera during tho fair. On the whole the health of tho fair-goers waa 
good. Tho average daily attendance was roughly o.stimated by. tlie police, 
to liavo been al)out a lakh. Prizes for cattlo were distributed as usual. 
A sum of Its 145 was distributed in prizes to 20 persons, for 6 bullocks, 7 cowa 
and 8 buffaloes. The Goveriimont of Bengal sanctioned Us. 250 for making 
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arrangements £<)r the snfo pickotting of elephants, brought for sale at thtj 
fair, out of which sum Rs. 70 only was paid to 7 mahouts at Ks. 10 each. ''I'here 
are four other fairs in tho district of Saran, held at Silhoni, Mehuar, Thawaj 
and Kochiakoto. 'I'ho usual sanitary and conservancy arcangomonts wore 
made. There was no outbreak of cholera, or of any other epidemic, at these 
fairs. 

295. In Pafna there are a number of fairs which arc not important. No 
epidemic broke out at any ol them. ^ 

290. In Gaya, the principal fairs ar(( in the ChaU Sankrmt or Timut mela, 
held in April, and the Kartik Purnamasfii hula, held in November. Both these 
fair!? aro held at Salcmpur, on the east bank of tho Phalgu river, opposite the old 
town of Gaya. Tho attendance is said to have been rather less than in the 
preceding your, but the number of cattle tinnglu for sale was about tho same. 
Besides tht%e are the Ihukund, I'hnlfimi tmd Jlauakhi melus, held in March 
and Stay, the Knrtik C/ihut and Chuit Chlril hold at Deo in April and 

October, and tho Rafiganj mcla hold in Apiil. Tho largest, of these fairs is 
tho Uufiganj niela, which lasts for 15 diys. IMie attimdanco was larger 
than usual, but there wa.s a falling off in the iiinnbor of cattle brought for .sale, 
a fact which indicates an improvement in tho condition of the raiyats. A 
• rocently-ostablishod fair, held in village Kako i»i the Jehanabad subdivision, is 
reported to bo growing in populaiity, owiiig to tho exertions of tho local 
jfroprietors. About 3,000 head of cattle wore brought for sale in the past 
year. ‘''The usual sanitary arrangements wwo made at all those fairs, and the 
wnt( r-supply was adequate. 

297. Thn chief fairs in Shaliubad, are tlio.se held at Barabpnr in tbo Buxar 
subdivision, in February and April, 'riiosc !i:o cs.scntially cattle fairs, but horsc;- 
doalor.s also lUteml. Tho number of cattle braxgbt for sale at tho April fair 
iti 1807 was 29,813, as compared with 20,<i.s.) in the preceding year, and tho 
attendance was largi^r than usual. At tho I'clu’uary fair in 1898, the number 
Was 18,70 K as compared with 20,151 in the pi-cccding year, and tho attendance 
was much, loss lhan usual. 'J’hc falling oil' was duo to rumours about the 
plague. The. usilul conservancy and police arrangements were m.ade. In 
connection with the February fair, ait agricultural exhibition is held, and 
jjrizes Sro given for live-stock and agricultural produce. In addition to tho 
above, tbroo fairs aro held at Buxar, viz., lie* Khicliari, Amawas and Satuau 
. fairs. .'L’hey arc bathing fairs. This year the Amawas fair coincided with 
the total eclipse of the sim, and tho result was a very large gathering at 
Buxar, • In Sasaram the Bhaluni fair is repoited to have been attended by 
30,00Q por.sons. There was no outbreak of any disease at these fiiirs. 

* 298. Tho principal fair.s in Champaran are those held at Bcttiah, Tribeni 

and Arreraj, IhoBeitiah fair being the most important. 'I'ho Arroraj fjiir is held 
twice a year — once in February, and once in April. The gathering at tho 
. fair held in February last, was lorger than usual, in consequence of the order 
passed by the Nepal Government, prohibiting pilgrims from India from visiting 
the shiino of I’asupatinntli at Kalmaudu, cn the occasion of tho Sirarafn 
festival celebrated in that month. This order led many who would have other- 
‘wise gone to Katmandu, to make their, offerings at tlie temple of Mahadeva :it 
Arroraj, No disease of any kind broke out in any of the fairs during tho year. 

299. The only important fair in tho Muzaffarpur district is the Sri Ram 
Navanii fair, hold at Sitainarhi. This, btsid-.s being a largo general fair, is 
also a cattle fair, and it is estimated that mure than a lakh of people came 
to it, and about 60,000 or 70,000 cattle were brought for sale. There aro many 
small fairs held in this district. This year, tho number both of people 
and of cattle brought for sale at tho fairs was very ntucli smaller than usual. 
.This appears to be due to the various rumours ou the subject of plague. 

306. There aro no important fairs in Daibhanga.
